2.  Each  separate  institution  in  which  scientific  instruc- 
tion is  given  is  treated  as  a  school,  but  the  subjects  taught 
and  the  number  of  classes  in  the  different  schools  vary 
luucli.  In  some  cases  a  school  consists  of  but  one  class,  and 
there  is  only  one  subject  taught,  in  others  there  are  as 
many  as  9  and  10  classes  in  different  subjects.  The  total 
number  of  classes  in  the  212  schools  was  about  560. 
4,520  students  came  up  for  examination  in  May  from 
these  classes  which  are  under  certificated  teachers,  besides 
about  400  self-taught  students  and  pupils  of  classes  not 
under  certificated  teachers.  The  results  us  compared  with 
the  previous  year  are  given  below.

At  the  examinations  for  seafaring  men  held  in  March, 
September,  and  December  about  40  persons  were  examined 
in  addition  to  the  above. 

3.  The  May  examinations,  were  held  at  167  centres,  152 
provincial  and  15  metropolitan.  At  these  examinations 
the  Royal  Exhibitions  to  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  in 
Jermyn  Street,  and  the  College  of  Science  in  Dublin,  were 
competed  for  as  in  former  years.  Four  were  thus  awarded 
to  the  Royal  School  of  Mines,  and  five  to  the  Royal  College 
of  Science  in  Dublin. 

4.  The  payments  to  teachers  for  the  year  1 867  amounted 
to  7,976/.,  being  at  the  rate  of  15s.  7rf.  for  each  person 
under  instruction.  The  previous  year  this  payment  amounted 
to  about  14«.  6d     The  number  of  teachers  paid  was  194, 
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the  payments  varying  from  li.  to  220f.,  the  average  being  Science . 
4kbonfc  41i.  per  teacher.     Grants  were  also  made  towards  '^^*'"^*^"' 
tiie  purchase  of  apparatus,  diagi*ams,  and  examples,  amount- 
ing in  the  year  to  1672.  198.  0|c{.,  being  an  increase  on  the 
year  before,  1866,  when  they  amounted  to  142i.  108.  S^d 

5.  At  the  commencement  of  this  year,  1868,  there  were 
283  Science  schools  and  institutions  in  which  science 
instruction  was  being  given  under  certificated  teachers, 
199  in  England,  11  in  Scotland,  and  73  in  Ireland.  These 
had  789  classes  and  were  teaching  11,606  students.  This 
is  an  increase  of  76  schools  and  3,314  students  over  last 
year,  and  is  irrespective  of  two  Navigation  schools,  which 
do  not  send  up  pupils  for  examination,  and,  therefore, 
receive  no  payments  on  results. 

6.  The  examination  in  November  1866  was  the  last 
special  annual  examination  for  teachers'  certificates.  By 
the  Minute  of  12th  February  1867,  all  persons  who  obtain 
a  first  or  second  class  at  the  annual  May  examinations  of 
the  Department  are  qualified  if  they  teach  to  earn  payments 
on  results.  As  the  May  examinations  are  held  all  over  the 
kingdom,  teachers  are  enabled  to  qualify  themselves  with 
much  greater  facility  than  when  they  were  required  to 
attend  a  special  examination  in  London,  Dublin,  Edinburgh, 
or  Manchester.  The  abolition  of  this  special  examination 
is  also  a  great  saving  of  expense  to  the  candidates  and  to 
the  Department. 

7.  Scholarahipa  and  Local  Exhibitions. — With  a  view  of 
increasing  the  encouragement  and  aid  to  scientific  instruc- 
tion, we  have  by  the  Minute  of  21st  December  1867 
created  thi'ee  descriptions  of  scholarships  or  exhibitions. 
These  are  intended  for  the  support  of  promising  and 
deserving  students  of  the  industrial  classes  while  continuing 
their  education.  They  will  thus  supplement  and  enlarge 
the  previous  action  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 
The  scholarships,  which  are  of  two  kinds,  are  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  secondaiy  instruction  in  elementary 
schools,  forming  as  it  were  a  connecting  link  between 
them  and  the  Scienc?  and  Art  schools;  and  the  local 
exhibitions  are  intended  to  promote  advanced  scientific 
instruction,  carrying  forward  in  such  colleges  as  the  Royal 
Schools  of  Mines  in  London,  or  the  Royal  College  of 
Science  in  Dublin,  the  elementary  scientific  instruction 
obtained  in  the  local  Science  schools.  The  details  with 
regard  to  these, — the  elementary  school  scholarships,  the 
Science  and  Art  scholarships,  and  the  local  exhibitions, — 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  pages  2  and  4,  where  the 
Minute  and  an  explanatory  memorandum  are  riven,  r^^^^i^ 
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8.  The  details  of  the  Science  schools  will  be  found  in  the 
reportoftheofficial  inspector  for  science,  Capt.  Donnelly,RE., 
at  page  35. 

9.  Whitworth  Endowment. — We  have  great  satisfaction 
in  calling  attention  to  Mr.  Whitworth's  noble  endowment 
for  the  advancement  of  scientific  instruction  in  mechanical 
engineering.  The  details  and  correspondence  will  be  found 
at  p.  7  in  Appendix  A.  It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Whit- 
worth founds  30  scholarships  of  100?.  per  annum  each,  and 
vests  them  in  the  Lord  President  or  other  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction  for  the  time  being,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  mechanical  industry  of  this  country  by 
aiding  young  men  in  acquiring  proficiency  in  engineering. 
He  has  also,  with  a  view  to  immediate  action  in  the  matter, 
given  60  exhibitions  of  the  value  of  251,  to  the  principal 
universities,  colleges,  and  schools  in  the  country,  to  induce 
young  men  to  prepare  for  the  first  competition '  for  the 
lOOl.  scholarship  in  May  1869,  and  to  aid  them  in  doing 
so.  Mr.  Whitworth  expresses  the  hope  that  means  may 
be  found  for  bringing  science  and  industry  into  closer 
relations  with  each  other  than  at  present  obtains  in  this 
country ;  and  he  suggests  the  creation  of  a  faculty  of 
industry  analogous  to  those  now  existing  of  divinity,  law, 
and  medicine,  and  the  conferring  of  degrees  in  industry 
by  some  competent  authority.  These  and  other  questions 
relating  to  the  development  of  scientific  instruction  have 
for  some  time  engaged  our  serious  attention,  and  though 
fully  aware  of  their  great  importance  to  the  country  we 
have  considered  that  action  in  the  matter  would  be  pre- 
mature while  the  subject  was  still  under  investigation  by  a 
committee  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

1 0.  Royal  School  of  Naval  Architecture  and  Marine 
JEngineering, — The  third  session  terminated  on  Ist  May 
1867.  A  favourable  report  of  the  progress  and  conduct  of 
the  students  is  made  by  the  Inspector-General,  Dr.  Woolley 
(page  81).  During  the  second  session  there  were  4j4  stu- 
dents, 29  sent  by  the  Admiralty,  and  15  were  private. 

11.  At  the  close  of  the  session  the  Admiralty  students 
and  such  of  the  private  students  as  were  British  subjects, 
and  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege,  to  the  number 
of  seven,  were  sent  to  some  of  the  Royal  Dockyards  and  Fac- 
tories, and  employed  under  the  direction  of  the  Controller 
of  the  Navy  on  such  works  in  progress  as  were  best  cal- 
culated to  improve  their  knowledge  and  experience.  They 
were  treated  in  every  respect  like  the  Admiralty  students, 
and  were  required  to  keep  a  monthly  diaiy  with  sketches.

12.  The  present  session  opened  on  the  31sfc  November 
1867,  with  42  students,  viz.,  24  sent  by  the  Admiralty, 
and  18  private  students,  showing  an  increase  of  three  in  the 
latter.  There  is  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  appreciation 
of  the  school  by  the  public  shown  by  this  inci*ease  will 
continue^  although  the  depressed  state  of  the  ship-building 
trade  is  calculated  to  prevent  the  growth  of  the  school  to 
the  extent,  which  under  more  favourable  circumstancesmight 
have  been  attained. 

13.  The  first  examination  for  diplomas  was  held  at  the 
close  of  the  session  in  April.  No  candidate  presented  him- 
self who  had  net  been  instructed  in  the  school,  although 
this  is  permitted.  There  were  17  candidates,  students  of 
the  school,  who  had  completed  a  three  years'  course,  of 
whom  13  were  successful.  Nine  obtained  the  diploma  of 
Fellow,  and  four  that  of  Associate. 

Ae  respects  Art. 

14.  The  National  Art  Traini/ng  School, — ^The   head- Art  iiwtruc- 
master's  report  for  the  year  ending  Slst  of  July  shows  that  ^^^ 

28  students  in  training  for  masterships  of  Schools  of  Art 
have  received  allowances  for  maintenance,  of  whom  four 
have  been  appointed  to  local  Schools  of  Art.  Free 
studentships  were  allowed  to  37  students  who  had  been 
successful  in  obtaining  medals  or  passing  examinations;  16 
sappers  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  30  other  persons,  either 
former  students  in  training,  national  scholars,  or  persons  in 
the  employment  of  the  Department,  have  attended  the  school 
without  payment  of  fees,  making  a  total  of  118  free 
students.  Three  certificates  of  competency  as  masters  for 
Schools  of  Art  were  granted  after  examination  to  students 
in  receipt  of  allowances,  and  six  to  other  candidates  in 
the  school. 

15.  Twenty-three  students  in  training  as  designers  or 
Art  workmen  have  received  allowances  for  maintenance  as 
national  scholars.  Of  these  three  have  obtained  remune- 
rative employment  as  designers  within  the  term  of  four 
sessions,  to  which  these  scholarships  are  limited,  and  two 
others,  at  the  expiration  of  their  scholarships,  have  obtained 
employment  as  omamentists  of  a  high  class. 

16.  Students  in  training  have  been  under  instruction  in 
etching  by  Mr.  B.  J.  Lane,  AII.A.,  and  a  second  volume  of 
50  of  their  etchings  has  been  published,  and  will  be  distri- 
buted among  those  Schools  of  Art  in  which  the  students 
have  shown  by  their  previous  progress  that  they  are  likely 
to  make  good  use  of  such  works. 
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Artiustmc      17.    Together  with  students  in  training,  the    general 
**^"'  public  are  admitted  to  the  school  on  payment  of  adequate 

fees ;  422  students  paid  fees  for  the  first  session  of  the 
year,  and  406  for  the  second  session.  The  amount  paid  in 
fees  was  1,9642.  2^.  The  total  number  of  individual  students 
in  the  year  was  727,  as  compared  with  807  in  the  preceding 
year.  This  reduction  has  been  influenced  by  a  change 
in  the  regulations  for  the  admission  of  students,  which 
excludes  amateurs  desirous  of  taking  a  few  lessons  only. 

1.8.  Schools  of  Art. — Ninety-eight  Schools  of  Art  are  now 
in  operation.  They  give  instruction  to  17,341  students,  a 
alight  increase  as  compared  with  1867.  'One,  a  branch 
school  at  Abingdon,  has  been  closed,  another  at  Greenock 
has  ceased  to  fulfil  the  conditions  of  an  Art  School,  and 
has  become  a  night  class  for  artizans.  New  schools  have 
been  established  during  the  year  at  Dorchester  and  Kil- 
marnock. 

19.  The  professional  examiners  of  the  works  sent  up  to 
the  national  competition,  report  that  the  designs  submitted 
to  them  show  that  the  work  of  these  schools  is  acting 
satis&ctorily  upon  the  manufactures  of  the  country. 

20.  With  a  view  to  encourage  more  energetic  endeavours 
for  the  promotion  of  art  instruction  in  schools  already 
existing,  as  well  as  in  districts  where  schools  have  not  yet 
been  established,  additional  aid  has  been  offered  in  the 
terms  of  the  Minute  of  January  1868,  printed  in  the 
Appendix  A.,  p.  15. 

21.  Six  certificates  of  qualification  as  masters  of  Schools 
of  Art,  and  185  certificates  of  qualification  to  give  in- 
struction in  elementary  drawing  in  schools  for  the  poor, 
and  night  classes  have  been  taken  by  students  of  local 
schools, 

22.  Twenty-one  Schools  of  Art  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  use  of  the  collections  at  South  Kensington  by 
borrowing  works  for  study  in  the  schools,  and  14  have  had 
loans  of  objects  for  exhibition.  Special  grants  of  examples 
and  works  of  art  have  also  been  made  to  various  schools. 

23.  Night  daasea, — The  encouragement  given  towards 
instruction  in  drawing  in  classes  of  pupils  above  12  years 
of  age  meeting  after  6  p.m.  in  national  or  parochial  schools, 
and  in  working  men's,  mechanics',  or  similar  institutions 
has  extended  these  classes  during  the  second  year  of  their 
action  from  32  to  72,  while  the  number  of  students  has 
doubled— from  1,140  in  1866  to  2,588  in  1867.  The 
examinations  of  these  classes  are  framed  to  induce  such  a 
course  of  study  as  shall  prepare  the  pupils  for  the  more 
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advanced,  or  more  technical,  classes  in  the  Schools  of  Art  ^^"**"^' 
or  of  Science. 

24.  Schools  for  the  Poor. — Aid  towards  instruction  in 
drawing  in  these  schools,  formerly  administered  through  the 
agency  of  the  local  committees  of  Schools  of  Art,  is  given 
directly  to  the  managers  of  the  schools,  who  also  aid  in 
ilie  conduct  of  the  examinations  of  the  children.  In  588 
schools  79,411  children  have  been  taught  drawing  during 
the  past  year ;  in  1866,  80,084  children  were  taught  drawing 
in  560  schools  for  the  poor. 

25.  Exami/natioii  of  Teachers  in  Training  Schools. — 
Students  in  training  schools  for  elementary  teachers  are 
annually  examined  in  drawing  in  November.  This  year 
2,161  were  examined ;  1,382  passed  in  one  or  more 
of  the  subjects  required  for  a  certificate,  and  175  obtained 
certificates  of  competency  to  give  instruction  in  drawing 
concurrently  with  writing. 

26.  Grants  in  aid  of  the  pwrchase  of  Eocamples  have  been 
^ven  on  147  requisitions  from  Art  Schools  or  drawing 
classes  to  the  amount  of  225^.  ISs,  7d.  In  1866,  192 
grants  amounting  to  256^.  12^.  10(2.  were  made. 

27.  The  grand  total  of  persons  taught  drawing  through 
the  agency  of  the  Department,  and  the  amount  of  fees  paid, 
have  been  as  follows  during  the  last  three  years : —

30.  In  the  national  competition,  10  gold,  20  silver,  and 
52  bronze  medak  were  awarded,  together  with  33  prizes  of 
books.  These  take  the  place  of  100  medallions  for  com- 
petition in  former  yeara 

II. — South  KIknsington  Museum. 

31.  BuUdinga. — The  decorations  of  the  exterior  and  inte- 
rior of  the  Lecture  Theatre  Buildings,  mentioned  in  the  14th 
Report  as  in  progress,  are  now  in  a  forward  state,  and  as 
far  as  possible  the  designs  are  being  carried  out  by  the 
students  of  the  Department  under  the  supervision  of  the 
various  artists  who  have  furnished  them. 

32.  There  is  every  indication  that  the  classes  which  are 
being  created  with  this  special  object  at  South  Kensington 
for  modelling,  mosaic  work,  painting  on  tiles,  &c.  will  attain 
a  high  degree  of  excellence,  and  will  eventually  prove  of 
great  service  to  the  decorative  arts  of  this  country.  The 
names  of  the  artists  employed  on  the  designs  of  these  and 
other  portions  of  the  Museum  Buildings  are  to  be  found  in 
the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Department  (pp.  197,  255). 

33.  In  the  14!th  Report  the  commencement  of  the  School 
of  Naval  Architecture  was  also  noticed.  Considerable 
progress  has  been  made  with  it,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
building  will  be  roofed  in  during  the  year  1869.  This 
building  will  afford  ample  accommodation  for  the  Naval 
School  and  for  a  School  of  Chemistry,  but  if  other  branches 
of  science  are  to  be  taught  more  space  will  be  necessary. 

34.  Works  of  Fine  Art — The  Inspector-General  for  Art 
reports  that  the  state  of  the  pictures  and  works  of  Art  under 
his  charge  is  generally  satisfactory;  and  that  even  those 
pictures  which  are  unsound  from  the  original  use  by  the 
painter  of  improper  pigments  and  vehicles  suffer  less  than 
in  most  private  galleries,  but  that  the  committee  on  the  ques* 
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tion  of  beating,  lighting,  and  ventilating  the  galleries  have 
not  yet  sent  in  their  report ;  also  that  several  gifts  of  pic- 
tures have  been  made  to  the  collection  in  the  past  season 
by  Capt.  Hans  Busk,  Mr.  Marshall  Claxton,  and  Mr.  S. 
Barrett;  and  of  sculpture  by  Miss  Sheepshanks  and  by 
bequest  of  Mr.  Minshull  Bigg ;  while,  in  accordance  with 
the  usual  practice  of  receiving  fine  works  on  loan,  27  pic- 
tures and  drawings  have  been  exhibited  during  the  past 
year,  besides  a  large  collection  of  designs  and  modelled 
studies  by  the  late  John  Flaxman,  B.A. 

35.  Gifts. — The  objects  presented  to  the  Museum  during 
the  last  year  have  been  varied  and  interesting.  Among 
them  may  be  specified  an  important  series  of  illustrations 
of  the  methods  of  instruction  pursued  in  the  schools  esta- 
blished by  Messrs.  Schneider,  at  their  works  at  Creuzot, 
presented  by  M.  Schneider,  President  of  the  French  Legis- 
lative Assembly.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  War  has 
transferred  to  the  Museum  the  collection  of  war  manu- 
factures exhibited  at  Paris ;  and  Mr.  Penn,  Mr.  Whitworth, 
and  other  gentlemen,  having  in  view  the  important  object 
of  promoting  the  knowledge  of  mechanical  science,  have 
expressed  their  intention  of  placing  at  our  disposal  various 
models  and  specimens,  by  which  the  value  and  complete- 
ness of  the  Educational  Collections  of  the  Museum  will 
be  much  enhanced. 

36.  Loan  Collection. — The  interest  of  the  Loan  Collec- 
tion continues  to  be  maintained  by  numerous  contributions, 
and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Museum  it  has 
received  several  highly  important  loans  from  foreign 
Governments.  The  Emperor  of  Austria  has  permitted 
three  remarkable  crystals  from  the  Imperial  Treasury  at 
Vienna  to  be  exhibited.  The  King  of  Sweden  has  con- 
tributed specimens  of  Runic  carving  of  the  twelfth  century ; 
and  the  Government  of  Boumania  have  consented  to  the 
exhibition  of  the  treasures  of  Petrossa  and  other  ancient 
objects  of  Art. 

37.  Art  Purchases, — In  consequence  of  the  opportunity 
afforded  by  the  International  Exhibition  at  Paris,  the 
acquisitions  of  last  year  have  been  numerous  and  important. 
Acting  on  the  recommendations  of  a  Select  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  and  advised  by  a  Commission  of  Selec- 
tion, consisting  of  Lord  Foley,  Mr.  Franks,  and  Mr.  Webb, 
we  have  acquired,  among  many  other  objects  of  interest,  a 
valuable  collection  of  Arabian  ornaments,  purchased  from 
Dr.  Meymar;  a  highly  ornamental  modem  cabinet,  by 
M.  Fourdinois ;  a  spinette,  the  work  of  Annibale  dei  R^ssi, 
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of  Milan ;  and  a  repouss^  shield,  produced  by  M.  Morel 
Ladeuil  for  Messrs.  Elkington  and  Ck>.  A  valuable  series 
of  140  medals,  and  the  remaining  examples  of  ancient  carv* 
ing  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  John  Webb^  alluded  to  in 
our  last  report,  may  be  mentioned  among  the  more  import* 
ant  specimens  purchased  in  the  usual  course. 

88.  Casts  and    Beprodhict'Ums, — ^Among   the  additions 
which  have  been  made  to  this  division  of  the  Museum 
during  the  past  year  are  an  electrotype  of  the  Gate  of  the 
Baptistry  at  Florence,  by  Lorenzo  Ohiberti ;  a  cast  of  the 
great  bronze  candlestick  in  the  Cathedral  of  Milan ;  casts 
of   various  works  of  Italian  Art  of  the  15th  century,  and 
of  Norwegian  doors  of  the  12th  century,  of  which  the  origi- 
nals were  exhibited  at  Paris.

Wales  and  other  Princes  of  the  reigning  families  of  Europe 
to  promote  the  reproduction  of  works  of  Art  in  their  respec- 
tive countries,  with  a  view  to  international  exchanges,  by 
which  Museums  of  Art  may  be  enriched  and  rendered 
more  complete  than  would  otherwise  have  been  possible. 
ehUcctuTC.  *^-  Indian  Architecture, — Since  our  last  report  the 
Government  of  India  has  constituted  authorities  in  the 
three  Presidencies  and  the  North- Western  Provinces  (see 
Appendix  A,  p.  27,)  to  take  surveys  and  plans  of  the 
architecture,  of  India,  dating  from  some  centuries  before 
the  Christian  era,  and  presenting  examples  of  several 
marked  styles  scarcely  known  in  Europe.  We  are  in  corre- 
spondence with  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India^  in  order 
to  obtain  casts  of  some  of  the  most  important  monuments 
for  the  national  and  principal  local  museums  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 

41.  CircfuXatvng  CoUeetion, — Upwards  of  2,000  paintings, 
drawings,  and  other  objects  have  been  circulated  to  exhi- 
bitions held  in  connexion  with  Schools  of  Art,  and  a  recently 
prepared  list  of  reproductions  in  electrotype  shows  that  the 
Museum  has  now  492  of  such  objects  available  for  the 
purposes  of  circulation.  The  demand  for  assistance  of  this 
kind  steadily  increases,  and  in  almost  every  instance  the 
returns  received  £n>m  committees  of  local  exhibitions  show 
that  a  large  number  of  visitors  have  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunities  thus  afforded  them. 

42.  The  system  of  lending  objects  as  studies  to  Schools 
of  Art  continues  to  work  satisfactorily ;  87  studies  have 
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been  cdrculated  to  different  schools  during  the  year,  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  increased  facilities 
will  be  afforded  to  Schools  of  Art  for  borrowing  examples 
for  the  purposes  of  study. 

43.  Ndtional  Art  Libra/ry. — ^The  collections  of  the  Art 
Library  have  received  considerable  additions,  many  deside- 
rata have  been  sapplied,  and  several  important  works  have 
been  purchased,  while  greater  use  has  been  made  of  the 
Art  Library  by  students  than  in  any  previous  y^ar  since 
its  establishment. 

44.  A  fine  copy  of  Baron  Taylor^s  great  work  on  the 
arcliitecture  and  antiquities  of  France,  ''  Voyages  dans 
rAndenne  France,"  was  purchased  in  Paris ;  some  good 
examples  of  bookbinding  of  the  16th  centuiy  have  been 
acquired,  and  various  interesting  specimens  of  early  wood- 
cut illustrations,  and  some  examples  of  early  typography ;  a 
collection  of  pamphlets,  prints,  and  other  illustrations  of 
the  International  Exhibitions  of  London  in  1851  and  of 
Paris  in  1855  has  been  presented  by  Sir  C.  Wentworth 
Dilke,  Bart.,  M.P. 

45.  Among  the  drawings  of  ornament  and  original  de- 
signs the  most  important  purchase  is  a  valuable  collection  of 
276  designs  for  gold  and  silversmiths'  work  of  the  Italian 
cinque-cento  school,  forming  a  remarkable  series,  first 
brought  together  in  the  year  1560.  An  interesting  col- 
lection made  by  the  late  Dr.  WoUaston  of  203  coloured 
illustrations  of  antique  mosaic  decorations  has  been  pre* 
sented  to  the  Library  by  Mrs.  Wollaston. 

46.  The  collection  of  photographs  has  been  largely  in- 
creased, 6,6.94  copies  having  been  added ;  these  include  the 
series  of  portraits  lent  to  the  National  Portrait  Exhibitions 
of  1866  and  1867,  and  a  considerable  collection  of  illustra- 
tions of  Indian  architecture  and  costume. 

47.  Notwithstanding  the  deficiency  of  accommodation  for 
readers,  their  numbers  (12,822,  independent  of  the  Art 
school  students)  show  an  increase  of  1,200  over  those  of 
last  year,  proving  in  a  satisfactory  manner  the  appreciation 
by  the  public  of  the  contents  of  the  Art  Libraiy  (see 
Appendix  D.,  p.  242). 

48.  Educationcd  Gollectiona, — Consequent  on  the  removal 
of  the  iron  building,  temporary  accommodation  has  been 
provided  for  these  collections  in  the  old  class-rooms  and 
present  entrance  corridors  to  the  Qeneral  Museum.  The 
room  provisionally  set  apart  as  a  reading-room  on  the 
west  side  of  the  central  entrance  to  the  Museum  is  con- 
venient and  well  adapted  for  the  purpose ;  but  the  space 
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afforded  for  the  collections  is  insuflSdent,  and  has  occa- 
sioned some  crowding  and  departure  from  classification  in 
the  arrangement  of  the  examples.  Some  important  addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  collections  during  the  year, 
the  chief  of  them  having  been  obtained  from  the  late 
Exhibition  in  Paris.  An  addition  of  nearly  600  books, 
pamphlets,  &a,  has  also  been  made  to  the  library,  which 
now  possesses  20,400  volumes.  The  total  number  of  per* 
sons  oonsulting  the  books  and  apparatus  was  5,983,  a 
number  not  quite  so  large  as  that  of  the  previous  year, 
occasioned  probably  by  the  inconvenience  and  confusion 
of  transferring  the  collection. 

49.  The  Food  Museum  has  been  transferred  from  the 
iron  building  to  the  ground  floor  of  the  western  quad- 
rangle, immediately  under  the  official  residences,  where  it 
is  now  provisionally  re-arranged  and  exhibited,  but  the 
space  provided  for  it  is  insufficient  and  inconvenient.  The 
illustrations  of  this  collection,  which  were  specially  pre- 
pared for  and  exhibited  in  the  alimentary  classes  of  the 
British  division  of  the  recent  Paris  Exhibition,  attracted 
much  attention  there.  During  the  year  a  series  of  illus- 
trations of  the  Museum  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the 
India  Office,  and  sent  to  the  Government  Central  Museum 
at  Bombay.  A  new  catalogue  of  the  collection  is  being 
compiled,  and  will  shortly  be  issued. 

50.  Animal  Products  Collection, — This  collection,  which 
iUusti'ates  animal  products  and  their  application  to  indus- 
trial purposes,  and  which  is  temporarily  placed  in  the  south 
galleries  (formerly  the  refreshment  rooms  of  the  Inter- 
national Exhibition  of  1862)  adjoining  the  Gardens  of  the 
Royal  Horticultural  Society,  has  been  exhibited  to  the 
public  throughout  the  past  year,  with  the  exception  of  a 
short  interval  occasioned  by  the  removal  of  the  second 
series  of  national  portraits.  The  collection  is  generally 
in  good  preservation,  considering  the  perishable  nature  and 
age  of  a  large  portion  of  it. 

61.  Museum  of  Constructio^i  and  Building  Materials, — 
In  the  month  of  July  last  the  entire  collection  illustrating 
materials  for  building  and  construction  was  removed  from 
the  old  iron  building  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum, 
and  was  transferred  to  the  south-western  galleries  adjoining 
the  Gardens  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society.  Tliia 
removal  afforded  an  opportunity  for  a  better  arrangement 
and  classification  of  the  several  divisions  and  illustrations 
in  the  collection,  which  was  taken  advantage  of  to  the 
utmost. 
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52.  The  colleciive  display  of  omameixtal  work  in  terra 
ootta  for  aidiitectuial  decorations,  both  of  British  and 
foreign  manufacture,  is  perhaps  the  laigest  in  England. 
The  contributions  in  this  nianu£Ebcture  derived  from  J^anoe 
and  Italy  are  especially  striking.  Building  bricks,  both 
plain  and  moulded,  also  form  a  laige  and  interesting  por* 
tion  of  the  collection;  whilst  tiles  of  all  descriptions  for 
roofing,  flooring;  wall  lining,  and  decoration  are  very  fully 
represented.  A  few  specimens  of  bricks  and  tiles  of  foreign 
manu&cture  were  obtained  as  gifts  to  the  Musewn  from 
the  late  Paris  Universal  Exhibition  of  1867.  The  general 
labelling  of  the  collection  has  been  kept  up,  and  it  is  in* 
tended  shortly  to  issue  a  revised  and  corrected  edition  of 
the  catalogue  of  the  Museum. 

53.  CcUtUogu^. — ^Various  catalogues  have   been   issued  inyentones 
during  the  year.     Of  these,  we  may  name  that  of  the  im-  i^^^ 
portant  collection  of  photographs  in  the  Library  as  likely  to 

be  of  great  use  to  studenta  Catalogues  of  the  Sheepshanks 
and  Ellison  collections  of  pictures  have  been  re-edited. 
A  catalogue  has  been  published  of  the  third  National  For* 
trait  Exhibition,  suggested  three  years  since  by  Lord  Derby, 
which  win  be  concluded  this  year.  That  of  the  cartoons 
and  other  works  of  Raphael,  by  Dr.  Buland,  has  been 
re-edited  by  himself 

54s.  Inventories. — Among  these  may  be  specified  a  com- 
plete Inventory  of  all  the  objects  acquired  for  the  Art 
Collections  from  the  foundation  of  Schools  of  Design  until 
the  end  of  1867.  Probably  the  most  important  issue  of 
this  kind  is  the  Universal  Catalogue  of  Art  Books,  of 
which  some  sheets  were  issued  at  the  beginning  of  1867  in 
the  columns  of  the  "Times/'  That  medium  of  publica- 
tion was  discontinued,  and  we  have  this  year  arranged 
for  an  experimental  issue  of  this  work  in  the  "  Notes  and 
Queries,"  a  journal  devoted  to  matters  of  literary  research. 
The  letter  A.  is  already  issued.  The  work  has  excited  con- 
siderable interest,  as  well  in  this  country  as  throughout  the 
Continent. 

55.  Kaval  Musevmu — The  Naval  Museum  has  been  con- 
siderably increased  during  the  past  year.  The  series  of 
unarmoured  ships  of  war  and  transports  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  many  articles  of  equipment  and  models  of 
details  have  been  added  to  the  Admiralty  collection.  A 
considerable  number  of  models  have  been  given  or  lent  by 
private  persona  The  most  conspicuous  donation  is  a  series 
of  models  designed  by  Admiral  Halsted  for  a  complete  war 
navy,  and  presented  to  the  Museum  and  School  of  Naval    , 
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Architeoture  by  Messrs.  B.  Napier  and  Son.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  extend  the  space  allotted  to  Naval  Museum, 
by  adding  a  long  gallery,  which  formed  part  of  the  Exhi-* 
bition  of  1862,  where  the  whole  of  this  department  of  the 
Museum  is  now  collected  and  exhibited. 

66.  District  Museuma, — The  greater  portion  of  the  iron 
building  at  South  Kensington  has  been  removed  to  the  site 
of  the  new  Museum  at  Bethnal  Green,  and  a  design  has 
been  prepared,  under  the  direction  of  Colonel  Scott,  R.E., 
for  the  re>erection  of  the  old  materials,  encased  in  a  red 
brick  structure  of  an  ornamental  character. 

67.  National  Portrait  Exhibition, — The  second  Exhi- 
bition of  National  Portraits,  held  under  the  same  conditions 
and  general  arrangements  as  the  Exhibition  of  the  previous 
year,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Earl  of  Derby,  KG.,  with 
with  whom  the  idea  originated,  was  opened  on  the  3rd  of 
May.  Through  the  great  liberality  of  the  owners  of  por- 
traits of  national  importance,  we  were  enabled  to  collect 
866  works  by  150  known  painters.  The  list  of  contribu- 
tors, headed  by  Her  Majesty  and  various  corporate  and 
other  bodies,  contains  upwards  of  360  names.  The  period 
fixed  for  this,  the  second  instalment,  was  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  reign  of  William  and  Mary,  1689,  to  the 
end  of  the  18th  century.  The  Exhibition  closed  on  the 
31st  of  August,  and  was  visited  by  49,385  persons.  The 
i-eceipts  amounted  to  2,454i.  Full  details  wiU  be  found  in 
the  report  at  page  235  in  the  Appendix,  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Redgrave,  who  was  charged  with  the  direction  of  the  Exhi- 
bition. The  third  and  concluding  Exhibition,  which  comes 
down  to  the  present  time,  and  comprises  also  a  supplemen- 
tary collection,  takes  place  this  yeai*. 

58.  Visitors. — The  number  of  visitors  to  the  South 
Kensington  Museum  during  the  past  year  has  been 
646,916,  showing  a  decrease  of  14 '4  per  cent,  on  the 
attendance  of  the  previous  year.  A  similar  decline  in 
numbers  has  taken  place  at  other  public  institutions,  and 
is  doubtless  attributable  to  the  commercial  depression  of 
the  year.     (See  Appendix  D,,  p.  199.) 

59,  Paris  Exhibition. — The  hope  expressed  in  our  report 
of  last  year,  that  the  vote  of  116,500i.  for  the  British  section 
of  the  Exhibition  would  prove  sufficient  to  defray  all  the 
expenses,  has  been  realized.  By  the  exercise  of  a  vigilant 
economy  a  balance  has  been  appropriated,  by  direction  of 
the  Treasury,  to  the  purchase  of  objects  for  the  Museums  of 
the  Department,  and  for  the  purpose  of  circulation  among 
institutions  in  connexion  with  it  (see  Appendix^  p.  21). 
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60.  The  Paris  Exhibition  has  had  the  effect  of  directing 
public  attention  to  the  relative  position  of  this  and  foreign 
countries  in  respect  of  the  various  branches  of  manu- 
fzicturing  industry,  and  especially  to  the  rapid  progress 
effected  by  continental  manufacturers  during  the  past  few 
years.  The  Exhibition  has  thus  led  to  the  recognition  in 
this  country  of  the  immense  importance  to  industry  as 
well  of  primary  education  as  of  instruction  in  Science  and 
Art ;  and  we  hope  to  see  the  means  of  instruction  as  fully 
and  as  effectively  provided  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  in 
the  several  continental  countries  where  its  wide  diffusion 
has  been  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  trading  aud  manu- 
£Eu;turing  interests  of  the  community. 


IIL — Institutions  subject  to  the  Superintendence 
OP  THE  Department. 

Geological  Survey,  Museum  of  Practical  Geology  and 
Royal  School  of  Mines, 

61.  The  Director-General  reports  (Appendix  E.,  p.  263)  g^J^^**^ 
that  during  the  past  year  1,162  square  miles  were  surveyed  ' 

in  England^  and  319^  in  Scotland ;  or  nearly  the  same  ex- 
tent oi  area  as  last  year.  In  Ireland  geological  data  have 
been  inserted  over  713  square  miles  upon  the  6-inch  maps, 
and  1,059  miles  of  boundary  have  been  traced. 

62.  Ten  new  maps  on  the  scale  of  six  inches  to  the  mile, 
illustrating  the  coal  fields  of  Lancashire,  Durham  and 
Northumberland,  have  been  published  during  the  year,  and 
eleven  others  are  in  the  hands  of  the  engraver.  Five 
sheets  of  horizontal  sections  have  been  issued,  and  a 
number  of  other  sheets  both  of  horizontal  and  vertical 
sections  are  in  course  of  preparation. 

63.  The  re-organization  of  the  Survey  and  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  persons  employed  in  its  staff  have  not  yet 
resulted  in  any  marked  addition  to  the  progi'ess  of  the 
work;  but  the  Director-General  reports  that  a  decided 
augmentation  in  the  field-work  and  publications  may  be 
looked  for  at  the  close  of  next  year,  by  which  time  the 
recently  appointed  surveyors  will  have  become  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  nature  of  their  duties,  and  we  trust 
that  the  results  of  the  current  year  will  show  a  satisfactory 
progress.  Index  maps  are  given  in  Appendix  E,  showing 
the  present  state  and  progress  of  the  Survey. 

64.  The  reports  of  Professor  Huxley  and  Mr.  Etheridge  on 
the  Natural  History  branch  of  the  Siu-vey,  and  on  the  addi- 
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iions  which  have  been  made  by  presents  and  by  purchase 
during  the  past  year,  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
Director-General  at  page  266. 

65.  The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  of  Practical 
Geology  was  43,402,  being  a  considerable  increase  on  the 
last  year,  when  the  number  was  16»204.  This  is  chiefly 
due  to  the  opening  of  the  museum,  since  the  14th  of  Jan. 
1867,  on  two  evening  of  the  week,  when  19,110  persons 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  inspecting 
the  collections, 
^hooi  of  66.  In  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  the  number  of  students 

entering  for  one,  two,  or  three  years,  with  a  view  to 
becoming  associates,  has  been  13,  including  the  Royal 
Exhibitioners ;  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year. 
The  total  number  of  occasional  students  entenng  tor  the 
different  courses  was  102,  the  number  in  the  .previous 
session  being  108.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  was  at- 
tended during  the  three  terms  by  121  students  and  the 
Metallurgical  Laboratory  by  27  students;  in  the  session 
1866-67  the  respective  nmnbers  were  116  and  30.  Dr. 
Frankland  reports  that  as  many  students  are  in  attendttace 
as  can  be  supplied  with  working  benches. 

67.  There  were  three  courses  of  lectures  to  working  men  ; 
and  the  theatre,  which  holds  about  600,  was  completely 
filled.  The  two  evening  courses  of  lectures,  one  on  che^ 
mistry  and  the  other  on  physics,  for  teachers  were  attended 
by  196  and  211  respectively. 

68.  Some  inquiries  undertaken  by  the  staff  for  other  Go- 
vernment departments,  such  as  on  the  influence  of  damp  soil 
in  phthisis  and  fever,  an  investigation  in  reference  to  Indian 
and  Colonial  coal-fields,  and  the  survey  of  Jamaica,  which 
has  been  completed  in  the  past  year,  will  also  be  found  fully 
reported  on  by  the  Director-General  of  the  Geological 
Survey.     (Appendix  E,  page  269.) 

M^^^  69.  Edinburgh  Muaeum  of  Science  and  Art. — The  pro- 
gress of  this  branch  of  the  department  since  the  opening  of 
the  new  buildings  has  been  very  satisfactory ;  many  liberal 
donations  and  loans  have  further  enriched  the  collection, 
and  some  additional  specimens  havb  been  acquired  by 
purchase.  There  is  a  special  report  on  the  Natural  EUstory 
collections  by  the  Regius  Keeper,  Professor  Allman^  at  p, 
287.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  development  of  the 
new  Museum  and  in  the  preparation  and  arrangement  of  the 
objects,  to  which  considerable  additions  have  been  made. 

70.  The  Museum  appears  to  be  highly  appreciated  by  the 
public    During  the  year  it  has  been  visited  by  274,081 
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personsy  of  whom  12,341  paid  for  axlmission.  A  course  of 
eyening  lectures  for  artizans  has  been  tried  with  great 
BucoesB ;  the  first  course,  delivered  by  Dr.  Lyon  Playfair, 
C.B.,  having  been  attended  by  790  persons. 

71.  An  interestmg  report  on  the  Museums  in  Russia 
and  Denmark  by  Professor  Archer,  who  visited  them  in 
1866,  is  given  in  the  Appendix  M.,  p.  311. 

72.  The  Royal  College  of  Science  for  Ireland, — The  recom-  Boy»i  Coi- 
mendations   of  the   Commission  which  reported  in  June  j^noe  for 
1866,  on  the  scope  of  the  instruction  to  be  given  in  the  ^^*^- 
College  (see  Fourteenth  Beport,  page  4)  have  been  carried 

out  The  programme  of  the  educational  arrangements  for 
the  session  1867-68  is  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Dean 
of  Faculty  (Appendix  E.,  page  293),  which  with  the  report 
of  the  secretaiy  (page  299)  gives  full  details.  The  number 
of  students  during  the  session  was  33.  The  college  can 
however  scarcely  be  said  yet  to  be  in  full  operation. 

73.  The  Report  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  is  given  in  EoyaiDub- 
the  Appendix  I.,  p.  300.  Thirty-four  new  members  had  been  ""  ^*^®*y' 
elected  into  the  Society  during  the  session  1866-67,  when 

it  consisted  of  1,079,  independent  of  honorary  and  corre- 
sponding members. 

74.  The  Natural  History  Museum  was  closed  to  the  public 
during  the  year  in  consequence  of  the  extensive  alterations 
in  the  buildings.  Considerable  progress  has,  however, 
been  made  in  the  re-arrangement  of  the  collections,  and  the 
Mineralogical  Department  has  been  increased  by  the  addi- 
tion of  two  important  collections  of  specimens;  one  of 
them  presented  by  Dr.  Heddle,  and  the  other  acquired  by 
purchaae. 

76.  Glasnevin  Botcmical  Gardens. — The  new  propagating  oiasnevin 
houses  referred  to  in  our  last  Report  were  completed  in  oSSeiw.^ 
September  last  and  have  since  been  in  successful  operation. 
The  gardens  were  visited  by  43,634  persons  on  week-days, 
and  160,353  persons  on  Sunday,  being  a  total  of  203,987 
persons;  in  the  previous  year  there  were  209,786  visitors. 

76.  The  Library  was  open  to  the  public  on  292  week-days 
and  on  228  evenings ;  the  number  of  readers  being  13,824, 
of  whom  3,814  visited  the  Library  in  the  evening. 

77.  The  Agricultural  Department,  which  is  now  main- 
tained entirely  out  of  the  private  resources  of  the  Society, 
is  reported  on  at  page  304. 

78.  The  Report  of  the  Royal  Hibemicm  Academy  is  given  ^J^„ 
in  Appendix  L.,  at  page  309.  Academy? 
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79.  The  Royal  Zoological  Society  of  Irekmd  report  on 
their  proceedings  for  the  past  year  at  page  308.  There 
were  125,010  visitors  to  the  gardens,  of  whom  95,137 
were  admitted  at  the  rate  of  one  penny.  In  the  year  1866 
the  numbers  were  111,789,  of  whom  90,958  were  visitors 
at  one  penny. 


IV. — Summary. 

Summary.  80.  Estimating  roughly  the  influence  of  the  Department 
of  Science  and  Art  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  only 
by  the  numbers  of  persons  who  have  attended  the  Schools 
and  Museum,  we  find  the  summary  to  be  as  follows : — The 
system  of  Science  and  Art  instruction  has  reached  10,230 
individuals  in  Science,  and  105,529  individuals  in  Art. 
The  students  at  the  School  of  Naval  Architecture  numbered 
44,  at  the  School  of  Mines  13  regular  and  102  occasional, 
and  at  the  College  of  Chemistry  121.  At  the  Evening 
Lectures  there  was  a  total  attendance  of  2,207. 

81.  At  the  Royal  College  of  Science  for  Ireland  there 
were  35  individual  students  ;  4,958  persons  attended  the 
various  courses  of  lectures  which  were  delivered  during  the 
year  in  connexion  with  the  Department  in  Dublin ;  and  a 
course  of  lectures  at  the  Edinburgh  Museum  of  Science  and 
Art  was  attended  by  790  persons. 

82.  The  total  number  of  persons,  therefore,  who  have 
received  direct  instruction  as  students,  or  by  means  of  lec- 
tures, in  connexion  with  the  Science  and  Art  Department, 
is  about  123,500,  being  an  increase  of  over  10,000,  or 
nearly  9  per  cent,  on  1866,  when  the  numbers  were  about 
113,000. 

83.  The  attendance  at  the  Museums  and  collections  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  Department  in  London,  Dublin, 
and  Edinburgh  has  been  1,305,374,  showing  a  total  increase 
of  152,374,  or  13 '2  per  cent,  on  the  numbers  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  which  were  1,153,091. 

84.  The  attendance  at  the  Educational  and  Art  Libraries, 
and  at  the  Library  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  shows  a 
satisfactory  progress.  The  numbers  in  1867  were  32^665, 
or  5,392  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

85.  The  returns  received  of  the  number  of  visitors  at 
various  local  exhibitions  to  which  objects  of  Art  were  con- 
tributed from  the  Art  Museum  show  an  attendance  of 
upwards  of  62,000  persons. 

86.  The  expenditure  of  the  Department  during  the  finan- 
cial year  1866-7,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  Geological 
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Survey,  was  152,856?.  ISs.  Id,  while  in  1867-8  it  was 
179,950?.  68.  Id,  showing  an  increase  of  27,093?.  88. 

87.  We  can  confidently  report  that  at  no  period  since 
the  establishment  of  the  Department  has  its  influence 
in  promoting  the  knowledge  of  Science  and  Art,  especially 
among  the  industrial  classes,  been  so  widely  extended  or 
its  beneficial  results  so  marked  as  during  the  past  year. 
The  increased  grants  for  which  Parliament  has  made  pro- 
vision in  the  vote  for  Science  and  Art  for  the  current  year, 
supplemented  as  they  are  by  private  munificence,  will,  we 
trust,  enable  us  to  effect  an  appreciable  advance  towards 
affording  to  all  classes  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  opportuni- 
ties for  acquiring  instruction  in  the  sciences  and  arts  which 
are  applicable  to  productive  industry.

Science  Exammatione  at  Belfast,  Carrickfergus,  and  Clifden, 
Co,  Galway, 

I.  My  Lords  regret  to  find  that  examinations  wereunMrly  conducted  Science 

at  Great  Georges  Street  and  Linenhall  Street  Schools,  Belfost;  at  the  ^^atBel 
Model  School,  Carrickfergus ;  and  at  the  Maritime  School,  Clifden,  Co.  is&st,  Gar- 
Galway.     Not  only  have  the  candidates  copied  from  and  been  assisted  "^^'nmS^' 
by  one  another,  but  in  many  cases  they  seem  to  have  been  aided  and  *^  ^°' 

abetted  by  the  teachers,  who  have  systematically  sent  into  the  exami- 
nation room  answers  to  the  questions  to  be  copied  by  the  pupils,  and 
passed  firom  one  to  the  other. 

II.  My  Lords  direct  that  the  whole  of  these  examinations  shall  be 

cancellea ;  that  the  teachers  implicated,  viz.,  Messrs. ^, — --, , 

shall  not  receive  any  payments  on  the  results  of  the  examination,  and 
that  they  shall  not  be  qualified  to  earn  any  payments  on  results  for  three 
years. 

III.  My  Lords  regret  to  be  compelled  to  cancel  the  papers  of  all  the 
candidates  present  at  these  examinations,  because  they  are  aware  that 
some  few  of  the  candidates  did  not  use  dishonest  means,  and  moreover, 
that  they  honestly  and  straightforwardly  stated  afterwards  what  they 
knew  of  the  matter  when  questioned.  But  in  such  cases  it  is  impossible 
to  make  any  exception,  and  my  Lords  would  impress  this  upon  teachers 
and  candidates,  to  show  them  how  necessary  it  is,  when  they  see  any 
dishonest  means  being  employed  at  the  examinations,  immediately 
to  report  the  hct  to  the  examining  Committee.  My  Lords  cannot 
acquit  the  Committees  who  superintend  the  examinations  of  all  blame  in 
the  matter.  Difficult  though^  no  doubt,  it  may  be,  entirely  to  prevent 
candidates  casually  assistixig  one  another  if  they  were  determined  to  do 
80,  my  Lords  are  convinced  that  if  proper  vigilance  had  been  shown  by 
the  Committees,  such  systematic  copjring  could  not  have  been  carried  on. 
Several  irregularities  in  the  conduct  of  the  examination  appear  to  have 
been  permitted  bv  the  Committees,  and  in  one  caae  this  was  sufficient  of 

itself  to  vitiate  tne  examination.    Mr. ,  one  of  the  Secretaries,  now 

admits  that  on  one  occasion  he  opened  the  envelope  of  questions  before 
the  proper  time.  This  he  justifies  on  the  grounds  that  he  did  it  when 
akme,  and  that  the  papers  were  required  for  an  examination  which  the 
Committee  had  determined  to  hold  in  addition  to  the  one  for  which

Appendix  A.  application  had  been  made  to  the  Department.    The  Department  was 

kept  in  ignorance  of  this,  and  Mri and  the  Committee,  some  of 

whom  must  have  known  of  the  envelope  being  previously  opened, 
signed  the  form  certifying  that  the  examination  papers  were  "  opened  in 
the  examination  room  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  at  6-55  p.m/' 

IV.  My  Lords  desire  to  point  out  to  Committees  that  in  conducting 
these  examinations,  on  which  grants  of  public  money  are  made,  and  on 
which  the  system  of  aid  to  science  instruction  so  largely  depends,  the 
utmost  care  and  vigilance  must  be  exercised,  and  not  the  slightest 
deviation  from  the  rules  can  be  permitted. 

V.  It  appears  that  when  questioned  by  the  Inspector  on  the  subject 
of  the  examination,  some  of  the  candidates  refused  to  answer  any 
questions,  as  they  said,  '*  on  principle."  My  Lords  cannot  aUow  sucn 
an  idea  to  continue,  rendering,  as  it  would,  all  inspection  or  examination 
futile.  To  prevent  any  mistake  in  future  they  direct  that  the  following 
clause  shall  be  added  to  the  Science  Directory. 

"  If  at  any  time  there  be  reason  to  suspect  the  fairness  of  the  exami- 
nation generally,  or  of  the  way  in  which  particular  candidates  have 
worked  their  papers,  a  further  examination  will  take  place  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  deemed  most  advisable.  Refusal  on  the  part  of  any 
candidate  to  answer  will  entail  the  cancelling  of  his  previous  exami- 
nation." 

VI.  My  Lords  have  also  had  before  them  the  case  of  Mr.  — — , 
Science  leacher.  Academy  Street  School,  Belfast.  False  entries  were  made 
in  his  Register  of  Attendance,  and  payments  claimed  for  the  students 
thus  entered  though  they  never  attended  his  class.  My  Lords  direct  that 
his  claim  be  cancelled;  that  his  certificate  be  forfeited,  and  that  he  be 
precluded  firom  earning  payments  on  account  of  science  teaching  in 
future.

Scholarships  and  Local  ExhUntions. 

My  Lords  consider  the  subject  of  scientific  instruction  with  a  view  to 
its  iiirther  encouragement  and  diffusion. 

1.  They  refer  to  the  Science  Directory  of  the  Science  and  Art 
Department,  and  to  the  Minute  of  the  Education  Department  of  the 
20tn  February  1867,  making  additional  grants  for  secular  instruction  to 
Elementary  Schools. 

2.  In  order  to  assist  the  artizan  classes  who  may  show  an  aptitude  for 
scientific  instruction,  my  Lords  resolve  to  aid  local  efforts  in  founding 
Scholarships  and  Exhibitions.  The  Scholarship  is  intended  to  main- 
tain the  student  while  remaining  at  the  elementary  school,  and  the 
Exhibition  to  support  him  while  pursuing  his  studies  at  some  central 
institution  where  the  instruction  is  of  a  high  grade. 

3.  Local  Scholarships. — ^These  are  of  two  kinds,  the  Elementaiy 
School  Scholarship  and  the  Science  and  Art  Scholarship. 

4.  Elementary  School  Scholarships. — ^The  Science  and  Art  Department 
will  make  a  grant  of  51.  towards  tne  maintenance  of  a  deserving  student 
to  the  managers  of  any  elementary  school  who  undertake  to  support 
him  for  one  year  and  subscribe  idso  at  least  5/.  for  that  purpose^ 
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6.  CmdUiona, —  Appendix  A. 

a.  With  any  number  of  scholars  up  to  100  on  the  ref^ster  of  the        — 

school  there  can  be  but  one  such  Scholorship;  above  100  and    BPoiamHcx 
up  to  200  two  ScholarshipSj,  and  so  on  for  each  100.  and 

b.  The  Scholarship  or  Scholarships  must  be  awarded  in  competition     >^i»^^tb8 

to  the  most  successful  student  or  students  in  some  examination 
of  the  school.  The  absolute  terms  of  the  competition  and  the 
award  of  the  Scholarship  will  be  left  to  the  managers  of  the 
school,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Science  and  Art 
Department. 

c.  The  scholar  must  be  an  artizan  or  poor  student  as  defined  by  the 

Science  Directory,  and  be  between  12  and  1 6  years  of  age. 

d.  He  must  not  be  the  teacher,  pupil-teacher,  or  other  paid  servant 

of  a  school, 
f .  He  must  continue  regularlv  to  attend  the  day  school,  and — 
/.  Pass  in  some  one  or  more  branches  of  science  at  the  succeeding 

May  examination  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  after 

which  the  Department  grant  of  51.  will  be  pud. 

6.  These  grants  will  oe  made  from  year  to  year  on  the  condition  that 
the  student  each  year  pass  in  a  new  subject  or  iu  a  higher  grade  of  the 
same  subject  in  which  he  first  passed.  It  will  be  for  the  locality  to 
determine  for  how  many  years  the  student  may  hold  the  Scholarship, 
but  in  no  case  can  he  be  allowed  to  hold  it  for  more  than  three  years. 

7.  The  Science  and  Art  Department  will  hereafter  consider  such 
alterations  in  these  conditions  as  appear  necessary. 

8.  The  Science  and  Art  Scholarships. — ^The  Science  and  Art  Depart-  Science  and 
ment  will  make  a  grant  of  10/.  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  student  at  ^  8cholw> 
an  ekmentanr  school  who  has  taken  a  first  grade  in  Freehand  or  Model  ^   ^* 
Drawing  and  Elementary  Geomet^  {see  Art  Directory),  and  passed  in 

one  of  the  subjects  of  science  {see  Science  Directory). 

9.  Conditions: — 

a.  With  any  number  of  scholars  up  to  100  on  the  register  of  the 

school  there  can  be  but  one  such  Scholarshiu ;  above  100  and 
up  to  200  two  Scholu^hips,  and  so  on  for  eacn  100  scholars. 

b.  The  Scholarship  or  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  to  the  most 

successful  student  or  students  in  the  school. 

c.  The  scholar  must  be  an  artizan  or  poor  student  as  defined  by  the 

Science  Directory,  of  between  12  and  16  years  of  age. 

d.  He  must  not  be  the  holder  of  an  Elementary  School  Scholarship, 

the  teacher,  pupil-teacher,  or  other  paid  servant  of  a  school. 

e.  He  must  continue  regularly  to  attend  the  day  school,  and — 

/.  Obtain  at  least  a  third  class  in  the  subject  of  science  in  which  he 

has  already  passed,  or  pass  in  some  other  subject. 
ff.  In  each  year  of  holding  the  Scholarship  he  must  pass  either  in 

a  higher  grade  of  the  same  subject  or  in  a  new  subject. 

10.  Local  Mxhmtions, — ^The  Science  and  Art  Department  will  make  5;°^.!... 

a  grant  of  25/.  per  annum  to  the  managers  of  any  school  or  educational  ^•^""oitions. 
institution,  or  any  Local  Committee  formed  for  the  purpose,  who  will 
raise  the  like  sum  by  voluntary  contribution  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
student  at  some  college  or  school  where  scientific  instruction  of  an 
advanced  character  may  be  obtained.  The  Exhibition  may  last  for  one, 
two,  or  three  years. 

11.  Conditions: — 

a.  The  exhibition  must  be  awarded  in  competition  in  one  or  more 
branches  of  science  at  the  May  examination  of  the  Science  and 
Art  Department.  The  managers  may  select  any  branch  or 
branches  of  science  for  the  competition,  and  if  more  than  one 
be  taken  they  may  fix  any  relative  amount  of  marks  they  con» 


sider  best  to  assign  to  them. 
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when  f^old,  silver,  and  bronze  medals,  and  other  prizes  are  awarded.    All 
payments  are  continffent  on  the  employment  of  certificated  teachers. 

14.  Elementary  schools,  night  classes,  and  schools  of  Art  are  aided  to 
the  extent  of  75  per  cent,  in  nie  purchase  of  examples. 

15.  Fburthly, — By  the  maintenance  of  the  National  Art  Training 
School  at  South  Kensington,  in  which  highly  qualified  students  from 
local  schools  of  Art  are  admitted  and  trained  as  masters  for  schools  of 
Art,  or  as  designers,  or  art-workmen.  Such  students  receive  allowances 
for  their  support  of  from  15;.  to  40s.  weekly. 

16.  Fifthly, — ^Through  the  National  Museum  of  Decorative  Art  and 
the  National  Art  Library,  which  are  made  as  far  as  possible  circulating 
collections  for  the  benefit  of  local  schools  of  Art. 

17.  The  detailed  regulations  for  the  administration  of  Art  Instruction 
are  given  in  the  Art  Directory. 

18.  As  respects  Elementary  Schools. — By  the  Minute  of  the  20th  Fe- 
bruary 18G7,  additional  grants  are  made  by  the  Education  Establishment 
at  Whitehall  to  elementary  schools  under  inspection  for  instruction  in 
subjects  of  secular  instruction  beyond  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 
The  regulations  under  which  such  grants  are  made  are  issued  by  the 
Education  Establishment,  Whitehall. 

19.  The  managers  of  an  elemental^  school  under  inspection  can  per- 
mit their  premises  to  be  used  for  science  teaching  provided  that  there 
be  no  interference  with  the  primary  purpose  of  the  elementary  school  or 
its  three  attendances.  A  science  class  may  thus  be  formed  in  connexion 
with  and  receiving  payments  from  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 
But  no  payments  are  made  to  teachers  on  account  of  Science  teaching 
in  respect  of  any  instruction  in  Science  that  may  be  given  during  the 
three  attendances  of  an  elementary  school  receiving  aid  from  the  Educa- 
tion Establishment,  Whitehall. 

20.  In  an  elementary  school  not  under  the  inspection  of  the  Educa- 
tion Establishment,  and  therefore  not  receiving  St^te  aid  to  elementary 
instruction,  science  classs  may  be  formed  in  connexion  with  the  Science 
and  Art  Department  without  any  restriction  as  to  the  time  or  manner  in 
which  the  instruction  in  science  may  be  given. 

21.  From  this  brief  explanation  it  will  be  understood  how  the  Minute 
of  the  2l8t  December  will  afifect  existing  institutions.  This  Minute  pro- 
vides for  two  forms  of  scholarship  in  connexion  with  elementary  schools 
whether  receiving  State  aid  as  such  or  not.  The  first  of  these  is  the 
elementary  school  scholarship.  5/.  are  granted  to  the  managers  of  any 
elementary  school  for  the  support  of  a  desemng  pupil  if  they  undertake 
to  support  him  for  a  year,  ana  subscribe  5/.  fur  that  purpose.  One  such 
scholarship  is  allowea  per  100  students  in  the  school.  The  selection  of 
the  student  for  the  scholarship  is  to  be  by  competition ;  the  details  of 
this,  however,  the  managers  of  the  school  may  arrange  as  they  please, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department.  The 
payment  of  5/.  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department  is  made  con- 
ditional on  the  student  passing  in  a  branch  of  science  at  the  May 
examination. 

22.  The  second,  a  more  advanced  scholarship,  is  "  the  Science  and 
•  Art  Scholarship,"  of  which,  again,  there  may  be  one  per  100  students. 

This  is  granted  without  any  corresponding  contribution  on  the  part  of 
the  locahtjr.  The  Science  and  Art  Department  makes  a  grant  of  10/. 
towards  the  maintenance,  for  one  year,  of  the  most  deserving  student 
or  students  in  an  elementary  school  who  have  taken  a  first  grade  in 
Elementary  Geometry  and  Freehand  or  Model  Drawing,*  and  passed  in 

*  The  examination  in  drawing  can,  where  there  is  no  Art  Cortiflcated  Teacher,  be 
held  by  the  Science  Class  Committee,  to  whom  the  necessary  papers  will  be  sent. 
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aorae  branch  of  science,  on  condition  that,  at  the  end  of  the  ^ear,  the   Appendli  A« 
stodent  obtains  at  least  a  third  class  in  the  subject  of  science  m  which       Corbb- 
he  originally  passed  or  passes  in  some  other  subject.     In  both  these    spokdbncx 
cases  the  student  must  be  ftrom  12  to  16  years  of  age.  Minutbb. 

23.  Lastly,  for  advanced  scientific  instruction  the  Minute  offers  local   gdence 
exhibitions  to  enable  students  to  complete  their  education  at  some  College 
college  or  school  where  scientific  instruction  of  an  advanced  character  Scholar- 
may  be  obtained.    The  Science  and  Art  Department  will  make  a  grant  ^  ^^^' 
of  25/.  per  annum,  for  one,  two,  or  three  years  for  this  purpose  when 
the  locality  raises  a  like  sum  by  voluntary  subscriptions ;  and  if  the 
student  attend  a  State  school,  such  as  tht;  Royal  School  of  Mines  in 
London,  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry  in  London,  or  Royal  College 
of  Science  in  Ireland,  the  fees  are  remitted.     It  is  a  condition  that  the 
exhibition  is  awarded  in  competition,  the  branch  or  branches  of  science 
for  which  may  be  fixed  by  the  locality,  and  that  the  student  pursues  his 
studies  satisfactorily.

I  DESIRE  to  promote  the  engineering  and  mechanical  industry  Mr.  Whit- 
of  this  country  by  founding  30  scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  100/.  a?j^Y^ 
each  to  be  applied  for  the  nirther  instruction  of  young  men,  natives  of  ghi^."* 
the  United  kingdom,  selected  by  open  competition  for  their  intelligence 
and  proficiency  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  mechanics  and  its  cognate 
sciences. 

I  propose  that  these  scholarships  should  be  tenable  on  conditions  to 
be  defined  by  a  deed  of  trust  regulating  the  administration  of  the  en- 
dowment fund  during  my  life,  and  that  thereafter  the  management  of 
this  fund,  subject  to  the  conditions  specified  therein,  should  vest  in  the 
Lord  President  of  the  Council  or  other  minister  of  public  instruction  for 
the  time  being. 

I  venture  to  make  this  communication  to  you  in  the  hope  that  means 
may  be  found  for  bringing  science  and  industry  into  closer  relation 
with  each  other  than  at  present  obtains  in  this  country.

In  this  letter  Mr.  Whitworth  ofiFers 
to  found  thirty  scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  100/.  each,  to  be 
applied  for  the  further  instruction  of  young  men,  natives  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  selected  by  open  competition  for  their  intelligence  and  pro- 
ficiency in  the  theory  and  practice  of  mechanics  and  its  cognate  sciences, 
with  a  view  to  the  promotion  of  engineering  and  mechanical  industry 
in  this  country;  ana  he  expresses  hopes  that  means  may  be  found  for 
bringing  science  and  industry  into  closer  relation  with  each  other  than 
at  present  obtains  here. 
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AppendiiA.      It  is  unneoessaiy  now  to  repeat  the  thanks  which  the  Pint  Lord  of 
Co^s-      ^^^  Mijesty's  Tr^iuy  and  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  have 
BPONDRircB  alieadj  conveyed  to  Mr.  Whitworth  for  his  generous  offer  which  they 
AND        are  convinced  the  country  will  fiilly  appreciate. 

i^^^^s*  i^f^  Whitworth  proposes  that  these  scholarships  should  he  tenahle  on 
conditions  to  he  definra  hy  a  deed  of  trust  regulating  the  administration 
of  the  endowment  fund  during  his  life,  and  wat  thereafter  the  manage- 
ment of  this  fund,  subject  to  the  conditions  specified  therein^  should 
rest  in  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  or  other  minister  of  public 
instruction  for  the  time  being. 

It  is  the  wish  of  my  Lords  to  see  provision  made  in  several  large 
centres  of  manufacturing  industry  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  affording 
to  all  classes  of  Her  Msjesty's  subjects  ample  opportimities  for  acouiring 
instruction  in  the  sciences  which  are  applicable  to  productive  inaustiy. 
My  Lords  are  of  opinion  that  by  the  union  of  local  and  private  efforts, 
supplemented  as  far  as  is  proper  by  State  assistance,  this  provision  will 
be  best  made. 

This  will  be  rendered  easy  if  the  munificent  example  set  by  Mr.  Whit* 
worth  shall  be  extensively  followed  by  others. 

My  Lords  will  be  happy  to  receive  anv  farther  suggestions  firom 
Mr.  Whitworth,  should  he  desire  to  make  tnem,  and  to  be  informed  if 
the  Department  can  render  him  any  assistance  in  carrying  out  his 
liberal  intentions.

4.  In  reply  to  the  invitation  of  their  Lordships  to  submit  any  sugges- 
tions, I  venture  to  submit  for  consideration  whether  honours  in  the 
nature  of  degrees  might  not  be  conferred  by  some  competent  authority 
on  successful  students  each  year,  thus  creating  a  faculty  of  industry 
analogous  to  the  existing  faculties  of  divinity,  law,  and  medicine.  I  am 
of  opinion  that  such  honours  would  be  a  great  incentive  to  exertion, 
and  would  tend  greatly  to  promote  the  object  in  view. 

6.  I  venture  further  to  express  a  hope  that  the  Government  will 
provide  the  necessary  funds  for  endowing  a  sufficient  number  of  pro- 
lessors  of  mechanics  throughout  the  United  Kingdom. 

6.  In  conclusion,  I  inform  you  that  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
securing  the  endowment  have  been  made,  and  I  have  given  instructions 
for  the  preparation  of  the  draft  of  a  deed  of  trust  which  will  be  sent  for 
the  approval  of  the  Lord  President.

I.  Having  offered  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Scholar- 
Education  to  "found  30  scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  100/.  each,  "JJS  tt'^^*^ 
*'  to  be  applied  for  the  further  instruction  of  ^foung  men,  natives  of  the  ofEn^nMr- 
"  United  Kingdom,  selected  by  open  competition  for  their  intelligence  iS*^*,^ 
•*  and  proficiency  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  mechanics  and  its  cognate  idSuSit. 

^  sciences,  with  a  view  to  the  promotion  of  engineering  and  mechanical 
•^  industiy  in  this  country,"  I  propose  that  the  followmg  should  be  the 
general  arrangements  in  the  first  instance,  which  may  be  modified  after 
the  first  competition  has  taken  place  in  May  1869. 

II.  That  the  30  scholarships  of  100/.  each  should  be  open  to  all  of 
Her  Majesty's  subjects,  whether  of  the  United  Kingdom,  India,  or  the

Union  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Institutes  comprises  122  institutes 
havinff  in  association  therewith  60  Science  classes  in  connexion  with 
the  Science  and  Art  Department  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Edncation,  in  which  artisans  are  systematically  taught  the  scientific 
principles  of  the  arts  and  industries  they  practise. 

The  Council  having  employed  every  means  in  their  power  to  increase 
the  number  and  eiBciencjr  of  these  classes  submit  to  your  Grace  the 
following  suggestions  for  the  extension  and  amendment  of  the  existing 
provision  for  the  diffusion  of  science  teaching  and  the  promotion  of 
technical  education : — 
(1.)  That  Her  Mijesty's  Government  be  respectfully  urged  in  the 
next  vote  for  education  to  take  power  to  promote  the  establish- 
ment of  a  sufficient  number  of  technical  or  high  science  schools 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  great  census  of  industry  in  the  kingdom. 
(2.)  That  Her  Majesty's  Government,  in  order  to  pro^dde  pupils  for 
such  schools,  be  urged  to  cause  science  teaching  to  be  intro* 
duced  into  all  free  grammar  or  other  endowed  schools. 
(3.)  That    Her    Majesty's    Government    be  lu-ged   to    take    active 
measures  to  increase  the  number  and  improve  the  character  of 
the  science  classes  in  connexion  with  literary  institutes. 
(4.)  That  Her  Majesty's  Government  be  further  urged  to  establish  as 
the  foundation  of  aU,  a  complete  system  of  primary  instruction 
of  a  superior  character. 
The  conclusions  of  the  council  are  founded  upon  the  results  of  their 
own  experience,  and  are  sanctioned  by  the  aavice  of  many  eminent 
educationists  and  members  of  parliament.

At  the  Council  Chamber,  Whitehall,  the  6th  day  of  December  1866. 

By  the  Right  Honourahle  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Her  Migesiy'a 

Most  Honourahle  Privy  Council  on  Education. 

Read,  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  25th  Fehruary  1356  which 
directed  that  "  the  Education  Department,  for  the  future,  he  charged," 
among  other  duties  with  that  "  of  inspecting  the  Greenwich  Hospital 
"  Schools,  the  Royal  Dockyard  Schools,  and  the  Schools  of  the  Koyal 
"  Marines ;  and  reporting  thereon  to  the  Lords  Conmiissioners  of  the 
"  Admiralty." 

Read  also,  the  report  to  the  Treasury,  dated  10th  February  1857, 
made  by  Earl  Granville,  Sir  Stafford  Northcote,  and  Sir  C.  £. 
IVevelyan,  which  stated  that  they  consider  that  *'  the  inspection  of  the 
*'  Greenwich  Hospital  Schools,  the  Royal  Dockyard  Schools,  and  the 
**  Schools  of  the  Royal  Marines,  wiU  more  properly  belong  to  the 
"  division  of  Science  and  Art."  My  Lords  remark  that  this  recom- 
mendation as  to  the  transfer  has  not  been  carried  out,  and  that  the 
inspection  of  the  Admiralty  Schools  continued  to  be  performed  by  the 
Education  Office  till  18^.  In  that  year  the  inspector,  Dr.  Woolley, 
was  removed  from  the  Education  Department  and  placed  under  the 
Admiralty,  his  salary  being  borne  on  the  estimates  of  that  Department. 
In  1864,  the  Science  and  Art  Department  having  at  the  request  of  the 
Admiralty  established  the  Royal  School  of  Naval  Architecture,  the 
Lord  President  with  the  consent  of  the  First  Lord  of  the  Adnuralty 
appointed  Dr.  Woolley  Inspector-General  and  Director  of  Studies,  in 
which  capacity  he  has  since  acted. 

Read  also,  the  report  on  the  present  state  of  the  School  of  Naval 
Architecture,  which  shows  that  m  the  present  session  there  aie  29 
dockyard  students  and  14  private  students. 

Agreed, 

1.  That  the  School  of  Naval  Architecture  be  now  considered  as 
permanently  established  under  the  direction  of  the  Lords  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Council  on  Education,  and  that  a  principal  be  appointed, 
who  will  have  the  sole  responsibility  of  conducting  the  school,  and  will 
report  his  proceedings  to  the  Science  and  Art  Department.  The  First 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty  will  afford  facilities  to  the  principal  and  other 
officers  for  acquiring  useful  information  in  the  dockyards  and  elsewhere. 

2.  That  the  office  of  Director  of  Studies  be  abolished,  and  that  an 
Inspector  of  the  School  of  Naval  Architecture  be  appointed  bv  the 
Committee  of  Council  on  Education,  after  the  selection  of  such  in- 
spector has  been  approved  by  the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty.  His 
salary  for  this  duty  will  be  taken  on  the  estimates  of  the  Science  and 
Art  Department.  His  reports  on  the  school  to  be  communicated  to 
the  Admiralty  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

3.  That  every  facility  be  afforded  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiralty  for  the  examination  of  the  students  at  any  time  that  they 
may  require  it;  and  for  the  visiting  of  the  school  by  an  officer 
appointed  by  them  (should  they  think  fit  to  appoint  one  in  addition 
to  the  inspector  of  the  school)  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  course  of 
instruction  pursued  by  the  students.  Any  report  or  remarks  that  such 
officer  nuiy  nave  to  make  to  be  communicated  by  the  First  Lord  of  the 
Admiralty  to  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council. 

4.  That  facilities  for  visiting  the  dockyards  be  granted  to  all  the 
private  students  of  the  School  of  Navid  Architecture  by  the  First  Lord 
of  the  Admiralty. 
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5.  That  it  is  desirable  that  the  studies  in  the  dockyard  schools  Appendix  A, 
should  be  made  to  have  reference  to  the  instruction  given  in  the  School         — 
of  Naval  Architecture. 

6.  That  the  Inspector  of  the  Dockyard  Schools  need  not  necessarily 
be  the  Inspector  of  the  School  of  Naval  Architecture^  although  both 
ofiBoes  at  present  are  held  by  Dr.  WooUe^. 

7.  For  the  present  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  of  1857, 
above  referred  to,  will  not  be  carried  into  effect.

In  schools  where  20  artisans  are  satisfactorily  taught  one  pupil-teacher 
will  be  allowed,  and  two  pupil-teachors  in  schools  where  50  artisans  or 
upwards  are  aatisfiutorily  taught.  The  payment  in  any  school  on 
account  of  pupil-teachers  will  therefore  in  future  be  either  15/.  or  30/. 

3.  in  adaition  to  the  payments  of  ISs.  or  20s.  on  account  of  ortisans 
who  submit  satisfactory  works  under  the  regulations,  a  proportional 
payment  will  be  made  on  account  of  artisans  whose  works  do  not  reach 
the  standard  required  for  full  payments. 

4.  Bonuses  will  be  awarded  to  the  head  masters  of  the  Schools  of 
Art  in  which  the  results  as  tested  i)y  the  examinations  of  the  Depart- 
ment shall  be  most  satisfactory.  The  basis  of  the  awards  will  be  the 
general  amount  of  satisfactory  work  as  tested  by  examinations,  oonsi- 
liered  with  reference  to  the  number  of  students  under  instruction.

6.  In  Schools  of  Art  where  artisans  are  satisfactorily  instructed, 
grants  will  be  made  to  enable  the  masters  to  visit  the  South  Kensington 
Museum  and  other  metropolitan  institutions,  in  order  that  they  may 
acquire,  for  the  benefit  of  their  students,  a  knowledge  of  the  latest 
progress  made  in  those  educational  subjects  which  affect  the  schools. 

7.  Special  grants  of  the  works  published  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Department,  and  of  other  examples,  will  be  made  from  time  to  time  to 
such  schools  as  have  suitable  premises  for  exhibiting  and  protecting 
them,  and  for  their  effective  use  as  means  of  instruction.

Aid  to  Schools  for  the  Poor. 

1 .  Examinations  under  the  above  regulations  may  be  held  in  schools 
where  drawing  is  taught  by  persons  who,  though  not  fully  certificated, 
have  passed  successful  examinations  in  either  freehand,  geometric,  or 
model  drawing  of  the  second  grade.  In  such  schools  pavments  will  be 
made  only  on  account  of  children  instructed  in  the  subjects  in  which 
the  teacher  has  passed,  and  not  on  account  of  the  instruction  of  pupil- 
teachers. 

2.  Children  who  have  previously  passed  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  first 
grade  may  be  examined  in  the  second  grade.

Aid  to  Night  Classes. 

The  Lords  of  the  Committe  of  Council  on  Education  have  had  under 
consideration  the  provisions  for  affording  encouragement  to  the  teaching 
of  drawing  in  night  classes,  and  have  authorized  the  following  altera- 
tions. 

1.  In  addition  to  the  payments  of  15«.,  on  account  of  articans  who 
submit  satisfactory  works  under  the  regulations,  a  proportional  payment 
will  be  made  on  account  of  artizans  whose  works  do  not  reach  the 
standard  reouired  for  full  payments. 

2.  The  aia  given  towards  the  purchase  of  approved  examples  will  be 
increased  from  50  per  cent,  to  75  per  cent. 

These  alterations  will  come  into  force  at  once  and  be  incorporated  in 
the  next  edition  of  the  Art  Directory. 


Explanatory  Circular  to  accompany  the  Minute  of  the  3rd  of  January 

1868. 

Sir,  January  30, 1868. 

I  AM  directed  by  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Education  to  send  for  your  information  the  aocom])anying  memorandum 
of  various  modifications  which  have  been  made  in  the  distribution  of 
grants  for  the  promotion  of  Art  instruction. 

1 .  As  respects  free  studentships.  The  committee  of  the  school  will 
he  free  to  recommend  as  many  artizans  as  they  may  think  eligible  and 
as  are  willing  to  attend  and  work  attentively  for  the  year,  for  which  the 
fee  will  be  paid  by  the  Department  in  advance.  The  numbers  appointed 
will  depend  upon  the  evidences  of  competency  sent  up  to  the  ezaminen 
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-to  use  these  studentships  as  a  means  of  carrying  further  the  instruction  coem- 

of  the  advanced  students,  especially  of  such  as  are  engaged  in  the  local  spoimBircx 

manu&ctures.  akd 

2.  It  is  intended  by  the  changes  in  the  payment  for  Art  pupil-teachers  •"^^^tbs. 
to  give  every  School  of  Art,  fairly  within  the  meaning  of  that  term,  an 
opportunity  of  appointing  at  least  one  Art  pupil-teacher  who  may 

relieve  the  master  of  certain  details  of  management  and  thus  give  him 
more  time  for  actual  instruction,  and  who  may  assist  him  or  occasionally 
act  as  his  deputy,  but  it  is  not  expected  that  these  pupil-teachers  should 
be  permanently  appointed  as  teachers  unless  they  snould  become  qua- 
lified bv  taking  a  certificate  of  the  third  grade. 

3.  Under  clause  3  every  artizan  taught  bv  the  use  of  sound  examples 
will  obtain  a  payment  for  the  funds  of  tne  school  greater  or  less,  accord- 
ing to  the  amount  and  quality  of  his  works. 

4.  As  respects  the  bonuses  of  from  10/.  to  50/.  offered  to  masters. 
These  are  intended  to  promote  the  maintenance  of  a  sound  system  of 
instruction  throughout  the  schools,  and  will  be  awarded  on  the  evidences 
of  success  furnished  by  the  annual  examinations  of  works  and  students. 

5.  It  is  hoped  that  this  extension  of  the  aid  hitherto  given  will  enable 
masters  to  obtain  through  the  Local  Committees  such  renewal  or  increase 
of  sound  examples  as  may  render  the  schools  thoroughly  efficient  in 
this  respect. 

6.  As  regards  the  masters  visits  to  the  metropolis.  These  visits  which 
have  ceased  since  1862  are  now  revived  in  the  expectation  that  the 
masters  will  use  the  opportunity  afforded  to  them  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  resources  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum  and  Art  library, 
and  nu^Le  them  of  greater  use  to  their  schools  under  the  system  of  loans. 

The  masters  of  Schools  of  Art  are  ur^ed  to  encourage  the  teaching 
of  drawing  in  elementary  schools  and  mght  schools,  and  to  maintain 
friendly  relations  with  the  managers  and  teachers  of  them  in  order  that 
students,  when  competent,  may  pass  from  these  elementary  classes  into 
tiie  Schools  of  Art.  These  latter  may  thus  by  degrees  obtain  in  the 
public  estimation  that  position  which  can  only  be  based  on  the  existence 
of  a  large  number  of  persons  possessing  elementary  Art  knowledge, 
from  amongst  whom  can  be  drawn  students  prepared  for  the  higher 
teaching  which  is  afforded  in  Schools  of  Art.

time,  many  of  the  inducements  held  out  by  the  Department  to  a  strict 
maintenance  of  the  course  of  instruction  were  also  withdrawn.    The 
direct  payments  to  the  masters  withdrawn  in  1863-64  amounted  to 
2,400/.     This  action  of  .the  Depajrtment  has  tended  to  induce  the 
masters  to  identify  his  interest  less  with  the  sound  instruction  encouraged 
by  the  Department,  than  with  the  capricious  wishes  of  the  middle 
ciasseSf  who  at  present  rather  resist  such  sound  instruction.

In  acccrdanoe  with  the  request  made  Ly  your  Grace  we  have 
examined  the  various  works  of  Art  in  the  Paris  Exhibition  with  the 
view  of  recommending  such  specimens  as  in  our  opinion  should  be 
purchased  for  the  South  Kensington  Museum  out  of  the  special 
parliamentaiy  grant  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Webb,  whom  your  Grace  had  associated  with  us,  was  unable  to 
come  to  Paris,  but  we  have  had  the  benefit  of  a  list  of  such  specimens 
as  he  recommended. 

The  sum  being  limited  we  found  two  courses  open  to  us,  the  one  to 
spxead  the  amount  over  as  many  sections  as  possible,  so  as  to  secure  a 
large  number  of  specimens  individually  unimportant,  the  other  to 
obtain  some  of  the  higher  priced  specimens  which  would  remain  in  the 
national  collection  as  memorials  of  the  Exhibition  of  1867. 

We  have  principally  followed  the  latter  course,  as  tending  to  secure 
specimens  not  likely  to  be  acquired  at  any  other  time.  We  beg  there- 
fore to  recommend  for  purchase  the  following  objects,  in  th<i  order  in 
which  they  stand,  which  do  not  exceed  the  bmit  of  5,000/.  named  by 
your  grace.

CONVENTION   for   promoting  universallj   Reproductions    of 
Works  of  Art  for  the  benefit  of  Museums  of  all  Countries. 

{See  Twelfth  Report,  p.  23.) 

Throughout  the  world  eveiy  countpy  possesses  fine  historical 
monuments  of  art  of  its  own,  which  can  easily  be  reproduced  by  casts, 
electrotypes,  photographs,  and  other  processes,  without  the  slightest 
damage  to  the  originals. 

(a.)  The  knowledge  of  such  monuments  is  necessary  to  the  progress 
of  art,  and  the  reproductions  of  them  would  be  of  a  high  value  to  all 
museums  for  public  instruction. 

(6.)  The  commencement  of  a  system  of  reproducing  works  of  art  has 
been  made  by  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  and  illustrations  of  it  ai« 
now  exhibited  in  the  British  Section  of  the  Paris  Exhibition,  where  may 
be  seen  specimens  of  French,  Italian,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  German, 
Swiss,  Russian,  Hindoo,  Celtic,  and  English  art. 

(c.)  llie  following  outline  of  operations  is  suggested  : — 

I.  Each  country  to  form  its  own  Commission  according  to  its  own 
views,  for  obtaining  such  reproductions  as  it  may  desire  for  its 
own  museums. 

II.  The  Commissions  of  each  country  to  correspond  with  one 
another  and  send  information  of  what  reproductions  each 
causes  to  be  made,  so  that  every  country,  if  disposed,  may 
take  advantage  of  the  labours  of  other  countries  at  a  moderate 
cost. 

III.  Each  country  to  arrange  for  making  exchanges  of  objects  which 
it  desires. 

IV.  In  order  to  promote  the  formation  of  the  proposed  Commissions 
in  each  country,  and  facilitate  the  making  of  the  reproductions, 
the  undersigned  members  of  the  reigning  families  throughout 
Europe,  meeting  at  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1867>  have  signified 
their  approval  of  the  plan  and  their  desire  to  promote  the 
realization  of  it.

Undentandinff  that  the  Government  and  the  Ro}ral  Commissioners 
of  the  Art  Exhioitions  are  being  petitioned  to  contribute  still  further 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  called  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music,  we,  the  undersigned  professional  musicians  resiaing  in  England, 
realizing  the  fact  that  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  has  failed  to  pro- 
mote the  highest  interests  of  musical  art,  that  the  late  Government 
grant  has  simply  prolonged  its  existence  but  not  extended  its  usefulness, 
and  feeling,  moreover,  assured  that  any  further  repetition  of  such  an 
attempt  can  only  end  in  a  similar  fiulure,  and  prove  equally  discreditable 
to  the  country  and  wasteful  of  its  funds,  do  hereby  respectfully  advise 
the  establishment  of  a  new  School  of  Music,  in  which  every  amrantage 
may  be  offered  to  musical  students,  to  be  presided  over  bv  competent 
professors  appointed  by  the  State,  and  responsible  to  it  for  tne  efficiency 
of  the  institution.  Connected  with  such  an  academy  we  would  further 
advise,  if  possible,  the  establishment  of  an  English  National  Opera,

I  AM  directed  by  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on 
Education  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  important  question  of  Indian 
architecture ;  and  to  inquire  if  the  Indian  Government  will  be  disposed 
to  co-operate  with  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art  in  obtaining 
such  illustrations  as  would  oe  useful  for  the  study  of  Art  both  in  India 
and  in  this  country.  My  Lords  are  not  aware  that,  at  present,  there 
is  any  organization  in  India  which  could  be  employed  in  making  a 
survey  of  the  finest  monuments  and  in  taking  plans  and  making  photo- 
graphs and  casts  of  them.

Read  the  Despatch  from  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State,  No.  165, 
dated  the  9th  December  ISGZ,  communicating  certain  suggestions 
with  reference  to  the  proceedings  above  mentioned,  reported  to  him 
in  the  Despatch  of  the  Government  of  India,  No.  163,  dated  the  6th 
September  1867. 


Resolution. 

On  further  consideration  of  this  important  subject.  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  led  to  form  the  opinion  that  the  first 
step  towards  a  satisfactory  attainment  of  the  objects  m  view  is  to  require 
the  insertion,  in  every  Annual  Administration  Report,  of  a  separate 
Chapter  on  Archseoloffv,  under  which  heading  the  Locid  Governments 
and  Administrations  should  be  requested  to  notice  the  condition  of  all 
works  of  art  mentioned  in  the  lists  required  of  them  under  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  the  Circular  of  the  z9th  August  last. 

2.  Petty  repairs,  or  measures  which  may  be  neoessarv  for  the  preser- 
vation of  these  structures,  should  be  dealt  with  also  by  the  local  Govern- 
ments ;  operations  on  any  large  scale  being  referred  for  consideration  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

3.  But  in  the  matter  of  obtaining  casts  and  photographs  of  the  most 
important  works  of  ancient  architecture  in  India,  tiie  Governor-General 
in  Council  considers  that  it  will  be  best  to  proceed  in  the  first  instance 
experimentally. 

4.  The  process  of  preparing  casts  is  not  difficult,  and  information 
obtuned  from  Mr.  H.  H.  Locke,  the  Principal  of  the  School  of  Art  in 
Calcutta,  confirms  the  belief  that  men  can  easily  and  speedily  be  in- 
structed in  the  art,  who  already  possess  some  slight  elementary  know- 
ledge as  modellers  or  even  as  potters  of  a  superior  class.  Ptobably  fair 
modellers  may  be  procured  at  Lucknow  for  the  work  in  the  Upper 
Provinces. 

5.  The  work  of  training  may  commence  during  the  ensuing  hot 
season  and  rains  in  the  several  local  Schools  of  Art,  and  be  confined  to 
a  set  of  men  who  should  be  employed  in  modelling  at  first  the  fragmen- 
taiy  remains  of  ancient  art  to  be  found  in  the  local  museums,  some  of 
which  are  worthy  of  being  so  modelled  and  sent  home. 

6.  A  single  party  for  each  Province  should  thus  be  trained  for  the 
work;  and,  when  fully  trained,  employed  during  the  cold  weather,  under 
the  general  superintendence  of  some  one  qualified  for  the  task,  in  taking 
a  complete  set  of  models  of  one  or  more  large  buildings. 

7.  A  part^  of  10  or  12,  for  example,  would,  in  tne  opinion  of  his 
Excellency  in  Council,  be  probably  able  to  make  casts>of  all  t  those 
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portions  of  such  a  building  as  the  Sancfai  Tope,  as  may  be  desirable  Appendix  A. 
to  reproduce.  Each  party  should  be  placed  under  the  immediate  super- 
intendence  of  some  intelligent  subordinate  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, who  should  be  solely  employed  on  the  duty,  and  should  reside  on 
the  spot.  It  will  be  his  immediate  province  to  sec  that  the  modellers 
cany  out  the  orders  of  the  superintending  officer. 

8.  The  modellers  should  prepare  what  are  called  "waste  moulds," 
and  then  "  piece  moulds  "  on  the  spot ;  these  last  should  be  made,  if 
possible,  in  a  convenient  form  for  removal,  and  from  them  any  number 
of  casts  can  be  prepared. 

9.  These  piece  moulds,  or  casts,  as  may  be  most  convenient,  should 
be  transmitted  to  the  seat  of  Government,  or  other  place  selected  as  the 
head-quarters  of  the  General  Superintendent,  and  from  these  the  requi- 
site number  of  casts  will  be  prepared  and  sent  to  Europe. 

10.  Whilst  the  modellers  were  engaged  at  work,  the  Public  Works 
Department  subordinate  should  also  be  employed  in  preparing  accurate 
plans  and  measurements  of  the  entire  buuding.  Arrangements  could 
Ukewise  be  made  for  procuring  photographs  of  it  from  such  points  of 
view  as  may  be  necessary,  and  which  should  be  indicated  by  the  officer 
superintending  the  operations.  A  written  description  should  also  be 
procured  from  some  competent  person  for  publication  in  England,  with 
illustrations  ^m  the  plans  and  photographs  of  such  of  the  details 
(which  the  casts  would  give)  as  may  be  thought  expedient.  One  or  two 
such  memoirs  for  each  party  during  the  year  would,  in  all  probability,  be 
sufficient  for  the  present. 

11.  As  regards  the  cost  of  these  proceedings,  they  may  be  estimated^ 
by  a  rough  calculation  for  each  party  for  the  §rst  year,  as  follows : —

12.  l*he  officer  superintending  will  also  be  paid  for  his  visitation  and 
superintendence,  which  would  probably  raise  the  cost  to  about  Rupees 
13,000  for  each  party. 

13.  His  Excdlency  in  Council  would  propose  for  the  present  to  have 
only  four  parties  working,  viz.,  one  party  in  Madras,  one  in  Bombay, 
one  for  Lower  Bengal  and  Behar,  and  another  for  the  North-western 
and  Central  provinces,  at  a  cost  of  Rupees  52,000  per  annum. 

14.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Local  Governments  might  allow  the  ezpc- 
ment  to  be  carried  on  at  first  under  the  charge  of  the  principals  of  the 
Schools  of  Art  and  Design  at  the  Plresidencies,  who  would  train  the 
men,  and  then  be  deputed  to  .take  them  out  to  work  on  the  building 
which  may  be  selected  for  their  labours.  They  should  visit  their  parties 
once  or  twice  during  the  season.  In  the  North-western  Provinces  the 
services  of  Lieutenant  Cole,  R.E.,  might,  with  advantage,  be  secured, 
should  he  be  willing  to  undertake  the  duty  and  if  the  Department  Public 
Works  will  allow  him  to  undertake  it.  The  selection  of  the  work  or  works 
to  be  experimented  upon  ehonld  be  left  to  the  Local  Governments^  In 
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Appendix  A.  the  Upper  ProTinces  the  Sanchi  Tope  and  others  in  its  vicinity,  and 
one  of  the  Orissa  Temples  in  Bengal,  would,  perhaps,  be  fit  subjects. 
Much  assistance  in  the  execution  of  this  project  may  be  obtained 
from  local  officers  interested  in  archaeology,  and  regsrd  may  conve- 
niently be  had  to  this  point  in  the  selecting  locality  of  the  experiment. 

15.  Some  difficulties  may  be  encountered  in  procuring  a  sufficient 
supply  of  plaster  of  Paris.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  School  of 
Alt  in  Calcutta  has  found  itself  compelled  already  specially  to  import 
gypsum  from  Europe,  but  ^[ypsum  of  good  quality  exists  in  various  parts 
of  India ;  and  in  Madras,  it  is  believed  that  Dr.  Hunter  already  uses  a 
coarse  kind,  and  supplies  it  far  more  cheaply  than  if  it  were  imported 
from  Europe. 

16.  The  Governor-General  in  Council  would  be  glad  if  the  Local 
Governments  directed  their  attention  to  this  point.

As  in  each  succeeding  year  since  the  first  establishment  of  the  general  Satisfactory 
sjrstein  of  aid  to  science  instruction  in  1859, 1  have  again  to  report  a  IJJJj^J^' 
most  satisfactory  progress.     The  number  of  schools  or  institutions  in  inBtruction. 
which  edenee  is  taught,  and  the  number  of  classes,  has  steadily  increased. 
At  the  time  of  the  May  examinations  in  1866  tiiere  were  153  schools, 
with  400  classes  in  different  subjects  and  6,835  students  under  instruc- 
tion.    In  1867  this  had  increased  lo  212  schools,  with  560  dasses  and 
10,239  under  instruction.     The  examinations  were  held  at  167  centres, 
of  which  15  were  in  London.    4,520  students  came  up  for  examination 
from  schools  under  certificated  teachers,  and  about  400  from  other 
sdiools.

It  will  be  seeD  that  but  few  schools  were  closed  durinflr  the  year,  that 
they  were  as  a  rule  very  small  and  insignificant  ones,  and  that  the  causea 
of  their  closing  were  not  such  as  any  change  in  the  rules  'of  the  Depart- 
ment could  meet.  From  the  table  of  Science  schools,  with  the  number 
under  instruction  in  May  1866  and  May  ]867>  given  at  p.  41  to  p.  53, 
it  will  be  seen  that  111  new  schools  have  been  established  during  that 
period,  many  of  them  giving  every  promise  of  success. 

The  table  at  p.  54  to  p.  63  gives  the  number  under  instruction  in 
each  class  and  subject  m  the  schools  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
table. 

At  p.  64  is  a'  list  of  the  gentlemen  to  whom  honorary  science  certifi- 
cates nave  been  granted  to  enable  them  to  teach  and  earn  payments  on 
results  in  connexion  with  Ibe  Science  and  Art  Department. 

To  this,  on  pp.  64  and  65,  succeeds  the  list  of  successful  competitors 
for  Royal  Exhibitions  to  the  Rojal  School  of  Mines  in  Jermyn  Street  and 
the  R^al  College  of  Science  in  Dublin.  This  competition  seems  year 
after  year  to  attract  more  attention,  and  the  good  reports  that  are 
received  from  the  institutions  to  which  the  exhibitioners  go,  prove  that 
the  plan  adopted  of  having  this  national  competition  through  the  agency 
of  the  May  exanunations  is  a  very  successful  one. 

At  p.  65  is  the  list  of  Queen's  medi&llists  at  the  May  Science  exami- 
nation, and  at  pp.  68  and  69  the  aid  to  Science  schools  by  grants 
towards  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  which  amounted  to  167/.  19s.  0}cl., 
and  the  payments  to  Science  teachers.  The  number  who  received  pay- 
ments firom  the  Department  on  account  of  the  May  1867  examina^n 
was  194,  the  payments  varying  from  W.  to  220/.,  the  average  being 
about  41/.  per  teacher.  The  totol  amount  was  7»976/.,  being  at  the  rate 
of  15s.  7d.  for  each  person  returned  as  under  instruction. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  some  of  the  May  Science  examina- 
tions had  to  be  cancelled  for  unfur  working.  As  these  cases  have 
been  fully  gone  into  in  the  Miimte  at  p.  1  in  Appendix  A.,  it  is  not 
necessary  that  I  should  touch  on  them  further. 

The  Science  classes  were  inspected  during  the  year  by  Mr.  Iselin, 
Dr.  Sidney,  and  Mr.  Bartley.  Their  reports,  which  contain  many  inte- 
resting observations  on  the  classes  they  visited  and  the  general  effects  of 
the  system  of  aid,  will  be  found  at  pp.  73  to  81. 

Dr.  Woolley's  report  on  the  Royal  School  of  Naval  Architecture  and 
Marine  Engineering  is  given  at  p.  81 . 

From  these  various  reports  and  statistics  it  appears  that  the  system  of 
aid  to  Science  instruction  is  working  remarkably  well.*  General  ele- 
mentary Science  instruction  is,  when  compared  with  former  years, 
making  rapid  strides  in  the  countfy.  There  is  still  no  doubt  much  to 
be  done,  but  with  the  recent  addition  of  scholarships  and  exhibitions, 
•  and  other  contemplated  enlargements,  I  believe  a  substantial  and  effi- 

cient svstem  of   State  aid  to  scientific  instruction  will    have    been 
established.

Royal  Exhibitions. 

At  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  there  are  nine  Royal  Exhibitions  of  the 
value  of  50/.  per  annum  for  three  years,  which  entitle  the  holder  to  free 
admission  to  all  the  lectures  and  the  chemical  and  metallurgical  labora- 
tories at  the  Royal  School  of  Mines.

State  of 
instruction 
in  Science. 


The  work  of  instructioii  in  physical  science,  in  connexion  with  the 
Science  and  Art  Department,  1  find  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition  all 
over  the  country.  Some  institutions,  as  the  Bristol  Diocesan  Trade 
School,  the  Plymouth  Science  School,  the  Manchester  Mechanics'  Insti- 
tute, and  the  Oldham  School  of  Science  and  Art;  are  especially  carfying 
out  the  system  of  scieatific  education  in  a  most  eiOicient  manner.    Smoe 
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last  year  25  institutions  have  eeased  to  makitain  science  classes.  The 
dasses  at  Accrington,  Blackburn,  Clitheroe,  and  Darwen  were  temporarily 
closed  in  consequence  of  the  appointment-  of  the  teacher,  Mr.  Gunn, 
to  the  Geologiod  Survey,  and  those  at  the  Preston  Itudtutis,  the 
Liverpool  Free  Library,  and  the"Wigan  Mining  School  owing  to  the 
death  of  the  teacher,  Dr.  Birkenhead,  but  have  most  of  them  been  re- 
opened under  other  teachers.  On  the  other  hand  the  total  number  of 
science  schools  in  the  United  Kingdom  has  increased  from  206  in 
December  1866  to  282  in  December  1867. 

Generallj^  I  find  that  as  the  system  of  Government  aid  to  secondarv  ExtenBior  r 
education  is  being  better  understood  so  it  is  anpreciated  and  extended,  ^f  |S^^^', 
Many  of  the  schools  receiving  aid  from  the  Eaucation  Department  in  "' 

Whitehall  have,  in  conformitv  with  the  regulations  of  that  Department, 
established  night  schools,  ana  not  unfrequentlv  a  science  class  in  con- 
nexion with  the  night  school  is  formed  when  the  schoolmaster  possesses 
tiie  science  certificate.  A  step  towards  the  extension  of  instruction  in 
elementary  science  in  this  direction  has  also  been  made  by  some  of  the 
training  colleges  having  formed  classes  and  adopted  the  advantages  of 
the  Science  Minute,  by  which  means  a  body  of  efficient  teachers  is 
diffused  through  the  country.  Last  year  classes  were  thus  formed  at 
the  Chelsea,  Battersea,  and  Lincoln  Traiiiing  Colleges. 

It  will  be  noticed  on  referring  to  the  list  of  science  classes  on  page  41 
that  very  few  have  been  formed  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  Con- 
sidering how  important  a  knowledge  of  applied  sciencens  to  the  artisan  cia^seTii) 
it  may  seem  remarkable  that  in  this  respect  this  large  industrial  division  ^^,^^^f 
of  the  kingdom  contrasts  so  unfbvourably  with  Lancashire.  In  both 
counties  the  educational  institutions  are  united  in  what  is  called  a  Union 
of  Institutes,  and  I  believe  the  cause  of  the  seeming  backwardness  of  the 
eastern  countj  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  board  of  the  West  Riding 
Union  have  discouraged  the  receipt  of  Government  assistance  to  instruc- 
tion in  science,  while  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Union  have  advocated 
it  by  every  means  in  their  power,  and  promoted  the  formation  of  science 
classes  in  all  institutes  in  connexion  with  them.  It  is  found  that  scteti- 
Hfic  instruction  in  linear  drawing,  descriptive  geometry,  machine  and 
building  construction,  is  particularlv  saccessful  in  places  like  Manchester, 
Oldham,  Bolton,  and  Woolwich,  where  a  large  number  of  mechanics  are 
employed  in  the  machine  factories,  and  there  seems  no  reason  why  the 
same  should  not  be  the  case  in  Leeds  and  Birmingham.

This  little  table  brings  out  into  relief  a  fact  noticed  generally  by  me 
in  former  reports,  namely,  the  smaller  proportion  of  honajide  artisans  in 
attendance  at  these  schools  in  Ireland  as  compared  with  the  sister 
country,  owing  of  course  to  the  much  greater  development  of  manu- 
facturing ent^rise  in  England.  Thus,  while  in  England  the  number 
of  artisans  is  rather  in  excess  of  that  of  industrials,  in  Ireland  the 
number  of  industries  (chiefly  sons  of  small  shopkeepers  and  farmers)  is 
greater  than  that  of  artisans  in  the  ratio  of  more  than  2}  to  1.  The 
number  of  schools  visited  by  me  in  each  country  afiPords  a  suffifciently 
wide  basis  on  which  to  found  this  copiparison. 

The  list  of  schools  in  Ireland  also  verifies  another  fkct,  which  I  have 
previously  noticed,  viz.,  that,  excepting  in  the  National  schoofii,  the 
system  has  not  as  yet  taken  much  root  in  Ireland.  Out  of  42  schools 
visited  by  me  in  that  country  31  are  National  schools.  Almost  in- 
variably, nowever,  the  instruction  is  given  out  of  the  ordinary  school 
hours,  and  is  distinct  from  the  regulitf  course  of  instruction  for  which 
the  teachers  are  responsible  to  the  National  Board. 

I  have  again  to  notice  the  very  small  amount  of  interest  taken  by 
the  committees  generally  in  these  classes.  It  would  greatlj  tend  to 
their  prosperity  and  success  if  the  members  of  the  committees  col- 
lectively or  indi^'idually  were  to  visit  their  classes  more  frequently,  and 
satisfy  themselves  by  personal  inspection  as  to  their  progress  and 
efficiency.  Even  the  secretaries  are  too  often  but  ill  inrormed  of  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  conduct  of  their  classes.  Of  course  there  are 
many  gratifying  exceptions  to  these  remarks. 

The  Irish  committees  have  availed  themselves  only  to  a  verjr  small 
extent  of  the  Minute  of  the  Department  which  grants  50  per  cen^. 
towards  the  purchase  of  apparatus  for  Science  Classes.  In  far  the 
minority  of  cases  the  teachers  have  scarcely  any  apparatus.  This  cannot 
but  have  a  very  unfavourable  effect  on  the  attractix'eness  and  utility  of 
their  lectures.  This  remark  does  not  apply  to  the  Model  Schools^ 
which  are  abundantly  supplied  with  every  requisite  by  the  National 
Board. 

I  ought  to  observe  that  complaints  have  been  frequently  made  to  me 
of  the  tardiness  of  the  London  tradesmen  in  supplying  the  articles 
ordered  from  them;  a  considerable  part  of  the  session  sometimes 
elapsing  before  apparatus  of  a  rery  ordinary  character,  ordered  at  its 
commencement,  is  supplied.  This  is,  of  course,  attended  with  great 
inconvenience  to  the  teacher  and  his  class. 

The  recent  Minute  abolishing  the.  November  examination  for 
teacliers'  certificates,  and  adopting  as  qualification  the  obtaining  a  1st 
or  2ud  class  prize  at  the  general  May  examinations,  has  not  as  yet 
been  received  with  much  favour  by  the  teachers.    Thw;  do  ncvt  like 
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8iitiDf(  at  the  same  ezamiiiation  with  the  ordinary  students.  Assuminpr 
however,  that  the  results  of  the  examinations,  on  which  his  remunera- 
tion dei>end8,  afford  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  the  capacity  of  the 
teacher,  it  seems  desirable  to  place  no  further  restrictions  in  the  shape 
of  qualification  or  previous  examinatioD  on  persons  desiring  to  open 
classes  than  are  actuallv  necessary  to  prevent,  as  fkr  as  possible,  fraudu- 
lent daims.beingmade  by  persons  wholly  incomnetent  to  teach,  grounded 
on  results  obtained  by  students  who  may  have  oeen  reaUy  self-taught.

In  general   the  examinations  appear   to   be   conducted  with   due  ^^  ^^. 
attention  to  the  rules.    Not  unfrequently,  however,  there  is  some  care-  ^nhm'"^ 
lessness  in  this  respect;  the  candidates  being  too  closely  seated,  or  the  tiom. 
rules  not  posted  in  the  room  or  read  out  each  evening.    The  members 
of  committee,  as  well  as  the  students,  are  often  not  very  punctual  in 
their  attendance.    Irregularities  of  a  graver  character  sometimes  occur. 
Thus,  at  Belfast  Model  School,  I  found  on  one  occasion  only  one  mem- 
ber of  committee  present.    The  examination  at  Carlow  was  conducted 
with  such  an  utter  disregard  of  almost  every  rule  that  I  had  to  canod 
it  on  the  spot.    At  Newtownards  I  had  one  candidate  expelled,  having 
detected  Inm  with  a  written  slip  of  paper  containing  a  suggestion  as  to 
answering  a  particular  question. 

The  foregoing,  however,  may  be  considered  but  trifling  irregularities 
when  compared  with  the  extensive  and  organized  system  of  fraud  which 
afterwards  came  to  light  in  connexion  with  some  of  the  Bel£Mt  ex- 
aminations, as  well  as  those  at  CHfden,  co.  Galway.

In  Yorkshire  it  will  be  seen  that  three  schools  have  been  opened 
since  last  year,  though  this  increase  is  balanced  by  the  classes  at  Guis- 
boro',  Stillington,  and  Middlesboro'  (mechanics'  institute)  having 
been  discontinued.  The  class  at  Bamsley  has  been  in  abeyance,  but 
is  now  at  work  again.  Considering  the  size  and  importance  of  many 
of  the  towns  in  this  coun^,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  up  to  the  present 
time  so  few  classes  have  been  formed,  and  that  those  which  exist  in 
such  places  as  Leeds,  Huddersfidd,  and  Middlesboro',  oontiun  so  few 

n^ils.  The  reason  generally  j;iven  for  this  imperfect  result  is  the 
ciencr^  of  elemental  instruction  among  the  persons  for  whose  bene- 
fit tibe  classes  are  formed ;  and  though,  no  doubt,  this  cause  acts  veiy 
poweiiiilly  in  reducing  the  attendance  at  the  science  classes,  yet  it  cer- 
tainly is  not  the  entire  cause,  nor  can  it  explain  an  attendance  of 
under  20  artisans  at  the  chemistry  class  in  a  town  like  Leeds  with  over 
200,000  inhabitants.  I  feel  sure,  that  if  the  Department  scheme  were 
taken  up  in  Yorkshire  as  it  is  in  Lancashire,  by  the  Union  of  Lancashire 
and  Cheshire  Institutes,  it  would  not  be  long  before  the  classes  and 
students  were  increased  tenfold. 

In  the  counties  south  and  south-east  of  Yorkshire  and  north  of 
London  there  are  only  about  sixteen  schools,  and  one  of  these  at  Derby 
is  for  the  middle  class,  which  merely  sends  up  pupils  for  examination. 
This  district  is  for  the  great  part  agricultural,  and  though  science 
instruction  is  necessarily  not  so  much  in  demand  as  in  the  manufao- 
turing  districts,  yet  it  is  evident  that  secondary  education  requires  mucJi 
energetic  working  in  this  part  of  the  countrv.  Nine  of  these  schools  I 
visited,  and  with  the  exception  of  Eastwooa  and  Lincoln  these  are  in 
a  flourishing  condition,  particularly  the  one  held  at  the  Guildhall, 
Northampton.  This  school  has  been  commenced  since  May,  under  tiie 
auspices  of  a  most  influential  committee,  and  has  the  further  advantage 
of  a  museum,  &c.  in  the  same  premises,  supported  by  the  application  of 
the  Public  Libraries  Act.  If  this  school  continues  in  its  present 
Bvstem  of  management,  it  cannot  fail,  with  a  good  teacher,  to  be  one  of 
tne  most  successful  in  the  kingdom. 

In  all  but  few  exceptions  the  interest  taken  by  the  committees,  when 
they  know  their  duties,  is  satisfactory,  though  the  advantage  of  an 
influential  and  energetic  secretary  cannot  be  too  much  home  in  mind.

5.  Report  on  the  Rotal  School  of  Naval  Architeotube  and  bbpobtbt 
Marine  Engineering  for  the  year  1867.  w<5mt 

Mt  Lords,  London,  January  1868. 

The  third  session  of  the  school  commenced  on  1st  ^November 
1866.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  officers  and  teachers  since  the 
last  report. 

The  principal,  Mr.  C.  W.  Merrifield,  F.R.S.,  and  the  vioe-principal,  Mr. 
H.  M.  Taylor,  B.A.,  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  continued 
to  instruct  the  students  in  mathematical  science  and  applied  mathe- 
matics, and  the  mathematical  theory  of  shipbuilding. 

Mr.  Crossland,  assistant  constructor  of  the  navy,  gave  instruction  once 
a  week  to  the  advanced  students  in  naval  architecture  on  the  principles 
and  piactice  of  construction. 

Mr.  Cotterill,  M.A.,  gave  instruction  twice  a  week  on  the  theory  of 
the  steam  engine,  and  on  the  stren^h  of  materials  and  structures. 

Mr.  Baskcomb,  by  the  permission  of  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty, 
continued  his  afternoon  classes  of  ship  drawing  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays ; 
and  Mr.  Max^n  gave  instruction  in  engine  drawing  on  the  afternoons 
of  every  Monday  and  Thursday. 

The  hours  devoted  to  study  did  not  differ  from  those  reported  last 
year*  On  the  afternoons  of  Wednesday  and  Saturday  the  students  were 
exempted  from  attendance.  In  the  evenings  M.  Penon  had  his  usual 
Frendi  classes,  and  the  remainder  of  the  evening  attendances  was 
devoted  to  private  study. 

The  number  of  students  was  44,  viz.,  29  sent  by  the  Admiralty,  and  Number  of 
15  private  students,  of  whom  two,  including  a  lieutenant  in  the  Royal  >tudentf, 
Norwqpan  Navy,  attended  only  a  part  of  the  course  under  the  principal 
and  Mr.  Baskcomb.

The  disdpline  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  b  maintuned 
without  difficulty.  The  same  desire  which  I  have  previously  spoken  of 
as  characterising  the  greater  part  of  the  students  to  profit  to  the  utmost 
by  the  opportunities  here  a£Porded  them  still  manifests  itself. 

.  The  third  session  terminated  in  April,  and  at  its  close  the  students 
completing  their  third  year  were  entitled  to  compete  for  a  diploma  as 
fellow  or  associate.  The  competition  is  not  cdiilined  to  students  of  the 
school,  but  ;s  open  to  all  who  are  bon4  fide  employed  as  shipbuilders 
or  marine  engineers,  on  terms  laid  down  in  a  Minute  of  January  1^67 
(Science  Form,  No.  261). 

The  principle  which  has  been  from  the  commencement  laid  '  down 
and  steadily  acted  upon,  of  maintaining  a  due  and  proper  proportion 
between  theory  and  practice  in  the  teaching  of  the  school,  has  been 
carefully  observed  in  the  plan  of  this  examination,  as  will  appear  from

L  Report  of  the  Official  Inspector  for  Art  on  Schools  of 
Art  and  Art  Exahinations. 

The  accompanying  tables  give  the  results  obtamed  nnder  the 
regulations  for  the  encouragement  of  Art  instruction  in  the  United 
Kmgdom. 

The  moRt  elementarf  instruction  u  that  given  in  Schools  for  the 
VoGT,  which  consists  of  outline  drawing  from  copies,  freehand  drawing 
from  solid  objects,  and  practical  geometry.  Table  A.  at  page  9^ 
shows  that  in  588  schools  79,411  children  have  received  instruction. 
Hie  number  of  schools  in  1866  was  560,  so  that  an  increase  of  28  has 
taken  place.  The  number  is  still,  however,  small  in  proportion  to  the 
whole  number  of  dementaiy  schools,  and  the  privilege  of  examination 
has  therefore  heen  extended  to  schools  in  which  the  teacher  is  only 
partiaDy  certificated  for  drawing. 

The  progress  made  in  these  schools  has  been  such  as  to  make  it  neces- 
sary to  admit  children  who  have  passed  the  elementary  examinations 
specially  prepared  for  them  to  the  higher  second  grade  examinations. 

Table  B.  at  page  106  gives  the  result  of  the  examination  in  draw- 
ings of  diocesan  and  other  training  schools  for  teachers  in  elementary 
schools.  It  shows  that  218  teachers  have  obtained  certificates  of 
competency  to  give  instruction  in  drawing  in  their  schools  concur- 
rently with  reading  and  writing.  Under  the  extension  of  regulations 
above  mentioned  a  school  taught  by  any  of  1,382  teachers  who  were 
sucoessfril  in  some  step  towards  their  certificate  will  now  be  eligible  for 
examination. 

Table  C,  page  108,  gives  a  statement  of  the  progress  made  in 
instruction  in  drawing  in  Night  Classes  for  students  above  12  years  of 
a«re.  These  classes  have  increased  in  number  from  32  to  72  during 
the  past  year,  and  have  now  2,553  students  in  attendance. 

Iney  will  be  further  encouraged  under  the  regulations  3  and  5  noted 
below. 

A  small  number  of  schools  not  fulfilling  the  conditions  required  in 
order  to  be  reoogmsed  as  Schools  of  Art,  Night  classes,  or  Schools  for 
the  Poor,  have  been  examined  with  the  result  shown  in  Table  D,  p.  1 12. 

The  present  position  of  every  School  of  Art  in  the  United  Kingdom 
is  shown  separately  in  abstracts  from  their  annual  reports,  arranged 
alphabetically  and  commencing  at  page  II 3. 

The  same  facts  are  presented  collectively  in  the  following  tables, 
vix..  Table  E.,  page  164,  showing  the  numbers  under  instruction,  the 
numbers  examinea,  and  the  amount  of  success  obtained  in  the  second 
and  third  grades;  and  Table  F.,  page  172,  showing  the  total  income 
of  each  school. 

The  total  number  of  persons  receiving  instruction  in  drawing  in 
schools  or  classes  in  connexion  with  the  Department  appears  in  Table  G., 
page  174. 

The  next,  Table  H.,  page  175,  gives  the  amount  of  direct  aid  afforded 
to  Schools  of  Art>  ni^ht  classes,  and  elementary  schools  for  the  poor 
in  the  form  of  payments  and  prizes.  The  aid  given  to  Schools  of  Art 
would  have  been  greater  but  for  the  use,  in  many  cases,  of  examples  of 
an  unsatisfactory  character.

numbers  and  to  remain  longer  in  the  Schools  of  Art,  a  payment 
will  be  made  of  3/.  on  account  of  Free-studentships  for  every 
artisan,  being  a  draughtsman,  designer,  modeller,  or  han^crafks* 
man,  who  shall  submit  satisfactory  advanced  works  under  the 
rep;ulation8  in  the  Directory,  and  who  shall  be  recommended 
jomtly  by  the  Local  Comnuttee  and  bv  the  Departnient*s  Exa- 
miners.

The  payment 
in  any  school  on  account  of  pupil-teachers  will  therefore  in 
future  be  either  15/.  or  30/. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  payments  of  15«.  or  20«.  on  account  of  artiaans 

who  submit  satisfactory  works  under  the  regulations,  a  piopor- 
tional  payment  will  be  made  on  account  of  artisans  whose  works 
do  not  reach  the  standard  required  for  full  payments.

5.  In  order  that  the  Committees  of  Schools  of  Art,  night  classes, 

and  dementary  schools  may  more  readily  provide  themselves 
with  approved  examples,  the  aid  given  towards  the  purchase  of 
them  will  be  increased  from  50  per  cent,  to  75  per  cent.,  and  in 
special  cases,  wher^  buildings  or  rooms  are  permanently  and 
entirely  devoted  to  instruction  in  Art,  this  aid  will  be  extended 
to  the  provision  of  apparatus  and  fittings. 

6.  In  Schools  of  Art,  where  artisans  are  satisfactorily  instructed, 

grants  will  be  made  to  enable  the  masters  to  visit  the  South 
Kensington  Museum,  and  other  metropolitan  institutions,  in 
order  that  they  may  acquire,  for  the  bend&t  of  their  students,  a 
knowledge  of  the  latest  progress  made  in  those  educational 
subjects  which  affect  the  schools.

South  Kensington   being   fiillj  adequate  to  the  instruction  of  more 
teachers  than  are  required  hj  the  whole  kingdom.

The  examinations  for  certificates  of  qualification  as  masters  of  Schools 
of  Art  were  held  at  South  Kensington  in  February,  when  17  certificates 
were  gnmted.

Exhibitions  have  been  held  at  the  Schools  of  Art  at  Hull,  Sheffield,  Local  exhi- 
Inverness,  and  Lincoln  and  5  other  schools,  and  20  schools  have  availed  bitions. 
themselves  of  the  privilege  of  borrowing  drawings  or  paintings  for 
study  by  their  students,  and  13  schools  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
circulating  Art  Library. 

By  a  mmute  of  9th  April  1867,  masters  of  Schools  of  Art  and  teachers  vigits  of  Art 
of  night  classes  were  encouraged  to  visit  the  Paris  Exhibition  by  the  Masters  to 
offer  of  prizes  for  the  best  reports  or  any  useful  suggestions  in  respect  ^"•' 
to  their  duties  as  teachers  aerived  from  the  study  of  the  fixhibition.

The  Worshipful  Company  of  Plasterers,  London,  offered  to  the 
students  in  Schools  of  Art  a  sum  of  25/.  for  prizes,  to  be  competed  for 
by  designs  and  models  under  the  conditions  shown  in  a  circular 
reprinted,  with  the  addition  of  the  names  of  the  successful  students,  at 
page  196.  The  competition  for  the  Companv's  prizes  was  a  satisfactory 
one,  and  showed  that  the  teaching  of  the  schools  had  well  prepared  the 
students  for.  this  technical  work.

1866-67. 

Sir,  Traininfir  School,  January  1868. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Training 
and  Normal  School  for  the  scholastic  year  commenang  Ist  October  1866 
and  ending  Slst  July  1867. 

During  this  period  28  students  in  training,  and  23  national  scholars 
have  been  in  receipt  of  allowances,  of  from  5s.  to  21.  a  week ;  4  students 
in  training  were  appointed  to  masterships  of  schools,  2  were  em« 
ployed  as  temporary  reliefs  for  masters  of  provincial  schools,  and  2  female 
students  in  training  retired  from  the  class  to  become  teachers.  Of  the 
23  national  scholars  3  have  obtained  good  employment  as  designers, 
being  recommended  from  the  school,  and  three  others  have  left,  having 
completed  their  terms  in  the  school;  2  of  these  being  partially  employed 
as  omamentists  of  a  high  class,  and  one  as  a  book  illustrator. 

The  average  time  in  the  training  school  of  the  20  male  students  in 
training  has  been  3  years  and  3  months,  showing  a  slight  decrease  in  the 
length  of  time  as  compared  with  my  last  report.  The  8  female  students 
have  been  three  years  and  a  half  in  training. 

During  the  year  7  students  in  training  have  been  admitted. 

The  23  national  scholars  have  had  an  average  attendance  of  three 
sessions. 

Thirty-seven  students  won  "  free  studentships ;"  16  men  belonging 
to  the  detachment  of  Royal  Engineers  were  instructed  in  the  school ; 
and  30  others,  being  either  former  students  in  training,  national 
scholars,  or  persons  employed  by  the  department,  attended  the  schools 
without  payment  of  fees,  making  a  general  total  of  1 18  free  students. 

As  a  p8ft  of  their  education,  18  students  in  training  are  practised 
in  teaching ;  of  these  4  males  and  4  females  are  emp^yed  as  pupil- 
teachers  in  the  normal  schools.  The  schools  at  Lambeth,  Spitalfields, 
Charterhouse,  Westminster,  and  West  London  continue  to  be  assisted 
from  the  training  schools;  St.  Martin's  now  receives  similar  assistance; 
besides  these  the  schools  at  Rotherhithe  and  St.  George's-in-the-£ast 
and  four  parochial  schools  are  taught  from  the  training  schools. 

The  whole  course  of  instruction  in  the  training  school  is  open  to  the 
general  public,  on  payment  of  adequate  fees,  whether  in  preparation  for 
the  pursuit  of  art  as  a  profession  or  as  amateurs.  A  class  for  the 
teaching  of  artizans,  and  one  for  schoolmasters  and  pupil-teachers  is 
also  carried  on. 

The  year  is  divided  into  two  sessions  of  five  months  each ;  the  fees 
are  payable  either  for  two,  three,  or  five  months.  To  the  artisan  class 
only  a  monthly  fee  may  be  paid. 

Fees  for  classes  studying  for  five  whole  days,  including  evenings : 
5L  for  the  session  of  five  months ;  4L  for  three  months ;  3/.  for  two 
months.  For  three  whole  days,  including  evenings :  41,  for  the  session 
of  five  months ;  31  for  three  months ;  2L  for  two  months.  For  the 
half  day,  morning  or  afternoon ;  41.  for  the  session  of  ^ve  months ;  3/. 
for  three  months ;  2/.  for  two  months.  To  all  these  classes  there  is  an 
entrance  fee  of  10s.  Evening  classes:  male  school,  2/.  per  session;  artisan 
class,  lOs.  per  session,  3s.  per  nfionth ;  female  school,  1/.  per  session ; 
three  evenings  a  week. 

Schoolmasters,  schoolmistresses,  and  pupil-teachers  meet  on  two 
evenings  in  each  week ;  fee  5s.  the  session. 

The  number  of  students  of  all  classes  who  paid  fees  in  the  half-year 
ending  28th  Februaiy  1867  was  257  males  and  165  females ;  total,  422. 
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The  amount  of  fees  received,  976/.  1».;  of  this  sum  2181. 17*.  6rf.  was  Appendix  0. 
paid  by  *'  eveninfir  *'  students  only,  and  757/.  Ss,  6d.  by  day  students.         Tea^xvivq 

In  the  half-year  ending;  31  st  July  1867,  220  males  and  186  females ;      School, 
total 406.    The  amount  of  fees,  988/.  Is.;  of  this  sum  186/.  2*.  9d.    kIkswo- 
was  paid  by   ''evening"   students,  only,  and  802/.  I85.  3d.  by  day        tox. 
students,  making  a  total  amount  for  the  year  of  1,964/.  2s, 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  schools  in  the  session  ending 
2Sth  February  1867  was  526,  of  these  329  were  males  and  19/ 
females.  This  includes  90  artisans,  2  schoolmasters,  and  /  school- 
mistresses. 

In  the  session  ending  31  st  July  1867  the  whole  number  taught  was 
510,  of  these  293  were  males  and  217  females,  including  66  artisans, 
7  schoolmasters,  and  9  schoolmistresses. 

The  number  of  individuai  students  during  the  year  has  been  727,  of 
tbese  451  were  males  and  2J6  females. 

Hie  schools  were  open  206  days  during  the  year,  and  the  attendance 
of  every  student  was  recorded  daily.  1  he  smallest  attendance  was  85 
on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  largest  346 ;  the  total  number  50,137, 
and  the  average  daily  attendance  243. 

The  results  of  the  annual  examination  in  1867  were  as  follows : — Of

At  the  national  competition,  3  gold  medals,  3  silver  medals,  4  bronze  oompetitiou 
medals,  2  books  as  Queen's  prizes,  and  10  third  grade  prizes  in  the  *"4  **  ?*" 
elementary  stages  were  obtained  by  students  of  the  male  school;  1  ■°"'****°'"' 
gold   medal,   3    silver  medals,    3    bronze    medals,  2  Queen's    prizes 
of  books,  and  11  third  grade  prizes  in  the  elementary  stages  were  won 
by  students  of  the  female  school ;  by  the  district  school  at  Rotherhithe, 
1  third  ^rade  prize,  and  by  that  of  St.  George's-in-the-£ast,  2  third 
grade  prizes  were  obtained. 

At  the  second  grade  examination  1'38  students  were  examined,  76 
passed  and  37  obtained  prizes,  exclusive  of  32  from  Rotherhithe  and 
St.  George's-in-the-East  district  schools. 

At  the  first  grade  examination  134  students  were  examined ;  50  certi- 
ficate cards.and  5  prizes  were  obtained  by  students  of  three  parochial 
schools  taught  from  the  training  schools. 

In  addition  to  the  above  medals  and  prizes,  at  an  examination  which 
takes  the  place  of  the  former  local  competition  for  bronze  medals,  and 
at  the  examination  for  third  grade  certificates,  10  students  of  the  male 
school  and  27  female  students  won  free  studentships  in  the  school  for 
one  year,  and  4  males  and  5  female  students  won  admission  at  half 
fees  for  the  same  time. 

Four  students  won  five  prizes  offered  by  the  Plasterers'  Company  to 
the  value  of  23/.  Two  won  two  prizes  of  5/.  each  offered  by  the  Cloth- 
workers'  Company  for  the  best  aesigns  for  a  loving  cup,  and  a  third 
design  was  purchased  in  addition. 

Two  students  won  prizes  offered  for  designs  for  the  new  museum  at 
Bethnal  Green,  of  21,  each. 

During  the  past  year  8  students  have  been  admitted  to  the  schools 
of  the  Royal  Academy  from  these  schools,  and  having  passed  their 
probationership  successfully,  have  won  their  studentship. 

Mr.  Lane's  report  of  the  etching  class  will,  I  trust,  show  the  continued 
satisfiBUStoiy  progress  of  that  brancn  of  the  school. 
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Appendix  0.  I  ^^'^^  g^^t  pleasure  in  presenting  what  I  believe  to  be  a  very  Batia* 
factory  report  of  the  general  progress  of  the  schools.  The  national 
scholarships  are  well  appreciated,  and  amongst  the  students  of  this  class 
now  in  the  schools  are  some  of  very  good  promise,  and  whose  works 
during  their  attendance  at  the  school  evince  a  great  advance. 

At  the  commencement  of  this  year  a  change  was  made  with  a  view  to 
induce  the  attendance  of  students  for  longer  terms,  and  rather  to  dis- 
courage the  attendance  of  mere  amateurs  who  wanted  a  "  few  lessons," 
by  the  abolition  of  monthly  fees  to  all  classes  but  artisans;  the  result 
has  been  as  follows : — At  the  close  of  the  sessions  ending  February  2S, 
1866,  the  average  fee  per  student  was  2/.  35.  2d. ;  February  28, 1867»  the 
average  fee  per  student  was  2/.  6s,  Sd, ;  July  31, 1866,  the  avenge  fee 
was  21.  6<.  4d,;  July  31,  1867,  the  average  fee  was  2/.  8«.  8d.;  and 
when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  this  marks  a  longer  continuance  in  the 
school  and  not  a  raising  of  the  fees  I  think  it  may  be  regarded  with 
satisfaction.

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13.  Report  on  the  Exchikg  Class,  by  Mr.  Lane,  A.E.B.A. 

Sir,  January  1868. 

In  my  report  for  the  past  vear  on  the  working  of  the  class  at  the 
South  Kensmgton  Museum  under  my  superintendence,  I  may  refer  to 
the  second  volume  of  etchings  now  ready  and  about  to  be  published  by 
the  Arundel  Society  as  exhibiting  a  fair  advance  in  the  st^rle  and  cha- 
racter of  the  work,  and  a  satisfii^ry  progress,  in  illustration  of  such 
objects  as  the  Inspector-General  fbr  Art  has  deemed  desirable  in  con- 
tinuation of  the  senes. 

The  removal  to  a  school  with  ample  advantages  of  space  and  lif^ht, 
and  combining  everv  desirable  appliance,  both  for  etching  and  printmg, 
has  enabled  the  students  to  work  under  the  most  &vourable  conditions; 
and  the  increased  accommodation  has  resulted  in  the  addition  of  fresh 
students,  by  direction  of  the  head  master,  to  supply  the  place  of  those 
whose  proficiency  has  qualified  them  for  promotion  as  teachers,  or,  on 
the  fulfilment  of  their  term  of  years  as  "  students  in  training,^'  to  become 
professional  etchers  to  the  Department. 

The  care  and  attention  of  the  students  has  merited  all  commendation, 
and  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  109/.  XOs.  which  I  reported  in  January 
last  as  having  been  awarded  in  premiums  in  the  years  1865  and  1866,  a 
flirther  sum  of  97/.  12^.  has  been  allotted  for  71  successful  works  up  to 
this  date,  of  which  number  20  plates  are  paid  for  in  full,  the  authors  not 
being  on  the  list  of  students  in  training.

xioir. 

(1.)  Examinations  of  the  Schools  of  Art,  1867. 

1.  The  Science  and  Art  Department  aids  the  instruction  ffiven  in 
Schools  of  Art  to  artisans  and  teachers,  when  under  the  direction  of  a 
local  committee  of  not  less  than  five  well-known  responsible  persons, 
and  instructed  by  teachers  holding  one  or  more  Art  certificates  of  the 
3rd  grade;  provided  day  classes  are  held  and  that  artisan  evening 
dassea  meet  under  the  instruction  of  the  master  at  least  three  times  in 
each  week  for  two  hours. 

2.  One  member  of  the  committee  must  be  appointed  to  act  as  secretary, 
through  whom  the  correspondence  with  the  Department  on  the  business 
of  the  school  is  carried  on. 

3.  The  following  payments  are  made  to  the  local  committee  on  account 
of  students  who  are  artisans  or  teachers : — 

a.  Ten  shillings  for  every  exercise  in  freehand  drawing  from  the 

flat,  practical  geometry,  drawing  from  models,  perspective,  or 
mechanical  drawing  satisfSactorily  worked  in  a  given  time  by  an 
artisan  who  pays  fees  for  being  taught. 

b,  A  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  shillings  on  account  of  every  artisan 

who  shall  submit  satisfactory  works  executed  in  the  school 
during  the  previous  year  in  dnwing  from  flat  examples,  mecha- 
nical or  architectural  drawing,  drawing  from  geometric  models, 
objects  of  general  utility,  or  casts  of  ornament,  drawing  flowers 
and  foliage  from  nature, 
e.  A  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings  on  account  of  every  artisan 
who  shall  submit  satisfactory  works  executed  in  the  school 
during  the  previous  year  in  drawing,  painting,  modelling,  or 
designing  for  manufactures  and  decoration,  belonging  to  - 
classes  not  included  in  clauses  3  a  and  b.  Such  works  will  be 
eligible  for  national  competition. 

4.  Prizes  are  given  to  students  who  excel  in  the  examinations  of  the 
2nd  grade,  and  to  students  who  send  up  works  of  great  merit  in  the 
classes  named  in  clause  b. 

5.  The  Department  determines  the  number  of  the  above-named  pay- 
ments, clause  3a,  to  be  made,  and  prizes  to  be  given,  annually  by  means 
of  examinations  of  an  elementary  character  caUed  the  2nd  grade.  The 
payments  and  prizes  under  clause  3  6  are  determined  by  an  inspection 
of  the  works  of  the  various  classes  named. 

6.  The  examinations  of  the  2nd  grade  take  place  in  the  month  of 
March,  in  the  evening,  and  are  conducted  by  the  local  committee  or 
managers  of  the  School  of  Art. 

7.  The  local  committee  also  transmit  to  the  offices  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  inspection,  on  or  before  the  20th  of  March,  the  works  of 
students  in  the  various  classes  on  account  of  whose  instruction  payment 
is  claimed,  or  who  compete  for  prizes. 

8.  The  best  works  sent  up  in  clause  3c,  are  selected  to  enter  into  a 
national  competition  between  the  works  of  all  the  Schools  of  Art  in  the 
kingdom,  and  medals  and  prizes  are  awarded  to  the  students  who 
execute  the  most  meritorious  of  the  competing  works  by  examiners 
appointed  by  the  Department. 
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9.  The  prise  list  includeB  10  gold  medals,  distributed  as  follows : — 
One  medal  for  the  best  study  from  the  antique,  in  chalk   or 

monochrome. 
One  medal  for  the  best  study  of  the  figure  modelled  from  the 

antique. 
One  medal  for  the  best  example  of  painting  a  group  of  still  life  firom 

nature  in  oil  colour,  or  water  colour. 
Six  medals  for  the  best  designs  in  the  three  dasses,  architectural 

Resign,  sur&ce  design,  plastic  design. 
One  medal  for  a  work  of  a  class  not  included  under  the  above- 
named  heads. 
Twenty  silver  medals,  of  which  part  will  be  given  to  the  second 
best  works  in  the  various  subjects  to  which  gold  medals  are 
assigned,  and  the  rest  to  meritorious  works  in  the  same  or  the 
best  works  in  other  subjects  of  study. 

Fifty  bronze  medals  to  meritorious  works  in  any  of  the  various 
subjects  of  study. 
Any  of  these  medals  may  be  withheld  if,  in  the  opinion  of  .the 
examiners,  the  works  in  any  subject  are  not  of  sufficient  merit  to 
deserve  them. 

Students  who  obtain  medals  of  the  same  class  in  more  than  one 
year's  competition  may  receive  books,  &c.  instead  of  medals. 

No  student  can  receive  a  medal  of  the  same  class  twice  for  the  same 
subject. 
Additional  prizes  of  works  of  art,  books,  &c.  will  also  be  awarded. 
The  works  entering  into  the  national  competition  will  be  exhibited  in 
London  and  in  some  one  of  the  more  important  towns  of  the  kingdom 
where  suitable  space  can  be  provided. 

The  table  £.  (page  1|)4)  shows  the  results  produced  by  the  schools 
under  the  above  regulations. 


RspoRT  OT  (2.)  Report  of  the  Examiners  on  the  Works  sent  from  the  Schools 
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of  Art  and  selected  for  the  National  Competition  at  South 
Kensington. 


June  1867. 

A  full  representation  of  the  various  stages  of  instruction  which  are, 
by  the  present  regulations,  admissible  to  the  national  competition  has 
been  submitted  to  us. 

Of  these  works  614  were  drawings  and  paintings,  and  87  specimens 
of  modelling. 

In  one  class,  that  of  modelling  the  figure  from  the  antique,  we  have 
been  unable  to  award  the  gold  medal  offered  for  competition,  and  we 
feel  some  surprise  that  the  abundant  opportunities  for  study,  the  now 
general  facility  of  access  to  good  examples,  and  the  liberalitv  of  the 
encouragements  offered  to  students  do  not  meet  with  a  more  enthusiastic 
response.  VN  e  have  selected  for  distinction  by  the  award  of  a  silver  medal  a 
work  which  had  been  but  little  touched  in  the  plaster,  and  consequently 
expresses  faithftiUy  the  power  of  modelling  possessed  by  the  student. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  large  number  of  meritorious  designs  applied  to 
objects  of  manufacture  has  induced  us  to  award  here  an  additional  gold 
medal,  while  the  satisfactory  nature  of  the  competition  in  other  sections 
has  called  for  the  award  of  the  whole  number  of  silver  and  bronze  medals. 
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In  some  cases  students  in  the  modelling  classes  in  executing  bas-  Appendix  C« 
reliefs  have  made  selections,  t)r  designs,  of  subjects  which  cannot  be  rb^^.  q. 
quooessftilly  treated  in  that  manner,  and  we  would  recommend  that  all  Bkamiitbrs 
such  positions  of  the  figure  as  require  perspective  fore-shortenings  for  ®*  Compb* 
their  representation  should  be  avoided,  and  tnat  the  action  of  figures  in  Kational 
low  relief  should  be  so  designed  that  they  may  lie  in  positions  parallel  Mbdal* 
to  the  ground  on  which  they  are  modelled.  mows. 

Many  figure  drawings  gave  evidence  of  earnest  and  successful  effort, 
but  in  others  we  observed  a  too  great  equality  in  the  force  with  which 
the  contour  of  the  figure  was  pronounced,  and  a  want  of  that  accuracy 
in  the  relation  between  the  light  and  shade  of  different  parts  of  the  figure 
which  is  necessary  to  a  complete  rendering  of  the  subject. 

We  are  obliged  again  to  notice  with  condemnation  a  few  examples  of 
the  injudicious  misdirection  of  students'  labour,  in  which  fine  examples 
of  the  best  periods  of  art  worthy  of  reverential  study  are  carelessly 
rendered,  as  mere  accessories  in  the'  construction  of  half  pictorial 
back  grounds,  a  practice  which  has  the  bad  effect  of  distracting  the 
student's  attention  from  the  details  of  the  figure  before  him. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  !to  a  recent  rule  excluding  from  the 
competition,  except  in  the  class  of  applied  design,  the  works  of 
students  who  have  obtained  medals  at*  the  Royal  Academy,  in  the  pro- 
priety of  which  we  concur. 

Some  manufactured  silks  which  were  exhibited  with  the  designs  made 
for  them  from  the  Dublin  school,  designs  for  lace  from  Nottingham,  for 
carpets  from  Kidderminster,  for  wall  papers  and  jewellery  from  Bir- 
mingham, woven  fabrics  from  Glasgow,  and  furniture  from  Kensington, 
show  how  satisfactorily  the  work  of  these  schools  is  acting  upon  the 
manufactures  of  the  country.

16.  Report  on  the  Ccole  Centrale  d* Architecture,  Paris,  Rbpobtbt 
by  Eyre  Crowe,  Esq.  ^  ^"^^• 

September  1867. 

The  J^ole  Centrale  d' Architecture  may  be  classed  amongst  those 
fortunate  institutions,  which  having  passeu  through  the  early  tentative 
ordeal,  succeed  in  taking  firm  hold  in  the  soil.  Started  only  two  years 
affo,  mainly  through  the  agency  of  one  able  and  indefatigable  spirit, 
Mons.  l^mile  Trelat,  now  the  director,  it  has  already  formed  a  young 
band  of  architects,  whose  efforts  are  full  of  interest,  and  a  small  selection 
of  whose  works  from  the  annual  competitions  is  submitted  to  notice. 
Tliey  consist  first  of  drawings  from  the  cast,  shaded,  of  sketches  of 
composition,  and  of  more  elaborate  designs  completely  executed  from 
mere  descriptive  letter «press.  One  of  the  striking  features  seems  to  be 
that  the  hand  is  with  difficulty  trained  to  keep  pace  with  the  develop- 
ment of  the  student's  inventive  power.  It  must,  however,  be  borne  m 
mind  that  the  course  of  study  extends  over  three  years ;  no  student  has 
therefore,  as  yet,  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  the  race,  and  next  year  may 
be  expected  naturally  still  better  works  from  the  same  names. 

Briefly  summarising  the  course  of  stud^  adopted,  it  ma^  be  said  to  Cotirse  of 
nui  thus : — ^lliis  soci^  is  formed  on  the  limited  liability  pnxuuple,  with  *^"^* 
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Appendix  C.  a  capital  of  16,000/.    It  was  first  opened  on  the  lOtb  of  May  1865.

M&.  Crowe,  tical  portion  of  architecture  is  taught,  and  in  the  amphitheatre,  or  lecture 
room,  where  its  theory  is  developed. 

The  instruction  is  open  to  all  comers,  subject  to  rules  and  regulations. 
The  first  and  imperative  condition  of  gaining  admittance  as  pupil  is  that 
of  passing  a  preUminary  examination  held  twice  a  year  in  Paris,  the  first 
on  the  1st  of  July,  the  second  on  the  1st  of  October.  This  ordeal  magr 
be  gone  through  in  the  provinces  before  a  professor  sanctioned  by  the 
^cole,  or  even  in  foreign  countries  by  professors  of  the  university.  AU 
intending  candidates  are  to  give  notice  of  their  intention  of  so  doing  to 
the  director  before  the  15th  of  June  or  the  15th  of  September. 

This  is  the  programme  of  the  subjects  required  of  the  competitors  in 
the  preliminary  examination  :-r- 

1.  A  shaded  drawing  of  ornament  iVom  bas-relief. 

2.  A  design  (plan,  section,  and  elevation)  of  a  building  drawn  to 
scale  from  a  sketch. 

3.  A  written  compo6ition  referring  to  architecture  generally.* 
The  competitor  has,  moreover,  to  go  through  oral  ezalninatioiis  on 

the  following  subjects  :— 

Arithmetic. 
Algebra. 
Geometry. 

Complements  of  geometty. 
Descriptive  geometry. 
Geography. 
A  knowledge  of  the  latter  is  required  of  the  stadeni  in  order  to  enable 
him  to  follow  the  lectures  properly. 

Those  candidates  who  may  have  studied  architecture  previously  are 
requested  to  forward  their  studies,  which  will  be  taken  into  consideration 
in  the  award  of  merit. 

On  admittance  the  student  has  the  .free  choice  of  two  ateliers  taoarht 
by  two  different  professors,  with  their  staff  of  teachers*  The  two  Jmrst 
are  Messrs.  Simonet,  architect  of  the  Parisian  Municipality,  and  Thierry 
Ladrange,  Architect.    Then  follow —

llien  follows  a  list  of  thirty  names,  including  that  of  the  director, 
Mons.  Trelat,  whether  as  teachers  or  lecturers. 

The  students  attend  the  school  at  present  from  8i  in  the  morning  till 
4i,  with  one  hour's  interval  for  refreshment.  Each  student  is  asked  to 
produce  at  the  end  of  each  month  a  finished  architectural  drawing  from 
a  copy  and  one  worked  out  from  a  descriptive  programme.  In  doimr 
this  the  student  divides  his  time  as  he  likes,  having  full  liberty  at  all 
times  to  consult  the  works  in  the  library  for  that  purpose.  The  instruc- 
tion in  the  atelier  is  mainly  directed  to  mastering  the  purely  architect 
tural  part  of  the  profession.  The  student  has  elsewhere  to  devote  six 
hours  a  week,  in  three  lessons,  to  drawing  fi'om  objects  fot  the  two  first 
years.  In  the  third  year  two  hours  a  week  are  deemed  sufficient  practice. 
Theae  studies  are  compulsory.    The  interest  is  kept  up,  and  the  advance

numerical  scale — 1  to  20 — according  to  the  order  of  merit  is  adopted. 
Before  each  work,  in  making  the  awards,  the  professors  jot  down  sepa- 
rately their  estimate,  and  a  balance  is  struck  to  obtam  the  result.    Tims 
at  the  end  of  every  month  an  elaborate  supervision  is  exercised  on  the 
mass  of  the  students,  and  a  stringent  system  of  monthly  competition, 
calculated  to  call  forth  all  the  powers  of  the  candidate s,  is  enforced. 

Each  of  the  three  years  of  study  forms  a  class  of  instruction,  the  more 
advanced  pupils  helping  by  contact  and  counsel  those  more  recently 
entered  on  the  books,  as  they  aie  not  otherwise  divided,  but  work 
together  in  the  same  rooms. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  lasting  three  months,  the  students  are  Vacation 
expected  to  produce  carefully  worked  out  designs  of  whatever  buildings  ^ork. 
may  have  struck  their  fancy.    These  designs  are  also  counted  in  adjudi- 
catmg  on  the  number  of  marks  obtained  by  the  student.    On  the  whole 
it  is  calculated  that  each  student  has  to  undergo,  during  his  three  years' 
course,  no  less  than  from  270  to  280  examinations. 

At  the  end  of  this  three  years'  practice  the  students  who  have  given  Diploma, 
satisfactory  proofs  of  their  skill  are  admitted  to  the  general  competition, 
the  object  of  which  is  to  obtain  the  school's  Diploma.  The  competition 
is  worked  out  from  a  given  programme,  or  descriptive  text,  and  lasts  for 
60  days.  The  designs  may,  if  necessaiy,  be  accompanied  with  explana- 
tory essays,  which  the  draughtsman  may  think  useful.  The  juiy  con- 
sists of  five  members  or  more.  The  public  is  allowed  to  criticise  the 
works  three  days  before  the  verdict  of  the  jury  is  given. 

'l*he  designs  selected  seem  to  indicate  the  successful  practical  working  Chnracter  of 
of  the  school,  showing  considerable  skill  in  the  three  points  mainly  ^5^*^°*^*^ 
insisted  on,  and  justly  so,  by  the  professors —  a  u  en  .

2.  la  the  practicability  of  the  construction. 

3.  In  the  skiU  shown  in  rendering  the  design  and  working  it  out. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  some  competitions  the  students  are 

allowed  to  make  the  awards  themselves,  and  to  select  the  meritorious 
works  of  their  fellow  draughtsmen,  unbiassed  by  the  jddgment  of  their 
professors. 

It  will  be  evident  that  though  the  amount  of  study  concentrated  in  the 
comparatively  short  space  of  three  years  may  by  some  be  considered 
excessive,  the  result  is  calculated  to  bring  out  the  capacity  of  the  student 
much  earlier  than  usual.  It  is  not  unusual  to  find  the  architectural 
aspirant  extending  his  period  of  probationary  study  over  10  or  15  years' 
duration.  This  arises  ftt)m  his  natural  desire  to  reahze,  when  the  oppor- 
tunity  occurs,  before  his  powers  are  matured,  and  to  set  aside  for  certain 
periods,  during  which  he  acts  as  assistant  or  undertakes  minor  duties, 
his  more  important  educational  improvement.  By  the  system  of  the 
^le  the  student  is  bound  to  attend  throughout  the  three  years  unin- 
terruptedly, as,  in  case  of  stoppage,  he  ceases  to  reap  the  advantages 
afforoed,  and  even  to  belong  to  the  school,  for  he  must  begin  de  nuovo. 

The  pleasant  and  salient  features  of  the  £cole  Centrale  seem  to  con- 
sist in  a  judiciously  balanced  course  of  instruction,  in  a  generous  latitude 
of  study,  abrogating  altogether  the  offensive  system  of  sur^'cillance  which 
obtains  in  most  French  schools,  and  in  the  wide  range  of  the  subjects 
descanted  upon  by  the  most  competent  authorities.  LAst,  not  least,  may 
be  mentioned,  the  able  and  liberal  leadership  of  the  principal  promoter 
of  the  school,  M.  Emile  Trekt.

1.  Rbport  of  tue  Gexebal  Superintendent  and  Director.      Mubeujl 

My  Lord  Duke,  31st  March  1868. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Grace  the  principal  pro- 
ceedings which  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year  in  respect  of 
the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

I.  Retnoval  of  the  Iron  Museum, — Parliament  having  sanctioned  the  Removal 
vote  for  the  removal  and  reconstruction  of  the  greater  part  of  this  otiron 
building,  the  work  of  taking  down  commenced  in  the  autumn  of  1867  ™""®"™* 
and  was  completed  soon   after  Christmas.    The  materials  have  been 
transported  to   Bethnal    Green.     Lieut.-Colonel  Scott  has  caused  a 
design  to  be  prepared  for  the  re-erection  of  the  old  materials,  which 

will  be  encasea  in  a  red-brick  structure  of  an  inexpensive  but  elegant 
character. 

The  Act  of  Parliament  for  establishing  a  title  to  the  site  at  Bethnal 
Green  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  29th  of  February  1868. 

II.  The  New  Buildings  for  the  School  of  Naval  Architecture  and  Nev 
Science,  facing  Exhibition  Road  at  the  west,  have  been  commenced,  as  boildingi. 
well  as  the  additional  offices  and  store  rooms  at  the  east  of  the  Museum 
premises.    Colonel  Scott,  the  director  of  new  buildings,  reports  on  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  (vide  p.  255).    It  may  be  useful  to  record 

the  several  stages  of  designing  and  modelling  through  which  all  the 
most  important  new  structures  pass  before  the  execution  of  them  is 
commenced  {vide  p.  200). 

III.  The  Decorations  of  the  New  Buildings,  —  Messrs.  Minton  have 
completed  for  the  south  court  in  earthenware  mosaics  Mr.  Redgrave's 
design  for  Donatello  and  Mr.  Yeames's  Torregiano ;  Messrs.  Harland 
and  Fisher  Mr.  Moody's  Luca  della  Robbia  in  English  glass  mosaic ; 
and  Dr.  SalWati  has  delivered  Mr.  Burchett's  figure  of  William  of 
Wykeham,  executed  in  Venetian  glass  mosaic.  Designs  for  Titian  by 
Mr.  Watts,  R.A.,  Fra.  G.  d'Ulma,a  designer  of  mediaeval  glass  by  Mr. 
Westlake,  Holbein  by  Mr.  Yeames,  A.R.A.,  Mulready  by  Mr.  Harwell, 
and  Reynolds  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Phillips,  have  been  put  up  in  their  places. 
Designs  are  promised  for  Bezaliel  by  Mr.  Holman  Hunt,  Grinling 
Gibbons  by  Mr.  J.  D.Watson,  Flaxman  by  Mr.  F.  Walker,  and  Correggio 
by  Mr.  Calderon,  R.A.  Messrs.  Minton  have  also  completed  in  earthen- 
ware mosaic  a  fourth  panel  and  two  lunettes  for  the  decoration  of  the 
outside  of  the  Lecture  Theatre,  and  have  contracted  for  the  mosaic  for 
the  tympanum.  The  progress  of  the  decorations  of  the  new  refreshment 
rooms  is  reported  on  by  ("olonel  Scott.  The  use  of  majolica  or  glazed 
earthenware  in  the  decoration  of  the  columns,  designed  by  Mr.  Gamble, 
proves  successful,  and  a  specimen  of  them  excited  much  attention  at  the 
Paris  Exhibition.  Mr.  Townroe  has  completed  the  decorations  of  the 
North  staircase. 

IV. — The  New  Refreshment  Rooms  and  kitchens,  the  washing  rooms 
with  the  gallery  adjacent  on  the  ground  floor,  were  brought  into  occu- 
pation during  the  autumn,  and  are  found  to  be  convenient.  The  rooms 
on  the  second  floor,  used  as  studios  and  workrooms  for  mosaic  working, 
and  for  the  arrangement,  mounting,  and  the  repair  of  the  Museum 
objects,  are  now  in  use.  It  is  expe^ed  ^that  the  Lecture  Theatre  and 
adjacent  gallery  will  be  sufficiently  ready  for  public  use  in  the  course  of 
the  summer. 
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V.  The  Collections  of  the  Museum, — The  additions  to  the  several 
divisions  of  art,  education,  naval  models,  libraries,  &c.  are  set  forth  in 
detail  in  the  reports  of  the  respective  keepers,  llie  Paris  Exhibition 
furnished  the  most  important  belonging  to  the  Art  division,  among 
which  may  be  specified  the  Meymar  collection  of  Arabian  ornament; 
a  highly  decorated  spinctte,  made  by  Annibalis  de  Roxis,  A.D.  1577)  for 
the  Trevulsi  family,  and  noticed  in  their  archives  as  remarkable  even 
at  the  time  of  its  production;  also  the  modem  cabinet  bv  M.  Four- 
dinois,  which  was  the  Capo  d* Opera  in  furniture  exhibited  in  Paris; 
also  the  repouss^  shield,  produced  by  M.  Morel  Ladeuil  for  Messrs. 
£lkiDgton.  All  these  objects  were  recommended  for  purchase  either  by 
the  Commission,  consisting  of  Lord  Foley,  Mr.  Franks,  and  Mr.  Webb, 
or  by  witnesses  examined  before  the  House  of  Commons  Select  Com- 
mittee on  Purchases  from  the  Paris  Exhibition  (see  p.  21).  Acting  on 
the  report  of  that  committee.  Parliament  voted  15,000/.,  out  of  which 
the  purchases  were  made,  and  the  balance  was  repaid  to  the  Exchequer. 

The  War  Department  has  transferred  to  the  Museum  the  collection  of 
war  manufactures  which  excited  so  much  general  interest  in  the  Paris  Ex- 
hibition, and  it  will  be  opened  for  exhibition  in  the  centre  hall  overlook- 
ing the  Royal  Horticultural  Gardens.  Mr.'Penn  has  expressed  his 
intention  of  presenting  one  of  his  models  of  marine  engines.  Messrs. 
Napier  have  presented  an  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of  models 
of  ships  on  the  system  of  Admiral  Halsted ;  and  Messrs.  Maudslay, 
RavenhiU,  &c.  will  exhibit  valuable  models  of  steam  ship  machinery. 
Mr.  Whitworth  intends  to  present  one  of  his  measuring  instruments 
demonstrating  by  touch  the  millionth  part  of  an  inch. 

VI.  Loans  to  the  Museum. — For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Museum  loans  have  been  made  to  it  by  foreign  governments.  The 
Emperor  of  Austria  graciously  permitted  three  very  fine  crystals,  brought 
from  the  Imperial  Treasiuy  at  Vienna,  to  be  exhibited.  The  King  of 
Sweden  lent  some  curious  earlv  runic  wood  carved  doorways  of  the  1 2th 
century  from  Norway,  whilst  the  Roumanian  Government  consented  to 
the  exhibition  of  some  moat  remarkable  gold  ornaments  of  the  fifth  cen- 
tury, together  with  other  ancient  objects  of  art.  All  these  objects  were 
brought  firom  the  Paris  Exhibition. 

VII.  Reproductions. — During  the  Paris  Exhibition  a  most  important 
step  was  taken  by  his  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  various 
prirces  of  the  reigning  families  of  Europe,  to  promote  the  reproduction 
of  works  of  art  in  their  respective  countries,  and  a  convention  was  formed 
for  this  purpose,  which  is  printed  at  p.  24.  Mr.  Franchi  has  completed 
an  electrotype  of  the  Ghiberti  Gates,  and  the  General  Superintendent  of 
the  Louvre,  M.  Le  Comte  de  Nieuwekerke  has  permitted  a  copy  to  be 
made  of  King  Dagobert's  chair,  and  of  other  objects  in  the  Louvre. 
Several  objects  exhibited  at  Paris  were  presented  by  way  of  exchange  to 
foreign  governments  (see  pp.  201,  202). 

VIII.  East  Indian  Architecture. — ^The  Secretary  of  State  for  India  has 
initiated  important  measures  fur  enabling  casts  to  be  taken  of  the  finest 
typical  architectural  monuments  of  India.  Of  these  a  selection  will  be 
of  great  value  both  to  this  Museiun  and  other  museums  throughout  the 
United  Kiogdom  (see  p.  27). 

IX.  The  progress  of  the  Training  School  for  Art  and  the  School  of 
Naval  Architecture  is  satisfactory,  and  duly  reported  by  their  respective 
heads  [see  reports  of  Mr.  Burchett,  p.  184,  and  Dr.  Woolley,  p.  81). 

X.  Royal  Academy  of  Music  (see  14th  Report,  p.  185). — A  memorial 
recommending  the  re-organization  of  that  institution  has  been  presented 
(see  p.  26).  Although  the  directors  appointed  by  the  charter  of  the 
Royal  Academy  of  Music  have  resigned  tneir  functions,  an  effort  is  being 
made  by  the  professors  to  carry  on  the  institution,  and  nn^urther  official 
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ooxmnunication  on  the  subject  has  taken  place  with  the  Department  Appendix  D. 
since  last  year.  Report  oh 

XI..  Uw^sal  fiatahgfie  of  Art  Books  {see  14th  Report,  p.  185). — A       South  ' 
hope  was  expressed  last  year  that  the  publication  as  far  as  the  letter  C     ^^"'^^' 
would  have  been  completed  during  the  year ;  but  after  commencing  the     MusErir. 
publication  of  the  first  proofs  in  the  Times  the  proceeding  was  stopped, 
and  the  printing  was  not  resumed  till  January  1868,  when  a  very  econo- 
mical arrangement  was  made  for  inserting  the  catalogue  in  I>/otes  and 
Queries,    The  publication  has  excited  so  much  interest  among  students 
of  the  fine  arts,  and  generally  among  the  libraries  of  Europe,  that  it 
seems  likely  that  itwiU  lead  to  the  publication  by  each  country  of  a  com- 
plete catalogue  of  its  printed  literature. 

XII.  National  Portrait  Exhibition, — Mr.  Samuel  Redgrave  reports  on 
the  second  exhibition  (see  p.  235).  The  third  and  completing  exhibition 
has  been  opened  to  the  public. 

XIII.  Publications  through  the  Arundel  Society, — ^Two  volumes  of 
etchings  of  art  objects,  made  by  students  in  training,  have  been  produced 
and  printed.  Also  volumes  of  photographs  of  the  architecture  of  the 
Monastery  of  Batalhia,  in  Portugal ;  of  the  Treasure  of  Petrossa,  and 
other  goldsmiths'  work  from  Roumania ;  of  ecclesiastical  metal  work  of 
the  Middle  Ages ;  and  of  Italian  jewellery,  as  worn  by  the  peasants  of 
Italy;  and  there  will  shortly  be  ready  for  publication  a  series  of  20 
photographs  recently  taken  by  the  late  Mr.  Thurston  Thompson,  of  the 
Cathedral  of  Santiago  da  ComposteUa,  in  Spain.  These  works  will  be 
circulated  to  schools  of  art  according  to  rules  (see  p.  18),  and  issued  by 
the  Arundel  Society  to  the  public. 

XIV.  The  numbers  attending  the  Museum  were  756,075  in  1866,  and  A""^d*nco. 
declined  to  646,516  in  1867,  being  a  decline  of  14  *4  per  cent.   A  similar 

decline  also  took  place  at  the  following  public  institutions  *— At  Hamp- 
ton Court,  where  the  numbers  were  189,863,  as  against  245,830  in  1866, 
a  decline  of  22*7  per  cent ;  at  Greenwich  Hospital,  120,919,  as  against 
142,887  in  1866,  15*3;  at  the  Cry  stal  Palace  the  numbers  were  1,775,114, 
as  against  2,067,313  in  1866,  14 '  I ;  and  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Gar- 
dens, South  Kensington,  151,407  as  against  158,860  in  1866,  or  4  '7  per 
cent.  I  cannot  doubt  that  this  general  decline  in  the  number  of  visitors  to 
public  institutions  is  mainly  to  be  attributed  to  the  commercial  depression 
of  the  year.  In  the  case  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum  and  the 
Crystal  Palace  a  very  considerable  number  of  the  visitors  come  from  the 
country.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  numbers  visiting  the  British 
Museum,  viz.,  7*7  percent.;  Kew  Gardens,  1*2  per  cent;  the  Tower, 
21*9;  the  Zoological  Gardens,  5' 5;  and  the  Botanical  Gardens  in 
Regent's  Park,  4 ',  whilst  the  increase  at  the  National  Gallery,  Trafalgar 
Square,  in  1867,  is  stated  to  have  been  6'  1  percent.  In  order  to  enable 
a  correct  comparison  to  be  made  it  is  necessary  that  the  system  of  count- 
ing visitors  should  be  the  same  at  all  the  places  compared.  It  is  far 
more  economical,  and  ensures  greater  accuracy,  to  employ  a  turn-table 
than  a  man  to  count.  If  the  crowds  be  great,  accurate  counting  becomes 
difficult,  and  is  very  fatiguing  if  carried  on  by  the  same  individual  for 
several  successive  hours ;  and  if  the  officer  be  also  employed  upon  other 
duties,  such  as  the  taking  of  umbrellas.  Sec,  the  aistraction  makes 
accuracy  impossible..

(a.)  General  Method  of  preparing  Plans  and  execctinq 
the  Buildings  at  the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

Gbneral  principles  of  the  nature  of  the  accommodation  required 
in  the  buildings,  such  as  size  of  courts,  corridors,  lif^hting,  &c.,  are 
discussed  between  the  General  Superintendent  oF  the  Museum  and  the 
Director  of  New  Buildings  (an  officer  of  the  Royal  Engineers). 

2.  The  Director  of  New  Buildings  then  prepares  experimental  plans 
and  sections,  having  regard,  primarily,  to  tne  above  requirements,  and, 
secondly,  to  decorative  construction  subject  to  these  requirements.  At 
this  stage  he  consults  with  the  artists  and  modellers  to  oe  subsequently 
employed  on  the  architectural  details.  Several  sketch  plans  are  gene- 
rally prepared. 

3.  Block  models  are  then  made,  but  without  inserting  architectural 
details.  Several  models  are  generally  made  and  experiments  tried  and 
discussed  with  the  General  Superintendent. 

4.  When  the  block  model  has  been  settled  the  structural  plans  are 
finally  made,  and  working  drawings  proceeded  with. 

5.  To  obtain  the  architectural  and  decorative  details  structural  plans 
with  sketches  are  sent  to  the  studios  of  the  artists,  who  are  both 
modellers  and  painters. 

6.  The  Director  of  New  Buildings,  in  concert  with  the  artists,  settles 
the  architectural  details,  which  are  generally  submitted  to  the  Inspector- 
General  for  Art  for  suggestions,  but  the  Director  of  New  Buildings  re- 
mains solely  responsible.  Many  experiments  by  drawings  and  models 
are  made. 

7*  Architectural  models  with  details  are  prepared.  Numerous 
experiments  are  made,  frequent  discussions  are  had  with  the  Inspector- 
General  for  Art  and  others,  and  no  trouble  or  cost  are  spared  at  this 
stage  before  the  decision  is  finally  made. 

-  B.  If  necessary  an  architectural  drawing  to  the  fiiU  size  in  perspective 
is  made  and  put  up  and  subjected  to  criticism. 

9.  Plans  being  finally  settled,  quantities  are  taken  out  by  surveyors, 
and  a  limited  competition  among  contractors  invited. 

10.  Models  of  the  architectural  details  are  made  in  the  artist's  studio, 
superintended  by  the  Director  of  New  Buildings. 

11.  By  taking  all  this  trouble,  and  incurring  the  cost  of  such  experi- 
ments, failures  and  alterations  are  very  much  avoided  and  final  economy 
is  ensured. 

12.  The  highly  decorative  buildings  at  South  Kensington  in  terra- 
cotta and  red  brick  have  cost  under  \s.  the  cubic  foot,  exclusive  of 
mosaics,  decorative  paintings,  and  the  hke.  This  is  below  the  cost  of 
an  ordinary  London  house  of  the  first  class.  After  six  years'  duration  it 
has  been  found  that  the  surfaces  and  colour  of  the  terra-cotta,  and  brick- 
work are  but  slightly  a£Pected  by  the  smoke  and  atmosi)here  compared 
with  Portland  stone,  which  is  much  discoloured.

1.  The  Old  Pulpit  from  the  Cathedral,  Pisa.    This  pulpit  was  erected  Objects 
by  Gio\^nni  Pisano  in  the  years  1302-11.    It  was  injured  in  the  fire  StSS?* 
which  destroyed  the  roof  of  the  cathedral  in  1596.     Portions  of  it  were 

then  removea  to  the  Campo  Santo,  and  other  portions  were  deposited 
in  the  crypt  of  the  cathedral,  where  they  have  since  remained,  a  smaller 
pulpit  having  been  erected  in  its  place.  In  the  year  1864  the  Depart- 
ment sent  Mr.  Franchi,  of  London,  to  Pisa  for  the  purpose  of  taking  casts 
of  Italian  sculpture  of  the  middle  ages,  and  he,  with  the  consent  of  the 
authorities,  made  moulds  of  these  various  portions.  Three  complete 
casts  of  the  pulpit  were  made  by  him,  one  of  which  was  presented  to 
the  Italian  Government,  a  second  is  erected  in  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  and  the  third  is  that  which  was  exhibited  in  the  Paris  Uni- 
versal Exhibition,  and  which  has  smce  been  transferred  to  the  Ecole 
des  Beaux  Arts,  Paris. 

2.  Monument  of  Filippo  Decio,  a  Sienese  lawyer,  in  the  Campo  Santo, 
Pisa,  by  Stagio  Stagi,  a  celebrated  Tuscan  sculptor,  date  about  1530. 
Tliree  casts  of  this  monument  were  also  made  by  Mz.  Franchi  at  the 
same  time  with  those  of  the  pulpit.  One  is  erected  in  the  South  Ken- 
sington Museum,  a  second  was  presented  to  the  Italian  Government, 
and  the  third  is  that  now  transferred  to  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts.

The  portions  now  trans- 
ferred to  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts  were  mouldea  by  Mr.  Brucciani 
from  the  first  cast.

Tub  only  work  of  any  importance  commenced  during  the  past 
year  is  the  removal  of  the  iron  building.  It  was  cleared  in  the  summer, 
and  the  openings  of  communication  between  it  and  the  permanent 
Museum  were  closed  as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  everything  might 
be  ready  for  the  removal,  besides  which,  by  so  doing,  a  more  even  tem- 
perature could  be  maintained  in  the  South  Court  which  adjoined  the 
iron  building,  and  the  security  against  fire  of  the  permanent  part  of  the 
building  was  much  increased.  The  contractor  commenced  in  November 
to  remove  the  portion  of  the  iron  building  which  is  to  go  to  Bethnal 
Gfeen ;  the  remainder,  which  is  occupied  by  the  Museum  of  Patents, 
is  left  standing. 

The  temperature  of  the  iron  building  was  always  so  low  in  winter 
that  a  strong  cold  draught  rushed  from  it  into  the  south  Court.  This 
took  place  to  such  an  extent  one  night  last  winter  that  the  thermometer 
in  the  path  of  the  draught  sank  to  39^,  The  floors  of  the  iron  building 
were  of  wood,  and  it  was  therefore  far  from  fireproof. 
New  rooms.  The  new  refreshment  and  waiting  rooms  were  opened  in  October. 
The  former  have  not  yet  got  into  proper  working,  as  the  old  contractor 
has  given  notice  to  quit,  and  we  have  not  yet  got  the  new  one  in.  The 
washing  rooms,  waterclosets,  &c.  are  found  to  be  very  well  arranged, 
and  irom  the  nature  of  the  work  and  the  materials  used  they  are  easily 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order. 

In  order  to  improve  the  heating  of  the  South  Court,  as  well  as  with 
a  view  to  the  further  extension  of  the  courts,  I  have  had  an  alteration 
xnade  in  the  hot  water  pipes  under  the  North  and  South  Courts. 

These  courts  are  warmed  by  a  set  of  4-inch  pipes  by  which  the  hot 
water  used  to  pass  from  the  boilers  through  the  North  Court  and  on  to 
the  South  Court,  returning  again  by  the  lower  pipes  of  the  set.  Thus 
it  was  not  possible  to  get  more  heat  into  the  South  Court  without  also 
increasing  that  in  the  North  Court,  and  this  latter  being  nearer  to  the 
boilers  was  always  hotter  than  the  other.  I  have  now  laid  9-inch  flow 
and  return  mains  which  can  be  extended  with  the  extension  of  the 
building ;  T  have  cut  off  the  4-inch  pipes  in  the  North  Court  from  those 
in  the  South  Court,  and  supplied  each  set  separately  from  the  mtdn,  the 
supply  in  each  case  being  regulated  by  a  valve.  The  flow  main  is 
covered  up  with  boiler  felt  so  as  to  keep  in  the  heat.  This  arrangement 
has  been  attended  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  new  refreshment  room  and  corridor  outside  are  found  to  be  too 
hot.  This  is  from  the  pipes  which  are,  so  to  speak,  the  arteries  for 
supplying  heat  for  the  upper  floors  being  exposed  in  the  channel  on  the 
ground  floor.  I  am  remedying  this  to  some  extent  by  covering  the 
flow  pipes,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  do  so  still  more  by  a  slight  modifi- 
cation in  the  arrangement  of  the  pipes. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Raphael  gallery  has  been  considerablv  improved 
by  making  another  ceiling  to  the  cloisters  underneath  at  a  distance  of 
a  foot  from  the  original  one,  the  old  ceiling  being  stripped  from  under 
the  hot  water  pipes.  Air  is  let  into  the  space  above  this  new  ceiling, 
from  which  it  passes  between  the  hot  water  pipes  into  the  gallery,  llie 
flues  from  sunlights  in  the  cloisters  are  taken  through  this  space  in 
earthenware  pipes  which  open  into  pockets  in  the  side  walls,  by  this 
means  the  products  of  combustion  are  taken  up  and  let  out  above  the 
level  of  the  roof  of  the  adjoining  court. 
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It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  f^ive  a  summary  of  the  rejjister  of  the  Appendix  D. 
temperature  in  some  parts  of  the  Museum.  The  thermometers  are  Rbpostbx 
registered  every  three  hours  throughout  the  day  and  night.  The  fol- 
lowing table  shows  the  maximum  temperature  registered  at  each  part, 
the  mean  temperature  for  the  year,  the  minimum  temperature  during 
the  year,  the  greatest  range  in  any  one  day  and  night,  and  the  mean 
daily  range.

The  removal  of  the  old  iron  building,  in  order  to  allow  of  the  erection  ^-^ 
of  a  permanent  structure  on  its  site,  has  caused  great  changes  to  be  armng^  ^° 
made  in  most  of  the  various  collections  comprised  in  the  Museum,  more  ino"t. 
especiaUy  in  those  of  Education,  Food,  and  Structure.     Fewer  changes 
were  necessitated  in  the  Art  Museum,  as  but  a  small  portion  of  that 
collection  was  exhibited  in  the  temporary  buildings. 

In  consequence  of  the  present  limited  space  in  the  Art  Division,  and 
the  rapidly  increasing  dimensions  of  the  collection,  it  has  not  been 
found  practicable  to  adhere  so  strictly  to  our  system  of  classification  as 
is  desirable,  especially  as  regards  large  objects,  or  specimens  requiring 
considerable  height  for  their  exhibition,  the  North  Court  being  prac- 
tically the  only  place  where  such  objects  can  be  placed. 

The  whole  collection  of  Pottery  and  Porcelain  has  been  temporarily 
withdrawn  from  exhibition ;  it  is  now  in  course  of  arrangement  in  the 
new  rooms  leading  to  the  Theatre,  and  will  shortly  be  re-opened  for 
public  inspection.  The  new  corridor  leading  to  the  Refreshment  Rooms 
was  finished  and  opened  to  the  public  in  September  last,  'llie  central 
portion  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  exhibition  of  Sculpture,  and  the 
remaining  portion  for  the  exhibition  of  Stained  Glass.  The  windows  on 
both  sides  have  been  filled,  but  do  not  afford  sufficient  space  for  the 
display  of  all  the  examples  belonging  to  the  Museum. 

By  the  removal  of  the  cases  of  Majolica  and  English  Porcelfdn  to  the 
new  rooms  a  great  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  Picture 
Galleries ;  the  Water  Colour  Drawings  which  had  previously  been 
arranged  on  screens  in  the  centres  of  the  rooms  of  the  Sheepshanks' 
Gallery  were  removed  to  the  Competition  (jallery,  and  the  centreax^f  the   . 
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Appendix B.  Sheepshanks'  rooms  have  been  left  quite  open,  whereby  the  genenl 
BspoKTBT  effect  has  been  much  improved,  and  the  facilities  for  the  easy  circulation 
MS.THOMP-  of  visitors  greatly  increased. 

^''  No  other  important  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  Art  Museum, 

all  the  new  examples,  either  purchases  or  loans,  have  been  arranged  in 
their  respective  classes,  as  far  as  possible,  and  are  all  exhibited  to  the 
public.  The  details  of  many  important  additions  will  be  found  in  the 
Report  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Art  Collection.  The  loans  from  the  Austrian 
ana  Roumanian  Governments  are  especially  worthy  of  attention. 

Educational  Museum. — ^This  collection,  removed  from  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  iron  building,  has  been  re-arranged  in  the  Western  Schools 
Corridor  and  in  the  old  temporary  drawing  school  rooms ;  the  old 
Board  room  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  reading  room  and  library ;  the 
Library  was  closed  to  the  public  for  a  fortnight  to  allow  for  its  removal' 
from  the  iron  building,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  it  was  rerOpened 
to  the  public  in  its  new  position. 

Food  Museum. — ^The  Food  Collection,  removed  from  the  Gallery  of  the 
iron  building,  has  been  temporarily  placed  in  the  rooms  immediately 
under  the  official  residences.  The  space  is  inadequate  for  its  proper 
arrangement  and  exhibition,  and  many  specimens  have  of  necessity 
been  for  the  present  withdrawn.  Experiments  are  now  in  progress  for 
altering  the  cases  by  which  it  is  hoped  that  sufficient  room  will  be  gained 
for  an  efficient  display  of  aU  the  examples  of  the  Food  coUection  in  its 
pre^nt  position. 

Museum  of  Animal  Products. — No  alteration  has  been  made  in  the 
arrangement  of  this  collection,  and  though  open  to  public  inspection,  it 
can  only  be  considered  as  stored  away  until  more  suitable  accommo- 
dation can  be  found  for  it. 

Museum  of  Construction. — ^The  Museum  of  Construction^  like  other 
collections  formerly  placed  in  the  old  temporary  buildings,  has  been 
re-arranged  in  a  new  position,  and  now  occupies  the  western  portion  of 
the  South  Arcades  of  the  Horticultural  Gardens,  which  was  repaired 
and  fitted  up  for  its  temporary  reception.  The  appearance  of  the  col- 
lection is  much  improved  by  its  removal  to  its  present  position,  there 
being  sufficient  room  to  admit  of  a  proper  classification  of  all  the  objects 
exhibited. 

Museum  of  Naval  Architecture, — Many  additions  have  been  made  to 
this  important  collection.  A  large  number  of  the  Admiralty  Models 
were  withdrawn,  and  sent  for  exhibition  in  Paris  at  the  great  inter- 
nation  al  gathering  of  1 867 .  They  have  since  been  returned,  accompanied 
by  numerous  new  modds  that  had  been  prepared  expressly  n>r  the 
exhibition.  Many  important  modds  have  also  been  received  from  private 
yards,  both  as  girts  and  on  loan,  and  so  numerous  are  the  additions  that 
It  has  necessitated  an  entire  re-anangement  of  the  whole  coUeotion, 
which  work  is  now  in  progress,  and  will  shortly  be  completed.  A  large' 
additional  space  has  been  set  apart  for  this  Museum. 

ExkUntion  of  National  Portraits. — ^The  second  exhibition  of  National 
Portraits  took  place  in  the  South  Arcades  of  the  Horticultural  Gardens ; 
the  arrangements  were  conducted  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Redgrave. 

All  the  examples  received  into  the  Museum  during  the  past  year, 
whether  loans,  gifts,  or  purchases,  are  exhibited  to  the  pubUc.

9d,  have  been  sold  during  the  past  year,  on  which  the  Arundel 
Society  have  received  a  royalty  of  10/.  per  cent.  An  important  series  of 
photographs  (154)  of  cathedrals  and  monasteries  in  Spain  and  PurtugaJ, 
mcludmg  manv  fllustrations  of  sculpture  and  other  decorative  archi- 
tectural works  has  been  added  to  the  collection.  They  are  principally 
taken  from  the  cathedral  of  Santiago  da  Compostella,  and  the  churches 
of  Coimbra  in  Spain,  and  the  monasteries  of  BataUia  and  Belem  in 
Portugal,  by  the  late  Mr.  Thurston  Thompson. 

At  the  same  time  149  photographs  noted  by  the  Art  Referee  were  made 
from  works  of  decorative  art  in  the  royal  palaces  of  the  Necessidades 
and  the  Ajuda  in  Lisbon. 

These  photographa,  accompanied  by  descriptions  of  the  buildings  and 
of  the  Art  objects  will  be  published  during  tne  present  year. 

Nearly  all  the  pictures  exhibited  in  the  National  Portrait  Exhibition 
of  1867  were  photographed,  and  many  copies  were  demanded  by  the 
public.

Although  it   has  been  found  impossible  to    improve  the  general  Amnge- 
airangement  of  the  objects  in  the  Art  Museum,  from  the  extra  space  mj^ut  of 
required  to  be  provided  in  a  variety  of  ways  to  meet  the  deficiencies  in  ^^J**^ 
accommodation  occasioned  by  the  removal  of  the  iron  buildings,  yet 
many  improvements  in  the  details  have  been  commenced  and  partially 
carried  out  during  the  year.    As  a  rule,  the  object  chiefly  aimed  at  has

7.  The  collection  of  objects  on  loan  has  been  fully  sustained  during  Loan  Ool- 
the  year,  and  all  the  space  available  for  this  important  section  of  the  ^®^**^' 
Museum  has  been  fully  occupied :  indeed  it  has  been  found  necessanr  to 
return  objects  which  had  been  exhibited  for  a  period,  in  order  to  allow 

of  the  reception  of  others.  The  collection  of  porcelain,  enamelled  jewds, 
&c.  lent  by  the  Right  Hon.  W.  E.  Gladstone,  M.P.,  was  replaced  by  a 
collection  of  Italian  porcelain,  maiolica,  &c.  belonging  to  his  Excellency 
the  Marquis  d'Azeglio,  and  Mr.  Gladstone  liberally  permitted  th. 
enamelled  jewels,  &c.  to  be  transferred  as  a  loan  to  the  Edinburgh 
Museum,  having  arranged  to  lend  the  collection  of  porcelain,  &c.  to 
the  Free  Library  and  Museum  at  Liverpool  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
In  both  instances  the  transfer  was  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
officers  of  the  Department,  as  in  the  case  of  objects  circulated  ftrom  the 
Art  Museum  to  provincial  institutions. 

The  opportunity  presented  by  the  remarkable  collection  of  works  of 
art  and  industry  executed  prior  to  1800,  exhibited  in  the  History  of 
Laboiir  Gallery,  International  Exhibition,  Paris,  186/,  was  taken  ad- 
vantage of  to  obtain  loans  from  the  governments  of  the  various  countries 
which  contributed,  and  amongst  the  principal  objects  authorized  to  be 
conveyed  to  England  for  exhibition  at  the  South  Kensington  Museum 
for  stated  periods  are  the  following : —

It  must  be  understood  that  this  statement  does  not  include  the  very 
considerable  number  of  persons  who  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
afforded  for  sketching.  Sic.  under  the  following  rule,  which  stands  at 
the  head  of  the  regulations  for  copying  in  the  Museum,  and  to  which 
the  fullest  publicity  is  given  : — 

*'  Any  person  may,  on  any  day  during  the  time  the  Museum  is  open, 
copy  or  make  notes  of  any  objects  in  the  Museum,  so  long  as  such 
copying  does  not  necessitate  ms  or  her  using  an  easel,  or  extra  seat,  or 
otherwise  obstructing  the  circulation  of  visitors." 

9.  The  operations  of  the  etching  class,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
R.  J.  Lane,  A.R.A.,  have  been  extended  during  the  past  year,  82  objects 
having  been  issued  as  subjects  of  study,  as  against  50  in  1866. 

10.  The  principal  reproductions  in  electro-copper  and  plaster,  during

1.  Electrotype  of  the  gate  of  the  Baptistry  at  Florence  by  Lorenzo

The  electrotypes  were  executed  by  Messrs.  Franchi  and  Son  specially 
for  the  use  of  the  Department,  and  copies  in  triplicate  have  been  made 
of  the  series  of  medals  and  medallions,  and  the  shield,  as  additions  to 
the  collection  of  electrotypes  available  for  circulation  to  exhibitions,  &c. 
in  connexion  with  Schools  of  Art. 

10.  Very  few  additions  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  the  col- 
lection of  oil  paintings  and  water-colour  drawings  available  for  circulation 
for  the  purposes  of  study,  to  Schools  of  Art.  The  present  collection, 
however,  has  proved  fully  adequate  to  the  demands  made  for  works  for 
this  spedal  purpose.  The  most  important  addition  of  the  year  has  been 
a  series  of  ten  chalk  studies  from  the  life,  executed  in  the  studio  of 
M.  Gros,  Paris,  as  illustrations  of  the  French  method  of  study  in  this 
direction.  The  following  Schools  of  Art  have  been  selected  for  the 
privilege  of  receiving  these  works  on  loan  for  a  period  of  two  years : —

11.  The  regulations  reported  last  ^ear,  as  having  been  adopted  for 
conducting  the  circulation  of  collections  of  objects  to  the  provinces, 
have  proved  practically  useful,  and  although  not  so  generally  kno^vn 
and  understood  bv  the  masters  and  managers  of  schools  as  may  be 
desirable,  appear  always  to  give  satisfaction  when  brought  into  action 
by  the  special  wants  of  a  locality  desiring  to  get  up  an  exhibition,  and 
thus  avaiUng  itself  of  the  facilities  which  the  Department  affords  for 
supplementing  local  efforts.  The  aid  of  the  officers  usually  sent  in 
charge  of  the  collections,  has  been,  in  almost  every  instance  during  the 
past  year,  highly  appreciated  and  specially  acknowledged  by  local 
committees. 

Owing  most  probably  to  the  Paris  Exhibition  being  held  during  the  ^^^  l^i^U 
year,  comparatively  few  applications  were  made  for  contributions  to        ^^' 
local  exhibitions,  and  several,  which  it  had  been  originally  intended  to 
hold  in  the  summer,  were  either  postponed  to  the  autumn  and  early 
winter,  or  put  off  altc^ether  for  a  period. 

The  usual  return  will  be  found,  page  21 5,  giving  the  number  of 
visitors,  and  the  amounts  received  for  admission  at  each  exhibition ; 
when  these  returns  have  been  supplied  by  the  committees,  llie  fol- 
lowing summary  of  the  objects  and  results  of  the  principal  exhibitions 
will  show  the  extent  of  the  action  for  the  year : — 

1.  Sheffield  School  of  Art.  The  exhibition  of  the  works  of  the  late 
Mr.  Godfrey  Sykes,  mentioned  in  the  last  report  as  open  at 
South  Kensington,  was  transferred  in  March  to  this  institution, 
at  the  request  of  the  local  committee,  as  Mr.  Sykes  bad-been  a  t 
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student  and  subsequently  a  master  in  the  school.  Considerable 
interest  was  shown  in  the  exhibition,  which  was  open  for  a  fort- 
night. 

2.  Pendleton  Fine  Art  and  Industrial  Exhibition.    This  exhibition 

was  organized  in  connexion  with  the  Working  Men's  Institute, 
and  being  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Manchester,  an  exceptional 
arrangement  was  sanctioned.  The  collection  sent  from  the  Art 
Museum  was  supplementary  to  a  collection  of  porcelain,  &c., 
the  property  of  the  Right  Hon.  W.  E.  Gladstoae,  M.P.,  who 
kindly  permitted  its  exhibition  at  Pendleton  before  its  transfer 
for  five  years,  as  a  loan,  to  the  Liverpool  Free  Library  and 
Museum.  The  pecuniary  success  of  this  exhibition  was  not  so 
great  as  the  promoters  anticipated. 

3.  Bath  and  West  of  England  Society.    This  Society  held  its  annual 

meeting  at  Salisbury  as  in  1866,  and  the  contributions  were  selected 
accordingly.  The  expenses  of  the  principal  officer  sent  down  to 
arrange  the  objects  were  paid,  as  usual,  by  the  Society. 

4.  Walsall  Art  Exhibition.    A  contribution  was  sent  to  this  exhibition 

for  a  period  of  eight  days  only,  as  no  School  of  Art  was  connected 
with  it ;  but  hopes  were  expressed  that  such  a  school  would  be 
established.  A  series  of  illustrations  of  tiie  stages  of  art  instmo- 
tion  was  contributed  for  the  whole  period  of  the  exhibition. 

5.  Inverness  School  of  Art.    This  exhibition  was  formed  chiefly  of 

contributions  of  works  of  art,  &c.  from  the  nobility  and  gentry 
of  the  immediate  locality.  The  contributions  sent  by  the  Depart- 
ment, in  charge  of  an  art  attendant  for  the  period  of  the  exhibition, 
which  was  open  from  the  16th  to  the  28th  of  September,  were 
highly  appreciated  by  the  local  committee. 

6.  Hull  School  of  Art.    The  local  committee  having  resolved  to  get 

up  an  exhibition  in  connexion  \vith  a  bazaar  ror  the  benefit  of 
the  school,  an  important  series  of  contributions  was  sent  from  the 
Art  Museum  in  charge  of  an  art  attendant.  This  exhibition  was 
only  open  one  week,  from  October  26th  to  October  31  st.  The 
effort  proved  successful,  as  the  secretary  stated  that  the  proceeds 
were  sufficient  to  pay  off  a  debt  of  about  200/.,  leaving  a  surplus  of 
from  20/.  to  30/.,  and  also  that  l^e  pubUcity  given  to  the  school, 
by  the  bazaar,  had  been  very  beneficial  to  the  school,  as  the 
artizan  class  was  increased  to  a  greater  number  than  had  attended 
it  since  the  school  opened. 

7.  Lincoln  School  of  Art.    An  art-treasures  exhibition  had  been 

projected  for  some  time  by  the  local  committee,  but  various 
circumstances  caused  its  postponement  until  November.  The 
objects  sent  to  Hull,  together  with  some  additional  pictures, 
were  transferred  to  Lincoln,  and  the  exhibition  opened  on  1 2th 
November,  and  closed  on  21st  December.  The  committee 
expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the  results;  a  debt  upon  the 
school  was  paid  off,  and  a  small  surplus  remained.  The  exhibi- 
tion was  visited  by  a  considerable  number  of  persons,  but  the 
lateness  of  the  season  was  somewhat  against  a  more  decided 
success. 

Experience  has  shown  that  very  much  depends  upon  the  selection  of 
the  proper  season  of  the  year  for  holding  these  local  exhibitions  of  arts 
and  manu&ctures.  These  vary  with  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  each 
district,  but,  as  a  rule,  it  is  doubtful  if  any  exhibition  should  be 
encouraged  to  open  at  a  date  later  than  Ist  October  in  each  year.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education,  my  opinion  of  the 
Mejrmar  Collection  of  Arab  Art,  examined  by  me  by  their  Lordships' 
desire. 

The  observations  I  have  to  offer  require  a  few  preliminaiy  remarks. 

Arab  art  is  acknowledged  to  be  best  represented  by  its  Egyptian  Arab  Art. 
branch,  the  purest  in  style,  and  that  which  has  left  the  most  complete 
eeries  of  dated  monuments.  Of  this  branch  we  have  works  ranging 
from  A.D.  879  to  the  present  time,  no  weU-defined  complete  building  or 
example  of  decoration  being  known  of  an  earlier  date  than  the  year  just 
mentioned,  when  the  great  moeque  of  Ahmad  Ibn-Tooloon,  at  Cairo, 
was  begun.  These  works  may  be  arranged  under  three  principal  stylea ; 
those  of — 

1.  Growth  ....    A.D.    879  to  1200 

2.  Maturity  (a)  severe       -  -  -  1200  to  1300 

(A)  florid       -  .  -  1300  to  1517 

3.  Decline  -  -  -  -  1517  downwards. 

It  is  generally  supposed  that  any  specimen  of  Arab  art  is  equally 
instructive  and  valuable  to  an  art  museum,  provided  it  satisfy  a  critical 
judgment.  But  I  venture  to  maintain,  that  an  art  museum,  to  be 
reaUy  of  service  to  students,  requires  such  specimens  as  may  enable 
tfaem  to  form  that  critical  judgment  for  themselves.  Specimens  of 
known  date,  still  more  specimens  by  the  best  artists  ana  cmStBmtn 
of  the  true  metropolis  of  tne  Arab  world,  are  what  are  required  Jmt  ihi»  j 
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Appendix  D.  purpose.     In  Greek  art  it  is  only  by  specimens  of  known  date  and 
Ebpost  bt  provenance  that  we  can  discriminate  the  styles  of  Phidias,  of  Praxiteles 
Mb.  Foolb.  and  his  contemporaries,  and  of  Lysippus ;  and  an  art  museum  which 
should  place  together  specimens  of  their  several  styles,  with  no  attempt 
at  arrangement,  merely  because  they  were  good  specimens,  would  be 
absolutely  uninstructive,  and  the  same  is  as  true  and  more  evident  in 
the  case  of  Gothic  art. 
Co^wSon.        "^^  Meymar  Collection  consists  almost  wholly  of  works  of  the 
mature  style  of  Arab  art  of  Egypt,  and  its  two  principal  specimens  are 
known  works  of  tiie  first  importance  either  published  or  represented 
by  specimens  of  the  same  de^  style,  and  use,  in  the  standard  work 
on  Arab  architecture,  "  Coste's  Arclutecture  Arabe." 
The  Meymar  Ck)llection  may  be  thus  classed  :— 
i. — ^Wood  carvings, 
ii. — Metal  work, 
iii. — Glass  and  porcelain, 
iv.— Manuscripts. 
Under  each  of  these  heads  I  shall  particularize  the  most  important 
single  specimens  or  groups  of  objects. 

i. — Ww}d  Carvings, 
P^Pi^*  1.  A  pulpit  {mimbar),  according  to  Dr.  Meymar  from  the  mosque  of 

the  Sult&n  El-Mueiyad  Sheykh,  at  Cairo,  executed  by  order  of  the 
Sult&n  Kaitbey. 

The  mosque  of  El-Mueiyad  Sheykh  was  built  between  A.D.  1412 
and  A.D.  1421,  but  this  pulpit  must  have  been  added  by  Kaitbey 
A.D.  1468  to  1496.  This  mosque,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  beautiful 
in  Cairo,  was  recently  destroyed  in  the  course  of  the  construction  of  a 
new  street,  and  Dr.  Meymar  states  that  its  pulpit  thus  came  into  his 
hands.  This  work  is  a  very  fine  example  of  florid  Arab  art,  shewing  as 
much  purity  of  taste  as  freedom  of  design.  Its  general  form  may  be 
understood  from  an  engraving  in  the  "  Univers  Pittoresque,"  traced 
from  Coste's  Architecture  Arabe,  PL  XXVIII. ;  but  no  design  on  so 
small  a  scale  can  give  any  idea  of  the  delicacy  of  the  pendentives  or  the 
elegance  of  the  arabesques. 

It  is  about  30  feet  high,  made  of  hard  wood  (walnut  ?),  inlaid  with 
ebony  and  ivory.  The  preservation  is  good,  and  there  are  remains  of 
gilding  and  original  coloius.  Three  of  the  inscriptions  which  I  was 
able  to  copy  read  as  follows : — 

"To  our  lord  the  Sultin  the  king,  El-Melek-el-Ashraf,  Abu-n-Na^r, 
Kaitbey,  may  God  render  his  aid  etmial."

2.  Carvinfjrs  from  the  Mosoue  of  Ahmad  Ibn-Tooloon.  ^^ 

The  mosque  of  Ahmad  Ibn-Tooloon,"  commonly  called  that  of  Tooloon,  mS!^lb. 
is  the  oldest  in  Cairo.  It  has  recently  been  put  to  the  use  of  an  asylum.  Carvings, 
and  its  beautiful  wood  carvings  have  been  torn  down  and  sold.  One 
carved  window  I  believe  to  be  of  the  date  of  the  construction  of  the 
mosque,  between  A.D.  8/9  and  A.D.  884,  and  therefore  of  the  first 
period  of  Arab  art  in  Egypt.  The  most  important,  however,  of  the  re- 
mains is  part  of  a  pulpit  or  of  a  platform  {dikkeh),  bearing  the  following 
inscription : — 

"El-Melik  El-Man§oor  Hes^m  ed-dunya  wa-ed-deen  Lageen." 
These  are  the  name  and  titles  of  Lageen,  a  Memlook  Sultan,  who 
reigned  A.D.  1296  to  1298.  Sir  Gardner  Wilkinson  mentions  the  fact 
that  the  pulpit  of  this  mosque  was  of  the  time  of  Ldgeen  (Modem  Egypt 
and  Thebes,  I.  p.  231),  and  in  CJoste's  Architecture  Arabe  there,  are 
details  of  this  pulpit  which  are  identical  in  style  and  pattern  with  this 
ceiling. 

Two  ornaments  copied  from  this  work  (PI.  V.,  Nos.  6,  /)  will  give 
some  idea  of  the  extreme  beauty  of  the  arabesques  of  the  ceiling. 


The  whole  is  equally  beautifrd  both  in  general  desi^  and  in  the 
detoils  of  execution.  It  is  of  cedar  wood  (?)  inlaid  with  ivory,  and  the 
details  of  each  pattern  are  di£Perent. 

d.  A  very  fine  table  from  a  mosque,  inlaid  with  ebony  and  ivory,  of 
about  the  same  time  as  the  ceiling  just  described. 

4.  A  verjr  ancient  piece  of  lattice  work  bearing  a  Cufic  (Arabic) 
inscription  m  ivory,  perhaps  anterior  to  the  mosque  of  Tooloon. 

5.  An  Arab  bed,  inliud  with  ivory,  archseologically  curious. 

ii.—Metal  fVork. 
The  metal  work  in  the  Meymar  Collection  is  of  less  importance  than  Metal  work. 
the  preceding  class ;  it  comprises,  however,  very  ffood  typical  specimens 
of  forms  and  designs.  In  the  Egyptian  work  the  dates  of  most  specimens 
could  be  determined  by  a  very  careful  study  of  the  inscriptions.  From 
the  sljle  of  the  characters  it  is  clear  that  none  of  the  examples  are  much 
antenor  to  the  best  or  mature  period  of  Arab  art.  On  one  fine  brass 
inhud  with  silver,  I  read  the  titles  of  El-Mueiy4d,  A.D.  1412-1421.  Of 
very  peculiar  fabric  are  examples  of  jugs  {ilreek)  said  to  come  from 
Arabia,  of  repouss^  work  having  enamelled  discs  fastened  to  them.  There 
ia  also  a  remarkable  collection  of  Bidri  metal  work,  but  said  to  come 
from  Arabia,  and  not  from  India;  it  may  be  the  fabric  of  'Oman.    The 
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Appendix  D.  material  is  a  black  metal  inlaid  with  silver  in  floral  patteroB,  both 
natural  and  conventionalized,  and  in  Vandykes.  There  is  a  jug  {ibreek) 
bason  {tisht)  &c.,  of  this  manufacture. 

There  are  good  specimens  of  Memlook  armour,  none  of  which,  how- 
ever, appear  to  me  earlier  than  the  eighteenth  century. 

I  must  also  specify  examples  of  Persian  metal-work,  which  are 
interesting  for  study,  being  of  good  style,  though  inferior  to  the  true 
Arab  work,  both  in  design  and  execution. 

iii. — Glass  and  Porcelain. 

1.  A  glass  lamp  with  an  inscription  in  blue  letters  on  a  gold  ground, 
and  beneath  it  another  in  gold  letters  on  a  blue  ground,  the  outlines  of 
the  letters  in  red,  and  the  ornaments  in  red,  white,  geeen,  and  yellow. 
The  inscriptions  were  copied  in  circumstances  of  great  difficult,  and 
are  not  easy  to  read,  being  interlaced  and  perhaps  not  perfectly  accurate. 
My  copy  is  as  follows : 

From  these  inscriptions  it  appears  that  the  lamp  was  made  by  a  work- 
man called  Mohammad  for  two  emeers  in  the  service  of  a  king  botring 
the  title  El-Melek  En-Nd^ir,  a  title  common  to  several  Memlook  Sultins. 
Judging  from  the  style,  however,  it  may  reasonably  be  assigned  to  the 
fifteenth  century. 

2.  Another  glass  lamp  of  the  same  style  and  colours.  The  lower 
inscription  is  as  follows :

The  lamp  appears  to  have  been  made  for  an  emeer  Seyf  in  the  service 
of  a  king  bearing  the  title  El-Melek  En-Ni^ir. 

These  lamps  do  not  e<mal  in  beauty  or  in  preservation  the  lamp  pur- 
chased of  Mr.  James  Wild,  and  now  in  the  South  Kensington  Museum; 
but  they  are  very  fine  examples  of  Arab  glass,  and  sufficiently  perfect 
to  enable  one  to  understand  every  detcdl  of  their  decoration. 

3.  A  third  lamp  of  simikr  style  but  inferior  in  its  execution,  and 
bearing  meaningless  inscriptions. 

4.  TTiree  fine  tiles  of  so-called  Persian  ware,  having  flower  patterns  in 
blue,  green,  and  white,  on  white  ground. 

iv. — Manuscripts, 

1.  A  volume  in  fine  binding  in  embossed  leather,  with  gilt  patterns 
and  Gufic  inscriptions  running  round  the  border.  It  is  a  selection  of 
chapters  of  the  Kur-dn.  On  the  illuminated  title  page  is  the  following

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From  the  title  we  learn  that  it  was  written  for  the  Sultan  El-Melik  App«cdix  D. 
Bdh-Dhihir  Aboo-Sa'eed  Mohammad,  a  sovereign  of  Egypt  in  the  Rbpoetbt 
fifteenth  century,  whose  place  I  have  not  determined,  his  titles  being  Ma.  Poolb.

Report  of  Mr.  Samuel  Redgrave,  who  was  charged  with  the  ^?^^^^' 
direction  of  the  Exhibition.  EedcSave. 


I  HAVE  to  report,  in  compliance  with  your  instructions,  that  the 
second  National  Portrait  Exhibition,  carrying  out  the  proposid  of  the 
Earl  of  Derby,  K.6.,  and  xmder  his  presidency,  was  held  according  to 
the  directions  of  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education 
under  the  same  conditions  and  general  arrangements  as  the  exhibition 
of  the  previous  year.  The  portraits  were  hung  in  the  arcades  of  the  Armnge- 
Royal  Horticultural  Society,  but  by  adapting  an  additional  gallery  on  S^rtJiSts 
the  ground  floor,  and  makmg  use  of  the  two  lower  halls,  the  exhibition 
was  confined  to  the  east  end  of  the  building,  to  the  greater  convenience 
of  the  visitors,  and  with  better  general  effect. 

From  Her  M^esty  and  the  many  influential  owners  of  portraits,  both  Period 
individual  and  corporate,  the  committee  did  not  fail  to  receive  the  same  '®P'®*<-"^^^' 
courteous  assistance  and  valuable  contributions,  as  in  the  first  year's 
Exhibition.  The  period  this  year  extended  from  the  commencement  of 
the  reign  of  William  and  Mary,  1689,  to  the  termination  of  the  18th  cen- 
tury, and  portraits  exemplifying  this  period  were  arranged  and  the  galleries 
opened  for  the  private  view  on  the  2nd  of  Mav,  and  on  the  following 
day  to  the  public.    The  portraits  were  lent  by  553  contributors^^The    ,

terms  of  admission  were,  by  season  tickets  at  10^. ;  on  Tuesdays,  2$.  6d. 
each  visit;  on  the  other  days.  Is. ;  and,  for  the  greater  convenience  of 
visitors,  transferable  single  tickets  were  sold. 

The  exhibition  comprised  866  portraits  and  portrait  groups,  including 
pictures  in  which  portraits  were  prominently  introduced,  and  fkirly  repre- 
sented the  portrait  painters'  art  m  England  during  the  period  over  which 
it  extended.  Commencing  with  some  of  the  distinguished  painters 
whose  works  had  been  more  fully  shown  in  the  previous  vear,  and  with 
the  foreigners  who  then  resided  here,  Michael  Danl,  Sir  John  de  Medina, 
John  Vanderbank,  and  John  B.  Vanloo,  it  was  rich  in  the  works  of  our 
own  countrymen,  Charles  Jen^as,  Jonathan  Richardson,  Sir  James 
Thornhill,  and  more  especially  of  our  first  great  painter,  William  Ho- 
garth, and  following  him  of  Thomas  Hudson,  Mason  Chamberlin, 
Francis  Cotes,  Thomas  Hill,  and  others,  and  was  highly  interesting 
as  representing  the  succession  of  native  painters,  by  whom  the  art  was 
continued,  till  we  arrive  at  the  noble  portraits  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds 
and  Thomas  Gainsborough,  of  whose  works — the  glory  of  the  English 
school — the  Exhibition  contained  an  unexampled  collection.  Among 
their  many  contemporaries  and  successors  the  gallery  also  included  a  full 
representation  of  tne  art  of  Allan  Ramsay,  Sir  Heniv  Raebum,  George 
Romn^,  and  Joseph  Wright,  with  many  portraits  by  John  Hoppner, 
John  Opie,  and  others. 

Each  portrait  was  conspicuously  labelled  as  in  the  previous  year.  A 
biographical  and  descriptive  catalogue  was  prepared  and  sold  for  }$.,  or 
with  copious  indexes  for  Is,  6d, ;  of  the  former  6,375  copies  were  sold ; 
of  the  latter  2,289  copies ;  and  so  far  as  the  condition  of  the  portraits 
would  permit  they  were,  with  the  consent  in  each  case  of  the  owner,  re- 

Sroduced  by  photography ;  but  the  state  of  many  of  the  portraits  ren- 
ered  the  attempt  to  produce  a  satisfactory  negative  quite  impracticable. 
These  photographs  are  now  on  sale  by  the  Arundel  Society. 

The  flxhibition  was  less  successful,  taking  the  number  of  visitors  as  a 
test,  than  the  previous  year.  It  is  difficult  to  give  any  satisfactory  ex- 
planation of  this  variation.  It  is  not  probable  that  any  such  collection 
of  the  works  of  our  great  portrait  painters,  with  the  likenesses  of  so 
many  persons  of  distinction,  and  eminent  during  so  interesting  a  period 
of  our  nistory,  can  have  been  previously  brought  together;  but  it  may 
have  wanted  to  some  persons  the  great  variety  of  cos^me  and  character 
by  which  the  earlier  portraits  in  the  previous  year  were  so  peculiarly 
marked. 

The  galleries  were  kept  open  till  the  3 1st  of  August.  They  had  been 
visited  by  49,385  persons,  and  the  total  receipts  were  2,464/.  13^.  4cf. 
In  1866  the  visitors  amounted  to  73,166,  and  the  receipts  to 
3,048/.  I7s.  3d. 

The  portraits  were  packed  under  the  skilful  superintendence  of  the 
officers  of  the  Museum,  and  returned  to  their  owners  by  the  end  of 
September.

oiBi  Report 

1.  I  have  the  satbfaetion  of  reporting  that  the  use  hy  readers         bt 
of  the  National  Art  Library  has  been  greater  during  the  past  year  than  ^smith^^ 
in  any  previous  similar  penod  since  its  establishment.     (See  appended  j^         i 
report  of  the  Division  Keeper.)    The  value  of  the  Library,  as  containing  useofArt 
the  most  accessible  collection  of  art  books  in  the  metropoUsj  and  the  Library. 
importance  of  its  contents,  increasing  year  by  year,  are  gradually  being 
understood  and  appreciated  by  students. 

2.  The  arrangements,  which  can  scarcely  be  called  accommodation,  inadequacy 
for  readers  remain  unaltered;  efforts  are  made  to  secure  whatever  con-  ofaccom- 
venience  the  limited  space  at  command  can  afford,  but  as  I  felt  it  neces-  Madera!" '*'* 
saiy,  in  the  report  for  1867,  to  remark  upon  the  disadvantageous  position 

of  the  reading  room  and  its  inadec^uate  size,  so  it  is  still  more  requisite 
to  call  attention  to  these  deficiencies  now  that  the  number  of  readers 
has  increased  beyond  the  precedent  of  former  years.  At  present  the 
table-space  available  in  the  evenings  is  scarcely  two  feet  to  each  person ; 
in  the  British  Museum  five  feet  is  allowed  to  every  reader.  In  an  art 
libraiy  books  of  large  size  and  great  value  are  those  chiefly  consulted^ 
and  drawing  and  copying  from  tnem  has  constantly  to  be  resorted  to, 
ample  space  is  therefore  needed  both  for  the  fitting  care  and  right  and 
profitable  use  of  the  books.  The  temporary  location  of  the  Library,  and 
m  consequence  the  makeshift  character  of  its  arrangements  mainly 
cause  these  inconveniences;  the  completion  of  a  building  not  merely 
utilized  as  a  Ubrary,  but  constructed  for  one,  will  prove  the  only  effectual 
remedy.  It  is  nevertheless  a  remarkable  proof  of  the  importance  of  the 
collection  to  students  that,  notwithstanding  the  want  of  space,  hght, 
and  convenience,  its  use  has  so  considerably  increased. 

3.  The  Library  possesses  some  examples  of  early  bookbinding  and  and  for 
choice  typography,  and  it  is  very  desirable  so  to  increase  this  coUec-  ^g^****/^** 
tion  as  to  make  it  a  valuable  school  for  these  special  arts,  that  those  menfof 
who  practise  them  may  see,  and  perhaps  seek  to  emulate,  the  surpass-  bookbind- 
ing excellence  of  the  productions  of  former  periods ;  space  is  needed  "^*^'  *^* 
for  the  glass  cases  that  are  necessary  to  exhibit  such  examples.    A 

large  selection  of  the  valuable  collections  of  drawings  of  ornament, 
prints,  and  photographs  ought  also  to  be  constantly  on  ^iew;  some  of 
these  are  at  present  shown  in  the  Art  Museum,  tnere  being  no  space 
of  any  kind  available  for  the  purpose  in  connexion  with  the  Library.  In 
order  to  make  the  latter  thoroughly  efficient  for  its  purpose,  large  and 
well-lighted  rooms  ought  to  be  attached  to  it  for  the  exhibition  of  speci- 
mens of  bookbinding,  typography,  illuminations,  drawings  of  ornament, 
photojpraphs,  &c. 

4.  The  number  of  printed  books,  parts,  and  pamphlets  purchased  AdiUtions 
during  the  past  year  has  been  3,175;   presented,  689;   total,  3,864.  LibS^ 
Among  the  purchases  is  a  fine  copy  of  the  important  illustrated  work  books  and 
by  Baron  Taylor,  on  the  Architecture    and  Antiquities  of   France,  P«"Dphlets. 
"  Voyages  dans  I'ancienne  France,"  in  26  vols.,  folio,  also  various  works 
bearing  on  the  art  topo^phy  of  Great  Britain,  which,  on  account  of 

their  increasing  scarcity,  it  is  tne  more  necessary  to  seek  for  and  secure. 
As  specimens  of  bookbinding,  seven  vols,  have  been  acquired  of  German 
binding  of  the  16th  century,  dated  1583,  and  of  varied  and  suggestive 
designs.  A  large  and  very  complete  collection  of  pamphlets,  prints, 
and  various  illustrations  of  the  International  Exhibitions  of  London 
in  1851  and  of  Paris  in  1855  has  been  presented  by  Sir  C.  Wentworth 
Dilkc,  Bart.,  M.P. 

5.  The  whole  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets  has  been  counted,  a 
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Appendix  D.  work  which^  as  it  had  to  be  accomplished  without  closing  the  Libraiy  or 
interfering  with  the  accustomed  use  of  its  contents  by  readers,  was  one 
of  considerable  difficulty  and  labour.  The  total  number  of  volumes  and 
pamphlets  in  November  last  was  19,067. 

6.  The  books  added  to  the  Library  have  been  catalogued,  press-marked, 
and  placed  so  as  to  be  avulable  for  use ;  in  those  containing  plates, 
each  plate  is  marked  on  the  reverse  with  the  libraiy  stamp. 

7.  The  index  to  the  contents  of  the  catalogue,  now  forming  a  copious 
dictionary  of  classified  art  books,  has  been  continued  and  brought  up  to 
the  date  of  this  year's  acquisitions. 

8.  The  number  of  drawings,  engravings,  and  lithographs  aoauired  has 
amounted  to  641.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  a  series  or  elaborate 
drawings  of  textile  fabrics,  valuable  both  from  an  art  and  an  industrial 
point  01  view,  some  of  which  will  be  reproduced  as  illustrations  in  the 
catalogue  of  the  Art  Museum  $  a  collection  of  coloured  illustrations  of 
decoration  from  churches  in  Norfolk;  32  drawings  of  details  of  the 
decorations  in  the  monastic  buildings  of  Mount  Athos  and  Salonica  by 
Mr.  Daniel  Wood;  17  drawings  illustrative  chiefly  of  brick  architecture 
in  Northern  Italy,  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Lewis  Gruner 
in  continuation  of  an  important  series  already  possessed  by  tiie  Art 
Ldbrarv ;  two  of  the  original  drawings  from  which  the  reproductions^ 
publisned  by  the  Arundel  Socidy,  have  been  prepared ;  28  architectural 
drawings  by  students  of  the  Boole  Centrale  d' Architecture  in  France ; 
four  drawings  in  water-colour,  by  the  late  Mr.  Godfrey  Sykes,  copies  on 
a  small  scale,  after  paintings  by  Titian,  Correggio,  and  others ;  a  valuable 
and  important  collection  of  276  designs  for  gold  and  silversmiths'  work, 
vases,  plateaux,  candelabra,  &c.  of  the  Itidian  Cim^ue-Cento  school, 
brought  together  in  1560 ;  these  designs,  man^  of  which  are  suggestive 
original  drawings  by  skilful  artists,  are  now  bemg  mounted  so  as  to  fit 
them  for  exhibition  in  the  Art  Museum,  or  for  use  in  the  circulating 
collection. 

The  collection  of  drawinffs  has  received  an  interesting  addition  by  the 
presentation  from  Mrs.  Wollaston  of  a  large  series  formed  b^  the  late 
Dr.  Wollaston  of  203  coloured  illustrations  of  mosaic  decorations  ftom. 
antique  Roman  and  other  examples  existing  in  various  museums,  &c. 
in  Great  Britain  and  abroad. 

Among  the  engravings  acquired  may  be  noticed  a  series  of  designs 
for  lace  from  an  early  Venetian  lace  pattern  book ;  engravings  of  orna- 
ment by  Beham,  Aldegrever,  and  others  of  the  "  Petits  Maitres  "  of  the 
German  school  in  the  16th  century;  a  collection  of  145  engravings 
from  the  works  of  Raphael,  carefully  selected  and  classed  by  Dr.  Kuland. 

9.  All  these  drawings,  engravings,  and  lithographs  have  been  regis- 
tered and  indexed,  and  are  available  for  use.  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  classification  of  the  whole  collection  of  prints, 
especially  in  bringing  together  for  ready  reference  the  illustrations  of 
typographical  and  other  ornament. 

10.  Ihe  number  of  photographs  added  to  the  collection  has  been 
6,694 ;  these  include  the  series  of  the  portraits  from  the  National  Portrait 
Exhibitions  of  1866  and  1867 ;  a  collection  of  views  and  figure  groups 
in  India ;  a  series  of  illustrations  of  the  armour  in  the  royal  collection 
at  Madrid;  the  drawings  by  Holbein  preserved  in  the  Museum  at 
Basle,  &c. 

1 1 .  A  copious  index  to  the  collection  of  photographs,  now  amounting 
to  24,395,  has  been  printed,  and  with  the  collection  forms,  in  fact,  an 
iconographic  dictionary  of  objects  relating  to  art  more  comprehensive 
than  has  previously  been  attempted. 

12.  In  the  report  which  I  haa  the  honour  to  present  last  year  occasion 
was  taken  to  point  out  some  of  the  deficiencies  in  the  collection  forming 
the  Art  Library,  and  to  urge  the  necessity  of  supplying  such  deficiencies 
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while  it  is  still  possible  to  do  so.    I  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed  to  refer  Appendix  D. 

to  the  appendea  extracts  from  a  memorandum  on  this  subject,  submitted     ^ 

by  me  to  the  Director  in  November  last,  pointing  out  some  of  the     ^^^^^ 
special  wants  of  the  collection  and  the  means  required  to  supply  them.      MajSopgy 

13.  The  progress  made  in  the  compilation  of  the  Universal  Catalogue      Sicth. 
of  Art  Books  has  brought  fully  into  view  the  copiousness  and  diversified 
character  of  art  literature,  the  deficiencies  of  the  Art  Library  as  weU  as  of 

all  other  existing  collections,  the  Aict  that  a  large  numb»  of  art  books 
rarely  occur  for  rale,  and  the  consequent  necessity  of  securing  those  that 
are  offered,  so  to  speak,  in  the  market,  whether  in  sales' of  private 
libraries  at  home  or  abroad  or  in  the  ordinary  course  of  traae,  the 
moment  that  an  opportunity  of  purchasing  them  arises. 

14.  I  beg  to  append  the  returns,  prepared  by  the  Division  Keeper^ 
giving  a  comparative  table  of  statistics  of  the  Librarv  for  five  years,  the 
return  of  the  numbers  of  readers  since  its  establishment  in  1862,  the 
retoms  of  circulation  of  books  to  Schools  of  Art,  and  the  list  of  dona- 
tions to  the  Art  Library.

•'  new,"  that  is  current  or  recently  published  works,  and  the  following  the  library, 
observations  were  appended  : — )  m^M  of 

**  With  reference  to  the  expenditure  under  each  division  of  the  return,  supplying 
the  following  considerations  may  show  the  insufficiency  of  the  present  *^®™- 
grant  to  the  needs  of  a  National  Art  Library  t — 

*'  No.  1,  Old  Books. — It  is  calculated  that  there  exist  upwards  of  Books. 
30,000  works  of  a  strictly  art  character,  all  which  ought,  if  possible,  to 
be  acquired  for  the  Library ;  some  of  these  are  scarcely  obtainable  from 
their  rarity,  but  the  vast  majority  can  be  purchased.  The  acouisition, 
however,  of  all  the  important  works  becomes  daily  more  difficult,  owing 
to  the  increase  of  the  number  of  public  libraries,  especially  in  the  United 
States,  the  zeal  of  collectors,  ana  the  consequent  augmentation  of  price, 
and  thus,  owing  to  the  competition  of  agents,  the  rarer  books  can 
scarcely  ever  be  obtained  for  the  Library  at  public  sales. 

"  Since  the  establishment  of  the  Libraiy  the  value  of  such  books  has 
greatly  risen,  and  opportunities  of  getting  them  seldom  occur  except  at 
sales ;  that  is  especially  the  case  with  the  more  important  Italian  works. 

"  Art  books  of  great  cost  are  especially  those  which  should  find  a 
place  in  the  Library,  as  being  out  of  the  reach  of  students  and  readers  in 
ordinary  collections.  The  works  I  have  already  noted  as  essential  for 
purchase  and  others  asked  for  by  readers  would  alone  rrquire  the  outlay 
of  more  money  than  the  whole  present  annual  grant.  Take  as  examples 
books  such  as  Kingsborough*s  '  Mexico '  and  Roberts's  '  Holy  Land,' 
which  have  offcen  been  required  ;  these  would  cost,  the  one  upwards  of 
50/.,  the  other  (for  a  good  copy)  751. ;  the  great  work  of  Baron  Taylor 
on  the  art  monuments  of  France,  which  had  been  for  some  time  sought 
for,  though  purchased  advantageously,  cost  240/.  Many  more  such  art 
works  are  needed,  but  the  purchase  of  them  is  impossible ;  the  books 
containing  what  may  be  called  the  art-topography  of  Great  Britain, 
which  are  yet  wanting  to  the  collection,  would  alone  cost  more  than 
500/.  These  are  rare  and  important  works,  and  are  every  year  becoming 
more  difficult  to  meet  with  and  more  expensive  to  buy. 

"  No,  2,  New  Books. — ^These  are  the  works  of  recent  publicati^i(]^^|^ 
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Buch  as  appear  during  each  current  year.  The  acquisition  of  these  has 
been  hitherto  restricted  to  works  necessary  to  keep  pace  in  any  degree 
with  the  publications  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Germany  on  art  and 
art  questions. 

"  To  represent  fully,  as  this  Library  ought  to  do,  the  actual  state  of 
art  literature  would  require  the  expenditure  of  a  much  larger  sum  than 
that  shown  in  the  return,  at  least  1,000Z.  instead  of  50()?.  Works  of 
considerable  cost  occasionally  appearing  in  Italy,  Spain,  Russia,  and 
America  could  thus  be  acquired,  and  current  art  literature  most  truly 
represented. 

"  Duplicate  copies  of  many  books  are  also  urgently  Required,  not  only 
for  the  use  of  students  in  the  reading  room,  but  to  meet  the  deman(» 
of  schools  of  art  throughout  the  country,  who  have  the  privilege  of 
borrowing  books  under  certain  regulations  from  the  central  Library, 
and  who  can  be  at  present  but  scantily  supplied.  The  works  required 
for  circulation  are  not  cheap  books ;  these  the  schools  may  be  able  to 
obtain  for  themselves,  but  the  more  costly  works,  especially  of  foreign 
publication. 

"  No,  3,  Drawings. — ^The  drawings  sought  for  the  collection  of  the 
Art  Library  are  original  designs  of  ornament  or  of  objects  of  ornamental 
art,  and  original  drawings  of  important  works  of  decoration.  Sudi 
drawings,  when  acquired,  are  for  the  most  part  placed  in  the  Art  Museum 
for  eichibition,  ana  sometimes  included  in  the  collections  prepared  for 
circulation  in  the  country.  The  most  important  of  these — designs  by 
the  old  masters  of  the  Italian  or  German  schools — are  at  all  times 
difficult  to  obtain  and  costly ;  the  collection  therefore  is  at  present  very 
limited  and  imperfect.  Of  the  other  class — drawings  of  existing  works 
of  decoration— a  considerable  number,  including  some  of  much  art 
value,  have  been  brought  together,  and  as  these  are  of  great  importance 
to  students  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  collection  should  be  augmented. 
Detdls  of  architecture,  sculpture,  carving,  mosaic  decoration,  glass 
painting,  metal  work,  textiles,  &c.,  are  included  in  the  plan  of  the 
collection. 

Artists  have  been  employed  at  various  times  by  the  Department  to 
make  such  drawings — ^the  collection  of  ornament  from  Rome  by  Mr. 
MacCallum  is  an  example — and  thus  full-sized  records  of  important 
works  have  been  preserved.  Some  of  the  original  drawings  prepared 
for  the  Arundel  Society  have  been  acquired ;  others  of  value  from  Mr. 
Gruner.  Works  of  this  class,  trustworthy  records  of  great  art  monu- 
ments, are  of  importance,  but  as  the;^  can  only  be  executed  by  very 
competent  artists,  their  cost  is  necessarily  considerable. 

"  No,  4,  Prints,  Woodcuts,  and  Lithographs. — In  the  section  of  en- 
gravings the  library  collection  is  still  very  poor.  The  various  schools 
of  ornament  should  be  well  represented,  and  materials  also  brought 
together  sufficient  to  illustrate  the  history  and  progress  of  the  art. 

"The  important  school  of  German  engravers  of  ornament  of  the 
16th  centiuy,  the  Petits  Maitres,  is  represented  by  a  small  coUection  of 
their  works,  but  not  sufficient  to  fairly  display  the  excellence  of  design 
for  which  they  deserve  to  be  studied. 

"  The  Italian  omamentists  of  the  same  period,  and  the  French  of  a 
somewhat  later  time,  are  scarcelv  represented  at  all.  llie  collection  of 
goldsmiths',  jewellers',  and  metal-chasers'  designs  may  be  considered  as 
merely  in  embryo,  yet  these,  some  of  them  rubbings  from  fine  works 
actually  executed,  are  among  the  most  suggestive  examples  that  can  be 
shown  to  modern  artisans,  who  have  not  many  chances  of  meeting  with 
anything  that  rises  above  mere  manufacture,  and  who  may  contrast,  for 
example,  the  monotonous  series  of  engine-turned  watchcases  worked 
off  by  the  hundred  with  the  beautiful  designs  thought  out  for  the  watch- 
maker of  the  sixteenth  century  to  gratify  taste  and  enhance  thejvalue 
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"  For  the  history  of  the  art  of  en^ic^vmg  in  this  country  and  illustra-  Appendii  D. 
tions  of  its  progress,  a  purchase  of  prints  made  some  years  since  from     p ' — 
Mr.  Evans,  the  gifts  of  Mr.  Sheepshanks  and  of  Mr.  Doo,  R.A.,  supply         |?^^ 
some  valuable  materials  which  require  to  be  supplemented  and,  as  far  as   ^b-  Sodev 
possible,  completed,  ®^""' 

"  Wood  engraving  is  somewhat  better  represented  in  the  Library,  owing 
mainly  to  gifts,  especially  that  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Thompson.  The 
valuable  collection  presented  b^  him  includes  examples  of  the  early 
German  school,  and  also  good  illustrations  of  the  works  of  Bewick ; 
still  there  is  much  yet  wanting  for  both  these  periods.  I  have  made 
several  efforts  this  year  to  obtain  some  of  Albert  Durer's  works,  the 
series  of  the  Apocalypse  and  others,  but  could  not  succeed  in  obtaining 
impressions  that  would  be  of  service  to  students.  When  any  such 
appear  for  sale  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  means  of  securing  them  at 
once.  The  fine  chiaro-scuro  woodcuts  by  Ugo  da  Carpi  or  his  school, 
» most  important  phase  of  the  art,  are  represented  by  few  examples. 
Such  works  suggested,  I  believe,  to  Mr.  Richard  Baxter  his  method  of 
printing  in  colours,  and  of  one  of  his  prints  upwards  of  700,000  copies 
are  stated  to  have  been  sold. 

"  The  early  prints  to  which  I  have  alluded,  whose  excellence  is  per- 
haps more  appreciated  now  than  it  was  some  years  ago,  are  so  eagerly 
sought  for  that  it  is  important  to  obtain  good  examples  whenever 
opportunitv  offers,  and  this  cannot  be  done  with  the  present  inadequate 
means  of  the  Art  Library. 

"  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Art  Library  is  the  only  place  in 
London  where  prints  can  be  studied  by  the  very  persons  to  whom  they 
are  of  most  value  as  a  means  of  instruction,  those  persons  whose  occu- 
pation during  the  day  leaves  them  only  the  evening  to  seek  knowledge ; 
to  them  the  treasures  of  the  British  Museum  are  sealed ;  it  is  therefore 
doubly  necessary  to  develope  into  useful  proportions  the  collections 
which  have  been  here  brought  together  with  special  reference  to  the 
needs  of  the  artisan  and  less  educated  classes.  The  collections  do  not 
in  any  ¥ray  enter  into  competition  with  the  great  national  storehouse  of 
the  British  Museum ;  they  are  formed  with  a  definite  aim  as  regards 
art,  their  primary  purpose  is  to  teach  those  whose  occupation  or  trade, 
even  if  it  does  not  seem  to  depend  upon  a  knowledge  of  art,  would  at 
least  be  the  better  for  such  knowledge. 

"  No.  6,  Photographs, — ^The  collection  of  photographs  in  the  Art  Photo- 
Library  is  valuable  and  extensive.    Manjr  of  them,  including  almost  all  K™P**S' 
the  coloured  photo^phs,  are  exhibited  in  the  Art  Museum,  and  some 
are  used  for  circulation  to  provincial  collections. 

''As  the  application  of  photography  extends,  and  the  permanent 
processes  founaed  upon  it  become  better  understood  and  more  success- 
fully developed,  the  number  of  works  of  this  class  which  ought  to  find 
a  place  in  the  Art  Library  will  proportionately  increase,  and  an  expen- 
diture greater  than  has  been  hitherto  necessary  will  be  requisite  to  keep 
pace  with  the  progress  of  photographic  artists."    •    •    ♦ 

"  In  conclusion,  the  present  seems  a  fitting  time  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  needs  of  the  Art  Library,  and  to  consider  the  means  for 
its  development.  It  has  existed  long  enough  to  test  and  prove  its 
utility;  the  returns  of  attendance  show  that  month  by  month  the 
number  of  students  using  the  reading  room  is  now  increasing  beyond 
the  precedent  of  former  years.  Were  it  possible  to  provide  convenient 
space  and  accommodation  of  the  same  character,  for  example^  as  that  of 
ine  British  Museum,  the  number  would,  I  am  persuaded,  be  increased 
tenfold.  When  any  reasonable  addition  of  space  is  provided,  I  would 
suggest  that  readers  be  admitted  on  the  public  evenings  at  a  very  small 
fee,  say  Id,  each."

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9.  Report  of  the  Acting  Division  Keeper  of  the  Educational 
Collections  for  the  Year  1867. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  on  this  Division  it  was  stated  that,  in  anti- 
cipation of  the  removal  of  the  Iron  building  in  which  the  Collections 
were  exhibited,  a  part  of  them  had  already  oeen  tranaferred  elsewhere. 
Tlukt  building  havmg  since  been  taken  down,  the  entire  series  of  Educa- 
tional  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  the  library,  has  now  been  re- 
moved and  re-arranged,  partly  in  the  office  or  entrance  corridors  to  the 
General  Museum,  and  partly  in  the  rooms  formerly  used  as  class-rooms 
by  students  and  by  the  departmental  stores. 

The  space  thus  temporarily  set  apart  for  the  Collections  is  very  much 
less  than  that  which  was  provided  for  them  in  the  Iron  building;  neither 
is  it  by  any  means  so  well  adapted  for  arrangement  and  display  as  the 
previous  locality.  Considerable  difficulty  has  therefore  been  experienced 
m  adapting  the  newly  assigned  position  to  the  wants  of  the  Educational 
Museum;  and,  although  the  collections  are  again  made  available  to 
public  inspection,  there  is  unavoidably  a  good  deal  of  crowding  through- 
out, and  in  some  sections  a  necessitous  departure  from  strict  classifici^ 
tion.  In  a  rapidly  increasing  collection  like  that  of  the  Educational 
Museum,  the  difficulty  adverted  to  has  always  to  a  certain  extent  been 
felt;  but  at  present,  owing  to  the  inconvenient  and  lessened  space 
afforded,  it  is  specially  so,  and  many  objects  have  to  be  reiected  for  the 
simple  reason  of  there  being  no  room  in  which  to  exhibit  them. 

The  removal  of  the  Collections  from  the  Iron  building  was  effected  in 
July  last,  without  at  any  time  excluding  the  public ;  but  the  Reading- 
room  was  closed  to  readers  just  for  a  rew  days,  whilst  ^e  presses  and 
books  were  being  fitted  up  and  re-arranged. 

On  reference  to  the  statistical  facts  connected  with  the  Educational 
division,  it  appears  that  the  results  for  the  last  year  do  not  bear  so 
favourable  a  comparison  with  those  of  previous  years  as  mi^ht  have  been 
anticipated.  This,  however,  has  probably  been  occasioned  bv  the 
absolute  necessity  of  declining  many  things  offered,  and  to  the  conniBion 
and  inconvenience  consequent  on  removal. 

The  new  Reading-room — or  rather  a  room  which  has  been  provisionally 
provided — ^is  well  slanted  to  the  purpose,  is  of  good  size,  well  lighted, 
and  very  accessible,  being  cloiSb  to  the  present  main  entrance  to  the 
General  Museum.  The  total  number  of  readers  and  of  persons  who 
have  requested  permission  to  examine  books  for  the  past  year  was  5,9^83, 
a  number  not  quite  so  great  as  that  of  the  previous  year,  the  diflSerence 
being  probably  occasioned  by  the  attractions  of  the  Fsiris  Exhibition. 
This  total  number  gives  an  average  of  about  500  a  month.  In  December 
the  requisitions  from  readers  were  539 ;  and,  being  analyzed,  were  found 
to  consist  of  102  from  art  and  naval  students,  /I  from  clergymen  and 
schoolmasters,  24  from  pupil-teachers,  238  from  persons  reading  for 
examinations,  and  104  were  from  miscellaneous  readers.  The  total 
number  of  persons  who  have  read  and  examined  books  from  the  openinff 
of  the  Museum  in  July  1857,  (the  Reading-room  did  not  exist  tifl 
June  1860)  to  the  close  of  December  1867,  is  42,343,  being  on  an  ave- 
rage 3,860  a  year.  The  Museum,  however,  having  been  open  but  a 
portion  of  the  year  1857>  and  the  Reading-room  not  openea  till  June 
1860,  it  would  be  more  truthful  to  take  the  average  on  the  total  number 
of  readers  for  the  last  seven  years ;  which  amounting  to  35,503,  gives  a 
yearly  average  of  5,072  persons  consulting  the  books  of  the  Educational 
Library.  It  must,  however,  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  privilege 
of  consulting  books  is  not  unrestricted.  On  students'  days  (three  days 
in  each  week),  when  the  admission  to  the  General  Museum  is  either  by 
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ticket  or  a  fee  of  sixpence^  all  persons  have  access  to  the  Educational  Appendix  D. 
Reading-room  without  extra  payment;  but  on  the  other  three  days,  Refobtby 
when  the  General  Museum  is  open  gratuitously  to  the  public,  only  those     ^^-  ^< 
persons  who  have  tickets  are  permitted  to  use  the  Reading-room.     Stu-       wic^" 
dents  of  the  Department^  schoolmasters  and  managers  of  schools,  as 
well  as  clergymen,  have  always  access  on  the  free  aays  to  the  Educa- 
tional Library  and  Reading-room  without  any  charge. 

The  additions  to  the  Educational  Museum  during  the  past  year  are  ba  Additions. 
foUowB  : — Books  and  pamphlets,  508;  of  which  116  were  purchased,  335 
presented,  and  57  exhibited ;  maps,  diagrams,  and  models,  18 ;  of  which 
9  were  presented,  and  9  exhibited. 

The  withdrawals  amounted  to  the  seemingly  large  number  of  869,  and  Objects 
is  made  up  of  70  various  objects  removed  in  exchange  for  those  of  a  ^***<^^"^- 
newer  or  better  description ;  and  799  others,  the  greater  part  of  which 
was  an  extensive  series  of  chemical  and  other  scientific  apparatus,  the 
property^  of  one  exhibitor,  who  removed  them  because  there  would  be 
insufficient  room  to  exhibit  so  many  when  the  collections  were  transferred. 

The  practice  of  labelling  eveiy  object  or  series  of  objects,  so  as  to 
render  unnecessaiy  any  reference  to  a  catalogue,  is  sustained  throughout 
the  Educational  Museum. 

The  number  of  catalogues  sold  during  the  year  was  but  trifling,  115  Oatalognes. 
only.  In  1866  the  number  sold  was  128.  The  great  bulk  of  the  cata- 
logue, its  price  (3s,),  and  the  general  labeUing  of  the  collection,  all  operate 
against  the  sale  of  it.  More  than  two -thirds  of  the  number  sola  were 
those  claimed  bv  schoolmasters  and  clergymen  at  the  reduced  and  (to 
them)  privileged  price  of  one  shilling. 

The  Educational  Library  now  numbers  about  20,400  volumes,  being  Number  of 
an  increase  of  nearly  500  volumes  for  the  year.    The  total  number  of  ^o^^^^w* 
objects,  maps,  diagrams,  &c.  is  as  follows  : —

Everything  received  into  the  Collections  during  the  year,  including  all 
lK>okB,  periodicals,  pamphlets,  maps,  diagrams,  &c.,  has  been  duly 
entered  m  the  register  kept  for  that  purpose. 

In  the  above  enumeration  of  the  additional  acquisitions  to  the  Educa- 
tional Collections  which  have  been  received  during  the  last  year,  onlv 
those  have  been  taken  into  account  which  have  been  received,  registered, 
and  exhibited  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  end  of  it.  It  may  Mr.Whit- 
not  be  out  of  place  to  state  that  Mr.  Joseph  Whitworth,  the  En-  JJJ^^'' 
gineer,  has  offered,  on  certain  conditions,  to  present  three  true  planes, 
and  an  instrument  demonstrating  the  millionth  part  of  an  inch,  as  well 
89  to  make  an  endowment  to  provide  for  the  delivery  of  lectures  to 
explain  such  objects. 

Some  very  important  additions  to  the  Educational  Museum  have  been  ^^^1^ 
received  from  the  recent  Universal  Exhibition  in  Paris,  and  should  not  ^Sm^pils 
be  omitted  from  mention  in  this  report.    The  chief  of  them  are  as  Exhibition. 
follows : —

Tliis  col- 
lection was  made  by  tne  Department  for  the  British  Division  of  the  late 
Paris  Exhibition,  where  it  was  exhibited.  It  has  since  been  transferred 
to  the  Educational  Museum. 

In  conclusion  I  may  obsen^ethat  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Brookfield,  late  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Schools,  has  recently  been  requested  by  my  Lords  to 
examine  and  report  on  the  Educational  Collections,  in  respect  especially 
of  their  incompleteness  and  improvement.

10.  Report  of  the  Division  Keeper  of  the  Animal  Products 
CpLLECTiON  for  the  Year  1867. 

I  HAVE  to  report,  that  the  Collection  illustrating  Animal  Products, 
and  their  application  to  industrial  purposes,  originally  formed  by  the 
Royal  Commissioners  of  the  Great  Exhibition  of  1851,  and  presented 
by  them  to  the  Department,  is  in  as  fair  a  state  of  preservation  as  can 
reasonably  be  expected  when  the  perishable  nature  of  the  specimens  is 
considered,  and  the  length  of  time  that  has  elapsed  (nearly  eighteen 
years)  since  many  of  them  were  first  obtained. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  annual  report  on  this  collection,  very  little 
has  occurred  relating  to  it  that  is  worth  recording. 

Nothing  has  been  purchased  for  the  collection,  nor  has  any  exhibitor 
contributed  anything  during  the  vear.  A  case,  or  glazed  frame,  contain- 
ing samples  of  raw  wool  from  sheep  bred  at  the  Cape  of  Grood  Hope, 
has  been  received  from  the  recent  Paris  Exhibition,  having  been  pre- 
sented to  the  collection  by  the  Commissioners  for  that  settlement.  The 
frame  enclosing  the  samples  is  composed  of  inlaid  specimens  of  native 
woods. 

The  collection  is  still  exhibited  in  the  cramped  and  verv  unsuitable 
rooms  of  the  intermediate  floor  of  the  south  galleries  (rormerly  the 
refreshment  rooms  of  the  International  Exhibition  of  1862),  overlooking 
the  RoyiJ  Horticultural  Gardens. 

It  has  been  opened  throughout  the  year  to  the  general  public  (in  the 
day-time  only)  under  the  same  regulations  as  those  which  govern  the 
General  Museum,  except  during  the  period  of  the  second  exhibition  of 
National  Portndts  (from  1st  May  to  31  st  August  inclusive),  when  the 
azrangements  would  only  admit  of  the  public  visiting  the  Animal  Pro- 
ducts Collection  in  connexion  with  that  exhibition.    For  a  short  time 
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previous  to  the  opening  of  the  Portrait  Exhibition  (a  fortnight  only),  Appendii  D. 
the  public  were  excluded  from  seeing  the  coUection;  and  again  for  a  Rbpobtbt 
few  weeks  at  the  close  of  the  exhibition,  during  the  removal  of  the      Me.  W. 
portraits  to  their  owners.     On  the  14th  of  October  the  Museum  was     ^^^* 
renopened  under  the  same  regulations  as  before. 

T^e  collection  is  now  fully  labelled,  so  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  of 
referring  to  a  catalogue ;  but  it  is  necessary  occasionally  to  renew  some 
of  the  labels  as  they  become  faded  or  otherwise  spoilt. 

Every  possible  care  is  exercised  to  keep  down  moth,  and  otherwise 
preserve  the  collection^  and  prevent  injury  to  all  belonging  to  it. 

There  still  exists  a  small  surplus  stock  of  the  printed  descriptive 
labels  belonging  to  the  Collection  of  Animal  Products,  and  occasionally 
applications  are  received  from  provincial  and  other  museums  for  a  set  of 
tnem.  During  the  past  year  two  applications  of  the  kind  were  made ; 
and  as  many  of  these  printed  labels  as  could  be  spared,  were  given  to 
the  Educational  Museum  at  Toronto,  and  to  the  Museum  of  the  College 
of  Pharmacy  at  Chicago,  both  in  the  United  States  of  America.

11.  Report  of  the  Division  Keeper  of  the  Food  Collection 
for  the  Year  1867. 

The   Iron   Building    having    been  removed  since  the  date  of  my  Remoral 
last  Report,  the  Food  Collection  has  been  transferred  to  the  corridor  **"^  "■ 
on  the  ground  floor,  immediately  under  the  official  residences,  where  it  SJStof 
is  now  exhibited.    The  present  space  apportioned  to  the  Collection  is  Pood  Col- 
considerably  less  than  that  it  occupied  when  in  the  gallery  of  the  Iron  ^^^^^^^ 
Building;  and  consequently  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  exhibit 
the  entire  series  of  illustrations  to  the  public. 

Substances  and  series  of  examples  which  seemed  less  important 
in  their  nature,  or  which  might  be  considered  of  a  duplicate  character, 
have,  therefore,  of  necessity  been  temporarily  withdrawn.  No  gaps  of 
any  consequence  have,  however,  been  left,  nor  has  the  educational 
value  of  the  collection  been  materially  interfered  with  by  the  removals 
alluded  to.  An  experiment  is  in  course  of  being  tried,  by  which  it  is 
hoped  that  the  whole  of  the  Food  Collection  can  be  arranged  in  its 
present  position,  and  even,  to  a  certain  extent,  give  room  for  future 
acquisitions.  I  allude  to  a  mode  of  turning  up  the  sloping  glazed  cases, 
ana  by  means  of  inside  movable  fittings,  showing  the  contents  of  each 
case,  rather  in  a  vertical  than,  as  at  present,  in  a  horizontal  way.  Two 
cases  will,  by  such  a  method,  occupy  the  space  now  taken  up  by  one. 
The  nature  of  the  present  allotted  space  unfortunately  does  not  admit 
of  such  close  keeping  to  the  scientific  classification  as  could  be  desired ; 
but  the  collection  is  arranged  as  nearly  as  possible  in  classified  order. 
Like  the  other  divisions  of  the  general  Museum,  label  boards  are  here 
and  there  placed  requesting  visitors  to  regard  the  present  arrangements 
of  many  objects  as  only  proWsional  during  the  erection  of  the  permanent 
buildings. 

But  few  illustrations  have  been  presented  to  the  Food  Museum 
during  the  past  year.  A  fair  specimen  of  the  Iguana  {Iguana  tuber- 
culata)  from  Demerara,  was  given  by  Mr.  E.  J.  Johnson,  a  resident 
there.  The  flesh  of  this  reptile,  cooked  in  various  ways,  is  frequentlv 
eaten  and  considered  a  great  delicacy  by  the  inhabitants  of  British 
Guiana  and  other  parts  of  South  America. 

The  only  purchases  were  six  cdlored  drawings  of  some  of  the  edible 
and  poisonous  fungi  indigenous  to  Great  Britain,  completing  a  very 
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Appendix  D.  valuable  series  of  forty  examples,  all  drawn  from  actual  Bpecimens  by 
the  artist  (Mr.  Worthiugton  Smitb). 

Every  object,  or  series  of  objects,  is  fuUv  labelled  throughout  the  Col- 
lection. From  time  to  time  many  of  the  labels  require  renewing,  and  this 
gives  a  good  deal  of  employment.  Printed  labels  are  gradually  sup- 
planting those  done  by  hand.  During  the  past  year,  683  labels  of  various 
sorts  have  been  prepared.  A  surplus  stock  exists  of  the  printed  de- 
scriptive labels  belonging  to  the  Collection,  and  applications  firom  pro- 
vincial museums  and  institutions  are  sometimes  made  for  permission  to 
have  sets  of  such  labels.  The  stock  is  now  getting  low,  some  of  the 
more  important  labels  being  quite  exhausted.  It  would  be  desirable, 
perhaps,  that  the  deficient  laoels  should  be  re-printed,  so  as  to  enable 
the  Department  to  comply  with  requests  for  duplicate  sets,  which  are 
invariably  much  appreciated  as  a  donation.  Sets  of  the  labels  men- 
tioned, as  full  as  each  could  be  made,  have  been  presented  during  the 
year  1867  to  the  Brighton  Sanitary  Museiui,  to  Nottingham,  for  an  in* 
tended  museum  there  in  connexion  with  the  Science  and  Art  Schools 
established  in  that  town,  and  to  Bolton  in  Lancashire.  A  set  has  also 
been  presented  to  each  of  the  following  Museums  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  the  Museum  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy  at  Chicago,  and 
the  Educational  Museum  at  Toronto. 

No  i4}plication  has  been  made  during  the  year  for  the  loan  of  the 
travelling  or  circulating  collection  illustrating  the  Food  Museum. 

The  intention  of  representin^r  the  Food  Collection  at  the  late  Uni- 
versal Exhibition  in  Paris  was  stated  in  mv  last  Report.  The  following

In  my  capacity  of  Jury  Delegate  at  the  Paris  Exhibition  to  the  classes 
constituting  the  Food  group,  I  am  enabled  to  say  that  the  above  series 
attracted  much  attention ;  but  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  getting  it 
arranged  sufficiently  early,  the  juries  were  not  able  to  examine  it  in  tune 
for  their  reports. 

Some  time  in  the  month  of  August  an  application  was  received  from  lUustmtioi.s 
the  India  Office  for  a  series  of  illustrations  of  the  Food  Collection  to  be  prepared  for 
prepared  for  the  Government  Central  Museum  at  Bombay,  the  cost  of  oJSwf 

E reparation  being  defrayed  by  the  India  Board.  This  application  Museum. 
aving  been  acceded  to,  ana  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense 
(50/.),  accepted,  the  following  illustrations  were  accordingly  completed, 
and  sent  on  the  23rd  of  December  to  the  India  Stores,  Belvedere  Road, 
for  transmission  to  Bombay.  I  may  say  that  Dr.  Birdwood,  the  curator 
of  the  Bombay  Museum,  being  at  the  time  in  London,  called  at  the 
Museum  and  made  the  selection.

Substances  and  models  necessary  to  represent  the  composition  of  the 
human  body. 

Substances  necessary  to  represent  the  chemical  analysis  of  beef, 
mutton,  pork,  fowl,  and  of  one  kind  of  fish  (the  sole).  Also  the 
chemical  analysis  or  composition  of  one  pound  of  each  of  the  follow- 
ing:— wheat,  barley,  oats,  rice,  maize,  rye,  beans,  peas,  millet, 
lentils,  dates,  figs,  coco-nut,  peaches,  cabbage,  tea,  coffee,  and 
tobacco. 

Large  table  or  diagram  of  the  composition  of  the  human  body. 

Four  dozen  stoppered  bottles  of  the  required  sizes. 

Nineteen  dozen  small  wooden  trays,  lined  with  tinfoil,  to  hold  the 
representative  substances. 

As  full  a  set  as  possible  from  the  surplus  stock  of  printed  descriptive 
labels,  and  two  sets  of  the  labels  required  for  the  illustrations. 

The  cost  of  the  above,  that  is,  of  the  substances,  trays,  and  bottles, 
was  within  the  estimate.  But  it  does  not  include  the  labels  and 
diagrams,  nor  the  labour  and  time  consumed  in  the  work  of  preparation. 

The  collection  forming  the  Economic  Fish  Museum,  belonging  to  SjoPSpl^* 
and  superintended  by  Mr.  Frank  Buckland,  has  been  removed  to  a  geum.  " 
more  convenient  and  suitable  position ;  and  arrangements  are  in  pro- 
gress by  which  visitors  to  the  General  Museum  will  have  access  to  this 
collection  under  the  usual  regulations.  No  convenience  exists  at  present 
in  the  Food  Museum  for  exhibiting  the  process  of  artificially  hatching 
out  the  eggs  of  salmon,  trout,  and  other  fish,  so  as  to  increase  the 
supply  of  that  kind  of  food;  but  in  Mr.  Buekland's  collection,  the 
puolic  will  have  the  advantage  of  witnessing  this  process  in  its  various 
stages,  as  well  as  of  examining  an  extensive  assortment  of  casts  of  fiah 
and  a  variety  of  piscicultural  appliances. 

Everything  in  the  Food  Collection  being  fully  labelled,  the  necessity 
of  referring  to  a  catalogue  is  to  a  great  extent  obviated ;  but  occasional 
applications  are  made  for  copies  of  the  last  edition  of  the  Food  Guide,    j 
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Appendix  D.  which  has  for  some  time  been  out  of  print.  It  has  been  decided  not  to 
reprint  the  Guide,  but  to  prepare  an  alphabetical  inventory  of  the  Col- 
lection instead,  embodying  most  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  Guide.  Such 
an  inventory  is  now  being  compiled  and  will  be  issued  when  completed.

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12.  Report  of  the  Division  Keeper  of  the  Miskum  cf  Cox- 

STRUCTION,   1867. 

The  portion  of  the  Museum  devoted  to  the  exhibition  of  materials  of 
building  and  construction,  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  186/, 
remained  without  any  alteration. 

Several  works  in  terra-cotta  in  the  crude  slate,  as  well  as  works 
having  enamelled  or  glazed  coloured  surfaces,  were  temporarily  re- 
moved from  the  Museum,  and  were  forwarded  to  France  for  display  at 
the  late  Paris  Universal  Exhibition. 

The  more  noteworthy  of  these  objects  were  the  architectural  illustra- 
tions, in  terra-cotta,  by  Messrs.  Blanchard  &  Co.,  London,  from  the 
pencil  of  the  late  Godfrey  Sykes,  for  the  decorations  of  the  new  perma- 
nent buildings  of  the  department,  and  the  drinking  fountains,  in  glazed 
or  enamelled  and  coloured  terra-cotta,  by  Messrs.  Minton  &  (5).,  of 
Stoke-upon-Trent,  taken  from  Italian  originals  in  the  Art  division  of 
the  Museum. 

In  the  month  of  July  the  whole  of  the  collection  was  removed  from 
its  original  position,  in  the  old  iron  building  of  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  to  the  southern  and  western  arcades  of  the  Royal  Horticulkiral 
Gardens,  and  it  has  be?n  there  entirely  re-arranged,  and  opened  for 
exhibition  to  the  public. 

This  removal  has  enabled  the  several  materials  used  in  building 
and  works  of  construction  to  be  displayed  to  far  greater  advantage  than 
formerly,  and  has  also  permitted  a  more  complete  and  thorough  classi- 
fication of  the  various  illustrations. 

Perhaps  the  works  in  terra-cotta,  both  of  foreign  and  English  manu- 
facture, as  applied  to  architectural  or  building  decoration,  may  be 
considered  as  a  display  unrivalled  in  England  at  least. 

The  collection  of  bricks,  tiles  for  flooring  and  roofing,  &c.,  embrace 
examples  of  the  principal  modern  improvements  in  this  manufacture ; 
and  the  cruder  materials,  such  as  building  stone,  marble,  &c.,  include  a 
large  series  of  English  and  foreign  products. 

In  consequence  of  the  unsettled  period  for  the  removal  of  the  col- 
lection of  building  materials  from  the  iron  building  of  the  Museum, 
the  number  of  new  objects  added  to  the  collection  during  the  year  was 
intentionally  curtailed  to  the  utmost.  Their  number  therefore  only 
amounts  to  35,  of  which  one  was  j)resented  and  34  were  exhibited  on 
loan. 

The  labelling  of  the  division  has  been  carefully  kept  up  and  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

The  catalogue  of  the  Museum  has  been  sold  out.  It  has  not  yet 
been  reprinted,  but  it  is  intended  that  a  revised  edition,  corrected  to 
the  latest  date,  shall  be  put  on  sale  again  to  the  public  \nth  as  little 
delay  as  possible.

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1.3.  Report  of  the  Sdperintendent  of  the  Naval  Museum.    MB^MEaaf- 

PIELD. 

During  the  period  which  has  elapsed  since  the  date  of  the  last  report  Models  sent 
on  the  Naval  Museum  a  considerable  number  of  models,  belonging  both  to  J^^is 
to  Her  Majesty's  Government  and  to  private  owners,  were  temporarily  ^^^"^»t»*'»- 
withdrawn  from  the  Naval  Gallery  and  sent  to  the  Exposition  Univer- 
selle  in  the  Champs  de  Mars  at  Paris.    'ITinse  have  now  been  returned, 
and,   for    the  most  part,  undamaeed.      A   few  fragile  models   have 
sufiTered  in   the  double  transit,  and  the  paint  and  vaniish   of  a  few 
others  has  also  received  injury,  but  no  permanent  mischief  has  been 
done,  nor  will  there  be  any  serious  expense  in  replacing  or  repairing  the 
slight  damages. 

Such  iiyuries  as  these  are  incidental  to  all  movements  of  museum 
articles.  But  the  loss  to  the  public  is  far  more  than  counterbalanced 
by  the  increase  of  information  given  and  obtained  on  subjects  so 
important  to  the  welfare  of  this  country  as  the  knowledge  of  Naval 
Architecture. 

The  models  thus  temporarily  ^vithdrawn  were : — two  half-block 
models  of  sailing  ships,  32  half-block  models  of  screw  steam  shins 
unarmoured,  t^vo  moaels  of  details  and  equipment,  exhibited  by  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty.  No  model  lent  or  given  to 
the  South  Kensington  Museum  by  a  private  owner  has  been  allowed  to 
quit  the  museum,  except  at  the  request  of  the  donor  or  proprietor. 

Besides  the  immediate  advantage  to  the  public  of  the  loan,  the  efiPect 
of  these  exhibitions  invariably  is  to  increase  the  permanent  collections 
by  the  gift  of  objects  prepared  for  the  temporary  display.  The  Naval 
Museum  will  be  increased  very  largely  by  the  direct  eflPect  of  the 
Exposition  of  1867. 

The  series  of  unarmoured  vessels  of  war  and  transports  have  been 
completed,  and  these  are  now  at  South  Kensington.

Napier,  Captain  Cowper  Cuico,  iuid  Charles  Kenwood,  Esq.  These  are 
a  complete  and  classified  series  of  full-powered  and  fully  ngged  turret- 
ships,  from  the  first-rate  line-of-battle  ship  to  the  convoy  ship  and 
ocean  despatch  boat,  with  every  detail  of  form,  structure,  rig,  and  equip- 
ment completely  illustrated.  It  is  not  my  province  to  offer  an  opinion 
on  their  merits  as  a  plan  for  the  formation  or  the  reconstruction  of  a 
navy.  But  as  a  series  of  models  they  are  unexcelled  in  completeness 
and  beauty  of  finish,  and  onl]^  surpassed  in  extent  by  the  magnificent 
series  of  our  ships  of  war  exhibited  by  the  Admiralty. 

The  following  are  the  models  for  future  turret-ships  by  Admiral 
Halstead,  R.N.,  in  conjunction  with  Messrs.  Napier,  Captam  Cowper 
Coles,  R.N.,  and  Charles  Kenwood,  Esq. : —

The  increase  of  the  Naval  Museum  has  rendered  it  necessary  to  add 
another  long  gallery,  formerly  part  of  the  Exhibition  building  of  1862, 
to  the  rooms  devoted  to  the  models.  This  is  not  yet  opened  to  the 
public.  The  collection  of  the  models  from  the  Paris  Exhibition  and 
from  the  donors  and  proprietors  has  only  just  ceased ;  but  the  arrange- 
ment has  now  begun,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  they  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  public. 

The  model  of  Sheemess  Dockyard  has  been  erected  in  this  gallery. 
It  has  not  been  possible  to  exhioit  the  whole  of  it  for  want  of  space, 
but  the  water  front  is  completely  shown,  together  with  all  the  docks  and 
basins,  and  the  most  important  buildings. 

The  ironclad  vessels  of  Her  Mi^eaty's  Navy  are  very  imperfectly, 
represented  in  the  Museum. 

Among  other  desiderata  may  be  mentioned  specimens  of  the  fishing 
boats  used  on  the  coast  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  Of  these  the 
Museum  possesses  only  one. 

If  a  complete  collection  of  these  boats  and  their  gear  could  be  got 
together,  it  would  not  only  be  at  some  future  time  a  matter  of  great 
historical  interest,  but  it  would  also  be  of  immediate  practical  utility.

Scott 
The  majolica  soffits  of  the  arches  in  the  centre  of  the  Theatre  Build-  p^^ 

mgf  designed  hy  Mr.  Gamble  and  executed  hj  the  Messrs.  Minton^  ^^new^~ 
have  been  fixed  since  the  date  of  the  last  report ;  and  the  mosaic  work  of  buildin?>- 
the  tympanum  of  the  pediment  and  for  the  lunettes,  and  also  for  the 
rectangular  panels  on  each  side  of  the  centre  block,  is  in  progress. 

In  the  interior^  the  ground  floor  corridor  connecting  the  North  Court  interior. 
with  the  western  part  of  the  Museum  under  the  Art  Training  schools 
and  residences,  is  nnished  and  open  to  the  public.  The  upper  corridor 
on  the  first  floor  is  also  in  use,  together  with  the  two  lower  flights 
of  the  western  staircase  which  lead  to  it ;  but  the  majolica  decorations 
of  this  portion  of  the  building  are  still  incomplete.  The  plastering, 
however,  is  finished,  and  the  majolica  for  the  staircase,  designed  by 
Mr.  Moody  and  executed  by  Messrs.  Minton,  is  being  fixed. 

The  kitchen  buildings  and  lavatories  in  connexion  with  the  refresh-  Lavatories, 
ment  rooms  under  the  Lecture  Theatre  are  fitted  with  all  necessary  JjJj^J^mg 
appliances,  and  are  in  use;  but  the  decorations  of  the  refreshment  &c. 
rooms  have  still  to  be  completed.    Those  of  the  Western  Dining  Room 
by  Messrs.  Morris  and  Co.,  will,  however,  shortly  be  finished,  with  the 
exception  of  the  pictures  for  the  panels,  and  Mr.  Poynter's  decorations         .    , 
for  the  East  Dining  Room  are  also  in  a  forward  state.      For  the 
larffe  Centre  Refreshment  Room,  the  majoUca  columns,  by  Mr.  Gamble 
ana  executed  by  Messrs.  Minton,  are  fixed,  and  one  of  the  stained  glass 
windows,  designed  also  by  Mr.  Gamble  and  executed  by  Mr.  Powell,  is 
in  place. 

The  staircases  from  the  first  floor  corridor,  east  and  west  of  the  Lee-  Staircase.. 
ture  llieatre,  are  complete  with  the  exception  of  the  wall  decorations, 
which  are  being  designed  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Scott.  Tenders  for  the  iron 
spandrill  decorations  of  the  screens  on  these  staircases  have  been  accepted, 
liie  designs  for  them  are  by  Mr.  Gamble,  from  a  sketch  by  the  late 
Mr.  Sykes. 

The  second  floor  of  the  Lecture  Theatre  block  and  the  third  floor  of  ligcturo 
the  Theatre  Buildings  are  completed  as  studios,  and  communicate  with  Theatre. 
the  Art  Schools. 

In  the  Lecture  Theatre  itself  the  apse  has  been  vaulted  over  to  re- 
ceive the  mosaic  decorations  which  are  being  designed  by  Mr.  Poynter. 
Contracts  have  also  been  entered  into  for  the  plastering  and  painting. 

The  entrance  doors  from  the  Quadrangle  to  the  llieatre  Building, 
executed  in  bronze,  are  ready  for  fixing,  unless  it  be  determined  to  gild 
them. 

A  contract  has  been  accepted  for  the  erection  of  the  New  Science  ^^f, 
Sdiools,  and  the  walls  are  carried  up  to  the  ground  floor  level.    Con-       ^  ^" 
tracts  have  also  been  entered  into  for  the  supply  of  the  terra  cotta  work 
for  the  next  two  floors. 

The  Office  and  Stores  extension  is  in  progress  including  a  public  stair-  Offices. 
case  and  Board  Room.    These  works  have  reached  the  ground  floor  level. 

A  design  has  been  made  and  a  contract  entered  into  for  the  erection  ^ 
of  an  auxiliary  Museum  at  Bethnal  Green,  for  which  the  iron  work*  q 
of  the  temporary  buildings  at  South  Kensington  will  be  re-used.    These 
temporaiy  buildings  are  now  being  removed,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Patent  Museum,  and  make  room  for  the  South  Court  Extension  and 
other  courts. 

The  North  staircase  walls  and  ceiling  are  being  coloured  and  deco- 
rated, and  its  stained-glass  windows,  designed  by  Mr.  Moody  and 
Mr.  Townroe,  and  executed  by  Mei  .;rs.  Powell  and  Son  and  Messrs. 
Layers  and  Barrand,  are  fixed.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  above  collections, 
and  on  the  additions  to  them  by  jpft,  loan,  or  purchase  during  the  past 
year. 

Pictures. — ^The  pictures  under  my  charge  have  had  careful  super- 
vision during  the  past  year,  and  their  condition  gives  evidence  that  the 
methods  adopted  for  warming,  lighting,  and  ventilating  the  galleries  in 
which  they  are  placed  are  successful,  as  I  have  not  to  report  any  injury 
arising  specially  from  these  causes,  nor  from  the  multitudes  who 
during  the  past  year  have  visited  the  galleries. 

Some  few  works,  painted  with  improper  i)igments  or  unsound 
vehicles,  continue  to  require  careful  supervision,  but  even  these  seem  to 
suffer  less  than  in  most  private  galleries. 

The  rooms  are  much  resorted  to  by  students,  and  the  applications  for 
permission  to  copy  have  been  as  fully  acceded  to  as  the  interests  of  the 
public  visiting  the  galleries  wiU  permit. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  to  examine  the 
question  of  the  heating,  lighting,  and  ventilation  has  not  yet  been 
completed,  probably  delayed  by  the  many  engagements  of  the  past  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  of  the  Department  of  accepting  works 
on  loan,  I  have  to  report  that  the  following  have  been  recently  lent,  or 
allowed  by  their  proprietors  to  remain  in  the  Museum,  for  exhibition,

1 .  During  the  past  year  several  of  the  catalogues  of  objects  in  the  progress 
Museum  have  been  republished,  and  the  Universal  Catalogue  of  Art  and  supply 
Books  has  been  sufficiently  advanced  to  make  a  first  appearance  in  \l^^ 
print. 

To  begin  with  those  re-issued.  The  Sheepshanks  Catalogue  has 
gone  through  a  fresh  edition,  and  accounts  of  some  fresh  paintings 
ngure  in  it. 

The  catalogue  of  the  Ellison  Collection  has  also  been  re-edited.  Dr. 
Ruland's  catalogue  of  the  cartoons  and  the  works  of  Raphael  has  gone 
through  a  fresh  edition.  For  this  purpose  it  seemed  best  to  forward 
the  work  to  Dr.  Ruland  himself  for  his  corrections,  which  were  received 
acoordinglv. 

Of  the  Educational  catalogues  and  supplemente  ihere  is  a  sufficiency. 

Of  the  Catalogues  of  the  Naval  Collection  there  is  a  sufficiency^ 
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Rep^bt  during  the  coming  year. 

M£.PoLLE2r.      Of  the  Sykes  Collection  there  are  sufficient  catalogues. 

The  Art  Library  Catalogues  will  not  be  re-issued^  but  substituted  by 
the  Universal  Catalogue. 

Only  a  few  copies  of  the  Loan  Collection  Catalogue  remain.  I  think 
this  should  be  re-issued. 

Supplemental  lists  of  the  Loan  Collection  are  published  from  time 
to  time. 

The  Art  Inventories  will  not  be  re-edited^  but  ;'ve  place  to  the 
Raster. 

The  Miniature  Catalogues  are  running  out.  They  might  have  a 
limited  re-issue  for  the  sake  of  amateurs,  and  in  view  of  a  more  complete 
history  of  British  portraiture. 

The  Portrait  Exhibition  of  1867  is  well  represented  as  to  catalogues. 

That  of  1866  by  only  a  limited  number,  but  no  re-issue  will  be 
reouired  for  the  present. 

The  Food  Gmdes  are  out  of  print;  but  as  the  disposition  of  that 
collection  is  now  under  consideration,  no  steps  will  be  taken,  I  presume, 
regarding  the  guide  books. 

2.  Of  catalogues  newly  received  and  published  the  most  important  is 
that  furnished  bvthe  new  Chronological  register,  of  which  a  considerable 
further  portion  has  gone  through  the  press. 

The  National  Portrait  Exhibition  of  the  year  has  been  furnished  with 
another  catalogue  on  the  same  plan  as  that  of  last  year ;  and  from  ^e 
numbers  issued  and  sold  it  must  be  ranked  amongst  the  productions  of 
the  kind  that  promise  to  be  a  valuable  record  of  British  pottraits  now 
in  the  country. 

3.  The  remaining  portions  of  the  Catalogue  of  Textile  Fabrics  have  been 
received  and  sent  to  press.  The  drawings  for  this  catalogue  are  now 
nearly  all  done,  and  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Vincent  Brookes,  the 
chromo-lithographers.  Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  execution  of  some  of 
these  drawings,  and  the  necessity  of  litniting  the  artists  employed  to 
executing  their  work  in  the  schools,  or  within  the  walls  of  the  Museum, 
they  could  only  be  entrusted  to  a  limited  number  of  hands.  They  are, 
however,  well  executed.  The  least  difficult  pieces  have  been  very  well 
copied  by  pupils  in  the  schools  under  the  able  supervision  of  Mr.  Her- 
man, the  deputy  head  master. 

4.  Of  the  Catalogue  of  Ecclesiastical  Vessels,  &c.,  of  which  the  collec- 
tion in  the  Museum  is  so  important,  portions  ore  shortly  expected. 

The  Catalogue  of  Migolica,  Ceramic  Ware,  &c.  is  understood  to  be 
well  advanceo.    No  portions  have  been  yet  received. 

Instructions  are  given  by  the  Director  for  obtaining  an  Introduction 
to  Mr.  Shaw's  Catalogue  of  MS.  Cuttings.  One  of  the  officers  of  thfi, 
British  Museum  has  Been  applied  to  for  the  purpose,  but  has  been  too 
much  occupied  to  be  able  to  undertake  it.  i  believe  that  another 
learned  writer  on  the  subject  will  be  able  to  supply  what  is  wanted. 

5.  Arrangements  are  in  course  of  settlement  for  such  additions  to  the 
Lace  Catalogue  as  to  make  it  complete  for  publication.  The  present 
collection  is  so  unconnected  that  some  consideration  is  required  before 
proceeding  with  this  catalogue  to  press. 

6.  An  interesting  Guide  to  the  Museum  has  been  edited,  containing 
plans  of  the  present  building,  with  general  indications  of  the  existing 
order  of  objects  exhibited. 

A  further  catalogue  of  photographs  on  sale  in  the  Arundel  Gallery 
attached  to  the  Museum,  has  been  published. 

7.  The  Library  has  been  furnished  with  a  catalogue  of  ^e  photographs 
that  form  its  collection.    This  work  is  carefully  done.    It  hiurdly  seemed 
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advifiable,  howeyer«  to  issue  more  than  a  limited  number  of  copies,  for  Appondlz  D. 

several  reasons.  rei»ort  bt 

1.  The  collection,  which  is  vetj  useful  and  extensive,  grows  rapidly.  itB.PoLLB?r. 
The  large  and  very  interesting  oouection  is  ordered  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Parker, 

of  Oxford,  containing  a  full  lUustralion  of  the  ancient  walls  and  gates 
of  Rome.  These  curious  relics  illustrate  all  periods  of  Roman  architec- 
ture from  the  Consular  period,  including  the  "  Opus  reticulatum,"  the 
Aurelian  walls,  those  of  Belisarius,  the  Quarters  of  the  Pretorians,  &c. 
They  wiU  greatly  augment  the  collection. 

2.  The  arrangements  most  easjr  for  enabling  the  student  to  put  bis 
hand  on  any  iUuBtration  he  requires  will,  probably,  be  hereafter  better 
determined  when  the  plan  of  the  second  part  of  the  Universal  Catalogue 
of  Art  Books  is  completed. 

3.  It  would  be  desirable  that  all  catalogues  of  the  drawings,  engrav** 
ings,  photographs,  &o.  of  the  National  Art  Libnuy  should  fall  in  with 
those  plans,  so  as  to  bring  all  such  matter  into  an  orderly  and  systematic 
connexion. 

A  limited  issue,  however,  of  the  Catalogue  of  Photographs  has  been 
found  indispensable  for  the  use  of  the  library,  and  as  groundwork  for 
future  anrangement. 

8.  A  very  complete,  or  at  least  a  very  important,  part  of  the  Museum 
Collections — ^the  Casts — are  without  a  catalogue.  Foreigners  not  unfre- 
aneotly  apply  for  such  a  work.  Besides  the  general  students'  modds  of 
uie  well-known  cJaaainal  sculptures,  the  Museum  has  a  rich  collection 
of  decorative  pieoes  of  sculpture,  in  plaster,  of  all  periods,  from  the  cele« 
brated  Tn^an  colimm  down  to  the  16th-centu^  monument  of  Sir 
Francis  Vere. 

It  would  be  desirable  to  put  such  a  work  in  hand,  and  the  illustra- 
tions could  either  be  done  in  wood,  stone,  or  the  new  process  of  printing 
photonaphs,  or,  probably,  all  these  methods. 

9.  The  Universal  Catiuogue  of  Books  on  Art  was,  bv  an  arrangement  SjS®"*^ 
with  the  "  limes "  newspaper,  printed  and  circulated  in  the  sheets  of  Art  B^a? 
that  journal.    Two  issues  of  six  columns  each  (of  the  letter  A)  were, 
however,  all  that  appeared. 

The  enormous  number  of  copies  printed  and  circulated  by  this  means 
gave  the  Department  a  great  advantage  in  the  matter  of  cost.  No  other 
system,  out  of  several  very  elaborately  calculated,  could  compare,  as  to 
cost  and  quantity  produced,  with  the  method  so  tried. 

In  consequence  of  objections  raised  in  the  House  of  Commons,  this 
plan  was  discontinued,  as  above  stated,  by  order  of  mv  Lords. 

A  calculation  of  the  cost  of  publishing  in  the  "  Bookseller,"  a  peri- 
odical of  which  the  nature  is  explained  by  its  name ;  a  calculation  for 
publishing  independently  of  any  literaiy  periodical,  and  numerous  other 
methods  were  fully  considered.  My  Lords  have  decided,  on  a  proposal 
made  by  the  editor  of  "Notes  and  Queries,"  a  periodical  specially 
devoted  to  the  discussion  and  elucidation  of  literary,  historical,  and 
other  difficulties,  to  take  advantage  of  the  o£Pers  made,  and  to  circulate 
theproof  sheets  of  the  catalogue  in  that  journal. 

These  sheets  appear  weekly,  and  are  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  paper 
so  as  to  be  separable,  and  to  form,  when  collected,  a  convenient  and 
handy  volume  equal  to  the  largest  8vo.  form. 

About  120  titles  on  one  sheet  are  published  weekly ;  but  double  sheets, 
or  even  more,  can  be  inserted  when  the  matter  seems  to  demand  a  more 
rapid  progress. 

The  preliminary  matter  is  now  collected  for  nearly  the  whole  alphabet. 
About  a  fourth  part  is  well  arranged  and  complete,  as  far  as  contribu- 
tions of  pubhc  hbraries  can  carry  it. 

In  order,  however,  to  put  the  work  out  in  as  complete  a

Spain,  Portugal,  Holland,  Denmark,  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
have  welcomed  the  work  warmly  as  a  common  gain  to  art  literature. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  secure  such  goodwill,  because  much 
useful  criticism  and  assistance  is  thereby  secured.  ContributionSy  in 
earnest  of  these  assurances,  have  been  sent  in  from  all  sources. 

The  meeting  of  the  Archeological  Congress  of  Bel^um  at  Antwerp, 
in  August  last,  gave  occasion  to  the  invitation  of  official  delegates  from 
the  various  European  governments.  Besides  the  countries  just  named, 
the  accomplished  ministers  of  the  Turkish  and  Brazilian  governments, 
from  Brussels,  were  directed  to  attend  this  meeting. 

The  editor  of  the  catalogue  took  the  opportunity  of  fully  entering 
into  the  Question  before  these  learned  persons,  explaining  the  plan  of  the 
work,  ana  the^ confidence  with  which  my  Lords  look  to  other  countries 
for  assistance. 
No  question  discussed  at  that  conference  excited  a  warmer  interest.

SoRVEY,  the  Museum  of  Practical  Geology,  the  Royal  ^^52" 

School  of  Mines,  and  the  Mining  Record   Office,  for  subvbt, 
the  Year  1867. 

In  the  past  year  the  numher  of  persons  employed  in  the  Geological  Increase 
Survejr  of  the  United  Kingdom  has,  by  order  of  the  Lords  of  the  ftivy  oi^wSatioii 
Council  on  Education^  undergone  a  considerable  augmentation,   by  of  staff. 
adding  33  new  assistant-surveyors  to  the  force,   19  of  whom  have 
already  been  appointed.    The  organization  of  the  body  has  also  been 
changed  and  modified,  by  constituting  a  separate  director  for  Scotland, 
the  uuree  surveys  at  present  under  my  direction  being  placed  under 
Professor  Ramsay,  F.R.S.,  for  England  and  Wales;  J.  Beete  Jukes, 
F.R.S.,  for  Ireland;  Archibald  Geikie,  F.R.S.,  for  Scotland.    These 
officers  are  no  longer  termed  local  directors,  but  are  appointed  as 
directors  severally  of  each  of  the  three  kingdoms. 

Certain  of  the  senior  geological  surveyors  have  been  promoted  to  the 
newly  created  posts  of  "  district  survevors,"  it  being  the  wish  of  the 
Government  that,  whilst  serving  under  the  directors,  these  officers 
should  be  responsible  for  the  satisfactory  completion  of  large  districts, 
by  inspecting  and  controUing  the  labour  of  their  subordinates.  Of 
inese  district  sur^'eyors,  whose  salaries  amount  to  400/.,  rising  eventually 
to  500/.,  two  have  been  appointed  in  England,  viz.,  Mr.  W.  Talbot 
Aveline  and  Mr.  U.  W.  Bristow,  F.R.S. ;  in  Ireland  one,  viz.,  Mr. 
George  V.  Du  Noyer;  and  in  Scotland  one,  viz.,  Mr.  E.  Hull,  F.R.S. 

Of  the  33  assistant-geologists  to  be  added  to  the  staff  of  the  three 
kingdoms,  viz.,  21  for  England,  6  for  Ireland,  and  6  for  Scotland,  the 
requisite  number  of  candidates  were  examined,  but  of  these  10  failed  to 
pass  the  Civil  Service  Examination,  which  took  place  in  July  last.  The 
result  has  been  that  the  Survey  has  thus  been  actually  furnished  with 
19  recruits  only,  and,  as  these  officers  have  to  be  instructed  before  any 
good  work  could  be  eHcited  from  them,  it  has  followed  of  necessity  that 
little  addition  has  as  yet  been  made  to  the  amount  of  mapping,  section 
drawing,  and  the  publication  of  descriptive  notices,  &c.  As,  however, 
several  of  these  young  men  have  already  shown  good  aptitude  for  Survey 
work,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  ensuing  year  a  marked 
addition  will  be  made  to  our  progress.  Again,  in  the  ensuing  spring, 
the  14  vacancies  still  remaining  to  fill  up  the  number  will  be  addea,  and 
thus  in  the  end,  but  not  very  speedily,  the  future  annual  results  will  be 
considerably  larger  than  in  former  years.  For  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  art  and  practice  of  geological  surveying  cannot  be  rapidly 
attained ;  and  as  much  of  the  time  of  the  senior  and  practised  .surveyors 
must  be  taken  up  in  instructing  the  juniors,  the  period  when  a  veiy 
decided  augmentation  in  the  field-work  and  publications  may  be  looked 
for  cannot  be  reckoned  upon  until  the  close  of  the  year  1869. 

England  and  Wales, — Professor  Ramsay  reports  that  365  square  miles  S.^'X^  9^ 
have  been  surveyed  in  the  counties  of  Essex,  Hertford,  Northampton,  and  Wales. 
Leicester,  Rutland,  Somerset,  and  Gloucester,  including  in  the  two  last- 
mentioned  counties  the  delineation  upon  previous  maps  of  the  relations 
of  the  so-called  Rhoetic  or  Penarth  beds,  which  are  intercalated  between 
the  Lias  and  the  Red  or  Keuper  Marls. 

In  the  northern  counties  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  Westmore- 
land, York,  and  Lancaster,  692  square  miles  have  been  surveyed,  in  . 
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illustration  of  various  palaeozoic  formations,  chieflv  of  the  carboniferous 
age,  besides  104  square  miles  in  Derbyshire,  which  nave  been  re-surveyed. 

In  this  total  area  of  1,16*2  square  miles  the  delineation  of  the  super- 
ficial deposits,  as  well  as  of  the  subjacent  rocks,  has  been  completed. 
Including  the  work  done  in  preceding  years,  24  quarter  sheets  have 
been  surveyed  in  all  for  the  superficial  deposits,  embracing  an  area  of 
more  than  5,000  square  miles.  These  sheets  are  now  being  prepared  for 
the  engravers,  according  to  an  annexed  plan.     [See  Index  Map  B.) 

A  larger  result  would  have  been  obtained  had  not  some  time  been 
spent  in  the  instruction  of  the  newly  appointed  surveyors,  and  also  in 
collecting  information  in  certain  coal  fielas,  to  aid  the  inquiries  of  the 
Royal  Coal  Commission,  an  object  of  great  importance. 

Although  one  map  only  on  the  1-inch  scale,  Aaz.,  46  S.E.,  has  been 
published  in  the  past  year,  two  whole  sheets  (2  and  3)  and  seven  quarter 
sheets,  viz.,  1  N.E.,  S.E.,  88  S.E.,  89  N.E.,  98  S.E.,  108  S.W.,  S.E., 
are  being  engraved.    {See  Index  Map  A.) 

Professor  Ramsay  regrets  the  delay  which  has  occurred  on  the  part  of 
the  Ordnance  Map  Office  in  furnishing  him  with  the  maps  prepared 
with  the  new  geological  lines,  thus  impeding  a  larger  amount  of 
publication. 

On  the  scale  of  6  inches  to  the  mile,  five  maps  illustrating  the  Lanca- 
shire coal  field  have  been  published,  and  five  also  of  the  Northumber- 
land and  Durham  coal  fields,  whilst  one  map  of  Northumberland,  six 
maps  of  Durham,  and  four  maps  of  Lancashire  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
engraver. 

With  reference  to  the  total  area  supervnsed  by  Professor  Ramsay,  it 
is  to  be  recollected  that  the  original  survey  and  preparation  of  certain 
maps  of  Scotland  had  been  made  under  his  direction  before  the  Survey 
of  tliat  kingdom  was  confided  to  Mr.  Geikie. 

Five  sheets  of  horizontal  sections  have  been  published  illustrative  of 
the  coal  fields  and  secondary  rocks  of  Lancashire  and  Derbyshire,  and 
seven  other  sheets  of  the  same  sections,  together  with  several  sheets  of 
vertical  sections,  are  in  preparation. 

Instead  of  publishing  small  fasciculi,  descidptive  of  quarter  sheets 
only,  I  deemed  it  to  be  more  instructive  for  geologists  and  the  public 
that  we  should  combine  them,  and  describe  only  natural  groups  of  strata, 
which  occupy  large  areas.  On  this  principle  preparation  is  now  being 
made  to  illustrate  in  six  sheets  the  large  Wealden  district  of  Kent, 
Surrey,  and  Sussex ;  a  similar  work  will  embrace  all  the  cretaceous  and 
tertiary  rocks  of  the  London  basin ;  and  a  third  memoir  will  describe 
the  northern  part  of  the  Lancashire  coal  field  around  Burnley. 

Professor  Ramsay  further  reports  that  the  sale  of  the  maps,  sections, 
and  memoirs  of  the  Survey  during  the  past  year  exhibits  a  considerable 
falling  off  by  comparison  ynX\i  that  of  the  preceding  year,  being  only  as 
2,2/8  to  3,140,  a  diminution  which  he  considers  may  be  probably 
accounted  for  by  the  increased  price  charged  for  each  sheet  by  the 
Stationery  Ofiice,  coupled  vnXh  the  fact  of  the  general  depression  of 
trade.    {See  Table  IV.  of  the  return  of  Maps  sold,  |-c.) 

Geological  Survey  of  Ireland.— -'Mv,  Jukes,  the  director,  repoits  as 
follows : — 

1.  The  6-inch  data  maps. —The  new  ground  of  which  the  geological 
data  have  been  entered  on  the  G-inch  maps  during  the  year  1867 
amounts  to  713  square  miles,  the  linear  Tniles  of  boundary  traced  being 
about  1,059  miles,  and  the  number  of  miles  of  coast  examined  being  324 
miles.  This  area,  in  the  counties  of  Antrim,  Down,  Oalway,  Mayo, 
Roscommon,  and  Sligo,  would  have  been  larger,  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  loss  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Foot,  who  was  accidentally  drowned  in  January 
last,  which  melancholy  event  reduced  the  number  of  field  surveyors  to 
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three,  and  deprived  the  Survey  of  one  of  its  most  efficient  officers.    The  iLppendiz  E. 

accompanying  index  map  (C.)  is  coloured  to  show  the  area  surveyed  bbpoetbt 

previously  to  the  year  1867,  that  which  M'as  examined  during  1867,  and     Sib  &.  i. 

that  which  which  will  be  next  entered  on.  Muiicni- 

soy. 

2.  The  1-inch  publication  map. — We  have  issued  nine  new  sheets 
(No3.  88,  89,  90,  91,  92,  96,  97,  106,  and  107)  of  the  l-inch  map,  bring- 
ing up  the  total  number  of  sheets  published  to  111.  The  accompanying 
coloured  index  map  (D.)  shows  the  sheets  published  during  the  year 
1867,  as  well  as  those  previously  published,  and  those  which  are  in 
preparation. 

3.  Explanation  of  the  maps. — One  new  number  of  the  explanations 
has  been  pubUshed  during  the  year  1867,  containing  the  description  of 
four  sheets  of  the  1-inch  map.  The  total  number  of  explanations  now 
pubtished  is  53,  containing  full  descriptions  of  the  districts  included  in 
92  out  of  the  111  published  sheets  of  the  1-inch  map.  ITie  accompany- 
ing coloured  index  map  (E.)  shows  the  area  of  which  explanations 
have  been  published  during  the  last  year,  that  of  which  they  had  pre- 
viously been  published,  and  those  now  in  hand. 

4.  Collection  of  specimens. — Mr.  Bailv  reports  the  niunber  of  speci- 
mens of  fossils  collected  by  himself  and  the  two  fossil  collectors  as  4,240, 
and  the  number  of  fossils  examined  as  2,300,  of  which  800  were 
tableted  and  placed  in  the  museum,  and  1 ,200  were  selected  as  dupli- 
cates for  other  museums.  He  has  also  continued  the  necessary  revision 
of  our  museum  collection,  and  supplied  for  our  publications  remarks 
upon  the  fossils,  accompanied  by  the  necessary  illustratiive  drawings, 
and  has  visited  fossil  localities  in  the  counties  of  Wicklow,  Wexford, 
Waterford,  and  Clare.  Numerous  rock  specimens,  illustrative  of  the 
different  districts,  have  also  been  supphed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
different  officers  of  the  Survey. 

Geological  Survey  of  Scotland, — This  Survey  having  been  this  year  Survey  of 
detached  from  that  of  Great  Britain,  and  constituted  a  separate  branch,  Scotland, 
under  the  special  direction  of  Mr.  Archibald  Geikie,  a  report  of  pro- 
gress has  been  made  to  me  by  him,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
outline : — 

The  separation  of  the  Surveys  took  effect  onljr  on  the  1st  of  April  last, 
when  the  staff  consisted  of  three  surveyors  only  in  excess  of  that  of  last 
year,  and  the  following  is  the  amount  of  work  which  has  been  carried 
on : — ^The  field  survey  nas  been  prosecuted  in  the  counties  of  Ayr,  Ren- 
frew, Lanark,  and*  Dumfries,  over  an  area  of  319^^  square  miles,  the 
details  of  which  are  given  previously  in  a  table  showing  relatively  the 
amount  of  square  miles  surveyed  and  inspected  in  the  above  counties  in 
the  carboniferous  rooks  and  their  subdivisions,  in  the  old  red  sandstone 
and  upper  silurian  formations,  as  well  as  over  large  spaces  of  metamor* 
phic  and  igneous  rocks. 

The  great  coal  field  of  Ayrshire  is  nearly  completed,  most  of  the  Mtps. 
maps  relating  to  it  being  at  the  engravers,  or  in  preparation ;  and  the 
aggregate  depth  of  the  vertical  sections  of  collieries  obtained  amounts 
to  48,183  feet. 

The  accompanying  outline  map  shows  the  state  of  publication  of  the 
mans.    {See  Index  Map  F.) 

Of  the  maps  on  the  1-inch  scale,  three  sheets,  viz.,  7>  13,  and  40  have 
been  published  in  the  year,  and  three  others,  which  are  in  a  state  of 
forwardness,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  published  in  1868.  Of  the  maps  on 
the  6-inch  scale,  ten  sheets  are  nearly  engraved,  viz.,  30,  35,  and  36, 
pertaining  to  Fife  and  Kinross,  and  27,  28,  33,  34,  40,  46,  and  52,  to 
Ayrshire.  In  addition,  twenty-one  sheets,  illustrating  the  coal  basin  of 
Ayrshire,  are  preparing  for  the  engraver.  ^  , 
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Appendix  E.      Memoirs  descriptive  of  the  sheets  7>  13, 14,  22,  24,  40,  and  41,  on 
the  1-inch  scale,  are  in  preparation. 

The  incomplete  state  of  the  Ordnance  Topographical  Map,  or  baais  of 
the  Geolof(ica]  Survey,  up  to  the  year  1863,  prevented,  at  that  time,  the 
Geological  Map  from  being  continuously  extended.  The  work  dT  the 
Survey,  which  nad  till  then  been  advancmg  through  the  south-western 
counties,  had,  in  consequence,  to  be  transferred  to  Ayrshire,  the  com- 
plete ordnance  maps  of  which  county  had  been  published.  Now,  with 
the  completion  of  a  large  portion  of  the  ordnance  maps,  the  field  work 
of  the  Ueological  Surv^  has  been  thus  restored  to  a  compact  and  cor- 
rected form ;  and  Mr.  Cfeikie  proposes  to  work  northwards  and  south- 
wards from  the  completed  ground.  Thus,  the  survey  of  the  great  coal 
basin  of  the  Clyde  will  be  commenced  in  the  spring,  under  the  conduct 
of  the  district  surveyor,  Mr.  £.  Hull ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  survey 
of  the  southern  counties  will  be  extended  towards  the  English  border. 
In  this  way,  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  report  of  next  year  will  announce 
very  considerable  additions  to  the  work  already  accomplished. 

Natural  History  Branch  of  the  Survey  and  Museum, 

Fossils.  The  naturalist.  Professor  Huxley,  reports  that  in  the  present  year 

1961  specimens  of  fossils  have  been  added  to  the  Museum.  Of  these, 
the  collection  of  the  greatest  value  is  that  of  the  Oolitic  series  procured 
from  Mr.  Lycett,  inasmuch  as  many  of  these  forms  have  been  figured 
and  described  as  types.  In  the  way  of  donations,  531  specimens  have 
been  received.  In  a  list  of  purchases,  which  has  been  prepared,  it  is 
shown  that  the  total  number  of  specimens  so  acquired  amounts  to  3,238. 

All  the  cretaceous  fossils  have  been  retableted,  and  duplicates  have 
been  removed  to  the  stores. 

The  Palseontologist  Mr.  R.  Etheridge,  reports  that  the  Lycett  Col- 
lection of  Great  Oolite  Fossils  has  been  completely  re-named  and 
arranged,  and  observes,  that  these  specimens  are  unrivalled,  as  being 
the  very  types  figured  by  the  Palieontographical  Society.  The  spedmens 
removed  to  make  room  for  this  collection  will  be  sent  to  the  museums 
of  Dublin  and  Edinburgh.  274  Ammonites  from  the  Lias  and  Oolitea 
of  Somersetshire,  Dorsetshire,  Gloucestershire,  and  Yorkshure  have  also 
been  named  and  arranged ;  these  form  part  of  a  series  of  23,000  speci- 
mens now  undergoing  examination,  and  which  will  be  named  in  the 
ensuing  year.  Several  other  grouns  of  fossils  have  been  named  and 
tabletted,  amounting  in  all  to  4,193  specimens,  including  collectiona 
from  the  Lower  and  Upper  Silurian,  Lias,  and  Oolites,  Neocomian  and 
other  Cretaceous  formations,  as  well  as  from  the  Post-Pliocene  deposits. 

Museum  of  Practical  Geology, 

On  the  14th  January  last,  the  preparations  for  lighting  the  Museum 
by  gas  having  been  completed,  it  was  opened  to  the  public  until  10  p.m. ; 
ana  since  that  date  the  Museum  has  oeen  kept  open  on  Mondays  and 
Saturdays  from  10  a.m.  until  10  p.m. 

The  number  of  visitors  has  amounted  to  24,292  in  the  daytime,  and 
19,110  in  the  evening,  making  a  total  of  43,402. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  hghting  up  of  the  Museum  on  two 
evenings  of  the  week  has  not  attracted  that  aaditional  number  of  visitors 
which  might  have  been  expected ;  for,  excluding  the  working  men  and 
others  who  have  attended  the  lectures  delivered  in  the  evening,  the 
average  number  of  visitors  has  only  amounted  to  about  60  per  night.

Mining  Record  O^e.— In  last  year  Mr.  R.  Hunt  obtained  a  number  ¥J^ 
of  additional  records  in  Devonshire  and  Cornwall  respecting  the  state  of  oSSbT 
the  mines,  which,  owing  to  the  depression  in  mining  operations,  have 
been  abandoned.  Having  collected  the  statistics  of  the  iron  oie  pro- 
duce of  Northamptonshire,  Lincolnshire,  and  Yorkshire,  he  next  visited 
various  coal  tracts,  as  well  as  lead  mining  districts.  In  this  inquiry 
more  than  usual  exertion  was  required  to  obtain  all  the  reouisite  know- 
ledge from  proprietors  and  lessees,  who  had  to  admit  a  falling  off  in 
the»  transactions.  The-  result  of  these  labours  will  appear  in  the 
Mineral  Statistics  of  1867.  -  '^    ,  „    ,.  .,  x      ^       i. 

The  endeavour  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Coal  Exchange  of  London,  by  Publication 
instituting  proceedings  in  Chancery  against  the  Treasury,  to  stop  the  ^^^^^^ 
publication  of  the  City  coal  returns  in  the  Mineral  Statistics,  has  been  ^ 
foiled,  and,  by  the  dnrection  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  civic  authorities, 
the  same  full  information  as  heretofore  is  farnished  to  the  Mining 
Record  Office.    The  r^  practical  value  of  the  Mineral  Statistics  is  now 
admitted  by  Members  of  Parliament  and  the  public. 

I  may  also  state  that  the  position  occupied  by  Mr.  Robert  Hunt  as  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Coal  Commission  nas  enabled  him  to  enrich  his 
official  documents  m  this  important  branch  of  the  Mineral  Statistics.

Dr.  Frankland,  as  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  Royal  School  of 
Mines,  reports  that  the  laboratories  under  his  management  contain  as

Of  23  students  who  were  examined,  12  passed  in  the  first  class ;  and 
of  those  who  have  been  specially  occupied  in  chemical  analvses,  seven 
gentlemen  have  been  selected  to  proceed  to  India  on  the  1  elegraphic 
StafiP  of  the  Indian  Government. 

The  courses  of  lectures  on  mineral  and  organic  chemistry,  given  in 
the  theatre  of  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry,  have  been  attended  by 
an  industrious  and  exemplary  class  of  students;  and  in  addition  to 
these  duties.  Dr.  Frankland  has  given  in  the  evening  a  course  on  "  The 
Chemistry  of  Water  "  to  a  crowded  and  attentive  audience  of  working 
men,  in  the  theatre  in  Jermvn  Street. 

Public  attention  having  been  directed  to  the  serious  defects  in  the 
quality  of  the  water  at  present  supplied  to  the  metropolis,  and  a  Royal 
Commission  having  been  appointed  to  inquire  into  this  subject,  Dr. 
Frankland  has,  at  the  request  of  that  body,  minutely  investigated  42 
different  samples  of  water  from  North  Wales  and  Cumberland,  the  pro- 
posed sources  of  future  supplies.  He  has  sent  in  to  the  Commission  an 
elaborate  report  on  the  chemical  and  sanitary  qualities  of  these  samples, 
as  well  as  of  the  waters  at  present  supplied  to  London  by  the  existing 
companies. 

Afthe  request  of  the  Board  of  Conservators  of  the  Thames,  Dr. 
Frankland  has  further  been  engaged,  in  conjunction  with  Drs.  Letheby 
and  Odling,  in  an  investigation  (not  yet  completed)  of  the  best  mode  of 
dealing  with  the  large  volumes  of  sewage  which  are  now  thrown  into 
the  Thames  by  the  towns  situated  above  the  point  at  which  the  present 
water  supply  of  London  is  drawn  from  the  river.

Conclusion, 

Conclusion.  In  conclusion,  I  have  to  record  the  occurrence  of  certain  proceedings 
during  the  past  year  which,  although  they  do  not  fall  into  the  report 
upon  the  progress  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Britain,  or  its  aiEliated 
Royal  School  of  Mines,  show  that  this  establishment  has  been  rendered 
useful  to  three  different  departments  of  Her  Miyesty's  Government. 
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Lord  Stanley,  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs,  having  Appendix  B. 

agun  consulted  me  as  to  what  portions  of  the  reports  upon  the  produce         

of  coal  in  India  and  other  British  colonies  might  with  advantage  be     si^R^f'^ 
printed  for  the  use  of  Parliament,  I  have  advised  as  follows : — ^That  the     MuRcni- 
report  of  Professor  Oldham,  the  able  Superintendent  of  the  Geological         ^^^' 
Survey  of  India,  should  be  the  first  of  the  selected  documents.     This  ^^j!  -"   , 
report  indicates  the  range,  amount,  and  value  of  all  the  coal  deposits  at  thoO[>loaic8. 
present  known  in   India.    It  further  shows  that  though  of  inferior 
quality  (being  of  younger  geological  date  than  British  coal,  and  also 
inapplicable  to  ocean  steam  navigation),  vet  it  is  of  real  value  for  all 
internal  purposes  of   communication,  whether  by  the  rivers  or  the 
railroads. 

In  reference  to  the  subject  of  coal  in  India,  and  at  the  request  of  Her 
Majesty's  Secretary  for  India,  I  recommended  Mr.  Mark  Fryar  to  be 
appointed  a  mining  geologist  in  India,  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
OJdham;  and  this  appointment  has  been  carried  out. 

The  coal  of  Trinidaid,  though  only  a  superior  sort  of  tertiary  lignite, 
which  occurs  in  the  cliffs  on  the  western  coast  of  the  island,  as  explained 
in  the  published  report  of  the  Geology  of  Trinidad,  by  Messrs.  Wall  and 
Sawkins,*  has  been  found  useful  in  steam  navigation ;  and  a  brief  report 
upon  it,  which  has  been  prepared  by  order  of  the  Governor,  is  worthy  of 
attention. 

The  coal  of  Tasmania,  being  for  the  most  part  of  the  same  age  as  the 
old  or  best  coal  of  Brituu  (if  eventually  found  in  sufficient  quantity) 
will  prove  valuable  for  steamers,  and  for  supplying  the  wants  of  Vic- 
toria. The  report  of  Mr.  C.  Gould,  the  Geological  Surveyor  of  Tasmania, 
describes  the  limited  extent  over  which  the  coal  deposits  have  been 
examined. 

Although  I  have  not  been  called  upon,  on  this  occasion,  to  advert  to 
the  importance  of  the  coalfields  of  Newfoundland  and  Nova  Scotia,  I 
venture  to  give  it  us  my  opinion  that  eventually  they  will  be  found  to 
be  of  great  national  importance;  inasmuch  as  they  are  all  of  the  same 
age  as  the  valuable  carboniferous  rocks  of  the  parent  country. 

Before  I  quit  the  consideration  of  the  geological  structure  of  the  Burve^of 
British  Colonies,  it  is  my  agreeable  duty  to  announce  that  the  Survey  ^^^^^^ 
of  Jamaica  has  been  completed,  with  an  accompanying  geological  map, 
and  numerous  diagrams  and  sections,  lliis  important  work  being  now 
in  course  of  publication,  the  authors,  Messrs.  Sawkins  and  Browne, 
have  proceeded  to  British  Guiana,  to  explore  that  country,  in  continua- 
tion of  the  Geological  Survey  of  the  West  Indies. 

On  the  part  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council,  I  have  been  requested.  Sanitary 
through  Dr.  Simon,  the  head  of  the  Medical  Department  of  that  office.  Inquiries 
to  assist  in  determining  the  sanitary  question,  of  how  far  the  prevalence 
of  phthisis  and  fever  depend  upon  the  damp  soil  which  covers  certain 
geological  formations.     On  that  occasion.  Dr.  Buchanan,  the  medical 

Ctleman  employed,  was,  by  my  direction,  aided  by  Mr.  Whitaker,  who 
prepared  the  geological  map  of  London  and  its  environs ;  and  the 
result  was,  the  issue  of  a  map  showing  the  distribution  of  cholera  in 
this  tract. 

Sudden  and  alarming  fevers  having  extended  over  parts  of  Essex,  and 
particularly  at  and  around  the  parish  of  Terling,  I  next  directed 
Mr.  W^hitaker,  who  is  well  acquainted  with  the  subsoils  of  these  dis* 
tricts,  to  co-operate  with  Dr.  Inome  Thome,  employed  by  the  Medical 
Board;  and  1  hope  that  in  the  ensuing  year  our  science  will  have  been 
found  useful  in  ascertaining  one  of  the  causes  of  these  calamities,  t.e.j

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the  ar^llaceous  nahiie  of  the  sabsoil,  and  thus  lead  to  some  effectual 
Temedies. 

Lastly,  returning  to  the  consideration  of  the  present  state  of  the 
Geological  Survey,  I  must  mention  that  grave  doubts  having  been 
publicly  .thrown  upon  the  accuracy  of  the  published  maps,  even  as 
respected  the  age  of  a  large  portion  of  the  rocks  of  North  Devon  and 
West  Somerset,  it  became  mv  duty  to  ascertain  tiie  vahie  of  the  objec* 
tions  which  had  been  raised  by  my  respeeted  associate,  Mr.  Jukes,  the 
Director  of  the  Irish  Survey.  By  observations  of  my  own  in  North 
Devon,  in  company  with  Mr.  Bristow,  and  also  in  West  Somerset,  when 
alone,  I  satisfied  myself,  in  the  year  1865,  that  the  order  of  suooession 
first  pointed  out  by  Professor  Sedgwick  and  myself,  and  which  up  to 
that  time  had  been  followed  by  all  geologists,  including  my  predecessor 
Sir  Henry  de  la  Beche,  and  I^fessor  Phillips,  was  essentially  the  true 
one.    But,  in  order  thoroughly  to  test  a  question  which  had  been  raised 

Sa  practised  geologist,  it  was  necessary  to  institute  a  close  examination 
the  range  of  the  several  subdivisions  of  these  rocks,  and  to  define 
accurately  the  fossils  which  characterized  each  of  them.  For  this  pur- 
pose I  requested  Mr.  Etheridge,  the  Palasontologist  of  the  Survey,  to 
undertake  this  task ;  and  1  am  happy  to  state  that  he  has  executed  it 
with  zeal  and  ability.  He  has,  indeed,  quite  satisfied  me  by  a  memoir 
recently  published  in  the  Quarterly  Journal  of  the  Geologicid  Society,'* 
that  the  lower,  middle,  and  upper  Devonian  rocks  occupy  the  same 
relative  places  in  North  Devon  which  had  been  assigned  to  them  by 
myself  and  others  for  many  years  ;t  that  they  all  pass  under  every 
stratum  which  can  be  said  to  pertain  to  the  carboniferous  system ;  ana 
that  the  suggested  intercalation  in  them  of  the  great  member  of  th^ 
system,  called  the  carboniferous  slates  in  Irdand,  has  no  existence  in  the 
south-western  region  of  England. 

Whilst  I  make  this  statement  in  defence  of  one  of  the  published  maps 
brou|^ht  out  under  my  predecessor,  I  am  well  aware  that  the  old  maps 
relating  to  West  Somerset,  Devonshire,  and  Cornwall,  which  were  pub- 
lished in  the  infancy  of  the  Survey,  require  very  extensive  revision,  and 
also  very  numerous  corrections.  But  before  this  complicated  region  can 
be  re-surveyed,  by  the  employment  of  a  large  portion  of  our  force,  it  is 
essential  to  complete  the  survey  of  the  north^n  and  eastern  divisions  of 
the  kingdom,  or  which  there  are  at  present  no  published  maps. 

With  every  exertion  to  complete  this  great  national  work,  I  must  ex- 
press my  belief  that  the  Survey  will  necessarily  range  over  many  more 
years  than  have  been  estimated,  even  in  Engkmd  j  for,  as  the  Lords  of 
the  Privy  Council  on  Education,  under  whom  we  serve,  have  adopted 
the  suggestion  I  made,  that  the  superficial  deposited  which  extend  over 
such  large  tracts,  and  so  frequently  conceal  the  subjacent  rock^  should, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  agricultural  community,  be  also  mapped,  and  their 
outlines  and  character  defined,  so  this  labour  alone  will  occupy  many  a 
year,  even  with  the  employment  of  our  largely  increased  staff.  The  re-survey 
of  aU  the  south-western  extremity  of  England  before  alluded  to  is  indeed 
to  be  Added,  and,  with  the  production  of  the  6-inch  maps,  these  and 
many  other  large  large  tracts  which  include  valuable  mines  will  demand 
a  more  precise  delineation  of  the  course  and  ddopment  of  coal  and  other 
minerals  than  it  has  been  possible  to  lay  down  on  the  maps  of  the 
1-inch  scale,  or  those  only  which  have  previously  existed. 

Then  again  in  Scotland,  where  scarcely  one  half  of  the  kingdom  has 
been  as  yet  furnished  with  topographical  maps  of  the  Ordnance  Survey, 
and  where  the  tenth  part  of  the  country  only  has  been  geologically  illus^ 
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of  the  State  geologists  can  be  expected  to  cease. 

I  am  impressed  by  the  persuasion  that,  with  the  spread  of  enlightened 
education  and  extended  knowledge,  the  Geological  Survey  of  the  British 
Islands,  which,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  desiderata,  has  yet  to 
carry  out  chemical  analyses  of  all  the  native  rocks  and  minerals  of  the 
kingdom,  will  survive  for  ages,  and  become  as  necessary  and  fixed 
an  establishment  in  these  islands  as  analogous  institutions  of  foreign 
countries,  and  will  prove  as  useful  to  my  country  as  the  Astro- 
nomical and  Botanical  Establishments,  which  are  willingly  supported 
by  parliamentary  grants.

The  collection  of  French  colonial  products  sent  from  the  Department 
in  1865  has  now  been  thoroughly  classified  and  arranged  in  proper  glass 
cases,  and  forms,  with  our  previous  raw-produce  series,  a  trade  museum 
of  greater  magnitude  and  importance  than  any  other  in  Europe. 
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ITie  loan  collection  has  been  well  sustained  ;  many  of  the  most  intc-  Appendix  F. 
resting  specimens  lent  at  the  commencement  beinff  still  left  in  our        — 
charge.  ^I2S.*^ 

The  occurrence  of  the  Paris  Exhibition  during  the  past  year  has  ^c™- 
afforded  means  for  acquiring  many  specimens ;  but  its  chief  value  has 
been  in  the  hurge  amount  of  information  personally  obtained  there,  and 
that  which  can  be  procured  from  the  extensive  literature  of  the  Exhi- 
bition, showing  the  new  fields  which  are  now  opened  for  collecting 
illustrations  of  the  industrial  arts,  of  such  a  character  as  will  best 
indicate  the  deficiencies  of  our  own  industrial  classes. 

The  geneial  work  of  arranging  and  displaying  specimens  in  both  sec- 
tions of  the  Museum  has  been  proceeded  with  as  rapidly  as  the  cases 
could  be  constructed  for  them.  We  have  had  maae  and  fitted  up 
during  the  year,  of  permanent  cases  by  the  Board  of  Works  416  lineal 
feet  of  wall  cases  and  153  lineal  feet  of  desk  cases,  besides  5  oblong 
cases  of  the  South  Kensington  pattern,  and  2  of  the  revolving  cases 
invented  by  yourself,  which  prove  to  be  very  serviceable  indeed  for 
the  exhibition  of  photographs,  designs,  &c.  We  have  constructed  our- 
selves, of  temporary  and  permanent  .table  cases  181  lineal  feet,  besides 
a  number  of  small  isolated  cases  to  cover  individual  objects  or  special 
groups. 

Early  in  the  year  Mrs.  Nelson,  of  Pitcox,  presented  to  the  Museum  the  Hn.  Nel- 
fine  collection  of  British  Lepidoptera  made  by  her  late  husband,  and  I  son's  gift' 
have  had  both  this  collection  and  the  Greville  collection  of  fresh-water 
shells,  which  I  purchased  for  the  Museum  in  1865,  arranged  in  perma- 
nent cabinets  in  the  Museum,  and  have  thus  made  them  available  for 
instant  reference  by  students.  In  order  to  render  the  palaeontological 
collection  more  instructive  to  the  pubhc,  I  have  designed,  and  am  having 
executed,  a  diagram  which  will  extend  the  whole  length  of  the  wall  case 
in  which  the  specimens  are  displayed.  It  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the 
opinions  of  geologists  as  to  the  condition  of  the  earth  during  the  different 
epochs,  and  will  snadow  forth  the  supposed  state  of  animal  and  vegetable 
life  during  those  periods. 

Mineralogists  who  have  long  been  accustomed  to  study  the  collec-  Mineralo- 
tions,  formed  chiefly  by  Professor  Jamieson,  have  often  complained  of  gical  and 
the  overcrowded  state  of  the  cases,  and  the  consequent   difficulty  of  f^c^^s 
examining  the  specimens.    I  have,  therefore,  provided  four  new  cases 
and  hope  in  a  few  weeks  to  have  this  difficulty  removed.      In  the 
Geological  Department,  I  have  also  had  a  number  of  tempoitvy  cases 
prepared  to  meet  the  pressing  wants  of  the  officers  of  the  Geological 
2Sur^'ey  of  Scotland,  who  require  the  specimens  collected  by  them  to  be 
displayed  for  their  own  use  and  the  public  benefit. 

I  have  also  examined  the  stores  of  specimens  of  all  kinds  which  have  Natural 
accumulated  in  the  Natural  History  Department,  and  for  the  displaying  history 
of  which  no  room  can  be  found,  and  I  have  employed  a  competent  specimens, 
assistant  to  catalogue  them  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
duplicates  which  may  be  exchanged  with  other  museums,  and  thus 
disencumber  our  store  cases  and  lessen  our  lists  of  desiderata. 

During  the  summer  I  visited  Dura  Den,  and  by  the  kindness  of  Sir  Fossils.

Since  my  last  annual  Report  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  has  PromM 
been  steadily  developinj(  itself,  and  both  m  the  acquisition,  e.xposition«   Collection 
and  arrangement  of  specimens,  and  in  the  fitting-up  of  new  cases  the 
progress  has  been  considerable  and  satisfactory. 

Acquisitions  have  been  made  both  by  purchase  and  by  donation.  Purchases. 
Among  the  objects  purchased  must  be  specially  mentioned  a  large  and 
carefully  selected  collection  of  stuffed  mammals,  prepared  by  Mr.  Gerrard 
of  London.  This  collection  includes  a  fine  and  well-mounted  specimen 
of  the  orang  with  its  young,  also  several  interesting  lemurs  and  mar- 
supials, together  with  an  Eland,  axis  deer,  Cashmere  goat,  and  many 
others,  all  constituting  an  instructive  and  attractive  addition  to  the 
mammalian  department  of  the  museum. 

In  oonneidon  with  the  stuffed  mammals  must  also  be  mentioned 
numerous  mounted  skeletons  of  birds  and  mammals,  also  purchased 
from  Mr.  Gerrard.  By  the  aid  which  these  afford  in  the  study  of 
vertebrate  morphology  they  form  a  valuable  complement  to  the  stuffed 
skins. 

Amons  other  purchases,  special  mention  must  be  made  of  a  well- 
preserved  foot  of  the  African  elephant ;  and  of  two  very  perfect  speci- 
mens of  the  beautiful  silicious  basket  sponge,  Euplectella  mirabilis,  from 
the  Japan  seas.     Some  rare  minerals  have  also  been  purchased. 

Among  the  donations,  a  collection  of  British  Lepidopterous  Insects,  Donations, 
made  by  the  late  Dr.  Nelson  of  Pitcox,  and  presented  to  the  museum 
by  Mn.  Nelson,  demands  a  marked  acknowledgement.    This  vduable 
collection  is  contained  in  56  drawers,  the  specimens  are  in  the  finest 
condition,  and  the  whole  is  zoologically  arranged  and  carefully  named. 

To  J.  Gwyn  Jeffreys,  Esq.,  F.R.S.,  the  museum  is  indebted  for 
specimens  of  interest  and  rarity  obtained  by  him  during  a  series  of 
dred^ngs  in  the  Shetland  seas.  Among  these  may  be  enumerated  a 
specimen  of  the  curious  fish,  ChinuBra  monstrosa,  and  specimens  of  the 
rare  Echinodermata»  Cidaris  papillata  and  Spatangus  meridionalis. 

Specimens  of  a  new  ganoid  fish,  Calamotchthys  calabarieus,  from 
Old  Calabar,  have  been  presented  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Smith  who  has  also 
added  to  the  collection  two  species  of  the  beautiful  little  lemur, 
Hendgalago  Denddoffii  from  the  same  region. 

J.  S.  I^rymgeour,  Esq.,  of  Singapore,  has  presented  a  very  fine  pair 
of  Argus  pheasants,  male  and  female ;  a  specimen  of  the  Ornythorynchus 
paraaoxus  has  been  given  by  Mrs.  M'Nab ;  while  Mr.  A.  Fairgrieve, 
the  proprietor  of  Wombwell's  menagerie,  has  presented  an  adimrably 
mounted  specimen  of  the  leopard. 

From  the  Baron  de  Castello  di  Paiva,  the  museum  has  received  a 
donation  of  117  named  species  and  varieties  of  land  and  freshwater 
shells  indigenous  to  the  island  of  Madeira ;  and  from  Corsane  Cun- 
ningham^  Esq.,  a  donation  of  50  species  of  Mauritian  shells  has  also 
been  received.    Some  fine  specimens  of  the  paper  Nautilus  have  been 

SKsented  by  Miss  Dick,  and  a  specimen  of  Euplectella  mirabilis  by  Dr. 
ohn  Anderson,  of  Calcutta. 

To  the  Cape  Commissioners  of  the  Paris  Exhibition  the  museum  is 
indebted  for  some  interesting  birds'  nests  from  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope ;  while  J.  G.  Heddle,  Esq.,  of  Hoy,  has  presented  a  fine  specimen 
of  the  Halichosrus  gryphue.

B.EPOSTBT  ^y  himself   from    the    Silurian    rocks    of    Dumfriesshire,  while    the 

Prof.       palseontological  department  has  received  a  further  addition  in  a  col- 

-^"^^^-     lection  of  fossils  from  the  Old  Red  Sandstone  of  Banffshire,  presented 

bj  the  late  Dr.  George  Grant.     But  the  most  important  pakeontolo^cal 

addition  which  the  museum  has  received  during  the  past  year  is  that  of 

a  large  slab  from  Dura  Den,  loaded  with  the  remains  of  fishes  of  the 

Old  Red  Sandstone  period,  and  presented  by  Sir  DaWd  Baxter,  Bart. 

Besides  the  acquisitions  by  purchase  and  donations  which  have  thus 
during  the  past  year  enriched  the  museum,  important  work  has  been 
done  in  the  exposition  and  arrangement  of  various  collections  which 
had  hitherto  remained  unavailable  from  want  of  space  for  their 
exhibition. 

The  required  accommodation  is  now  partly  afforded  by  horizontal 
cases  which  have  been  fitted  up  in  the  lower  and  upper  galleries. 
Among  the  objects  which  have  been  thus,  more  or  less  fallj  exposed, 
are  several  valuable  and  instructive  collections  of  shells,  including  the 
large  and  important  donations  by  Mr.  MacAndrew,  referred  to  in 
former  reports ;  a  valuable  collection  from  the  East  Indian  Archipelago, 
presented  by  Dr.  W.  Trail ;  a  collection  of  Ceylon  shells,  presented  oy 
Mr.  £.  L.  Layard;  of  land  and  freshwater  shells  from  the  West 
Indies,  by  the  Hon.  E.  Chitty ;  of  Australian  and  East  Indian  shells, 
by  Dr.  F.  McKellar;  of  land  and  freshwater  shells  from  Cuba,  by  Mr. 
W.  B.  Landers ;  and  a  collection  of  shells  from  various  parts  of  the 
world,  presented  to  the  museum  by  the  Director. 

I  have  further,  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  the  whole  of  the  wall 
cases  of  the  lower  gallery  have  been  now  put  up,  and  that  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  bird9,  which  for  want  of  sufficient  accommodation  had  to  be 
interrupted,  is  satisfactorily  advancing. 

In  the  mammalian  hall,  too,  good  progress  has  been  made.  Nearly 
the  whole  of  the  smaller  mammals  with  their  skeletons  have  been  put 
into  cases,  while  such  of  the  larger  species  as  it  was  possible  to  protect 
in  the  same  way  are  now  also  under  cover.  A  very  instructive  group 
of  the  pinnigrade  camivora,  including  the  walruses  and  many  of  the 
seals  in  which  the  museum  is  especially  rich,  has  thus  been  arranged  in 
a  large  wall  case,  and  these  valuable  specimens  are  thereby  secured 
from  the  deterioration  to  which  they  were  exposed  from  dust,  and  from 
the  unavoidable  contact  and  thoughtless  handling  of  visitors,  an  evil 
which  with  the  utmost  precaution,  it  had  been  hitherto  found  impossible 
to  nrevent. 

Several  manunals  which  had  never  been  properly  stuffed,  have  been 
re-stuffed  and  mounted,  and  specimens  whicn  had  for  years  lain  in  the 
store-rooms  have  afforded  good  skeletons  as  well  as  skins  which  are 
now  exposed  in  their  proper  places  in  the  museum. 

Besides  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
shells,  much  has  lUso  been  done  among  the  other  invertebrata,  and  most 
of  the  sponges,  hydroids,  corals,  ecninoderms,  and  crustaceans  have 
been  arranged  in  horizontal  cases  in  the  upper  gallery,  where  they  can 
be  seen  to  the  best  advantage.

1*HE  heads  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department  having  finally  decided  Re^ngani- 
on  extending  the  educational  functions  of  this  institution,  so  as  to  em-  zation. 
brace  the  several  branches  of  the  mathematical,  physical,  and  natural 
sciences,  as  well  in  their  abstract  foims  as  in  their  applications  to  indus- 
trial objects,  and  for  that  object  to  reorganize  it  as  a  Royal  College  of 
Science  for  Ireland,  the  Industrial  Museum  and  the  School  of  Science 
as  hitherto  eidsting  was  practically  closed  on  the  termination  of  the  last 
session  at  the  end  of  June,  and  the  institution  was  handed  over  to  the 
officers  of  the  new  college,  who  entered  on  their  several  duties  on  the 
12th  August  last.

On  the  part  of  the  Ck)uncil  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science  for 
Ireland^  I  beg  leave  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  The  Bi^ht 
Honourable  the  Heads  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  the  following 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  and  of  the  College  to  the  dose 
ofthe  past  year. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  period  at  which  the  instructions  of  my 
Lords  as  to  the  organization  of  the  College,  and  of  the  Council,  were 
received^  and  to  the  absence  of  many  of  the  professors,  on  the  usual 
autumnal  vacataon,  the  Colleffe  council  could  not  be  constituted  imtil 
the  10th  September  1867,  when  its  first  meeting  was  held,  and  the 
several  arrangements  as  to  the  times  and  order  for  bringing  the  educa- 
tional departments  of  the  College  into  operation  were  considered. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  appointed  by  my  Lords,  and  pre- 
sided over  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Kosse,  having  been 
officially  communicated  by  the  Department  to  the  Council  for  their 
information,  its  recommendations  were  provisionally  adopted  as  the 
basis  of  the  plan  of  instruction  to  be  carried  out  in  the  College  during 
the  approaching  session.  A  draft  form  of  programme  of  the  educationtd 
arranffements  for  the  session  of  1867-68  was  prepared  and  its  details 
considered  at  several  meetings  of  the  Council.  It  was  finally  adopted, 
and  having  been  approved  hj  my  Lords  was  issued  to  the  public. 

A  copy  of  the  progranmie  is  hereto  annexed.    (Appendix  A.) 

For  the  more  efficiently  supervising  the  purchases  and  arrangements 
of  the  library  and  museum,  the  Council  has  appointed  from  out  of  its 
members  special  committees  for  those  departments  with  which  Mr.  Gages, 
the  librarian  and  curator,  has  been  invited  to  co-operate. 

The  question  of  the  admission  of  female  students  to  the  College 
having  been  considered,  it  was  decided  hj  the  Council  that  such  students 
should  be  admissible  to  all  courses  of  instruction  given  in  the  lecture 
theatre,  but  not  to  those  given  in  the  class  rooms,  unless  by  the  special 
authorization  of  the  Council. 

The  courses  of  lectures  on  chemistry,  on  physics,  on  pure  and  applied 
mathematics,  on  geology,  and  on  agriculture,  were  opened  by  the  respec- 
tive professors  at  the  time  appointed  in  the  programme  (about  the  middle 
of  November).  The  chemical  laboratory  was  also  opened  for  practical 
instruction  at  the  commencement  of  the  session. 

The  lectures  on  zoology  and  on  botany  have  been  arranged  to  com- 
mence in  February  with  the  second  term. 

The  professor  of  descriptive  ffeometry  and  engineering  having  been 
appointed  only  just  before  the.  Christmas  vacation,  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  that  subject  has  been  arranged  to  commence  immediately  on  the 
College  resuming  after  that  recess  (January  7th). 

The  Professor  of  Mineralogy  and  Mining  has  not  yet  been  appointed. 
The  Council  venture  to  hope  that  so  important  a  branch  of  instruction 
will  not  remain  longer  unrepresented. 

As  might  be  expected  from  the  very  late  period  at  which  the  College 
was  organized,  and  the  necessary  information  as  to  the  nature  and 
objects  of  the  plan  of  education  communicated  to  the  public,  the  num- 
ber of  students  who  have  entered  for  the  current  session  is  voy  small; 
it  is,  however,  greater  than  might  have  been  expected  under  those /renc^^jp

Provisionally,  however,  a 
reading  room  has  been  fitted  up  and  the  parts  of  the  museum  more  im- 
mediately required  have  been  made  available  through  the  exertionB  of 
Mr.  Ghiges.  It  will  be  impossible,  however,  to  render  any  part  of  the 
museum  collections  accessible  to  the  public,  until  the  workj  of  internal 
reconstruction  shall  have  been  entirely  completed. 

In  the  interval  from  the  10th  September  to  the  dlst  December  1867« 
the  Council  held  ten  meetings.

'  Under  Applied  Mathematios  will  be  taken  the  application  of  Mathe- 
matics to  those  sciences  which  are  generally  includea  under  the  head  of 
Mechanics,  viz..  Statics,  Dynamics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Hydrodynamics, 
a*  well  as  to  some  other  branches  of  Physics. 

Under  Mechanism  will  be  treated  only  the  relations  of  motion,  or 
the  study  of  machines  merely  as  contrivances  for  changing  one  kind 
of  motion  into  another,  apart  iVom  any  considerations  of  force. 

Under  Machinerv  will  be  treated  the  application  of  Mechanics  and 
Mechanism  to  machines  used  in  the  industrial  arts. 

As  probably  many  students  will  enter  at  first  without  a  sufilcient 
knowledge  of  pure  mathematics,  the  professor  of  Applied  Mathematics^ 
will  give  such  preliminaiy  instruction  as  may  be  necessary  to  students* 
entering  for  the  associateship.  He  will  not  be  called  upon  to  give 
any  such  instruction  to  the  occasional  students,  who  will  not  be  allowed. 
to  join  the  Applied  Mathematics  class  without  being  prepared  in  the 
elements  of  Puce  Mathematics. 

Chemistry  includes  both  lectures  and  laboratory  practice. 

The  ooune  of  instruction  will  extend  over  three  years,  each  year 
being  divided  into  two  terms.  In  the  first  two  years  the  instruction  will 
be  general.  In  the  last  year  it  will  be  medaMzed  under  the  heads  of 
Mining,  Agriculture,  Engineering,  and  Manufactures.

Examinations  in  the  subjects  of  each  year's  course  will  be  held  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  academic  year. 

A  diploma  of  assodateship  of  the  college  will  be  given  to  students 
who  pass  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  two  years,  and  take  a  first  dass 
in  all  the  subjects  in  one  division  of  the  third  year. 

Students  may  also  enter  for  the  separate  courses,  and  receive  cer- 
tificates after  examination. 

There  are  four  Royal  scholarships  of  50/.  vearly  each,  tenable  for  two 
years ;  two  will  become  vacant  each  year.  Fhey  will  be  given  in  com- 
petition to  the  students  who  shall  have  been  a  year  in  the  college,  if 
sufficiently  deserving  to  be  recommended  for  them. 

There  are  also  nine  Royal  exhibitions  attached  to  the  college,  of  50/. 
each,  tenable  for  three  years.  For  the  regulations  affecting  them,  see 
p.  8  of  this  programme. 

Scholars  and  exhibitioners  will  be  required  to  attend  all  the  courses 
regularly  each  year,  and  to  paos  the  examinations  required  for  tho 
assodateship  of  the  college. 

The  session  will  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  in  each 
year,  and  will  last  until  21st  June  following,  with  a  vacation  of  ten 
days  at  Christmas,  and  of  a  week  at  Easter. 

The  first  term  will  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  and 
the  second  term  on  the  second  Monday  in  February. 

llie  examinations  will  be  hdd  between  1st  June  and  21st  June. 

Students  entering  for  the  assodateship  will,  in  their  first  and  second 
years,  attend  all  the  courses  in  the  subjects  appointed  for  these  years» 
as  set  out  in  the  scheme  ^ven  in  the  early  part  of  this  programme. 
In  their  third  year  they  will  attend  all  those  bdonging  to  any  one 
division,  as  follows : —

Students  in  this  division  will  attend  the  courses  in  Geology  and  Rbpostbt 
Palaeontology ;  also  the  course  of  the  Professor  of  Agriculture.    They       §?*  *• 
wiU  likewise  receive  instruction  in  Land  Surveying  and  laboratory 
instruction  in  the  Analysis  of  Soils  and  Manures. 

Division  C. — Engineering. 

In  this  division  the  students  will  attend  the  courses  of  the  Professor 
of  Applied  Mathematics,  and  those  of  the  Professor  of  Descriptive 
Geometry  in  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Land  Surveying. 

Division  D. — Manufactures. 

Students  in  this  division  will  attend  the  lectures  of  the  Professor  of 
Applied  Mathematics.    They  will  also  attend  the  lectures  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Applied   Chemistry,  and   go  through  a  further  course  of 
laboratory  practice. 
The  fees  payable  will  be  : —

In  accordance  with  my  instructions  I  have  the  honour  to  report 
aa  follows  in  relation  to  the  various  statistics  and  points  of  administration 
of  the  college. 

Inmiediately  on  entering  on  the  duties  of  my  office  (1st  September  Transfer  uf 
1867)  I  proceeded  to  have  the  Portlock  Collection  of  Birds  and  Fishes  c^fSSSon 
transferred  to  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  in  accordance  with  the  Minute 
of  2l8t  September  1865.    The  corresponding  transfer  of  physical  appa- 
ratus from  the  Roval  Dublin  Society  to  this  college,  which  was  com- 
menced by  Dr.  Barker  some  time  since,  I  have  just  had  completed. 

As  soon  as  the  Portlock  Collection  was  removed  1  handed  over  the  ^^^^ 

Slery  to  the  Measn.  Cockbum  for  the  purpose  of  converting  it  into  a  L^JSitoi? . 
wing  school  and  a  chemical  laboratory  for  the  students.  The  works 
for  this  pui^ose  are  still  in  progress.  The  professor  of  Descriptive 
Geometry  anJd  Drawing  having  been  recently  appointed,  I  have  made 
temporaiY  arrangements  so,  as  to  allow  him  to  enter  at  once  on  the 
duties  of  his  office.  ' 

The  fittings  for  the  new  li})raiy  are  also  in  progress,  and  will  probably  libraiy. 
be  completed  by  1st  February. 

The  delay  in  the  removal  of  the  offices  of  the  Geological  Survey  has  Class  rooms 
caused  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience  to  some  of  the  professors,  who  can-  **^* 
not  be  provided  with  class  rooms  until  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the 
Survey  are  made  available. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  introducing  the  system  of  hourly 
payment  to  the  porters  and  attendants.  This  mil  take  place  almost 
immediately. 

Arrangements  are  also  h&ng  made  for  the  protection  of  the  building 
from  fire. 

From  the  unusually  late  period  at  which  the  Civil  Service  estimates  ^oiieR?^  *^^ 
came  before  Parliament  last  session,  and  the  inconvenient  time  of  the 
year  at  which,  in  consequence,  the  appointments  to  the  new  (College  of 
Science  were  made,  the  professors  beinjf  absent  on  vacation,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  open  the  college  for  instruction  until  the  ordinary  time  for 
the  commencement  of  the  session  had  long  passed.  It  was  necessary  to 
bring  the  professors  together  in  order  to  prepare  the  programme  of  the 
course  of  instruction  to  be  given  in  iiie  college,  and  considerable  delay 
and  difficulty  occurred  before  this  could  be  satisfactorily  accomplished. 

Independently  of  this  the  alterations  in  progress  in  the  different  parts 
of  the  building*  made  it  impossible  to  provide  accommodation  for  the 
professors  and  students  in  time  for  the  ordinary  opening  of  the  session. 

However,  the  laboratonr  was  opened  for  instruction  in  practical  che-  Laboratory, 
mistry  under  Professor  Galloway  on  4th  November,  and  the  professors 
of  l^hematics,  Chemistry,   Geology,  and  Physics  commenced  their 
lectures  on  18th  and  19th  November.    The  professor  of  Agriculture 
commenced  on  2nd  December. 

The  numbers  in  attendance  on  the  several  classes  during  the  present  J[**3J^^®^ 
session  are,  as  might  be  expected  under  the  circumstances,  small.

Evening  Scientific  Meeting?. 

Seven  meetings  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  connected  with  science 
and  art  were  held  during  the  session,  at  which  many  papers  of  interest 
were  read,  and  subsequently  published  in  the  Society's  journal.  Those 
meetings  were  attended  by  575  persons,  averaging  82  at  each  meeting. 

Botanic  Garden. 

Conservatories  and  buildings. — ^The  conservatories  have  been  kept  in 
substantial  repair  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  five  new  propo- 
gatiog  houses  lately  erected  were  completed  in  September  last.    They 
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have  since  been  filled  with  the  plants  for  the  reception  of  which  they  Appendix  i. 
were  erected,  a  large  portion  being  intended  to  be  removed  into  Leinster  aEPoai  or 
Lawn  next  summer.  Botal 

A  considerable  number  of  species  of  plants  recently  introduced  into  P™!* 
Europe,  obtained  partly  in  excnange  and  partly  by  purchase,  has  been  <>cikt^  . 
addea  to  the  collection. 

The  Director's  residence  has  been  under  extensive  repairs  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  and  is  still  in  an  unfinished  state. 

Collection  of  hardy  ornamental  plants, — ^The  extent  of  ground  devoted 
to  this  class  of  plants  has  been  extended  in  consequence  of  the  interest 
felt  therein  by  the  great  majority  of  visitors  to  the  garden. 

Scientific  collection  of  hardy  plants, — This  important  department  has 
received  full  attention  during  the  year.  Much  difficulty  has  been  expe- 
rienced in  keeping  up  the  collection  in  consequence  of  the  calcareous 
nature  of  the  soil,  which  is  unfavourable  for  the  growth  of  many  species. 
Vacancies  constantly  occur  in  the  several  natural  orders  which  can  only 
he  filled  up  by  means  of  a  system  of  exchanges  effected  with  several 
kindred  establishments. 

Experimental  Department, — Many  experiments  with  artificial  manures 
applied  to  crops  of  the  potato,  turnip,  and  mangold-wurtzel  have  been 
tried,  but  their  effects  have  not  been  sufficiently  decided  to  warrant  any 
deductions  being  drawn  as  to  their  application.  It  is  to  be  observed  that 
the  ground  has  become  so  saturatea  with  mineral  and  other  manures, 
tnat  unless  the  effect  of  fresh  applications  of  manures  is  well  marked, 
no  positive  result  can  be  obtained. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Waldron,  one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  Society, 
the  experiment  of  mixed  crops  of  kohl-rabi  and  mangold-wurtzel  was 
repeated  this  year  with  perfect  success.  Strong  plants  of  kohl-rabi 
planted  between  the  rows  of  mangold  immediately  after  the  sowing  of 
the  latter,  were  sufficiently  matured  to  be  fed  off  by  the  time  the  leaves 
of  the  mangold  covered  the  spaces  between  the  drills. 

Exaniples  of  the  kohl-rabi  grown  as  described  were  sent  to  the  show 
of  tlie  Royal  Agricultural  Society  held  in  Dublin  in  September,  and 
also  to  the  autumn  show  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society. 

Exchanges  of  plants  and  seeds, — Many  valuable  additions  to  the  col- 
lection by  means  of  exchange  were  made  by  the  director  during  an 
extended  tour  in  the  course  of  the  summer  through  France,  Spain,  Por- 
tu£pil,  Switzerland,  and  Belgium.  With  the  principal  officers  of  many 
of  the  botanical  establishments  in  those  countries  he  has  succeeded  in 
establishing  relations  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  of  much  value  to 
this  departaient. 

During  the  year,  205  specimens  of  plants  and  549  kinds  of  seeds  have 
have  been  received  in  exchange  for  164  of  the  former  and  116  of  the 
latter. 

Among  the  donors  of  plants  may  be  named  the  following : — Dr.  Mar- 
tins, Botanic  Garden,  Montpelier;  Dr.  Reichenbach,  Botanic  Garden, 
Hamburg;  M.  Ortgies,  Botanic  Garden,  Zurich;  Dr.  Hooker,  Royal 
Botanic  Gtfden,  iCew;  Mr.  Veitch,  Royal  Exotic  Garden,  Chelsea;

The  Botanical  Museum  is  in  much  the  same  state  as  previously.  A 
large  number  of  objects  intended  to  be  placed  in  the  collection  must 
remain  in  packing  cases  until  a  suitable  building,  for  which  money  has 
been  voted  by  Parliament,  shall  be  erected  for  their  proper  displa^p*^  I

regularly  furnished  with  specimens  for  the  illustration  of  their  lectures. 

The  students  of  the  several  medical  schools  in  Dubhn  and  those  of 
the  School  of  Art  are  admitted  at  all  times  to  the  garden  for  the  pur- 
pose of  study.

Museum  of  Natural  History. 

In  consequence  of  the  extensive  alterations  in  the  building  and  the 
construction  of  cases  for  the  specimens,  the  museum  was  unavoidably 
closed  during  the  entire  of  the  past  year. 

The  alterations  in  the  roof  begun  in  1866  were  not  completed  until  the 
I6th  of  April  1867. 

In  consequence  of  these  alterations  it  was  necessaxy  to  have  all  the 
portable  cases  removed,  the  specimens  being  first  carefully  stored  in 
other  parts  of  the  premises. 

The  cleansing  of  the  building,  and  the  reconstruction,  polishing,  and 
re-lining  of  the  table  cases  were  commenced  as  soon  as  possible, — opera- 
tions which  were  not  completed  until  the  15th  October  last,  but  the 
colouring  of  the  interior  of  the  large  wall  oases  is  still  unfinished. 
Hie  absence  of  shelving  from  these  cases  will  prevent  the  specimens  of 
mammalia  from  being  for  the  present  properly  arranged  therein. 

Notwithstanding  the  impediments  caused  by  these  works,  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  re-arranging  the  museum. 

The  specimens  of  mammalia,  to  which  a  large  number  has  been  lately 
added,  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  classified. 

The  Irish  birds  have  been  arranged  separately  and  naw  occupy  a  laive 
portion  of  one  side  of  the  ornithological  eases.  They  include  the  well- 
known  collections  made  by  Mr.  R*  J.  Montgomery  and  the  late  Mr.  T. 
W.  Warren,  which  have  been  incorporated  with  the  native  birds  col- 
lected during  the  ordnance  survey  of  Ireland,  under- the  direction  of  the 
late  General  Portlock,  lately  transferred  from  the  Royal  College  of 
Sdenoe ;  those,  together  with  the  Society's  collection,  form  a  very  com- 
plete and  well  authenticated  series  of  native  birds.  The  foreign  birds, 
which  have  also  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  and  are  being  catalogued  as 
thev  are  replaced  in  the  cases,  are  now  in  .process  of  arrangement. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  casts  of  native  fish^  made  under  the 
directions  of  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Ball,  and  presented  to  the  muaemib 
by  the  board  of  Trinity  College,  have  been  coloured  to  nature  ficom 
reoent  specimens,  and  are,  for  the  present,  exhibited  in  the  glass  cases 
at  the  head  of  the  staircase.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  from  want  of 
sufficient  funds,  the  colouring  of  the  remainder  of  the  oasts  has  been 
suspended  for  the  present;  but  it  is  hoped  that  when  finished  this 
oollection  will  form  a  very  attractive  and  instructive  portion  of  the 
museum. 

The  foreign  shells  have  been  re- arranged  and  fill  the  greater  number 
of  the  table  casts  in  the  upper  room. 

llie  Irish  mollusca  have  been  remounted,  and  are  exhibited  by  them- 
selves in  two  of  the  table  cases. 

Th^fovei^n  and  native  Crustacea,  echinoderms,  corals^  sponges,  &c. 
&c.,  have  been  arranged  in  their  proper  places. 
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l^e  e:th0ological  collection  has  been  placed  m  the  wall  cases  on  the  Appendif  I. 
two  sides  of  the  curved  colon oade  leading  to  the  museum.  Ueposz  ov 

In  the  Entomological  Department  the  various  collections  belonging  Botat. 
to  the  Society  have  been  thoroughly  examined  and  arranged  as  far  as  g^f^y 
thejpresent  accommodation  will  permit. 

Tiie  British  coleoptera  and  macrolepidoptera  are  in  good  order,  and 
contain  a  large  proportion  of  native  species.  Those  collections  are  being 
constantly  increased  by  the  addition  of  fresh  specimens.  Cabinets  have 
been  laid  out  for  some  of  the  other  orders  of  British  insects;  but  more 
cabinets  will  be  required  for  the  preservation  of  a  complete  series  of  the 
insects  of  the  country. 

The  foreign  lepidoptera,  and  other  orders  of  foreign  insects  have 
also  been  named  and  classified ;  but  it  should  be  mentioned  that,  as  the 
museum  for  many  years  past  has  been  almost  altogether  dependent 
upon  voluntary  donations,  the  Entomological  Department  has  received 
fewer  contributions  than  any  other^  consequently  its  deficiencies  are  more 
munearous. 

TVo  excursions  have  been  made  to  Uowth^  on  which  occasions  Messrs. 
Morv*  and  Kiiby«  the  Museum  Assistants,  captured  some  rare  and .  local 
insects  not  previously  possessed  by  the  museum,  including  the  Teiy 
scarce  moth  dianthacia  Barrettii,  which  has  hitherto:  been  found  only 
in  this  locality.  The  above  capture  indicates  how  desirable  it  is  that 
somo  effort. should  be  made  towards  an  exploration  of  this  country  by 
properly  .qn^ified  naturalists* 

>  The  donations  reeeived  dwing  the  year  hare  been  numerous  and  Donatioiui. 
valuable.    The  department  is  especially  indebted  to  Commodore  Sir  F. 
L.  McClintock,  R.N.,  who,  for  many  years  past,  has  been  a  constant 
contributor  to  the  museum,  his  do.9ations,  this  year,  consist  of  fish, 
reptiles,  Crustacea,  and  other  specimens  collected  in  the  West  Indies. 

From  Colbnel  the  Honourable  Deyrolles  Blakeney  Demoleyns,  and 
through  the  Ttind  intervention  of  Mr.  William  A  ndr^ws,  the  museum 
has  received  a  highly  important  addition,  nameljr,  the  skull  of  that 
very  scarce  Cetacean,  the  Ayphius  Sowerbiensis,  which  wm  captured  in 
Brandon  Bay,  county  Kerry,  on  the  9th  of  March  1864. 

Mr.  W.  Andrews  himself  has  also  contributed  an  interesting  series 
of  native  fish,  contaiQiug  several  species  rare  to  this  countiy.. 

Lord  Po^ierscotift  has  presented  the  skeletons  of  two  Wapiti  deer, 
Cervus  Canadensis,  male  and  female. 

From  the  Earl  Oi  -Enniskillen  has  been  received  a  very  fine  specimen 
of  the  Nttutilvs  imperiaUs  from  the  London  clay. 

Mr.  Robert  Warren,  jun.,  of  Ballina,  has  contributed  some  native 
birds,  and  the  skeleton  of  a  young  GMfktcepMhts  'svimeval,  which  was 
stranded  in  the  estuary  of  the  River  Moy. 

Professor  Oldham,  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  India>  has  ;     ' 

presented  a  number  of  bird  skins,  collected  principally  on  the  Himalaya 
mountains. 

From  Mrs.  Kirby,  of  Poona^  has  been  received  a  large  and  valuable 
collection  of  Indian  insects  of  various  orders  collected  by  herself. 

In  addition  to  the  forgoing  donations,  two  valuable  acouisitions  have 
been  made,  namely,  by  the  purchase  of  a  collection  of  Inaian  coleoptera 
from  Mr.  Dunlop,  and  by  the  exchange  of  various  duplicates  with 
Mr.  R.  H.  F«  Rippon,  of  Cambridge. 

In  accordance  with  the  minute  of  the  Department  of  Sdenoe  and 
Art^  the  Ordnance  collection,  illustrative  of  the  fauna  of  the  counties  of 
Londonderry  and  Antrim,  has  been  transferred  from  the  Museum  of 
Irish  Indus&y  to  the  Socie^s  prem'  ^es.  Unfortunately  many  of  the 
specbnens  were  in  a  dilapidated  coi.  lii»on,  but  such  of  them  as  wev^ 
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Appendix  I.  found  fit  for  the  purpose  have  been  incorporated  with  the  collections 
already  in  the  museum. 

In  the  Mineralogical  Department  considerable  progref?B  has  been  made 
in  the  re-arrangement  of  the  collection^  which  was  rendered  absolutely 
necessary  in  consequence  of  the  amount  of  dust  which  accumulated  in  the 
interior  of  the  cases  during  the  alteration  of  the  ceiling  of  the  museum, 
thus  rendering  a  thorough  cleaning  and  relining  of  them  indispensable. 

Immediately  on  the  completion  of  this  work  the  selection  and  re- 
placement of  the  specimens  was  proceeded  with,  and  is  now  nearly 
completed. 

Almost  all  the  Leskean  Collections  have  been  removed  from  the  boxes 
into  which  they  were  obliged  to  be  packed,  and  are  now  placed  in 
suitable  drawers,  pending  the  construction  of  such  table  cases  for 
the  lower  hall  of  the  museum  as  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
their  reception,  but  for  which  no  funds,  up  to  the  present,  have  been 
granted. 

During  the  past  year  two  important  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  collections,  one  a  donation  of  Shetland  and  Faroe  minerals  from 
Dr.  Heddle,  I^fessor  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  St.  Andrews, 
and  the  other  a  large  collection  of  German  minerals  obtained  by 
purchase,  with  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Scott. 

Finallv,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Council,  dated  the 
21st  of  November  last.  Dr.  Reynolds,  the  Keeper  of  the  Minerals,  has 
entered  into  possession  of  the  chemical  laboratory,  which  has,  under 
his  directions,  been  fitted  for  the  prosecution  of  analytical  investigations 
in  connexion  with  the  department.

A«rioultural       It  is  to  be  observed  that  this  department  is  now  maintained  entirely 
jjwrt-         Qut  of  the  private  resources  of  the  Society. 

Agricultural  Laboratory. 

One  course  of  18  lectures  was  delivered,  in  the  months  of  February 
and  March,  by  E.  W.  Davy,  M.B.,  then  Professor  of  Agriculture  to  the 
Society,  on  "The  Chemis^  of  Food,"  which  was  attended  by  1,544 
persons. 

Dr.  Davy  having  been  transferred  as  Professor  of  Agriculture  to  the 
Royal  College  of  Science,  Dr.  Reynolds,  the  Keeper  of  the  Minerals,  has 
beoi  placed  in  charge  of  the  chemical  laboratory;  and,  in  compliahce 
with  the  request  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  the  diagrams  and 
books  relating  to  agriculture,  and  samples  of  soils  and  manures,  as  well 
as  certain  of  the  physical  apparatus  lately  in  the  laboratory,  have  been 
handed  over  to  that  ooUege. 
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Agricultural  Museum,  Appendix  I. 

This  museum  continues  to  be  maintained  with  efficiency,  solely,   Eefortov 
however,  out  of  the  private  funds  of  the  Society ;  no  grant  being  voted,     _Royai 
as  formerly,  for  its  support. 

During  the  past  year  the  various  collections  have  been  well  preserved, 
and  some  interesting  additions  have  been  received.  Of  these  a  large 
collection  of  prepared  fl«ix  from  the  proWnces  of  Connaught  and 
Munster  have  been  presented,  which  serves  to  illustrate  the  progress  of 
flax  cultivation  maae  in  parts  of  Ireland,  where,  until  lately,  but  little 
flax  was  grown  for  commercial  purposes. 

The  museum  was  visited  durmg  the  past  year  by  16,398  persons.

At  the  annual  examination  of  the  students  in  geometry,  perspective, 
free-hand,  and  model  drawing  for  second  and  third  grade  prises,  odd  on 
the  12th,  13th,  and  14th  March,  117  students  presented  themselves, 
67  of  whom  succeeded  in  passing  in  98  papers  of  the  second  grade ;  of 
these  67  students,  37  were  males  and  31  females. 

The  examination  of  the  works  executed  in  the  various  stages  of  art 
instruction  took  place  in  London  in  March  last.  The  number  of 
drawings,  paintings,  and  models  forwarded  from  the  school  amoiBited 
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to  156,  out  of  which  48  were  selected  for  national  competition,  being  a  Appendix  i 
larger  number  than  were  chosen  out  of  the  works  sent  by  any  other 
schooL     In  this  competition  students  in  the  Society's  school  were 
awarded  six  medals  and  three  Queen's  prizes. 

The  examination  of  the  woriks  executed  in  competition  for  the  silver 
and  bronze  medals  offered  by  the  Society  was  held  on  21  st  December,  at 
wliioh  306  works  were  exhibited,  and  nine  silver  and  four  bronze  medals 
awarded. 

In  consequence  of  the  excellence  of  the  works,  four  additional  silver, 
-  and  two  bronze  medals  were,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judges, 
granted. 

His  Excellency  the  Marquis  of  Abercom  presided  at  the  ppeeting  for 
the  distribution  of  prizes,  on  which  occasion  586  persons  were  present. 

The  exhibitions  of  the  works  executed  by  the  students  were  visited 
by  5,000  persons. 

The  prizes  heretofore  offered  by  the  trustees  of  the  "  Taylor  Prize 
Fund  "  were  unavoidably  suspended  by  the  death,  in  Canada,  of  one 
of  the  trustees,  Mr.  Charles  £.  Bagot.  The  legal  steps  taken  to  appoint 
his  successor  are  now  nearly  complete.

The  Council  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  their  stock  of  animals 
is  greatly  increased  in  number,  and  that  they  are  all  in  excellent  health.

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Report  from  the  Council  of  (he  Hoyat.  iriBERNiAN  AckSSin 

Academy,  1866-67. 

The  Council  present  their  annual  report  upon  the  proceedings  of  the 
Academy. 

Since  last  St.  Luke's  day  five  general  meetings  and  18  Council 
meetings  have  heen  held,  at  only  two  of  which  a  legal  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  husiness  failed  to  be  obtained. 

The  Exhibition  of  last  year  remained  open  considerably  beyond  the  Exhibition. 
usual  time,  partly  consequent  upon  the  protracted  period  of  opening, 
and  also  to  avoid  the  certain  loss  from  a  short  season  if  closed  earlier. 
The  close  took  place  on  the  17tb  of  November,  it  was  therefore  deter- 
mined not  to  hold  the  usual  Exhibition  in  the  present  year,  as  it  was 
felt  that  the  five  months  between  that  time  and  the  general  and  most 
advisable  period  for  opening,  viz.,  the  Ist  of  May  was  too  short  to  allow 
of  the  necessary  preparations.  That  the  Paris  Exhibition  would  form 
an  overwhelming  attraction  was  also  apparent.  Thus  the  chances  of 
pecuniary  loss  were  much  increased.  And  as  former  Exhibitions  had  not 
been  remunerative,  as  the  Academy  possesses  no  fiinds  of  any  descrip- 
tion whatever  to  avail  of  in  case  of  a  deficit  in  the  receipts.  And  as  the 
Government  have  up  to  this  declined  to  assist  the  Academy  by  any  in- 
crease of  the  small  grant  given  for  educational  purposes,  the  necessity  of 
foregoing  an  Exhibition  becomes  evident.^  The  Council  regret  extremely 
this  necessity,  as  the  annual  Exhibition  is  a  most  important  function 
of  the  Academy,  and  the  Council  recommend  that  eyery  possible  exertion 
should  be  made  to  have  an  early  Exhibition  in  the  ensumg  year. 

Owing  to  the  annual  Exhibition  having  continued  open  in  October, 
the  usual  exhibition  of  the  students'  works  and  the  award  of  medals 
could  not  take  place,  and  as  the  Science  and  Art  Department  dechned 
to  send  over  an  inspector  at  a  later  period,  it  was  not  considered  advisa- 
ble to  hold  any  exhibition  of  the  students'  works  till  the  next  ensuing 
October. 

There  have  been  seven  new  students  admitted  to  the  schools  during  Schools. 
tbeyear. 

The  school  of  the  living  model  opened  for  the  winter  and  spring 
sessions  on  the  14th  January,  and  closed  on  the  SOth  May;  re-opening 
for  the  special  competition  for  the  silver  medal  on  the  1st  October. 
Average  attendance  weekly,  36.  The  visitors  (masters)  were  Messrs. 
Thos.  Bridgeford,  Thos.  Farrell,  Charles  Grey,  and  M.  Angelo  Hayes. 

The  antique  school,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  keeper.  Professor 
Macmanus,  opened  for  the  winter  and  spring  sessions  on  the  14  th 
January,  and  closed  on  thedOth  May.    Average  attendance  weekly,  8. 

A  course  of  lectiures  on  subjects  in  connexion  with  Art  were  delivered 
by  Professor  Macmanus  in  the  council  room  to  the  students,  and  the 
library  has  been  open  to  them  on  two  evenings  in  the  week,  which  has 
been  generally  availed  of. 

The  exhibition  of  the  students'  works  was  held  on  the  17th  October. 
73  studies  were  exhibited.  Mr.  Eyre  Crowe,  the  inspector  from  the 
Department  of  Science  and  Art,  attended,  and  in  conjunction  with 
Mr.  G.  F.  Mulvany  (acting  for  the  President  during  bis  absence  in 
London)  and  the  keeper,  made  the  following  awards  : —

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The  byelawB  prescribe  that  a  copy  of  the  annual  report  from  the 
Council  shall  be  forvi'arded  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  for  transmission  to  the  Department  of  Science  and 
Art,  to  be  laid  before  Parliament  j  last  year's  report  was  daly  forwarded, 
but  the  Department  decided  to  omit  altogether  the  report  of  the 
Council  from  its  annual  report  to  Parliament,  on  the  ground  that 
the  report  contained  "  animadversions  on  a  decision  arrived  at  after 
*'  full  consideration."  The  Council  cannot  discover  any  animadver- 
sions in  their  report  of  1865-66,  and  have  had  it  printed  for  general 
diffusion.

In  accordance  with  your  letter  No.  |~  ^  requesting  me  to  send  a 

full  report  of  my  visit  to  the  Museums  of  Russia  and  Denmark  for  the 
information  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  to  note  particularly  any 
objects  of  ancient  art  of  which  casts  and  electros  might  be  gained  for  the 
Museum,  and  to  obtain  photographs  of  them,  and  to  get  further  particu- 
lars respectinf(  the  mosaic  factory  of  St.  Petersburg,  to  supplement  those 
already  contained  in  the  11th  Report  of  the  Science  and  Art  Depart- 
ment, I  now  proceed  to  report  my  observations. 

Ist.  On  the  Russian  Museums,  which  were  extended  to  those  of  i^ussfan 
Moscow  as  well  as  St.  Petersburg,  I  having  learned  that  those  of  the  ^"»e«™«- 
former  place  were  of  much  greater  importance. 

The  St.  Petersburg  Museums  are,  1st,  the  Hermitage;  2nd,  the  St. Peters- 
Museum  of  the  School  of  Mines ;  Srd,  the  Museum  of  Natural  History ;  ^^^^' 
4th,  the  Industrial  Museum ;  5th,  the  1  echnological  Museum ;  and  6th, 
the  Museums  of  the  Ministry  of  Crown  Doxnabis.  There  are  also 
numerous  private  collections,  but  at  the  seaaon  of  my  visit  they  were 
(dosed,  the  owners  being  absent.  I  was  consequently  unable  to  see  them, 
except  m  one  instance,  the  palace  of  Count  Stroganoff. 

The  Hermitage, — ^This  palace  is  now,  like  the  Louvre  in  Paris,  the  grand 
receptacle  of  the  Imperial  Art  Treasures  in  St.  Petersburg,  for  which  in 
every  respect  it  is  admirably  adapted.  The  rooms  are  large,  well  lighted, 
and  decorated  with  great  taste,  and  the  specimens  are  so  admirably 
arranged  that  there  is  no  crowding,  and  they  appear  rather  as  appropriate 
ornaments  of  a  palace  than  specimens  in  a  museum.  On  the  ground 
floor  are  the  following  collections : — 

Ancient  Sculpture,  occupying  eight  rooms. 
The  Kertch  Antiquities,  occupying  one  large  saloon. 
The  Collection  of  Scythian  Antiquities. 
Fictile  Vases  and  Bronzes,  occupying  four  rooms. 
The  collection  of  ancient  sculpture  is  not  large,  but  it  contains  many 
very  choice  specimens  which,  I  believe,  have  not  yet  been  copied  for 
other  museums.     I  send  herewith  a  small  catalogue  which  is  sold  at  the 
door  (No.  1,  Appendix  A.). 

The  Kertch  Antiouities  form  in  themselves  a  museum  of  surpassing 
interest,  very  many  oeing  in  such  a  beautiful  state  of  preservation  that 
they  appear  as  fresh  as  if  just  from  the  hands  of  the  ariistd  who  made 
them.  With  the  exception  of  a  small  collection  of  Porapeian  and  other 
Roman  antiquities,  which  are  chie6y  placed  on  the  darker  side  of  the 
saloon,  see  Catalogue  (No.  2,  Appendix  A.),  the  whole  collection  has 
been  found  in  the  Crimea  and  chiefly  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kertch,  the 
site  of  Panticapseum,  the  ancient  capital  of  the  Cimmerian  Bosphorus.  I 
examined  this  collection  with  great  care,  and  am  convinced  that  many  of 
the  specimens  of  goldsmiths*  work,  if  carefully  copied,  would  be  of  great 
practical  value  to  our  jewellers.  The  minuteness  of  detail  and  exquisite 
finish  of  some  pieces,  such  as  the  ear-rings,  Nos.  84,  p.  65,  and  73«, 

f'.  67,  Catalogue  No.  2,  are  such  that  the  finest  filigrees  of  India  or 
taly  will  not  cozopare  with  them.     On  some  pieces,  more  especially 
No.  164c,  p.  27?  enamels  of  the  most  delicate  coloursjBur^^s^lied,  and    ^ 
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AppendixM.  appear  to  have  undergone  no  chanpre  from  age.    The  funeral  wreaths  in 
BspoBT  BT  thick  gold-leaf  are  numerous,  and  might  be  easily  copied  if  desirable. 
Peof.      The  objects  in  glass  are  very  remarkable  for  variety,  and,  in  some  in- 
Abchbk.     stances,  great  beauty  of  form.     In  a  few  instances  certain  peculiarities  of 
the  iridescence  seem  to  indicate  that  they  were  richly  coloured,  and  per- 
haps decorated  with  metallic  surf&ce  work.    This  is  particularly  the  case 
in  one  beautiful  vase,  No.  796,  p.  47,  Catalogue  No.  2,  of  which  I  have 
attempted  to  give  a  sketch  (Appendix  B.)."'     On  the  same  sheet  are  the 
forms  of  three  others,  one  of  which.  No.  3,  appears  to  have  answered  the 
purpose  of  a  breast-pump.    These  are  all  of  Roman  origin. 

iSome  of  the  glass  cases  of  the  Kertch  Museum  are  of  a  very  costly 
kind,  and  in  order  that  the  minute  workmanship  of  the  specimens  may 
be  inspected  without  difficulty  they  are  placed  in  and  around  the  win- 
dows, a  table-case  being  fitted  into  each  recess,  and  a  double-fronted 
upright  case  (armoire)  projects  about  five  feet  from  each  pier.  My 
oDJect  in  mentioning  this  common  arrangement  is  to  introduce  two  kinds 
of  cases  which  are  also  used,  and  which  are  called  obelisks  and  pyramids. 
I  have  not  seen  such  elsewhere,  and  they  struck  me  as  being  very  useful, 
and  a^  requiring  very  small  space.  I  give  drawings  of  them  and  a  plan 
of  the  positions  they  occupy  in  Appendix  C. 

It  would  be  (juite  impossible  to  particularise  the  whole  of  this  truly 
wonderful  collection  of  antiquities,  in  which  pure  Greek,  Scythian  Greek, 
and  Roman  art  are  strikingly  displayed,  nor  would  it  be  necessary,  for  I 
believe  the  Art  I  library  of  the  Department  already  possesses  the  Imperial 
publication,  "  Les  Antiquites  du  Bosphore  Cimmerien,"  and  I  forward 
nerewith  six  parts  and  the  text  of  the  '*  Compte- Rendu  de  la  Commission 
Imp^riale  Archeoloffique,"  in  which  some  of  the  Kertch  antiquities  are 
well  illustrated,  and  also  portions  of  the  Scythian  collection  contained 
in  another  room,  and  consisting  of  the  antiquities  from  other  parts  of 
the  Scythia  of  Herodotus  than  that  comprehended  in  the  Crimea.  In 
theee  especialljr,  Greek  art  is  seen  in  close  alliance  with  the  Scythian ;  the 
best  example  is  the  large  silver  vase,  28  inches  in  height,  with  gold 
figures  in  relief,  figured  in  the  part  for  1864. 

The  collection  of  fictile  vases  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world,  and 
some  of  its  best  examples  are  illustrated  in  the  above  work,  and  the 
greater  number  of  the  specimens  are  indicated  in  the  Catalogues^  Nos.  2 
and  4,  Appendix  A. 

The  first  floor  of  the  Museum  of  the  Hermitage  is  occupied  with  the 
following  collections : — 

Paintings. 

Gems. 

Coins. 

Relics  of  Peter  the  Great,  and 

Art  Treasures  of  historical  interest. 
The  first  has  been  fully  described  by  Dr.  Waagen.  The  arrangement 
of  the  gems  is  not  yet  completed,  but  they  form  one  of  the  finest  and 
most  extensive  series  in  existence.  Ihe  coins  are  well  arranged  and 
constitute  a  rich  collection.  The  gallery  of  Peter  the  Great  contains  a 
large  number  of  very  interesting  relics  of  that  Tsar^  and  is  continuous 
with  the  Gallery  of  Art  Treasiures,  many  of  which  are  of  great  historical 
interest,  and  most  have  belonged  to  former  Emperors  of  Russia. 
lliroughout  the  rooms  generally  are  distributed  vases  of  extraordinary 
beauty,  worked  in  lapis  lazuli,  rock  crystal,  malaclute,  violet  porphyry, 
ribbon  jasper,  and  other  valuable  stones,  and  many  fine  specimens  of 
modern  sculpture.

g roper  permission  is  obtained  to  take  photographs  of  any  of  its  contents, 
ut  that  good  ones  have  never  yet  been  token.  I  am  further  assured 
that  it  is  bv  no  means  probable  tiiat  permission  to  copy  by  the  electro  pro- 
oess  woula  in  any  case  be  obtained.  This,  however,  might  possibly  be 
overruled  if  the  Imperial  consent  were  obtained  through  our  Foreign 
Office,  and  in  such  case  I  am  sure  it  would  receive  the  kindest  co-opera- 
tion ^m  the  officers  of  the  staff,  whose  readiness  to  assist  me  in  eveiy 
way  was  most  gratifying. 

Photography  has  not  made  much  progress  in  St.  Petersburg,  and  has 
chiefly  l^n  confined  to  portraiture  and  local  views ;  and  such  is  the 
geneial  state  of  all  business  arrangements  throughout  Russia  that  I 
should  strouffly  advise,  in  order  to  obtain  a  vast  d^  of  matter  which  is 
really  desirable  to  procure  from  that  country,  that  the  Department  should 
send  out  two  or  three  trained  photographers,  who  could  associate  them- 
selves with  others  already  there,  and  under  proper  permission  and 
guidance  they  would  amply  repay  the  Department  by  the  interesting 
novelties  which  they  could  obtain. 

2nd.  The  Museum  of  the  Imperial  School  of  Mines,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Lieut.-General  G.  de  Helmersen,  occupies  a  spacious  building  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Neva,  and  is  remarkable  for  its  very  extensive  and 
practical  collections,  including  models  of  mines  and  mining  machinery, 
implements,  &c.,  with  examples  of  the  products  of  the  Russian  mines, 
ana  in  addition,  a  vast  collection  of  minerals,  well  displayed,  and  remark- 
able for  the  msgnificence  of  the  individual  specimens.  The  general 
objects,  and  the  arrangement  of  the  geological  part  of  this  Museum  are 
nearly  the  same  as  those  of  the  Jermyn  Street  Museum,  and  the  minera* 
k^cal  portion  will  compare  favourably  with  that  of  the  British  Museum, 
which  it  surpasses  in  many  respects.  There  is  one  department  in  the 
Museum  worthy  of  especial  note.  It  is  in  a  large  saloon,  and  comprises 
separate  collections  of  the  distinctive  minerals  and  their  associated  fos- 
sils from  each  of  the  Governments  into  which  Russia  is  divided,  so  that 
the  nature  of  the  products  of  each  department  may  be  inspected  with 
great  facility.  The  utilitv  of  this  Museum  as  a  public  exhibition  is  of 
Ettle  importance  compared  with  the  valuable  aid  it  affords  to  the  profes- 
sors of  the  School  of  Mines  intrusted  with  the  instruction  of  the  corps 
of  military  cadets,  who  are  trained  to  inspect  and  direct  the  Imperial 
mines  of  the  Empire. 

Should  it  ever  happen  that  the  British  Museum  authorities,  under 
different  management  will  favour  the  plan  of  exchanging  duplicates,  I 
have  reason  to  believe  that  veiY  valuable  exchanges  may  be  made  with 
the  Russian  School  of  Mines,  the  officers  of  whicm  are  most  anxious  to 
oo-operate  in  the  general  advancement  of  science. 

The  Museum  of  Natural  History  in  the  Academy  of  Sciences  is  of 
considerable  extent  and  in  admirable  order.  It  contains  the  u&ual 
collections  of  animals,  fossils,  and  minerals,  its  large  series  of  mammoth 
remains  giving  it  especial  interest.  On  one  of  mv  visits  to  this  Museum, 
it  was  a  public  day  (Monday)  when  it  is  open  free,  and  I  endeavoured, 
as  well  as  possible,  to  ascertain  the  number  of  people  present,  and  found 
them  to  exceed  400  at  noon,  when  I  counted,  proving  that  the  Museum 
was  much  appreciated.    (Catalogue  sent.  No.  5,  Appendix  A.) 

The  Agricultural  Ck>llege,  situated  eight  miles  from  the  city  in  a  park 
of  80  acres  extent,  large  portions  of  which  are  devoted  to  experiments 
in  agriculture,  horticulture,  and  forestry.    This  college  contains  special 
museums  for  each  branch  of  science  taught,  viz.,  botany,  asoology^Q[e 
•*  Y 
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AppendixH.  geology,  ohemistiy,  natural  philosophy,  and  for  agricultural  produce 

—       and  implements.    Each  is  connected  with  the  class  room  of  its  pro- 

Prop."^  fessor.    The  establisliment  has  only  been  recently  removed  to  this 

Aaomm.    place,  and  is  consequently  in  an  incomplete  state.    It,  however,  exhibits 

evidences  in  all  its  parts  of  masterly  skill  in  airangement,  and  in  the 

management  of  the  minutest  details.    The  fittings  are  all  of  a  plain 

description,  but  are  substantial  and  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.    In 

the  Botanical  Museum  only  such  plants  are  shown  as  have  special 

relations  to  husbandly,  and  are  chiefly  put  up  in  the  usual  herbarium 

manner. 

The  Zoological  Museum  is  devoted  to  well-stuiFed  specimens  of  such 
animals  as  are  useful  or  obnoxious  to  man,  ae  the  domesticated  and 
game  animals,  and  those  which  are  enemies  to  the  farmer. 

The  Geological  Museum  contains  a  collection  of  such  rocks  as  con- 
duce to  the  formation  of  the  best  soils,  or  which  yield  minerals  of  use 
in  the  manu&cture  of  artificial  manures,  &c. 

That  of  Natural  Philosophy  is  well  stored  with  apparatus  for  illustra- 
ting the  various  phenomena  connected  with  meteorology,  hydrostatics, 
electricity,  &c.,  bearing  indirectly  upon  the  operations  of  the  scientific 
former. 

The  Chemical  Museum  contains  the  results  of  analyses  made  in  the 
laboratory,  and  chiefly  intended  to  show,  after  the  plan  of  the  Food 
Museum  at  South  Kensington,  the  relative  value  of  the  different  food 
products  as  ascertained  by  various  investigators. 

An  extensive  library  is  also  in  course  of  formation,  and  contains  some 
thousands  of  volumes  in  all  languages  upon  agriculture  and  its  cognate 
sciences.  This  establishment  is  under  a  director  and  17  professors,  and 
is  attached  to  the  Ministry  of  Crown  Domains.  The  buildings  form  a 
quadrangle  upwards  of  500  feet  in  length,  and  altogether  cover  two 
acres  and  a  half. 

The  Industrial  Museum  or  Museum  of  Rural  Economy,  under  the 
direction  of  M.  Tchemiaeff,  bears  evident  marks  of  having  been  formed 
upon  English  models.  A  large  portion  of  it  is  devoted  to  the  illus- 
tration of  food  exactl;^  upon  the  plan  of  the  Food  Museum  of  South 
Kensington,  to  which  is  added  also  the  food  of  domestic  animals,  whilst 
the  application  of  vegetable  products,  such  as  trees,  their  roots,  seeds, 
bark,  &c.,  are  shown  as  in  the  Kew  Museum.  The  animal  products  are 
also  arranged  on  the  South  Kensington  plan,  and  there  is  in  addition  a 
department  for  mechanical  and  engineering  appliances  for  working  the 
land,  and  for  draining  and  other  farming  operations.  This  Museum 
has  been  founded  since  the  Exhibition  of  1862,  and  its  oljects  are  fully 
described  in  the  report  of  M.  Tcherniaeff  (Appendix  F.).  The 'whole 
of  the  departments  are  on  a  grand  scale,  ana  the  lessons  taken  from 
this  country  have  been  well  carried  out  and  greatly  amplified.  The 
building  itself  was  formerly  a  riding  school  for  the  Imperial  palace,  and 
is  one  vast  hall,  420  feet  in  length,  105  in  width,  and  35  in  height, 
without  a  single  pillar  to  support  its  plastered  ceiling.  Like  the  College 
of  Agriculture  it  is  under  the  government  of  the  Ministry  of  Crown 
Domains,  and  is  intended  to  diffuse  a  knowledge  of  the  sciences  con- 
nected with  the  production  and  utilization  of  the  substances  required 
for  food,  and  with  this  view  there  are  workshops  and  artisans  connected 
with  the  establishment,  who  produce  many  of  the  smaller  kinds  of 
useful  implements,  &c.,  which  are  sold  to  bond  fide  farmers  at  a  profit  of 
five  per  cent.  onlv.  Free  lectures  are  given  in  this  Museum  at  certain 
periods,  and  readers  of  agricultural  works  are  allowed  the  use  of  the 
library  for  that  purpose,  or  rather  a  library  is  specially  arranged  for 
them  on  the  tables,  on  which  all  the  books  of  any  value  in  the  Russian 
language  are  laid,  and  are  nailed  to  the  table  iy  one  of  their  lids  to 
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prevent  removal.    The  well-thumbed  appearance  of  these  books  attest  AppendlzH. 
the  considerable  extent  to  which  they  are  constdted.    Amongst  them        — 
those  devoted  to  rustic  architecture  appear  to  be  greatly  used.  ^^of.^^ 

The  only  other  public  museum  of  importance  in  St.  Petersburg  is  Asohsb. 
that  of  the  Technological  Institute.  In  this  is  a  hurgc  collection  of 
models,  &c.  illustrative  of  mechanical  and  civil  engineering,  chiefly 
made  by  the  pupils  of  the  school  whilst  being  taught  m  the  very  exten* 
sive  workshops  of  the  institute.  The  general  arrangements  of  this 
Museum  are  similar  to  those  of  the  Conservatoire  Imperial  des  Arts  et 
M^ers  in  Paris,  but  it  is  much  smaller  in  extent.  The  workshops, 
however,  are  on  a  very  extensive  scale,  and  well  supplied  with  steam 
power  to  work  the  extensive  assortment  of  engineering  tools  and 
machines  which  they  contain.  There  is  also  a  laige  library  for  the  use 
of  the  students,  it  consists  solely  of  technological  works  in  all  the 
languages  of  £urope.  In  Appendix  D.  will  be  found  the  official 
accpunt  of  expenses  to  government,  programmes  of  lectures,  and  rules 
of  admission. 

Interesting  as  are  the  Museums  of  St.  Petersburg,  they  are  by  no  Moioow. 
means  equal  to  those  of  Moscow,  although  the  latter  are  of  much 
smaller  extent.  The  chief  is  the  TVeasury  of  the  Kremlin,  in  which  are 
stored  the  regalia  and  thrones,  and  the  most  valued  art  treasures  of 
former  sovereigns  of  Russia  and  Poland,  carefully  arranged  in  chrono- 
logical  order  in  magnificent  cases.  I  am  of  opinion  that  there  is 
nowhere  else  so  fine  a  collection  of  works  in  metal,  such  as  crowns, 
sceptres,  chalices,  ornamental  table  plate,  enamels,  jewellery,  embroidery, 
leather  work,  &c.  as  in  this  Museum.  Besides  many  remarkable 
spedmens  by  Cellini  and  other  Italian  artists,  there  are  finer  specimens 
of  old  English  work  of  the  beginning  of  the  17th  century  than  I  have  seen 
elsewhere,  and  the  old  and  true  Russian  works  differ  greatly  ftt>m  those 
that  have  been  shown  as  such  in  England.  Of  this  splendid  collection 
there  is  so  excellent  an  illustrated  catalogue  sent  herewith  (No.  6, 
Appendix  A.)  that  it  is  needless  for  me  to  go  into  further  details, 
excepting,  however,  to  refer  to  the  collection  of  Russian  banners  and 
ensigns,  which  is  very  curious  and  extensive,  and  of  which  I  procured  a 
descriptive  catalogue  and  atlas  of  plates  (No.  7>  Appendix  A.). 

In  the  Catalogue  of  the  Moscow  Treasury  (No.  6,  Appendix  A.),  near 
the  end,  p.  174,  will  be  found  a  notice  of  the  house  of  the  Romanoffs. 
This  is  not  connected  with  the  Treasury,  it  is  a  restoration  of  the  birth- 
place of  the  Tsar  Michel  Theodorovich  Romanoff,  the  founder  of  the 
reigning  dynasty.  It  is  remarkable  for  the  eccentricities  in  its  con- 
struction. The  apartments  are  very  small,  and  their  doors  are,  in  several 
instances,  not  more  than  four  feet  in  height.  On  the  tables  and  in 
cabinets  and  drawers  are  a  number  of  curious  objects,  some  are  ancient, 
others  of  modem  origin.  Some  of  the  former  are  of  rare  interest  as 
souvenirs  of  the  former  inhabitants  of  this  curious  mansion. 

The  Public  Museum  of  Moscow,  or  Roumiantsoff  Museum,  is  in  a 
magnificent  palace  of  great  extent.  It  contains  a  picture  gallery,  library, 
zoological  and  ethnological  collections,  a  small  but  very  interesting 
collection  of  Christian  antiquities,  and  a  mineralogical  department  of 
considerable  extent.  It  was  closed  for  the  season  of  cleaning  and 
repairs  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and  consequently  could  not  be  seen  to 
advantage.  I  saw  enough,  however,  to  convmce  me  that  it  is  a 
valuable  and  well-arranged  establishment,  quite  equal  to  the  wants  of  a 
large  city. 

But  snould  the  Department  think  proper  to  send  to  Russia  for  illus- 
trations of  its  art  treasures,  they  must  not  be  looked  for  altogether  in 
the  museums.  The  greatest  novelties  and  the  boldest  flights  of  genius 
will  be  found  in  the  ecclesiastical  establishments  and  in  the  palaces  of^^Tp

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▲ppendixlL  the  country.  In  the  latter  fine  works  of  art  aie  profiiady  dtabilmted, 
BiPOBTBT  *^^  ^°  *^®  former  there  is  every  vaiiety  of  Byxantine  art  from  its 
Pxov.  earliest  and  purest  style  to  the  most  bizarre  efforts  of  the  middle  ases 
Abchsb.  lu^id  modem  times,  together  with  all  its  modifications,  many  in  admirable 
taste,  by  Italians,  English,  and  others,  who  from  time  to  tune  were 
tempted  to  give  their  services  to  the  Russian  Church.  The  monasteries, 
churches,  and  sacristies  are  full  of  beautiful  works,  whilst  the  details  of 
the  churches  themselves  have  never  been  fairly  made  known  in  this 
country,  and  have,  until  lately,  been  as  little  known  and  appreciated  by 
the  people  of  Russia.  A  great  change,  however,  is  going  on  in  that 
country,  and  it  will  be  agreeable  to  the  Department  to  know  that  a 
School  of  Art,  founded  on  the  South  Kensington  plans,  is  now  fairly 
established  in  Moscow,  under  the  able  and  active  direction  of  M. 
Boutowski,  who  is  greatly  assisted  by  the  zeal  and  talents  of  M.  de 
Grigorovitch,  who,  I  beheve,  is  not  unknown  to  the  Department  of 
Science  and  Art.  Under  these  two  gentlemen  the  School  of  Art  is 
directing  its  attention  to  the  beauties  of  ancient  Russian  art,  and  nearly 
a  thousand  drawings  have  been  executed  bv  the  students  in  excellent 
style.  The^  are  copies  from  illuminated  books,  works  in  metal,  embroi- 
deries, textile  materials,  &c.  Specimens  of  some  of  these  were  promised 
me,  and  I  hoped  to  have  appended  them  to  this  report,  but  tney  have 
not  yet  arrived.  I  believe  copies  of  all  may  be  obtained  by  the 
Department  at  a  small  cost.  Besides  drawmgs  the  School  of  Art  has 
commenced  taking  plaster  casts  of  architectural  details.  The  church  of 
St.  Demetrius  (Demetrefski  Sobor),  at  Valdimir,  was  selected  for  the 
first  trial,  and  the  success  has  been  complete.  I  am  assured  that  the 
Department  of  Science  and  Art  can  have  copies  of  these  casts  either  by 
purchase  or  in  exchange  for  others  for  the  use  of  the  Moscow  school, 
and  that  the  latter  arrangement  would  be  greatly  preferred.  A  photo- 
graph of  this  church,  and  a  tracing  from  a  drawing  of  one  of  its  mural 
decorations  was  given  to  me  for  the  Science  and  Art  Department  by 
T.  Michell,  Esquire,  Her  Britannic  Mijesty's  Consul  at  St.  Petersburg, 
and  wiU  be  found  in  Appendix  E. 

M.  Grigorovitch,  before  mentioned,  is  also  Director  of  the  Permanent 
Fine  Art  Exhibition  of  St.  Petersburg,  at  which  place  I  saw  very 
excellent  copies,  at  moderate  prices,  of  the  beautiful  bronze  statuettes 
of  Ldeberich,  whose  hunting  groups  in  bronze  at  the  Exhibition  of  1862 
were  greatly  admired.  I  have  very  strong  reasons  for  believing  that 
the  Science  and  Art  Department  may  folly  rely  on  the  warm  co-opera- 
tion of  M.  Grigorovitch  in  any  work  required  to  be  done  in  Russia. 
I  can  also  assure  the  Department  of  tne  valuable  aid  of  Thomas 
Michell,  Esq.,  one  of  the  secretaries  to  the  British  Embassy  in  St. 
Petersburg,  to  whose  kindness  and  most  active  assistance  I  was  greatly 
indebted. 

In  addition  to  the  books  already  reftarred  to,  I  also  send  herewith  the 
first  five  volumes  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Imperial  Archeological 
Institute  (No.  8,  Appendix  A.),  and  23  parts  of  Early  Christian 
Archeology.  These  works  are  still  in  course  of  publication,  and  the 
latter  one  is  not  quite  complete  in  the  set  sent,  some  parts  being 
wanting.  They  can,  however,  be  obtained  of  the  authorized  book- 
seller, whose  name  I  can  procure,  if  it  is  desired  to  complete  and 
continue  the  series. 

The  Imperial  Mosaic  Factory  of  St  Petersburg,

emanated,  and   he  aaeuied  me   that  Mr.    Sandham's  translation  is  bspostbt 

jemarkably  correct  in  eveiy  particular.    I  therefore  especially  directed      Psof. 

my  attention  to  other  points  than  those  so  well  explained  already.     AacBSJi. 

Since  the  pubhcation  of  the  rep|ort  the  fiictory  haai  been  removed  to  a 

more  suitable  buildinff  in  the  city  itself.    It  wss  formerly  in  a  distant 

tttburb,  and  I  am  informed  that  this  change  has  greatly  conduced  to 

its  ffeneral  welfare^  the  present  building  having  been  carefully  arranged 

to  mcilitate  the  execution  of  the  works.     It  consists  of  one  large  hall, 

about  50  feet  by  30  feet,  with  a  small  gallery  on  brackets  running 

round  it,  in  which  are  cases  of  pigeon-hcHes  for  storing  the  smalts  or 

coloured  glass  of  which  the  tessersB  are  made :  these  are  arranged  in 

the  order  of  their  colours  and  shades,  which  are  said  to  number  more 

than   12,000.    The  peparation  of  lafge  pictures  is  carried  on  upon 

the  floor  of  this  hall,  and  the  smalts  are  close  at  hand  in  the  gallery 

mentioned.     Besides  this,  there  are  other  rooms  on  the  ground  floor 

for  preparing  the  wooden  frames,  mixing  stucco  and  other  operations ; 

and  above,  apartments  in  which  small  mosaics  are  made,  for  tables,  &c.» 

and  for  producing  the  very  small  tesserse  used  in  such  works. 

llie  first  operation  in  preparing  to  copy  a  large  picture  in  mosaic  if 
to  draw  it  on  paper  or  canvas  in  outline ;  then  it  is  divided  by  lines 
into  squares  tne  size  of  the  tesserse,  and  these  are  coloured  in  with 
water-colours.  A  very  strong  wooden  frame  is  then  prepared;  those 
I  saw  in  use  were  of  planks  five  inches  in  thickness,  and  about  six  or 
eight  inches  in  dq>th,  well  clamped  ^th  iron  at  the  angles.  This 
frame  is  laid  on  a,  smooth  stone  table  and  is  filled  with  mixed  plaster  of 
Paris,  which  is  then  left  to  harden  and  dry,  after  which  it  is  turned 
over  and  the  suiface  which  was  next  the  smooth  table  is  found  to  be 
nearly  perfect,  and  is  rendered  <]uite  so  by  scraping  and  other  operations. 
Upon  this  an  outline  of  the  picture  is  then  drawn,  and  lines  ruled  at 
right  angles  so  as  to  form  squares  corresponding  with  tiiose  on  the 
cartoon,  and  tiie  artist  proceeds  to  set  the  tesserse.  In  order  to  do  this 
he  begins  to  cut  out  the  stucco  within  the  outlines  of  the  drawing  one 
square  at  a  time,  sufficiently  deep  to  take  a  quantity  of  mastic,  made  of 
powdered  marble  and  oil,  into  which  he  presses  the  tesserse,  keeping 
the  upper  surftoe  perfSectly  level;  in  this  way  he  works  through  the 
whole  picture,  which  is  then  turned  over  and  laid  with  its  face  to  the 
stone  table.  All  the  stucco  is  then  carefully  removed  from  the  back 
until  the  rough  under  surfiuses  of  tessene  are  exposed.  Roman  or 
Portland  cement  is  then  run  in  so  as  to  form  a  solid  back  to  the 
picture,  which  after  being  cleaned  is  ready  for  removal  to  its  destinatiun. 

The  smalts  or  glass  enamels  are  manufactured  at  the  Inrperial  Porce* 
lain  and  Glass  Works,  and  are  supplied  to  the  Mosaic  Factory  from 
time  to  time  as  wanted.  They  are  m  round  flat  cakes  (Appendix  £., 
Fig.  1),  four  or  five  inches  in  diameter,  and  three-quarters  of  an  inch 
in  thickness.  A  small  apparatus  formed  of  six  cutting  wheels  worked 
by  a  lathe,  the  wheels  of  malleable  iron,  covered  with  tin  and  coated 
with  emeiy,  set  at  equal  distances  on  an  axle,  as  shown  in  Fig.  2, 
Appendix  £.,  slits  the  cakes  into  strips  of  equal  ^idth,  and  these  are 
then  cut  transversely  or  diagpnaUy,  as  the  artist  requires,  with  great 
ease  by  means  of  a  file  and  chisel. 

The  gold  tesserae  are  made  by  taking  heated  plates  of  glass,  three 
inches  square,  and  covering  their  upper  surfaces  with  gold  leaf;  then 
upon  this  is  placed  molten  glass,  which  is  pressed  on  with  a  copper 
plate  till  it  forms  only  a  thin  even  Isyer.  They  are  next  carehilly 
annealed,  and  are  then  fit  for  use.  Tiie  Byzantine  character  of  the 
Russian  mosaics  involves  a  great  cost  from  the  large  quantity  of  gold 
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Appendix  M.  ]  \^2A  no  opportunity  of  seeing  how  the  various  shades  of  smalts 
SiposT  BT  ^ci^  made  for  the  larger  tesserae ;  but  the  Director,  Signor  Leopoldo 
Pbof.  Bonafede,  obligingly  showed  me  the  process  of  preparing  the  small  ones, 
AscHBB.  yf}^^  he  said  completely  illustrated  the  matter.  I  enclose  four  shades 
of  pink  which  I  saw  made  in  the  following  manner : — k.  certain  pro- 
portion of  red  pot-metal  transparent  glass,  and  another  quantity  of 
white  opaque  glass  were  weighea  out ;  each  was  placed  in  turn  in  the 
flame  of  a  olow-pipe  until  soft  enough  to  be  gathered  on  to  the  end  of 
an  iron  tool  to  be  used  as  a  handle.  The  workman  then  takes  one  in 
each  hand  and  places  the  two  gatherings  of  glass  opposite  each  other  in 
the  blow-pipe  name,  until  they  are  so  softened  that  they  will  readily 
adhere  to  each  other.  He  then  presses  them  together  and  twists  them 
about  until  he  has  completely  kneaded  and  mixed  together  the  two 
colours.  The  dextrous  nicety  of  this  operation  is  remarkable,  and  can 
only  be  acquired  by  long  practice.  The  slightest  increase  in  the  quan- 
tity of  the  colourea  glass  will,  of  course,  make  a  different  shade,  and 
as  the  quantities  are  always  carefully  weighed,  these  shades  can  be 
ensured  with  great  exactness.  The  lamp  for  the  blow-pipe  is  very 
peculiar;  it  consists  of  a  wick  of  cotton  having  a  carefully  prepared  flat 
surface  of  about  an  inch  and  a  half  in  breadth,  and  three  inches  in 
length,  fed  with  sperm  oil  (Appendix  £.,  Fig.  3).  I  have  been  assured 
that  this  arrangement  has  been  proved  to  be  essential,  and  that  gas 
would  not  do.  Perhaps  this  may  be  a  fallacy ;  but  in  the  operation  of 
converting  glass  coloured  green  with  peroxide  of  copper  into  red,  I  have 
always  found  the  flame  of  a  tallow  candle-wick  better  than  a  gas  jet. 

The  Imperial  Mosaic  Factory  is  under  the  ministry  of  Count 
Adalbert,  and  is  evidently  worked  with  great  vigour.  It  has  only  been 
established  fourteen  years,  of  which  it  has  been  in  its  present  quarters 
but  two  years;  yet  during  that  time  it  has  replaced  all  the  huge 
pictures  in  the  Ikonostas  of  St.  Isaac's  Cathedral  with  mosaics  of 
grand  dimensions ;  besides  a  large  number  of  smaller  works  for  other 
cathedrals  and  churches,  and  many  which  have  been  given  away  as 
presents  by  the  Imperial  family.  At  present  the  whole  energies  of  the 
staff  are  directed  to  the  prepiuntion  of  two  large  pictures  for  the  Paris 
Exhibition  of  next  year.  The  establishment  consists  of  a  director. 
Signer  Lieopoldo  Bonafede,  fourteen  artists,  including  three  or  four 
pupils  or  apprentices,  and  twenty  workmen.  No  apprentice  is  received 
into  the  works  who  has  not  previously  received  a  medal  of  honour  at 
the  School  of  Design.  They  receive  15  roubles  a  month  whilst  they 
are  being  instructed  in  the  art  of  fixing  the  smalts  and  learning  to 
distinguish  the  shades  of  colour.  After  that  the  pupil  is  intrusted  with 
other  work,  and  is  paid  by  the  amount  done.  The  pay  of  the  skilled 
artists  is  bv  piece-work,  30  roubles  (or  4/.  10^.)  a  month  being  guaran- 
teed for  lodgings.  Good  hands  earn  as  much  as  200  roubles  per  month. 
The  fine  mosaic  of  St.  Nicolai  shown  in  the  Russian  Department  of  the 
Exhibition  of  1862,  occupied  three  years  of  labour  and  contains 
120,000  tesserae.  The  two  beautiful  mosaics  of  angels  shown  at  the 
same  time  occupied  each  four  years,  but  half  this  period  would  have 
sufficed  but  for  the  ill  health  of  the  artist.  It  is  found  impracticable 
to  put  more  than  one  artist  to  work  on  the  essential  parts  of  a  picture ; 
they  never  agree  in  their  views  of  the  feeling  of  the  picture,  which, 
notwithstanding  the  apparently  unyielding  nature  of  the  material,  is  of 
great  importance  in  producing  the  true  e£Bect. 

There  is  a  kind  of  tesserae  which  is,  I  was  assured,  peculiar  to  this 
estabUshment.  It  is  a  compound  of  several  colours  to  produce  the 
effect  of  the  pupil  and  iris  of  the  eye.  By  differently  placing  the 
colours  a  great  variety  of  effect  is  produced.  Similar  ones  are  made  to 
represent  beads  in  rosaries,  &c.    I  enclose  two  specimens^^  , 
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The  entire  woTkmf^  cost  of  the  estftblishment  to  the  Government  is  AppcndixM. 
30,000  roubles  per  annum,  which  at  the  present  value  of  the  paper  bspoetbt 
rouble  would  be  3,750/.    Tliis  does  not  include  cost  of  material,  price      Pbof. 
of  the  tesserae,  including   gold,  scorzetta  and  porporines,  averaging     Abcheb. 
about  50  kopecks,  or  Is.  3d.  per  lb.  English. 

On  the  uart  of  the  officers  of  the  Mosaic  Factory  I  found  the 
utmost  readiness  to  give  eveiy  information,  and  Sig.  Bonafede  ex- 
pressed his  willingness  to  furnish  formulae  and  skilled  assistants  to 
teach  the  art.  But  in  all  my  investigations  of  this  establishment,  and 
of  museums  and  other  places  of  intmst,  I  received  the  most  valuable 
aid  from  his  Excellency  George  Peterson,  whose  high  official  position, 
his  great  knowledge,  and  earnest  desire  to  advance  every  intellectual 
pursuit,  made  his  friendship  peculiarly  serviceable  to  me  in  gaining 
admission  and  information  eveiywhere. 

Of  the  Copenhagen  Museums  three  only  require  special  notice.  ^nraark. 

Ist.  The  Royal  Museum  at  Rosenberg.  Gopen- 

2nd.  The  Ethnographical  Museum.  *^"«®'^ 

3rd.  The  Museum  of  Northern  Antiquities. 

The  first  of  these  is  in  the  Castle  of  Rosenberg,  an  old  Royal  residence 
built  by  Christian  IV.  in  1604.  ,  The  diief  and  most  interesting  feature 
in  this  Museum  is  the  systematic  manner  in  which  it  is  arranged  with  a 
view  to  make  it  a  national  historical  museum ;  and  the  extent  to  which 
this  has  been  done  under  the  able  direction  of  Professor  Worsaae  ren- 
ders it  quite  unique.  Each  sovereign,  from  the  time  of  Christopher  I. 
in  1448  up  to  Frederick  VI.,  the  present  King's  father,  is  represented  by- 
all  the  rehcs  of  his  time  which  are  known  to  nave  appertained  to  him,  or 
to  have  had  any  direct  connexion  with  him,  and  which  are  consistent 
with  a  museum  of  this  class — such  as  authenticated  portraits,  state 
robes,  anns  and  armour,  harness,  jewellery,  objects  of  taste,  &c.  These 
things,  usuallv  in  other  countries  scattered  in  various  royal  residences 
and  m  the  collections  of  the  curious,  have  been  here  brought  together,  so 
as  to  form  a  consecutive  series  of  historical  objects  of  the  highest  possible 
value.  Amongst  the  relics  of  Frederick  V.  is  a  collection  of  Venetian 
glass  of  most  remarkable  beauty.  This  monarch  lived  some  time  in 
Venice,  where  he  was  a  great  &vourite,  and  thereby  had  great  advan- 
tages in  making  this  collection,  which  contains  not  only  pieces  of  extra- 
ordinary size  and  beauty,  but  complete  services  of  the  finest  quality.  It 
is  particularly  rich  in  opalescent  glass  and  Vitro  di  Trina ;  but,  I  believe, 
does  not  contain  a  single  specimen  of  Schmelz  and  very  few  coloured 
ones.  So  remarkable  are  many  of  the  pieces  in  this  collection  for  size 
and  beauty  that  I  think  it  would  be  desirable  to  obtain  photographs  of 
them  for  the  use  of  the  Department.  I  may  here  remark  that  I  spoke  to 
Professor  Worsaae  upon  this  subject,  and  he  assured  me  that  it  only 
required  the  royal  permission  to  photograph  or  copy  by  any  other  proper 
means  any  of  the  specimens  in  the  Royal  Museum  ;  and  there  are  few 
photogrraphers  better  than  those  of  Copenhagen,  besides  which  there  is 
one  good  worker  in  the  electrotype  process  who  could  be  engaged  to  copy 
such  of  the  Celtic  antiquities  as  the  Department  may  wish  to  possess ; 
but  in  the  absence  of  any  list  of  wliat  specimens  the  Department 
already  has  or  expects  to  get  from  Ireland,  I  could  not  indicate  any  indi- 
vidual objects  of  which  copies  might  be  required.  From  all  the  officers 
of  the  Museum,  however,  1  received  assurances  that  they  would  aid  with 
pleasure  in  forwarding  the  wishes  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department  in 
any  way  within  their  power.

AppendixM.  surronnding  a  quadrangle.  Two  sides  of  the  building  are  devoted  to  the 
Rbport  bt  Ethnographical  Museum,  n^hich  occupies  forty  sniaU  apartments ;  and 
Pkof.  the  other  two  sides  contain  the  northern  antiquities  and  a  small  miscel- 
iBCHEs.  laneous  archeological  collection  of  moderate  extent,  ft  is  impossible  to 
speak  too  highly  of  the  admirable  arrangement  of  both  these  Maseums. 
I'he  former  was  arranged  in  its  present  manner  by  the  late  Professor  C. 
J.  Thomson.  It  begins  with  northern  latitudes  and  ends  with  those  of 
the  south ;  each  country  being  represented  by  its  costumes,  its  weapons  of 
war,  its  articles  employed  in  religious  rites  and  those  required  for  agricid- 
ture,  and  for  domestic  use  and  luxury,  and,  in  some  cases,  illustrations 
of  its  literature.  Generally  speaking,  one  room  is  found  sufficient  for 
each,  but  in  such  cases  as  Chma,  Japan,  and  India  several  are  required 
for  each.  This  Museum  is  now  under  the  direction  of  Professor  C.  J. 
Steinhauer,  and  so  popular  is  it  that  it  is  disagreeably  crowded  on  all 
occasions  when  open  to  the  public.  It  is  opened  free  twice  a  week,  but 
only  for  two  hours  at  a  time ;  the  attendance  nevertheless  is  about  30,000 
per  annum. 

This  ethnographical  collection^  showing  eveiy  step  from  the  rudest 
operations  of  savage  life  up  to  the  comparatively  perfect  appUances  of 
civilization,  is  found  to  be  of  great  use  in  elucidating  the  many  difficult 
questions  which  present  themselves  in  investigating  the  remains  of  the 
stone,  bronze,  and  iron  periods;  and  it  is  with  this  view  they  have  been 
placed  in  juxtaposition. 

The  Museum  of  Northern  Antiquities  occupies  about  twenty  apart- 
ments, each  about  18  feet  square.  The  specimens  amounted  to  between 
30,000  and  40,000,  arranged  chiefly  in  upright  wall-cases  of  the  plainest 
construction.  They  are  divided  mto  three  general  firroups  or  periods, 
viz.,  stone,  bronze,  and  iron.  Each  group  is  re-dividea  into  districts  and 
"Jinds,"  so  that  the  visitor  sees  at  once  the  locality  where  the  specimens 
were  found  and  the  contents  of  each  remarkable  tumulus.  The  Museum 
is  under  the  care  of  Professor  C.  F.  Herbst,  whose  knowledge  of  Celtic 
remains  is  probably  unequalled.  It  would  be  useless  for  me  to  attempt 
to  ffive  a  detailed  descnption  of  this  vast  collection,  or  to  attempt  to 
indicate  specimens  which  would  be  desirable  additions  to  those  the  De- 
partment is  procuring  from  Ireland,  for  I  am  quite  ignorant  of  the 
character  of  those  obtained;  but  I  would  refer  to  the  admirable  publica- 
tions issued  in  Denmark  to  illustrate  the  Museum.  The  first  is — 
"  AfbUdninger  af  Danske  Oldsager  og  Mindesmoerker,  vid  A.  P. 
Madsen,"  of  which  Parts  1  to  12  are  published,  and  are,  I  believe,  in  the 
Art  Library  of  the  Department.  "  Nordiske  Oldsager  i  det  Kongelige 
Museum  i  Kjobenhavn.  Ordnede  og  forklarede  af  J.  J.  A.  Worsaae.'* 
TTiis  is  also  in  the  Art  Library  of  the  Department.  "Atlas  del'Archeo- 
logie  du  Nord,  representant  des  echantillons  de  I'a^e  de  Bronze,  et  de 
Page  de  Fer.  Public  par  la  Soci^te  Royale  des  Antiquaries  du  Nord," 
which  I  procured  for  tne  Department  and  forward  herewith.  (No.  10 
Appendix.)  The  two  very  remarkable  horns  figured  in  Plate  aIII.  of 
this  Atlas  are  models  only  of  the  original,  which  were  in  gold,  and  were 
stolen  from  the  Museum.  Doubtless  copies  could  easilv  De  procured  of 
these  and  of  the  large  musical  instruments  in  Plate  VII.,  or  any  other 
niecimens  there  figured.  As  in  Mr.  Peterson  of  St.  Petersburg,  so  in 
l^ofessors  Worsaae  and  Herbst,  the  Science  and  Art  Department  has 
not  only  iiilluig  aids,  but  also  warm  admirers,  ready  to  render  every 
service  in  their  power. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  should  like  to  have  had  the  consciousnesa 
of  having  added  more  materially  to  the  resources  of  the  Department ; 
but  I  am  sure  I  shall  have  done  good  service  if  I  have  awakened  an 
interest  in  the  vast  field  of  Russian  Art,  which,  I  believe^ossesses  very 
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siaroDg  claims,  and  is,  I  believe,  thoroughly  unexplored  at  present.  J^pendixM. 
Much  may  be  obtained  in  the  large  bazaars  and  markets  of  great  value ;  bspobt  bt 
but  the  opportunity  will  not  last  lonff,  for  I  am  assured  that  one  j^fJJJ;, 
collector  has  expended  upfvards  of  20,000  roubles  durinff  the  last  year  "'"" 
in  purchases,  chiefly  in  the  bazaars  of  Moscow  and  Nijoi  Novgorod.

In  this  table  every  institution  in  which  scientific  instruc- 
tion is  given  is  counted  as  a  school,  though  the  subjects 
taught  and  the  number  of  dasses  in  them  vary  much.  In 
some  instances  a  school  consists  of  but  one  class,  and  there 
is  only  one  subject  taught,  in  others  there  fire  10  or  12 
classes  in  different  subjecta  The  total  number  of  classes 
in  the  800  schools  in  1868  waa  about  780.  Students  of 
i^ese  classes,  to  the  number  of  6,875,  came  up  for  exami- 
nation in  May,  besides  217  self-taught  students  and  pupils 
of  classes  not  under  teachers  qualified  to  earn  payments 
(m  results.

At  the  examinations  for  sea&ring  men  held  in  March, 
September,  and  December  about  40  persons  were  examined 
in  addition  to  the  above. 

2.  Examinations  were  held  in  May  at  261  pentres,  23S 
provincial  and  23  metropolitan.  The  payments  to  teachers 
on  the  results  of  instruction  of  the  artizan  classes  as  tested 
by  these  examinations,  amounted  for  the  year  1S68  to 
12|726;.  108.,  being  at  the  rate  of  168.  lOd  fb;r  each 
person  under  instruction.

Grants  were  also  ina4e 
towards  the  piirehase  of  apparatus,  diagrams,  and  examples, 
MEaouBiiDg  in  the  year  to  336i.  2a.  5:^.,  being  an  increase 
on  the  year  before,  1867,  when  they  amounted  to 
1672. 19^.  Ofd  Prizes  and  medals  to  the  value  of  1,0392. 
were  award^  on  the  results  of  this  examination, 

3.  The  latest  returns,  March  1869,  show  that  the  num-  i^berof 
ber  of  Science  schools  had  increased  to  614  ;  of  these  854  ciw^ 
were  iil  England,  28  in  Scotland,  and  132  in  Ireland. 
In  these  schools  there  were  1,448  classes,  in  which  about 
2})000  students  were  receiying  instruction.  This  is  an 
iQcrease  of  234  schools  and  about  9,600  students  over 
the  oonesponding  returns  last  year,  and  is  irrespectiye  of 
Navig^^ion,  schools,  which  do  not  send  up  pupils  for  exami* 
n^on^  and^  therefore)  receive  no  payments  on  results. 

'  4.  The  details  of  the  Science  sdiools  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  official  inspector  for  sci&ce,  Capt.  Donnelly,  RE., 
4tpage5'5.  The  instruction  given  in  the  Science  clsuas^ 
appears  to  be  improving  generally  in  character,  and  much 
interesting  information,  which  should  be  of  use  to  the 
teachers,  is  contained  in  the  special  reports  of  the  examiners, 
which. are  given  at  p.  82.  The  system  of  examination 
wa«  civefully  considered  last  autumn  at  a  meeting  of  the 
examiue^s.  Captain  Donnelly*s  report  on  the  subject  is 
given  at  p.  1.  The  Science  Directory,  revised  to  carry 
out  the  improvements  suggested,  was  approved  and  is  given 
at  p.  3.  The  careful  syllabus  prepared  by  the  examiners 
in.  the  |3iff^|:^nt  Bubject9>  wUl  no  doubt  have  a  very  good 
eifect  in  glviing  precision  to  the  instruction  of  the  classes 
and  in  preyenting  vague  and  desultory  work. 

6.  TheMinnte establishing  Local  Exhibitions andScholar- Ij^^j^j^ 
ships  was  giten  in  the  la^  repo^rK  Eight  of  the  exhibi-  ^dsohoiar- 
tions  ppoivided'by  Mr.  Whitworth  were  converted  into  local  ^' 
Exhibitions  und^  the  terms  of  that  Minuta  Four  other 
local  Exhibitions  have  been  established,,  and  will  be  com- 
peted for  .this  May.  •  It  is  soinewhat  remarkable  that  all 
these  four,  which- are  the  only  regular  local  exhibitions  yet 
aj^lied  for,  are  for  Ireland.  Mr.  Dunville  has  endowed 
two,  open  to  competition  amongst  natives  of  Ulster.  Lord 
Clermont  has  endowed  one,  open  to  students  of  the  Dun- 
dalk  Free  Library  Science  School  and  other  non-endowed 
schools  in  that  town.  The  Incorporated  Society  has  also 
endowed  one  for  the  Educational  Institution  in  Dundalk. 
The  Elementary  School  Scholarships  and  the  Science  and 
Art  Scholarships  give  evei^y  appearance  of  proving  a  suq- 
oessfiil  means  of  enabling  deserving  young  pupils  of  tl^QJ^ 
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working  classes  to  pursue  their  studies.  Thirty-one 
Elementary  School  Scholarships  have  been  established  and 
awarded,  and  53  Science  and  Art  Scholarships  have  been 
given  on  the  results  of  the  last  May  examination.  We 
have  thought  it  advisable  for  the  future  to  impose  a 
local  contribution  of  5L  towards  the  latter — ^the  same 
amount  as  was  required  with  the  former  description  of 
scholarships,  in  order,  by  enlisting  local  action  in  the  matter, 
to  afford  some  check  and  a  guarantee  that  the  State  money 
is  properly  applied. 

^rth?Bn.  6-  ^'^'  Whitworth's  60  Exhibitions,  of  26?.  each,  have, 
dowment.  with  some  few  exceptions,  been  awarded  by  the  different 
authorities  to  whom  they  were  entrusted.  A  list  of  these, 
with  the  names  of  the  exhibitioners,  &c.,  is  given  at 
page  21.  Ten  of  his  Scholarships  of  the  value  of  1002. 
per  annum  will  be  competed  for  at  the  approaching  general 
Science  examination  in  April  and  May.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  his  munificent  endowment  has  created  much  interest 
in  mechanical  science  in  the  country, 

tiSmT  7«  Th®  system  of  having  the  examinations  of  Science 
of^nw*  Schools  and  Classes  conducted  simultaneously  over  the 
Sohoouand  wholc  country,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  local  com- 
"""^  mittees,  by  papers  prepared  by  the  examiners  of  the  Depart- 
ment, continues  to  work  welL  Though  much  labour  is 
•  thereby  thrown  on  the  gentlemen  who  compose  these  com- 
mittees, the  examinations  continuing  in  some  places  for  15 
or  20  evenings,  and  entailing  an  attendance  of  three  mem- 
bers each  evening,  we  are  glad  to  say  sufficient  public  spirit 
and  interest  in  the  cause  of  education  exist  to  enable  this 
duty  to  be  safely  entrusted  to  their  care.  Many  members 
of  the  committees,  however  willing,  are  inexperienced  in 
their  duties,  and,  as  might  be  expected  under  these  circum- 
stances, and  considering  the  large  number  of  examina- 
tions (there  were  1,160  last  year),  mistakes  or  irregulari- 
ties have  in  some  instances  occurred.  Mistakes  which 
necessitate  the  cancelling  of  an  examination  entail  great 
hardship  on  the  students  and  on  the  teachers,  whose  pay- 
ments depend  on  the  result ;  and  yet  it  is  essential  that 
the  slightest  irregularities  should  not  be  overlooked,  as  large 
sums  of  public  money  depend  on  the  examinations,  and  the 
interests  of  numbers  of  competitors  for  scholarsdiips  and 
exhibitions  are  involved.  The  organization  of  some  staff 
for  assisting  local  committees,  and  supervising  their  action, 
therefore,  became  necessary,  the  object  being  not  merely 
to  discover  mistakes,  but  also  that  there  should  be  in  diffe- 
rent localities  some  one  sufficiently  accessible  te^vise  com- 
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mittees  in  any  difficulty,  and  either  to  prevent  mistakes  or 
to  put  them  right  on  the  instant.  But  the  appointment  of  a 
special  staff  of  qualified  Government  officers  for  a  merely 
temporary  action,  and  their  distribution  to  remote  districts, 
would  have  been  a  cumbersome  and  extravagant  measure. 
Our  predecessors  in  office  therefore  obtained  for  this  pur-  ixin)ection 
pose,  with  the  approval  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Field  SvoSSnT 
Marshal  Commanding-in-Chief,  the  services  during  the  1,^^^ 
examinations  last  May  of  a  certain  number  of  officers  of 
Royal  Engineers,  who  were  stationed  in  different  parts  of 
the  country,  and  who  were  willing  to  undertake  the  duty. 
The  experiment  was  perfectly  successful.  At  a  compara- 
tively slight  cost,  and  without  interfering  with  their 
ordinary  duties,  these  officers  rendered  much  assistance  to 
the  local  committees,  and  exercised  a  most  wholesome 
supervision  over  a  large  proportion  of  the  examinations. 
The  correspondence  with  Col.  tlie  Hon.  H.  F.  Keane,  Deputy 
Adjutant-General  R.E.,  on  the  subject,  and  the  names  of 
the  officers  employed,  are  given  at  pages  9  to  12. 

8.  With  His  Royal  Highness's  sanction,  we  propose  to 
continue  the  same  system  this  year,  and  in  consequence  of  the 
great  pressure  of  work  on  the  inspectors  of  the  Department, 
due  to  the  rapid  increase  of  the  schools,  we  have  also  ob- 
tained the  services  of  a  number  of  officers,  chiefly  of  Royal 
Engineers,  to  assist  them  in  the  regular  annual  inspection 
of  the  classes.  The  duty  has  been  well  and  intelligently 
performed,  and  through  the  assistance  thus  rendered  nearly 
every  one  of  the  520  schools  in  connexion  with  the  Depart- 
ment, which  will  be  examined  in  May,  has,  in  a  few  weeks, 
been  inspected,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
examinations,  and  the  conmiittees  advised  and  consulted 
on  the  various  details. 

As  respects  advanced  Scientific  Instruction. 

9.  The   Royal  School  of  Mi/nes  in  connexion  with  the  Bmi 
Geological  Museum  in  Jermyn  Street,  is  reported  on  by  mj&w!^' 
Sir  R  Murchison,  Bart.,  the  Director,  at  p.  394.     The  num- 
ber of  students  who  have  entered  during  the  year  1867-68 

for  one,  two,  or  three  years,  and  are  studying,  with  a  view 
to  obtaining  the  diploma  of  associate,  was  twelve,  including 
the  Royal  exhibitioners.  In  the  preceding  session  there 
were  eighteen  such  studenta  The  number  of  occasional 
students  entering  for  one  or  more  of  the  different  courses 
was  102 ;  the  same  number  as  in  the  preceding  year. 

10.  The  work  done  in  the  Boyal  College  of  Chemistry  Labom- 
in  Oxford  Street  is  favourably  reported  of  by  Dr.  Frankland  ^^ 
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(page  401  of  the  Appendix).  The  number  of  individual 
students  in  attendance  for  the  three  terms  was  85,  and  25 
students  attended  the  Metallurgical  Laboratory  in  Jerinyn 
Street.  The  increase  in  the  number  6f  students  is  stopped 
for  waflit  of  room.  Dr.  Percy  and  Dr.  Frankland  both  report 
on  this  subject  in  the  Appendix,  p.  24,  pointing  out  not  only 
that  they  have  in  consequence  been  obliged  to  refuse  many 
students^  but  also  that  the  premises,  both  in  Oxford  Street 
and  Jermyn  Street^  are  ill  adapted  to  present  require- 
ments. 
Jg^  11.  There  have  been  delivered  during  the  winter  four 

courses  of  lectures  to  working  men,  and  the  lecture  theatre 
of  the  School  of  Mines,  which  holds  about  600,  waiB  on  each 
occamon  completely  filled..  The  two  evening  courses,  one 
on  Natural  History  and  the  other  on  Qeology,  Bpecially 
intended  for  teachers  of  schools,  were  attended  by  196  and 
166  persons,  respectively. 
Boji^Ooi.  12.  Boyal  College  of  Science  of  JrdanA. — The  several 
^Snce.  courses  of  systematic  instruction  announced  in  the  pro-^ 
gramme,  appended  to  the  last  report  of  the  Dean  of  Faculty, 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  professors  during  the  past  year. 
The  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  present 
session,  up  to  the  Slst  December,  has  been  18,  of  whom 
13  are  pursuing  the  full  three  years'  course  for  the  diploma 
of  associate,  and  the  remaining  five  are  occasional  students. 
B^^ing  13.  Evening  lectures  on  science  of  a  more  popular  cha- 

^*™^  racter  are  being  delivered  during  the  session  by  the  Dean 
erf  Faculty  and  several  of  the  professors,  at  a  fee  of  6c?.  for 
each^course.  These  lectures  have  been  weU  attended,  prin- 
cipally by  artisans;  they  are  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the 
lecturers,  and. entirely  distinct  from  the  regular  systematic 
course  of  instruction  in  the  College. 
Mbraryand  14.  The  arrangements  for  the  conversion  of  the  building 
''*®**°*  of  the  Industrial  Museum  to  the  purposes  of  a. College  of 
Science  have  only  been  partially  completed  during  the  past 
y^ur.  The  principal  alterations  required  tcx  the  better 
accommodation  of  the  college  classes,  were  stopped,  pending 
the  Report  of  the  Commission  on  the  Science  and  Art 
Department  in  Ireland,  appointed  by  the  late  Ministry. 
They  will  shortly  be  resumed  and,  we  trust,  completed 
before  the  next  session. 
SSSSiiof  ^^'  Boyal  School  of  Naval  Architecture  attd  Marime 
NavtiA^  Enavrveering. — The  fourth  session  terminated  on  SOth 
April  1868.  As  it  appeared  from  the  examination  reports 
of  the  students'  papers,  made  by  the  Inspector-General, 
Dr.  WooUey,  and  by  K  J.  Reed,  Esq.,  G3.,  Chief  Con- 
structor of  the  Navy  and  Examiner  in  Practical  Ship- 
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building  and  Cbnstraction^  that  the  time  allotted  to  the 
studies,  which  are  very  multifarious,  was  insufficient,  we 
determined,  after  full  consideratioui  and  with  the  conour- 
renoe  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  a 
fourth  session  should  be  added  to  the  school  year,  and  that 
each  session  should  be  increased  by  one  month,  commencing 
in  October  instead  of  November  aa  heretofore. 

'  16.  The  private  students  had,  as  usual,  the  privilege 
accorded  to  them  of  practical  work  during  the  summer 
months  in  the  Royal  Dockyards  and  Factories.  The  diaries 
kept  by  the  students,  with  sketches  of  important  works 
and  fittings',  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Coix- 
sixuctor  and  Chief  Engineer,  have  proved  to  be  of  much 
value  for  reference  in  the  construction  of  plans  of  ships 
and  engines  which  forms  part  of  their  course  in  the  third 
and  fourth  years. 

17.  The  number  of  students  duiing  the  session  ending 
SOfch  April  1868  was  42  ;  namely,  24  sent  by  the  Board  of 
Admiralty  and  18  private  students.  The  present  session 
opened  with  40,  of  whom  26  are  Admiralty  and  14  are 
private  students.

18.  The  KcdionalArt  Tramvng,  SchoclL — ^During  the  year  ^JtS^inir 
ending  Slst  July  1868,  31  students, in  training  for  master*  SchSir^ 
ships  of  Schools  of  Art  .were  aided  by  allowances  for 
mainteaQance.    Of  these  two  (have  been  appoiiited  to  local 
Schools  of  Art.   Forty-four  studento  have  iflJ&en  free  students 

^ps  by  •  succeed  in  the  annual  exaounations ;  18  sappers  of 
the  Boyal  Engineers  and  108  other  persons^  either  former 
students  in  training,  national  scholars,  or  persons  in  the 
employment  of  the  Department^  have  attended  the  school 
without  payment  of  fees,  making  a  total  of  165  free  stu^ 
dents.  Seventeen  certificates  of  competency  as  teachers  for 
^hools  of  Ai;^  were  granted,  after  ^^amioationr  to  students 
in  the  school.  •       * 

19.  National  Scholarships  have    been   awarded  to  22  NaUomj 
students  of  local  Schools  of  Art  who  have  been  trained  sa  Su^T^ 
designers  or  Art  workmen.      Six  of  these  have  left  the 
school  for  remunerative  employment,  and  will  carry  into 
practice  the  knowledge  of  drawing  obtained  in  the  locdgle 
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school^  with  the  added  influence  of  the  study  of  the  collec- 
tions in  the  Art  Museum  and  Library  at  South  Kensington. 

20.  The  total  number  of  individual  students  in  the  year 
was  771,  an  increase  of  44,  whUe  the  amount  of  fees  received 
from  students  has  increased  from  1,964{.  28.  to  2,1 62{. 
This  increase  has  materiaUy  reduced  the  cost  to  the  State 
of  the  instruction  given  to  the  free  students.  The  trained 
students  of  the  schools  have  been  successfully  employed 
in  the  architectural  decoration  of  the  South  Kensington 
Museum  and  of  the  Wedgwood  Memorial  at  Burslem,  and 
they  find  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  remunerative  employ- 
ment elsewhere.  A  number  of  designs  for  wall  papers  and 
for  silk  have  been  purchased  from  students  in  the  Training 
School,  and  successfully  produced  in  Paris  by  a  French  firm. 

21.  The  students  under  instruction  in  etching  by  Mr. 
R  J.  Lane,  A.R.A.,  have  added  two  volumes  to  the  series 
of  illustrations  of  select  objects  of  art  workmanship  in  the 
Museum. 

22.  Schools  of  Art. — In  101  Schools  of  Art  instruction  in 
drawing,  painting,  modelling,  or  designing  for  manufiic- 
tures  has  been  given  to  1 8,479  students.  This  number  is 
an  increase  of  1,138  on  the  returns  of  the  previous  year. 
A  branch  school  at  St.  George's-in-the-East  has  been  dis- 
continued, and  the  school  at  Tavistodk  has  ceased  to  fulfil 
the  requisite  conditions.  The  school  formerly  existing  at 
Bridgwater  has  been  re-opened,  and  new  schools  have  been 
established  at  Cardiff,  Croydon,  Lewes,  North  London,  and 
Wakefield. 

23.  Greater  activity  in  the  schools  is  shown  by  an 
increase  during  the  year  of  321  in  the  number  of  students 
whose  works  were  found  satisfactory  at  the  annual  exami- 
nation, and  of  901  in  the  number  who  have  been  suc- 
oessfril  in  the  personal  examinations  of  the  2nd  grade,  and 
also  by  the  greater  numbers  of  schools  which  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  power  of  borrowing  books  and  examples 
from  the  Library  and  Museum.  Seventy  schools  borrowed 
examples,  and  60  borrowed  books  from  the  Library ;  the 
corresponding  numbers  in  the  previous  year  having  been 
21  and  55. 

24.  Kight  Clasaea. — ^These  classes,  held  in  connexion 
with  elementary  schools,  or  in  mechanics'  and  literary 
institutes,  have  increased  from  72  to  130.  They  give 
instruction  to  4,466  students  in  places  where  means  do 
not  exist,  or  local  interest  is  insufficient,  for  providing 
the  more  complete  establishment  required  for  a  School  of 
Art. 
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25.  Schoala  for  the  Poor. — Xi^e  teaching  of  drawing  has  other 
now  been  extended  to  784  of  these  schools  and  to  92,730  **®°^ 
children.     The  number  of  schools  in  1867  was  588,  with 
79,411  children  learning  drawing. 

26.  ExamvnatiAyii  in  Training  Schools  for  Teachers  of 
Elementary  Schools. — In  1867  2,161  students  were  exa- 
mined, of  whom  1,382  were  partially  successful,  and  175 
obtained  certificates  of  competency  to  give  instruction  in 
drawing.  This  year,  of  2,035  candidates,  1,590  obtained 
partial  success,  and  190  gained  certificates.  As  it  is  desir- 
able that  all  teachers  trained  in  these  schools  should  be 
qualified  to'Jnstruct  children  in  drawing,  payments  are  now 
made  to  encourage  the  managers  to  promote  this  object. 

27.  Grants  in  aid  of  the  Purchase  of  Examples. — The  ^^JJ^ 
number  of  these  grants  has  largely  increased,  owing  to  the  Examples.^ 
greater  proportion  of  the  cost  now  borne  by  the  Depart- 
ment.

31.  In  the  national  competition,  10  gold,  20  silver,  and 
60  bronze  medals  were  awarded,  together  with  47  Queen's 
prizes  of  books.  The  number  of  medals  is  fixed,  and  they 
were  competed  for  by  942  of  the  most  advanced  works  by 
the  students  of  all  the  Schools  of  Art  in  the  kingdom.  Tjb^ 
Examiners  in  their  Beport  make  some  valuable  suggestions 
for  the  advantage  of  the  teachers  and  students. 

32.  The  details  relating  to  instruction  in  Art  generally 
will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  Mr.  Bowler,  the  Official 
Inspector  for  Art,  p.  161. 
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III.— South  Kensington  Museum. 

33*  Since  the  date  of  our  last  Report  the  erection  of  a 
new  Court  has  been  commenced  for  the  exhibition  of 
objects  of  great  height,  of  which  there  are  now  many  in 
the  Museum.  A  considerable  addition,  which  was  much 
needed,  has  also  been  made  to  the  offices  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  of  the  Museum. 

34.  The  system  of  employing  Art  students  in  executing 
the  decorative  work  of  the  interior  of  tiie  Lecture  Theatre 
and  other  new  Buildings  of  the  Museum,  under  the  supers 
Vision  of  the  artists  who  furnished  the  designs,  continues 
to  prove  successful.  In  carrying  out  this  work  a  few  female 
students  are  employed,  one  class  in  working  mosaics,  and 
another  in  painting  on  pottery. 

36.  Works  of  Fine  Art. — ^The  Inspector-General  for  Art 
I'eports  that  the  state  of  the  pictures  and  works  of  Art 
under  his  charge  is  satisfactory,  and  that  changes  likely  to 
arise  from  the  use  of  improper  pigments  and  vehicles,  as 
well  as  from  other  causes,  have  beeui  guarded  againai 
Mention  of  other  pictures  pres^ited  to  the  c(dleotion.  as 
well  as  of  numerous  valuable  works  of  Art  lent  by  various 
persons  for  the  gratification  of  the  public,  will  be  found  in 
his  report  at  page  313  of  the  Appendix.    (See  also  page.  49.) 
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86^  A'iii  Mueevm. — Oifts. — ^The  Art  eollections  have  re-  ArtMu- 
ceived  many  valuable  additions  by  donation  and  bequest  "^"i. 
during  the  past  year.     Among  these  may  be  specified  His  ^^'^ 
Boyal  Highness  the  late  Prince  Consort's  season-ticket  of 
admission  to  the  Great  Exhibition  of  1851,  which,  by  Tour 
Majesty's   gracious  pleasure,  has  been  deposited  in  the 
Museum.     A  valuable  collection  of  pictures,  cameos,  gems, 
and  other  similar  objects  of  Art  is  included  in  the  bequest 
of  the  late  Rev.  Chauncy  Hare  Townshend ;  Mrs.  Louisa 
Plumley  has  bequeathed  a  collection  of  enamels  and  minia- 
tures  of  great  b€»uty  and  interest  comprising  several  of  the 
more  important  works  of  £s8ex  ;  and  Messrs.  John  Broad- 
wood  and  Sons  have  presented  an  interesting  relic  in  the 
harpsichord  formerly  the  favourite  instrument  of  Handel. 

37.  Locm  Collection. — ^The  same  readiness  to  lend  examples  Loans. 
of  Fine  Art  for  public  instruction  which  has  manifested 
itself  from  the  commencement  of  the  system  of  receiving 
objects  on  loan  continues  to  be  shown.  The  difficulty  haa 
been  at  times  to  find  adequate  space  for  such  contributions. 
Amofagst  the  principal  loans  of  the  year  are  the  Abyssinian 
b^phies  and  the  collection  of  gold  and  silver  plate  con- 
tributed by  Tour  Majesty  to  the  History  of  Labour  Sec- 
tion of  the  Paris  Exhibition,  1867.  The  collection  of 
ancient  armour  belonging  to  Colonel  Meyrick  has  also 
been  exhibited  on  loan,  having  been  removed  from  Good- 
rich Court  for  that  purpose.  The  payments  made  for  ad- 
mission to  this  collection  more  than  cover  the  charge  of  its 
rental 

38.  Art  PuTchasee. — ^The  principal  acquisitions  by  pur-  ^[J^J^ 
chase  for  the  Art  Museum  have  been  the  series  of  examples 

of  Italian  jewellery  collected  by  Signer  Castellani  of  Bome, 
and  exhibited  at  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1867 ;  and  the 
important  collection,  made  by  Mr.  John  Webb,  of  ancient 


39.  Oasts  a/nd  Beprodkictions. — The  electrotype  repro-  casta  and 
ductions  of  the  past  year  are  more  than  usually  valuable  SSSI?*'*^ 
and  important.  By  the  gracious  permission  of  Your 
Majesty,  facsimile  electrotype  copies  have  been  taken  of 
the  gold  and  silver  plate  contributed  to  the  History  of 
Labour  Section  of  the  Paris  Exhibition,  1867,  and  the 
objects  have  been  admirably  reproduced.  Eleven  of  the 
objects,  known  as  the  Treasures  of  Petrossa,  contributed 
by  the  Boumanian  Government  at  the  same  Exhibition, 
and  afterwards  lent  for  exhibition  in  this  Museum,  have 
been  reproduced  by  the  same  process.  Two  important 
specimens  of  English  plate,  the  property  of  the  Earl  of 
Chesterfield,  and  the  Outram  shield,  belonging  to  Sir^.JB.^Tp 
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Outram,  Bart,  have  also  been  elecfcrotyped  by  permissioii 
of  their  respective  owners. 

40.  Indian  Architecture, — ^We  are  still  in  correspondence 
•with  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  on  the 
subject  of  obtaining,  for  the  national  and  the  principal  local 
museums  in  the  United  Kingdom^  casts  of  examples  of 
Indian  architecture.  A  memorandum  descriptive  of  the 
more  important  of  the  architectural  remains  which  it  might 
be  desirable  to  cast  has  been  prepared  at  our  instance  by 
James  Fergusson,  Esq.,  F.B.S.,  and  is  printed  in  the  Ap- 
pendix at  page  61.  The  Indian  Qoverment  haa  been  re- 
quested to  furnish  for  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  and 
the  Museums  of  Dublin  and  Edinburgh,  three  caste  of  the 
principal  gateway  of  the  Sanchi  Tope  at  Bhilsa.  Application 
has  also  been  made  for  a  cast  by  the  Pnissian  Government. 

41.  We  have  also  brought  under  the  consideration  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  the  desirability  of  arrangemente 
being  made  for  effecting  the  interchange  of  Art  catalogues 
and  other  publications  on  Art  between  Your  Majesty's 
Qovemment  of  India  and  the  Science  and  Art  Depart- 
ment, for  the  use  of  their  respective  Schools  of  Art  and 
Museums  (Appendix  A.,  page  51). 

42.  Circulatim/  Collection, — Upwards  of  3,000  paintings, 
drawings,  and  objects,  selected  &om  the  Art  Museum,  have 
been  circulated  during  the  year  to  exhibitions  in  connexion 
with,  and  for  the  benefit  of  Schools  of  Art.  At  present  it 
is  difiicult  to  meet  the  numerous  and  varied  demands  of 
the  industrial  localities  in  which  Schools  of  Art  exist, 
or  in  which  efforts  are  being  made  to  establish  schools. 
Latterly  the  inauguration  of  these  efforts  has  usually  taken 
the  form  of  an  Industrial  and  Fine  Art  Exhibition,  and  the 
results  have  generally  been  satisfactory  (App.  D.,  p.  323). 

43.  In  the  last  Report  it  was  stated  that  increased  facili- 
ties would  be  afforded  to  Schools  of  Art  for  borrowing 
examples  for  the  purposes  of  study.  During  the  year 
water-colour  drawings  and  oil  paintings  to  the  number  of 
480  have  been  lent  to  the  various  schools  throughout  the 
coimtry  which  have  applied  for  them,  as  against  87  works 
of  the  same  class  appUed  for  and  lent  during  1867.  A 
considerable  increase  of  examples  for  this  purpose  has  been 
made  during  the  past  year^  and  fiirther  acquisitions  will  be 
added  as  opportunities  offer  for  selecting  suitable  works. 

44.  NaUonal  Art  Library, — The  coUections  of  the  Art 
Library,  consisting  of  books,  drawings,  prints,  and  photo- 
graphs, have  received  important  additions^  both  by  ^ifb 
and  purchase,  and  the  use  of  ihe  Library  by  studente  has 
Again  shown  a  most  satisfieix^tory  increase.        ^         . 
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45.  An  important  and  valuable  collection  of  books,  to 
the  number  of  469  vols.,  including  several  costly  publica- 
tions which  had  been  noted  for  acquisition  when  oppor- 
tunity offered,  has  been  bequeathed  by  the  late  Rev.  C.  H. 
Townshend.  A  list  of  these  works  is  given  in  Appen- 
dix D.,  p.  S60.  Among  the  purchases  are  valuable  works 
on  topography  and  antiquities,  such  as  Westwood's  illus- 
trations of  ancient  MSS.,  and  the  Marlborough  collection 
of  gems. 

46.  The  collections  of  drawings  and  prints  of  ornament  have 
received  some  important  additions.  Among  others^  a  series 
of  82  elaborate  and  highly  finished  drawings  from  ancient 
illuminations  by  Mr.  Henry  Shaw,  F.S.A.  A  collection  of 
original  designs  of  architecture  and  ornament,  chiefly  by 
artists  of  the  17th  century.  A  collection  of  engi-avings  of 
ornament  of  the  French  school  of  the  17th  and  18th  cen- 
turies. A  series,  brought  together  in  Italy,  of  300  prints 
of  ornament  of  gold  and  silver  smiths'  work,  jewellery,  &c. 

47.  The  number  of  photographs  added  to  the  collection  has 
been  7,878,  including  two  large  and  interesting  series,  one 
representing  some  of  the  most  important  objects  of  Art 
existing  in  public  and  private  collections  in  France.  The 
other,  consisting  of  about  1,000  photographs,  taken  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Parker,  F.S.A.,  illustrates  the 
architectural  antiquities  of  Rome. 

48.  The  number  of  students  reading  in  the  Library  has 
been  15,283,  showing  an  increase  of  2,461  over  the  numbers 
of  last  year,  and  this  augmentation  has  occurred,  notwith- 
standing the  disadvantages  of  temporary  arrangements 
and  insufficient  space. 

49.  EdiLcational  Collections. — No  change  has  been  made  Bduationai 
in  the  temporary  buildings  to  which  these  collections  were  "**" 
transferred  in   1867.      The  number    of   visitors  to    the 
Beading  Room  has  considerably  increased,  exceeding  by 

more  than  2,000  the  highest  number  hitherto  recorded  in 
one  year.    Among  the  acquisitions  is  an  interesting  collec- 
tion of  music  and  musical  literature,  a  portion  of  the 
library  of   the  Musical   Union   Institute,  given   by  the 
Director,  Mr.  John  Ella,  in  accordance   with  a  promise 
made   by  him   in   1865.    A  special  examination  of  the  Spedai 
Educational  Collections  has  been  made  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  bI??w!^ 
Brookfield,  late  one  of  Your  Majesty's  Inspectors  of  Schools,  ^'^^^^ 
whose  report  is  printed  in  the  Appendix,  page  373. 

50.  The   Food    Collection. — Owing    to    the    increased  PoodOoUec- 
number  of  visitors  to  the  general  Museum,  and  the  con-    ^' 
sequent  overcrowding    of   the    corridors    in  which    this 
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collection  is  arranged,  it  has  been  necessary  to  temporarily 
withdraw  a  portion  of  it.  The  cases,  however,  that  have 
been  removed  were  selected  so  as  not  materially  to  lessen 
the  educational  value  of  the  whole.  An  alphabetical  inven- 
tory of  the  collection,  with  the  scientific  portions  oareftdly 
revised  and  brought  up  to  the  present  time,  has  been 
recently  prepared,  and  having  been  revised  by  Professor 
Huxley,  F.E.S.,  and  Dr.  Frankland,  F.II.S.,  has  been  issued 
to  the  public. 

51.  Anvmal  Products  Collection, — ^This  collection  is  still 
temporarily  arranged  in  the  middle  rooms  of  the  Exhibi- 
tion Galleries,  overlooking  the  Horticultural  Gardens,  and 
IB  open  for  inspection  under  the  same  regulations  as  the 
general  Museum.  But  few  additions  have  been  made  to 
tt  during  the  last  year  on  account  of  insufficiency  of  space. 
Most  of  the  examples  are  in  fair  condition,  and  every  care 
is  taken  to  preserve  the  collection  from  injury. 

62.  Museum  of  Gonstruction  and  Building  Materials. — 
The  collection  of  building  materials  has  steadily  pirogressed 
throughout  the  past  year,  in  the  number  and  importance 
of  its  illustrations.  In  the  production  of  ornamental  works 
in  terra-cotta  for  external  decomtive  purposes  in  buildings, 
IL  considerable  advance  has  been  effected.  ThiB  manufac- 
ture has  been  developed  in  several  country  districts,  and  has 
been  extensively  employed  in  the  permanent  buildings  for 
the  Science  and  Art  Department,  as  well  as  in  many 
private  undertakings  in  London.  The  application  ■  also  6f 
^lamelled  or  glazed  ware,  both  in  plain  white  and  oma- 
ihental  colours,  has  been  extensively  adopted  in  the  in- 
ternal decorations  of  the  South  Kensington  Musemn. 
This  manufeusture  is  chiefly  the  production  of  Messrs. 
Minton.  and  Co.,  and  of  French  manufacturers  at  Paris. 
The  descriptive  labelling  of  all  objects  in  the  collection 
has  been  maintained ;  and  the  catalogue  of  ihe  collections 
has  been  (m  sale  to  the  public. 

5Bi  Musev/m  of  Modem  War  Materials, — In  the  spring 
of  last  year  the  War  Department  transferred  to  the  Sotrth 
Eensiiigton  Museum  by  request,  the  collection  of  munitions 
^f  war  made  for  the  late  Paris  tJniversal  Exhibition  of 
1867.  This  collection  has  proved  a  source  of  much  interest 
to  the'  general,  public,  and  its  instructiveness  has  be^i 
enhanced  as  much  as  possible  by  careftd  descriptive  iabefl- 
ling.  It  comprises  also  numelrous  valu^jble  speciineicifl  of 
the  different  kinds  of  rifles,  swords,  bayonets,  pistolfl,"&a, 
manu&ctured  at  the  Koyal  Small  Anns  Factory  at  Enfl^ 
for  use  in  Your  Majesty's  services.    The  collection  of  mddem 
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mimitions  of  war  consists  chiefly  of  heavy  and  light  ordnance, 
produced  at  the  factories  in  the  Boyal  Arsenal,  Woolwich. 

54.  Museum  of  Mdchvnery  and  Models. — With  a  view  MacUneiy 
of  affording  technieal  instruction  and  illustrations  in  the  "*  ^*^®  ** 
science  and  construction  of  machinery,  the  nucleus  has  been 
finmed  of  a  collection  of  machinery  and  models,  ccamected 
ei^edally  with  naval  architecture  ;  and  promises  of  assist- 
ance towards  its  completion  by  loans  for  exhibition,  have 

'been  received  from  some  of  the  piincipal  makers  of  steam 
engines  aAid  machinery.  Shafting  has  been  erected  by 
means  of  which,  as  at  the  Conservatoi/re  dee  Arts  et  MStiers 
at  Paris,  machinery  in  motion  may  from  time  to  time  be 
exhibited. 

55,  The  Naval  Museum  has  again  received  considerable  gavai 
augmentations.    It  now  exhibits  fine  examples  of  some  of       '™* 
the  most  modem  specimens  of  the  chief  lines  of  passenger 

and  mail  steamers.  The  only  marked  specimens  which 
still  remain  to  be  supplied  are  models  of  the  more  recent 
iron*clad  ships,  and  of  fishing  vessels. 

66.  Natioiial  Portrait  Exhibition. — The  third  and  con-  Natioimi 
eluding  Exhibition  of  National  Portraits,  held  under  the  Ix^^on, 
same  conditions  and  general  arrangements  as  the  two  pre-  ^^' 
ceding  ones,  the  Earl  of  Derby,  K.Q.,  with  whom  the  idea 
originated,  being  President,  was  opened  on  the  13th  of  April 

1868.  Through  the  great  liberality  .of  the  possessors  of 
portraits  of  national  importance,  951  works  were  collected, 
and  the  productions  of  278  known  painters  were  shown. 
3?he  list  of  contributors,  headed  by  Your  Majesty  and 
•various  corporate  ^  and  other  bodies,  contains  544<  names. 
.The  period  illustrated  by  this,  the  final  exhibition,  was  from 
the  year  1800  to  the  present  time;  but  upwards  of  300 
portraitB  of  earlier  date  were  also  exhibited,  in  order  to 
effect,  as  far  as  possible,  the  historical  completeness  of  the 
two  previous  exlubitiona  The  Exhibition  closed  on  the 
22nd  of  August,  and  was  visited  by  58,336  persons.  The 
receipts  amounted  to  2,509?.  5s.  5a,  Full  details  of  this 
«.nd  the  preceding  Exhibitions  of  1866  and  1867  will  be 
found  in  the  report  at  page  386  in  the  Appendix,  by  Mr. 
Samuel  Redgrave,  who  was  charged  with  their  direction. 

67.  P'uhUmUom, — Several  catalogues  have  been  prepared  Pawica- 
durinjg  the  past  year.    That  by  Dr.  Rock  of  the  interesting  ^^^' 
collection  of  mediaeval  and  other  textile  fabrics  has  been 
completed,  and  will  form  a  valuable  book  of  reference  on 

■tiie  subje^i  A  catalogue  has  been  completed  of  the*  lace 
'collection;  Two  series  of  chromdithographs  of  choice  spe- 
^dmens  in  the  Museum  collections  have  been  issued  unddr 
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the  sanction  of  the  Department.  To  these  may  be  added 
series  of  etchings  of  other  objects,  by  the  students  of  the 
etching  class,  and  several  sets  of  photographs,  some  of  ob- 
jects in  the  collections,  others  from  yaluable  specimens  and 
architectural  monuments  at  home  and  abroad,  from  negatives 
taken  for  the  use  of  the  Department.  In  each  case,  care- 
ful detailed  descriptions  have  been  furnished.  They  are 
of  value  not  only  to  the  student  but  to  the  general 
public.  The  most  important  publication  during  the  year 
has  been  the  Universal  Catalogue  of  Art  Books.  Letter  C  is 
gone  to  press,  the  whole  is  now  compiled,  and  as  far  as 
letter  E  is  in  type.  It  is  hoped  that  the  catalogue  will  be 
completed  in  the  course  of  the  next  year.  It  has  been  ac* 
cepted,  at  home  and  abroad,  as  a  substantial  addition 
to  Art  Literature.  To  National  Libraries,  Art  and  Me- 
chanics' Institutes,  and  Art  Schools,  in  the  United  Elingdom 
and  on  the  Continent,  it  will  be  a  real  help  to  the  higher 
instruction  of  students  and  Art  workmen. 
Inventories.  58.  Inventories.  —  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  a 
continuation,  down  to  the  end  of  1867,  of  the  General 
Register  of  all  objects  purchased  for  the  Departmental 
Collections.  The  Guide  to  the  Food  Collections  has  been 
re-^ast  and  carefully  revised. 

59.  Visitm^a. — ^The  number  of  visitors  to  the  South 
Kensington  Museum  during  the  past  year  has  been 
881,076,  showing  the  large  increase  of  36*4  per  cent  on 
the  attendance  in  1 867  ;  and  exceeding  by  upwards  of 
120,000,  or  16*5  per  cent.,  the  number  in  any  previous 
year  since  the  opening  of  the  Museum  in  1857,  with  the 
exception  of  1862,  the  year  of  the  International  Exhibition. 
The  yearly  average  number  of  visitors  for  the  period  of 
ten  yeara,  ending  1867,  was  686,379,  or  194,697  less  than 
the  number  last  year. 
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IV. — Branch  Museums  suppobted  by  the  Statr 

60.  Bethnxil  Oreen  Museum. — Progress  has  been  made 
during  the  past  year  in  the  construction  of  this  Museum, 
which  is  to  be  viewed  as  an  adjunct  to  the  South  Ken* 
sington  Museum ;  but  some  delay  has  been  occasioned  by 
the  law  proceedings  necessary  for  gaining  possession  of 
the  gi*ound,  and  by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  sufficient 
supply  of  red  bricks. 

61.  The  Museum  of  Practical  Oeohgy  in  Jermyn  Street 
has  been  visited  by  49,132  persons,  being  an  increase  of 
6,730  on  the  number  in  1867.    The  number  of  visitors  on 
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Monday  and  Saturday  evenings,  when  the  Museum  is  open 
until  10  o'clock,  has  been  19,683,  or  an  average  attend- 
ance of  188  on  each  evening. 

62.  Reports  on  the  Natural  ffistory  branch  of  the  Museum  Natural 
and  of  the  Geological  Survey  by  Professor  Huxley  and  BriSof 
Mr.   R.    Etheridge  are    contained   in  the  Report  of  the  l;^^^*^ 
Director-General  at  page  398.      Among  numerous   other 
acquisitions,  by  gift  or  purchase,   during  the   past  year,' 

may  be  mentioned  a  valuable  collection  of  fossils  made 
by  the  late  Rev.  S.  W.  King,  well  known  as  a  geologist, 
which  has  been  presented  to  the  Museum  by  Mrs.  Kmg ; 
and  a  vase  in  Derbyshire  fluor-spar,  or  "  Blue- John/*  the 
gift  of  Mr.  S.  Addington.  A  list  of  donations  to  the 
Museum  will  be  found  at  pp.  403,  405,  and  409  of  the 
Appendix. 

63.  Edinburgh   Museum   of  Science  and   Art, — This  Edinburgh 
branch  of  the  Department  continues  to  make  satisfactory  ^^^ 
progress ;  and  numerous  additional  objects  of  interest  have  *"^  ^^' 
been  acquired  during  the  past  year  both  for  the  geoeral 
Science  and  Art  Division,  and  for  the  collections  of  Natural 
History  and  Ethnology.     A  special  report  of  the  latter  by 

the  Regius  Keeper,  Professor  Allman,  F.RS.,  will  be  found 
at  page  418  of  the  Appendix.  The  report  of  Professor 
Archer,  the  Director,  is  at  page  41 1. 

64.  The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Edinburgh  Museum  Number  of 
increases  steadily  from  year  to  year,  and  in  1868  it  was 

as  many  as  294,830 ;  being  20,799,  or  7  *  5  per  cent,  more 
than  in  1867.  Of  this  totel,  the  large  majority  of  165,149 
were  evening  visitors,  chiefly  of  the  industrial  classes, 
although  the  Museum  is  at  present  open  on  only  two 
evenings  of  the  week.  The  number  on  the  three  pay  days, 
when  6d  is  charged  for  admission,  was.  11,543.  The 
courses  of  evening  lectures  to  artizans,  referred  to  in  our  Evening 
last  Report  as  having  been  commenced  by  Prof.  Lyon  JS^lSS.*^ 
Playfeir,  C.R,  M.P.,  in  the  winter  of  1867-68,  were  con- 
tinned  by  other  gentlemen  of  scientific  eminence  with 
very  gratifying  results,  the  entire  series  having  been  at- 
tended by  2,566  persons,  chiefly  artizans.  Seven  courses 
were  arranged  for  the  winter  of  1868-69,  and  the  attend- 
ance so  far  has  been  such  as  to  fully  justify  the  expectation 
that  evening  scientific  lectures  would  meet  with  public 
appreciation  in  Edinburgh,  and  would  much  increase  the 
educational  usefulness  of  the  Museum  without  additional 
expense  to  the  State,  as  the  cost  of  the  lectures  is  entirely 
defrayed  by  the  fees  paid  for  admission. 

65.  The  Natwral  History  Museum  of  the  Royal  Dublin  gj^^Jf 
Society^  which  had  been  closed  to  the  public  during  the  year  Museum. 
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1867  in  consequence  of  extensive  alterations,  was  reopened 
in  the  month  of  April  1868,  and  from  that  date  to  the 
14th  of  October,  when  it  was  placed  by  the  Board  of  Works 
in  the  painters'  hands  and  again  closed,  the  number  of 
visitors  was  11,293  ;  a  considerable  proportion  of  wham 
availed  themselves  of  the  opening  of  the  Museum  one 
evening  each  week  sinee  the  6th  of  May.  Progress  has 
been  made  in  the  re-arrangement  of  the  different  coUee^ 
tions ;  and  tliey  have  been  increased  by  important  acquisi-' 
tions,  and  especially  by  donations  from  Walter  H.  JoneSj 
Esq.y  of  his  valuable  collections  of  fossils,  and  of  British 
and  foreign  lichens  from  Sir  Leopold  McClintock,  RN. 
GiMnevin  66.  Oloenevin  Botanical  Garden,  Dublin. — The  condition 
Garden.  of  the  garden  continues  satisfactory,  and  the  number  of 
visitors  has  been  considerably  greater  than  in  previous 
years.  In  1867  the  total  was  203,987,  while  in  1868  it 
reached  218,524,  showing  an  increase  of  7*1  per  cent.; 
and  the  number  of  persons  admitted  tree  of  charge  on 
Sundays  was  163,661. 
hihnay.  67.  The  Library  of  the  Royal  DuUin  Society  has  been 

open  to  the  public  on  283  week-days,  and  on  228  ev^ngs ; 
and  the  number  of  readers,  exclusive  of  members  of  the 
Society,  was  14,461,  of  whom  4,189  visited  the  Libnuy  in 
the  evening.

R«tunisi       to  both  Houses  of  Parliament.     A  fifth  volume,  containing 

newo^er    the  British  returns  relative  to  the  new  Order  of  Reward 

instituted  in  favour  of  special  organizations  or  institutions 

for  promoting  the  general  well-being  of  the  working  dasses, 

has  also  been  published  and  presented  to  Parliament  during 

the  past  year. 
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78.  Unexpected  demands,  amounting  altogether  to  4,732{.y  g^^' 
have  been  made  by  several  Government  departments  which 
exhibited  in  Paris ;  and  the  estimates  originally  sent  in  have 
consequently  been  exceeded  by  that  amount.  These  de- 
mands, coupled  with  the  impossibility  of  winding  up  the 
work  as  early  as  was  hoped,  have  reduced  the  anticipated 
balance  of  7,0002.  to  968Z.  It  has  been  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  obtain  a  revote  for  the  purchases  made  in  Paris 
under  the  reasonable  expectation  of  an  adequate  surplus. 
It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  accounts  are  now  virtually 
closed,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  state  that  the  expenditure  is 
3,4862.  below  the  original  estimate  of  128,3152.  Exclusive 
of  stores  and  fittings  returned  from  Paris,  to  the  value  of 
4,3442.,  which  wiU  be  surrendered  to  the  Exchequer ;  thus  re- 
ducing the  expenditure  actually  7,8302.  below  tbe  estimate. 

79.  The  general  report  on  the  administration  and  ex-  gfn««i 
penditure  of  the  British  section  of  the  Exhibition  is  now  Ad^ii^ 
in  the  press,  and  will  shortly  be  issued.     Its  publication  f^q^ 
has  been  hitherto  postponed  in    consequence  of   several 
important  legal  and  other  transactions  recently  concluded, 

and  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  information  which  it 
appeared  desirable  to  include  in  order  to  present  a  complete 
record  of  the  proceedings  connected  with  the  Exhibition. 

SUMICABT. 

80.  The  influence  of  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art 
throughout  the  kingdom  may  be  roughly  estimated  from 
the  following  summary  of  the  numbers  of  persons  who  have 
during  the  past  year  attended  the  schools  and  other  institu- 
tions receiving  aid  from  tbe  parliamentary  vote  administered 
by  the  Department.  The  number  of  individuals  instructed 
in  Science  has  reached  21,000,  and  117,000  in  Art.  There 
have  been  42  individual  students  at  the  Royal  School  of 
Naval  Architecture ;  at  the  Boyal  School  of  Mines  1 2 
r^ular  and  102  occasional  students ;  and  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Chemistry  85.

BPONDBNCE       With  reference  to  §§  1  and  2,  it  was  thought  very  desirahle  that 
MiirmxB.    ^^^^   should   be  an  honours  examination.    The  general  feeling  also 
seemed  to  be  that  the  successful  candidates  in  honours  should  be  in  two 
classes,  in  order  of  merit. 

There  was  much  discussion  on  $§  4  and  5,  and  considerable  diversity 
of  opinion  among  the  examiners ;  the  present  plan,  of  having  an  easy 
and  a  difficult  paper,  either  of  which  the  candidate  might  select^  being 
apparently  well  adapted  for  some  subjects  and  not  for  others.  I  had 
also  received  veiy  diverse  opinions  in  reply  to  a  circular  sent  to  some  of 
the  most  successful  teachers. 

It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to  recapitulate  the  various  reasons  for  and 
against  the  two  papers,  as  I  believe  the  following  scheme,  which  was 
suggested  primanly  by  the  opinions  expressed  at  the  meeting,  will  meet  the 
views  of  all  the  examiners,  and  will  prove  to  be  a  great  improvement  on  the 
present  plan.  It  is,  that  there  shall  be  in  each  subject  a  certain  definite 
elementary  course  in  which  the  students  shall  pass  before  they  come  up 
in  the  second  stage  or  advanced  course,  and  that  the  teacher  shall  not 
receive  payment  on  a  pupil  unless  he  does  so  pass  in  the  elementary 
stage  first. 

By  having  a  short  elementary  course  carefully  defined  in  the  Science 
Directory  it  will  be  possible  to  give  the  students  an  exhaustive  examina- 
tion in  the  elements  of  a  subject  and  insure  their  instruction  being 
thorou|[h  and  sound.  It  will  also  prevent  the  pernicious  system  of 
crammmg  students  in  the  higher  branches  of  a  subject  before  they  have 
been  properly  grounded  in  the  first  principles,  on  the  chance  of  certain 
questions  being  set  at  the  examinations ;  a  system  which,  from  the 
reports  of  the  examiners,  it  would  appear  obtains  too  much  now,  and 
which  the  existing  plan  has  a  tendency  to  encourage.    If  prizes -are 

g'ven  as  proposed  in  §  xviii.  of  the  Science  Directory  to  the  fint  class 
»th  in  the  elementary  and  the  advanced  stage,  and  payments  made  as 
in  §  xxiii.,  neither  the  student  nor  the  teacher  will  have  any  inducement 
to  avoid  the  elementary  stage.  I  mean  of  course  those  in  the  regular 
classes,  and  on  whom  payments  are  to  be  made :  as  respects  the  outside 
candidates  who  come  up  to  the  examinations  simply  in  competition  for 
the  Scholarships  and  jQxhibitions  which  are  then  offSered  or  for .  the 
honour  of  the  thing,  it  does  not  so  much  signify.  Though,  even  as  re* 
gards  them,  it  may  be  eventually  found  advisable  to  introduce  some 
restrictions. 

Though  the  teacher  will  not  now  be  able  in  one  year  to  make  so  much 
out  of  a  clever  student,  yet,  as  the  examination  wiU  cover  a  definite  limited 
field  instead  of  the  whole  range  of  a  subject,  his  results  will  be  much 
more  regular  and  certain. 

With  reference  to  §  6  of  the  Memorandum,  it  will  be  necessary,  if 
these  changes  are  approved,  to  have  the  syllabus  entirely  revised :  as  to  § 
7,  the  Examiners  have  made  reports  whicn  are  being  printed  to  send  to 
the  different  schools. 

There  was  not  time  to  enter  upon  §  8.  This  question  will  have  to  be 
considered  before  the  next  May  examination. 

I  have  embodied  in  the  Science  Directory  the  rules  neoessarv  to  effect 
these  alterations  should  thff^  be  approved ;  as  idso  a  rule  for  making  pay- 
ments to  the  Committees  of  Schools,  see  §$  xxi.  and  xxiv.  This  in  the 
case  of  such  schools  as  the  Bristol  Trade  School,  Training  Colleges,  &c., 
is,  I  believe,  much  wanted,  and  the  restrictions  as  to  the  amount  of 
payment  will,  I  think,  keep  them  on  the  same  scale  as  those  made  to 
individual  teachers  now. 
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I  beg  leave  to  submit  that  these  new  regulatiomi  be  incorporated  in  the  Appendix  A.

These  examinations  take  place  in  the 
rjT^^     evenings  during  the  month  of  May,  and  it  appeared  to  my  Lords  that 

SPovDBHCB  much  assistanco  might  be  given  in  making  tne  inspections  by  officers 
^;UinD       of  the  Royal  Engineers  who  are  stationed  in  different  parts  of  the 

MnnTTBs.  country,  without  interfering  with  their  other  duties.  Before  taking  any 
definite  steps  in  the  matter,  their  Lordships  are  anxious  to  obtain  the 
opinion  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  have 
desired  me  to  request  that  you  will  bring  the  subject  to  ike  notice  of 
His  Ro^  Highness.  The  details  of  the  system  of  aid  to  scientific 
instruction  are  given  in  the  accompanying  Science  Directory. 

The  object  of  the  employment  of  officers  may,  however,  be  briefly 
explained.  All  mnts  of  public  mouOT  are  made  on  the  results  of  the 
examination  of  the  pupils  in  May ;  and  the  examination  in  each  subject 
takes  place  all  over  the  kingdom  at  the  same  time.  The  examination 
papers  are  prepared  in  London,  and  the  working  of  them,  which  lasts 
mm  7  to  10  each  evening  is  conducted  by  a  locu  committee.  As  many 
of  the  gentlemen  who  undertake  this  duty  are  not  accustomed  to 
examinations,  it  becomes  very  necessary  to  have  qualified  public  officers 
to  visit  them  occasionally  and  see  that  they  are  being  conducted 
properly.  This  is  necessary,  not  so  much  for  the  detection  or  prevention 
of  naud  as  to  guard  against  carelessness  and  mistakes  arising  from 
ignorance  and  want  of  experience.  It  is  also  very  necessary  to  have 
some  one  in  the  neighbourhood  who  can  at  any  time  be  telegraphed  to, 
to  make  special  arrangements  when  mistakes  occur.  It  would  be 
impossible,  except  at  great  public  expense,  to  send  down  to  all  parts  of 
the  country  Qualified  persons,  and  retain  them  there  for  this  purpose 
tdone.  If  officers  who  are  accustomed  to  examinations,  and  acquainted 
with  official  routine,  would  undertake  to  visit  schools  in  their  district, 
this  difficulty  would  be  met ;  and  as  the  examinations  are  entirely  in 
the  evening,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  it  would  interfere  with  thor 
other  duties. 

Should  His  Royal  Highness  be  prepared  to  sanction  the  employment 
of  officers  in  this  way  as  a  provisional  or  experimental  measure,  my 
Lords  will  consider  it  further,  and  make  an  arrangement  in  a  more 
definite  and  detailed  form.

Inadequacy  qf  Accommodatum  m  Laboratories. 
SiK,  Jermyn  Street,  Febrnaiy  5, 1869, 

Having  received  the  two  enclosed  important  docoments  ftom 
Dr.  Percy,  the  Metallurgist,  and  Dr.  Frankland,  the  Chemist  of  this 
establishment,  I  beg  you  to  lay  them  before  the  Lords  of  the  Committee 
of  Privy  Council  on  Education  for  their  consideratioD. 

The  letter  of  Dr.  Percy  is  satisfEustory  in  showing  the  increased  desira 
for  due  instruction  in  metallurgy,  which  is  nowhere  else  to  be  obtained 
in  this  country,  though  it  is  so  essential  to  the  advancement  of  one  of 
the  most  important  of  our  national  industries. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  to  be  deplored  that  the  Royal  School  of  Mines 
should,  firom  inadequacy  of  space,  be  unable  to  supply  this  demand. 

^  •  Frankland  shows  so  manifestly,  that  in  the  absence  of  sufficient 
ls^^c)r»tories  to  extend  the  application  of  modem  chemistry  to  national 
uses,  England  is  hx  behind  other  nations,  that  I  have  alluded  to  it  in 
my  annual  report. 

The  inadequacy  of  accommodation  in  these  laboratories  is,  therefore^ 
deeply  to  be  regretted,  and  demands  their  Lordships'  serious  attention.

IklsMORANDUM  ou  the  Inadequacy  of  the  Accommodation  for  the       Insdeqiuu^ 
Glasses  instruoied  in  the  Royal  College  of  Ghemistiy.  £S^^^ 

Since  October  last  the  number  of  students  working  in  this  college  lege  of 
daily,  from  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  at  practical  chemistry  and  manipulation  Cnemktry. 
has  been  about  45,  whilst  the  ouilding  does  not  possess  sufficient 
accommodation  for  more  than  20. 

The  field  of  chemical  study  is  being  continuallv  enlarged,  and  hence 
this  institution^  which  a  few  ye&n  ago  was  capable  of  accommodating 
40  students,  now  no  lonj^er  affords  sufficient  space  to  half  that  number 
for  the  study  of  several  important  practical  branches  of  science  which 
ought  to  be  tau|rht  to  eveij  chemical  student.  On  this  account  prac- 
UdL  instruction  m  the  methods  of  investigating  and  analyzing  gases, 
80  important  to  mining  engineers  and  others,  can  only  be  very  imper- 
fectly given  to  a  small  number  of  the  students.  The  same  may  also  be 
Baid  of  the  new  processes  for  the  analysis  of  potable  waters,  a  branch  of 
chemistry  which  is  hkelv  to  occupy  much  attention  for  some  years  to 
come  in  connexion  with  the  suDjects  of  river  pollution  and  water 
supply;  whilst  the  beautiful  methods  of  spectrum  analysis  which, 
during  the  past  nine  years^  have  not  only  led  to  the  discovery  of  four 
new  metals,  but  have  extended  the  domain  of  chemistrv  to  the  most 
remote  visible  objects  of  tiie  universe,  have  to  be  almost  entirely 
Ignored. 

These  deficiencies  are  the  more  to  be  regretted  when  it  is  remembered 
that  many  of  the  students  receiving  instruction  in  this  collie  are  pre- 
paring for  various  departments  of  Her  Majesty's  service.  Thus  six  or 
eight  are  yearly  sent  from  the  Inland  Revenue  Department.  For  the 
pftst  two  years  a  like  number  have  been  annually  received  from  the  staff 
of  the  Tel^rraphic  Service  of  the  Indian  Government.  Again,  four 
Royal  Exhibitioners  yearly  receive  daily  practical  instruction  at  the 
expense  of  Her  Majesty's  Uovemment.  I'he  remainder  of  the  students 
ftre  chiefly  destined  for  the  supervision  of  manuftustories  in  whidi 
chemistry  is  applied  to  various  branches  of  industry. 

I  shotdd  have  addressed  you  earlier  on  this  subject  had  I  not  under- 
Btood  that  the  chemical  laboratories,  now  in  course  of  construction  at 
South  Kensington,  would  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  students  early 
m  the  present  year.  I  am  now  informed,  however,  that  these  labora- 
tories cannot  at  the  present  rate  of  progress  be  completed  in  less  than 
two  or  three  years. 

The  attention  of  the  nation  has  lately  been  aroused  to  the  necessity 
fbr  a  great  extension  of  instruction  in  those  experimental  sciences  upon 
Uliich  many  of  our  staple  branches  of  manufacture  depend,  in  order 
^at  we  may  no  longer  be  placed  in  this  respect  at  a  ^preat  disadvantage 
with  regard  to  other  European  nations.  This  agitation  is  alrea^ 
bearing  friiit  in  the  increased  number  of  students  now  seeking  instruo- 
«'iion  in  chemistiT.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  very  desirable  that  tMs 
•larger  demand  for  scientific  eaucation  should  not  be  checked  by  ^^{^ 
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Appendix  A.  inadequacy  of  our  educational  establishments  to  meet  it ;  more  espedally 
GosBB-     ^  ^^^  great  advantages  over  us,  which,  during  the  past  30  years,  have 
8PoirDB9CB  in  this  respect  been  possessed  by  Germany,  France,  Switzerland,  and 
MnruTBs.    Bc^u™>  ^^  '^^^  being  rapidly  and   greatly  increased.     Thus  the 
Prussian   Government  has  just  completed  two  magnificent  chemical 
laboratories  in  Berlin  and  Bonn,  at  the  cost  respectively  of  47>715/.  and 
23,700/.  (the  latter  exclusive  of  cost  of  land).    At  Leipzig  a  new  labora- 
tory was  opened  to  students  in  November  last,  at  an  estimated  cost,  to  the 
Government  of  Saxony,  of  12,000/.  for  the  building  alone,  without  land 
or  internal  fittings.    Again,  the  Federal  Government  of  Switzerland  has 
recently  built  a  new  chemical  laboratory  of  instruction  at  Ziirich  at  a 
cost  of  20,000/.    In  Paris  also  extensive  buildings  have  just  been  erected 
by  the  Imperial  Government  for  the  same  purpose. 

Permit  me  also  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the 
want  of  space  in  this  college,  the  chemical  work,  which  is  jpmormed 
under  my  superintendence,  for  the  Local  Government  Act  Office,  and 
in  connexion  with  the  Rivers  Pollution  Conunission,  requires  a  separate 
laboratory,  which  costs  the  Home  Office  900/.  per  annum.  ThiB 
separate  establishment  will  be  entirely  unnecessairwhen  the  chemical 
laboratories  at  South  Kensington  are  completed.  The  opening  of  these 
laboratories  can  also  not  fiul  to  exorcise  an  important  influence  upon 
the  progress  of  chemical  discovery.  The  new  buildings  would  also  afford 
ample  scope  for  the  special  instruction  of  science  teachers,  and  arrange- 
ments could  easily  be  made  whereby  persons  occupied  in  perfecting 
inventions  might  be  admitted  into  the  laboratory  of  research,  where 
they  would  have,  for  conducting  their  inquiries,  facilities  which  could 
never  bs  obtained  by  private  individuals. 

These  considerations  appear  to  me  to  render  it  very  desirable  that  the 
new  laboratories,  already  for  ad^'anced,  should  be  carried  to  completion 
as  rapidly  as  possible.

I.  A  sum  of  money  is  voted  annually  by  Parliament  for  the  purposes 
of  Science  and  Art. 

II.  This  sum  is  administered  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

III.  The  head  of  the  Education  Department,  of  which  the  Science 
and  Art  Department  is  a  branch,  is  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council, 
assisted  by  a  member  of  the  Privy  Council,  who  is  called  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Committee  on  Education,  and  who  acts  under  the  direction 
of  the  Lord  President,  and  for  him  in  his  absence.  (Order  in  Council^ 
25th  February  1856,  Act  19  &  20  Vict.  c.  116.) 

IV.  A  portion  of  the  sum  voted  is  set  apart  for  the  promotion  of  In« 
struction  in  Art  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

V.  The  object  of  this  grant  is  to  promote  instruction  in  drawing, 
painting,  and  modelling,  and  designing  for  architecture,  manufactures, 
and  decoration,  especially  among  die  industrial  classes. 

VI.  To  effect  this  object,  the  Department  will  give  aid  towards  the 
teaching  of  elementary  drawing  in  schools  for  the  children  of  the  poor; 
towards  the  teaching  of  drawing  in  night  classes  for  artisMaisi  towards

This  exercise  is  intended  to  test  the  candidate's  power  to  use  the  skill  he  has  obtained 
in  draw^  to  aid  his  general  teaching.  In  addition  to  fMnlity  in  the  use  of  chalk  and 
the  black  board,  it  is  required  that  the  candidate  should  be  able  to  give  a  Mr  represent 
tation  of  the  form  of  any  object  with  which  he  is  acquainted.  To  do  this  firom  memory 
should  be  the  result  of  sound  instruction  in  model  drawing,  or  drawing  from  objects,  in 
the  course  of  which  teachers  of  drawing  should  form  in  the  pupil  habits  of  observation, 
enabling  him  to  represent  ftuniliar  objects  in  an^  point  of  view. 

The  intention  of  this  exercise  will  be  evaded  should  candidates  merely  repeat  flat 
examples  from  memory,  or  be  coached  up  in  a  few  subjects  to  prepare  for  exammation. 

The  first  four  exennses  mar  be  performed  at  the  annual  examination  held  in  the 
month  of  Harch,  at  the  Schools  of  Art  and  night  classes  in  connexion  with  the  Depart- 
ment :  or,  with  the  sanction  of  the  prindpaL  at  the  drawing  examination  held  ait  the 
various  training  colleges  in  November  of  each  vear.

5.  Suitable  glass  cases,  for  the  objects  belonging  to  the  Art  collections 
which  require  such  protection,  are  provided  by  the  Department.  These 
cases  are  constructed  to  occupy  the  centre  of  a  room^  and  are  generally 
12  ft.  6  in.  long  by  7  ft.  wide,  and  7  ft.  high  in  the  central  portion.

1.  The  Art  Library  ia  a  collection  of  books,  prints,  drawings,  and 
pbotograms. 

2.  The  "objects  of  the  library  are  spedal,  Ist,  for  the  instmction  of 
students  of  the  National  Art  Training  School  and  the  schools  of  Art; 
and,  2nd,  for  the  use  of  the  general  public  on  subjects  connected  with 
the  history,  practice,  and  iUustration  of  Art.  The  collection  of  books 
has  been  restricted  therefore  to  works  illustrative  of  fine  and  useful  art. 

The  coDection  of  drawings  and  prints  illustrates  ornamental  Art  and 
affords  materials  of  study  for  students  and  others.  The  collection  of 
pbotograms  includes  architectural  subjects,  ancient  drawings,  examples 
of  ornament  and  specimens  of  Art  from  various  public  and  private 
collections,  both  in  Great  Britain  and  abroad. 

3.  The  Department  affords  to  the  schools  of  Art  of  the  United  King- 
dom the  privilege  of  sharing  in  the  use  of  this  collection  as  far  as  the 
extent  of  it  permits. 

4.  Works  will  be  lent  to  every  school  of  Art  according  to  the  defini- 
tion on  page  45  for  periods  of  four  weeks.

I  HAVE  to  iMJoiQwledge.the  reoeipt  of  your. letter  of  the  31st 
March,  requesting  me  to  give  any  information  in  my  power  with  regard 
to  a  suggestion  whkh  I  bad  1^  honour  to  submit  tfeirough  you  to  tfa^ 
Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education  ibr  makiiw  coUeotions 
of  objects  of  interest  through  Her  Mi^estv's  Consuls  in  the  East. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  object  whion  I  had  in  view  when  making 
that  suggestion  would  be  best  effected  by  entering  into  direct  conamuni* 
cation  with  some  of  Her  Muesty's  aiplomatio  Representatives  and 
Consuls  in  the  East.  It»might  be  desirable  to  obtain  the  sanction  and 
assistance  of  the  Foreign  Office,  but  such  communication  must  be,  to  a 
certain  extent,  of  a  private  character,  a?  these  genUemen  could  not,  of 
course^  be  called  upon  to  collect  for  the  Department  as  a  part  of  tikev 
official  duties.  Much  would  depend  upon  tlie  interest  which  they 
miffht  feel  in  a  matter  of  this  ,kind,  and  upon  their  knowledge,  taste, 
and  judgment. 

When  I  wrote  to  you  upon  this  subject  I  had  particularly  in  view 
Mr.  Alison,  Her  Mi^esty's  Minister  in  Persia,  Sir  A.  KembaU,  Her 
MijeslT|s  Consul-General  at  Baghdad,  and  Mr.  Taylor,  Her  Majesty's 
Consuj  in  Kurdistan. 

These  gentlemen  might,  I  thMt,-  be  fully  trusted  to  carry  out  the 
views  of  the  Lords  of  the  Council,  if  they  would  undertidce  to  do  so.  A 
eum  of  money  might  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  each  of  these,  with  the 
tequest  that  mej  would  employ  it  in  the  purchase  of  objects  (xF  interest 
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and  of  loeid  xnanufactare^  illastnting  the  habits^  costoma,  and  mode  ^  Appendix  £u 
nfeof  the  people  amongst  whom  they  lived.    Instructions  should  be     cossfr 
fliven  to  them  as  to  the  nature  of  these  objects.    They  should  be  fox  gspoitpbitCs 
mstanoe,—  ,      M^raw. 

Manufactures  in  silk,  linen,  wool,  goats'  hair,  and  other  material^,  •  • 

Embroideiies,  lace,  dresses  of  women  and  men. 

Jewelry  and  common  ornaments  worn  by  both  men  and  women. 

Pottery,  and  articles  in  brass  and  other  metals,  in  common  use. 

Ohjects  in  glass,  terra-cotta,  ivory,  &c. 

Bindings  of  books  and  similar  objects  in  papier  m&ch^  and  other 
materials.  , 

Arms,  horse^irappings,  &c. 

Inlaid  work  in  metal  and  wood,  with  ivory  ornaments,  &c.  &c.  &c. 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  it  is  desirable  to  collect  objects  of  ancient 
date,  and  which  have  already  gone  out,  or  are  going  out,  of  use, 
especially  when  they  are  being  replaced  by  articles  of  European  manu* 
£acture. 

In  the  case  of  objects  of  high  price,  reference  should  be  made  to  the 
Department,  and  its  sanction  obtamed  before  purchases  are  made. 

Mr.  Alison  could  himself,  or  through  his  agents  in  Persia,  obtain  a 
very  interesting  and  valuable  collection  of  Persian  manufactures,  many 
of  which  are  remarkable  for  beauty  Of  design,  colour,  and  texture.  Sir 
A.  KembaU  might  coUect  objects  of  interest  from  Baghdad  and  the 
districts  of  the  neighbourhood,  and  from  Mesopotamia.  Mr.  Taylor, 
B^hose  consular  distnct  extends  over  a  very  interesting  and  little  known 
country  in  Asia  Minor,  including  £rz»oum,  Diarbekr,  and  several  other 
considerable  towns,  might  obtain  articles  in  use  amongst  the  Armenians, 
Kurds,  and  other  inhabitants  of  this  part  of  Turkey,  igid  probably 
ancient  Mohammedan  ^cs. 

.  It  would  be  necessary  to  explain  to  these  gentlemen  that  the  object  of 
the  Department  is  not  to  collect  expensive  curiosities,  but  such  common 
objects  as  illustrate  the  habits  and.  life  of  the.  people,  and  their  tastes  and 
skill  in  manufeu^ture.  For  instance,  j)otteiy  of  elegant  and  peculiar 
shapes,  and  of  fine  colours  and  gl&ze  is  common  in  manv  parts  of  th^ 
East,  and  can  be  purchased  atavervsmall  price-;-so  also  objects  in 
metal.  Probably  in  old  Mosques  and  public  Duildings,  ancient  carved 
and  inlaid  wood  and  furniture  misht  be  fbund. 

^  If  this  experiment,  on  a  limited  scale,  proved  successful^  it  might  be 
extended,  as  in  most  parts  of  the  East  y^e  have  consuls  or  consular 
agents  who  might  be  very  useful  in  collecting  for  the  Department.

*'  I,  Chauncy  Hare  Townshend,  late  of  Down  Hill,  in  the  parish  of  Mr.  Towns- 
Tottenham  High  Oross,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  now  of  Norfolk  ^ISuest  of 
Street,  Park  Lane,  in  the  parish  of  Saint  George,  Hanover  Square,  in  pictures, 
the  said  county,  clerk,  do  hereby  revoke  all  wills  and  other  testamentaiv  J^  books, 
dispositions  heretofore  mode  by  me,  and  declare  this  to  be  my  last  will 
and  testament.    I  appoint  my  friends,  Burdett  Coutts,  of  Stratton 
Street,  Piccadilly,  in  tne  said  county  of  Middlesex,  spinster,  and  the 
Reverend  Thomas  Helmore,  Master  of  Her  Majesty^s  Choir  at  the 
Chapel  Royal,  St.  James',  trustees  and  executors  of  this  my  will.    I 
give  and  l>equeath  to  the  Right  Honourable  Granville  George  Levesgo^le 
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IppendizA.  Gower,  Earl  Granville,  or  other  the  President  of  Her  Mijesty's  Council 
CoBXB-     ^^  Education  for  the  time  being  charged  with  the^  promotion  of  Art 

SPovDBHci  education,  now  undertaken  by  the  Depiurtment  of  Science  and  Art,  timh 
Ifnnrni  ^  ^y.  1^^^^^*  ^"^  wotcr  colour  drawings,  and  engravings,  and  books 
^^*^*^''  containing  engravings,  as  his  Lordship,  or  other  the  President  aforesaid, 
may  thinJk  Jit  to  select ;  and  my  collection  of  Stoiss  coins,  and  my  box  of 
precious  stones  {including  such  as  are  generally  kept  therein,  but,  which  tn 
my  absence  from  England,  may  be  with  me  on  the  Continent,  and  my  box 
of  cameos,  which  boxes,  for  the  sake  of  identity,  I  declare  to  be  those 
which,  in  my  absence  from  England,  are  always  deposited  for  safe 
custody  with  my  bankers),  and  the  ancient  gold  watch,  formerly  belong- 
ing to  my  father,  which,  being  stolen  by  the  celebrated  Barrington,  was 
the  cause  of  his  transportation,  together  with  the  chain,  seal,  and  km 
thereunto  attached,  and  also  the  looking-glass  and  frame  over  me 
drawing-room  chimney-piece,  which  frame  was  carved  by  Grinling 
Gibbon,  on  condition  that  tiie  sud  several  articles  be  never  sold  or 
exchanged,  but  to  the  intent  that  the  same  may  be  deposited  and  kept 
in  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  or  any  other  suitable  place  which 
majr  be  i)rovided  in  substitution  for  that  Museum,  and  exhioited  to  the 

fublic  with  the  other  works  of  Art  which  now  are  or  may  be  therein.  And 
give  and  bequeath  all  the  rest  of  mj  pictures,  and  water  colour  drawings, 
and  engravings,  and  books  containmg  engravings,  and  my  coins,  and  all 
other  my  books  and  onffinal  sketches,  ana  my  fossils,  autographs,  rings, 
set  with  jewels,  intended  to  illustrate  my  geolo^cal  collections,  and  my 
collection  of  dried  plants,  and  all  other  my  effects  coming  under  the 
denonunatiou  of  "curiosities,"  objects  of  antiquity,  or  "  vertu"  to  the 
trustees  or  directors  for  the  time  being  of  the  Wisbech  Museum 
established  at  Wisbech  aforesaid,  on  condition  that  the  same  several 
articles  be  never  sold  or  exchanged,  but  deposited  and  kept  in  the  same 
Museum  for  ever  under  proper  regulations,  and  exhibited  to  the  public 
for  the  advantage  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood ;  and  I  direct  that 
the  several  articles  comprised  in  the  two  last-mentioned  bequests  be 
delivered  over  by  the  trustees  and  executors  of  this  my  will  as  soon  as 
conveniently  can  be  after  my  decease,  and  I  declare  that  the  receipts  of 
the  secretaries  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  respective  Museums  shall 
be  sufficient  discharges  to  the  trustees  and  executors  of  this  my  will  for 
the  same,  and  I  diroct  that  the  legacy  duties  in  respect  of  the  same 
respective  bequests  shall  be  paid  out  of  my  residuajy  estate,  and  in  case 
of  dispute  the  trustees  and  executors  of  this  my  will  are  to  decide  con- 
clusively and  without  further  question  what  articles  eadi  of  the  same 
bequests  shall  be  deemed  to  comprise.

Mh.  Fbrgusson's  Memorandum  on  Objects  in  India  of  whick 

IT  18  DESIRABLE  TO  OBTAIN  CaSTS. 

There  are  in  the  Museum  of  the  Royal  Asiatic  Society  at  Calcutta  Centrml 
and  the  Central  Museum  at  Madras  a  considerable  number  of  pieces  j|2£^  *^ 
of  sculpture,  some  of  great  beauty  and  interest,  of  which  it  would  be 
desirable  that  casts  should  be  obtained  for  museums  in  this  country. 
Tliere  must  be  parties  on  the  spot  who  know  which  are  best  and  most 
suitable. t  I  may  also  remark  that  it  strikes  me  as  extremely  desirably 
that  the  parties  who  are  to  be  employed  in  casting  the  larger  objects 
"in  situ"  should  first  be  employed  on  these  smaller  antiquities  in 
the  local  museimis. 

In  the  Lahore  Museum  there  is  a  considerable  collection  of  sculptures  LahorB 
obtained  from  Topes  in  Afghanistan,  principally  from  the  neighbourhood  Maseum. 
of  Peshawer,  of  the  Bactro-Indian  period,  which  are  of  extreme  beauty 
and  interest.     I  should  like  to  see  the  originals  sent  to  this  country. 
The  next  best  thing,  of  course,  would  be  casts  of  them. 

I  am  not  aware  what  antiquities  may  be  collected  in  any  Museum  in 
Bombay,  but  I  fancy  there  must  be  a  considerable  number,  some  of 
which,  at  least,  may  be  worthy  of  being  so  multiplied. 

Bengal, 

The  objects  in  this  Presidency,  of  which,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  be  Udyagirl 
most  desirable  to  obtain  casts,  are  some  of  the  sculptures  in  the  caves  Orm. 
at  Udyagiri  in  Orissa,  not  far  from  Cuttack. 

The  two  best  are  the  bas-reliefs  in  the  so  called  Jodev  and  Ganesh 
Gurbha  caves.  These  are  fi^^ured  in  the  Journal  of  the  Asiatic  Society 
of  Bengal,  vol.  vii.  pis.  xlii.  ..nd  xliv.  They  are  about  3  feet  in  height, 
and  the  one  20,  the  other, — I  guess, — 30  feet  in  length.  They  are 
placed  under  cover  in  verandahs  about  7  feet  from  the  ground,  and 
therefore  very  accessible,  and,  being  in  low  relief,  easily  cast. 

These  two  were  the  only  caves  accessible  when  I  was  there,  and  they 
are  among  the  oldest  and  most  interesting  objects  in  India.  Thej 
probably  date  before  the  Christian  era. 

There  are  other  sculptures  in.  other  caves  in  this  locality  which  may 
be  worthy  of  being  cast,  but,  so  far  as  I  can  judge  from  photographs, 
th^  are  so  much  damaged  by  alterations  to  make  the  caves  suitable  for 
residences  in  modem  times,  as  to  be  now  of  little  value.  This,  how- 
ever,, could  be  easily  determined  on  the  spot.

t  If  ihoy  of  the  sculptures  or  inscriptions  from  the  AmniTati  Tope  which  were  depo* 
sited  fai  the  Oalcotta  Huseom  \sy  Colonel  Ma^kensie  are  still  there,  casta  of  them     C 
would  he  most  desirable  to  complete  the  ooUeotton  here. 
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The  black  pagoda  at  Kanaruc  iil  BCffc  fSur  from  these  caves,  and  is  one 
of  thfrbart  and  most  elaborately  adolntandiiionuiBentsiii  India,  if  a 
party  were  in  that  neighbourhood,  ana  had  time,  they  might  find  nmne- 
TOtts  olijects,  in  that  now  ruined  temple,  worthy  or  being  cast  It  is 
impossible,  without  photographs  or  drawings,  to  specify  wfidi ;  but  any 
person  in  charge  of  the  party  ought  to  have  sufficient  Knowledge  of  the 
subject  to  fix  on  the  best. 

Near  Ratrapore  there  is  a  temple,  some  of  the  sculptures  of  which  are 
fijTured  J,  A.  S.  B.  vii.  pi.  xxxii.,  which,  from  their  style,  are  well  worthy 
of  being  cast,  and  if  access  can  now  be  obtained  to  tne  precincts  of  the 
old  great  temple  at  Bhuvaneswar,  there  must  be  numerous  objects 
within  its  walls  worthy  of  being  cast. 

So  fiar  as  we  now  know  the  temple  at  Bhuvaneswar  is  the  oldest 
Hindu  temple  in  India,  and  consequently  any  information  regarding  it 
must  be  most  valuable. 

This  part  of  Orissa  is  fall  of  antiquarian  interest,  and  a  party  could 
eadil^  find  any  amount  of  employment.  So  far  as  I  can  judge  their 
relative  interest  is  in  the  order  in  which  I  have  named  them. 

Next  in  interest  to  these  Cuttack  sculptures  axe  the  pillars  and 
remains  of  the  rail  that  once  surrounded  the  Bd  Tree  at  Boodh  Gya 
in  Behar.  Some  of  these  are  built  into  the  courtyard  of'  the  Mohunt's 
house.  Others  form  a  sort  of  porch  to  the  present  temple,  and  some 
are,  I  believe,  "in  situ.''  Those  which  are  jsculptured  are  equal  in 
beauty  and  interest  to  anything  in  Benjoral. 

These  pillars  are  not  large — firom  o  to  8  feet  in  height — ^and  could 
easily  be  cast  so  as  to  be  restored  as  a  whole. 

There  are  also  numerous  fragments  of  ancient  sculptiure  in  the  neighr- 
bourhood  of  Boodh  Gya  which  are  worthy  of  being  cast,  but  it  would 
require  discrimination  to  say  which.  The  ndl  is  of  surpassing  interest; 
It  would  suffice  for  the  present  to  photograph  the  others. 

A^a^nd  Delhi. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  objects  of  Hindu  antiquity  near  i^ese  cities  which 
it' would  be  worth  while  to  oast,  unless  the  fragments  of  the  Bhuddhist 
Bail,  discovered  by  General  Cunningham  at  Muttra,  have  been  collected 
in  some  local  museum  (Agra?).  If  ca3ts  were  taken  of  them  they  would 
be  of  great  interest. 

Among  the  Mahomedan  remains  there  is  little,  if  anything,  after  the 
death  of  Akbar  (A.D.  1605)  which  is  worth;^  of  attention  in  this  respect. 
After  that  period  inlaying  became  the  principal  means  of  ornamenting, 
and  that  cannot  be  expressed  by  casts.  At  the  Kootiib  at  Delhi,  how- 
eveiv  a&d  in  the  old  Pathan  tombs  and  mosques  there  are  carved  details 
of  Saracenic  ornamentation  equal  to  any  found  in  any  part  of  the  world, 
aiujL.  ^c  carved  geometric  ornamentation  of  Akbar's  buildings,  both  at 
Agra  and  Futtenpore  Sicri,  are  unsurpassed  of  their  class.  These  are 
idl,  however,  only  parts  of  large  architectural  designs,  and  unless  copied 
on  a  very  ^iensive  scale  would  fail  to  reproduce  the  original  efrect; 
If,  however,  casting  is  undertaken  in  the  north-west,  a  few  small  panels 
and  details  might  easily  be  selected  for  experiment  at  least. 


Sanchi. 

SaneM.  There  is  no  monument  in  the  centrdi  provinces  of  whidi  it  would  be 

so  desirable  to  obtain  oasts  as  of  the  gateways  at  Sanchi.  Two  otthesf 
are  fallen,  and  the  fragments  on  the  ground  are  not  only  rasily  aooes* 
sible,  but  could  without  difficulty  be  pieced  together,  so  as  to  make  a 
complete  restoration  afterwards.  If  one  gateway  onl^  were  undertaken, 
probably  the  southern  would  be  the  best.  If  p^  being  still  erect  were 
ho  objection,  the  western  js  probably  of  greater  mtoest

There  is  also  tiie  gaiewaj  of  the  smaller  Tope  a  fbw  yurds  to  ike  Appendix  A; 
BOitii  of  the  great  one,  which  is  on  a  much  smaller  scale,  onlj  one     qI^^ 
triliflum  of  tkus  is  standing,  the  rest  in  the  ground.     If  the  ereot  efovvacE 
position  of  a  part  were  no  objection,  its  smaller  scale  would  make  this        -^^ 
more  desirable  as  an  experiment.    The  sculptures  are  of  equal  interest  J^,^^^^^ 
to  thoseoC  the  others.  '  m^^^ 

Bombay.  Bombay. 

Some  of  the  sculptures  in  the  great  cave  at  Elephanta  are  tjrpioal  of  Elephanta. 
their  class,  and  of  great  interest  to  the  study  of  Indian  antiquity*    The 
choice  of  those  to  be  first  operated  upon  would  in  a  great  degree  depend 
on  their  state  of  preservation,  and  that  can  only  be  settled  on  the 
spot. 

The  double  Elephant  Capitals  in  the  great  cave  at  Karlee  are  objects  of  Earlee. 
great  beautir  and  mterest.    One  or  two  of  the  best  of  them  ought  to  be 
cast,  and  also  the  capitals  in  front  of  the  cave  at  Bizaa  ojr  Beira  (J.  B.  Bil 
R.  A.  S.  vol.  i.  p.  439). 

These  places  are  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Bombav,  and 
easily  accessible  by  railway,  and  with  smaller  details,  which  womld  sog- 
ffest  themselves  to  a  party  on  the  spot,  might  easily  fill  up  a  season; 
If  operaticms  could  be  extended  to  B^apcve  or  Ahn^edabad  tibere.  are  ^*?S||^ 
infimte  varieties  of  Saracenic  details  which  it  might  be  worth  while  to  J^i^dL  ^ 
reproduce  by  casting.  As  most  of  these  have  been  published  in  the 
two  volumes  of  photographs. bearing  these  names,  any  one  may  satisfy 
himself  on  these  heads,  and  I  therefore  forbear  to  enlarge  on  them. 

Madras,  -        Uadras. 

I  txa  very  much  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  recommend  with  regard 
to  this  jnesidenqy.  So  far  as  I  know,  none  of  the  sculpture  of  the  greaf 
temples  is  of  so  high  a  character  as  to  be  wortiiy  of  studv  apart  nrom 
the  tmildings in  which  it  is  found,  though  very  effective  while  "in  situ." 

If  a  party  could  be  detached  to  Belloor  and  Hullabeed  (see  volume  Belloor. 
of  photographs  of  Dharwar  and  Mysoie),  they  might  find  abundance  of  Hnllabood. 
profitable  employment,  but  this  would -probably  be  too  much  to  attempt 
at  first.  Barring  this,  the  desecrated  temple  in  the  fort  at  Vellore  (now 
the  arsenal)  affords  some  of  the  best  and  most  elaborate  pillars  of  the 
southern  style,  and  these  would  be  extremely  interesting,  in  any  col- 
lection, as  a  means  of  comparison. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  observe  that  unless  casts  of  sculpture  Flans  and 
*  in  situ  **  are  accompanied  by  plans  and  measured  drawings  in  deva*  ™««wrB- 
tion,  th^  will  lose  half  their  value.     Indian  sculpture  is  so  essentially  ™*'^ 
a  pifft  of  the  architecture  with  which  it  is  found  that  it  is  impossible  to 
appreciate  it  properljr  without  being  able  to  realize  correctly  the  position 
for  which  it  was  originally  designed. 

I  may  also  add  that  no  p^rty  should  be  despatched  on  such  an  exne-  Photogra* 
dition  unless  accompanied  by  a  photographer.  A  considerable  numoer  P^* 
of  uegativ^  may  be  obtunea  at  the  same  cost  as  one  cast,  and,  though 
they  cannot  supply  its  place,  the  larger  field  they  cover  and  the  number 
of  mcidental  details  they  include,  render  them  invaluable  adjuncts,  and 
they  also  brin^  home  to  us  an  infinity  of  information  regarding  the 
antiquities  which  no  amount  of  casting  can  afford,  unless  imdertaken 
on  a  larger  scale  than  is  at  present  probable  or^  perhaps,  even  desirable.

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Report  on  Science  Schools  and  Classes  by  Capt.  Donnelly, 

B.E.,  for  the  year  1868. 
Sib, 

In  reyiewinff  the  state  and  progress  during  the  past  year  of  the  state  and 
Science  schools  and  classes  in  connection  with,  and  receiving  aid  from,  proKranof 
the  Science  and  Art  Department,  I  believe  it  will  be  of  advantage  if  I  g^^^and 
endeavour  to  correct  several  inaccurate  impressions  which  appear  to  cluMee. 
exist  with  regard  to  the  action  of  the  Department,  some  of  which  have- 
found  expression  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons  of  liast  session  on  Scientific  Instruction. 

2.  The  present  system  of  aid  has  been  in  operation  only  about  nine 
years.  The  encouragement  of  scientific  instruction  amongst  the  industrial- 
classes  had  been  attempted  in  various  forms  since  1853,  but  no  general 
plan  was  adopted  till  1859,  nor  had  the  experiments  that  had  been  made 
—I  am  not  now  refezring  to  the  School  of  Mines  in  Jerm^n  Street,  nor 
the  School  of  Science  in  connection  with  the  Museum  of  Irish  industry— 
met  with  much  success;  so  that  when,  in  1859,  the  present  general 
system  was  commenced,  the  action  of  the  Department  was  confined  to 
aiding  in  various  ways  a  few  navigation  schools,  the  Bristol  Trade 
School, — a  secondary  school  for  boys, — the  Wigan  Mining  School,  and 
two  or  three  other  science  classes. 

3.  The  whole  organization  as  it  exists  at  present  has  been  created  since 
then.  The  latest  r^ums,  those  up  to  March  of  this  year,  1869,  show  that 
there  were  then  aboiit  21,000  persons  under  instruction  in  517  Science 
schools  in  connection  with  the  Department,  each  separate  institution 
where  scientific  instruction  is  given  being  classed  as  a  Science  school. 
Some  of  them  have  only  a  class  in  one  or  two  branches  of  science, 
whilst  others,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  returns  at  p.  112,  have  more 
or  less  complete  courses  of  study.  It  will,  perhaps,  give  a  more 
definite  idea  if  I  state  that  in  these  517  institutions  there  are  about 
1,460  classes  in  different  branches  of  science.  No  doubt  some  of 
these  are  ephemeral  classes,— from  the  nature  of  the  institutions 
and  of  the  localities,  it  must  be  so ;  but  far  the  larger  proportion  are 
not.  Year  by  year  the  schools  are  increasing  and  establishing  themselves 
more  firmly ;  and  when  it  is  considered  that,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  old  established  institutions,  such  as  the  Andersonian  Institution  at 
Glasgow,  and  a  few  classes  which  were  in  existence  before  1859,  and 
which  have  placed  themselves  in  connection  with  the  Department,  the 
whole  of  this  organization,  with  its  1,460  classes  and  580  teachers  now 
giving  instruction,  has  been  called  into  existence  in  nine  years,  I  believe 
conclusive  evidence  will  be  found  of  the  soundness  of  its  plan. 

4.  lliat  it  may  not  be  thought  that  I  am  taking  an  exaggerated  view  Association 
of  the  effect  of  the  aid  given  by  the  Department  I  would  refer  to  the  ^ J^^. 
letter  from  the  Association  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Mechanics'  institutes 
Institutes,  of  which  the  Ute  Prince  Consort  was  President,  dated  Uth  ^J.^'^*^ 
November  1859,    to  the  Lords   of  the  Committee    of    Council   on  choawS 
Education,  thanking  them  for  the  aid  offered  to  science  instruction  by 

the  minute  then  recently  promulgated.  I  have  already,  in  my  report  in 
1866,  given  the  principal  portions  of  this  letter  which  bear  on  the  state 
of  scientific  instruction.  I  will  therefore  now  only  quote  a  few  sentences. 
Dr.  Hudson,  the  then  secretary  of  the  Association,  who  signed  the  letter, 
•ays  that  there  was  no  instruction  in  chemistry  in  that  district  ex<^«^g{^ 
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in  "  small  classes  chiefly  for  mutual  improvement  in  elementary 
''  chemistiy,  and  conducted  without  the  aid  of  efficient  teachers,  whicn 
"  are  in  operation  at  Ballington,  Hyde,  Staleybridge,  Stockport,  and 
"  Burnley.  In  Yorkshire,  the  only  niffht  schools  affording  instruction 
"  in  chemistry  are  at  Bradford,  Huifax,  Huddersfield,  Leeds,  and 
"  Selby." 

5.  "  No  instruction  whatever  is  afforded  at  any  Mechanics'  Institute 
"  in  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  or  Cheshire;  and  mineralogy,  aa  applied  t6 
"  mining,  has  only  been  recently  added  to  the  prog^ramme  of  class 
"  instruction  in  one  single  society — the  Wigan  Mechanics'  Institution.** 
This  had  been  done  through  the  action  of  the  Department. 

6.  *'  In  the  whole  district  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  extending  from 
'*  sea  to  sea,  there  is  no  adult  school  or  mechanics'  institute  in  which 
"  theoretical  mechanics  is  taught  ....  or  experimental  ph^sicfl." 
**  The  three  Bidmgs  of  Yorkshire  with  their  150  mechanics'  and  kindred 
'^institutions,  only  possess  two  societies,  and  these  mere  village  insti* 
"  tutes,  in  which  instruction — Manston  in  physical  Science,  and  ShtjpleRf 
'*  in  natural  Philosophy — is  afforded,  and  this  to  an  infinitesunal 
**  amount.  With  two  exertions,  there  are  no  medianics'  institutions 
''•  or  mutual  improvement  societies  in  Lancashire  in  which  any  elemeiw 
"  tary  instruction  in  physics  (natural  philosopy  or  mechamcs)  is  givten, 
'*  ana  the  county  of  Cheshire  does  not  present  one  instance  in  whidr 
"  these  matters  receive  attention  in  similar  sodetieB/' 

7.  I^ere  are  now  in  Yorkshire,  Lancashire^  and  Cheshire  133  Science 
schools  with  454  different  classes.  The  activily  that  now  prevails  in  these 
matters  will  be  seen  from  Mr.  Bartley's  report  of  his  inspection  of 
Science  schools  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Manchester,  given  at  p.  72.' 
Among  those  who  remember  what  was  the  state  of  England  in  thia 
matter  in  1859  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  effect  of  the  Department's 
action,  its  results,  and  its  rapid  extension,  are  f&r  greater  than  there  was 
any  idea  would  be  the  case  when  it  was  commenced,  or  than  those  best* 
acquainted  with  the  state  of  education  in  the  country  contemplated  or 
gave  any  hopes  of. 

8;  The  Government  in  this  matter  has  been  muoh  in  advance  of  <^ 
country.  It  is  only  quite  lately  that  the  country  has  become  oonsoiour 
of  the  absolute  necessity  for  bestirring  itself  in  regard  to  scientific 
instruction,  the  same  stimulus  having  been  given  to'  this  question  \ff> 
the  Paris  International  Exhibition  of  1867  as  was  given  to  Art  iastriKK 
tiou  by  the  London  Exhibition  of  1851.  Though  every  means  that- 
could  be  thought  of  were  adopted  for  calling  the  attention  of  aill  parts  of 
the  country  t^  and  giving  mil  information  of>  the  liberal  ud  a^rded 
by  the  State — ^insomuch  wat  the  Department  has  been  often  attacked- 
for  puffing  itself— such  was  the  general  apathy  in  the  matter  that 
last  year,  aa  is  stated  in  the  rep<ni;  of  Mr.  Samuelson's  Committee, 
"  in  many  parts  of  England  the  fact  that  Government  aid  is  granted  to 
'*  them  was  unknown  till  public  attention  was  drawn  to  it  bv  the  recent 
"  discussion  of  the  subject  of  technical  education,  and  by  the  appoint* 
"  ment  of  this  Committee." 

9. 1  am  glad  to  say  that  the  information  thus  acquired  has  been  turned 
to  good  account  already;  and  among  numerous  instances  I  may  mention 
that  of  the  North  of  England  Association  of  Mining  Engineers.    Thef 
have  engaged  an  able  and  experienced  teacher  who  had  by  means  of  a 
Royal  Exhibition  completed  his  scientific  training  in  the  Royal  School  of 
Mines.    Under  him  and  a  staff  of  assistant  teachers  a  number  of  classei^ 
in  the  Newcastle  district  have  been  organized,  which  are  iikely  to  be ' 
very  successful.    In  Yorkshire  again,  where,  though  the  offer  of  state' 
aid  was  more  or  less  known,  political  objections  (if  I  may  sa  call  them)  to 
Government  interference  had  prevented  advantage  being  taken  ox  z^I 
there  has  been  a  great  change  of  feeling,  and  ^he  Yor^^;^\teion  ef  - 
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MecHanios*  Infititates  has  taken  steps,  by  the  organization  of  classes  AppqndfaB, 
for  teachers,  Sec,  to  make  up  for  lost  time.  Oaftaxh 

10.  The  report  of  Mr.  Samuelson's  Committee,  instead  of  pointing  0OTraija:*8 
out  the  advantages  to  be  secured  under  the  existing  rules  of  the  Depart-  j^^^^^ 
ment,  and,  if  it  were  thought  desirable,  recommending  modifications  and  §Ss2^5^. 
extensions  of  its  action,  nas  rather  disparaged  all  that  it  has  done  and  son's  com- 
is  now  doing.  Sd^ft? 

11.  If,  as  was  no  doubt  the  case  at  the  time  of  their  report,  there  were  instruotion. 
few  if  any  classes  in  several  parts  of  the  country,  that  was  surely  the 

fault  solely  of  those  localities.  It  was  not  pretenaed  that  there  was  any 
reason,  except  its  own  free  will,  why  Yorkshire  should  have  only  16 
schools,  witn  476  students  under  instruction,  whilst  the  adjoining 
county  of  Lancashire,  as  the  Appendix  to  the  Report  shows,  had  60 
schools,  with  2,620  students.  The  report  states,  '*  It  is  true  that  the 
"  Science  and  Art  Directory  shows  numerous  classes  scattered  over 
"  the  country,  but  they  are  mostly  confined  to  rudimentary  instruction 
**  in  chemistiy,  physiology,  and  botany,  in  various  schools.  Though 
**  not  without  value  of  their  own,  they  have  very  little,  if  any,  durect 
•'  influence  on  the  industrial  occupations  of  any  class."  Now  the 
number  of  students  then  under  instruction  in  vegetable  physioloff^ 
and  economic  botany  and  in  systematic  botany  were  respectively  only 
312  and  220  in  some  20  schools.  In  inorganic  chemistry  there  were 
2,563  students,  and  in  organic  664.  Chemistry  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  subjects,  and  with  the  other  subjects  in  which  there  are  most, 
students,  such  as  mathematics,  practical  geometry,  machine  construc- 
tion and  drawing,  building  construction  and  drawing,  and  physics, 
certainly  would  appear  to  have  the  most  direct  bearing  on  the  industrial 
pursuits  of  the  artizan  classes. 

12.  The  tone  of  disparagement  of  the  Department's  action  is  the  more 
remarkable  when  the  list  of  schools  that  are  mentioned  in  the  report, 
under  the  head  of  Scientific  Instruction  of  Workmen  and  Foremen,  as 
doing  good  work  is  considered.  Nearly  the  whole  of  these— the  whole 
in  fact  with  the  exception  of  the  Andersonian  University  of  Glasgow 
and  the  Watt  Institute  of  Edinburgh — I  believe  depend,  as  far  as  regards 
the  scientific  instruction  given,  almost  entirely  on  state  aid,  and  are,  so 
to  speak,  creations  of  the  Department's  action.  The  Andersonian  and 
the  watt  Institutes  have  been  in  existence  many  years ;  they  have  noii<r 
both  connected  themselves  with  the  Department.  The  former,  whicK 
has  large  endowments,  has  for  several  years  sent  up  a  srnal]  proportion 
of  its  students  to  our  examinations,  where  they  have  been  moderately 
successful. 

13.  Probably  what  is  being  done  is  thought  less  of,  because  special 
institutions  for  scientific  instruction  have  not  so  much  been  created  as 
that  scientific  instruction  has  been  introduced  into,  and  classes  have 
been  grafted  on,  existing  institutions  of  various  kinds.  On  pages  73  and 
79  I  have  given  an  analysis  of  them,  grouped  under  seven  heads ;  their 
vanons  natures  will  be  seen  from  that.  Of  the  517  schools,  143  have 
been  formed  in  existing  Mechanics'  and  Literary  institutions.  Tl^e 
premises  of  206  national  schools  are  used  in  the  evening  for  science 
ctesses  for  adults.  And  there  are  78  institutions  which  have  both  day 
and  evening  instiniction  in  science,  that  is,  for  both  boys  and  adults. 
Fifteen  Training  Collies  have  established  science  classes  under  the 
Department :  and  evemng  science  classes  are  held  in  56  buildings  of  a 
misoell&neous  character,  such  as  rooms  in  town-halls  and  other  buildings 
of  a  public  or  semi-public  nature,  and  in  private  houses. 

14.  To  those  who  cannot  dissociate  the  idea  of  scientific  instruction 
frdm  a  grand  special  building  with  its  laboratories  and  lecture  theatres, 
a&  this  appears  trifling,  mere  hole  and  corner  work;  and  instead  of 
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•Appendix  B.  taking  advantage  of  and  improving  the  means  that  exist,  they  content 
OAPTAiir  themselves  with  vague  declamation  as  to  what  the  State  should  do,  and 
DomrsLLT's  the  millions  it  should  spend  in  establishing  spedal  technical  schools  and 
J^FOBT.  colleges  for  every  conceivable  branch  of  industry.  What  the  Department 
has  to  show  is  certainly  not  imposing,  and  much  remains  to  be  done« 
Its  classes  are  doing  good  work  nevertheless,  and  in  this  matter  the 
Government  has,  I  believe,  gone  quite  as  fast  as  the  country  was  prepared 
to  follow.  In  considering  this  question  it  is  scarcely  ever  borne  in 
mind  that  the  action  of  the  Department  is  limited  by  Parliament  almost 
entirely  to  forwarding  the  instruction  of  the  industrial  classes,  all  direct 
payments  for  instruction  being  made  only  on  their  account  and  that  of 
persons  whose  incomes  are  less  than  100/.  per  annum.  Now,  as  a  rule, 
this  class  leave  school  so  early  that  scientific  instruction  which  is  to  reach 
them  must  be  given  almost  wholly  in  the  evenings.  The  youth  of  the 
middle  and  upper  classes,  those  who  can  afford  the  time  for  a  thorough 
education,  are  away  at  the  grammar  schools,  the  large  public  schools, 
and  the  universities.  There  is  therefore  no  constituency  at  present  in 
most  towns  to  support  an  institution  entirely  for  scientific  study,  that 
is  both  durinff  the  day  and  the  evening.  Secondary  schools,  such  as 
the  so-called  Bristol  Trade  School,  the  Manchester  Mechanics'  Insti- 
tute, the  Liverpool  Institute,  the  Glasgow  Secular  school,  &c.,  &c., 
where  the  children  of  the  better  paid  artizans  and  small  shop-keepers* 
who  can  afford  to  keep  them  at  school  till  they  are  14  or  15  years  of 
age,  may  receive  instruction  in  science  in  the  day,  will,  it  is  to  be  hopedj 
be  soon  established  in  the  larger  tonvns.  But  with  the  exception  of 
a  certain  number  of  advanced  classes  in  elementary  schools,  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  artizan  classes  in  science  must,  as  a  general  rule,  be  given 
in  the  evening  only. 
Small  de-  15.  How  small  the  demand  is  for  advanced  scientific  instruction,  and 

adramoad  ^^^  difficult  it  is  to  turn  any  portion  of  the  stream  of  the  to-be-edu- 
Boientific  Gated  out  of  the  ordinary  old  channel  of  general  education,  the  public 
inBtraotiou,  schools  and  universities,  is  shown  by  the  small  number  of  students 
who  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  afforded  in  the  Ro^al  School  of 
Mines  and  the  Royal  College  of  Science  in  Dublin.  In  time,  possibly^ 
if  largely  bribed  to  it  by  State  aid,  some  of  the  great  manufacturing 
centres  may  establish  science  colleges  for  advanced  instruction  by  means 
of  rates  under  the  Free  Libraries  and  Museum  Acts,  or  by  subscriptions 
and  local  endowments.  But  at  present  there  seems  scarcely  sufficient 
interest  in  the  matter  to  lead  to  any  combined  effort  on  the  part  of 
localities.  Notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  said,  the  Minute  of  24th 
April  1868,  offering  building  grants  for  schools  of  science  has  as  yet 
only  been  nibbled  at.  Only  three  towns  have  taken  any  steps  to  avail 
themselves  of  it. 

16.  Science  Colleges  or  superior  schools,  with  costly  buildings  and  labo- 
ratories, where  advanced  instruction  can  be  given,  will,  for  some  time  to 
come,  suffer  in  the  same  way  as  the  School  of  Mines  and  the  College 
of  Science  in  Ireland  do  now.  Though  they  may  have  evening  lectures  for 
the  working  classes,  day  instruction  must,  of  course,  be  their  primary 
object.  But,  as  I  have  said,  such  Science  Colleges  are  out  of  the 
ordinary  course,  the  regular  routine,  of  English  middle  class  instruction, 
to  the  pupils  from  which  class  they  must  look  for  their  principal  sup- 
port, as  the  artizan  classes  can  only  avail  themselves  of  the  day  instruc- 
tion if  they  be  maintained  by  exhibitions  and  scholarships.  There 
does  not  appear  then  to  be  much  prospect  of  success  for  these  insti- 
tutions till  those  who  cannot  afford  a  thorough  University  education 
for  their  sons  rouse  themselves  horn  their  .present  lethaj^c  content- 
ment with  a  smattering  of  classical  instruction  for  them,  or  till 
something  in  the  nature  of  conclusions  5  and  6  of  Mr.  Samuelson's 
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Committee  are  carried  out.    These  are  '*that  the  re-organization  of  Appendix  B. 
"  secondary  instruction,  and  the  introduction  of  a  larger  amount  of    p  — 
**  scientific  instruction  in  secondary  schools  are  urgently  required,  and  DoirirBLLT's 
*'  should  receive  the  immediate  attention  of  Parliament  and  of  the     Rspobt. 
**  country ; "  and  that  "  certain  endowed  schools  should  be  selected  in 
"  favourable  situations  for  the  purpose  of  being   re-constituted  as 
'*  Science  schools/'  and  "  renderea  available  to  the  surrounding  districts 
"  by  the  establishment  of  exhibitions." 

17.  The  system  of  the  Department  for  encouraging  instruction  in  Paymente 
Science  has  succeeded  because  it  has  appealed,  through  payments  on  ^^  r^wilt". 
results,  directly  to  the  interests  of  teachers  in  the  country.     Men, 

seeing  that  something  was  to  be  made  out  of  the  high  payments 

offered,  have  qualified  themselves  to  teach,  and  then  forced  the  matter 

on  by  their  own  ener^,  getting  a  room  here,  attaching  a  class  there, 

4o  some  existing  institution.    These  classes  have  increased  from  year  to 

year ;  firom  them  have  come  the  teachers  who  have  started  others,  and  so 

thOT  have  spread  almost  wholly  through  the  teachers'  missionary  efforts,  Slinionuy 

ana  not  from  the  previous  demands  of  the  locality.    I  cannot  think,  JfJJS?®' 

then^  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  scientific  instruction  gives         ^'^ 

a  correct  idea  when  it  says, — "The  remuneration  of  the  teachers,  arising 

''  from  pupils'  fees  and  payments  on  results  by  the  Department  of 

'*  Science  and  Art,  is,  with  few  exceptions,  so  scanty  that  sdenoe 

"  teaching  is  scarcely  ever  followed  as  a  profession,  but  only  as  an 

"  addition  to  some  more  profitable  employment.    Hence  classes  are 

"  frequently  suspended  whenever  the  more  important  occupations  of 

"  the  teacher  demand  increased  attention,  or  cause  him  to  remove  to 

"  other  localities."    The  payments  made  by  the  Department  are,  in 

proportion  to  the  work  done,  high.    It  is  in  consequence  alone  of  the 

teachers  finding  it  a  lucrative  business  that  the  classes  have  increased 

as  th^  have,  from  783  last  year  to  1,456  this,  and  the  number  under 

instruction  from  12,219  to  21,590.    At  page  138  are  given  the  payments 

made  to  the  teachers  on  the  results  of  the  examination  last  May.  They 

amounted  on  the  whole  to  12,725/.  10«.,  and  were  divided  amongst  285 

teachers  in  sums  varying  from  243/.  lOs.  the  highest,  to  1/.  the  lowest. 

18.  The  classes  have  generally  been  commenced  by  teachers  who  had  Science 
at  the  time  other  means  of  support.     By  such  onlv  could  they  have  ^^^ 
been  commenced,  and  to  the  fact  that  it  permits  of  this  the  success  of  initiated  bj 
the  system  is  primarily  due.    There  are  comparatively  few  places  where  *«^be". 

a  teiu^er  would  at  first  have  found  sufficient  employment  in  teaching 
science  to  make  a  livelihood  by  that  alone.  But  where  the  locality  has 
in  any  way  responded,  where  classes  have  been  successful,  the  science 
teaching  has  paid,  and  there  are  numbers  of  cases  of  the  teachers  then 
takmg  to  that  as  their  sole  occupation.  In  fact,  I  believe  ii  has  always 
been  so,  when  there  was  sufficient  demand  in  the  locality.  Teachers 
have  no  doubt  in  many  cases  left  classes,  and  gone  to  other  places 
where  they  found  a  better  opening,  or  another  more  lucrative  employ- 
ment. But  I  do  not  know  that  this  is  to  be  deprecated :  and  I  cannot 
call  to  mind  any  case  of  a  class  that  had  been  really  successful  having, 
in  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  teacher,  been  permanently  closed, 
and  not  taken  up  by  another. 

19.  As  an  illustration  of  what  happens,  I  may  mention  the  fol-  Successor 
lowing  case  which  has  just  come  to  my  knowledge.     One  of  the  ^^^p^^" 
beat  teachers  under  the  Department  was  induced  by  one  of  the  partners  system. 

in  some  large  works  in  the  north  of  England  to  become  his  private 
secretary.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  private  secretary  he  taught 
evening  science  classes,  composed  of  the  workmen  in  the  mill,  with 
oonsidorable  success,  and  had,  I  believe,  the  general  superuitendence  of 
an  elementary  school  latelv  built  by  the  mill  owners.  This  gentleman  ^ 
iiaa  now  been  himself  ixu»ae  a  partner,  and  I  am  informed  his  classes  will  ^ 
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Appendix  B.  neict  year  be  conducted  by  two  of  bis  former  pupils.    If  tbis  bad  come 

CaptIin     ^  ^^®  knowledge  of  tbose  wbo  are  ciying  out  for  state  aid  as  baring 

DostkellVs  bappened  abroad,  bow  mucb  would  bave  been  made  of  it !    And  yet 

Bbpobt.    tbere  is  nothing  to  prevent  any  other  mill  owners,  either  singly  or  in 

oombioation,  establishing  similar  classes  for  their  workmeii;  and  getting 

state  aid,  while  the  celebrated  Creusot  schools  are  carried  on  by  the 

Messrs.  Schneider  entirely  at  their  own  cost;  nor  am  I  aware  that 

there  is  any  system  of  aid  afforded  in  France  of  which  they  could  arall 

themselves  if  they  wished  it. 

20.  Cfuses  occur,  especially  in  thinly  populated  and  agricultural  districts, 
of  teachers  by  their  own  energy  collecting  a  class  of  young  men,  and 
giving  them  instruction  in  some  subject  which  they  think  may  be 
useful  to  them.  .  As  an  instance,  I  may  mention  Eastwood,  Notts., 
where  a  class  was  established  by  Dr.  Forbes  for  the  study  of  animal 
physiology.  The  class  was  maintained  for  two  years,  and  one  in  inoxu 
ganic  chemistry  for  a  year.  They  were  then  closed,  and  Dr.  Forbes  left* 
There  is  now  a  class  in  mechanioal  drawing  taught  by  another  teacher. 
.  21.  After  a  short  time  a  district,  such  ae  this,  is  worked  out,  at  all 
events  for  any  one  subject,  and  the  class  must  close.  Still  good  baa 
been,  done.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  class  is  not  continuous,  but  a 
eertain  number  of  persons  bave  been  taught.  When  they  bave  learnt 
as  much  as  they  can  of  a  subject  they  won't  continue  under  instruction, 
and  when  all  those  between  15  and  30  years  of  age  in  a  thinly  popu- 
lated district  who  care  to  learn,  have  been  taught,  there  are  not  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  the  rising  generation  to  take  iheir  places.  I  do  not 
know  how  this  could  under  any  system  be  avoided.  It  is  not  to  be 
supposed' that  teachers  could  be  paid  highly  while  they  were  doing 
littie  or  nothing,  and  it  appears  to  me  a  strong  aj^ment  in  feivour  of 
the  existing  rules  that  they  are  sufficientbr  Mastic  to  allow  of,  and 
encourage  such  work  being  done.  At  p.  80  I  bave  given  a  list  of  the 
schools,  and  classes  closed  during  the  year,  and  the  causes  of  their 
closing. 

22.  It  is,  I  believe,  wholly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Department  has  fov 
its  sjstem  enlisted  local  teachers, — ^persons  who  knew  their  districts,  taxa, 
having  other  occupations,  could  commence  Science  classes  with  smidl 
beginnings,  not  looking  to  them  alone  f<»  support, — that  then  are  at 
present  S20  schools  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  If  the  plan  of 
traitiing  teachers  and  sending  them  into  the  country  nad  been  pursued 
theife  would  not,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  have  been  ten  schools  in  existence 
at  present.  What  happened  in  the  several  experiments  that  were  made 
in  this  direction  before  1859,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Pott^iiea'  school 
for  instance,  would  have  happened  again.  The  teacher  would  bave 
lemftined  for  a  vear  or  two,  as  long  as  the  Government  guaranteed 
salary  lasted,  ana  then,  when  he  be^  to  come  on  his  own  resources, 
the  sohool  would  have  collapsed. 

23*'  But  the  country  has  now  for  some  vears  been  getting  prepared,  an 
ojpening  is  secured  in  mahj  places  for  hignly  trained  teachers,  and  these 
are  much  required.  Efficient  as  many  of  the  present  teachers  who  have 
more  or  less  educated  themselves  have  proved,  a  thorough  course  of 
scientific  training  under  able  professors  who  could  teach  them  how  to 
teach  would  be  of  the  greatest  service. 

24.  Many  of  the  young  men  taught  in  the  Science  classes  would  be 
only  too  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  such  instruction,  and  take  to  science 
teaching  as  a  nroflession.  The  competition  for  the  royal  exhibitions  to 
the  Royal  Scnool  of  Mines  and  to  the  Royal  College  of  Science  in 
Ireland  proves  this.  Six  well  qualified  students  are  thus  turned  out 
each  year ;  but  such  is  the  demand  for  them  that  they  are  almost  always 
immediately  snapped  up  for  employment  in  manufustures,  &e.  Ibe  lool 
exhibitions  by  wnicb  a  local  contribution  of  25^.  towards  the  support  of  ft 
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Btttdent  18  ^upplemeoied  by  a  state  contribution  of  an  equal  amount 
will  no  doubt  do  something  to  meet  the  want.  Independent  of  the 
Whitworth  endowment,  four  of  these  have  been  applied  for  already. 

25.  Courses  of  lectures  such  as  those  which  it  is  proposed  to  have  this 
vear,  and  to  attend  which  teachers  will  have  their  expenses  paid,  will  also 
be  of  great  advantage.  But  what  is  specially  required  is  a  thoroughly 
organized  training  school  in  London.  The  staff  to  a  great  extent 
already  exists  in  tne  School  of  Mines,  though  it  is  deficient  in  some 
essential  branches,  and  its  premises  are  in  no  way  adapted  for  such  a 
purpose.  This  subject  having,  however,  been  so  thoroughly  gone  into 
m  -ihe  evidence  before  the  Committee  on  Scientific  Instruction,  and 
being  again  referred  to  in  Dr.  Frankland's  and  Dr.  Percy's  letters  at 
p.  24,  I  need  say  no  more  than  that  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that 
the  want  of  a  National  Training  School  for  science  teachers  pointed 
out  by  that  Committee  may  be  speedily  remedied  in  the  manner  which^ 
though  not  directly  recommended,  is  there  pretty  clearly  indicated. 

26.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  a  large  number  of  local  scholarships,  31, 
have  been  awarded^  notwithstanding  the  competition  of  the  Science  and 
Art  Scholarships!,  which  did  not  entail  a  local  contribution,,  and  of 
which  53  have  been  awarded.  Considering  how  lately  the  scholarships 
haxe  been  established  this  is  very  satisfactory. 

27.  I  have  before  stated  the  number  of  schools  at  present  existing,  as 
shown  by  the  returns  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  necessary  that  I 
should  now  go  bsick  to  the  last  May  examinationr— the  last  examination 
that  tias  been  held.  In  the  follo\ring  table  the  comparative  statistics  are 
given  for  May  1867  and  1868.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
schools  had  increased  from  212  to  300 ;  the  number  of  classes  from  560 
to  856,  while  the  number  of  students  under  instruction  had  increased 

'ftom  10,230^  to  15,010,  of  whom  6,875  came  up  for  examination,  as  com- 
pared with  4.520  the  previous  year.

28.  At  pa)<e  131  is  given  a  list  of  those  who  obtained  the  gold,  silver, 
and  bronze  medals  of  the  Department,  and  at  p.  130  the  names  of  the 
successful  candidates  for  the  three  Royal  Exhibitions  to  the  Royal 
School  of  Mines  in  Jermyn  Street,  and  the  three  to  the  Royal  College 
of  Science  in  Dublin. 

29.  The  preceding  table  of  results  shows  that  there  was  thus  an  increase 
in  the  number  coming  up  in  every  subject  except  four — Higher  Mathe- 
matics, Inorganic  Chemistrv,  Systematic  Botany,  and  Steam.  In  these 
there  was  a  slight  falling  off. 

30.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  relative  growth  of  the  numbers 
under  instruction,  or  coming  up  for  examination  in  different  subjects. 

,..^     In  1864,  312  students  came  up  in  practical  geometry.    This  number 

or  examined,  was  nearly  doubled  in  1865,  60S  having  come  up.  Last  year  the 
number  was  1,337.  In  machine  drawing  and  construction  the  numbers 
were  respectively  185,  293,  and  1,671.  In  acoustics,  light,  and  heat  the 
numbers  in  1865  were  244,  and  in  magnetism  and  electricity^,  291. 
LAst  year  the  numbers  in  these  subjects  were  769  and  1,038.  In 
chemistry,  on  the  other  hand,  the  numbers  have  been  nearly  stationarv 
for  some  time.  In  1864  and  1865  they  were  respectively  851  and  946. 
Last  year  they  were  964.  I  believe  this  may  be  readily  explained.  For 
years  a  certain  amount  of  instruction  in  chemistry  had  oeen  given  in 
various  ways  in  the  country.  It  had  been  taught  in  the  training 
colleges,  and  by  apparatus  grants,  it  had  been  aided  by  the  Educa- 
tion Department  in  elementiuT'  schools.    What  little  instruction  was 
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going  on  for  adults  in  mechanics'  institutions  bad  generally  taken 
the  form  of  chemistry  lectures.  In  fact,  it  would  scarcely  be  too  much 
to  say  that  where  science  was  spoken  of,  it  was  generally  supposed 
to  mean  chemistry.  The  ground  was,  therefore*  prepared,  and  with  a 
little  stimulus  there  were  soon  a  sufficient  supply  of  teachers;  the 
numbers  under  instruction  arrived  at  a  kind  of  noriniad  average  of  those 
anxious  to  learn,  and  this  large  number  having  continued  for  several 
years  any  great  increase  was  not  to  be  expected.  What  tendency  there 
was  to  increase  was  rather  checked  by  one  or  two  examinations,  which 
were  unfortunately,  perhaps,  rather  too  difficult.  At  the  present  time, 
however,  there  is  a  largely  increased  number  under  instruction. 

31.  With  practical  or  descriptive  geometrv,  and  its  applications  to 
machine  construction  and  drawing  and  to  building  construction  and 
drawing,  the  case  is  very  different.  A  few  years  ago,  I  believe,  it  may 
be  safely  said  that,  except  to  a  limited  extent  in  the  Art  Schools  of  the 
Department,  there  was  scarcely  a  place  in  the  kingdom  where  an  artizan 
could  get  instruction  in  these  subjects.  Machine  drawing  and  architec- 
tural drawing  was  learnt  by  draftsmen,  simply  in  a  rule  of  thumb  way  in 
the  draftsmen's  office.  And  practical  geome^,  which  to  the  workman, 
who  has  not  the  time  or  opportimity  for  a  mathematicid  training,  must, 
to  a  great  extent,  supply  its  place  in  all  the  mechanical  arts,  was,  I  may 
say,  unattainable  by  them.  As  opportunities  have  been  afforded  of 
getting  this  instruction,  its  value  was  soon  appreciated,  and  the 
numbers  have  proportionately  increased.  Nothing  can  show  more  con- 
clusively that  it  is  not  necessary  to  force  certain  branches  of  instruction 
which  may  be  considered  most  practically  useful.  Students  very  soon 
find  this  out  for  themselves,  and  the  teacners  Can  only  give  instruction 
in  the  long  run  in  those  branches  of  science  which  are  best  adapted  to 
tiie  locality.  A  natural  selection  will  thus  effect  easily  and  well  what 
departmental  rules  could  only  arrive  at  with  difficulty,  and  through  the 
means  of  most  vexatious  interference.  In  fact,  so  far  from  the  so-called 
practical  subjects  suffering  in  the  competition,  as  has  been  often  said,  I 
beheve  the  real  difficulty  to  lie  bi  getting  sufficient  attention  paid  to 
those  subjects  which,  though  not  so  practically  useful  themselves,  as 
botany,  for  instance,  are  best  adapted  to  scientific  training  and  education 
as  distinguished  from  information. 

32.  The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  the  Science  examinations 
held  in  May  1867  and  1868.  The  figures  in  italics  refer  to  May  1868  :—

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33.  The  examinations  were,  as  in  previous  vears,  conducted  by  the 
local  commitees.  But  these  were  greatlj  aided  by  the  new  system  of 
acting  inspectors.  The  gentlemen  who  form  the  local  committees  have 
shown  great  zeal  and  most  praiseworthy  attention ;  but,  unaccustomed 
as  many  of  them  are  to  work  of  this  nature,  it  was  not  to  be  expected 
but  tha^  mistakes  and  irregularities  should  occur.  As  the  numbers  of 
examinations  rapidly  and  enormously  increased,  this  became  still  more 
likely.  The  presence  of  the  local  inspectors  and  their  assistance  to  the 
committees  has  almost  wholly  prevented  their  occurrence.  The  recent 
extension  of  this  system,  bv  the  employment  of  Engineer  officers, 
stationed  in  different  parts  of  the  countiy,  in  aiding  the  Inspectors  of 
the  Department  in  the  ordinary  inspections,  is  likely  to  be  of  great 
service. 

34.  It  is  I  believe  thefgreneral  opinion  of  the  examiners  that  theinstrao- 
tion  is  decidedly  improving.  After  the  examination  last  May,  most  of 
them  made  carefiil  general  reports  pointing  out  to  the  teachers  in  what 
respects  it  appeared  that  thetr  instruction  was  deficient.  The  reports  are 
given  at  p.  82,  and  will  no  doubt  be  of  great  service  to  them.  Notwith- 
standing, however,  that  the  examinations  have  been  goin^  on  for  several 
years,  and  as  one  would  have  hoped  sufficiently  long  to  give  the  teachers 
experience  in  their  requirements^  there  were,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  table  of  per-centages  of  results  in  the  last  two^aminations.

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S5.  The  fluctoatioiis  shown  in  the  precedrng  tahle  and  those  of  former  Causes  of 
yean  are  dne  to  several  causes,  probably  the  most  important  being  the  f[l*SJSibe». 
rapid  increase  of  the  classes  which  has  year  by  year  brought  for^^^urd  a 
number  <^  new  teachers  who  were  wholly  inexperienced  in  the  requirements 
of  the  examiners^  and  who  sent  students  in  for  examination  not  properly 
pnpaied*    Thia  was  not  a  matter  of  much  importance^  and  (^pj^ole 
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have  righted  itself  in  time ;  but  a  careful  consideration  of  the  results  of 
several  examinations,  and  of  the  reports  of  the  examiners  and  inspectors 
of  schools,  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  a  revision 
of  the  form  of  examination.  The  old  system  which  allowed  the  candi* 
dates  to  choose  between  two  papers,  one  easy  and  the  other  more  diffi- 
cult, and  gave  him  a  chance  of  obtaining  the  highest  class — ^there  were 
then  five  classes,  and  the  first,  second,  and  third  could  be  obtained  in 
the  difficult  paper,  and  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  in  the  easy — ^at 
once,  was  open  to  several  objections.  The  candidate  was  often,  con- 
trary to  the  advice  of  his  teacher,  induced  to  take  the  difficult  paper  which 
was  beyond  his  powers ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  teacher  instead  of 
using  the  opportunity  which  the  two  papers  afforded  him  of  bringing 
the  students  on  by  degrees,  was  found  in  many  cases  to  be  cramming 
his  most  promising  pupils,  with  the  chance  of  passing  them  in  the 
highest  class  at  once,  while  he  neglected  the  others.  A  meeting  of  the 
examiners  having  been  held  to  consider  this  and  other  questions,  a 
change  in  the  system  has  taken  place  which  I  have  no  doubt  will  be  of 
the  greatest  benefit  both  to  the  teachers,  in  respect  of  the  certainty  in 
their  payments  on  results,  and  to  the  students  in  a  general  improvement 
in  the  mode  of  instruction.  As  my  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
examiners,  and  the  minute  based  upon  it  is  given  at  p.  1, 1  need  not 
enter  further  on  the  subject  here.  Tnat  the  change  will  be  most  salu- 
tary nothing  can  more  strongly  show  than  a  report  made  by  Mr.  Wylde 
on  the  inspection  of  a  large  school,  which  has  just  come  before  me. 
Mr.  Wylde  says : 

*'  The  rule  relative  to  teachers  not  being  paid  on  students  who  take 
the  higher  grade  without  having  previouslv  passed  in  the  lower  was  dis- 
cussed, the  teachers  being  much  opposed  to  it ;  Mr.  — -,  the  teacher 
of  chemistry,  stated  that  he  had  lost  half  his  class  on  that  account..  On 
questioning  him,  however,  I  found  that  he  had  not  time  to  give  two 
courses  of  lectures,  and  that  if  it  were  not  for  the  rule  in  question  he 
would  leave  his  elementary  class  (consisting  of  85  pupils)  to  get  on  as 
they  best  could  with  books,  &c.,  and  that  he  would  confine  his  instruc- 
tion to  the  advanced  class.  The  committee  concurred  in  the  undesira- 
bilitv  of  this  proceeding." 

do.  The  abolition  of  the  special  examination  for  certificates  as  teaches, 
and  the  permission  to  all  who  have  obtained  a  first  or  second  class  in  the 
May  examinations  to  earn  payments  on  results,  has,  by  enabling  teachers 
to  qualify  themselves  without  taking  a  long  and  expensive  jouRiev  with 
the  risk  of  failure  and  of  not  getting  their  expenses  paid,  conduced  more 
than  anything  to  the  rapid  extension  into  out  of  the  way  districts  of 
science  classes.  I  believe  at  the  same  time  the  instruction  will  not  suffer, 
while  the  liability  to  misunderstanding  and  abuse,  amongst  people  who 
do  not  know  exactlv  what  it  means,  of  a  Government  certificate  of 
qualification  to  teach  a  branch  of  science, — ^for  which'  irom  the  nature 
of  the  case,  a  very  stringent  examination  could  not  be  ei^orced — is 
avoided.  The  extension  of  the  system  of  honorary  certificates  by  en- 
listing able  men  in  teaching  under  the  Department  will  be  of  great 
advantage.  A  list  of  those  given  during  the  last  year  will  be  found  at 
p.  129.  Among  them  will  be  found  the  names  of  several  able  men. 
The  names  of  those  teachers  who  availed  themselves  of  the  recent  Minute, 
and,  having  their  expenses  paid,  visited  London,  is  given  at  p.  144. 

37.  I  cannot  close  my  Report  without  calling  attention  to  the  extension 
of  Science  instruction  in  Ireland.  In  no  other  part  of  the  kingdom  has 
it  been  so  rapid  or  the  classes  proportionately  more  successful,  and  this 
notwithstandmg  that  the  provincial  lectures,  which  were  said  to  be  a 
most  necessary  stimulus,  have  been  for  some  years  abolished.  If 
authoritative  opinions  based  on  ''a  knowledge  of  the  peculiar  cir- 
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*S  cuxnstanoes  of  the  cotintxy"  were  worth  anything,  nothing  could  haye  Appendix  B. 
been  more  improbable  or  impossible.    Nothing  but  ignorance  of  those    o^^2is 
peculiarities,  it  has  over  and  over  again  been  stated,  could  lead  any  one  Dovksllt's 
to  suppose  that  the  system  of  the  Department,  however  well  adapted     ^bpobt. 
it  might  be  to  England,  could  effect  anything  in  Ireland.    The  weak- 
ness of  the  old  arguments  for  the  Pro^dnoial  Lectures  appears  to  be 
felt,  and  the  latest  advocacy  of  them — ^before  the  Science  and  Art  Com- 
mission in  Ireland — ^was  based,  not  on  their  use  to  the  industriid  classes, 
but  as  a  means  of  awakening  the  minds  of  the  middle  classes  in  the 
provinces  to  the  advantages  of  scientific  instruction. 

38.  The  fact  is  that  the  Irish  Model  and  National  schools,  which  cany  To  what  it 
elementary  instruction  further  than  the  corresponding  schools  in  Englana,  SSlSSted. 
and  the  much  slighter  competition  of  the  labour  market  in  Ireland,  give 

that  country  great  advantage  in  the  application  of  the  Department 
system  of  aid  to  the  instruction  of  the  poorer  classes.  The  students  re- 
main longer  at  school,  and  come  to  the  Science  teacher  better  prepared. 
He  thus  is  enabled  to  earn  payments  on  results  much  more  easily  than 
in  England.  But  this  very  advantage  has  in  some  respects  been  disad- 
vantageous, for  it  has  lea  in  some  parts,  especially  about  Belfast,  to 
onite  a  mushroom  growth  of  Science  classes.  This  is  unfortunate,  for 
tnough  it  will  right  itself  soon,  especially  as  regards  adults — as  I  have 
no  doubt  that,  with  the  examination  test  to  assist  tbem,  the  Irish  students 
are  quite  as  well  able  as  the  English  to  take  care  of  themselves  and  find 
out  where  instruction  may  be  best  obtained — ^yet  it  gives  rise  to  some 
difficulty  and  much  fretful  impatience. 

39.  As  regards  boys  the  case  is  not  so  easy,  and,  as  will  be  seen  from 
Mr.  Iselin's  report,  p.  6S,  and  from  those  of  the  examiners,  there  is  unfor- 
tunately a  great  tendency  in  some  Irish  schools  to  cram  the  boys  with  all 
kinds  of  instruction  with  the  chance  of  their  passing.  The  time  that  boys 
stay  in  the  National  and  Model  schools  renders  this  far  more  easy  than 
in  {England.  The  examiners  having  now  been  requested  to  give  no  credit 
where  this  system  of  cramming  appears,  will,  no  doubt,  check  the  prac- 
tice very  much.  That,  and  careful  preliminary  inspection  to  see  how 
the  instruction  is  being  given,  will  I  believe  sufficiently  meet  the  case. 

40.  Events  have  proved  not  that  there  is  any  backwardness  in  esta-  Bifflcolty 
blishing  Science  classes  in  Ireland,  but  that  the  difficulty  to  contend  *2  ^J"*" 
against  is  the  weakness  or  timidity  of  local  control  in  preventing  ad  van-  a^^instin 
tage  being  taken  of  the  freedom  and  latitude  allowed  by  the  Depart-  Ireland, 
ment  rules  to  run  into  extrava^nce.    This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  country,  which  have  rendered  it  necessary  that  the 
details  of  local  government  should  be  managed  by  a  strong,  and  con- 
stantly-active central  administration,  such  as  is  unknown  in  England. 

As  little  could  be  left  to  local  organization,  combined  local  action  has  to 
a  great  extent  been  paralyzed.  Habituated  to  a  highly  centralized 
government,  whether  in  its  police  or  in  its  schools,  there  is  less  im- 
patience of  interference  than  of  the  shortcomings  of  self-government. 
And,  arising  out  of  this,  there  is  a  want  of  an  nonest  feehng  of  inde- 
pendent respouQibiliW,  which  leads  to  a  kind  of  easy-going  good- 
natured  idea,  that  so  long  as  rules,  especially  government  riSes,  are  only 
slightly  broken,  there  is  not  much  harm  done,  even  though  the  State 
purse  may  suffer.  However,  with  patience  for  a  few  years,  there  is 
nothing  to  despair  of  in  the  proper  working  of  the  system.  Scientific 
instruction  is  being  surely  brought  rapidly  into  connection  with  general 
education,  though  perhaps  in  rather  a  rough  and  ready  manner,  which 
does  not  commend  itself  to  the  good  opinion  of  some. 

41.  That  there  is  plenty  of  zeal  and  public  Bpint  in  the  cause  of  j[j^^' 
public  education  is  shown  by  the  remarkable  fact  that  the  only^ur  ^^SSe^

The  details  of  the  organisation  of  these  classes^  and  of  the  instruction  Character  of 
giyen  in  them,  I  haye  reported  to  the  Department.     In  most  of  them  ^i^tST 
tne  work  of  science  teaching  is  heing  carried  on  efPectively  and  success^ 
folly,  and,  though  in  some  cases  there  is  great  room  for  improvemehty 
the  principle  of  permitting  each  teacher  to  make  his  own  arrangements 
without  unneoenaiy  interference  by  the  Department,  enables  him  to 
select  those  sul^ects  which  will  be  of  most  pecuniary  advantage  to 
himself,  and  which  are  consequently  (at  least  in  £ngland)  best  adapted 
to  meet  the  wants  and  requirements  of  his  district  or  locality.    A 
remarkable  proof  of  this  statement  is  exhibited  at  Woolwich,  Deptfbrd, 
Gieenwich,  and  the  adjacent  district,  where  there  are  a  great  numba 
of  artisans  employed  as  mechanics  in  the  Government  and  private 
en|[ineering  works :  almost  the^only  subjects  which  find  favour  in  these 
neighbourhoods  an  those  of  geometrical  and  machine  drawing  and 
bnuding  construction,  subjects  which  admit  of  direct  technical  applica- 
tion to  the  daily  work  on  which  the  pupils  are  engaged.    The  great  Apathy  of 
difficulty  which  the  Department  has  to  encounter  in  extending  and  m^te^^d 
making  known  its  plan  of  aiding  instruction  is  the  apathy  of  local  secretaries, 
committees  Mid  secretaries,  who,  m  few  instances,  take  the  trouble  to 
understand  the  nature  of  the  Department  scheme,  or  can  be  prevailed 
on  to  Mfil  the  duties  which  they  have  voluntarily  undertaken.    On  the 
whole,  however,  there  is  every  year  an  improvement  in  this  respect^ 
and  the  obstacle  is  one  which  in  time  will  prooably  be  overcome. 

The  otMasion  of  mv  visit  to  Larne  was  peculiar.  This  is  a  small  town 
on  the  north  ooast  of  Ireland,  «id  there  eae  two  teachers  engaged  heie 
with  Science  classes^  both  of  whom  gave  instruction  in  the  same 
subject,  that  of  navigation.

1  fear  that  the  classes  generally  in  Ireland  are  more  or  less  affected 
with  the  same  defect.  The  subjects  chosen  foF  instruction  are  either 
theoretiod  or  are  theoretically  treated ;  the  teachers  are  often  unprovided 
with  adequate  apparatus  for  illustrating  their  teaching ;  indeed,  in  a  few 
cases  they  have  none  at  all.  Another  fault  is  that  they  attempt  too  much ; 
instead  of  confining  his  energies  to  the  mastering  of  the  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  one  or  at  the  most  two  subjects,  a  pupil  is  pushed  on  to  acquire  a 
mass  of  knowledge,  which  from  its  mere  amount  must  be  undigest^.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  regulations,  which  come  into  force  this  year, 
and  which  tend  to  compel  the  student  to  spend  at  least  two  years  over 
a  subject,  may  have  the  effect  of  causing  this  system  to  be  discontinued. 
Bztensionof  In  England  the  instruction  is,  for  the  most  part,  given  on  sounder 
initrootion  principles,  and,  perhaps,  under  more  advantageous  circumstances. 
In  England.  Last  year  I  had  occasion  to  express  regret  that  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire,  that  great  seat  of  manufacturing  industry,  had  not  exten- 
sively adopted  the  Department  system  of  instruction  in  science,  and  to 
compare  that  part  of  the  country  unfavourably  in  this  respect  with  the 
neighbouring  counties  of  Liancashire  and  Cheshire.    Since  then  I  am 

?^aa  to  notice  a  great  improvement.  Under  the  auspices  both  of  the 
orkshire  JBducational  Board  and  of  the  West  Riding  Union  of  Insti- 
tutes many  flourishing  and  promising  classes  have  been  established. 
The  great  obstacle  to  success  which  presented  itself  was  the  deficiency 
of  teachers.  To  meet  this,  classes  in  the  more  technical  subjects,  those 
of  linear  drawing  and  chemistry,  have  been  formed,  especially  for 
teachers  (chiefly  National  schoolmasters)  to  enable  them  to  qualify  them- 
selves at  the  ensuing  May  examinations.  Such  classes  have  been,  I 
believe,  started  at  Leeds,  Wakefield,  Uuddersfield,  and  She£&eld.  In 
the  north  of  England  earnest  endeavours  have  been  made  to  extend 
scientific  knowledge  among  the  artisans,  and  the  Northern  Institute 
of  Mining  Engineers  having  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  services  of 
Mr.  W.  T.  Rowden,  formerly  second  master  of  the  Bristol  Trade  School, 
and  subsequently  one  of  the  exhibitioners  of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines, 
have,  under  his  organization,  formed  classes  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
Hetton,  Blyth,  Monkweannouth,  Seaham,  Seaton,  Murton,  aud  South 
Shields,  all  of  which  promise  to  be  successful.  At  Birmingham  idso, 
another  industrial  centre,  and  in  the  neighbouring  district  many  new 
Science  Classes  have  been  established,  although  the  want  of  elementary 
education  in  what  is  called  the  "  black  country  "  presents  great  diffi- 
culties to  the  introduction  of  any  more  advanced  kind  of  instniction.

With  so  little  experience  it  would  be  premature  for  me  to  pronounce 
an  opinion  on  the  success  of  these  schools.  I  may  be  allowed,  perhaps, 
to  remark  thiCt  the  regulations  under  which  the  Art  Schools  and  Classes 
are  worked  differ  in  some  importantparticulars  from  those  referring  to 
the  Science  Schools  and  Classes,  lliis  dissimilarity  appears  to  me  to 
give  rise  to  tfome  jealousy  in  places  where  the  two  kinds  of  teaching 
are  carried  on  collaterally,  in  a  few  cases  even  to  positive  antagonism. 
In  many  instances  it  is  not  understood  that  Science  and  Art  instniction, 
as  promoted  by  Government,  is  really  under  the  same  Department. 
By  a  late  Minute  of  the  Department  payments  on  instruction  in 
practical  and  descriptive  geometry,  machine  drawing  and  construction, 
and  building  construction  given  in  the  Schools  of  Art  will  henceforth 
be  made  on  the  scale  of  and  throuj^h  the  Science  Division,  and  on  the 
results  of  the  Science  examination  m  May.    Art  teachers  of  the  third 
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.Appendix  B.  mde  are  also  entitled  to  earn  these  payments  without  undergoing 
nirther  examination.    This  alteration  practically  makes  all  the  branches 
of  linear  drawing  subjects   of  Science  instruction  only,  and  will  in 
time,  I  conceive,  be  productive  of  great  benefit  both  to  Science  and  Art 
Schools.

Those  printed  in  italics  are  schools  which  have  been  established  last 
year,  and  it  will  be  remarked  that  they*  number  14,  or  just  a  third  of  the 
whole,  showing  an  increase  in  this  district  of  little  short  of  50  per  cent, 
since  the  publication  of  the  previous  report. 

With  but  one  or  two  exceptions  the  wOrk  and  general  tone  of  all  these 
science  classes  was  satisfactory.  The  number  of  individual  students 
amounted  to  about  1,900,  and  of  these  quite  two-thirds  were  Under 
instruction  in  one  of  the  drawing  snl^ects,  the  candidates  in  the  various

It  is  not  a  little  remarkable  and  much  to  be  remtted  that  elementary  Appendix  B. 
mathematics  is  so  neglected,  particularly  in  this  district,  where  a  know-     scisErcB 
ledge  of  it  would  be  so  beneficial.     The  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Union     Schoois 
of  Institutes  would  do  well  to  turn  their  especial  attention  to  this     clISSw 
branch,  which  lies  at  the  root  of  so  many  of  the  sciences  bearing  on  the        Ms. 
industnal  arts.  Babtibt's 

This  Umon  of  Institutes  continues  under  its  energetic  agent,  Mr.     *"'^'* 
Lawton,  to  make  great  strides,  and  to  it  must  be  attributed  the  greater  uid^£uS« 
part  of  the  spread  of  science  classes  in  this  district.     Last  year  it  had  Union  of 
m  connexion  with  it  about  60  schools  where  science  was  taught,  and  Mr.  Institutes. 
Lawton  informed  me  that  he  hoped  by  the  session  1869-70  to  establish 
such  classes  in  ever^  institution  connected  with  the  Union,  which  would 
be  little  short  of  150.    The  two  great  difficulties  to  be  overcome  here,  as 
elsewhere,  are  first,  the  deficiency  of  elementary  instruction,  and  secondly, 
the  scarcity  of  competent  teachers. 

The  Union  is  taking  active  measures  for  reducing  the  first  difficully  by 
forming  classes  of  factory  hands  and  others,  aged  from  15  to  20,  thou- 
sands of  whom  can  even  m  these  days  neither  read  nor  write,  but  who  on 
account  of  their  age  do  not  like  to  attend  the  National  Schools.  By  this 
means  it  is  hoped  ultimately  to  feed  the  science  classes,  though  the 
worked  examination  papers  of  these  students  in  the  most  elementair 
branches  of  writing  ana  arithmetic  show  what  a  vast  amount  of  work 
remains  to  be  done  before  any  attempt  can  be  noade  to  teach  more 
advanced  subjects. 

The  scarcity  of  teachers  is  a  difficulty  which  there  seems  much  more 
hope  of  soon  getting  over.  Any  promising  student  in  the  classes  is 
picked  out  by  the  visiting  agent  of  the  Union,  and  if  willing  is  drafted 
to  the  management  of  a  dass.  In  this  way  four  or  five  of  the  best 
teachers  in  this  neighbourhood  who  were  formerly  artizans,  are  now 
making  a  profession  of  teaching  with  great  success.  The  demand,  how- 
ever, tot  teachers,  Mr.  Lawton  informed  me,  is  still  in  advance  of  the 
suppl;^,  and  likely  to  be  so  for  a  year  or  two,  proving  that  the  artizan 
dass  is  becoming  alive  to  the  importance  of  a  knowledge  of  elementary 
science. 

This  shows  that  a  great  change  must  have  taken  place  since  1861,  owmg 
undoubtedly  to  the  work  of  the  science  schools.  A  successful  Science 
teacher  informed  me  that  in  that  year  he  joined  a  science  class  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Oldham,  which  was  one  of  the  first  started  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Department.  He  was  engaged  at  the  time  as  an  over- 
looker in  some  mill,  and  hearing  that  this  class  was  to  commence  he 
joined  it  as  a  student  His  fellow  workmen  consequentiy  looked  upon 
him  with  great  suspicion,  twitted  him  with  being  taught  at  their  expense 
and  made  nis  position  so  uncomfortable  that  had  he  not  been  a  man  of 
unusual  moral  courage  he  must  have  given  up  his  class.    The  eight  ^ 

years  which  have  since  elapsed  have  completely  cnanged  all  this. 

In  reviewing  the  classes  in  the  above  list  it  is  difficult  to  particularize 
schools,  though  as  a  rule  it  generally  happens  that  those  places  where  the 
committees  are  energetic  and  interestea  in  the  work,  the  classes  are  in  a 
fiourishing  state,  and  it  is  not  a  little  remarkable  that  places  where  hand- 
some buildings  have  been  erected  are  not  consequently  so  successful  as 
schools  carried  on  in  more  humble  premises.  I  would  instance  the  Peel 
Institution,  Accrington ;  the  Mechanics'  Institutions  at  Haslingden  and 
Darwen,  which  cannot  compare  in  energy  to  Denton,  Eagley,  and  other 
places  where  the  institution  is  of  a  far  smaller  character. 

The  finest,  and  in  fact  the  only  school  which  I  visited  which  has  been  Oldham 
specially  buUt  for  a  science  school  is  that  erected  by  Mr.  Piatt  at  Oldham.  J^^ 
It  fonns  a  wing  to  the  Art  School,  and  is  called  the  Lyceum,  or  the 
Sdenoe  and  Ari;  Institution.    No  expense  has  been  spared  bv  this  gentle- 
man in  TtiaViTig  the  place  in  every  way  answer  the  purpose  for  which  ^ 
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it  was  established.  At  the  opening  address  Mr.  Fl&tt  informed  the 
audience  present  that  though  he  had  built  the  school  at  his  own  cost 
they  must  not  look  upon  it  as  a  charity ;  he  took  no  credit  on  that 
score  for  it,  but  he  built  it  for  his  own  good,  believing  that  the  men  in 
his  employ  would  do  him  more  good,  and  in  fact  pay  him  better  when 
they  had  attended  the  classes  now  established  for  them. 

The  Patricroffc  Mechanics'  Institute  is  a  successful  school,  being  looked 
after  with  great  interest  bv  the  committee,  and  particularly  by  the  chair- 
man, who  for  many  years  has  been  a  great  advocate  for  education.  I  waa 
informed  he  had  even  gone  so  far  as  to  make  employment  in  his 
works  (the  great  Nasmytns  and  Co.'s  Iron  Works)  to  the  young  hands 
conditional  on  their  attending  certain  courses  of  instruction.  Could 
such  a  system  be  carried  out  by  all  large  employers  of  labour  the  bene- 
ficial resulta  would  rapidly  be  apparent. 

The  classes  under  Mr.  Spriggs,  as  those  at  the  Church  Institute, 
Bolton;  the  AthensBum,  Bury;  the  Mechanics'  Institute,  Bolton;  the 
Mechanics'  Institute,  Heywood,  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  the  only 
difficulty  being  in  most  cases  to  find  sufficient  accommodation  for  the 
pupils.  At  Bolton  a  fine  institution  has  just  been  built  at  a  cost  of 
7,000/.,  almost  entirely  for  the  purposes  of  the  science  classes. 

The  Mechanics'  Institution,  Manchester,  has  excellent  classes  under 
Messrs.  Argyll,  Mellor,  Tomkins,  and  Gee,  in  a  large  number  of  the 
science  subjects.  With  the  day  and  evening  classes  this  forms  a  school 
similar  to  tne  Trade  School  at  Bristol. 

The  St.  Helen's  class  is  not  at  all  such  as  the  importance  of  the  town 
might  lead  one  to  expect.  This  is  the  more  strange  as  the  principal  manu- 
facturers of  the  district  are  almost  entirely  chemical,  and  the  committee, 
particularly  the  chairman,  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Mocatta,  is  most  energetic  in 
educationsd  mattors.  The  teacher  is  efficient,  and  has  large  and  flourishing 
classes  at  Warrington,  so  that  the  cause  cannot  be  with  him,  but  arises 
probably  from  the  irregular  hours  in  many  of  the  works,  and  above  all 
from  the  deficiency  of  elementary  knowledge,  and  the  want  of  interest 
displayed  by  the  manufacturers  in  the  cause  of  education. 

Blackburn  is  another  town  where  the  Science  Institution  is  very  much 
behind.  The  classes  at  the  Mechanics'  Institute  and  the  AVesleyan 
School  are  unimportant,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  political  feelings 
run  so  high  here,  as  even  to  cause  rival  factions  in  the  committees  or  a 
science  class,  each  striving  more  to  overcome  the  other  than  to  push  on 
the  work  of  education. 

The  gentlemen  composing  the  committees  are  as  a  rule  of  a  high 
social  position,  and  thus  far  quite  satisfactory,  though  it  would  be 
advisable  if  in  some  cases  a  little  more  personal  interest  were  taken  by 
individual  members. 

The  position  of  secretary  to  the  conunittee  is,  I  think,  at  present  not 
altogether  satisfactory.  Owing  to  the  fees  attached  to  the  office,  an 
independent  member  of  the  committee  often  does  not  like  to  take  the 
post  when  he  knows  another  would  be  glad  to  earn  the  payment.  By 
this  means  the  school  at  times  has  a  secretary  in  a  similar  position  to  the 
teacher;  in  fact  the  position  of  teacher  and  secretary  are  looked  upon  as 
very  much  alike.  In  one  or  two  cases  I  have  known  an  excellent  secre- 
tary give  up  the  post  in  order  to  let  another  obtain  the  fees.  I  am  led 
to  the  condusion  that  it  becomes  a  question  whether  payment  to  the 
secretary  is  altogether  a  good  system,  though  it  undoubtealy  has  several 
advantages. 

In  the  majority,  if  not  all  the  schools,  I  find  that  fees  are  charged,  and 
in  some  cases  as  high  as  7s,  a  course.  I  observed  that  in  manv  places 
the  fee  is  charged  by  the  quarter,  either  as  a  payment  for  memoerships 
of  the  institution  where  the  class  is  held,  or  as  a  separate  fee.  The  time 
of  examination  being  May,  and  a  new  quarter  commencing  on  the  Ist  of 
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April,  this  rule  has  the  effect  of  driving  away  many  from  the  examina-  Appendix  B. 
tion ;  they  have  had  their  half-year's  instruction,  and  they  do  not  care     g^'^iircB 
to  pay  a  quarter's  fee  for  a  week  or  two's  work  and  the  examination.  Schools 

In  many  places  the  system  of  giving  only  one  lesson  a  week  prevails.    ^  ^v» 
I  cannot  think  this  advisable.    Considering  the  class  of  persons  under       ]^^ 
instruction,  particularly  the  first  year  students,  it  is  impossible  for  them  Babtlbt's 
to  work  to  much  advantage  at  home  until  they  have  made  some  ]^rogress    ^^'^obt. 
in  the  class,  and  without  home  work  with  this  limited  amount  of  ms&uc- 
tion  the  progress  must  be  but  slow,  in  many  cases  the  pupils  forgetting 
much  of  what  they  have  been  taught  from  one  lesson  to  another. 

The  mode  of  teaching  the  drawing  subjects  is  now  carried  on  in  most 
of  these  classes-  by  means  of  the  black  board,  and  the  system  of  placing 
copies  of  parts  of  machines,  &c.  before  the  students  for  them  merely  to 
make  neat  copies,  is  now  adopted  in  but  a  few  classes.  At  times  the'  ex- 
pressions used  in  teaching  are  somewhat  loose,  as  for  instance  at  one 
school  the  teacher  talked  of  taking  the  square  root  of  a  triangle,  meaning 
the  length  of  a  side  of  a  square  equal  in  area  to  the  triangle.  No 
doubt  Professor  Huxlev's  suggestion  of  giving  a  few  lectures  specially  to 
teachers  will  tend  much  to  improve  the  tone  of  instruction  in  tne  science 
schools. 

The  aid  granted  by  the  Department  in  the  purchase  of  apparatus  for  Appantus. 
use  in  science  schools  is  made  use  of  only  to  a  small  extent.  Of  the 
schools  I  visited  in  this  district  not  more  than  14  had  such  apparatus, 
and  the  amount  in  these  cases  was  but  trifling.  It  occurred  to  me  that 
8ome  change  might  possibly  be  organized  by  which  schools  should  obtain 
goods  direct  from  the  maker,  subject  of  course  to  necessaxy  conditions. 

In  addition  to  the  Lancashire  district  I  inspected  the  schools  at  the 
following  places,  viz. : —

Great  Yarmouth  (Navigation),  Cold  Norton  {National  School), 
Hackney  {St.  Thomat  Schools),  Limehouse  {National  School), 
Canmng-toum  {Holy  Trinity  School). 
The  remarks  I  have  made  above  refer  to  a  great  extent  to  these 
schools. 

At  Slough  the  committee  urged  strongly  the  advisability  of  granting 
some  sort  of  certificate  for  first  class  successes.  This  suggestion 
was  afterwards  presented  as  a  memorial,  and  has  since  been  adopted 
by  giving  a  card  of  merit  not  only  to  the  first  class,  but  also  to  those 
who  obtained  second  dass  success. 

Cold  Norton  is  a  specimen  of  a  science  class,  in  acoustics,  light  and 
heat,  of  girls  in  a  small  village  with  a  population  of  less  than  .400,  and 
taught  by  the  schoolmistress.  The  instruction  is  canied  on  with  great 
energy  and  success. 

In  generally  reviewing  these  science  schools  and  classes  there  can  be 
no  doubt  but  that  with  rare  exceptions  all  are  earnestly  engaged  in  the 
work  of  spreading  scientific  knowledge,  and  that  even  now  tne  opportu- 
nity of  obtaining  such  instruction  is  within  the  reach  of  a  l^rge  number 
of  the  industrious  class  by  the  system  of  the  Department.  But  for  the 
creation  of  this  scheme,  and  its  rapid  growth,  such  advantages  could 
only  have  been  obtained  comparatively  by  a  few  in  the  metropolis  and 
in  one  or  two  of  the  larger  towns  of  the  country.

Subjects  I.,  II.,  III.— Practical  Plane  and  Solid  Geometrt,  Machinb 
Dratvino,  and  Building  Construction. 

One  cause  of  the  inefficiency  in  the  instruction  in  these  subjects  is  the 
idea  most  persons  have,  whose  knowledge  of  geometry  is  solely  derired  from 
"  £aclid*s  Elements,"  of  the  limited  extension  of  lines  and  surfaces,  especially 
the  straight  line  and  plane.  Accustomed  in  plane  geometry  to  the  repre- 
sentation of  polygons  hounded  hy  lines,  they  seldom  reco^ize  the  &ct  that 
these  figures  are  only  parts  of  planes  extending  without  limit  in  all  directions, 
and  they  have  the  same  mistaken  notion  of  the  lines  bounding  these  figures. 
The  consequence  is  that  when  they  wish  to  represent  a  plane  figure  by  means 
of  its  projections  on  rectangular  co-ordinate  planes,  or,  in  common  terms,  by 
means  of  its  plan  and  elevations,  the^  endeavour  to  effect  their  purpose  by 
awkward  circuitous  constructions  confined  to  the  figure  itself,  when,  it,  they 
were  conversant  with  the  modes  of  determining  hy  practical  solid  geometry 
an  indefinite  plane  anyhow  situated  jn  space,  and  lines  lying  in  that  plane,  or 
parallel  or  perpendicular,  or  in  any  direction  inclined  to  it,  £ey  could  draw  the 
projections  of  any  combination  of , such  p]ane  figures,  forming  the  boundary 
sur&ce  of  a  geometrical  solid  with  the  shortest  and  least  confused  con- 
structions. 

But  such  limited  knowledge  as  this  would  be  of  little  service  in  the  appli- 
cation of  solid  geometry  to  the  graphical  representations  of  works  of  ardii- 
tecture  or  engineering.  To  effect  these,  a  knowledge  of  the  geometry  of 
curved  surfaces,  especially  those  of  revolution,  with  the  properties  of  their 
tangent  planes,  their  mutual  intersections  and  developments,  is  absolutely 
necessary ;  and  of  this  higher  geometry,  the  **  Elements  of  Euclid,''  as  used 
in  our  schools,  is  entirely  destitute.  To  master  the  constructions  for  drawing 
the  graphical  representations  alluded  to,  it  is  necessary  to  be  early  conversant 
with  the  idea  of  all  surfkces,  including  the  plane,  as  being  generated  by  the 
motion  of  a  line,  this  motion  heing  determined  hy  some  condition.  In  many 
elementary  works  the  sphere,  cone,  and  cylinder  are  defined  as  being  gene- 
rated by  tiie  revolution  of  a  semicircle,  a  right-angled  triangle  and  a  rectangle, 
about  one  of  their  lines  considered  as  a  fixed  axis.  This  conception  must  be 
extended  and  generalized  to  include  other  surfiices,  and  all  admit  of  more 
than  one  mode  of  generation.  All  graphical  operations  regarding  surfaces, 
their  contacts  and  intersections,  are  founded  on  the  representation  of  these 
surfaces  by  means  of  that  of  their  generatrices  in  consecutive  positions. 

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  much,  or  even  any  knowledge  of  analytical 
geometry,  although  it  would  aid  the  draughtsman,  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  acquirement  of  this  knowledge  of  drawing.  The  1 1th  book  of  Euclid, 
carried  further  by  the  leanier*s  powers  of  making  deductions,  together  with 
numerous  and  varied  exercises,  will  suffice. 

Another  error  in  the  instruction  in  Subjects  II.  and  HI.  must  be  pointed 
out,  as  immediately  connected  with  the  foregoing  remarks.  In  the  delineation 
of  all  the  works  of  man  the  principle  of  symmetry,  which  characterises  all 
such  works,  should  be  constantly  borne  in  mind.  Every  building  or  consti- 
tuent part  of  a  building  consists  of  the  repetition  of  the  same  forms  on  each 
side  of  a  central  ojns,  A  line  on  the  drawing  to  represent  such  axis  should 
invariably  be  first  determined,  and  the  same  observation  applies  to  the  various 
parts  of  a  machine,  the  radii  of  a  wheel,  the  finme  of  an  engine  or  machine ; 
the  axis  of  a  rod,  even  the  separate  teeth  or  cogs  of  a  wheel,  are  all  symme- 
trical on  two  sides  of  a  central  line ;  and  no  accuracy  in  drawing  can  be 
hoped  for  unless  these  central  axes  of  symmetry  be  first  drawn.  This  foun- 
dation of  all  correct  drawing  is  but  too  often  neglected  by  the  pupils,  and 
accordingly  their  machinery  would  not  work  nor  their  structure  stand  as  they 
represent  them.  A  little  knowledge  and  trouble  on  the  part  of  the  teacher 
in  pointing  out  and  explaining  these  simple  principles  would  lay  the  fbun- 
dation  of  better  work  and  greater  progress  than  has  hitherto  characterized 
the  papers  in  these  subjects.

In  Subject  HI.  it  is  difficult  to  apportion  the  causes  of  failure  between  Appendix  B. 

indifferent  "  drawing  '*  and  want  of  knowledge  of"  conetruction.**    Generally        

these  concur  ;  the  candidate  who  has  not  learned  to  draw  tolerably  can  have  ]>oinrB^T'8 
little  or  no  knowledge  of  building  ;  but  this  is  not  necessaril^r  the  case,  and     Ebpost. 
there  are  many  instances  of  excellent  drawing  which  do  not  indicate  sound 
knowledge,  as  well  as  of  good  practical  knowledge  with  no  power  of  drawing. 

The  pupils  in  Uie  yarious  schools,  &c.  have  apparently  only  been  set  to  copy 
diagrams  without  having  the  principles  of  building  construction  explained  to 
them.  In  timber  framing  of  rooft,  floors,  and  partitions  they  do  not  compre- 
hend the  necessity  for  a  difference  in  the  **  scantling  '*  required  to  sustain  a 
cross  strain  from  that  which  has  only  to  resist  a  thrust ;  and  in  the  framing 
thdr  mortices,  &c.  would  cut  the  timber  in  two. 

The  candidates  have  selected  questions  with  high  numerical  credit  in  the 
hopes  of  obtaining  a  higher  class  without  stopping  to  consider  whether  they 
understood  what  Siey  were  about  to  draw.  This  is  particularly  exemplified 
in  the  subject  of  wrought  iron  lattice  framing.  A  notice  was  given  in  the 
paper  of  the  necessity  of  placing  the  rivets  correctly,  as  shown  in  the  sketch ; 
but  in  most  instances  the  candidate  has  entirely  disregarded  it,  and  treated  his 
rivets  as  if  they  were  nails  in  wood  work. 

As  on  previous  occasions,  the  candidates  have  shown  a  reckless  disregard 
of  the  "  General  Instructions  "  placed  on  the  paper,  as  well  as  of  the  **  con- 
ditions" of  the  several  questions.  Probably  from  these  causes  they  have 
forfeited  20  per  cent  of  the  credits  they  might  otherwise  have  gained. 

Lastly,  I  must  state  that  in  this  subject,  as  well  as  in  Subjects  I.  and  IL, 
the  relation  of  plan,  elevation,  or  co-ordinate  projection  is  not  explained  pro- 
perly to  the  pupils.  They  often  place  the  plan  and  elevation  in  different  parts 
of  thdr  paper,  and  often  to  different  scales,  and  will  select  the  plan  of  one 
subject,  the  elevation  of  another,  and  the  section  of  a  third  in  the  most  arbi- 
trary and  absurd  manner,  and  do  not  appear  to  be  aware  of  the  futility  of  such 
proceeding.

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  26th  inst.  (S.),  requesting  me  to 
fbmish  you  with  anv  remarks  I  may  have  to  make  on  the  late  Science  Exami- 
nation, Boch  as  woald  be  useful  to  commonicate  to  teachers  for  their  future 
guidance,  I  beg  leave  to  remark  that  in  most  of  the  worked  papers  in  naval 
architecture  the  sketches  which  were  required  to  be  drawn  to  scale  were  very 
rooghly  executed,  instead  of  being  neatly  and  correctly  made ;  and  as  regards 
that  branch  of  the  subject  termal  laying  off,  the  answers  should  have  been 
elucidated  by  diagrams,  so  as  to  render  them  more  complete  and  intelligible^ 
whereas  some  of  the  candidates  attempted  these  questions  without  diagrams. 

The  teachers,  tho^ore,  would  do  well  to  enjoin  upon  their  pupils  neatness 
and  accuracy  in  drawing,  and  a  more  extensive  use  of  diagrams,  observing, 
however,  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  illustrative  diagrams  should  be  drawn  to 
scale,  as  a  hand  sketch  in  most  cases  will  be  sufficient

Subjects  IV.  and  VI.  -Elementary  Mathematics,  and  Theoretical 
Mechanics. 
Mr  Lords, 

The  direction  received  from  your  Lordships  to  prepare  a  report  on  the 
result  of  examination  in  1863  in  elementary  mathematics  and  theoretical 
mechanics  only  came  to  me  after  the  papers  had  been  read,  marked,  and 
returned  to  the  office,  so  I  write  from  remembrance  of  the  general  character  of 
these  papers,  and  not  from  having  them  now  before  me. 

1.  My  first  remark  is  one  which  might  be  expected.    The  candidates  often 
Beem  hardly  aware  of  their  own  power  or  want  of  power ;  they  do  not  know     ^ 
whe^ieT  they  ought  to  take  the  easy  paper  or  the  more  difficult  paper.    Some,     ^ 
afta  attempting  the  latter,  have  erased  their  answers,  taken  the  easy  paper, 
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Appendix  B.  &nd  done  yerj  fairl^r  in  it.    This  indicates  defective  teaching.    The  acienoe 

•      — ~         teacher  should  have  made  himself  well  acquainted  with  the  programme,  and 

OV^^nroE  ^^^^^  ^^^^  ^^^  ^^^  candidate  exactly  what  to  do  beforehand  ;  and  the  skill 

Schools.     <^d  judgment  of  the  teacher  are  defective  if  he  has  not  succeeded  in  making 

his  pupil  have  confidence  in  his  directions. 

2.  Toung  men  are  sometimes  sent  into  the  examination  who  ought  not  to 
be  allowed  to  try.  Their  knowledge  is  so  small  that  they  merely  give  trouble 
with  no  corresponding  advantage  to  themselves.  It  ought  to  elicit  from  the 
Department  a  rebuke  to  a  teacher  who  sends  in  many  ill-prepared  students. 
The  teacher  must  know  well  whether  his  pupils  are  likely  to  do  themselves  credit 
in  the  examination  ;  he  should  hold  a  preliminary  examination  of  his  own,  of 
all  his  class,  like  that  which  is  to  be  expected,  and  refuse  to  let  those  candi- 
dates present  themselves  who  are  merely  going  in  with  a  tentative  or  fishing 
expectation  of  finding  some  easy  questions,  or  to  get  accustomed  to  exami* 
nations  of  this  kind.  The  Oovemment  gives  encouragement  to  real  know- 
ledge, and  wishes  to  excite  a  desire  ror  scientific  acquirement.  I  have 
sometimes  thought  it  would  be  well  if  such  preliminary  tnals  were  established 
before  the  local  boards,  that  those  who  are  incompetent  may  be  weeded  out, 
and  not  give  your  examiners  the  trouble  of  reading  over  papers  which  reflect 
no  credit  on  the  candidates  or  their  teachers. 

These  remarks  apply  generally  to  both  subjects  entrusted  to  me. 

3.  I  pass  on  to  more  technical  details.  Some  candidates  omit  to  give  the 
actual  work  of  their  solutions  or  answers  to  the  questions.  Very  little,  if  any 
credit,  can  be  given  to  those  who  only  give  the  final  answer,  without  showing 
the  steps  by  which  they  have  arrived  at  it,  because  the  examiner  cannot  feel 
sure  that  the  result  is  of  their  own  production. 

The  work  ought  to  be  given  always  in  connection  with  the  answer,  and  not 
in  a  different  part  of  the  paper.  The  separation  of  the  actual  work  ftom  the 
answer  gives  a  great  deal  of  needless  trouble  to  the  examiner. 

The  numerical  calculations  should  be  clearly  written  and  well  arranged  in 
order  to  secure  the  full  marks. 

4.  Some  candidates  do  not  seem  to  understand  that  when  a  proposition  is 
stated  it  is  to  be  proved,  not  assumed.  No  credit  can  be  given  for  answers 
which  are  merely  a  wordy  and  lengthened  paraphrase  of  the  scientific  enunci- 
ation ;  very  little  for  mere  numerical  illustrations ;  e.g.,  Q.  23,  Elementary 
Mathematics,  begins,  "  Show  how  to  find  the  area  of  a  quadrilateral,  &c.,  &c." 
Many  candidates  have  merely  given  the  rule  without  proving  it.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  in  such  questions  "show,"  means  ''prove  the  role  to  be 
<«  true." 

'  This  illustration  might  be  given  in  many  other  cases,  as^  when  a  qaeation 
begins  **  Find,"  and  so  on. 

Technical  terms  are  also  misunderstood  by  those  who  imagine  that  ^  pn>- 
**  position'*  always  means  a  proposition  of  Euclid  or  plane  geometry  (Q.'12, 
Elementary  Mathematics).    Any  enunciation  may  be  called  a  **  proposition.'* 

6.  No  candidate  ought  to  pass  in  the  lowest  cbss  in  elementary  mathe- 
matics who  has  not  some  elementary  knowledge  of  trigonometry.  (See  tiie 
Syllabos.)  Many  candidates  seem  to  have  scarcely  made  any  progrese  Ib  thia 
subject. 

6.  In  theoretical  mechanics  candidates  should  not  pass  nnless  they  have 
some  elementary  knowledge  of  dynamics. 

7.  In  the  more  difficult  paper  in  mechanics  the  candidate  should  iwnember 
that  their  answers  should  be  full,  and  that  it  is  expected  the^  will  state  very 
accurately  the  principles  they  assume,  with  strict  attention  to  scientific 
phraseology,  or  else  the  examiner  must  assume  an  imperfect  acquaintance  with 
the  subject 

The  questions  selected  should  be  those  which  show  that  they  can  cover  the 
whole  subject ;  and  those  who  obtain  the  highest  marks  are  mvariably  those 
who  show  accuracy  and  completeness. 

Q.  20  was  a  test  of  this  knowledge.  Many  who  attempted  it  did  not  seem 
to  Imow  the  difference  between  rolling  and  sliding  motion. 

In  Q.  23,  scarcely  any  knew  of  the  law  of  resistance,  or  assigned  any  reason 
for  it  6f  a  mathematical  kind,  nor  did  they  give  any  of  the  &miliar  lllaattadons 
which  are  so  admirably  explained  in  "  Moseley's  Mechanics  applied  to  fb,0 
*f  Arts,"  which  is  an  invaluable  book  for  the  purpose  of  these  examinations*

I  think  that  attention  to  the  few  points  here  mentioned  will  secure  a  more  ovScnnra 
satisfactory  result  both  to  candidates  and  teachers.  8cHOOX4« 

On  a  future  occasion,  if  your  Lordships  should  entrust  these  papers  to  me, 
I  shall  notice  many  details  in  the  course  of  looking  over  the  papers  whidi 
may  be  made  the  subject  of  comment  ibr  the  improvement  of  the  work.  I 
may  say  in  conclusion  that  the  examination  of  1868  shows  very  considerable 
advance  in  the  better  candidates,  and  that  I  think  many  have  shown  that  they 
have  been  well  taught  even  when  their  marks  have  not  been  large.  Inaccu- 
racy and  clumsiness  of  expression  often  reduce  the  credit  of  an  answer  when 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  main  principles  hare  been  grasped.  This  is  necessary, 
we  must  visit  such  inaccuracies  with  loss  of  marks  in  order  to  secure  to  those 
who  are  accurate  their  due  superiority  in  the  class.

1 .  With  respect  to  higher  mathematics  I  have  few  remarks  to  offer ;  the 
answers  on  the  whole  were  good,  but  the  number  of  candidates  was  small.  It 
would  be  desirable  to  introduce  plane  co-ordinate  geometry,  including  the 
prindpal  properties  of  the  ellipse,  parabola,  and  hyperbola  into  this  course. 

2.  The  number  of  candidates  in  navigation  is  greater  than  usual,  and  some 
of  the  papers  are  better  than  I  have  had  before.  A  laige  proportion  of  the 
candidates  have  attempted  the  more  difficult  paper.  In  some  instances  the 
answers  in  the  simple  or  easy  paper  betray  a  very  insufficient  knowledge,  and 
lead  to  the  suspicion  that  candidates  present  themselves  who  have  bestowed 
very  little  time  on  the  subject  The  diief  failure  is  in  the  definitions  and 
elementary  propositions. 

8.  In  nautical  astronomy  a  much  larger  proportion  than  usual  of  the  candi- 
dates show  considerable  knowledge  of  the  theory.  In  one  batch  of  papers, 
apparently  from  the  same  schools,  diis  theoretical  knowledge  has  been  culti- 
vated too  moch  at  the  expense  of  accuracy  in  working  out  the  numerical 
examples,  and  in  taking  out  the  elements  from  the  tables  and  the  Nantittil 
Almanac.  In  this  subject  too,  even  where  some  of  the  theoretical  problems 
have  been  correctly  solved,  there  is  a  confusion  and  indistinctness  in  the 
statement  of  definitions. 

4.  The  papers  on  steam  on  the  whole  are  not  satisfitctory ;  few  of  the  can- 
didates enter  sufficientiy  into  detail.  There  are  some  exceptions  df  very 
fiurly  worked  answers.

The  general  result  of  last  examination  in  the  subject  of  appUed  mechanics 
can  barely  be  considered  satis&ctory ;  fh>m  remarks  made  in  several  of  the 
papers  it  would  appear  that  many  ca  the  students  wero  scarcely  prepared  for 
the  questions  that  were  put  to  them,  but  this  will  no  doubt  be  i^medied  to 
some  extent  at  next  examination. 

The  next  set  of  questions  will  be  of  a  similar  characrer,  and  will  have 
leference  only  to  general  mechanical  applications  such  as  all  students  of  sub- 
jects connected  with  machinery,  engineering,  or  building  operations  may  be 
sapposed  to  have  some  knowled^  of.

Subjects  X.  and  XI. — ^Inobgakig  and  Oboakic  Chemibtbt. 
Sib, 

Tub  examinations  in  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry,  the  numerical 
results  of  which  you  have  already  received,  are  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory ; 
964  candidates  presented  themselves  for  examination  in  inorganic  chemistry, 
481  having  selected  the  more  difficult  paper.  In  the  subject  of  organic 
chemistry  123  papers  were  sent  in,  64  of  them  containing  answers  to  the 
second  or  more  difficult  series  of  questions. 

The  order  least  generally  complied  with  is  that  requiring  the  candidate  to 
^ve  such  numericid  details  as  will  show  the  mode  of  calculation.  In  many 
cases  the  result  only  of  the  calculations  are  given  in  the  answer,  and  it  was 
only  by  searching  through  the  papers  to  find  the  candidates'  private  notes 
(which  were  evidently  not  intended  to  be  seen  by  the  examiner,  and  which 
were  frequently  crossed  out  so  as  to  be  nearly  illegible)  that  the  method  by 
which  the  result  was  obtained  could  be  found.  Teachers  ought  to  impress 
upon  their  pupils  the  necessity  for  strictly  complying  with  £is  part  of  the 
instructions,  as  also  the  desirability  of  workiiig  with  decimals  instead  of 
vulgar  fractions.  Altogether  more  care  should  be  taken  with  the  arithmetical 
portion  of  the  answers,  as  very  erroneous  results  have  in  many  cases  been 
given  through  omitting  a  cypher  in  the  quotient  of  a  long  division  sum  and 
putting  decimal  points  in  wrong  places. 

As  a  general  rule  the  writing  has  been  legible,  but  the  spelling  and  grammar 
were,  in  a  few  cases,  very  bad. 

The  new  notation  has  been  used  in  a  very  large  majority  of  cases,  thus 
encouraging  the  hope  of  the  early  realization  of  a  substantial  uniformity 
amongst  teachers  in  this  important  matter. 

The  answers  to  questions  No.  15  and  23  (inorganic  series)  show  that  the 
modem  doctrines  of  atomicity  or  equivalence  have  already  received  a  very 
extensive  adoption  amongst  chemical  teachers. 

Question  17, ''  What  meaning  do  you  attach  to  the  terms  acid,  base,  and 
**  salt  ?  "  has  elicited  the  great  desirability  of  using  much  sharper  definitions 
of  these  important  terms  than  those  generally  employed  by  teachers.  Scarcely 
one  candidate  has  given  definitions  of  these  ^reat  classes  of  chemical  com- 
pounds, which  are  not  open  to  some  objection,  and  most  have  contented 
themselves  by  saying  that  an  acid  is  that  which  combines  with  a  base ;  a 
base  is  that  which  combines  with  an  acid  ;  and  a  salt  is  a  combination  of 
the  two. 

The  answers  to  the  questions  involving  some  knowledge  of  analytical 
chemistry  show  that  very  few  of  the  candidates  have  had  the  advantage  of 
laboratory  manipulation,  and  they  have  consequently  fallen  helplessly  into 
the  error  (unfortunately  fostered  by  some  of  our  text  books),  of  giving  special 
tests  for  individual  elements  regardless  of  the  admixture,  and  consequent 
interference,  of  other  substances.  It  is  but  rarely  that  the  candidate  displays 
any  knowledge  of  the  necessity  for  separation  in  the  operations  of  qualitative 
analysis. 

It  might  be  anticipated  that  the  subject  of  organic  chemistry  would  only  be 
attempted  by  more  aidvanced  pupils,  and  this,  in  fact,  appears  generally  to  have 
been  the  case ;  consequently  the  answers  to  the  organic  paper  display  a  more 
uniform  proficiency  than  those  returned  to  the  inorganic  paper.  Some  of  the 
pi^rs  worked  in  organic  chemistry  are  extremely  good,  and  indicate  a  oon* 
siderable  amount  of  careful  and  systematic  reading.

Sib,  — 

Had  I  received  notice  that  a  Report  was  desired  on  the  science  examina-  nSmiS'n 
tion  in  geology  before  I  went  oyer  the  papers,  I  could  have  taken  such  notes  ^SSraT 
as  would  have  enabled  me  to  give  a  detailed  report  on  the  style  of  teaching 
that  these  papers  indicate.  So  much  time,  however,  has  elapsed  since  I  gave 
my  award  that  I  cannot  now  charge  my  memory  with  those  observations  that 
occurred  to  me  while  reading  the  papers.  On  the  whole  I  incline  to  think 
that  the  majority  of  the  pupils  have  been  very  fairly  taught  The  defects  of 
many  of  the  papers  are  not  entirely  due  to  the  teacher  or  teachers,  but  to  the 
exceedingly  imperfect  preliminary  education  of  the  persons  examined.  Some 
can  barely  write,  and  even  of  some  who  can  write  decently  the  granmiar  and 
spelling  is  exceedingly  defective.  A  considerable  number  do  not  know  the 
meaning  of  the  words  genus  and  species,  which  are  of  constant  occurrence  in 
manuals  of  geology,  very  few  can  draw  illustrative  diagrams  in  a  creditable 
manner,  and  I  doubt  if  the  pupils  have  always  good  examples  of  this  style  of 
drawing  set  before  them  by  their  teachers  with  tiie  help  of  a  black  board  and 
chalk. 

There  is  a  general  tendency  also  in  many  of  the  teachers  to  attribute  all  the 
irregular  features  of  ground  and  especially  of  mountain  chains  to  earthquakes 
and  volcanic  eruptions,  and  also  to  describe  various  old  phenomena  as 
** gigantic**  where  there  was  nothing  specially  large  about  them. 

In  most  cases,  however,  as  a  whole,  the  style  of  teaching  is  deserving  of 
praise,  and  as  far  as  I  remember  it  has  improved  since  these  examinations 
began.

Subjects  XIV.  and  XV. — ^Animal  Physiologt  and  Zoology. 
Sib, 

The  papers  in  the  late  examination  in  physiology  exhibit  a  very  de- 
cided advance  upon  those  sent  in  three  or  four  yean  ago,  and  upon  the  whole 
they  are  better  in  quality,  as  well  as  &r  more  numerous,  than  those  of  last 
year. 

There  is  still,  however,  considerable  room  for  improvement,  chiefly  in  the 
following  respects: — 

1.  Many  of  the  candidates  are  taught  physiology  before  they  have  learned 
to  spell  or  write  English. 

Now  it  is  perfectly  true  that  a  knowledge  of  natural  facts  and  laws  is  of 
more  value  than  orthography,  and  that  a  real  conception  of  the  phenomena  of 
the  circulation  (e.^.)  may  be  shown  by  persons  who  spell  *'  auricle,"  oricle ; 
"  ventricle,"  ventrical ;  "  heart,"  hart ;  and  who  write  plural  nouns  with  sin- 
gular verbs.  Kor  do  I  think  it  part  of  my  duty  as  examiner  in  Science  to  take 
particular  note  of  such  defects ;  but  I  confess  that  I  think  that  their  existence 
is  much  to  be  regretted,  and  indicates  a  very  fimlty  condition  of  primary 
education. 

S.  As  will  occur  in  all  examinations,  many  of  the  candidates  in  physiology 
exhibit  obvious  signs  of  having  undergone  the  process  of  grinding  instead  of 
that  of  instruction. 

It  often  happens  that  identical  phrases  run  through  all  or  the  majority  of 
a  series  of  papen,  the  consecutive  numbere  of  which  show  that  they  belong  to 
one  school.  A  man  puts  what  he  really  knows  into  his  own  language,  and 
ccnncidences  of  this  kind  affoitl  strong  presumptive  evidence  that  the  candi« 
dates  have  been  drilled  in  groups  without  much  care  being  taken  to  ensure 
the  apprahension  on  the  part  of  each  individual  of  that  whidi  he  has  learned 
lorepeaL 

3.  The  defect  last  mentioned  arises  firom  slovenly  teaching.  There  are  a 
great  many  papers,  however,  which  exhibit  the  results  of  very  careful  and 
oonsdentions  teaching,  the  only  fault  of  which  is  that  it  has  obviously  been  all 
book  woric.  Now  no  branch  of  physical  science  can  be  adequately  compre- 
hended by  the  study  of  books  alone ;  and  as  a  discipline  much  of  the  value  of 
science  depends  upon  its  bringing  students  into  direct  contact  with  &cts^jQQo[c 
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Appendix  B.      I  am  quite  avare  of  the  practical  difficuldes  in  the  way  of  pottiiig  eren 

the  leading  parts  of  elementary  physiology  and  physiological  anatomy  hefine 

DomLTT's  school  boys  and  school  girls ;  but  they  are  to  be  OTeroome  by  a  little  patience 
lUrosT.     and  ingenuity. 

The  drealation  of  the  blood  and  the  chief  prc^rties  of  living  nerrons 
and  muscular  tissue  may  be  demonstrated  with  great  ease  upon  one  of  the 
commonest  of  animals,  the  frog  ;  and  a  batcher's  shop  will  supply  the  meana 
for  demonstrating  all  that  is  essential  in  the  elements  of  the  phyaolo^cal 
anatomy  of  man. 

4.  The  only  other  point  which  it  seems  necessary  for  me  to  notice  with 
regard  to  the  physiological  papers  is  the  want  of  accurate  acquaintance  with 
▼ery  important  but  rery  elementary  matters  which  is  frequently  ezhilnted  by 
candidates  who  display  a  fidr  acquaintance  with  more  difficult  topics.  Kot 
nnfreqnently  I  am  compelled  to  reject  a  candidate  who  obtains  half  marks  or 
more  because  he  blunders  oTer  the  course  of  the  blood  through  the  heart,  or 
declares  that  the  gastric  juice  is  alkaline,  or  that  the  diaphragm  is  comp€«ed 
of  cartilage,  or  tluit  this  organ  is  passive  in  the  respiratory  movements. 

The  papers  on  zoology  are  far  inferior  to  those  in  physiology.  Thi& 
inferiority  arises  from  several  causes,  amongst  the  chief  of  which  must  be 
noted  the  want  of  good  text  books,  of  specimens  for  study,  and  of  a  pre- 
liminary acquaintance  with  the  outlines  of  human  anatomy  and  physiology. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  any  attempt  should  be  made 
to  teach  zoology  to  persons  who  haye  not  already  passed  in  physiology,  and, 
at  lowest,  in  the  second  class.

Subject  XXIII.— Physical  Gboobafht. 
Sir, 

In  forwarding  the  results  of  the  examination  in  Physical  Geography,  I 
beg  to  submit  the  following  remarks  :— 

I  find  it  difficult  to  make  any  general  report  that  shall  apply  to  all  teachers. 
As  a  rule,  there  is  a  tendency  to  write  too  much,  and  even  to  giye  essays,  on 
parts  of  the  subject  not  referred  to  in^  the  questions.  Perhaps,  if  teachers 
would  give  their  pupils  occasional  examinations  as  &r  as  possible  in  the  style 
of  the  May  examinations,  the  result  might  be  satisfactory  both  to  the  piqiila 
and  the  professional  examiner. 

I  have  been  obliged  to  reject  nearly  one-third  of  the  candidates.  This 
would  hardljr  happen  if  the  teacher  was  in  some  measure  acquainted  with  the 
pupil's  capacity  by  actual  experiment  One  or  two  examinations  in  the  clasi 
room  would  remove  nervousness  and  giye  confidence. 

I  desire  to  point  out  also  the  marked  difference  observable  in  diifoent 
groups  of  papers,  some  indicating  yery  imperfect  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher,  and  others  giving  accurate  replies,  but  always  in  the  same  words, 
thus  proving  that  the  teaching  has  been  confined  to  mere  cram.  It  is  yery 
desirable  that  the  answers  g^ven  to  questions  should  be  as  far  as  possible  in 
the  words  of  the  pupil,  not  a  quotation  from  a  book  or  from  the  teacher's 
lessons.  It  would  not  be  difficult  to  point  out  special  cases  where  the  teaching 
has  been  exceedingly  bad. 

It  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  on  teachers  that  clear  definite  answers, 
strictly  confined  to  the  questions  set  and  not  discnrBive,  must  always  be 
accepted  as  the  best  and  most  valuable,  and  will  obtain  the  highest  number  of 
marks. 

I  am  able  to  state  that  the  answers  given  by  those  who  have  obtained  a  first 
or  second  class  show  a  decided  advance  oyer  last  year. 

In  the  first  class  this  is  especially  remarkable,  and  the  number  of  seaUy. 
good  papers  sent  in  is  greatly  increased.

1.  The  seoond  ezaminatioii  for  the  fSellowship  and  assodateship  ^iras    Voomr. 
held  in  April  1868,  at  the  same  tune  \nth  the  exanunation  of  the  8tu« 

dents  of  the  first  and  second  years.  The  examiners  were : — ^The  Inspect 
tor-general  in  pure  and  applied  mathematics,  appHed  mechanics  and 
physics,  theoiy  of  waves  and  of  oscillation  of  ships,  nigher  dynamics  and 
nydrodynamics ;  Professor  Rankine,  F.R.S.,  in  the  theory  of  the  steam 
engine  and  strength  of  materials;  E.  J.  Reed,  £s(}.,  C.B.,  chief  con* 
stinctor  of  the  Navy,  in  practical  shipbuilding,  laymg  off,  calculations, 
and  designs  of  ships;  John  Scott  Russell,  Eso.,  F.R.S.|in  steaiki -and 
the  steam-engine,  with  the  calculations  ana  desisng  of  engines  | 
Dr.  Percy,  F.R.S.,  in  metalluray ;  Dr.  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  in  chemistry  i 
and  John  Anderson,  Esq.,  F.K.S.,  in  practical  machinery. 

Besides  t^&  stadents  of  the  school,  Mr.  W.  £.  Rich  presented 
hirasetf  fat  examination  for  the  fellow^ip,  and  Mr.  Andrews  for  the 
assodateship ;  the  latter;  however,  relinquished  his  candidateship  after 
the  first  day.  The  result  of  this  examination  was  that  five,  all  studenti 
€^  the  sdiool,  were  awarded  (the  fellowship,  and  were  placed  two  in  the 
second  dsss  and  three  in  the  third ;  and  six,  of  whom  five  were  students 
became  associates. 

The  names  of  the  successful  candidates,  as  well  as  of  tiie  students  of 
the  first  and  second  years,  are  appended  to  this  report. 

2.  I  regret  to  state  that  the  result  of  this  examination  was  not  as  Result  of 
eatisfedoiy  as  it  had  been  in  the  preceding  year.    The  students  had  ^Bi^ 
evidently  made  acquaintance  with  more  suojeots  than  they  had  been  ^°™"*'''°' 
able  properly  to  digest.  This  remark  applies  not  only  to  thoee  theardical 
studies  m  which  1  move  especially  unuertake  the  examination,  but  also 

to  tiie  strictly  profesnonal  and  practical  departments.  The  leporta 
l^rom  Professor  Rankine,  Dr.  Percy,  Dr.  Frankland,  and  Mr.  Andenon 
were  veiy  satisfactMy.  The  weak  points  in  chemistry  and  motallmgy 
which  had  been  noticed  in  previous  years  had  been  strengtheited^  It  waa 
eiiident  howerer  that  this  improvement  had  been  gained  at  the  expenle 
of  a  saciifioe  of  the  high  point  of  excellenoe  in  other  quite  as  important 
subjects  attained  by  candidates  in  the  preceding  year.  The  consequende 
of  which  was  that,  mainly  ftom.  the  somewhat  unsatis^Actory  character 
of  Mr.  Reed's  report,  none  of  the  candidates  for  the  fellowship  could  be 
placed  in  the  first  dass. 

3.  The  conclusion,  at  which,  after  a  full  consideration  of  the  subject  Bxtendonof 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Reed,  I  was  obliged  to  arrive,  was,  that  the  S^^^ 
time  allotted  for  the  full  and  satisfiictory  study  of  the  many  and  various         * 
aulijects  which  constitute  our  course,  even  with  the  advantage  of  the 

verv  satia&ctory  preparation  in  the  dockyard  schools,  and  the  ftustories 
and  mould  lofts,  enjoyed  bv  the  Admiral^  students,  was  not  enough. 

Your  Lordships  were  pleased  in  co-operation  with  the  Lords  of  the 
Adminlty  to  extend  the  course  firom  three  yean  to  four,  and  to  increase 
the  period  of  the  session  by  one  month.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  practical  professional  teaching  occupies  much  of  the  time  of  the 
session,  almost  the  whole  of  the  afternoons ;  the  gain  therefore  to  the 
theoretical  stupes  is  not  so  great  as  it  might  at  first  appear  to  be. 
This  gain,  however,  enables  us  to  distribute  the  course  over  the  four 
▼ears  with  a  better  prospect  of  its  receiving  due  development  than  has 
hitherto  existed.

4.  The  bearing  of  this  extenson  of  the  session  on  the  practicid  work 
in  the  dockjara  and  lactones  in  the  snnnner  months  nmat  not  be 
orcriooked.  While  it,  on  the  one  hand,  cortaOs  Hat  aommer  season 
from  six  to  fire  months ;  on  the  other  hand  it  adds  one  to  the  nnmbec 
ci  seasons,  ^us  giving  on  the  whole  an  increase  of  two  months.

I  cannot  «peak  too  highly  of  the  seal  and  assiduii^  with  which  he 
has  devoted  himself  to  that  part  of  the  instmction  whidi  haa  mdaU j 
£sllen  to  his  care,  and  for  which  his  merious  training  at  Camhriwe  and 
afterwards  as  an  engineer,  has  well  ntted  him;  via.  tiie  theosy  ofsteaun 
and  the  steam  engine,  applied  merhanica,  strength  of  materials,  and 
design  of  engines.  In  puraoanoe  of  his  laboura  he  haa  spared  no 
pains  in  gathoing  the  matexials  for  his  lessons  from  the  best  modem 
sources — some  almost,  if  not  quite,  unknown  in  this  country.  I  trust 
his  health  may  be  spared  to  enable  him  to  pursue  still  further  the  valu- 
able course  on  which  he  has  entered.  I  cannot,  however,  recoomiend 
the  adoption  of  this  addition  to  the  staff  aa  a  permanent  arrangement. 
A  principal  and  vice-principal  ought  to  suffice  for  the  requiremente  of 
the  theoretical  teachings  with  little  additional  aid. 

6.  The  course  of  instruction  in  pffactical  work  in  the  several  dock- 
yards durinff  the  summer  under  vie  direct  control  of  the  chief  om- 
stmctor  and^chief  engineer  of  *the  Navy,  aa  mentioned  in  former  reports, 
has  been  consistently  continued.  The  high  value  of  this  woric  to  the 
studento  cannot  be  better  illustrated  than  by  the  fact  that  during  the 
session  at  ^e  school  their  diaries  with  the  sketches  and  description  of 
the  work  they  have  witnessed  and  taken  part  in  performing,  are  inces* 
santiy  referred  to  by  them  in  making  the  designs  which  form  a  portion 
of  the  work  of  the  session. 
Lecteret.  7*  The  instructions  of  the  permanent  staff  were  supplemented  last 

year  by  a  valuable  series  of  50  lectures — mostlv  of  a  professional  cha- 
racter— as  in  former  years.  Mr.  Reed,  C.B.  chief  constructor  of  the  Navy, 
gave  a  course  of  five  lectures  on  practical  shipbuilding,  including  iron 
shipbuilding,  and  the  building  of  composite  ships  of  wood  and  iron ;  Dr. 
Percy,  a  course  of  eight  lectures  on  metals,  their  characteristics  and  mode 
of  working ;  Mr.  Anderson,  a  course  of  five  lectures  on  the  principles 
of  machinery  as  applied  in  practice;  Mr.  Bamaby,  assistant  constructor 
of  the  Navy,  a  course  of  four  lectures  on  the  effecte  of  the  increase  in 
the  jpower  and  weight  of  modem  artillery  upon  naval  construction;  and 
of  three  on  wood,  iron,  and  steel,  considered  as  materials  for  the  con- 
struction of  ships ;  Mr.  Scott  Russell,  a  course  of  ton  lectures  on  the 
construction  and  theory  of  the  marine  steam  en^e,  the  marine  boiler, 
and  marine  propellers ;  the  Rev.  B.  M.  Ck)wie,  H.  M.  Inspector  of 
Schools,  a  course  of  six  lectures  on  mechanism ;  Ph>feS8or  MoQuom 
Rankine,  F.R.S.,  a  course  of  three  lectures  on  marine  locomotion ;  and 
W.  F.  Barrett,  Esq.,  a  course  of  four  lectures  on  magnetism. 

These  lectures  are  so  arranged  that  during  the  four  years  of  the  com- 
plete course  they  may  illustrato  as  many  of  the  prsctiod  questions  of 
the  day  bearing  upon  naval  architecture  and  marine  engineering  as 
possible.    The  enumeration  of  the  subjects  and  of  the  gentilemen  who

great;  and  that  under  the  improved  system  there  is  reason  to  hope  *»<«K*^«°* 
these  imperfections  will  speedily  disappear.    Ilie  future  generation  of 
shipbuilders  educated  under  the  f&vourable  auspices  of  the  school,  will, 
it  is  to  be  expected,  show  themselves  well  qualified  to  grapple  success- 
fully with  the  varied  and  important  problems  which  naval  architecture 
and  marine  engineering  in  their  remarkable  and  almost  unexpected 
progress  are  continually  presenting.

Tlie  Egyptian  Government  has  recently  sent  5  students  to  learn  naval 
architecture  and  marine  engineering  in  this  country.

Your' Lordships,  in  concert  with  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Alteration 
Admiralty,  have  been  pleased  to  alter  the  course  of  study  from  three  ^SSSjS  °' 
stesions  to  four,  and  the  session  itself  from  six  months  to  seven.    WHh  ™"*"*^^''*' 
the  approval  of  your  Inspector^General  this  has  enabled  me  to  make 
much  more  satisractory  arrangements  for  the  detailed  courses  of  studv 
than  has  hitherto  been  possible.    The  studies  will  be  much  less  hurriedf, 
and^  in  particular,  there  will  be  more  time^  avulaUe  for  the  appHed 
subrects,  and  especially  for  the  graphical  applications  of  mathematics. 

Si^ond  only  in  importance  to  a  sound  mathematical  basis  of  instruc-  Salijects 
tion  is  a  thorough  conversance  with  all  the  applications  of  drawing  to  ^^^'^^ 
geometrv,  to  mechanics,  and  to  arithmetic.  By  this  i's  not  meant 
merely  tne  representation  of  figures  or  machines,  but  the  introduction 
of  diuwing  as  a  pra6tical  aid  in'  mathematical  work,  pervading  the 
whole  stumr,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  although  not 
always  in  the  same  cases,  as  arithmetic  runs  through  their  applications. 
This  is  nothing  else  than  the  proper  use  of  pnwScal  geomelary.  But 
drawing,  if  it  is  to  be  done  with  that  neatness  without  which  it  is, 
perhaps,  better  left  alone,  requires  much  time;  and  it  is  only  the 
extension  of  time,  which  the  re-arrangement  of  the  course  has  granted, 
tiiat  has  permitted  the  students  to  engage  properly  in  the  study  of  those 
methods. 

Besides  descriptive  jB^eometrv,  the  laying-o£P  of  ships,  and  the  geome- 
trical tracing  of  motion  in  the  moving  parts  of  machines,  the  stu- 
dents are  taught  the  graphical  solutions  of  problems  relating  to  the 
equilibrium  of  beams  auct  trusses^  and  of  elastic  vapours,  and  the 
graphical  methods  of  integrating  the  areas,  volumes,  and  moments 
which  are  met  with  in  the  ^culations  of  the  capacity  and  stability  of 


It  is  not  without  some  sense  of  anxiety  that  I  observe  that  this 
arrangement  has  obliged  the  period  of  dockyard  studjr  to  be  shortened 
from  six  months  to  five  months  annually.  Compensation  will,  I  doubt 
not,  be  found  for  this  in  the  extension  of  the  course  hj  one  year,  and 
in  the  increased  time  allowed  for  practical  subjects  in  the  school. 
But  I  should  regard  any  real  curtfulment  of  the  practical  study  in  the 
dockyards  during  the  summer,  as  hardly  to  be  compensated  by  an 
increase  of  the  tmie  spent  in  this  school,  in  the  case  especially  of  the 
ordinary  students,  who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of  apprenticeship  in 
the  Royal  docWards. 

The  chief  difficulty  with  which  this  school  has  to  contend  is  the  want  Want  of 
of  sufficient  prelimmary  knowledge  in  the  ordinary  students  who^  nro-  !lJ?SSiS 
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pose  to  join  it.  By  jour  LordBhips'  instnictioiis  I  have  taken  can  to 
send  awaj  no  ordinary  student  wnom  there  was  a  chance  of  benefiting 
by  the  course  of  study.  But,  even  with  a  certain  degree  of  moderate 
selection,  many  have  been  advised  that  thgr  had  not  sufficient  pre- 
paration  to  be  fit  for  admission,  and  much  extra  labour  has  been 
thrown  upon  myself  and  the  other  officers  of  the  school  in  trying  to 
bring  forward  some  of  those  who  have  been  admitted. 

After  some  years  of  observation  it  has  become  abundantly  dear  to  me 
that  there  is  in  this  country  no  adequate  provision  for  giving  the  proper 
groundwork  of  sound  mechanical  education, — no  general  preparation 
for  the  work  which  this  school  was  designed  to  do.  The  extensive 
development  of  this  and  similar  technical  schooU  cannot  be  expected, 
unless  greater  means  are  afforded  and  generally  used  for  enabling 
youths,  who  have  mastered  the  elementary  subjects  of  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic,  to  acquire  a  sound  knowledge  of  elementuy  mathe- 
matics  and  practical  geometry  and  drawing.  That  is  the  essential 
foundation  oi  all  mechanical  eaucation.  It  ought  to  be  taught  earlv, — 
in  my  opinion  its  proper  place  in  respect  of  age  is  between  12  ana  16. 
Most  of  the  applicants  for  admission  to  this  soiool  have  hoped  to  g^ 
that  instruction  here,  instead  of  brin^m^  it  with  them. 

J  consider  some  provision  for  this  defect  to  be  the  necessary  com- 
plement to  the  establishment  of  this  school  and  of  others  like  it.  I 
write  on  this  point  from  direct  experience,  because  the  Admiralty 
students  bring  to  this  school  exactly  that  knowledge,  the  deficiemnr  oi 
which  I  remark  in  the  case  of  ordinary  applicants  for  admission.  Yet  I 
do  not  find  that  the  whole  time  given  to  learning  by  the  young  men  from 
the  dockyards  exceeds  that  ordinarily  given  by  youths  of  the  middle  and 
lower  middle  class.  The  difPerence  lies  in  the  aiiection  and  efficienqr  of 
their  education.

Thb  Ksults  obtained  under  the  regulations  for  the  encouragement  of  ^  hmtrao- 
Art  instruction  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  shown  in  the  following  ^'^"^ 
reports  and  tables.    They  are  arranged  in  the  same  order  as  those  of 
the  previous  jear^  beginning  with  the  most  elementary  instruction. 

Table  A.,  page  154.  Instruction  in  drawing  of  Schools  for  the  Poor.  ^^S^"^ 
This  shows  that  the  intention  with  which  the  privilege  of  examination  was  ^^' 
extended  to  schools  instructed  by  teachers  partially  certificated  has  been 
fulfilled.  An  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  numbers  taught  drawing,  of 
15,827  children  and  190  schools ;  the  total  numbers  this  year  being  778 
schools  and  93,713  diildren.  An  examination  wm  held  in  ever^  s^iool, 
and  58,721  children  worked  exercises,  of  whom  47,208  gave  satisfaotoiy 
evidence  of  having  been  taught  drawing ;  and  the  award  of  7*373  prizes^ 
when  compared  with  the  number  awara«l  in  1867,  viz.,  4,007,  inoicates 
the  general  attainment  of  a  higher  standard. 

Table  B.,  page  180.  ResuUs  of  the  examination  in  drawing  of  dio-  Tminiiig 
cesan  and  other  training  colleges  for  elementary  teachers.  The  number  ^l^^ses. 
of  schoolmasters  and  mistresses  trained  in  these  colleges  has  been 
diminishing  since  1863,  but  the  table  shows  that  a  constantly  increasing 
proportion  of  teachers  has  obtained  certificates  for  teaching  drawing. 
With  a  view  to  increase  this  proportion,  payments  amounting  to  2751, 
have  been  made  on  account  of  the  certificates  granted. 

Table  C,  page  182.    Results  of  instruction  in  night  classes  for  Night 
drawing.  ^***^ 

The  numbers  taught  in  these  classes  have  increased  from  2,553,  in 
72  classes,  to  4,571,  in  130  classes.  This  rapid  increase  is  due  to  the 
increased  encouragement  offered  by  the  Minute  of  January  1868. 
The  studies  pursued  by  the  students  are  the  same  as  in  the  elementary 
classes  of  Schools  of  Art,  and  it  is  expected  that  where  ni^ht  classes 
are  hdd  in  towns  not  having  established  such  schools,  they  will  lead  to  a 
demand  for  more  advanced  instruction,  especially  in  such  large  towns  as 
Bamsley,  Doncaster,  Derby,  Huddersfield,  Leicester,  and  Northampton.

They  are  followed  by  a  list  of  those  masters  who  have 
received  a  bonus  proportioned  to  the  result  of  their  instruction.

The  number  of  schools  is  now  103,  in  which  18,474  students  are 
instructed,  an  increase  of  1,133,  or  six  per  cent,  on  the  previous  year. 
The  response  to  the  recently  increased  encouragement  offered,  is  8now^|^ 
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in  the  larger  quantity  of  results  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
students. 

In  1867,  3,074  passed  in  the  second  grade  examination;  in  1868, 
3,961  passed,  an  increase  of  29  per  cent.  In  1867,  2,212  sent  a  satis- 
factory year's  work ;  in  1868,  2,533,  an  increase  of  nearly  15  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  these  results  a  large  number  of  students  sent  up  works 
which,  though  not  sufficient  to  be  considered  full  sets,  yet  obtained  for 
their  schools  a  proportionate  payment. 

The  total  number  of  school  works,  drawings,  paintings,  and  models 
sent  up  for  examination  from  Scfaoote-  of  Art  and  Night  Classes  was 
51,232. 

The  body  of  esaminers  appointed  to  examine  these  works  obeenre 
that  the  increase  in  quaoitity  is  not  accompanied  by  aproportional  increase 
in  excellence,  and  that  many  students  submit  a  large  number  of  elem<sn« 
tary  works  executed  in  a  loose  and  hasty  manner,  rather  than  with  that 
careful  and  earnest  completion  which  alone  tends  fo  safe  progress. 

They  also  observe  that  students  do  not  appear  t^  b^  induced  to  foUomr 
a  progressive  and  well-considered  course  of  study  through  successrre 
stages  and  from  well-chosen  examples,  but  are  too  often  allowed  to 
follow  their  own  individual  bias  with  a  consequent  uncert^nty  of 
result. 

These  defects  in  the  work  of  the  schools  necessarily  tend  to  redtxce 
the  payments  made  to  those  schools  in  which  they  arfs^qbserved,  as  so 
high  a  value  cannot  be  placed  upon  works  which  do  not  give  evidence 
of  sound  and  watchful  instruction  as  upon  those  that  do.  High  awards 
cannot  be  made,  for  example,  on  account  of  drawings  from  flat  exaniples, 
where  it  may  appear  that  the  student  would  have  been  better  employed 
in  working  from  the  round,  nor  on  account  of  works  in  advanced 
stages,  such  as  drawing  from  the  life  Or  painting  from  nature,  executed 
by  students  who  have  not  previously  aoquirea  a  sufficient  power  qf 
drawing.  Nor  can  any  payments  be  allowed  on  account  of  landscape 
or  figure  diewing  from  coarse  or  vulgar  chalk,  or  chromo-lithographic, 
examples.

I  HAVB  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Traininj^ 

and  Normal  School  for  the  schokstio  year  ending  31st  July  1868. 

Following  former  precedents  I  shall  first  give  the  statistics  of  the  school 

as  a  training  school;   secondly,  as  a  normal  school  for  the  use  of 

the  general  public;  and  finally,  add  such  &ct8  as  may  exhibit  the 

general  progress  of  the  school. 

students  in       During  the  year  31  students  in  training,  and  22  national  scholara 

v^^aSi        ^^^®  ^^^^  ^^  receipt  of  allowances,  of  from  5s.  to  2/.  a  week ;  2  students 

scholars.        in  training  hare  been  appointed  to  masterships  of  schools,  2  were  em« 

ployed  as  temporary  rebefs  for  masters  of  provincial  schools,  2  masters 

of  provincial  schools  re-entered  the  training  school,  and  2  students  in 

tndning  were  dismissed  for  unsatisfactoiy  conduct ;  3  female  students 

in  training  have  been  employed  in  porcelain  painting  for  the  new 

buildings.    Of  the  22  national  scholars  6  have  left,  having  obtained 

good  employment,  1  was  unfortunately  drowned,  and  2  have  retired. 

The  average  time  in  the  training  school  of  the  23  male  students  in 
training  has  been  2  years  and  7  months,  showing  a  decrease,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  of  8  months.  This  apparent  decrease  arises 
from  the  reception  mto  the  training  dass  of  a  considerable  number  of 
new  students  during  the  year,  which,  of  course,  greatly  diminishes  the 
average  time  of  the  whole  number.  The  8  female  studoita  have  been 
1  year  and  10  monthsnn  training. 

During  the  year  11  students  in  tnunin|;f  have  been  admitted,  and  2 
re-admitted,  and  5  national  scholars  have  joined  the  school. 

The  22  national  scholars  have  had  an  average  attendance  of  three 
sessions  and  a  half. 

The  11  students  in  training  admitted  during  the  year  have  come 
from  schools,  as  under: — 2,  Boston;  1,  Soutnampton;  2,  Leeds; 
1,  Liverpool;  2,  South  Kensington ;  I,  Female  School,  Queen's  Square; 
1,  Cork ;  and  1,  Bristol.  The  5  national  scholars  have  come — I  from 
Sheffield ;  2,  Birmingham ;  1,  Preston ;  and  1  from  Hanley. 

Forty-four  students  won  "ftee  studentships;"  18  men  beloi^ing^ 
to  the  detachment  of  Royal  Engineers  were  taught  in  the  schools; 
and  103  others,  being  either  students  in  training,  former  students  in 
training,  national  scholars,  persons  emplmred  by  the  department,  or 
their  children,  attended  the  schools  without  payment  of  fees,  makii^  a 
general  total  of  1 65  free  students  during  the  year. 

Fifteen  students  in  training  ture  practised  in  teaching  in  the  nonnal 
and  district  schools  of  London,  and  m  three  parochial  schoolB. 

As  a  normal  school,  the  number  of  students  of  all  classes  who  paid 
fees  in  the  hd^-^feaT  ending  29th  February  1868  was  245  males  and 
165  females ;  total,  410.  The  amount  of  fees  received,  1,103/.  6ff.;  of 
this  sum  2)  U.  1 1^  was  paid  by  "  evening  "  students  only,  and  891/.  \bs^ 
by  "day"  students.* 

In  the  half-year  ending  31st  July  1868  there  were  235  mide  and 

201  female  students  paymg  fees;  total,  436.    The  amount  of  fees, 

1,058/.  14«. ;  of  this  sum  171/.  15«.  was  paid  by ''evening"  students 

only,  and  886/.  19«.  by  "  day  *'  students,  making  a  total  amount  for  the 

ear  of  2,162/.,  and  showing  an  advance  on  the  preceding  year  of 

97/.  185. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  schools  in  the  session  ending 
29th  FebruaiY  1868  was  546,  of  these  337  were  males  and  209  females.

were  taken  by  students  in  these  schools;  4  first  or  elementary  being 
taken  by  students  not  then  in  receipt  of  allowances. 

At  the  national  competition,  1  gold  medal,  3  silver  medals,  3  bronze  Snooessof 
medals,  3  books.  Queen's  prizes,  and  4  third  grade  prizes  in  the  jJ^Sj  ^'^ 
elementary  stages  were  obtained  by  students  of  the  male  school ;  1  gold  oompetitioiu 
medal,  5  bronze  medals,  I  Queen's  prize  of  books,  and  5  third  grade 
prizes  in  the  elementary  stages  were  won  by  students  of  the  female 
school ;   by  the  district  school  at  Rotherhitne,  2  third  grade  prizes, 
and  by  that  of  St.  George's-in-the-£ast,   1  third    graoe  prize  was 
obtained. 

At  the  second  grade  examination  179  students  were  sent  up  for 
examination,  82  passed  and  25  obtained  prizes,  exclusive  of  28  from 
Rotherhithe  and  St.  George's-in-the-East  district  schools. 

At  the  first  grade  examination  122  students  were  examined;  24 
obtained  certificate  cards,  and  5  prizes  were  obtained  by  students  of 
parochial  schools  taught  from  the  training  school. 

In  addition  to  the  above  medals  and  prizes,  at  an  examination  which 
takes  the  place  of  the  former  local  comnetition  for  bronze  medals,  and 
at  the  examination  for  third  grade  certificates,  16  students  of  the  male 
school  and  28  female  students  won  free  studentships  for  one  year,  and 
4  males  and  2  females  won  admission  at  half  fees  for  the  same  time. 

Six  students  won  money  prizes  offered  by  a  manufacturer  for  designs' 
for  table  linen  to  the  amount  of  10/.,  several  of  the  designs  were 
purchased  for  production. 

Two  won  two  prizes  offered  by  the  Worshipftd  Company  of  Plasterers,  Pfi""" 
to  the  amount  of  15/.  \6s.  ^IS^' 

Five  students  have   been  admitted  to   the   schools  of  the   Royal  Oompany. 
Academy,  and  at  the  last  year's  competition  at  the  Royal  Academy 
two  of  the  silver  medals  were  taken  by  students  who  were  admitted 
from  this  school. 

In  Mr.  Lane's  report  on  the  etching  dass  will  be  found  the  paxiiculan 
of  the  dass,  so  advantageously  conducted  by  him. 

Having  thus  given  a  sliatistical  report  on  the  school,  I  have  great 
pleasure  m  recording  other  facts  which  show  its  satisfietctoiy  oon£tion 
and  progress. 

During  the  year  a  dass  has  been  fiormed  for  the  instruction  of  8ome-Faintixi|soa 
liBmale  s^dents  in  painting  on  porcelain,  with  an  espedal  view  to  its  T^^'"^'^^^"^ 
application  to  architectural  decoration;  the  efforts  made  have  been 
w^sueoessful,  and  the  previous  studies  of  the  pupils  have  enabled  them 
satisibctorily  to  paint  on  the  unglazed  earthenware  or  biscuit,  a  process 
rendered  difficult  by  the  extreme  absorbency  of  the  material ;  the  tiles 
lining  the  walls  of  the  "  Grill-room"  in  the  museum,  from  designs  by-j

Mr.  Foynter,  aie  the  first  fruits  of  the  instmction  giyen.  More  advanced 
works  are  in  progress,  and  I  trust  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  to  have 
to  call  attention  to  the  very  successful  result  of  this  application  of  art 
education  to  manufacture  used  for  architectural  decoration.  Several 
female  students  have  been  employed  in  painting  photographs  of  Louvre 
crystals,  &c.  for  museiun  purposes. 

Several  designs  have  been  produced  for  manufiusturers  during  the 
year ;  Messrs.  Coulson,  of  Broad  Street,  have  purchased  and  are  work- 
mg  designs  for  table  linen,  purchased  from  students ;  and  a  number  of 
designs  for  wall  paper  and  one  for  silk  have  been  purchased  by  Messrs. 
Corbi^re,  and  manufactured  in  France.  Messrs.  Corbi^re  say  "  they 
"  are  admired  not  only  in  this  country  but  also  in  France,  where  they 
**  will  sell  almost  as  well  as  in  this  country.  One  of  the  larffest 
*'  cotton-printing  firms  in  the  north  of  France  bought  six  of  the  beat 
**  drawings,  which  they  will  not  execute  till  next  year." 

The  large  figure  panels  for  the  decoration  of  the  Wedgwood  Memorial 
Institute  at  Burslem,  executing  in  the  school,  have  made  satisfactory 

Erogress  during  the  year  and  are  now  approaching  completion;  they 
ave  afiForded  an  excellent  opportunity  for  tne  education  of  the  students 
engaged,  and  will  form  a  very  creditable  monument  of  the  practical 
result  of  the  school  studies. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  national  scholars,  who  are  educated  as 
designers  and  omamentists,  find  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  remime- 
rative  employment  on  leavuig  the  school,  and  that  the  demand  for  their 
assistance  is  steadily  on  the  increase. 

It  affords  me  gratification  to  notice  that  the  average  increase  in  the 
rate  of  fees,  showing  an  increased  average  stay  in  the  school,  continues  ; 
that  the  average  number  of  attendances  per  student  also  exhibits  a 
more  steady  application  by  them.  The  average  attendances  being  in 
the  first  session  of  1866  and  1867,  49*3;  in  the  first  session  of  1867  and 
1868,  49*6.  In  the  second  session  of  1866  and  1867,  47'5,  and  in  the 
second  session  of  1867  and  1868,  542. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  increase  of  free  students,  whether  by  right 
or  by  favour  of  the  Department,  as  workmen  and  others,  I  am  happy 
to  sav  that  the  fees  paid  by  students  have  considerably  increased ;  tne 
numoers  of  free  students  and  amount  of  fees  for  the  four  sessions, 
forming  tiie  two  years  from  October  1866  to  July  1868,  being  as 
under : —

By  an  alteration  I  was  enabled  to  make  during  the  past  vear,  the  cost 
of  the  school  has  been  lessened  by  the  abrogation  of  a  nxed  salary  of 
20/.  a  year,  and  by  a  fresh  arran^i^ment  of  a  portion  of  the  fees  a  fturther 
addition  of  50/.  at  the  present  time  accrues  to  the  Department,  making- 
a  total  annual  saving  of  70/.

The  table  exhibits  the  number  of  students  in  each  year,  the  amount  ii^ jnragrass 
of  fees  paid  by  students,  the  cost  to  the  Department  in  fixed  salaries  ^^^«dm. 
and  bonuses  paid  to  teachers,  and  the  amount  of  fees  accruing  to  the  ^'^ 
Department,  being  the  surplus  fees  not  distributed  in  payments  to 
tcaohcBS. 

An  abstract  of  this  table  shows,  that  from  1857  to  1868  the  number 
of  students  has  increased  from  509  to  1,133. 

The  amoant  of  fees  has  increased  from  494/.  3s.  to  2,162/. 

The  cost  to  the  Department  has  decreased  from  2,115/.  to  1,295/. 

Besides  a  surplus  of  fees  to  the  Department  of  312/.,  making  a  total 
diminution  of  cost  to  the  Department,  comparing  the  year  1857  with 
1868,  of  1,132/.  in  the  year ;  and  by  setting  the  surplus  of  fees  against 
the  fixed  salaries  paid  to  teachers,  reducing  the  actual  tutorial  cost  from 
2,115/.  in  1857,  to  983/.  in  1868. 

A  further  reduction  of  cost,  dating  from  31st  July  1868,  has  since 
taken  place  to  the  amount  of  70/* 

Thus,  assuming  the  current  anangements  of  fixed  salaries  and  the 
division  of  fees  to  remain  as  at  present  and  the  fees  received  during  the 
cnnent  year  only  to  equal  those  of  the  past  year,  the  statement  would

In  the  yeur's  promst  of  the  claas  under  my  superintendence,  at  jg^^j],^ 
the  South  Kensii^^ton  Museum,  I  have  nothing  to  report  that  can  be  ^ssT^ 
otherwise  than  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Depaitment. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  distinctive  quality  of  the  work  has  been 
characterized  by  a  decided  advance,  in  some  marked  examples,  now 
printed  as  the  contents  of  a  third  volume  of  Etchings  from  select 
otjects  in  the  Museum,  and  especially  in  a  fourth  fifty,  now  ready  for 
the  press,  together  with  a  new  series,  from  Roman,  Etruscan,  RuasiaUj 
and  other  ancient  Jbwblry,  lately  acquired  by  the  Department. 

On  attainment  of  the  proficiency  that  qualifies  the  students  for  pro- 
motion to  a  higher  degree  as  Art  masters,  some  of  the  more  advanced 
members  of  the  Etching  Class  have  been  removed  to  other  work  in  the 
Department,  or  transferred  to  the  direction  of  country  schools  by  the 
Head  Master  and  the  Inspector-general,  their  place  being  supplied  by 
f^sh  students,  and  their  works  remaimng  as  a  valuable  incitement  to 
the  development  of  artistic  skill. 

I  have  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  the  attention  and  general 
conduct  of  the  students  under  my  superintendence  has  merited  all 
commendation.  In  January  last  I  reported  that  the  sum  of  97/.  12f. 
had  been  awarded  by  the  inspector-general  for  Art  for  71  sucoessfdl 
etchings  done  during  the  year  1867 ;  and  in  the  past  year,  up  to  this 
date,  188/.  15s.  has  been  allotted  for  124  plates.

firooKT  ov      Report  of  the  Examiners  on  the  National  Competition, 
^^^  June  1868. 

National  '^^  competition  consisted  this  year  of  942  works,  of  which  121  were 
Mbdal-  studies  from  the  antique,  321  designs  for.  architecture  or  manu&ctures^ 
LI0V8.      and  the  remainder  studies  in  light  and  shade,  colour,  or  from  the  life. 

A  list  of  the  avineords  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  gold  medal,  for  the  studv  of  the  antique,  has  been  awarded  to  a 
drawing  of  the  group  of  the  Laocoon,  selected  as  the  most  successful 
endeavour  to  express  correctly  the  contour  of  the  figures,  combined 
with  that  accuracv  in  the  relation  between  the  light  and  shade  of 
different  parts,  which  is  necessary  to  a  complete  rendering  of  the 
su^ect. 

Some  of  the  larger  works  in  this  section  suggest  a  caution  to  students 
apd  teachers,  that  the  um  of  a  student  of  the  antique  should  not  be  to 
obtain  a  vivid  effect  of  light  and  shade  by  an  obuque  lighting  of  the 
cast,  or  otherwise,  but  rather  to  cultivate  a  perception  and  appreciation 
of  the^iroportions,  delicacy  of  form,  subtlety  of  modelling,  and  breadth 
of  treatment,  which  characterize  the  best  antique  figures. 

It  may  be  observed  that  the  competitors  for  the  gold  medal  offered 
in  this  section  would  be  placed  more  nearly  on  an  equality,  if  the  com- 
petition for  that  medal  were  limited  to  single  figures  of  a  stated  size. 
Studies  on  a  larger  scale  might  still  be  continued,  but  should  be  sent 
up  in  competition  for  awards  only  when  consisting  of  parts  of  the 
figure,  as  the  head,  hands,  &c.  on  imperial  sheets. 

The  competition  in  the  class  of  groups,  as  compositions  of  colour,  is 
hiffhly  satisfiEictory, 

In  this  section  a  prescribed  size  (say  20  in.  bv  16  in.)  for  gold  medal 
works  would  probably  have  the  effect  of  stimulating  students  to  make 
more  sustained  efforts,  rather  than  to  be  content  with  the  careful  imita- 
tion of  one  or  two  small  objects,  which  does  not  fiilfil  the  intention  of 
this  section  of  study. 

Although  we  have  been  able  to  award  the  gold  medal  for  modelling, 
we  still  feel  that  the  results  in  this  class  are  less  satisfi&ctory  than  is 
desirable.  Several  of  the  figures  are  pretentious  in  size  without  their 
Bcale  being  supported  by  a  dear  comprehension  of  action  and  expression, 
or  by  tiiat  completeness  of  detail  and  thoughtfulness  of  arrangement, 
which  would  justify  the  transmission  to  London  of  such  large  works. 
In  the  modelled  designs  from  one  school,  moreover,  we  observed  a  great 
misapprehension  of  the  use  of  material,  in  the  endeavour  to  give  repre- 
sentations of  pictorial  elements  without  that  conventional  treatment, 
which  can  alone  render  them  admissible  in  sculpture.  In  some  com- 
binations of  foliage  and  figures  and  animal  hfe,  the  details  were 
wanting  in  relative  proportion,  and  deficient  in  that  feeling  for  style 
which  should  result  from  the  study  of  dassio  or  good  mediaeval 
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We  observe  with  regret  that  the  analysis  of  flowers  and  leaves^  with  Appendix  C. 
a  view  to  develop^  through  a  close  study  of  their  construction  and  -Bmalaov 
geometrical  forms,  their  innnite  suggestiveness  and  their  inexhaustible  Exauvibs 
applicabUity  to  decorative  design,  has  been  lamentably  neglected.  Tlie  ovCompx-^ 
vital  importance  of  this  branch  of  study,  through  which  alone  the  springs  ^^S»SaS 
of  invention  can  be  fed,  should  be  constantly  held  before  the  student.  Uxdaw 

The  study  of  elementary  design,  by  the  arrangement  of  ornamental      "OM. 
details  in  given  geometrical  forms,  has  not  had  its  usual  share  of  atten- 
tion.   This  study,  which  prepares  the  student  for  the  application  of 
desiffn,  lies  at  the  root  of  the  labours  of  these  schools. 

We  consider  that  a  tendency  to  monotony  in  the  selection  of  details, 
to  be  found  in  the  designs  for  nianufactures,  especially  those  for  wall 
papers,  may  be  due  to  the  neglect  o^  constant  reference  to  the  infinite 
variety  of  nature.  A  more  careful  study  of  colour  would  also  preserve 
students  from  an  error  which  has  destroyed  the  efiPect  of  several  other- 
wise excellent  designs  for  carpets,  namdy,  the  introduction  of  certain 
hanh  and  lairing  tints  too  ha  r^oyed  from  the  general  tone  of  the 
design,  and  espMiaUy  a  violent  green,  which  seems  to  have  been 
introduced  rather  as  a  technical  symbol  of  some  special^  dye,  than  aa 
a  representation  of  the  intended  hue  in  the  finished  work. ' 

The  desi^s  submitted  in  these  competitions  should  be  prepared  with 
a  view  to  give,  as  fiar  as  possible^' the^efliect  of  the  objects  intended  to 
be  produced^  the  absolute  production  of  that  effect  bemg  the  only  real 
test  of  its  conception. 

Masters  cannot  too  strongly  imnress  on  the  students  that,  as  far  as 
colour  is  concerned,  subtletjr  and  aignity  are  the  chief  qualities  to  be 
sought  in  these  designs,  which  are,  in  fact,  worthless  without  them,  and 
that  the  use  of  the  garish  and  conventional  tints  criticised  in  this  and 
last  yeajr's  competition  must,  in  addition  to  its  fatal  effect  on  the  imme- 
diate result,  end  in  blunting,  if  not  destroving,  that  delicate  and 
spontaneous  sense  of  harmony,  from*the- development  and  cultivation 
of  which  alone  those  results  may  be  ^ope^d  which  it  is  one  of  the  chief 
cares  of  these  schools  to  promote. 

In  many  of  the  designs  for  metal  work  there  is  a  littleness  and  want 
of  repose,  which  might  be  corrected  by  the  use  of  forms  or  mouldings 
of  an  architectural  character,  with*  sueh  adaptations  as  might  be 
reouired  by  the  particular  object  of  the  design. 

In  the  class  of  architectural  drawing  compositions  have  been  pre- 
miated,  which,  if  not  of  mat  beauty,  at  least  show  earnest  study  of 
good  models,  and  consi&able  power  in  the  adequate  expression  of 
structural  forms. 

A  gold  medal  awarded  to  a  ^tudy,  in  monochrome,  of  a  portion 
of  the  Tnjan  frieae,  and  other  awards  which  have  b€«n  made,  will 
show  the  great  importance  we  attadi  to  sound  and  thorough  work 
in  the  stages  of  study  which  precede  the  application  of  Art  to  decorative 
purposes.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Lordship  a  summaiy  of  the 
principal  proceedings  which  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year  in 
respect  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

1.  The   New    Buildings.-^The  works    generally  have  proceeded    as  Newbuild- 
miickly  as  the  funds  have  permitted.    Progress  has  been  made  with  S^SJJ^Jmi^ 
tne  new  offices,  a  new  court  lor  the  Museum  especially  constructed  to  tions. 
exhibit  large  objects  and  the  building  for  the  School  of  Naval  Archi- 
tecture and  Laboratories.    Details  are  given  in  the  report  of  Lieut«- 
Colonel  Scott,  R.E.,  the  Director  of  New  Buildings  {see  page  385). 

IL  The  completion  of  the  building  for  the  Scno(^  of  Naval  Archi- 
tecture and  Laboratories  is  regulated  by  the  amount  of  funds  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Department.  It  is  urgent  that  it  shomd  be 
completed  as  soon  as  possible.  Sir  Roderick  Miurchison  has  transmitted 
letters  from  Dr.  Percy  and  Dr.  Frankland,  who  point  out  how  much 
their  respective  classes  for  Metallurgy  and  Chemistry  are  impeded  by 
the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  accommodation  {see  App.  A.,  page  24). 

III.  Decorations  of  the  New  Buildinas,  Mosaics  and  Figures  in  the 
South  Cottr^— During  the  past  year  the  following  figures  have  been 
worked  in  mosaic  ana  placed  in  the  niches  : — Mr.  Yeames'  Holbein  and 
Mr.  Westlake's  Fra.

Portraits 
of  the  several  parUamentary  chiefs  of  the  Department  from  its  beginning 
as  a  School  of  Design  under  Mr.  Poulett  Thomson,  afterwards  Lord 
Sydenham,  to  the  present  time,  have  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Harwell  for 
mosaics.  Mr.  Watts,  R.A.,  and  Mr.  Leighton,  R.A.,  have  undertaken  to 
paint  two  lar^e  lunettes  for  the  ends  of  the  South  comrt,  and  lunettes  in 
the  Competition  Gallery  of  the  foUo^ving  subjects  by  the  under-mentioned 
artists  have  been  executed  and  are  placed  in  their  positions  : — Landscape 
painting  by  G.  D.  Leslie,  A.R.A. ;  drawing  from  the  life  by  W.  F.  Yeames, 
A.R.A. ;  skeleton  drawing  by  H.  S.  Marks;  flower  painting  by  F, 
I  the  fife  by  Eyre  Crowe;  drawing  from  still  "* 


BarweU ;  modelling  from  the  ufe  by  Eyre  Crowe ;  drawing  from  still  life 
by  D.  W.  Wynfield;  study  of  anatomy  by  F.  Moody.  A  design  by 
the  late  Godfrey  Sykes  has  furnished  a  subject  for  a  lunette  painted 
by  the  students  in  trcdning.  The  alternate  lunettes  are  compositions 
01  Cupids,  and  of  these  three  have  been  executed,  one  by  Mr.  Moody, 
and  one  by  Mr.  Morgan,  and  a  third  by  a  student  from  a  design  by 
Mr.  Redgrave.  Designs  have  been  promised  for  the  reminder  of  the 
lunettes  hj  Mr.  Redgrave ;  free-hand  drawing,  Mr.  Calderon ;  perspec- 
tive, Mr.  Townroe.  Mr.  Poynter,  A.R.A.,  is  engaged  on  a  design  for 
a  mosaic  for  the  apse  of  the  New  Lecture  Theatre,  which  although 
unfinished  has  been  brought  into  use  during  the  past  year. 

IV. — Reproductions  of  ancient  Mosaics, — ^For  the  purpose  of  preparing  Reprodno- 
a  scheme  for  representing,  bj  means  of  fac-simile  specimens,  the  art  ot  J^^ISL 
nictorial  wall  mosaics  firom  its  commencement,  Col.  Scott  and  myself  ' 

nave  visited  the  principal  places  in  Italy  where  such  mosucs  are  to  be 
found;  and  the  report  of  our  journey  is  appended  {see  App.  b,  p.  289). 

U2 
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These  reproductions,  besides  their  instmctioiial  value,  will  form  effective 
decorations  in  the  New  Court.  Orders  for  a  few  specimens  illustrating 
four  difiPerent  periods,  and  beginning  with  examples  at  Ravenna,  have 
been  given  to  Messrs.  SalviatL 

V. — Reproduction  of  Raphael's  Cartoams, — Raphael's  cartoons,  designed 
for  tapestrj,  api>ear  adnurablj  suited  for  mosaic  working,  and  for  the 
decoration  of  the  Italian  court.  They  could  be  more  fiuthfullj  reproduced 
in  earthenware  mosaic  than  they  have  yet  been  in  tapestry,  and,  if  done, 
would  preserve  an  almost  imperishable  record  of  these  noble  designs. 
It  is  proposed  that  two  specimens  shall  be  executed  by  female  students. 

A  school  of  female  mosaic  workers,  consisting  of  twelve  persons,  has 
been  formed  who  are  executing  the  Frieze  of  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  the 
corporation  of  which  has  of  course  borne  the  cost.  This  school  will  be 
of  much  use  in  the  future  decorative  works  of  the  Museum. 

VI. — A  class  of  female  students  for  painting  designs  on  pottery  for 
the  decoration  of  the  Museum  has  also  been  formed.  They  have  executed 
the  panels  designed  bv  Mr.  Poynter  for  the  Grill  room,  and  are  now 
engaged  in  painting  Mr.  Moody's  designs  for  the  West  staircase. 

VII.— BraiicA  Museum  ct  Betknal  Green  (15th  Rep.  p.  197).— This 
building  is  rapidly  proceeding.  The  local  trustees  have  officially 
delivei^  over  the  site.  They  express  a  wish  to  have  Science  and  Art 
teaching  connected  with  the  Museum ;  but  this  can  only  be  accomplished 
through  the  agency  of  a  local  committee,  acting  on  the  same  principles 
as  those  which  govern  all  other  Science  and  Art  schools  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  It  would  be  contrary  to  those  principles  for  the  State  to 
undertake  the  administration  of  such  schools  at  Bethnal  Green. 

VIII.  The  Collections  of  the  Museum. — ^The  additions  are  detailed  in 
the  reports  of  the  assistant  Director  for  arrangement  and  the  respec- 
tive keepers.  The  most  important  are  the  beouests  by  the  Rev. 
Chauncy  Hare  Townshend  of  (pictures,  jewels,  auu  coins,  and  by  Mrs. 
Pluml^of  a  collection  of  modem  enameb. 

IX.  The  Scientific  Collections. — ^The  development  of  all  these  collec- 
tions is  arrested  for  want  of  space.  In  respect  of  Education,  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  Brookfield  was  requested  to  make  a  report  which  is  printed  in 
the  Appendix  (see  p.  373).  The  collections  of  Food  and  Animal  Products 
will  require  much  revision  before  they  are  transferred  to  Bethnal  Green. 
The  Food  Collection  continues  to  be  the  most  popular  part  of  the 
Museum  next  to  the  modem  Picture  Galleiy.  It  is  much  studied  by 
all  classes.  Measures  are  requisite  for  providing  suitable  exhibiting 
space  for  the  collections  of  Building  Materials,  Army  and  Navy  Models 
and  Objects,  Machmery,  &c.  worthy  of  the  countiy,  which  form  an 
excellent  nucleus  for  a  Museum  of  Practical  Science,  analogous  to  the 
Conservatoire  des  Arts  et  MHiers  in  Paris. 

X.  Reproductions  of  Fine  Works  of  Art, — ^The  convention  among  the 
Princes  of  Europe  for  helping  internationally  the  work  of  reproducing  fine 
works  of  Art,  by  means  of  casts  in  plaster,  metal,  wax,  and  other  mate- 
rials,  by  copies,  &c.  (see  15th  Report,  p.  24),  is  producing  an  effect  whidi 
is  shown  by  the  increasing  friendly  disposition  of  foreign  countries  to  allow 
such  reproductions  to  1^  made.  The  collection  of  such  reproductions 
will  become  a  very  important  branch  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum, 
especially  as  every  day  makes  it  more  and  more  difficult  to  obtain  fine  origi- 
nal works  of  Art.  A  catalogue  has  been  printed  of  the  objects  which  the 
Department  has  already  couected  {see  Art  Keeper's  Report,  p.  315). 

Al.  East  Indian  Architecture, — It  is  reported  from  India  that  surveys 
of  ancient  buildings  are  going  on,  but  no  results  have  yet  reached  the 
Department.  An  order  for  three  copies  of  the  principal  gateway  of  the 
Sanchi  Tope  at  Bhilsa — one  of  the  earliest  and  most  remarkable  monu- 
ments of  Bhuddist  architecture — has  been  sent  to  the  Indian  Government. 
The  Goverimient  of  North  Germany  has  expressed  a  wish  to  have  a  cast 
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of  this  monument.    It  is  that  gateway  which  the  French  consul  asked  Appendix  I>. 
ihe  Beffum  of  Bhopa]  to  allow  mm  to  cart  awa^  to  he  erected  in  Paris,  ^^g^^  qs 
The  Begum  offered  the   gateway  to  the  Indian  Government  which      South 
declined  it,  and  recommended  that  it  should  he  conserved  as  much  as    ^^™^ 
possible  on  the  spot  (see  page  50).  Husbux. 

XII.  Oriental  Art  ColUetions. — Communications  through  the  Foreign  Oriental 
office  have  been  opened  up  with  H.M.  consuls  at  Tdieran^  Baghdi^,  collections, 
and  Kurdistan,  who  have  been  asked  to  make  collections  of  examples  of 
national  manufactures  with  which  art  is  allied,  and  various  specimens 
illustrative  of  the  habits  and  customs  of  the  people  of  the  countries  in 

which  H.M.  consuls  are  stationed  (see  page  48). 

XIII.  The  Meyrick  Collection  of  Armour, — Known  throughout  the  Lown. 
world  as  the  finest  private  collection  existing,  by  the  publications  of  the 

late  Sir  S.  Meyrick  and  Mr.  Skelton,  it  has  been  deposited  on  loan  at 
a  rental  for  twelve  months  from  last  October.  It  is  intended  to  be 
offered  to  the  Department  for  sale.  If  purchased  and  united  with  the 
collection  at  the  Tower  of  London,  the  whole  would  be  the  finest  in 
Europe.  The  Tower  collection  is  visited  by  upwards  of  60,000  persons 
annually,  who  pay  6c?.  each,  and  the  receipts  more  than  pay  the  cost  of 
attendants,  &c. 

XIV.  National  Portrait  Exhibitions, — ^The  third  and  last  of  the  series 
has  taken  place.  They  have  been  more  than  self-supporting  {see  Mr.  S. 
Redgrave's  report,  p.  386t  and  p.  303).  Photographs  as  memoranda 
have  been  taken  as  far  as  possible,  and  are  circulated  to  schools  of  Art. 
And  in  connexion  with  these  exhibitions  a  collection  of  engraved  portraits, 
also  intended  for  circulation,  has  been  made  by  a  committee. 

XV.  Arrangement, — Bv  degrees  as  space  is  provided,  the  objects  of  the  Amnso* 
Art  Museum  are  brought  together  and  classified  in  groups.     It  seems  ™^^ 
impossible  to  lay  down  principles  of  universal  application,    in  some  cases, 

as  with  oriental  art,  the  requisite  subdivisions  of  species  of  manufactures 
being  adopted,  nationality  would  seem  to  be  preferable  as  the  dominant 
principle.  In  others,  as  in  pottery,  the  class  of  manufacture,  with  nation- 
ality as  subordinate.  In  others,  the  uses  of  objects  without  reference  to 
manufacture,  material,  or  nationality — as  in  musical  instruments,  knives, 
and  forks,  &c.  But  in  all  cases  the  preference  is  given  to  that  leading  prin- 
ciple which  would  seem  to  ensure  the  greatest  practical  utility.  Expenence 
has  shown  that  different  grades  of  exhibition  are  desirable.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  find  sufficient  wall  and  other  space  to  exhibit  eveir  medal 
or  drawing.  It  is  found  that  great  economy  of  space  and  better  ughting 
can  be  obtained  by  adopting  a  vertical  instead  of  an  horizontal  system 
of  arrangement.  Accordinglv  I  have  devised  systems  of  various  vertical 
stands,  which  are  in  fact  analogous  to  the  leaves  of  a  book.  They  may 
be  used  either  against  walls  or  in  the  centre  of  halls  cr  rooms,  and 
are  capable  of  such  universal  use  that  I  have  had  the  following  woodcuts 
prepared  to  show  the  principle  of  these  rotating  cases.  Any  cabinet 
maker  is  free  to  make  them.    (Shoum  on  the  four  following  pages,) 

XVI.  Referees, — The  svstem  of  professional  referees  has  been  found  Befereei. 
to  answer  admirablv.  Tne  Department  has  had  the  good  fortune  to 
obtain,  in  respect  of  science,  the  valuable  services  of  Professor  Frankland, 
F.R.S.,  Dr.  J.  D,  Hooker,  F.R.S.,  Professor  Huxley,  F.R.S.,  Professor 
Tyndall,  F.R.S. ;  and  in  respect  of  art,  M.  Du  Somerard,  Mr.  Fergusson, 
F.R.S.,  Mr.  Fortnum,  Mr.  Franks,  Mr.  Leighton,  R.A.,  Mr.  Millais,  R.A., 

Mr.  TV.  Spence,  Mr.  Marryat,  Signor  Morelli,  Mrs.  Palisser,  Mr.  Regi- 
nald Poole,  Professor  Tennant,  M.  Trelat,  Professor  Westmacott,  R.A., 
Mr.  Whitehead,  Mr.  James  Wild,  Sir  Matthew  Digby  Wvatt,  Sec. 

This  system  enables  the  Lord  President,  instead  of  relying  upon  the 
judgment  of  any  single  official  referee,  to  appl^  for  advice  to  that  indi- 
vidual whom  the  world  recognizes  as  eminent  m  his  specialty,  and  thus 
to  obtain  a  sound  and  catholic  opinion.  ^  GoOqIc 
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XVII.  The  Royal  Academy  qf  Music  appears  to  have  been  re-organized 
notwithstanding  that  the  durectors  had  resigned  their  charter.  It  may 
probably  maintain  itself  as  a  private  institution,  and  it  may  be  well  that 
it  should  do  so.  But  its  constitution  will  prevent  it  from  becoming  a 
national  training  school  for  teachers,  and  for  the  cultivation  of  natural 
musical  ability,  inasmuch  as  to  have  such  a  school  the  students  must 
be  supported  b^  public  funds,  the  administration  of  which  implies  respon- 
sibility to  Parliament.  All  experience  proves  that  public  responsibility 
and  private  irresponsibilitv  cannot  work  toffether. 

XVIII.  Publications  through  the  Arundel  Society. — ^This  system  of 
publication  works  satisfactorily.  An  enumeration  of  ihe  works  issued 
18  given  in  Mr.  Owen's  report  (p.  301). 

XIX.  Catalogues  and  Inventories  and  Labelling,  descriptive  of  the  whole 
collections,  have  been  carried  on  systematically  as  heretofore.  What  has 
been  done  and  what  is  in  hand  will  be  found  detailed  in  the  reports  of 
Mr.  Pollen  (p.  390),  and  Mr.  Owen  (p.  300),  and  the  several  keepers. 

XX.  Universal  Catalogue  of  Art  Books  {see  1 5th  Report^  p.  199).— 
The  collection  of  titles  m>m  various  sources  for  the  whole  idphabet  has 
been  rouffhly  compiled,  and  is  undergoing  its  first  revision.  It  is  expected 
that  in  tne  course  of  about  twelve  months  the  whole  will  be  in  type. 
Valuable  additions  and  suggestions  have  been  received  from  all  parts 
of  Europe,  and  have  been  adopted  as  far  as  possible.  But  there  will 
still  remain  much  additional  matter,  which  can  only  be  treated  as  a 
supplement.  After  the  letter  C  the  publication  in  Notes  and  Queries 
will  be  suspended,  and  the  remaioder  of  the  catalogue  will  be  printed 
by  the  Stationery  Office,  and  issued  in  parts. 

XXI.  The  Art  Training  School  and  School  of  Naval  Architecture, — 
The  reports  of  the  principals  of  these  schools  will  be  found  in  the  Ap- 
pendix (pages  268  and  149).  The  state  of  the  Art  School,  as  shown  by 
the  work  done,  and  by  the  receipts  from  fees,  has  never  been  so  satisfso- 
tory  as  during  the  last  year.  In  connexion  with  the  Art  School  two 
classes  of  female  students  have  been  formed ;  one  to  paint  on  pottery, 
and  another  to  work  mosaics  for  the  decoration  of  the  Museum ;  whilst 
a  class  of  male  students  has  been  organized  to  work  in  the  deoorations 
under  Mr.  Moody,  who  is  at  present  engaged  on  the  west  staircase. 

XXII.  The  Circulation  of  Objects  from  the  Museum  to  Art  schools 
and  other  institutions  throughout  the  country  has  been  actively  prose- 
cuted during  the  year,  and  the  demands  from  the  oountary  are  largely 
increasing.  The  bounds  of  such  demands  are  only  to  be  limited  by  the 
funds  voted  b^  Parliament.  The  objects  contributeid  on  loan  to  the  Leeds 
National  Exhibition  of  Works  of  Fine  Art  were  of  the  choicest  and  most 
costly  in  the  Art  Collections  {see  Appendix  (a),  p.  289). 

XXIII.  The  numbers  attendina  the  Museum  were  881,076*  Excepting 
the  year  of  the  International  Exhibition  in  1862,  this  is  the  Ic^^jT^  year's 
attendance  since  the  establishment  of  the  Museum  in  1857.  lue  annual 
average  over  this  period  has  been  589,071,  and  this  was  exceeded  last 
year  by  292,005  visitors.  This  great  increase  may,  I  think,  be  attributed, 
1.,  to  the  growing  attraction  of  the  Museum  itself;  2.  to  the  Meyrick 
Collection ;  and  3.  to  the  opening  of  the  Metropolitan  Railway.  In 
connexion  with  this  railway  a  covered  passage  to  the  Museum  is  desirable, 
and  a  passage  across  tlie  Exhibition  Road  to  connect  the  collections 
on  both  sides  has  become  almost  a  necessity.

Report  of  Mr.  Cole,  Director  of  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  and  Lieut.-Col.  Scott,  R.E.,  Director  of  the 
New  Buildings  for  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  on 
Mosaic  Pictures  for  Wall  Decorations. 

My  Lord, 

1.  In  accordance  with  our  official  instructions,  we  have  visited  Instruc- 
the  principal  places  in  Italy  where  mosaic  pictures  for  the  decoration  of  ^^^^^ 
walls  and  vaulted  ceilings  are  to  be  found,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing 
the  details  of  a  plan  for  illustrating  in  the  South  Kensington  Museum 
the  history  of  the  art  of  mosaic  working,  and  for  supplying  by  the 
illustrations  thus  obtained  part  of  the  decorations  of  the  new  buildings. 

2.  In  reporting  on  the  mosaics  we  inspected,  we  think  it  will  be  more  Pl«n  of  • 
convement  to  specify  them  in  the  chronological  order  of  their  produc-  ^^^' 
tion,  so  to  as  we  are  able  to  do  so,  rather  than  in  the  order  in  which  we 
visited  the  places  where  they  are  found. 

3.  We  are  unable  to  name  with  certainty  any  wail  mosaics  of  earlier  WaU  mo- 
dal* than  the  Christian  era,  and  it  is  doubtftil  whether  any  such  exist  5?*'?^®^*''® 
or  were  produced.    In  the  Museum  of  Naples  there  are,  however,  a  few  l^m 
interesting  specunens,  probably  of  the  first  century,  brought  from 
Pompeii,  of  which  the  most  striking,  perhaps,  is  a  representation  of  a 

boxer  on  a  pedestal.     Recently  also  a  rare  illustration,  now  deposited  in 
the  pagim  section  of  the  Lateran  Museum  at  Rome,  has  been  found  at 
Ostia.    It  IS  a  picture  of  the  god  Sylvanus,  and  is  strikingly  like  the     , 
representations  of  the  Good  Shepherd  found  in  the  cataoombs  at  Rom^ole

e.  A  spirited  cock  fight,  the  centre-piece  oi  a  floor  decoration. 
/.  Numerous  figures  of  athletes  in  the  Lateran  Museum,  Rome. 

J*«^^  of        5.  One  or  more  rude  wall  mosaics,  probablj  anterior  to  the  fourth 
til^  ceo-  century,  have  been  discovered  in  the  Roman  catacombs,  but  the  prac- 
tical commencement  of  the  Christian  mosaics  dates  from  those  on  the 
vaulted  ceiling  of  the  ambulatory  of  the  cliurch  of  Sta.  Costanza  with- 
out the  waUs  of  the  dty.    They  are  of  a  gay  decorative  Pompeian 
character,  and  their  little  genii  amongst  vine  tendrils  differ  widely  in 
sentiment  from  the  solenm,  religious,  and  statuesque  figures  of  the 
mosaics  of  a  somewhat  later  period.    Tlie  Sta.  Constanza  mosaics  are  of 
the  age  of  Constantine,  and  frx>m  that  period  to  the  present  time  the 
series  of  illustrations  of  mosaic  working  in  Italy  is  idmost  unbroken. 
Some  authonties  consider  that  the  mosaic  of  Santa  Pudenaana  may  be 
of  this  century,  but  we  have  noticed  it  tinder  the  sixth  century, 
l^onia  of        fi.  Amongst  the  earliest  specimens  of  the  dignified  and  religious  mode 
tbestboen-  ^f treating  pictures  in  mosaic  produced  in  the  fifth  centmy  are  the 
following : — 

a.  Two  pictures  in  the  church  of  San  Lorenzo, 'Milan.    One  of  them 

represents  Christ  and  his  apostles ;  the  other  a  pastoral  scene, 
intended,  as  it  is  said,  for  tne  sacrifice  of  Isaac,  with  shepherds 
and  their  flocks  in  the  foreground,  and  a  moantainoos  country 
in  the  distance.  We  have  met  with  no  record  of  the  date  of 
these  pictures,  but  they  are  decidedly  free  from  Byzantine 
influence. 

b.  The  decorations  of  the  baptistry  of  Ravenna.    In  the  centre  of  tiie 

dome  is  the  Baptism  of  Christ;  surrounding  this  are  twelve 
apostles  of  colossal  size  on  a  blue  background,  separated  by  gold 
acanthus  plants.  In  the  spandrils  of  the  arches  below  are  the 
prophets,  oetween  magnificent  gold  arabesques  on  a  blue  ground  ; 
the  heads  of  the  figures  are  small,  but  d^ntfied. 

c.  The  decorations  of  the  chapel  of  the  Empress  Galla  Flacidia. 

These  consist  chiefly  of  gold  ornaments  on  a  dark  blue  ground, 
and  produce  a  harmonious  effect.  The  figure  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd seated  amongst  his  flock,  which  are  represented  on  different 
planes,  struck  us  as  the  portion  of  the  composition  most  worthy 
of  reproduction. 

d.  The  ceiling  decorations  of  the  apsis  of  the  baptistry  of  the  Lateran 

at  Rome.  They  represent  the  Lamb  and  four  doves  as  a  centre, 
surrounded  by  gold  green  tendrils  on  a  dark  blue  ground. 

e.  Numerous  small  panel  pictures  in  the  antique  style  of  composition, 

now  occupying  the  walls  of  the  centre  aisle  of  St.  Maria  Maggiore, 
Rome,  of  which  the  subjects  are  taken  from  the  Old  Testoment. 
They  have  been  much  restored.  On  the  arch  of  triumph  are 
represented,  one  over  the  other,  the  incidents  o^e^life  of  Christ. 
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None  of  these  mosaics  are  well  seen,  but  we  instance  the  subject  Appendix  D. 
of  Abraham  entertaining  the  Angels  as  a  good  specimen  of  them,  sbfostov 
f.  The  mosaics  on  the  arch  of  triumph  of  St.  Paolo  fdori  le  Mura,      Soitth 
Rome,  are  also  of  this  period,  but  they  have  been  so  thoroughly    ^^^j^^ 
restored,  and  so  caricatured  in  the  process,  that  no  idea  can  be    Mubbux. 
formed  of  their  original  e£Fect. 

7.  The  finest  mosaics  of  the  sixth  century  are  found  at  Rome  and  Monica  of 
Ravenna.    They  comprise :—  tSy?*^  *^*^* 

a.  The  severe  and  grand  mosaics  of  SS.  Ck)smo  e  Damiano  (A.D. 

525-530).  The  figure  of  Christ  is  a  grand  specimen  of  the  art  of 
this  age ;  the  coimtenance  and  attitude  are  remarkable  for  their 
quiet  niijesty.  The  other  figures  show  a  little  stiffness,  as  if  the 
Byzantine  influence  was  beginning  to  be  felt*  The  background, 
like  that  of  all  the  nreoeding  mosaics,  is  blue. 

b.  The  decorations  of  tne  Tribune,  including  the  space  leading  to  it 

in  the  church  of  San  Vitale,  Ravenna  (A.D.  549).  Of  these 
the  picture  mosaics,  representing  in  procession  Justinian  and 
Theodora,  being  amongst  the  few  remaining  specimens  of  the 
higher  style  of  profane  pictures,  are  of  g^reat  interest.  They  are 
also  especially  valuable  as  examjples  of  rich  costumes.  Some  of 
the  ornamental  mosaic  works  m  this  apsis,  consisting  of  vine 
tendrils  and  birds  on  a  blue  ground,  are  highly  decorative  in 
their  character. 

c.  The  two  grand  processional  friezes  of  the  church  of  St.  Apollinare 

Nuovo,  Ravenna  (A.D.  553-^66).  These,  so  far  as  we  are  aware, 
are  unique.  On  the  one  side  of  the  nave  siunts  and  mart^ 
advance  towards  Christ  on  the  throne;  on  the  other,  a  similar 
procession  of  female  martyrs,  headed  by  three  kings,  approach 
the  Virgin  with  the  infant  Saviour  on  her  knee.  The  figures 
Uke  those  of  San  Vitale  are  on  a  gold  ground.  Those  at  the 
head  of  each  procession  appear  to  be  the  best. 

d.  The  mosaics  of  the  chapel  of  the  archbishop's  palace.    The  centre 

dome  contains  a  medaUion  with  the  monogram  of  Christ  sup- 
ported by  four  gracefiil  angels. 

e.  The  fine  mosaic  of  St.  Pudenziana,  Rome.    In  point  of  com- 

position and  freedom  of  treatment,  this  mosaic  suggests  art  of 
a  much  earlier  period  than  is  usualbr  assigned  to  it.  Unfor- 
tunatelv  it  has  been  too  repeatedly  ana  largely  restored  to  render 
it  expedient  to  reproduce  any  part  of  it,  except  by  drawing. 

8.  The  mosaics  of  the  arch  of  St.  Lorenzo  fuori  le  Mura,  Rome,  have 
been  too  much  restored  to  be  of  any  service  as  illustrations  of  the 
histoiy  of  mosaic  art.  They  manifest  also  very  decidedly  a  decline 
in  art. 

9.  Of  mosaics  produced  in  the  seventh  centurv,  which  we  exa-  Mosaicior 
mined,  that  of  the  tribune  of  St.  Agnese  fiiori  le  Mura,  Rome  (A.D.  theTthoen* 
625-638),  struck  us  as  rude  and  poor.    In  mode  of  execution  it  shows  ^^* 

the  late  Roman  manner ;  in  tr^itment,  the  Byzantine.  Excepting  as 
illustrating  the  change  of  style,  which  was  now  rapidly  taking  place,  it 
is  of  little  interest.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  mosaics  of  St. 
Stephano  Rotondo,  Rome,'  and  of  St.  Pietro  in  Vincolo,  Rome,  which 
are  almost  cotemporary  with  that  of  St.  Agnese. 

a.  The  tribune  of  St.  Apollinare  in  Classe,  Ravenna,  contains  a  highly 
decorative  cross  upon  a  gold  ground,  with  a  half-length  figure  of 
Christ  in  the  centre.  On  the  face  of  the  wall  in  front  of  the 
tribune,  the  figures  of  the  archangels,  Michael  and  Gabriel,  show 
traces  of  an  older  and  better  style  of  art  than  is  common  in  this 
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10.  A  fragment  of  a  large  mosaic  picture,  which  represents  the  Virgin 
and  Child  and  Joseph,  and  is  now  in  the  sacristy  of  St.  Maria  in  Cos- 
medin,  Rome  (A.D.  708-/15),  shows  composition  of  good  character, 
somewhat  in  the  older  taste. 

11.  A  rapid  decline  in  art  now  took  place,  hut  though,  from  the 
high  art  point  of  view,  the  mosaics  produced  between  the  beginning  of 
the  ninth  and  that  of  the  thirteenth  centuiy  possess  httle  to  admire, 
yet,  considered  with  reference  to  decorative  art,  many  of  them  have 
great  merit.  Specimens  of  the  arabesques  of  this  age,  consisting  of 
animals  intermixed  with  foliage,  would  nave  considexahle  value.  We 
examined  with  i 
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The  mosaics  of  St.  Maria  Navicella,  Rome.  Here  the  figures  are 
absurdly  stifp,  but  the  foliage  decoration  is  well  worth  attention. 

The  gracefiil  arcades  in  which  the  artist  has  placed  his  figures  in 
St.  Franceses  Romana  merit  attention. 

The  decorations  of  the  apsis  of  the  choir  in  St.  Ambrogio, 
Milan.  The  cities  of  Turin  and  Milan  on  the  right  and  left  of 
the  Saviour  are,  for  museum  purposes,  the  best  portions  of  this 
composition.  They  are  not  only  decorative,  but  are  executed 
with  care.  The  mosaic  of  the  acgoiniug  chapel  of  St.  Satiro  we 
were  unable  to  examine,  as  it  was  covered  with  scaffolding  at  the 
time  of  our  visit. 

12.  In  the  mosaics  of  St.  Prassede,  Rome,  though  the  general  effect 
is  rich,  there  is  nothing  left  of  the  grand  colossal  forms  of  older  art,  and 
what  is  wanting  in  grandeur  is  endeavoured  to  be  made  up  by  multi- 
plicity of  figures. 

13.  A  small  frieze  of  decorative  mosaic  work,  consisting  of  gold 
ornaments  on  a  blue  ground,  with  small  medallion  portraits,  over  the 
vestibule  of  St.  Cecilia  in  Trastevere,  Rome,  and  also  more  important 

Pictures  on  the  tribune  and  its  arch,  of  similar  character  with  those  of 
t.  Prassede. 

14.  The  chief  mosaic  of  St.  Marco,  Rome  (A.D.  827-844),  reprosents 
the  figure  of  Christ,  standin^^,  and  on  each  side  of  it  lanky  lean  figures 
by  no  means  too  firm  on  their  legs.  Each  of  the  figures  is  mounted  on 
a  cushion  stool,  which  does  not  add  to  one's  confidence  that  they  are 
really  able  to  etand. 

Mosaics  of  15.  After  the  close  of  the  ninth  century  occurs  the  only  gap  in  the 
iith  cen-  series  of  illustrations  of  Mosaic  work  existing  in  Italy.  Some  of  tlie 
turies.  mosaics  of  St,  Mark's,  Venice,  may  have  been  produced  m  the  tenth 

century,  but  we  met  with  none  attributable,  with  certainty,  to  this 
period.  Of  the  eleventh  century,  however,  if  not  of  the  tenth,  are  the 
mosaics  of  the  cupolas  of  this  cathedral.  They  consist  of  large  meagre 
figures,  on  a  gold  ground,  of  the  extreme  Byzantine  type.  They  have 
no  restingplaces  for  their  feet,  and  look  unstable  and  stiff  to  the  hust 
degree.  The  execution  is,  however,  careful.  We  had  the  opportunity 
of  a  close  inspection  of  some  of  this  work,  which  was  under  repair  by 
Salviati  and  Co. 

16th.  After  the  eleventh  century  there  are  clear  indications  in  the 
mosaics  of  a  release  from  Byzantine  influence,  and  of  the  rise  of  Italian 
art. 

a.  In  the  mosaics  of  St.  Maria  in  Trastevere,  Rome  (A.D.  1139-1153), 
we  found  pagan  genii  again  introduced;  a  new  conception  of 
the  Christ  and  Virgin.;  soft  and  rounded  forms,  and  short 
rather  than  long  proportions  in  the  figures.  Some  panel  pictures 
on  the  face  of  the  arch  of  the  dome  might,  we  think,  be  repro- 
duced. 
h»  In  the  cathedral  of  Monreale  and  the  Capella  Reale,  Palermo, 
many  of  the  subjects  show  considerable  knowledge  o£  compo* 
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aitkm,  and.  the  Byzuiiine  stiffiiiess  and  unmobility  hare  given 
place  to  a  somewhat  prancing  and  lively  action.  In  subjects 
and  design  there  is  little  more  difference  between  the  mosaics 
of  the  two  churches  than  is  necessitated  by  the  architectural 
featurefl  of  the  buildings,  but  in  the  apsis  of  the  former  there 
is  also  a  colossal  figure  of  the  Saviour  of  very  superior  de- 
sign. Father  Gravina,  who  has  made  these  mosaics  the  study 
of  his  li£e«  informed  us  that,^,  in  his  opinion,  the  Sicilian  work 
was  executed  by  Bysantine  artists  who  had  learnt  something 
of  oompoflitton  from  examples  of  Italian  art.  Father  (kavina's 
originid  drawings  of  the  Monreale  mosaics,  90  in  number,  are, 
we  may  mention,  o£fered  for  sale  for  500/.,  and  we  consider  that 
they  would  be  a  valuable  acquisition  for  the  museum. 

c.  The  most  interesting  mosaics  of  this  period  are  those  of  the  Basi- 

lica of  San  Clemente,  Rome.  The  semidome  of  the  tribune  is 
covered  with  branches  of  a  vine  arranged  in  the  decorative 
manner,  from  midst  of  which  rises  a  crucifix  with  doves  on  it. 
Amongst  the  boughs  are  little  human  figures.  Tbe  whole  is  on 
a  gold  ground.  The  arrangement  of  this  composition  is  very 
simple'and  architecturally  decorative  in  character. 

d.  In  the  cathedral  of  the  island  of  Torcello,  Venice,  which  is  rich  in 

mosaics,  supposed  to  be  of  this  period,  we  observed  the  soffit  of 
an  arch  of  a  side  chapel  covered  with  mosaic  ornament  of  great 
beauty  and  very  decorative  in  character.  We  are  of  opinion* that 
this  should  be  reproduced. 
€,  The  mosaics  in  the  Cappella  Zeno,  San  Marco,  Venice,  are  exe- 
cuted with  great  care  and  are  fine  in  conception. 

17.  At  Palermo  we  also  visited  the  church  of  the  Martorana,  but 
found  the  mosaics  very  unequal  to  those  already  mentioned.  The 
mosaics  of  the  Sala  Normana,  which  are  much  restored,  and  of  the  Ziza, 
though  decorative  in  style,  we  considered  as  being  of  insufficient  inte- 
rest to  call  for  reproduction  in  any  form, 

18.  The  colossal  figures  of  the  apsis  of  St.  Paolo  fuori  le  Mura  (A.D. 
1216-1^7),  though  showing  a  return  to  a  better  style  of  art,  are  far 
more  Byzantinish  than  the  mosaics  of  St.  Maria  in  Trastevere  and 
St.  Clemente,  and  have  no  features  which  would  'render  it  desirable  to 
reproduce  them.  Some  mosaics  of  St.  Costanza,  Rome  (A.D.  1254- 
1261),  and  on  the  hont  of  the  Duomo  of  Spoleto  (A.D.  1267),  which  we 
also  inspected,  are  likewise  of  no  peculiar  interest. 

a.  Some  of  the  best  works  of  this  period  we  found  in  the  vestibule  of 

San  Marco,  Venice.  ITiejr  represent  scenes  from  Bible  history, 
and  are  executed  on  white  and  ^old  grounds.  Some  of  the 
decorative  bands  on  the  arches  dividing  and  surrounding  the 
cupola  are  of  great  beauty. 

b.  Of  the  lM;er  part  of  the  13th  century,  and  perhaps  the  beginning  of 

the  14th,  are  the  mosaics  of  the  Baptistery  of  San  Marco,  Venice, 
but  as  they  are  more  Bvzantine  and  conventional  than  many 
works  of  earlier  date,  we  decided,  after  full  consideration  of  their 
merits  in  execution,  that  they  might  be  illustrated  sufficiently 
well  by  drawings. 

c.  The  mosaic  of  the  apsis  of  St.  John  Lateran  and  that  of  St.  Maria 

Maggiore,  Rome,  by  Jacopus  Toriti  (A.D.  1287-1292)  show  a 
great  advance  in  art,  and  the  latter  we  considered  to  be  by  far 
the  finest  work  we  had  seen  of  either  earlier  or  later  date.  It 
possesses  "  dignity,  grace,  and  decorative  beauty  of  arrangement"* 
in  the  highest  degree.    This  work  should  at  least  be  w3l  copied. 
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It  18  probably  too  large  to  admit  of  its  being  leprodnoed  in 
mosaic. 

d»  We  noted  also  of  this  period  two  monmnents,  one  in  St.  Maria 
sopra  Minerva,  the  other  in  St.  Maria  Magnore,  Rome,  the 
mosaics  of  which  exhibit  a  further  advance  in  tiie  new  style,  and 
admit  of  reproduction  without  great  cost. 

tf.  The  mosaic  in  Restituta,  Naples,  of  the  Virgin  between  St.  Janna- 
rius  and  a  saint  is  unoertam  in  date,  but  was  probably  executed 
about  the  year  1300.  The  forms  are  free  and  dignifi^  and  tiie 
execution  as  delicate  as  that  of  the  best  Byzantine  work. 

19.  The  mosaics  of  St.  Miniato,  Florence  (A.D.  1297),  we  found  to  be 
more  in  the  Byzantine  than  in  the  new  style,  and  consequently  of  litUe 
or  no  service  in  the  plan  we  had  in  view. 

20.  In  the  baptistery  of  Florence  we  found  mosMcs  of  the  date  1225, 
over  the  altar  by  Jacopus,  a  Franciscan  monk,  and  others  on  the  dome 
(A.D.  1213-1294),  by  Andrew  Tafi,  who  studied  under  the  Greek 
mosaidsts  at  Venice,  and  has  consequently  given,  with  delicate  and 
neat  execution,  much  of  the  fiyzantme  'stiffiness  to  his  figures.  The 
remainder  of  the  work  of  this  baptisteiy  is  by  various  hands  and  of 
various  dates  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain ;  and  we  think  that^one  of  it 
should  be  reproduced,  except  by  drawing  one  or  more  of  the  best 
portions. 

21.  The  celebrated  mosaic  of  the  Navicdla  attributed  to  Giotto  is  also 
of  this  period.  It  has  undergone  many  restorations  and  need  scttoely 
have  a  copy  made  of  it.    The  following,  however,  deserve  more  notice. 

a.  The  mosaic  which  occupies  the  northern  lunette  of  the  fo^e  of 

St.  Marco,  representing  the  old  cathedral,  is  a  work  of  great 
architectural  and  decorative  merit. 

b.  The  mosaic  of  a  Gothic  tomb  in  SS.  Giovanni  e  Paolo,  Venice.  It 
occupies  the  lunette  and  is  a  good  illustration  of  the  use  of  mosaic  with 
stone  work. 

22.  The  mosaic  by  Ghirlandigo  over  the  north  door  of  the  cathedral, 
Florence,  we^  consider  to  be^worth  reproduction,  as  it  is  not  large  and 
is  of  great  beauty.  We  also  think  that  some  portion  of  the  mosaics  of 
the  MascoU  chapel,  St.  Marco,  Venice,  hj  Michde  Giambono  (A.D. 
1490),  representmg  the  histoiy  of  the  Virgin,  which  are  architecturally 
decorative  and  are  Deautifiilly  executed,  should  be  reproduced. 

23.  Of  the  16th  century  we  found  no  mosaics  possessing  the  charac- 
teristics which  we  believe  to  be  essential  to  the  mosaic  art  The  mosaic 
on  the  roof  of  the  chapel  of  St.  Helena  in  the  church  of  St.  Crooe  in 
Gerusalemme,  Rome,  has  some  fine  figures  which  might  be  su£Sciently 
well  represented  by  a  drawing.  The  designs  by  Raphael  for  the  mosaics 
of  the  ceiling  of  the  church  of  St.  Maria  del  Popolo,  Rome,  and  the 
mosaics  of  the  Gaetano  chapel,  St.  Pudenziana»  Rome,  may  be  worth 
illustrating  by  a  specimen,  to  complete  the  series,  but  as  mosaics  they 
appeared  to  us  to  be  failures. 

24.  Those  of  the  Sacristy  of  San  Marco,  Venice  (A.D.  1530),  are 
more  pleasing,  particularly  the  cincjuecento  arabesques  of  its  vaulted 
ceiling,  but  they  are  scarcely  suggestive  of  mosaic  work ;  and  the  com- 
positions of  the  lunettes  of  the  cathedral,  which  are  of  still  later  date, 
are  more  imitations  of  paintings  than  of  the  character  which  such  a 
material  as  mosaic  naturally  demands. 

25.  Perhaps  the  most  striking  of  this  class  of  mosaic  is  that  of  one 
of  the  lunettes  of  San  Marco,  representing  the  Venetian  magistrates 
venerating  the  body  of  St.  Mark,  designed  according  to  Murray's 
Hand  Book,  by  Shun.  Rizzi,  A.D.  1/28. 

26.  The  mosaic  copies  of  pictures  of  the  great  masters  in  St.  Peter's, 
Rome,  are  too  well  known  to  call  for  any  remark.  r^ ooqIp 
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27*  In  the  foregoing  enumera^on  we  have  omitted  to  mention  some  ApiMndixD. 
of  ^e  less  importont  works  we  inspected,  either  because  they  are  indis-  i^^p'^oir 
tinct  and  too  miperfect  to  be  of  much  value,  or  because  they  have  been      South 
frequently  restored,  and  have  lost  their  original  character,  but  we  have    Kbhbivo- 
specified  an  ample  number  of  examples  to  enable  a  plan,  such  as  was    Mii^Bux. 
contemplated  in  the  orders  given  us,  to  be  drawn  up. 

28.  Want  of  time  prevented  us  from  visiting  CefiJu,  Orvietto,  Sienna, 
amd  Pisa,  but  the  mosaics  at  these  and  [perhaps  a  few  other  places  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

29.  Very  closely  connected  mth  the  early  Christian  mosaics  are  the  Bwly  Ohria- 
jiaintings  to  be  found  on  the  walls  of  the  Catacombs  and  early  churches  {^^^^ 
like  those  of  St.  Clemente  at  Rome,  and  we  recommend  that  some 
accurate  copies  of  these,  the  sice  of  the  originals,  be  obtained. 

30.  Before  any  plan  could  well  be  made  for  representing  the  history  Preparation 
of  the  art  of  mosaic  working  in  the  Museum,  we  consider  it  necessary  JlJ^T"*^ 
that  careful  drawings  shoula  be  made  of  the  principal' works,  and  it  will  mended, 
be  our  duty  to  submit  to  your  Lordship  a  statement  of  the  various  steps 

which  may  be  adopted  for  acquiring  such  drawings. 

31.  A  selection  of  the  most  characteristic  specimens  having  been  Mode  of 
made,  and  a  plan  of  operations  having  been  sanctioned,  it  wHl  be  neces-  S^fmoM 
sary  that  the  fac-simile  work  of  the  mosaics  chosen  be  executed  in  selected  for 
presence  of  the  originals,  and  we  think  there  will  be  no  great  difficulties  j^^^"^ 
m  finding  competent  persons  to  undertake  the  work.    Already  there  is 

an  estabUshment  formed  at  Venice  under  the  name  of  Salviati  &  Co., 
to  [whom  is  confided  the  restoration  of  the  Cathedral  of  San  Marco. 
So  far  as  our  inquiries  have  extended,  we  have  reason  for  thinking  that 
the  tariff  of  charges  made  by  them  will  be  found  to  be  the  cheapest. 

32.  It  is  our  opinion  that  mosaic  pictures  may  be  copied  with  greater  Moeaics  can 
success  than  pamted  pictures.    The  painted  picture  is  generafiy  the  ^pY^ 
work  of  the  artist  himself,  whereas  the  mosaic  picture  has  to  be  executed 

by  other  hands  after  the  artists*  designs,  and  is  more  of  a  mechanical 
operation. 

33.  We  ascertained  that  both  the  Prussian  and  Russian  Governments  1?^^?^ 
had  interested  themselves  at  different  times  with  the  subject  of  Italian  monic^by 
mosaics.    From  Ravenna  the  Prussian  Government  obtained  the  orurinal  foreign  ko- 
beautiful  mosaics  from  the  church  of  St.  Michele  in  Affricisco,  which  are  ^«™™eat«- 
now  to  be  found  at  Berlin.  The  Russian  Government  have  caused  very 

many  accurate  drawings  to  be  made  of  mosaics  in  the  churches  in  Rome, 
and  nave  given  liberal  encouragement  to  the  production  of  a  magnificent 
work  on  the  Cathedral  of  Monreale,  near  Palermo.  Our  visit  to  Italy 
on  the  present  occasion  is,  we  believe,  the  first  evidence  of  any  interest 
in  the  subject  of  pictorial  mosaics  for  wall  decoration  shown  by  the 
British  Government,  although  the  subject  has  been  studied  thoroughly 
by  a  few  private  English  inmviduals.

I  FORWARD  td  you  m^  report  onthe  general  anungemetit  of  tbe 
objects  comprised  in  the  various  Divisions  of  the  Museum  for  the  put 
-  •  '  year,  a  year  remarkable  for  the  many  and  important  additions  made  to 
the  collections,  whether  by  gifts,  nurchasee,  or  loans.  The  termination 
of  the  third  and  last  annual  Exhibition  of  National  Portraits  enabled 
me  to  appropriate  the  galleries  which  had  been  used  for  that  exhibition 
for  the  display  of  some  of  the  additions  referred  to,  and  but  for  this  dr- 
cumstance  a  large  proportion  of  our  new  acquirements  could  not  have 
been  exhibited  to  the  public. 

Art  Collections, — ^The  most  important  bequests  to  the  Art  collection  are 
the  TowTishend  collection  of  pictures,  books,  gems,  and  coins,  and  the 
Plumley  collection  of  enamels.  The  pictures  of  the  first-mentioned 
collection  have  been  arranged  in  the  East  wing  of  the  Exhibition 
galleries,  overlooking  the  Horticultural  Gardens,  previously  occupied  by 
a  portion  of  the  ?^tional  Portrait  collection;  the  books  have  been 
placed  in  the  Art  Library,  and  the  gems  in  the  South  court  of  the  Per- 
manent Museum.  The  coins  are  not  yet  readv  for  public  inspection. 
The  Plumley  collection  of  enamels  are  arrangea  on  a  moveable  screen^ 
which  has  been  temporarily  placed  in  the  North  court. 

Tlie  collection  of  Abyssmian  objects  lent  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen, 
the  Admiralty,  and  by  private  exhibitors  has  been  arranged  in  glass 
cases  on  a  raised  platform  in  the  centre  of  the  North  court,  and  has 
been  inspected  by  many  thousands  of  visitors. 

Attempts  have  been  made,  so  far  as  practicable  in  the  present  over- 
crowded state  of  the  Muleum,  to  improve  the  classification  of  the  oblects 
exhibited.  The  new  Keramic  Galleiy,  now  open  to  the  public,  has  been 
filled  with  specimens  of  the  potters'  art  of  all  countries  and  periods. 
Many  additions  of  potterv  and  porcelain  have  been  made,  the  acquisition 
by  purchase  of  a  remarkable  collection  of  Flemish  earthenware  being  the 
most  important.  The  collection  is  arranged  by  countries*  The  gallerv 
is  fitted  with  glass  cases,  which  are  placed  in  a  double  row  down  eacn 
side. 

The  collection  of  musical  instruments,  to  which  many  valuable 
additions  have  been  made,  in  like  manner  has  been  brought  together 
and  arranged  in  a  small  court  under  the  West  cloisters.  The  ancient 
Ei^lish  furniture  is  now  being  similarly  treated  in  the  same  locality. 

By  the  removal  of  the  temporary  staircase,  formerly  used  as  a  means 
of  access  to  the  Vernon  galleries,  and  also  of  the  rooms  a^ioining  in  the 
occupancy  of  the  attendiuits  of  the  National  Galleiy,  and  used  principally 
for  storeing  away  easels  and  canvasses  belon^^ing  to  the  studentoj  a 
great  improvement  is  efifected  in  the  North  doistere,  and  a  oonsider^rfle 
amount  of  space  gidned.  This  has  enabled  me  to  bring  together  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  of  Terra-cottas,  and  at  tbe  same  time,  by 
the  withdrawal  of  the  Terra-cotta  from  the  collection  of  Mediaeval 
Sculpture,  to  re-arrange,  and  greatly  improve  that  beautiful  and  very 
much  over-crowded  coUection. 

An  exhibition  of  works  representing  several  branches  of  Art  manu- 
factures, purchased  by  the  Department  at  the  Paris  Exhibition,  was 
formed  at  one  end  of  the  Soutn  courts  and  in  a  portion  of  the  North 
court  adjoining.  These  works  were  kept  together  irrespective  of  the 
the  classes  of  objects  to  which  they  belonged,  forming  inihemselves  an 
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ihtereafting  Exhibition,  especially  when  considered  with  regard  to  the  AppttkOix  D. 
amount  of  Art  knowledge  displayed  in  their  designs,  combined  with  bopobtiit 
cheapness  of  production.    Some  ouier  specimens  of  roveign  cabinet  work  Mb.  Thomf- 
selected  as  remarkable  examples  of  design  and  manufactare,  irrespective        ^'' 
of  cost,  such  as  Fourdinois  cabinet,  are  also  exhibited  in  the  South 
courts. 

On  the  North  staircase,  two  steined  glass  windows  have  been  placed 
in  position,  and  the  walls  covered  by  the  large  cartoons^  designs  for 
wocks.in  the  new  Houses  of  Parliament. 

Loans, — ^The  Loan  collection  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  in-  Loans, 
teresting    examples  from  Abyssinia,  before    mentioned,  lent  by  Her 
Msgesty. 

The  collection  of  Venetian  glass,  lent  by  Mr.  Cooke,  exhibited  in  the 
South  courts. 

The  collection  of  Dutch  pictures,  enamels,  &c.,  lent  by  Mrs.  Hope.  Dutch 
By  the  kindness  "of  the  Trustees  of  the  National  Gallery,  an  alteration  Pictures* 
was  effected  in  the  hanging  of  the  pictures  in  the  National  Gallery, 
which  enabled  me  to  fit  up  one  room  entirely  for  Mrs.  Hope's  beautiful 
collection.  The  pictures  are  so  nimierous  that  it  became  necessary  to 
j^e  some  of  them  on  screens  in  the  centre  of  the  room.  The  enamels, 
ivories,  porcelam,  &c.,  are  arranged  in  two  cases  in  the  Loan  court. 

Merrick  Collection  of  Ancient  Armour, — One  of  the  most  important  M^ck 
collection  of  objects  ever  received  on  loan  by  the  Department  from  one  ^5t^^ 
individual  is  that  now  exhibited  to  the  public  in  the  exhibition  gaUeries,  ^^* 

namely,  the  collection  of  arms  and  armour  from  Colonel  Meyrick.  This 
remarkable  collection,  numbering  many  hundreds  of  specimens,  has  been 
arranged  in  the  lower  rooms  of  the  galleries  overlooking  the  Horticultural 
Gardens.  By  the  removal  of  the  screens  erected  for  the  exhibition  of 
national  por&aits,  two  fine  rooms  of  200  feet  and  80  feet  respectively 
have  been  obtained,  the  first  being  filled  with  early  British  and  European 
arms  and  armour,  the  second  with  oriental  arms  and  armour,  and 
numerous  specimens  of  enamels,  ivories,  &c.  The  arrangement  of  this 
collection  was  superintended  by  Mr.  Planch^. 

In  the  galleries  above  these  rooms,  are  exhibited  the  competitive 
designs  for  the  proposed  New  Law  Courts,  and  also  the  drawings  or 
designs  for  fans  sent  in  competition  for  prizes  ofE'ered  by  the  Department 
to  female  students  at  tiie  drawing  schools  connected  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Science  and  Art. 

The  third  and  last  exhibition  of  National  Portraits  was  arrang^ed  National 
under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Samuel  Redgrave,  in  the  galleries  ^£^^o„ 
that  had  been  used  for  a  similar  purpose  on  the  two  previous  occasions. 
Aft^  the  dosing  of  the  exhibition  and  removal  of  t^e  pictures,  a 
portion  of  the  space  in  the  lower  gallery  was  arranged  with  some 
examples  of  the  collection,  now  in  course  of  formation,  of  Engraved 
National  Portraits. 

I  have  thus  briefly  enumerated  the  most  important  works  arranged 
in  the  Art  Museum  during  the  present  year.  Many  other  valuable 
additions  have  been  made,  both  permanentiy  and  on  loan,  a  detailed 
account  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Art 
Collections. 

EducationMusettm. — ^No  important  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  gene-  Education 
ral  arrangement  of  the  Educational  Museum,  and  tiie  space  is  at  present  ^uaeum. 
of  necessity  so  limited  that  this  collection  can  scarcely  be  considered  as 
more  than  stowed  away.  Many  additions  have  been  made,  some  of  great 
interest;  among  the  more  important  is  a  fine  collection  of  books^on  music, 
presented  by  Mr.  J.  Ella,  which  have  been  arranged  in  the  corridor 
opposite  the  educational  readina  room.    Among  tibe  purchases~at  the  , 
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ApftnOa  D.  puu  Exhibition  tat  a  <?nea  of  mechanical  models  br  M.  Scbroder,  of

These  interesting  examples  of  foreign  edacaticmal  applianees  wmd 
resulu  of  vrnemB  of  instructions,  owing  to  the  imposabUitT'  of  ^"'fc^g 
room  for  them  in  the  Edacational  Mnseom,  woe  tempoianlT  r^flfftrS 
in  the  Art  Moseom,  in  conjnnctioii  with  other  objectB  acqiuwd  at  the 
Pahs  International  Exhibition. 

The  details  of  the  additions  to  the  Educational  Moaeiim  will  be  found 
in  the  Report  of  the  Divisional  Keeper. 

Food  Museitm, — Owing  to  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  risttorsi 
it  became  necessary  to  withdraw  a  portion  of  this  collection  from  the 
Museum,  in  order  to  allow  of  greater  passage  room  for  the  circolation 
of  the  public.  Experiments  are  now  bneing  made  by  the  use  of  Tertical 
cases  in  the  place  of  horizontal  desk  cases,  bj  which  it  is  hoped  to  gain 
sufficient  space  to  idlow  of  the  exhibition  of  the  examples  prerionslT 
withdrawn.  No  other  change  has  taken  place  in  the  airangemoit^  and, 
with  the  exception  of  replacing  decayed  or  damaged  spedmens!,  rerj 
few  additions  have  been  made. 

Museum  of  Animal  Products. — So  alteration  in  the  arrangement  of 
this  collection  has  occurred  during  the  past  year. 

Museum  of  Economic  Fish  CuUmre.—The  examples  illustratire  of  fish 
culture,  formerly  exhibited  in  the  central  portion  of  the  Exhibition  Gal* 
leries,  have  been  removed  to  the  central  entrance  of  the  Horticultural 
Gardens,  an  arrangement  having  been  made  with  the  Society  for  the 
temporary  arrangement  of  the  Fish  Museum  in  that  situation.  Thia 
collection  can  only  be  considered  as  on  loan,  being  mostlv  the  prop<»iy 
of  Mr.  Buckland.  Many  new  examples  have  been  added ;  the  rearing 
of  salmon,  trout,  and  other  fish  has  b^en  carried  on  with  great  success. 

War  Hate-        War  Materials, — Immediately  on  the  removal  of  the  Fish  Museum, 
'^*'  preparations  were  made  for  fitting  up  the  space  thus  vacated,  to  receive 

the  Collection  of  War  Materials,  that  had  been  exhibited  by  the  War 
Department  in  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1867.  The  open  doors  and  windows 
were  glazed  in,  and  hot  water  apparatus  laid  down  to  wann  the  court. 
The  collection  attracts  much  popular  attention.  The  principal  objects 
consist  of  illustrations  of  the  process  of  manufacture  of  Enfield  and 
converted  Snider  rifles,  as  pursued  at  the  Royal  Small  Arms  Factory, 
Enfield;  illustrations  of  the  shot,  shell,  fuses,  rockets,  &c.,  used  m 
the  Royal  Artillery  and  naval  service.  These  specimens  are  all  protected 
by  glass  cases.  In  the  centre  of  the  hall  are  arranged  exampLes  of  the 
^mstrong  guns,  a  10-inch  mortar,  field  forges,  &c. 

structure  Structural  Collection, — ^The  room  immediately  a4Joining  the  War 
Museum.  Materials  has  been  fitted  up  to  receive  models  of  machinery ;  it  is 
intended  that  they  shall  be  shown  in  motion.  A  line  of  shafnng  has 
been  constructed  along  the  centre  of  the  room,  the  models  wUl  be 
exhibited  on  either  side.  This  room  is  open  to  the  public,  but  the 
arrangements  are  not  yet  completed.  Among  other  specimens  at 
present  placed  there  is  a  large  and  interesting  collection  of  Austrian 
tools  from  Vienna,  intended  fbr  carpenters,  joiners,  eoachbuilders,  ftc, 
also  a  lathe  and  carpenter's  bench,  all  remarkable  for  their  small  coat. 
No  other  important  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  Structural  oolleo- 
tion.  Many  new  examples  have  been  received  and  exhibited  in  their 
respective  classes.  Some  fine  specimens  of  tena-cotta  have  been  erected 
in  the  West  gallery.  Pooalr>

Museum  of  Naval  Architeeture, — An  additional  galleiy,  200  feet  in  AppendiiD. 
length,  has  been  allotted  to  this  rapidly  increasing  collection,  in  which        — 
the  contributions  ftOm  private  sources  have  been  brought  together.  ^^tSoS- 
By  this  arrangement  considerably  increased  space  has  been  obtained  for       sov. 
the  Admiralty  models  and  specimens.    Considerable  progress  has  been  Naval 
made  in  reconstructing  the  large  glass  cases  in  a  more  suitable  form  Huaeum. 
for  the  dispky  of  the  models,  with  a  view  to  accommodate  a  greater 
number  of  specimens,  and  bring  them  more  clearly  under  an  easy  range 
for  inspection.    Upwards  of  350  additional  models  have  been  received 
and  arranged  in  their  various  classes. 

Among[  the  more  important  additions  from  private  sources,  are  the 
oontribnnons  of  Mr.  S&M  Russell  of  models  of  many  celebrated  shins 
and  steamers,  including  the  very  interesting  workmg  models  of  tne 
''Great  Eastern;"  these  models  have  been  arranged  in  the  new  gallery 
before  alluded  to. 

Fine  half  block  models  of  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Ck)mpany'B 
Steamships,  lent  by  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Steam  Navigation 
Company.    These  rnodels  are  also  placed  in  the  new  gallery. 

Models  of  the  West  India  and  Pacific  Company's  Mail  Steamers,  lent 
by  the  West  India  Steam  Shipping  Com[iany,  are  arranged  adjoining 
the  above-named  Company's  ships,  and  an  interesting  series  of  paintings 
and  engravings  of  old  ships,  presented  by  Mr.  T.  Dyer  Edwards ;  these 
are  arranged  in  the  anteroom  at  the  top  of  the  staircase. 

Among  the  ships  of  war  in  the  great  central  room  is  placed  the 
beautiful  series  of  models  of  proposed  new  ironclads  that  were  ex-  ' 
hibited  in  the  late  Paris  Exhioitiou,  presented  to  the  Department  by 
Mr.  Napier. 

The  contributions  from  the  Admiralty  are  very  numerous,  and  include 
several  half  block  models  of  the  new  ironclads. 

The  details  of  the  numerous  additions  to  the  collection  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  Mr.  Merrifield,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Collection. 

Fernery  and  Chvunds. — ^A  large   addition  has  been   made  to  the  Fernenrand 
Ornamental  Fernery,  or  to  the  North  windows  of  the  Museum,  and  Grouud*. 
many  hundreds  of  new  plants  introduced.  Lord  Hawarden  has  presented 
a  large  collection  from  Ireland  for  the  use  of  the  Fernery. 

Many  new  beds  for  flowers  were  made  in  the  grounds  acyoining  the 
entrance  to  the  Museum,  which  were  kept  well  supplied  with  flowers 
during  the  summer  months.

Director  for  General  Administration. 

I  HAVE  to  report  upon  the  general  administration  of  the  Museum  as 
follows : — 

1.  The  visitors  to  the  Museum  have  been  steadily  increasing  until  the  Number  of 
average  number  on  a  single  free  dav  has  nearly  reached  the  average  of  visltora. 
the  weMy  total  of  all  visitors  from  1857  to  1868. 

2.  From  1st  January  1868  to'dlst  December  1868  the  visitors  regis- 
tered at  the  turn-tables  have 'numbered  881,076,  of  which  281,933 
availed  themselves  of  the  free  evening  admission  on  three  days  of  the 
iroek.    (See  page  392.) 

3.  It  is  found  that  the  public  apptredate  the  rule,  now  so  generally 
known,  that  the  Museum  is  open  daily  except  on  Sundays,  throughout 
the  year  (Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Saturdays,  ft«e;  and  the  students'  daysj 
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AppendiiD.  Wednesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  by  payment  of  6d.),  and  thftt  it  is 
Bbpoetby  oever  closed  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  or  repairs,  which  have  been 
Kb.  Owbh.  carried  on  since  1857,  without  in  any  way  infrinfpng  upon  the  privileges 
of  the  visitoHU 

4.  During  the  summer  the  Metropolitan  lUulway  opened  a  station  at 
the  Gloucester  Road,  and  on  the  23rd  December  last  the -South  Ken- 
sington Station  within  three  minutes  walk  of  the  Museum  was  opened. 
It  is  probable  that  by  this  extension  of  the  Metropditan  system,  the 
number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  will  be  augmented./ 

5.  By  the  sale  of  periodical  ticketo,  vaiying  in  prioe.from  6d,  a  week 
to  lOf.  a  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  2,321  tickets,  amounting  to  117^  16s.

9.  The  inventory  is  in  course  of  being  arranged  in  accordance  with 
your  instructions,  so  as  to  form  a  dictionary  of  Art  objects  of  easy  refe- 
rence for  students  and  workmen  interested  in  finding  at  a  glance  the 
models  or  specimens  in  the  possession  of  the  Museum,  of  any  particular 
branch  of  manufiicture  they  may  be  engaged  upon. 

10.  When  completed,  copies  of  the  Museum  Dictionary  of  Art  Objects 
will  be  placed  about  the  Museum  for  general  reference. 

11.  The  inventory  is  further  beuig  arranged  in  chronological  order,  so 
that  the  visitor  may  ascertain  the  class  of  objects  of  each  period  of  Art 
manufiftcture  in  the  Museum  collections.

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4.  Report  of  the  Museum  Supebintendext  and  Assistaxt 

DiBECTOB  for  WOBKS. 

Sir, 

There  haa  heen  no  work  of  lazge  extent  such  u  to  call  for  a 
special  report,  executed  under  my  superintendence  during  the  past  year. 

1.  The  temperature  of  the  Museum  has  heen  fairly  well  mamtained 
during  the  winter  months ;  the  weather,  however,  was  at  no  time  TOtj 
severe.  There  being  no  system  in  use  at  present  for  artificially  cooling 
the  air  in  the  Museum,  it  of  course  was  very  hot  during  the  summer, 
though  the  thermometer  never  rose  so  high  inside  as  the  extreme  height 
of  the  standard  in  the  shade  out  of  doors.  Judging  from  last  summer, 
and  I  do  not  suppose  that  we  are  likely  to  have  a  hotter  one,  I  doubt 
if  it  would  be  worth  while  to  introduce  a  system  of  cooling  the  air; 
but  if  desirable,  the  best  svstem  probably  would  be  to  have  a  large 
refrigerator,  giving  a  considerable  amount  of  cooling  surfrce,  and  to 
drive  the  air  for  the  supply  of  the  Museum  over  this  cooling  snzfiuse. 
It  would  thus  act  similarly  to  a  hot  water  apparatus  for  warming  rooms. 
The  refrigerator  might  be  supplied  with  ice  direct  or  worked  by  a 
machine  similar  to  Siebe's  ice-making  machine.  The  relative  cost  of 
the  two  plans  would  decide  which  would  be  best.  In  either  case 
machinery  would  be  necessary  for  propelling  the  air,  as  the  inlets  foi 
air  to  the  Museum  are  all  below  the  floor,  and  a  column  of  cold  air 
would  not  of  itself  rise  into  the  building. 

2.  Any  system  of  cooling  the  air  by  moistening  it  is  I  think  inappli- 
cable, as  the  moisture  might  damage  some  of  the  objects. 

3.  I  have  never  heard  any  authoritative  opinion  on  the  defter  of 
moisture  of  the  air  which  it  is  right  to  maintain.  No  doubt  it  is  very 
different  for  different  substanoes.  It  is  easy  to  understand,  for  instance, 
that  absolute  drjmess  would  be  best  for  objects  made  of  iron  or  any 
oxydisable  metal;  but  very  dry  air  would  damage  wood-work  and 
probably  leather-work. 

4.  Doctors  say  that  for  health  the  air  should  be  from  one  half  to  four 
fifths  satiirated  with  moisture.  These  limits  are  rarely,  if  ever  passed, 
in  the  lower  parts  of  the  Museum.  In  the  Raphael  Gallery  the  air  is 
sometimes  less  than  one  half  saturated,  but  as  Professor  uraham  and 
others  whose  advice  was  asked  on  the  best  method  of  preserving  the 
cartoons  recommended  that  they  should  be  kept  in  as  dry  an  atmosphere 
as  possible,  I  have  not  thought  it  adrisable  to  try  any  method  of 
reducing  the  extreme  dryness. 

5.  In  my  last  report  I  stated  that  the  new  refreshment  room  and 
corridor  outside  were  often  too  hot  in  consequence  of  the  pipes  which 
acted  as  arteries  for  the  supplv  of  hot  water  to  the  upper  floors  being 
exposed  in  the  trenches,  and  I  bXm  reported  that  I  thought  this  might 
be  rectified.  Since  then  I  have  connected  the  supply  pipe  from  the 
boilera  with  what  wafr  the  .return  pipe,  and  the  rehirn  pipe  with  what 
was  the  "flow,"  thus  entirely  reversing  the  current  tnrough  all  the 

Eipes  in  th^  building.  I  then  filled  up.  the  trenches  in  which  the  pipe^ 
e  to  the  level  of  the  upper  pipe,  thus  exposing  only  the  comparatively 
cool  return  pipe  and  preventing  the  loss  of  heat  from  the  other,  thereby 
rendering  it  more  efficient  for  the  supply  of  the  upper  rooms.  I  have 
also  arranged  that  all  the  water  shall  flow  to  the  upper  part  of  the 
building  before  it  can  return  to  the  boiler,  thus  ensuring  a  brisker 
current  in  the  upjier  rooms. 
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6.  In  order  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the  smell  from  the  refresh-  Appendix  p. 
ment  room  pervading,  as  it  now  occasionally    does,    the  rest  of  the  rbpost  st 
Museum,  two  shafts  are  being  built  at  the  back  of  the  building  to  act  as       (Uct. 
extraction  shaffcs  from  the  room,  the  draft  being  maintained  in  them    ^8™^* 
by  gas  burners. 

7.  The  same  system  of  extraction  shafts  worked  by  gas  burners  has  o'"chooli. 
been  inti'oduced  in  the  Female  Schools  with  generallv  beneficial  results, 
though  occasionally  in  very  rough  weather — of  whict  there  has  been  so 

much  lately — ^the  wind  is  too  strong  for  the  artificial  draft,  blows  out  the 
light,  and  comes  down  the  shaft. 

8.  The  increased  number  of  students  in  the  schools  has  of  course 
produced  an  increased  demand  for  ventilation,  but  I  hope  still  further 
to  improve  the  latter  without  any  considerable  outlay. 

9.  In  the  North  Court  an  alteration  has  been  made  to  the  gas%hts.  Ughtingof 
The  whole  bar  has  been  lowered  six  feet,  and  is  now  25  feet  firom  the  "''■w™- 
floor.    By  this  means  much  better  light  is  obtained  in  the  cloisters  as 

well  as  in  the  court  itself.  No  doubt  a  coiresponding  difiPerence  is  pro- 
duced in  the  heat  produced  at  the  level  of  the  floor  by  the  gas,  but  at 
all  events  no  inconvenience  is  perceived  from  it. 

10.  A  slight  alteration  has  also  been  made  in  the  disposition  of  the 
light  in  the  South  Courts.  Lengths  of  10  feet  have  been  cut  off  £rom 
the  north  ends  of  the  bars,  and  the  ends  of  each  pair  have  been  connected 
by  a  cross  piece  instead.    This  too  is  a  considerable  improvement. 

11.  Where  there  is  a  glass  ceiling  overhead  which  can  be  opened,  as 
in  the  Courts  and  Picture  Galleries,  the  system  adopted  of  having  lonjg 
bars  carrying  the  gas  jets  is  no  doubt  the  simplest  and  best ;  by  this 
means  the  l^ht  is  well  diffused,  and  the  products  of  combustion  pass 
off.  But  where  there  is  a  floor  overhead,  it  is  necessary  to  introduce 
some  system  by  which  the  fiimes  can  be  taken  away  in  flues.  Sunlights 
are  probably  the  best  mode  of  lighting  such  parts  if  objects  are  exhi- 
bited in  them. 

12.  The  great  defects  of  sunlights  are  that  the  light  is  too  much  Objeotions 
concentrated,  and  the  heat  evolved  by  the  combustion  of  the  gas  being  ^££* 
also  concentrated  is  very  intense,  which  renders  it  necessary  to  exercise 

great  precautions  to  obtain  safety  from  fire.  The  heat  is  beneficial  in  so 
far  as  with  a  proper  upcast  shaft  it  secures  a  good  draught,  and  there- 
fore ensures  the  remoi^  of  the  products  of  combustion  as  well  as  of 
foul  air  from  the  room.  Therefore,  where  it  is  possible  (which  seldom 
happens)  it  would  be  best  to  have  a  flue  made  so  thick  as  entirely  to 
keep  in  the  heat,  and  by  this  means  to  increase  the  draught  up  the 
shaft.  But  where  there  is  no  room  for  such  a  large  flue,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  get  rid  of  whatever  heat  is  evolved  by  providing  a  free 
current  of  air  around  the  flue ;  this  is  provided  for  in  tne  last  sunlights 
put  up,  viz.  those  under  the  Raphael  Gallery,  bv  taking  the  flue  through 
a  space  between  the  ceiling  ana  the  fire-proof  floor  above,  air  from  the 
outside  being  admitted  into  this  space.  Lieut.  Davies,  R.E.,  command- 
ing the  detachment  of  Royal  Engineers  quartered  at  the  Museum  to  act 
in  case  of  fire,  and  I  are  at  present  investigating  this  question  of  sun- 
lights somewhat  closely,  and  shall  shortly  report  more  minutely  on  it. 

13.  Some  time  affo  it  occurred  to  me  that  for  the  public  reading  rooms  Inwroved 
in  the  Museum,  and  for  such  other  places  where  the  light  is  required  ffiS^'*' 
only  locidly,  that  an  argand  light  mverted  and  made  to  bum  with  a  ^       ' 
down  draught  would  be  the  best  thing,  as  a  pleasant  steady  lij^^ht  would 

be  obtain^,  and  the  products  of  combustion  removed  without  the 
ascending  tube,  which  is  so  unsightly  in  '*  Rickett's  globe  light,"  which 
is  the  best  gas  lamp  hitherto  mtroduced  and  of  which  we  have  an 
example  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Art  Library.  I  have  been  trying 
experuneuts  on  this  principle,  and  have  now  a  lamp  fitted  up  i^  my 
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Appendix  ]>•  office,  which  shows  the  pneticabilitr  of  the  srsienu  I  understand,  too, 
that  in  the  Gaietf  Theatre,  opened  a  month  ago,  the  foot-lights  are 
arranged  in  this  waj.  It  would  be  venr  difficult  to  introduce  the  mtem 
into  the  rooms  at  present  u^ed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Librarian,  but  it 
might  be  considered  nitb  reference  to  future  buildings. 

14.  Experiments  are  being  made  in  lighting  the  refreshment  conidor» 
from  the  outside.  1  doubt  whether  a  sufficiently  good  light  can  be 
obtained  in  this  way  for  the  exhibition  of  objects  inside,  but  it  will  pro- 
bably answer  for  those  parts  which  are  mere  thoroughfares,  and  is 
particularly  fitted  for  the  exhibition  of  stained  glass. 

15.  The  total  number  of  gas  jets  in  the  Museum,  Schools,  &C.  is 
about  13,000.  The  total  consumption  of  gas  during  the  year  was 
15,510,500  cubic  feet.  Deducting  from  this  quantity  the  amoimt  con- 
sumed in  the  schools,  offices,  &c.,  and  for  nignt  watching,  there  remain 
9,458,500  cubic  feet  consumed  in  the  Museum  during  the  erenings 
when  open  to  the  public.  The  total  number  of  yisiiors  in  the  erening^ 
was  319,379.  This  would  give  30  cubic  fbet  of  gas,  costing  1  *8  pence  per 
▼isitor.  Excepting  the  cost  of  gas,  the  working  expenses  of  the  Museum 
divided  over  the  total  number  of  visitors  would  give  a  cost  of  8  pence 
per  visitor,  so  that  a  day  visitor  may  be  said  to  cost  8  pence,  and  an 
evening  visitor  rather  less  than  10  pence. 

16.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  an  alteration  was  made  in  the 
system  of  water  supply.  The  Water  Companv  had  laid  down  fire  mains 
when  the  Museum  was  first  established,  and  these  had  been  extended 
with  the  increase  of  the  Museum,  a  regular  rent  being  charged,  and 
such  water  as  was  used  fbr  ordinary  purposes  was  paid  for  according  to 
quantity.  We  have  now  bought  from  the  Company  the  mains  in  our 
premises,  and  our  mains  and  supply  pipes  are  now  all  joined  together, 
and  are  connected  with  the  street  mains  at  four  points,  wKtet  is  always 
on  at  high  pressure  so  that  it  can  be  drawn  from  any  put  of  our  pipes. 
All  water  coming  into  our  prendses  passes  through  meters,  and  we  piry 
for  the  quantity  indicated.  It  necessarily  happens  that  the  supply  is 
occasionally  shut  off  while  alterations  or  repanrs  are  being  made  to  the 
Company's  pipes ;  therefore,  to  insure  an  absolutely  constant  supply  of 
water,  it  is  proposed  to  have  reserve  tanks  in  convenient  places  m  the 
new  buildings.  At  present  we  only  have  two  such  tanks  over  the 
Lecture  Theatre  and  one  in  the  extension  of  the  offices. 

17.  Lieut.  Davies,  in  a  veiy  able  report  on  the  precautions  against 
fire,  has  suggested  that  all  these  reserve  tanks  should  be  put  into  com* 
munication  with  our  i^stem  of  water  pipes  in  snch  a  way  that  when  the 
street  mains  are  shut  off  our  tanks  may,  if  required,  dischar^re  their 
contents  into  our  mains.  This  can  be  arranged  without  great  difficulty, 
and  it  is  now  being  done. 

18.  Lieut.  Davies  also  made  some  further  suggestions  as  to  increasing 
the  accessibility  of  our  roofs.  Acting  on  these,  we  have  considerably 
improved  the  communications  on  the  roofs,  and  by  erecting  more  ladders 
to  the  roof  have  insured  as  far  as  possible  that  any  threatened  point 
may  readily  be  reached. 

Accidents.         l9.  Two  accidents  have  taken  place  during  the  year,  both  from  wind, 
•,  .  but  neither,  fortunately,  causing  any  considerable  damage.    A  chinmey 

was  blown  down  over  the  temporary  building  used  by  the  Royal  School 
of  Naval  Architecture  in  the  gale  of  1st  February ;  some  of  the  bricks 
came  through  the  roof,  but  no  farther  damage  was  done.  A  large  slate 
was  also  blown  off  a  ventilating  shaft  over  the  old  Sheepshanks  galleries. 
It  passed  through  the  outer  glass  roof,  but  was  stopped  by  the  sky- 
light ;  the  glass  of  the  latter,  however  was  broken.  No  one  was  in 
the  room  at  the  time,  and  the  fragments  of  glass  £Uling  directly  on  to 
the  floor,  the  pictures  were  untouched.  ^  I

LECTIONS,  being  the  Property  of,  oip  under  the  Charge  of,  the 
Department  of  Science  and  Art  at  South  Kensington. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  the  Board  on  the  state  of  the  above 
collections,  and  on  the  additions  to  them  by  gift,  loan,  or  purchase 
during  the  past  year. 

Pictures. — ^The  pictures  under  my  charge  are  subject  to  continual  S?"^**®" 
supervision,  and  are  generally  in  sound  condition.    The  changes  arising     ^  cturea. 
from  the  use  of  improper  vehicles  by  the  artists  do  not  progress.    These 
are  being  carefully  guarded  a^nst,  as  well  as  others  likely  to  arise  from 
atmosphere,  or  the  chance  of  ii^uxies  by  the  crowds  visiting  the  galleries, 
by  covering  all  the  pictures  with  glass. 

The  coUeofcions  have  been  so  utrgely  mcreased  since  my  lost  report.  Pictures 
both  by  the  valuable  bequest  of  the  late  Rev.  Chauncy  Hare  Townshend  ^^uc^thed 
of  136  framed  pictures  in  oil,  and  30  framed  works  in  water  colours,  and 
by  the  other  gifts  detailed  below,  as  well  as  by  the  highly  interesting 
and  numerous  series  of  Dutch  pictures  lent  by  Mrs.  Hope,  the  British 
pictures  lent  by  Mr.  James  Bell,  and  others,  that  the  galleries  devoted 
to  works  of  Art  of  this  class  are  quite  inadequate  to  receive  them.  The 
historical  series  of  British  water-colour  painmigs  begun  by  Mr.  Sheep- 
shanks, continued  in  the  valuable  gift  of  works  by  Mrs.  Ellison  and 
others,  from  year  to  year  augmented  by  a  few  purchases  reported  to  the 
Board,  is  now,  through  tlw  addition  made  to  it  by  Mr»  Townsend's 
beouest,  beginning  to  be  of  national  impbrtanee  as  representing  this 
truly  British  art,  and  as  large  bequests  have  been  promised,  I  would 
urge  on  the  Boavd  the  necessity  of  early  providing  a  proper  gallery  in 
wmoh  to  ezbibit  the  "  CoUeetion  of  paintings  in  water  colours  of  the 
British  school." 

The  picture  galleries  continue  to  be  a  great  attraction  to  the  general 
public,  and  are  resorted  to  by  yearly  increasing  numbers.  There  are 
always  more  appUcations  for  permission  to  copy  works  than  can  be 
allowed  in  the  general  interests  of  the  public.  ^  t

In  addition  to  the  large  collection  of  designs,  paintings,  and  modelled 
studies  by  J.  Flaxman,  R.A.,  Sec,  lent  to  the  Department  by  J.  Denman, 
Esq. 

During  the  p*st  year  14  works  in  water  colours  have  been  pur- 
obased  to  add  to  the  historioal  collection,  and  one  work  by  H.  S.  Marks, 
purchased  for  decorative  purposes,  has  also  been  transferred  to  that 
collection. 

The  cartoons  of  Raphael,  by  gracious  oermission  of  Her  Miyesty, 
removed  fVom  Hampton  Court  on  loan  to  tnis  Department,  continue  to 
be  studied,  and  to  attract  much  attention  from  artists  and  others. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  report  that  though  the  numbers  visitinff  the 
Museum  have  very  largely  increased  this  year,  no  injury  of  any  kina  haa 
occurred  to  the  works  of  Art  under  my  charge.

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6.  Eeport  of  the  MusEmi  Keeper  of  the  Art  Collections.      Appendix  D. 

1.  Many  of  the  improyements  of  arrang^ement  in  progress  at  the  period  Bepobt  bt 
of  my  last  report^  and  to  a  certain  extent  in  the  absolute  classification  of  Mb.Waij.i8. 
the  objects  in  the  Art  Museum,  have  been  completed  during  the  year.  ^||^^n?^ 
Hie  most  important,  and  in  itself  the  most  complete,  being  that  of  the  arrauge- 
dassification  and  arrangement  of  the  Keramic  collection  in  the  new  ^^'^^^ 
corridor  leading  to   the  theatre.    It  was  found  most  convenient  for  °^^^^* 
classification,  as  also  for  the  better  display  of  the  individual  objects  for 

Btudy,  to  place  them  in  comparatively  sm^  cases,  and  the  result  id  much 
more  satisftuirtory  than  coula  have  been  obtained  by  a  more  extensive 
grouping,  even  of  the  same  dass  of  ware,  in  larger  cases.  Each  glass 
case  is  Shelled  with  a  distinctive  label  of  the  country  or  province  to 
which  the  ware  it  contains  generallv  belongs.  Certain  miprovements  are 
contemplated  in  the  details,  whicn  the  construction  of  special  glass 
cases  will  shortly  render  practicable,  the  result  aimed  at  being  economy 
of  space,  and  the  better  display  of  the  smaller  objects,  especially  those  of 
French  and  English  production. 

2.  Great  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the  more  satis-  Mounting, 
factory  mounting  of  the  objects,  especially  Lace  and  other  Textile  fabrics, 
together  with  drawings  and  coloured  photographs  illustrating  particular 
phases  of  art  and  art  manufacture.  By  a  great  efiPort,  and  with  special 
assistance  during  the  summer  months,  3,849  examples  were  made  avail- 
able for  exhibition  either  in  tbe  Art  Museum  or  for  the  purposes  of 
circulation  to  exhibitions,  &c.  in  connexion  with  schools  of  Art  and 
Science. 

3.  The  acquisitions  by  purchase  during  the  year  have  not  been  nu-  Acquisitions 
merous,  but  the  presentations  and  bequests  have  been  more  than  usually  by  purchase, 
important  and  interesting. 

4.  The  following  may  be  specially  mentioned  as  amongst  the  more 
important  purchases  :— 

1.  A  collection  of  452  specimens  of  modem  Italian  jewellery  as  worn  by

^^^  objects  for  exhibition  has  continued  to  manifest  itself  on  the  part  of  the 

possessors  of  works  of  art  as  heretofore.  In  fact  the  chief  difficulty  has 
been  to  find  space  for  specimens  offered  from  time  to  time  which  it  seemed 
ungracious,  as  it  was  certunly  undesirable,  to  decline  to  accept  on  loan. 
Much  care  has,  however,  to  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  such  objects. 
7.  Amongst  the  more  important  loans  may  be  mentioned  the  trophies 
brought  from  Abyssinia,  consisting  of  the  erown,  robes,  seals^  Ste,  be- 
longing to  the  Emperor  Theodore,  lent  l^  H.M.  the  QumiK^W  the 
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coUection  of  gold  and  silver-gilt  plate  contributed  by  Her  Majesty  to  Appendix  D, 
the  Histoiy  of  Labour  section  of  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1867>  and  wnich  b,xpobs  bt 
Her  lirfigesty  not  only  allowed  i(0  be  exhibited  for  a  period  in  the  Loan  Ms.WaXiU0. 
Court,  but  graciously  gave  permission  to  be  moulded  for  reproduction 
as  electrotypes.

S.  Another  important  loan  is  the  extensive  collection  of  ancient 
armour,  belonging  to  Colonel  Meyrick  of  Goodrich  Court.  This  has 
been  arranged  in  historical  sequence  in  the  ground  floor  of  the  galleries 
adjoining  the  Royal  Horticultural  Gardens  recently  used  for  the  exhibi- 
tion of  National  portraits ;  and  together  with  an  interesting  series  of 
specimens  of  art  objects,  in  ivory,  metal,  8cc,  fonns  the  most  important 
section  of  the  Art  Museum  loan  collection. 

9.  Bv  the  regulations,  reported  as  in  foree  during  the  last  two  or  three  ^j^j^^ 
years,  we  systematio  study  oy  8ketchin|f  and  drawing  from  the  ohmcts  Sv^i^ 
in  the  Art  Museum,  has  been  largely  mcreased :  but  objects  on  loaa  leiiin. 
are  never  permitted  to  be  sketched  or  drawn  without  the  permission 

of  the  owners.  Colonel  Meyrick  has,  however,  most  liberally  placed 'his 
collection  on  the  same  footing  as  the  objects  belonging  to  the  Art 
Museum,  and  £rom  the  great  interest  shown  by  artists  and  others,  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  use  made  of  this  collection  during  the  current  jear 
will  tend  still  further  to  encoura||^e  the  study  of  Museum  examples  m  a 
practical  form.  The  following  is  the  return  of  objects  in  the  respective 
dasses  drawn  from,  during  the  past  year,  but  this  does  not  include  the 
numerous  studies  made  by  students  of  the  National  Art  Training  Schools 
at  South  Kensington,  aU  of  whom,  under  the  supervision  of  the  masters, 
have  had  access  to  all  objects,  except  loans. 

10.  In  1867  the  number  of  designers,  students,  &c.  availing  themselves  j^^^'^*'^^ 
of  the  privileges  of  the  Museum  under  the  regulations  for  special  study  JJ^°^ 
was  26,  and  the  number  of  objects  copied  185.    During  the  year  1868 

the  number  had  increased  to  91,  ana  the  number  of  objects  cofaed 
was  409.

Appendix  D.  11.  In  addition  to  tliose  who  find  it  desirable  to  apply  for  permission 
SspoBi  BT  ^  ^^  ^^6  objects,  and  thus  have  special  facilities  for  doin^  so,  a  very 
MjlWallis.  considerable  number  of  persons  avul  themselves  of  the  general  permis- 
sion to  sketch  objects,  the  property  of  the  Art  Museum,  when  they  do 
not  require  the  use  of  extra  seats,  easels,  &c.  nor  in  any  way  obstruct  the 
free  passage  of  visitors  from  one  object  to  another^  or  interfere  with  their 
examination. 

12.  The  etching  class  imder  the  superintendence  of  R.  J.  Lane,  Esq., 
A.R.A.,  has  continued  its  special  work  of  selection  from  the  Art  Museum, 
and  the  number  of  objects  issued  for  the  use  of  the  class  during  1868 
has  been  191.    In  1866  there  were  50,  and  in  1867  82  objects. 

13.  The  reproductions,  especially  by  the  electro-deposit  process,  have 
been  both  numerous  and  very  important  during  the  past  year.  The  prin- 
cipal objects  are  as  follow : — 

1.  Twenty-one  examples  from  the  collection  of  gold  and  sUver-^ilt 
plate,  lent  by  H.M.  the  Queen.  The  principal  specimens  being 
two  silver  tables  and  a  silver  mirror  frame  (see  page  339). 

2.  Eleven  objects  selected  from  the  treasures  found  at  Petrossa  in 
1837,  dating  probably  from  4th  or  5th  century.  These  objects,  as 
mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  were  lent  for  a  period  by  the  Rou- 
manian Government,  after  the  close  of  the  Paris  Exhibition  of 
1867. 

3.  Twenty-four  specimens  selected  from  the  collection  at  Knole  Park, 
and  dectrotyped  by  permission  of  the  Countess  De  la  Warr. 

4.  A  wine  cooler  or  cistern  and  a  wine  ! fountain  and  cover,  from  the 
originals  in  silver  lent  to  the  History  of  Labour  section  of  the 
Paris  Exhibition  of  1867,  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Chesterfield. 

5.  The  Outram  shield  from  the  original  silver,  the  property  of  Sir.  F. 
B.  Outram,  Bart.  The  original  shield  was  presented  to  the  late 
Sir  James  Outram,  Bart.,  G.C.B.,  by  fnends  in  the  Bombay  Pre- 
sidency, and  was  produced  by  Messrs.  Hunt  and  Roskell  from 
designs  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Armstead. 

6.  Shrine,  or  cover  of  St.  Patrick's  Bell.  Irish.  11th  century.  From 
the  original  in  the  possession  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Todd,  Dublin^ 

The  above  were  all  moulded  and  executed  in  electro-deposit  by 
Messrs.  Franchi  and  Son. 

7.  The  Milton  shield,  from  the  original  in  the  South  Kensington  Mu- 
seum, No.  646-'68  (see  page  316).  Six  electro-deposit  copies 
work  included  by  Messrs.  ^Skington^  in  the  sale  of  the  original 
were  from  the  Paris  Exhibition. 

8.  Chair  of  Dagobert,  from  the  bronze  original  in  the  Louvre,  Paris. 
Date  7th  and  12th  centuries. 

14.  Numerous  and.  important  additions  have  been  made  during  the 
year  to  the  collections-  of  water-colour  drawings,  &c.  for  study  in 
Schools  of  Alt,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  various  schools  have 
availed  thems^ves  ta  a  very  much  larger  extent  than  hitherto  of  the  pri- 
vileges offered.  The  tabulated  return  of  the  monthlv  circulation  shows 
the  marked  increase  not  only  in  the  number  of  schools  suppUed  but  in 
the  number  of  works  issued,  the  latter  being.  480  in  1868,  as  against  87 
in  1867. 

15.  In  addition  to  this  circulation  of  water-colour  drawings  on  loan 
for  dght  weeks,  and  oil  paintings  for  twelve  weeks,  the  system  of  deposit 
loans,  extending  frt>nrone  year  to  two  years,  has  been  frirther  developed, 
and  nreparations  are  in  progress  for  a  still  more  extended  use  of  objects 
suitable  as  loans  for  study.    A  successful  experiment  in.  au  extended 
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aystan  of  deposit  loaiM  for  exhibition,  in  connexion  with  Schools  of  Art,  Appendix  D. 
has  been  made  at  Birmingham,  the  result  of  which  will  be  detailed  in  j^sfobt  bt 
connexion  with  the  usual  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  year  in  the  Mb.Waixib. 
circulation  of  objects  to  viurious  exhibitions  held  during  1868. 

16.  The  collection  of  objects  for  circulation  has  been  largely  increased  CireulBtfon 
during  the  past  year,  and  complete  lists  have  been  prepared  and  printed.  ^x^^aSi? 
In  addition  to  the  important  series  of  electrotypes  detailed  as  added  to 

the  collection  of  reproductions,  a  veir  important  and  interesting  collec- 
tion of  jewellery  consisting  of  374  objects,  has  been  formed  of  the  du- 
plicate specimens  of  Italian  jewellery  purchased  from  Signer  CasteUani 
(see  page  339). 

17.  The  exhibitions  held  in  the  provinces  during  1868  were  not  so 
numerous  as  the  demands  during  1867,  appeared  to  indicate.  Possibly 
the  opinion  that  the  important  display  at  Leeds  would  attract  great 
attention,  influenced  the  projectors  of  two  or  three  proposed  exhibitions 
in  the  northern  counties  to  postj^one  them. 

The  fall  return  for  the  year  wiU  be  found  at  page  323,  ihe  number  of 
visitors  in  each  case,  and  total  amounts  receivea  for  admissions,  &c.  are 
given  in  all  cases  when  the  local  committees  have  supplied  the  informa- 
tion. 

The  following  may  be  especially  noted  as  the  principal  exhibitions  of  Art  and 
the  ye«  1868:-  ^^dgj^ 

1.  Lewes  and  East  Sussex  Art  Exhibition : — ^This  was  an  effort  made  by  in  the  pro- 

the  gentry  of  East  Sussex  to  arouse  public  attention  to  the  value  ^"^^^^ 
of  instruction  in  Science  and  Art.    A  suitable  contribution  with 
an  art  attendant  in  charge  was  sent  to  Lewes.    The  exhibition 
attracted  much  attention  in  the  district,  and  the  result  seems  to 
have  been  satisfactory  to  the  promoters  of  the  effort. 

2.  Wakefield  Industrial  and  Fine  Art  Exhibition: — ^This  exhibition 

originated  in  a  successful  effort  of  similar  character,  but  unon  a 
more  extended  scale,  made  in  1865,  by  which  a  surplus  of  3,000/. 
was  secured,  and  ultimately  expended  in  the  purchase  and  erec- 
tion of  buildings  suitable  for  an  Industrial  and  Fine  Art 
Institution,  including  a  school  of  art,  a  museum,  &c.  It  was  kept 
open  a  little  more  than  a  fortnight,  the  Com  Exchange  having 
been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  local  Conunittee.  As  an  in- 
auguration of  the  new  institution  it  was  a  useful  and  successful 
effort,  llie  contributions  sent  from  the  Art  Museum  were  highly 
appreciated,  and  a  deposit  loan  of  a  series  of  the  Stages  of  Instruc- 
tion was  made  to  the  School  of  Art  for  one  vear. 

3.  Over-Darwen  Art  Treasures   Exhibition: — No  school  of  Art  or 

Science  existed  at  Darwen;  but  as  the  population  around  is  very 
dense,  and  a  strong  opinion  was  expressed  that  one  of  the  results 
of  a  successful  ex&bition  would  be  the  establishment  of  such  an 
institution,  a  veiy  considerable  contribution  of  objects,  pictures, 
drawings,  &c.  was  sent  in  the  charge  of  a  clerk  attendant  from 
7th  May  to  1st  August.  The  success  of  the  exhibition  was 
complete.  More  than  2,000/.  was  taken  at  the  doors,  and  about 
1,200/.  surolus  is  returned  as  having  been  realised. 

4.  Bath  and  West  of  England  Society : — ^The  annual  meeting  was 

held  at  Falmouth  in  1868,  from  Ist  to  5th  June,  both  inclusive. 
A  contribution  of  objects,  and  framed  matter  was  sent  as  usual, 
in  charge  of  an  Art  attendant. 

5.  Leeds  National  Art  Exhibition : — As  the  School  of  Art  had  an  in- 

terest in  the  financial  success  of  this  exhibition  from  the  fact  thait 
the  committee  of  that  institution  abandoned  a  plan  for  holding 
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—  Mechanics  Institution  during  1867,  it  was  amnged  that  suitabLs 

]fo.W^un.  contributions  should  be  made  from  the  Art  Museum.    Theeom-} 

mittee  of  manaffement  did  not^  however)  avail  themselves  of  these 
arrangements  to  the  full  extent.  The  objects  sent  down  were, 
however^  changed  as  often  as  the  committee  desired,  undet  the 
regulations  mutually  agreed  upon.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
exhibition  did  not  realise  a  surplus  either  for  the  primary  object, 
the  benefit  of  the  Infirmary,  or  for  the  School  of  Art. 

6,  Ruthin  Art  Exhibition : — ^This  exhibition  was  projected  in  con- 

nexion with  the  National  Eisteddfod  of  Wales  which  was  held  at 
Ruthin  in  1868 ;  and  as  many  influential  persons  in  the  immediate 
district  desired  to  promote  the  establishment  of  a  School  of  Art 
and  Science,  a  suitable  selection  of  objects,  paintings,  &c.  were  sent 
from  the  Museum  in  charge  of  a  clerk  attendant.  The  exhibition 
appears  to  have  been  of  great  interest  to  the  district  around  Ruthin, 
and  was  kept  open  for  a  considerable  period  after  the  close  of  the 
Eisteddfod,  viz.  from  3rd  August  to  26th  September.  The  effort 
was  successful  financially,  but  the  local  conunittee  did  not  make 
any  final  statement  of  the  surplus  reaUsed. 

7.  Birmingham  School  of  Art : — Allusion  has  been  already  made  to  the 

experiment,  in  connexion  with  this  institution,  of  depositing  objects 
on  loan  for  exhibition  in  connexion  with  Schools  of  Art,  \imer6 
suitable  accommodation  can  be  s^orded  for  the  proper  display 
and  safe  custody  of  objects  calculated  to  be  useful  to  the  local 
industries. 

The  committee  of  the  Birmingham  School  of  Art,  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  permission  given  by  the  Free  Library  Committee  of 
the  Corporataon,  arranged  for  the  use  of  the  picture  gallerjr,  under 
the  authority  of  that  oodv,  in  the  building  of  the  Birmingham 
and  Midland  Institute,  ana  in  ready  connexion  with  the  School, 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  an  exhibition  of  such  objects  as  could 
be  sent  for  a  period  of  three  months  as  a  deposit  loan.  Eight  glass 
cases,  containing  the  duplicate  series  of  the  Italian  and  other 
jewellery,  electrotypes  of  silver  plate,  and  other  reproductions, 
and  a  series  of  objects  in  iron,  bronze,  &c.  selected  from  the  Art 
Museum,  were  sent  down,  and  amnged  for  exhibition'.  This 
collection  was  left  under  the  security  of  Art  Museum  locks  in 
the  charge  of  the  local  committee.  The  admission  was/r«e  to  the 
public,  and  the  artisans  displayed  great  interest  in  the  cofiection. 
At  the  end  of  the  three  months,  the  committee  applied  for  an  ex- 
tension of  the  loan,  which  was  granted.  The  exhibition  was  thus 
kept  open  fwrn  7th  S^tember  1868  to  dOth  January  1869,  or  126 
exhibiting  days.  The  number  of  visiton  during  the  period 
was  131,374. 

As  the  committee  applied  ibr  a  change  of  objects  alter  30th 
January,  this  was  arranged  for  to  the  extent  of  four  glass  cases, 
filled  with  the  more  recent  acquisitions  in  the  reproduction  sec- 
tion, and  a  series  of  objects  purchased  ttom  the  raris  Exhibition 
of  18679  as  iUnstrations  of  the  application  of  fine  art  to  cheap 
manufiEustures.  The  contribution  will  be  continued  until  the 
middle  of  April,  when  current  demands  will  necessitate  its 
withdrawal. 

1  tl8«  The  extension  of  tiiis  system  of  deposit  loans  will  lazgely  depend 
apon  the  acquisition  of  objects  specially  adapted  to  the  purpose;  in 
addition  to  the  mere  aooident  of  duplicates.  Objects  of  nmilar  dbaraot^ 
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to  those  already  in  the  museum,  or  objects  which  can  be  replaced  by  Appendix  D. 
better  and  more  important  examples  of  the  same  class,  an  desirable,  i^bpobt  jit 
The  jsalue  of  such  loans  to  the  more  important  centres  of  the  industry  lauWAuifli 
of  the  nation  cannot,  at  the  present  time,  be  easily  overrated.    Artizans  > 
who  cannot  posmUy  visit  London  may  thus  be  shown  examples  of  their 
handicraft  whieh,  with  opportunities  to  repeatiedly  visit  and  examine^  may 
be  of  ffieat  importance  to  the  industries  in  which  they  are  engaged..   The 
establishment  of  local  museums  of  a  permanent  character,  however  valu- 
able in  themsdves,  would  be  very  largel/ aided  and  supplemented  on 
important  points  of  detail  by  the  enlargement  of  such  a  system  of  deposit 
loans  as  that  of  which  the  experiment  at  Birmingham  is  an  example.

The 
number  of  readers  has  been  15,283;  being  an  mcrease  of  2,461  over 
those  of  last  year ;  in  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  the  return  shows 
an  increase  of  732  readers  over  the  corresponding  period  of  1967, 
although  the  numbers  in  that  year  were  the  largest  then  recorded,  and  of 
1,728,  when  compared  with  the  returns  of  four  years  ago.    In  the  month 
of  October  the  number  of  readers  was  nearly  double  that  of  October 
1864  or  1865. 

2.  It  is  obvious  that  the  space  which  was  insufBcient  then,  must  now  ^o^^  Qmu» 
be  whoUj  inadequate  to  the  requirements  of  readers.  q^d/  '^ 

Additional  room  is  more  urgently  needed  than  ever,  but  in  the  present 
temponuj  position  of  the  library,  such  space  cannot  he  gained,  out  by 
encroaching  on  the  Art  Museum,  and  even  were  it  thus  possible  to  make 
an  addition  to  the  present  reading  room,  the  space  acquired  could  not 
be  lighted  and  ventilated  in  a  manner  suitable  to  library  work. 

Well  founded  comphdnts  firom  readers  respecting  inconvenience  of  bad 
Hght  and  of  crowding,  especially  in  the  evenings,  are  frequent,  and  thus 
the  need  becomes  daily  more  apparent  of  a  reading  room,  where  students 
and  draughtsmen  may  have  reasonable  space  and  something  more  than 
the  second-hand  light,  which  now  makes  its  way  as  it  were  accidentally, 
into  the  only  room  that  can  at  present  be  allotted  to  them.  Not  less 
imperative  is  the  necessity  for  a  building  expressly  constructed  to  pre- 
serve and  exhibit  the  valuahle  collections  now  constituting  the  Art 
library.  The  classes  of  readers  for  whom  these  collections  have  been 
mainly  brought  together,  have  already  shown  their  knowledge  of  its 
value,  and  their  desire  to  make  good  use  of  its  contents ;  it  now  therefore 
remains  to  afford  them  by  the  construction  of  a  fit  building  sufficient 
facilities  for  their  work. 

According  to  the  recent  arrangements  of  the  Biblioth^que  Imp^riale, 
at  Paris,  there  are  two  reading  rooms,  one  open  to  all  visitors,  without 
any  resection,  the  other  a  SaUe  de  Travail  for  special  study.  If  this 
Bxrangement  be  found  necessary  or  advantageous  in  a  general  librarv,  it 
is  at  least  equally  so  in  an  Art  Library,  where,  besides  ordinary  readers, 
there  are  always  students  copying  who  require  special  desks  and  facilities 
for  the  use  of  colours  and  various  drawing  materials.  The  want  of  pro* 
per  accommodation  at  present  not  only  interferes  with  this  important 
use  of  the  contents  of  the  library  by  the  public,  but  also  increases  the  risk 
of  ix^ury  to  the  books ;  moreover,  the  deficiency  of  space  necessitates  the 
overcrowding  the  book-shelves,  and  thus  augments  and  at  the  same  time 
retards  the  work  of  the  library,  the  arrangement  and  press-marking  of 
books  being  rendered  more  compHcatea  and  reference  to  them  less 
prompt  and  convenient.

3.  The  necessity  of  having  space  in  oonneKicm  with  the  Art  Libnoy 
for  the  exhibition  of  the  oolleotion  of  drawings,  prints,  and  photographs 
of  architecture,  ornament,  &c.  becomes  more  pressing  as  the  collection 
increases  in  extent  and  value,  and  the  requirements  of  ^dents  seeking  aid 
in  the  library,  not  from  books  only,  but  from  its  store  of  art  illustrationB, 
become  more  varied. 

The  collection  contains  matter  calculated  to  be  of  the  utmost  utility 
to  such  students,  and  its  contents  are  kept  ready,  for  framing,  whenever 
space  can  be  found  to  show  them.  Although  every  facility  that  the  tem- 
porary rooms  of  the  library  afford  is  given  for  the  study  of  the  designs, 
&c.,  yet,  stowed  away  in  portf(dbs  they  are  apt  to  be  unknown  or  forgotten 
by  tnose  who  are  feeling  their  way  with  difficulty  over  the  very  ground 
that  has  been  securely  l^odden  by  masters,  whose  works  are  at  hand,  and 
could  be  readily  consulted,  if  they  only  knew  what  to  ask  for.  These 
works  must  be  advertised,  so  to  speak,  before  the  eyes  of  students  and 
before  the  public,  in  order  to  give  fiiU  scope  to  their  possible  utility.  At 
present  any  exhibition  of  them  is  impracticable  for  want  of  waJl  or 
other  space. 

4.  Trie  number  of  printed  books,  parts,  and  pamphlets  purchased 
during  the  past  year  has  been  3,1/3 :  presented  3,094,  total  6,287. 

Among  the  purchases  are  some  important  works  that  bear  on  art  topo- 

Saphy  and  lo^  antiquities,  as  Hoare's  Histozy  of  Wiltshire,  Hasted'a 
istoiy  of  Kent,  and  Bridge's  Northamptonshire,  valuable  works  of  that 
class  being  every  year  more  difficult  to  procure ;  amon^  miscellaneouB 
acquisitions  may  be  mentioned,  Loddige's  Botanical  Cabmet  in  20  vols  ; 
the  Marlborougn  Cabinet  of  Gems,  2  vols;  Westwood's  Illustrations  of 
Anglo-Saxon  and  Irish  MSS. 

Tiie  value  of  the  works  presented  has  been  great,  mainly  in  conse- 
quence of  the  bequest  from  the  late  Rev.  Chauncy  Hare  Townshend  of 
''  all  books  in  his  library  containing  engravings."  The  dutv  of  selection 
devolved  on  me,  and  the  result  is  stated  in  the  appendea  list,  which 
gives  briefly  the  titles  of  all  the  works  so  selected.  Among  these  books 
are  veiy  costly  and  important  publications,  and  others  calculated  to  be 
of  much  use  to  students  in  Art ;  the  remainder,  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  will,  became  the  property  of  the  Wisbech  Museum. 

By  the  Art  Union  of  London  were  presented  a  copy  of  Maclise's 
'*  Illustrations  of  the  Norman  Conouest,"  and  the  Reports  of  the  Art 
Union  since  its  orijo^n  in  1837 ;  by  Mr.  John  Henderson,  F.S.A.,  a  copj 
of  a  work  illustrating  bv  photographs  the  most  important  objecto  in  his 
collection ;  of  this  work,  which  is  privately  printed,  only  40  copies  were 
produced;  by  SirW.  C.  Trevelyan,  Bart,  various  books  enumerated 
below  including  some  not  now  easy  to  be  obtained. 

6.  The  total  number  of  volumes  and  pamphlets  in  the  library  is  now 
26,334. 

6.  The  regular  system  of  cataloffuing  the  books  added  to  the  library 
has  been  interfered  with  owing  to  we  temporary  removal  of  the  assistant 
eleric  who  has  had  a  chief  shsae  of  that  duty,  nevertheless  aU  fresh  acqui- 
sitions have  been  catalogued  with  the  exception  of  part  of  the  Townshend 
bequest  which  is  still  in  hand.  The  nlacing  and  press-marking  the 
books  has  been  rendered  nerplezin^  ana  laborious  by  the  want  of  space 
to  distribute  and  classify  tne  books  in  the  appropriate  presses. 

7.  The  index  to  the  contents  of  the  general  catalogue,  which  forms 
now  a  copious  subject  catalogue,  and  is  therefore  valuable  to  students 
not  famihar  with  the  names  of  writers  on  art  literature,  has  been  kept  up 
as  heretofore. 

8.  The  number  of  drawings  and  prints  acquired  has  amounted  to 
5,133.  Among  these  are  a  valuable  series  of  B2  most  highly  finished 
drawings  of  illuminations,  executed  after  the  originals  in  various  impor*

Townshend. 

Among  the  prints  are  a  collection  of  136  purchased  at  the  Jourdeuil 
sale,  including  a  series  of  about  60  pieces  of  ornament ;  various  examples  ' 
ei  deooiation  by  Le  Pautre,  Le  Glerc>  Berain,  Le  Moyne,  Boucharoon^ 
CouvilHer,  Mondon,  De  la  Joue ;  a  coUedion  of  about  2,000  prints, 
a  portion  of  the  Townshend  bequest,  including  examoles  of  the  work  of 
artists  chiefly  of  the  German  and  Flemish  schools,  ana  some  etchings  by 
Rembrandt,  Ostade,  Ruisdael,  Berghem,  Weirottor,  Waterloo,  &e.,  those 
by  the  two  last-named  artiste  forming  series  that  very  fairiy  iUustrate 
t£eir  respective  styles.  A  colleetion  formed  during  the  last  20  years  in 
Italjr  of  dOO  pieces  of  ornament  containing  interesting  works  of  the 
FeMs  MaUres  of  the  German  school,  engravings  of  gold-  and  silver- 
smith's wbrk,  of  wateh  ornament,  arabesques,  &c.  has  also  been  acquired, 
all  being  in  a  fair  state  and  manv  excellent  impressions ;  these  belong  to 
a  class  of  art  (chiefly  of  the  IGtn  century)  which  is  of  especial  value  to 
decorative  artiste,  and  in  the  report  of  last  vear  I  drew  attention  to  the 
desirability  of  augmenting,  as  &r  as  jiossible,  the  Art  Library  collection 
of  drawings  and  printe  of  this  description  whenever  opportunity  offered : 
the  acquisition  of  these,  therefore,  together  with  some  other  examples 
obtained  during  the  past  year,  aids  in  supolying  a  want  already  indi- 
cated ;  a  collection  of  454  etehings  by  Isnui  Sylvestre  brought  together 
during  the  last  30  yean  and  containing  works  some  of  which  are  not 
now  easy  to  acquire;  and  a  collection  of  563  pieces  of  ornament, 
escutcheons,  tail-pieces,  Sec.  by  PapiUon  and  others. 

9.  All  these  drawings  and  prints  have  been  registered  and  indexed, 
and  are  available  for  the  use  or  studente ;  their  systematic  classification 
has  been  proceeded  with  so  as  to  render  reference  to  the  collection,  which 
is  now  of  considerable  extent  and  value,  more  easy  and  expeditious. 

10.  The  number  of  photographs  added  to  the  collection  has  been  7>878,  Phoio- 
these  include  a  collection  of  84o  photographs  of  objects  of  art  in  various  srapba* 
pubUc  and  private  collections  in  France,  being  especially  a  record  of  the 
important  works  of  art  which  were  brought  to^^tner  on  loan,  and  exhi- 
bited in  Paris  in  1865  in  the  great  collection  called  the  "Mus^ 
Retrospectif";  the  series  of  portraite  from  the  National  Portrait 
exhibition  of  1868 ;  an  important  series  of  322  photographs  of  the 
pictures  in  the  Royal  GaUeij  at  Madrid,  and  100  illustrations  of  armour 

m  the  Royal  collection  at  Sf  adrid ;  a  collection  of  1,050  photographs 
teken  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Ptoker,  F.S.A.,  illustrating  the 
architectural  antiquities  of  Rome.  (See  noti6e  of  these  in  report  by 
Mr.  Pollen,  p.  390.) 

11.  Upwards  of  MOO  drawings,  1^77  prints,  and  3,000  photographs 
belonging  to  the  Art  Library  collection  are  either  exhibited  in  the  Art 
Museum  or  are  out  on  loan  for  the  use  of  schools  of  art. 

12.  The  portion  of  the  Universal  Catalogue  of  Art  Books  already  TTniteml 
issued  is  now  in  use  in  the  Art  Libraiy,  and  besides  answering  the  Sj*^^^' 
ordinary  purposes  of  a  catalogue,  it  affords  a  ready  means  of  noting 

works  wanting  to  complete  the  collection.

Deficiencies.      It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  collection  of  ironclads  belonging  to  the 
English  navy  is  slill  far  from  complete.    It  is  espedally  deficient  in  .the 
modem  examples. 
B«medy  for       I  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  I  have  succeeded  in  mate- 
^2^  rially  diminishing  the  mischievous  efPects  of  dampness  by  the  intro- 

duction, into  some  of  the  cases,  of  glass  cups  containing  fused  chloride 
of  calcium,  which  absorbs  the  mois^re  of  the  air  inclosed  in  the  cases, 
and  thus  prevents  any  deposit  of  dew,  either  inside  the  glass  or  on  the 
objects  exhibited.  Tne  question  of  the  preservation  of  museum  objects 
is  of  sufficient  importance  to  make  it  worth  while  to  give  a  full  account 
of  the  experiment,  and  of  the  considerations  which  rendered  it  neces- 
sary. 

Atmospheric  air,  as  is  well  known,  absorbs  a  certain  quantity  of 
watery  vapour  without  being  sensibly  damp.  The  auantily,  which  it 
can  so  tsJse  up,  depends  upon  the  temperature  ana  the  Darometric 
pressure,  but  cluefiy  on  the  former.  At  a  certain  pressure  and  tempe- 
rature  it  cannot  take  up  more  than  a  certain  oorrespouding  quantity. 
Any  moisture  in  excess  of  this  normal  amount  is  instantly  &posited  in 
the  form  of  dew,  whiJe,  if  the  moisture  be  in  defect,  the  air  will  slowlj 
absorb  it  from  any  moist  surfaces  that  may  be  within  reach.  Now,  it 
is  a  great  object  in  a  museum  to  prevent  any  deposit  of  dew  whatever 
on  the  articles  exhibited.  As  a  nue,  oxidation  does  not  take  nlaoe  on 
dry  surfaces,  while  iron  instantly  rusts  on  the  first  deposit  of  aew.  It 
is  not  sufficient  that  the  case  should  be  generally  dry ;  what  is  needed 
is  absolutely  to  prevent  dew.  In  any  place  where  there  are  consider- 
able changes  of  temperature,  this  can  only  be  done  by  introducing 
an  artificiid  desiccator;  for  if  air,  which  is  at  70°  sufficiently  dry  to 
remove  moisture,  be  let  into  a  case  which  is  aftmrards  cooled  down  to 
50°,  there  may  be  a  very  considerable  deposit,  which  will  fall,  by  pre- 
ference, on  the  metal  work.  The  air  in  a  closed  case  will,  moreover, 
absorb  air  from  the  wood  work,  and  by  infiltration  from  outside,  in 
summer  and  autumn,  or  in  the  daytime,  and  deposit  that  same  moisture, 
as  dew,  on  the  ironwork  in  winter  or  at  night. 

The  desiccators,  practically  available  in  respect  of  price,  were  three,-^ 
quicklime,  sulphuric  acid,  and  chloride  of  calcium.  The  first  was  out 
of  the  question  on  account  of  its  dust,  and  it  was  thought  that  the 
second  was  too  powerful  a  desiccator  to  be  used  with  safel^  near  wood 
work  and  glue.  Recourse  was  therefore  had  to  the  fVisea  chloride  of 
calcium.  Wherever  the  case  is  even  moderately  well  dosed  it  has  been 
found  an  absolute  specific  against  the  oxidation  of  iron  and  brass  work. 
It  does  not  prevent  the  sulpnidation  of  copper  or  gun-metal,  although 
there  is  reason  to  believe  it  that  diy  air  is  not  so  favourable  as  dampness 
to  this  form  of  decay. 

It  has  also  been  used  with  success  in  the  case  of  shot  and  sheUs  in 
the  Ordnance  Collection,  and  I  have  received  satisfactory  reports  of  its 
use  in  iron  safes  from  several  personal  friends,  to  whom  I  had  recom- 
mended it  to  protect  papers  ana  parchments  from  mouldiness. 

Wood  work  requires  .to  be  watched  lest  it  should  become  too  dry 
under  its  influence.  But  so  long  as  it  is  kept  from  absolutely  splitting 
and  warping,  the  desiccator  tends  to  preserve  it,  by  impeding  ttie  growS 
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of  fiingiis  or  mould,  to  which  all  dead  animal  or  vegetable  matter  ia  Appendix 
peculiarly  liable  when  kept  in  close  rooma.    There  is  no  doubt,  how-   aBPo^TiiT 
ever,  that  ffood  ventilation  in  dry  air  is  the  best  of  all  preventatives  Hs.  Mbio^ 
of  mildew,  aiy  rot,  or  other  fungoid  decay  in  wood.  field. 

The  quantity  of  fused  chloride  of  calcium  used  in  the  Naval  Museum 
during  the  paat  two  years,  1867-1868,  was  about  28  lbs.  at  a  cost  of 
Is,  per  pound.  The  pots  require  to  be  emptied  and  re- supplied  as  they 
fill  with  water.  Of  course  it  is  necessary  to  take  care  that  they  do  not 
overflow, — ^and  they  soon  fill  in  a  damp  position.

9.  Report  of  the  DmsiOK  Keeper  of  the  Educational  Col-  Bbpobtbt 
LECTIONS  for  the  Year  1 868.  *^  ^^*- 

In  the  reports  on  this  division  of  the  museum  for  the  years  1865,  Conflnod 
1866,  and  1867,  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  great  need  of  space  in  ^P*^^ 
which  to  exhibit  to  advantage,  and  iinth  due  regard  to  classification,  the 
numerous  and  varied  contents  of  the  collection.  No  permanent  exten- 
sion of  space  has  been  found  practicable  since  the  date  of  the  last  report, 
indeed,  owing  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  providing  wider  passage  for 
the  crowds  of  visitors  who  flock  to  the  museum  at  hohday  times,  several 
desk  cases  containing  geological  and  other  specimens  have  recently 
been  removed  from  the  entrance  corridor. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  past  year  space  was  temporarily  provided  TemDoraiy 
in  the  north  court  of  the  Art  Museum  for  the  exhibition  of  some  of  the  ^^^^ 
ac(}uisition8  obtained  for  the  educational  division  from  the  Paris  Exhi-  objects  in 
bition  of  1867,  as  stated  in  the  last  annual  report.    Among  these  were  ^^^ 
the  models  of  machinery  made  by  Schroder  of  Darmstadt,  the  examples  ^^^^* 
of  school  work  from  Creusot,  and  the  cosmographi(»l  apparatus  of  M. 
Henri  Robert. 

No  provision  exists  for  artificially  lighting  the  three  rooms  containing  Lighting  of 
the  greater  part  of  the  collection  of  educational  apparatus,  and  it  is  <»D«ottoM- 
therefore  necessary  to  close  these  rooms  at  nightfall  on  the  three  even- 
ings each  week  on  which  the  rest  of  the  museum  is  open.    Teachers  and 
others  interested  in  education  frequently  complain  to  the  attendants  of 
this  exclusion. 

The  reading  room  has  fully  participated  in  the  great  increase  in  the  Number  of 
number  of  visitors  to  the  museum  during  the  year  1868.    The  readers  '«»der8. 
have  been  8,493  in  number,  an  excess  of  more  than  2,000  over  the 
largest  annual  attendance  hitherto  recorded  (6,399  in  1866).    The  fol- 
lo^i'ing  table  shows  the  number  of  persons  who  have  consulted  the 
books,  &c.  since  the  opening  of  the  museum  in  June  1857 : —

The  reading  room  was  open  on  31 1  days,  thus  giving  a  daily  average 
of  27*3  readers.  In  the  evenings  the  room  is  often  inconvenientiy 
crowded. 

The.  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  educational  libraiy  on 
loan  or  the  property  of  the  Department  now  amounts  to  25,840.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  many  of  these  are  small  school  books^ 
reports,  pamphlets,  &c.,  often  consisting  of  eight  or  twelve  leaves  only. 
The  maps,  diagrams,  models,  scientific  apparatus,  and  otber  ol]r}ects  are 
8,172  in  number.  Here  again  the  number  is  swelled  by  many  com- 
paratively insignificant  contributions. 

The  purchases  on  account  of  this  division  made  in  1868  have  not 
been  numerous  or  important.    Among  them  are —

It  beoomes  my  duty  to  report  to  you  upon  the  result  of  the  in- 
quiries and  observations  which,  agreeably  to  your  instructions,  I  have 
made  with  reference  to  the  present  condition  of  the  educationiQ  collec- 
tion in  the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

That  collection  consists  of  very  miscellaneous  elements,  so  miscel*  Miscella- 
laneotts  indeed  that  it  may  be  necessary  in  the  sequel  to  make  a  few  ^^^»  ^^ 
observations  and  suggestions  as  to  the  limitations  desirable  to  be  main-  rdu^tional 
tained  and  the  discrimination  to  be  exercised  in  comprehending  the  collections. 
various  objects  exhibited  in  the  division  appropriated  to  educational 
purposes.     It  may  be  desirable,  however,  first  to  glance  at  the  collection 
as  it  exists  at  the  present  moment,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  parti- 
culars in  which  it  may  seem  to  admit  of  advantageous  development. 

The  collection  oonmiencea  at  the  east  end  of  what  is  known  as  "  the  ^^re 
corridor/*  running  eastward  from  the  central  hall  at  right  angles  to  the  Museum" 
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Appendix  D.  <<  Entrance  of  the  Museum/*  and  westward  up  to  the  door  of  the  com- 
partments appropriated  to  naval  architecture.  That  portion  of  this 
f^alleiy  which  runs  eastward  from  the  central  hall  may  with  propriety 
be  termed  the  east  corridor;  that  running  westward  from  the  same 
point  the  west  corridor.  The  three  compartments  with  which  the  west 
corridor  communicates  maybe  indicatea — the  most  easterly  as  No.  1, 
the  next  as  No.  2,  and  the  largest  as  No.  3,  while  the  room  on  the 
south  side  of  this  corridor  next  to  the  central  hall  will  be  recognized  as 
"  the  Reading  Room." 

The  east  corridor  is  occupied  with  cases  containing  specimens  syste- 
matically arranged  in  mineralogy,  particularly  of  British  fossils,  and 
the  walls  are  profusely  covered  with  diagrams  illustrative  of  geology, 
coal  mining,  vegetable  esculents,  botany,  and  zoology,  both  extant  an  d 
extinct. 

It  requires  but  a  short  time  spent  in  this,  which  may,  perhaps,  with 
propriety  be  called  the  natural  history  division  of  the  collection,  to 
satisfy  ttie  observer  that  it  is  with  a  certain  class,  not  less  entitled  to 
consideration  than  those  of  more  elevated  position  in  the  social  scale,  the 
most  attractive,  the  most  popular,  and  by  no  means  the  lesst  instructive 
section  of  what  they  come  to  see.  It  requires  little  previous  cultivation 
or  refinement ;  none  of  that  rarer  gift  which  goes  to  the  appreciation  of 
fine  art  to  take  an  interest  in  a  delineation  of  the  "  monstrous  eft  *' 
which  was  once  the  masterpiece  of  creation,  or  of  the  other  gi  gantlc 
formations  which  have  succumbed  thousands  of  years  ago  in  the  uni- 
versal stru^^le  for  existence.  And  scarcely  less  interesting,  even  to  the 
least  inquiring  mind,  are  the  exceedingly  spirited  and  life-like  delinea- 
tions witn  which  these  walls  are  crowded,  illustrative  of  both  the  foreign 
and  domestic  survivors  of  that  struggle.  Nor  are  sections  of  geological 
strata,  with  plans  of  the  working  of  coal  mines,  and  other  diagrams  of 
similar  character  and  purpose,  and  presented  in  a  very  simple  and  intel- 
ligible form,  less  likely  to  administer  to  than  to  excite  the  appetite  of 
curiosity.  A  small  case  of  stufiPed  water-fowl,  another  of  miscellaneous 
skeletons  of  familiar  animals,  with  a  few  snakes  and  fishes ;  and  one 
case  illustrative  of  conchology,  are  just  sufficient  to  suggest  how 
attractive  and  instructive  a  considerable  enlargement  and  extension  of 
this  class  of  objects  might  be  made;  an  observation  indeed  which 
applies  to  the  whole  of  this  portion  of  the  educational  collection. 

In  the  central  hall  are  a  few  cases  of  shells,  minerals,  and  insects, 
which  mav  be  regared  as  supplementary  to  those  in  the  corridor  last 
mentioned,  and  which,  when  the  completion  of  the  buildings  in  progress 
shall  admit  of  a  re-a^justment  of  the  space  available,  wiU  naturally  be 
ranged  in  the  same  senes  of  specimens. 

llie  west  corridor,  commencing  on  the  west  side  of  the  central  hall 
and  continuing  to  the  door  of  the  department  for  naval  architecture,  is 
chiefly  occupi«i  for  about  one  half  of  the  distance  by  book  cases,  for 
which  there  is  not  space  in  the  reading  room.  Beyond  this  are  exhibited 
a  considerable  number  of  models  of  school  buildings,  plans,  specimens 
of  school  desks,  forms,  and  other  furniture,  many  of  them  obsolete, 
some  entitled  to  commendation,  the  whole  occasionally  visited  by  ^e 
manufacturers  who  are  interested  in  maintaining  the  completeness  of 
this  exhibition  as  an  advertisement  of  their  productions. 

It  should  be  noticed  that  throughout  the  whole  length  of  this  corridor] 
at  such  intervals  as  the  crowded  condition  of  its  waUs  permit,  they  are 
occupied  by  miscellaneous  prints  and  photographs,  some  of  them  pre- 
senting portraits  of  eminent  persons  deceased,  whose  lives  were  more  or 
less  connected  with  the  cause  of  education,  some  of  them  landscapes  of 
Colonial  scenery,  the  streets  or  suburbs  of  Colonial  towns,  views  of  im- 
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portant  institutions  (notably  those  of  Australia),  which  are  exceedinp^ly  Appendix  D. 
interesting  and  suggestive  of  the  expediency  of  a  considerable  extension   p-^TTl 
of  this  peculiar  element  in  the  collection,  and  of  the  portraits  of  persons  i^ev.  W.  n. 
whose  names  have  become  honourably  familiar  to  the  ear.     It  will  not     Bbook- 
be  out  of  place  to  mention  here  a  peculiar  kind  of  landscapes  of  cities,  and      v^^^' 
even  of  districts  more  or  less  extensive,  which  are  almost  universally 
interesting  and  instructive,  and  which  are  published  under  the  title  of 
*'  Voyages  en  Ballon,"  more  recognizable  perhaps  under  the  vernacular 
name  of  '*  Bird's-eye  Views."    They  are  not  expensive,  and  may  be 
purchased  in  a  series  to  which,  it  is  believed,  that  additions  are  con- 
tinually making.    It  would,  perhaps,  be  hardly  thought  necessary  to 
restrict  the  choice  of  these  photographs  and  engravings,  whether  of 
views  or  of  celebrated  persons,  to  any  very  direct  and  precise  educational 
connexion.    It  might  suffice  that  the  names,  whether  of  place  or  people, 
should  be  sufficiently  familiar  to  excite  a  natural  and  healthy  curiosity 
as  to  their  appearance.    It  may  be  observed  that  such  pictures  of  this  Prints,  &c. 
kind  as  are  at  present  in  the  collection  are  placed,  most  of  them,  at  JJ^SJrtoo* 
too  great  a  height,  a  disadvantage  which  may  be  remedied  when  the  hjgh. 
enlargement  of  the  building  shall  afford  more  accommodation  than  can 
be  spared  at  present  for  the  educational  division. 

Tne  room  which  in  the  present  provisionary  and  perhaps  short-lived 
condition  of  this  portion  of  the  building  is  called  No.  1,  the  most 
easterly  of  those  which  lie  on  the  west  side  of  the  corridor,  is  occupied  by 
objects  of  a  most  interesting  and  important  kind,  and  of  a  character  and 
purpose  so  strictly  and  directiy  educational,  that  there  cannot  be  a 
moment's  hesitation  as  to  the  propriety  of  their  being  so  classed  and  Kindemr- 
designated.  These  are  the  Kinderffarten  and  other  ingenious  contrivances,  *®"^lJ2f^ 
less  familiar  perhaps  than  that,  but  of  kindred  design  and  character,  toich^^' 
adapted  to  assist  the  development  of  the  rudimentary  faculties  of  the  blind. 
infancy,  or  to  supply  the  want  of  them,  such  as  touch,  hearing,  sight, 
nay  even  of  average  intelligence  through  a  privation,  by  which  it  some- 
times seems  needful  to  an  inscrutable  Providence  to  test  the  resignation 
of  one  portion  of  his  creatures  and  the  active  beneficence  of  the 
remainder.  To  enumerate  these  various  contrivances  for  assisting  the 
apprehension  of  infancy,  of  the  blind,  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  for  in- 
vigorating the  scantier  and  feebler  faculties  of  those  still  more  unfortu- 
nate, would  be  only  to  copy  out  the  items  of  the  ver^  carefullv  arranged 
and  apparently  accurate  printed  catalogue  appropriate  to  this  section 
of  the  department.  It  may  be  unnecessaiy  therefore  to  say  more  in  the 
way  of  detail  than  to  remark  that  up  to  this  point  inclusive,  viz.,  from 
the  diagrams  of  primeval  nature,  already  noticed,  onwards  to  these 
various  specimens  of  mechanical  apparatus  for  instruction,  every  object, 
pictures,  busts,  portraits,  books,  specimens  illustrative  of  the  different 
tdngdoms  in  natural  history, — all  these  objects  directly  and  at  once  con- 
nect themselves  with  primary  and  elementary  instruction,  or  with  what 
ought  to  be,  if  it  be  not  sdready,  universally  comprised  under  that 
designation. 

For  if  it  be  asked  in  a  tone  of  disdainful  exaggeration  ''  What  then !  Instmo- 
"  is  to   be   understood  that   children  of  the    menial  and    labouring  oft^^J^ 
"  classes,  those  who  are  destined  to  be  hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  lection  to" 
"  water,  will  not  be  able  to  do  their  duties  in  those  stations  of  life  to  ^"ona  of 
"  which  it  shiOl  please  God  to  call  them,  without  first  familiarizing  Ju^'*'^ 
"  themselves  with  the  great  secrets  of  material  nature  ?    Is  it  even  pre- 
**  tended  that  they  will  fulfil  those  duties  one  jot  better? — ^nay,"  (may 
there  not  possibly  be  a  few  who,  on  occasions  of  safe  and  uncriticized 
seclusion  from  the  public  ear,  would  even  ask)—"  Will  they  not  perfonn

^*  and  more  of  discontentedness,  and  therefore  with  diminished  efficiencv,

In  the  function  here  suggested  there  would  be  very  little  difficulty  or 
complication.  The  inspector  would  have  little  more  to  do  than  to  col- 
late the  objects  presented  in  those  continental  depositories  witii  tiiose 
ry  which  bave  accumulated  here;  to  reject  such  as  i^ould.  not  seem  wortU 
adoption;  to  make  a  descriptive  list  of  andL  as  might  Mpear  indi- 
spensable to  the  completeness  of  our  own  odilection,  whether  m  the  way 
of  books,  pictures,  maps,  mechanical  apparatus,  or  school  ftvnitore;  to 
submit  it  to  the  revision  of  the  EHrector,  and  purchase,  on  the  meet 
advantageous  terms  that  mig^t  be  practicable.  Sudi  an  ofiteer  would 
naturally  also  make  himself  funiliar,  and  maintain  the  familiarity,  with

hands,  and  is  administered  with  the  most  commendable  adroitness^  ministntion 
courtesy,  and  assiduity*  Sjto?^" 

Cp  to  this  point  my  personal  observations  in  the  Educational  Section, 
as  W01  as  my  memoranda  intended  to  be  digested  into  a  report  upon 
those  observations,  have  had  silent  reference  to  primary  and  elementary 
instruction,  by  which  I  mean  the  kind  of  instruction  which  is  or  OMgkk 
to  be  imparted  in  an  ably  and  judiciously  conducted  national  schoc^ 
partly,  no  doubt,  horn  the  circumstance  that  for  .so  many  years. my 
attention  has  been  officially  directed  almost  exclusively  to  education, on 
that  level  and  to  schools  of  that  description,  and  partly  also  beoauseb 
rightly  or  wrongly,  I  had  in  fietct  conceived  the  notion  that  it  was 
education  mainly  of  that  character  that  the  Educational  Section  of  this 
Department,  like  the  cognate  Department  in  Downing  Street,  was 
intended  to  subserve.  But  when  m  the  course  of  my  investigation  I  Appu«toi 
anived  at  the  rooms  called  (ante)  2  and  3  beyond  the  clock  room,  aiul  {^oeeW* 
when  vpLj  attention  was  attracted  to  the  costly  apparatus  there  exhibited  acientiflo 
for  facilitating  the  advancement  of  science  in  some  of  its  more  abstruse  ^^^^^ 
and  elevated  aspects ;  when  I  observed  that  provision  was  here  made*  straotion. 
not  certainly  in  a  complete  but  in  a  decidedly  suggestive  degree,  for  the 
prosecution  of  chemical,  magnetic,  astronomi<»iI,  and  other  kindred 
studies  of  elevated  character,  the  question  presented  itself  to  my  mind. 
Had  the  limitations  which  I  had  prescribed  to  myself  in  this  inq|uary>  th# 
limitations  namely  of  primary  and  elementarv  mstruction  as  impiurt^ 
in  our.  national  and  parochial  schools,  had  these  restrictions  be«n 
judicious  and  expedient  ?  Was  the  line  of  circumscription  which  they 
unpUed,  and  the  field  of  view  which  tbey  enclosed,  a  sufiQcientil^  com« 
pr^nsiye  range  to  assume  in  devising  a  programme  of  a  collection  in 
^y  degree  commensurate  with  the  educational  interests  of  the  day»  at 
m  any  degree  proportionate  to  the  magnitude  and  importance  of.  a 
Department  which  is  exceeded  by.no  other  in  the  nature  and  ext^it  of 
its  enterpriw  as  connected  with  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Educaliion? 

And  when  I  considered  further,  that  at  no  time,  probably,  has  the 
gieat  question  of  education  in  its  multiplied  and  still  multiplyii;^ 
Ifamificatipns  seemed  more  likely  than  at  present  to  claim  in  the  f^ 
eoming  years  with  peremptoi^  pressure  a  pkoe  in  legislative  deliberation 
X  am  Ted,  not  for  the  mi  time,  to  doubt  whether  the  instruction:  of 
"  those  who  live  bv  the  labour  of  their  hands,"  or  what  is  commoaljr 
called  "  primary  ana  elementary  instruction,"  comi»rises  all  or  nearly  w 
the  range  to  which  public  inquiry  will  be  directed.  The .  kind  of 
instruction  last  indicated,  and  which  by  no  means  is  entitled  to  the 
more  comprehensive  term  of  educaiion,  exceeds  far  more  rarely  than,  it 
falls  short  ^f  a  very  insuffident  accomplishment  in  the  homeliest  kind  of 
reading,  writii^,  and  arithmetic  But  I  am  mistaken  if  we  are.  not 
upon  the  edge  of  inquiry  reaching  far  beyond  these  rudimenta^  limits, 
^d  under  tiie  xiame  of  technic^  education  familiarizing  us  with  the 
idea,  of  a  ^stem  of  schools  adapted  and  impropriated  not  only  to  general 
subjects. common  to  all,  but,  more  exclusively,  also  intended  each  {pr 
ifa^  tspeoal  cultivation  of  its  specialty,  be  it  mechanical,,  commercial, 
jjlassical^  scientific,  or  what  not.  .     i>;

And  the  phrase    technical    education    at  once 
suggests  as  many  schools  of  instruction  (if  "  schools  "  be  the  right  word 
to  use  in  such  a  connexion,  where  it  may  in  some  circumstances  and  at 
some  stages  of  instruction  mean  a  mill,  a  factory,  a  forge,  or  a  work- 
shop,) as  there  are  distinct  manufactures  in  silk,  in  wool,  in  cotton,  in 
potteiy,  and  in  iron. 
Inevitable         Seemg,  then,  how  the  field  of  education,  and  the  indispensable  variety 
m^del'"  ^   of  provision  for  its  several  specialties  expand  under  contemplation,  it 
educational   follows  naturally  that  the  plan  of  a  model  educational  collection,  in 
collection,     ^hjch  books  no  doubt  would  be  a  very  conspicuous  but  by  no  means  an 
exclusively  important  element,  must  expand  proportionately.    It  waa 
under  this  persuasion  that  I  had  recourse  as  it  grew  upon  me  to  the 
counsel  of  several  persons  very  competent  to  advise  on  such  a  subject, 
amongst  whom  was  the  Director  himself  of  the  Museum.     It  was 
not,  however,  till  I  had  consulted  many  treatises  bearing  directly  or 
indirectly  upon  the  subject  that  I  betook  myself  to  this  assistance.  And 
the  conviction  at  which,  after  much  deliberation,  I  arrived  upon  the 
subject  met  with  the  unanimous  acquiescence  of  those  whom  I  con- 
sulted, and  it  was  this, — that  to  prepare  a  programme  for  a  model 
educational  library  and  illustrative  collection,  constructed  on  the  basis  of 
the  system  of  primary  and  elementary  instruction  at  present  recognised 
and  prevailing  in  this  realm,  would  be  an  achievement  of  no  very 
Herculean  character;   that  the  existing  collection  might  be  without 
much  difficulty  or  expense  completed,  or  at  least  sufficiently  extended  to 
meet  the  educational  exigencies  of  the  present  moment,  as  seen  from  the 
primary  and  elementary  point  of  view,  and  might  be  maintained  at  the 
requisite  degree  of  completeness  by  any  person  of  intelligent  vigilance 
whose  appointed  duty  it  might  be  to  keep  himself  acquainted  with  the 
various  productions,  whether  printed  or  mechanical,  connected  with 
the  object,  lists  of  which,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Director, 
might  be  procured  from  time  to  time  upon  the  easiest  terms  feasible. 
But  that  if  it  were  proposed  to  arrange  an  educational  library  and 
collection  upon  a  scale  and  of  a  range  commensurate  with  the  relations 
not  unlikely  to  subsist  between  the  State  and  the  education  of  the 
people,  or  commensurate  with  the  dimensions  which  the  subject  of 
education  has  already  assumed,  and  is  day  by  dav  more  palpably 
assuming  in  the  public  mind ;  if  it  were  contemplated  that  this  collection 
should  be  of  such  extent  and  variety  that  it  might  be  resorted  to  with 
advantage,  alike  by  the  elementary  schoolmaster,  the  teacher,  or  the 
pupil  in  art,  in  science,  in  technical  instruction,  or  in  commerce,  with 
their  manv  branches,  in  classics,  in  engineering,  in  naval  and  militaiy 
science ;  i^  in  short,  it  were  designed  that  the  coUection  should  be  a  type 
and  model  in  its  kind,  and  in  some  degree  worthy  of  the  Department 
with  which  it  is  connected,  then  it  was  without  a  dissentient  voice 
agreed  that  the  field  was  too  wide,  and  the  subjects  brought  under 
review  too  multifarious  and  varied,  to  be  efficiently  and  satisfiKtorily 
SiupgettB ap-  dealt  with  by  any  single  individual;  and  that  in  order  to  secure  an 
Sa  Sn?'     adequate  accomplishment  of  the  design  in  contemplation,  it  would  be 
mitteeof      desirable  that  a  committee  should  be  formed  consisting  of  several 
SeaSSt.

It  was  not  till  after  more  than  one  conference  with  tne  Director,  and 
much  deliberation,  interrupted  somewhat  by  other  engagements  in 
connexion  with  the  Department,  that  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  public  service  that  I  should  adopt 
the  suggestions  above  embodied  rather  than  elaborate  the  materifus 
which  I  had  accumulated  for  an  independent  report.  Such  a  report 
would  have  extended  to  much  greater  length  than  this,  but  would  have 
contained  nothing  incompatible  with  it,  nor  anything  which  this  may 
not  effect,  if  one  remove  more  distantly,  still  by  many  degrees  more 
satis&ctorily. 

I  beg  permission,  then,  to  submit  to  their  Lordships'  consideration 
the  selection  of  a  committee  for  the  purposes  above  suggested,  with 
which  I  should  feel  it  a  great  honour  to  be  allowed  to  co-operate. 

Some  observations  might  perhaps  have  been  desirable  respecting  the 
arrangement  of  the  existing  collection,  which  is  probably  ^he  mere 
nucleus  of  what  will  be  accumulated  at  no  distant  day,  and  which,  both 
as  respects  the  objects  and  dimensions  of  which  it  consists  and  the 
places  where  it  is  bestowed,  may  be  regarded  of  so  temporary  a  character 
that  it  might  be  premature  at  present  to  say  more  upon  the  subject. 
Besides  which,  the  practical  management  of  it  is  confided  to  such 
efficient  hands  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its  being  as  well  arranged 
as  insufficient  space  admits. 

I  should  think  that  it  might  be  expedient,  even  before  and  pending  and  of  some 
the  deliberation  of  such  a  committee  as  is  above  suggested,  that  some  ^^^V^u 
one  person  should  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  keeping  himself  au  forpur-^^  ^ 
eourant  of  the  education  publications  of  the  dav,  selecting  such  as  it  chase, 
would  be  desirable  for  the  Ubrary  to  possess,  submitting  his  selection 
from  time  to  time  to  the  Director,  ana  under  his  authority  procuring 
the  same  on  the  least  expensive  terms  practicable.     I  do  not  include 
furniture  and  apparatus  in  this  progressive  recruiting  of  the  collection, 
because  their  selection  would  very  intimately  depend  upon  the  range 
and  extent  of  the  education  field  recommended  oy  the  proposed  com- 
mittee.

11.  Bbport  of  the  Division  Keeper  of  the  Collbgtiok  of  ^pobtbt 

Animal  Products  for  the  Year  1868.  JI*-^- 

Match- 


During  the  past  year  the  Collection  illustrating  Animal  Products, 
jmd  their  application  to  industrial  purposes,  originally  formed  by  the 
Roval  Commissioners  for  the  Great  Exhibition  of  1851,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Society  of  Arts,  has  been  on  public  view  in  the  rooms  of  the 
middle  flooring  of  the  Exhibition  Galleries  overlooking  the  Horticultural 
Gardens,  under  the  same  regulations  as  those  which  govern  the  General 
Museum.  The  galleries  named  are,  however,  closed  after  sunset,  there 
being  no  provision  for  lighting  them  with  gas,  and  so  admitting  visitors 
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aftw  dark.  For  a  short  time  before  and  after  the  exhibition  of  the' 
third  series  of  National  Portraits,  the  collection  was  closed,  and  visitors 
were  necessarily  exduded  daring  the  arrangements  in  connexion  tntii 
the  opening  and  closing  of  that  exhibition. 

There  is  nothing  material  to  report  concerning  this  collection  for  the 
year  1868. 

The  collection  is  in  as  good  a  condition  as  it  can  well  be,  consideiini^ 
the  perishable  nature  of  a  portion  of  it,  and  the  age  of  many  of  the 
specimens. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  space,  and  the  insufficiency  of  the  present 
accommodation  for  the  existing  collection,  it  is  impossible  to  inerease 
it  by  receiving  additions,  although  thoe  are  not  wanting  opportunitiee 
for  doing  so.  Some  few  things  have,  however,  been  received  since  my 
last  report,  comprising  an  interesting  series  of  samples  of  raw  wool  from 
sheep  bred  in  the  colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  raw  silk,  with 
cocoons,  from  the  same  place;  also  a  pair  of  buffalo  horns,  and  native 
dresses  made  of  feathers,  presented  by  Miss  Burdett  Coutts ;  as  well  as  a 
few  specimens  of  wax,  &c.,  not  important  enough  to  be  deteiled. 

Nothing  has  been  mthdrawn  during  the  year. 

As  in  former  jears  every  possible  care  has  been  taken  to  preserve  the 
collection  from  mjury  by  moth  and  other  destructive  insects. 

Every  example  throughout  the  ooUection  is  fully  labelled ;  but  It  is 
necessary  4o  renew  from  time  to  time  such  labels  as  have  become  spoiled 
by  exposure,  and  to  substitute  printed  labels  for  written  ones.  The 
total  number  of  labels  so  done  was  31 1 . 

I  may  mention  that  an  interesting  addition  to  the  silk  division  of  the 
colleetion  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Andrew  Murray,  F.L.S.  It  eonsists 
of  a  collection  of  various  kinds  of  silk-producing  moths,  with  cocoons^ 
raw  silk,  and  pieces  of  manufactured  stuff  from  each  kind  of  silk,  and 
is  intended  to  illustrate  the  present  condition  of  silk  culture.  Some 
diagrams  have  also  been  contributed  by  Mr.  Murray,  represeniang  the 
condition  of  silkworms  in  perfect  health,  and  when  attacked  by  some 
of  the  diseases  which  have  l>een  so  destructive  to  them  during  the  last 
few  years.

In  the  annual  report  on  this  collection  for  1867,  it  was  stated,  that  it 

had  been  removed  to  a  temporary  position  in  the  conridor  under  the 

OUectB         official  residences.    The  space  allotted  proved  insufficient  for  the  exhi- 

J^l^drawn    bition  of  the  entire  collection ;  and  it  was  therefore  necessary  to  select 

^wow^  such' examples  as  wchild  not  materially  inteifere  «^th  the  educalioiisi 

to  want  ^   value  of  the  coUeotion*  and  to  withdraw  them  for  atiDae  from  public 

view.    During  the  past  year  further  withdrawals  have  been  necessaiy, 

omng  to  the  overcrowding  of  the  eomdor  consequent  ^n  a  cdiwidenible 

incretise  in  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  general  museum,  the  fr^  oixi- 

onlation  through  other  divisions  being  thereby  impeded.    Such  removals, 

although  temporary,  are  to  be  much  regretted,  as  the  public  genenJly  take 

a  great  interest  in  the  Food  Museum,  and  seem  thoroughly  to  appreciiAe 

its  attractions.    As  in  the  previous  instance,  the  cases  that  have  beoi 

thus  reoenil^r  removed,  have  been  carefully  selected,  so  as  to  inteffeie  as

The  poups  are/  ^^^wr 
however,  kept  tojiretber  as  well  as  ctui  be  managed,  and  care  is  taken  to      Ms.  W. 
avoid  incongruity  and  eoix&ision  in  the  position  of  the  illustrations^     Hatos- 
To  gain  space,  very  many  of  the  examples,  which  had  hitherto  been  AnJ^^ 
shown  in  square  trays  have  been  shifted  into  glass  bottles,  and  some  mS^ 
room  has  been  thus  saved;  but  the  ^ains,  fannas,  teas,  coffees,  and 
other  substances  which  have  been  so  shifted,  are  not  nearly  so  well  seen 
in  bottles  as  they  previously  were  in  the  travs.    For  the  same  purpose  of 
gaining  room,  experiments  have  been  made  for  exhibiting  the  various 
ulustrations  of  food  analysis  in  upright  vertical  cases,  instead  of  hori* 
zontal  ones ;  and  as  regards  the  separate  substances  included  in  each 
analysis,  arranging  them  in  small  bottles,  each  of  which  represents  an 
ounce  avoirdupois.    Two  cases  that  have  been  altered  to  suit  such  a 
method  of  arrangement  are  exhibited  in  the  collection.     In  this  way  it  is 
possible  to  save  a  great  deal  of  space. 

Additions  to  the  Collection, — ^The  want  of  room  makes  it  impossible  to  Additions 
receive  many  additions  to  the  Food  Museum.   Some  have,  however,  been  to  collection, 
acquired  during  the  past  year  in  the  sections  of  sugars,  fungi,  millets, 
narcotics,  and  models  in  wax.     In  aU  117  specimens  have  been  added, 
and  were  mostly  donations. 

fVithdrawals,^'  In  consequence  of  the  overcrowding  of  the  Food  Mu-  y**^", 
seum  corridor,  it  hafl'l>een  neoessaiy  to  temporarily  remove  twenty-two  of  "*^"^*"- 
the  slot)ing  niahogaay  cases,  containing  acids,  aleoholic  preparations, 
bottlea  fruits,  chemicals,  condiments,  coffee  substitutes,  French  prepara- 
tions from  vegetable  substances,  gluten  biscuits,  isinglass,  Japanese 
food,  maccaroni,  varieties  of  maize  or  Indian  com,  moUusks  used  as  food, 
narcotic  substances,  firuits  of  the  orange  tribe,  sugars,  sugar  ornaments 
and  confections,  substances  allied  to  sugar,  and  examples  of  British 
^nes.  These  cases,  together  with  those  previously  removed,  have  been 
carefully  stored  in  one  ofTh'eroomS  at  the  western  end  of  the  Exhibition 
Galleries  which  overlook  the  Horticultural  Gardens. 

LaJfels  and  labelling, — The  total  number  of  ordinary  printed  and  writ-  J^^'^^ 
ten  labels  that  have  been  done  during  the  year  is  1,834.    Labelling  '«*®""*8' 
constitutes  a  good  deal  of  the  work  belonging  to  the  collection,  as 
nothing  is  ever  shown  without  a  label,  and  many  labels  have  to  be  redone 
either  from  being  soiled,  or  because  the  examples  to  which  they  belong 
have  been  shifted,  necessitating  others  of  a  different  size. 

TraioelUng  or  Circulating  Collection  illustratina  the  Food  Museum. — This  Circulating 
collection  has  been  sent  on  loan  to  W^keHeld  m  Yorkshire.  It  consists  «*"«5**o*«- 
of  thirteen  upright  cases  containing  the  chemical  analysis  of  wheat, 
wheaten  bran,  oats,  beans,  peas,  rice,  lentils,  potatoes,  carrots,  grapes, 
gooseberries,  tea^  coffee,  tobacco,  milk  (3  kinds),  meat  (3  kinds),  fish 
(3  kinds)^  four  sorts  of  beer,  and  £ve  different  wines ;  with  a  series  of 
thirty  pnnted  descriptive  labels  in  glazed  frames.  No  other  application 
was  received  during  the  year  for  we  loan  of  this  set  of  illustrations. 
Itis-stiU  at  Wakefield. 

Economic  Fish  Museum. — ^This  collection  belongs  to  Mr.  Frank  Buck-  Economic 
laud.  Inspector  of  Salmon  Fisheries,and  is  entirely  under  his  management.  ^^^  ^^• 
It  has  recently  been  removed  to  a  more  convenient  and  accessible  ^^^™* 
position  in  the  central  hall  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society,  and  is 
open  to  the  public  on  the  same  conditions  and  under  the  same  regulations 
aa  the  general  Mnseom.    Mr.  fiuckland's  collection  may  be  considered 
in  iha  light  iof  an  adjunct  to  the  Food  Museum,  the  Department  giving 
him  a  certain  amotmt  of  assistance  in  the  wcffk  connected  with  it,  and 
vd  conjunction  with  tiie  Hortici:2tiiral  Society»  arranging  for  its  exhibi- 
tion in  the  place    already  mentioKied.    'Die   coU^on  commises  am 
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Appendix  D.  extensive  series  of  casts  of  various  kinds  of  fish,  especially  of  the  salmon 
family ;  apparatus  for  artificially  breeding  salmon  and  other  kinds  of  fish, 
tof^ether  with  numerous  living  specimens  of  young  salmon  and  trout 
artificially  bred  in  the  collection ;  nets  and  other  apparatus  illegally  used 
in  the  destruction  of  fish,  illustrations  of  oyster  culture,  models  of 
various  kinds  of  ladders  to  enable  salmon  and  other  fish  to  pass  up  the 
rivers  in  the  breeding  season,  and  many  other  objects  which  demonstrate 
the  actual  workings  of  the  British  Fisheries. 

Insects  destructive  to  Food. — Arrangements  are  in  progress  for  exhibit- 
ing in  connexion  with  the  Food  Museum,  a  series  of  specimens  of  such 
insects  as  are  known  to  be  destructive  to  alimentary  substances  whether 
in  a  raw  or  prepared  state.  Mr.  Andrew  Murray,  F.L.S.,  is  engaged  in 
the  preparation  of  such  a  series,  of  which  a  commencement  is  to  be  seen 
in  the  Food  Museum. 
Inventor}-.  Alphabetical  Inventory  of  the  Food  Collections, — The  want  of  some  kind 
of  catalogue  has  been  much  felt  since  the  last  edition  of  the  '*  Guide  *' 
by  Dr.  Lankester  has  been  exhausted  and  not  re-issued.  Many  appli- 
cations have  been  made  for  one,  and  in  consequence  of  such  apphca- 
tions  it  has  been  decided  to  prepare  a  new  catalogue  in  the  shape  of  an 
Alphabetical  Inventory  of  the  collection,  containing  not  only  a  reference 
to  the  principal  objects  shown,  but  also  all  the  tables  of  the  an^sis  of 
food,  and  incorporating  as  much  of  the  last  edition  of  the  "  Guide  " 
as  could  be  got  in.  The  scientific  parts  of  the  Inventory  have  been 
carefully  revised,  and  many  additions  made  by  Professor  Huxley,  F.R.S., 
and  Dr.  Frankland,  F.R.S.  It  is  now  in  the  press,  and  will  veiy  shortly 
be  on  sale  in  the  Museum.

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13,  Repobt  of  the  Division  Keeper  of  the  Museum  of 
Construction,  for  the  Year  1868. 

The  collection  illustrating  materials  employed  in  building  and  con- 
struction has  steadily  progressed  during  the  period  which  has  elapsed 
since  the  date  of  my  last  report. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  however,  owing  to  the  inconvenient 
arrangements  for  access  to  the  Museum,  necessitated  during  the  period 
of  the  exhibition  of  national  portraits,  the  collection  was  not  materially 
visited  by  the  general  public.  Those  only  availed  themselves  of  its 
contents,  whose  occupation  or  business  led  them  to  seek  information 
from  such  a  collection,  and  in  these  cases  it  appeared  that  the  objects 
exhibited  and  the  information  attainable  from  the  attendants  and  keeper, 
or  firom  the  descriptive  labels  attached  to  the  objects,  were  valued  and 
of  much  utility  to  those  availing  themselves  of  this  source  of  informa- 
tion. 

At  the  termination  of  the  National  Portrait  exhibition  access  to  the 
Museum  of  Construction  became  more  direct  and  inviting,  and  a 
consequent  increase  of  visitors  to  it  took  place.  The  opening  to  the 
public  at  the  end  of  the  year,  of  the  exhibition  in  the  suljoining 
galleries,  of  the  Meyrick  collection  of  ancient  arms  and  armour,  from 
Goodrich  Court,  Hereford,  gave  a  pubUcitv  to  the  Museum  such  as  it 
has  not  enjoyed  since  its  removal  in  July  1867  from  the  South  Kensing- 
ton Museum  proper,  to  its  present  position,  the  western  gidleries  of  the 
south  arcades  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Gardens. 
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The  number  of  new  objects  received  into  the  Miiseum  during  the  year  Appendix  D.

The  gifts  to  the  Museum  were  principally  contributions  obtained  by  donation, 
from  foreign  exhibitors  at  the  Paris  Universal  Exhibition  of  1867.    They 
comprise  samples  of  bricks,  flooring  and  roofing  tiles,  wood  veneers, 
tools  used  by  Japanese  carpenters,  &c. 

A  collection  of  Italian  marbles  was  also  received  from  Lady  Camp- 
bell and  the  Rev.  G.  J.  Chester. 

Three  models  in  plaster  of  Paris  of  marble  chimney  pieces,  designed 
and  executed  in  Italy  for  Alnwick  Castle,  were  likewise  presented  to 
the  Museiun  by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Northumberland. 

The  purchases  during  the  year  comprised  works  in  terra-cotta,  and  ^y  purchase. 

f  lazed  or  enamelled  earthenware  and  terra-cotta,  for  surface  decoration, 
n  the  former  material  (crude  terra-cotta),  the  ornamental  stove  of 
MM.  Vogt,  of  Paris,  and  in  the  latter,  the  enamelled  ware  ornamental 
columns  of  MM.  de  Boissimon,  Langeais,  should  be  mentioned. 

White  glazed  tiles,  or  slabs  for  wall  linings,  &c.,  were  also  purchased 
from  French  and  English  manufacturers.  These  have  been  applied  to 
several  purposes  in  the  new  buildings  of  the  Science  and  Art  Depart- 
ment. A  notable  feature  of  their  application  has  been  made  in  the  new 
porte  cochere  entrance  to  the  offices  of  the  Department,  where  they 
have  been  used  for  the  ceiling  under  the  fire-proof  flooring,  on  Messrs. 
Fox  and  Barrett's  system,  of  the  new  board  room.  These  white  glazed 
tiles  or  slabs,  which  produce  an  agreeable  and  light  effect,  were  manu- 
factured by  MM.  Engel  and  Tremblai,  of  Paris. 

Ornamental  enamelled  iron  sheets  or  plaques  have  also  been  similarly 
suggested  for  ceilings  imder  fire-proof  floors,  and  there  seems  to  be  a 
very  useful  and  important  application  thus  opened,  in  the  matter  of 
fire-proof  ceilings. 

A  large  and  valuable  collection  of  359  varieties  of  tools  used  by 
artificers  in  Austria — carpenters,  joiners,  coopers,  coach  builders,  &c., 
was  also  purchased  from  the  maker,  M.  Franz  Wertheim,  of  Vienna,  at 
the  late  Paris  Universal  Exhibition.  Some  of  these  tools  appear  to  be 
unknown  in  English  workshops.

The  withdrawals  from  the  Museum    for  the  year  comprised  348  Objects 
objects.

examples. 

The  labellinff  of  the  objects  in  the  Museum,  for  the  year,  comprised

14.  Report  of  the  Acting  Division  Keepeb  of  the  Collection 
of  Modern  War  Materials,  for  the  Tear  1868. 

Modern  In  the    spring    of  the  year   an  exhibition   of  munitions    of  waar. 

War  Mate-  fumished  by  the  War  Department  on  request,  to  the  Department  of 
Science  and  Art,  was  arranged  and  opened  to  the  public  in  a  portion  of 
the  Exhibition  galleries,  adjoining  the  Royal  Horticultural  Gardens. 

The  display  containa  modem  heavy  and  light  ordnance  for  military 
and  naval  service,  examples  of  the  projectiles,  charges  of  powder,  &c., 
used  with  them ;  and  is  similar  in  all  respects  to  i£e  conection  of  war 
munitions  sent  over  by  the  War  Department  for  exhibition  at  the  late 
Paris  Universal  Exhibition  of  1867.    There  is  also  a  very  valuable  case 
of  rifles  used  by  the  cavaliy,  artiUeiy,  and  infantry  re^pments  of  Her 
Majesty,  and  with  them  a  series  of  examples  illustrating  the  manu- 
fEM^ture  of  these  weapons,  and  showing  the  conversion  of  the  muzzle- 
loading  Enfield  rifle  into  the  breech-loading  Snider  pattern  rifle,  at 
present  in  use  throughout  the  British  service. 
The  heavy  ordnance  enjbraces  :^ 
A  7-inch  breech-loading  Armstrong  rifled  gun,  mounted  upon  a 
carriage  and  platform  adapted  for  casemates  in  permanent  works 
of  forSfication. 
A  40-pr.  breech-loading  Armstrong  rifled  gun,  mounted  upon  n 

carnage  adapted  for  toavelKng. 
A  12-pr«  breech-loading  Armstrong  rifled  gun,  mounted  upon  a 
carnage,  with  a  limber  and  all  other  accessories  complete,  as  at 
nresent  used  in  the  field  by  the  Royal  Artillery. 
A  lO-inoh  mortar,  mounted  upon  a  carriage  for  travelling,  which 
forms  its  bed  for  firing  purposes,  and  attached  to  a  cart  adapted 
to  the  conveyance  of  shot,  shell,  stores,  &c.  in  the  field. 
A  travelling  forge  for  the  service  of  smiths  and  fimriers,  attached  to 
a    limber   for    conveying  necessaiy  tools    and    storee,  is  also 
exhibited. 
These  illustrations,  together  with  the  very  interesting  and  valuable 
collection  of  the  projectiles  used  in  every  branch  of  Her  Mnyesty's 
service,  were   furnished   from   the   factonea    at   the  Royal  "Sraeml, 
Woolwich. 

Tlie  display  of  Enfield  rifles,  swords,  bayonets,  lances,  &o.>  and  the 
illustrations  of  the  process  of  their  manufacture,  were  supplied  firom 
the  Royal  Small  Arms  Factory  at  Enfield. 

The  exhibition  of  war  materials  has  proved  a  source  of  great  and 
f^eneral  interest  to  the  public,  and  every  means  is  adopted  to  render  it 
mstructive.

1.  Since  the  date  of  the  last  report  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Lecture 
decorations  of  the  three  refreshment  rooms.    Those  of  the  Western  ^I^^J^egh. 
Dining  Room,  by  Messrs.^  Morris  and  Co.,  are  complete,  with  the  ment rooms' 
exception  of  the  paintings  in  the  upper  panels  of  the  dado,  which  are 

now  in  progress.  The  decorations  of  the  East  Dining  or  Grill  Room, 
designed  by  Mr.  Poynter,  A.R.A.,  and  modelled  and  painted  by  the 
students  in  the  Art  Schools,  are  complete,  with  the  exception  of  the 
stained  glass  windows,  and  the  colouring  of  the  walls  and  ceiling. 
Advance  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Gamble  with  his  decorations  for  the 
hu^e  Centre  Room. 

2.  The  Lecture  Theatre  was  opened,  and  tested  as  to  its  acoustic  pro- 
perties on  the  15th  July,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  this  respect ; 
the  mosaic  decoration  fo?  the  apse  is  being  designed  by  Mr.  Poynter. 

3.  The  greater  part  of  the  migoUca  decorations  for  the  Western  stair-  Western 
case,  designed  by  Mr.  Moody  and  executed  by  Messrs.  Minton,  have  sturcase. 
been  fixed,  the  remainder,  and  also  the  mosaics  of  the  domes  and  vaults 

and  the  coloured  decoration,  have  been  put  in  hand. 

4.  The  Keramic  Galleiy,  occupying  the  first  floor  corridor  of  the  Keramic 
Lecture  Theatre  Building,  is  open  to  the  public.  The  miyolica  colmnns  Gallery. 
are  bdiig  fixed. 

5.  The  bronze  entrance  doors  from  the  Quadrangle  to  the  Theatre 
Building  have  been  gilded  and  fixed. 

6.  The  mosaic  work  of  .the  tympanum  of  the  pediment,  and  of  the  Mosaic 
lunettes  and  rectangular  panels  on  each  side  of  the  centre  block  is  work. 
fixed. 

7.  The  Offioes.and  Stores  extension^. indudiogastairca&e  and  Board  Offices. 
Room,  are  nearly  completed.  ^  ,  .        . 

8.  The  walls  of  the  ;^chool  for  Navigation  and  Laboratories' have  Science   - 
reached  the  level  of  the  second  floor  joists,  and  the  terra  cotta  for  this  Schools. 
storey  is  on  the  site.    A  contract  has  also  been  entered  into  for  the  terra 

cotta  of  the  third  storey.    The  works  can  only  proceed  according  to  the 
amounts  voted  by  Parhament. 

9.  Tenders  for  the  supply  of  the  terra  cotta  Ibr  this  building  were 
obtained,  in  competition,  from  four  of  the  most  ^proved  manufru^turers, 
viz.,  Messrs.  M.  H.  Blanchard  and  Co.,  Mr.  J.  Blashfield,  Mr.  J. 
Puttiam,  and  Messrs.  Wilson  and  Son.  Messrs.  M.  H.  Blanchard  and 
Co.  have  supplied  the  greater  pdtion;  Mr.  J.  Pulham,  the  ground 
floor  windows ;  and  Messrs.  Wilson  and  Son  have  supplied  the  strings^ 
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Appendix  D.  for  the  back  elevation ;  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Wilson  and  Son  has  also 

--   —        been  accepted  for  the  third  storey. 

Sbut^CoI.  10-  The  foundations  for  a  New  Court  on  the  south  of  the  present 
Scott.   *  so-Cfdled  South  Court  have  been  laid  on  the  site  of  that  part  of  the 

New  Courts,  temporary  iron  building  which  has  been  removed  to  Bethnal  Green. 
Witn  the  view  of  rendering  this  court  suitable  for  the  exhibition  of  hif'i 
objects^  like  the  Santiago  gateway  alreadv  moulded,  the  Sanchi  Tope,  &( ., 
and  for  exhibiting  the  reproductions  of  mos^c  pictures^  many  of  which 
require  to  be  seen  from  a  considerable  distance,  the  height  of  the  court 
has  been  made  greater  than  was  origirally  intended,  but  such  addi- 
tional height  will  not  add  greatly  to  the  cost,  and  it  will  give  additional 
exhibition  space  in  another  gallexy  for  which  it  will  give  room.  It  has 
been  considered  necessary  to  provide  a  complete  basement  to  this  court 
for  stores,  &c.,  as  well  as  for  more  efficient  means  of  ventilation  and 
warming. 

11 .  I  beg  to  point  out  with  reference  to  the  extension  of  the  system 
of  courts  in  the  East  wing  of  the  Building,  and  the  corresponding 
extension  in  the  West  wing,  that  the  arrangement  proposed  in  the 
original  design  might  be  modified  ^ith  advanta|;e.  The  picturesqueness 
of  the  design  therein  indicated  must  be  admitted,  but  it  is  quite 
evident  that  a  curved  exterior,  while  adding  to  the  beauty  of  effect,  not 
only  loses  space,  but  for  the  same  amount  of  accommodation  increases 
the  expense. 

12.  I  beg,  therefore,  to  submit  that  the  ground  plan  laid  before  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  6th  December  18fi6,  be 
re-considered,  and  I  have  annexed  to  this  report  a  drawing  showing  in 
mere  outline  the  plan  as  then  laid  down,  and  that  which  I  should 
propose  to  substitute  for  it.  The  additional  space  gained  by  the 
latter  arrangement  would  be  about  3  millions  of  cubic  feet,  and  the  cost, 
not  including  such  decorations  as  mav*  be  of  very  elaborate  and  expen- 
sive description,  would,  unless  the  buildings  were  carried  unusually 
high,  be  about  150,000/.  It  was  estimated  that  after  executing  the 
works  already  recommended  in  the  report  by  the  Right  Hon.  William 
Cowper  and  the  Right  Hon.  H.  A.  Bruce,  it  would  cost  324,070/.  to 
complete  the  buildings.  If  the  proposed  alteration  be  aajictioned  it 
would  require  therefore  474,070/.  to  finish  them,  assuming  them  to  be 
of  the  usual  height. 

13.  The  decorations  of  the  North  staircase  are  complete. 

U^g^y  **        14.  The  auxiliary  Museum  at  Bethnal  Green  is  in  progress,  the  main 

Graen.  building  is  now  as  high  as  the  level  of  the.  lintels  over  the  basement 

windows.    The  working  drawings  for  the  official  residence,  proposed 

entrances,  library,  schools,  and  refreshment  rooms  in  connexion  with 

the  Museum  are  being  prepared.

His  Lordship  had,  as  he  stated,  for  some  time  thought  that  much 
interest  would  be  felt  in  a  collective  Exhibition  of  tiie  many  portraitB 
which  exist  in  this  country,  chronologically  ananged,  sa^aa  ioJlhi^rate 
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both  the  national  history  and  the  pro^cress  of  art  in  England ;  and  this  Appendix  D. 
suggestion,  coupled  with  Lord  Derby's  offer  to  lend  any  of  the  portraits   jjj^^x  bt 
which  might  be  selected  from  his  fine  coUectioo  at  Knowsley,  having     Mb.  Sax. 
been  made  known  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Educa-  B^i>«»bavb, 
tion,  their  Lordships  adopted  the  plan,  and,  by  their  minute  of  6th  May 
1865,  appointed  an  influential  Committee  to  give  it  efPect,  and  named 
Lord  Derby  as  its  President. 

The  Conunittee  held  their  first  meeting  on  the  13th  of  July,  and  con-  IJweedings 
sequent  upon  the  arrangements  then  approved,   the  work  of  selecting  Exhibition 
the  portraits  and  soliciting  their  loan  was  at  once  actively  commenced ;  Committee, 
involving  an  extensive  correspondence,  which  was  carried  on  by  the 
officers  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department.    It  was  at  the  same  time 
found  essential  to  visit  many  of  the  large  collections  and  to  extend 
the  search  to  the  less  known  treasures  possessed  by  private  families. 
Bv  these  means  many  portraits ^f  great  interest  and  vsdue  were  obtained, 
which   had  previously  been  comparatively  unknown.     Lord   Derby's 
scheme  received  the  gracious  sanction  and  support  of  Her  Majesfy ; 
the  great  Corporations  willingly  lent  their  portraits,  and  numerous 
fainily  portraits  were  contributed  from  walls  where  they  had  hung 
during  many  generations,  a  general  desire  being  expressed  to  assist  in 
an  object  of  so  much  interest. 

The  conditions  adopted  for  the   Exhibition  were  simple.     It  was  Conditions 
specially  designed  to  illustrate  English  history,   and  to  include  the  5? b^SI' 
portraits  of  persons  of  every  class  who  had  attained  eminence  or  dis-  tion. 
tinction  in  England. 

The  Department  of  Science  and  Art  undertook  all  the  charges  of 
conveying  the  portraits  to  and  from  South  Kensington,  a  sum  being 
voted  by  Parliament  for  the  expenses  of  the  Exhibition,  in  the  nature 
of  a  guarantee ;  and  the  security  of  the  valuable  works  lent  was  ensured 
by  the  experienced  care  of  the  officers  of  the  Department,  into  whose 
charge  they  immediately  passed,  and  by  the  watch,  day  and  night,  of 
a  competent  staff  of  police. 

The  extensive  brick  building,  erected  as  part  of  the  International 
Exhibition  of  1862,  was  appropriated  for  the  Portrait  Exhibition.  It 
was  specially  fitted  up  and  coloured  for  the  purpose,  warmed  by  steam 
throughout,  and  the  floors  covered  with  decorative  matting.  Though 
lighted  from  the  side  (which  afforded  an  agreeable  view  over  the  Horti- 
cultural Gardens)  the  galleries  were  not  altogether  unsuited  to  tlids 
special  Exhibition,  their  general  appearance  having  somewhat  the 
character  of  the  long  narrow  galleries  of  our  old  English  mansions. 

It  soon  became  apparent,  from  the  number  of  portraits  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee,  that  the  Exhibition  would  extend  to  the 
full  period  of  three  consecutive  years,  originally  contemplated  by  Lord 
Derby.  And  on  making  the  selection  of  those  most  suitable,  it  was 
found  convenient  that  the  first  year's  Exhibition,  starting  with  the 
earliest  known  portraits,  should  extend  to  the  historical  period  termi- 
nating with  the  reign  of  King^  James  II.  But  as  the  arrangements 
progressed  so  many  additional  portraits  were  offered,  which  it  appeared 
most  desirable  to  accept,  that  with  all  the  extended  space  whicn  could 
be  obtained,  their  proper  arrangement  was  found  veiy  difficult. 

The  first  Exhibition  was  opened  on  the  16  th  of  April,  and  closed  on  First  Ezhi* 
the  18th  of  August  1866.    Commencing  chronologically  with  a  few  of  X^^ 
the  most  ancient  portraits, — some  of  which,  though  doubtless  apocry- 
phal, it  was  deemed  right  to  include,  as  they  had  been  made  widely 
known  by  means  of  engraving,  and  were  by  many  accepted  as  true 
effigies, — ^the  Exhibition  contained  many  early  portraits  of  the  highest 
interest,  bearing  a  strong  impress  of  character  and  truth,  the  persons 
represented  wearing  the  rich  dress  and  ornaments  of  the  time,  but  the 
names  of  the  painters  unknown.    With  one  or  two  exceptions  but  little      t

the  great  works  of  Holbein  (of  wliieh  manf  striking  exam^leB  were  in- 
cluded in  the  Exhibition)  are  conspicuous^  with,  in  the  suoceedinfip 
rei^na^  the  works  of  Sir  Antonip  More,  the  delicately  finished  por- 
traits and  groups  of  Marc  Garrard,  and  in  the  reign  of  James  I.  tiie 
great  works  of  Van  Somer,  Jansen^  Honthorst^  and  Mytens.  The 
reign  of  his  son  Charles  was  also,  full^  illustrated,  the  collection  com* 
prising  72  of  the  works  of  Vandyke,  his  great  painter,  man^  of  them 
the  finest  examples  of  his  art,  and  portraits  by  the  Enghsh  artists 
Jamesone,  Dobson,  and  especially  Walker,  whose  truthful  eamesfe 
works,  bdbre  but  little  known,  'WiU  raise  his  estimation  in  the  ranks 
of  English  art  These  were  followed  by  a  large  number  of  the  works 
of  Lely,  who  so  long  monopolized  Idle  portrait  art  of  England,  with 
some  good  examples  of  the  art  of  Riley,  Greenhill,  and  Wright,  thred 
early  English  painters  of  great  merit* 

The  second  lixhibition  of  the  series  was  opened  on  the  3rd  of  May; 
ai^d  closed  on  the  3lst  of  August  1867.  Beffinning  with  the  reign  oi 
William  and  Mary,  it  fell  upon  a  barren  period  in  our  art^  Kndler  had 
succeeded  Lely  in  the  monopoly  of  portraiture,  and  7B  of  his  mannered 
works  found  a  place  in  the  collection,  with  manv  portraits  of  the  same 
cdass  b^  inferior  artists.  But  the  art  of  the  Exhibition  was  redeemed 
by  the  mterest  felt  in  some  of  the  earlier  painters  of  the  English  scho(4* 
Janris,:  Richardson,  and  Hudsob,  and  especially  by  the  rare  excellence 
of  Hogartit,  Reynolds,  and  Gainsborough,  the  collection  heing  unr 
^rivallea  in  the  works  of  th6  two  latter,  comprising  150  works  by  Rey- 
nolds and  b\hj  Gainsborough.  The  period  of  the  Exhibition  extended 
to  the  terminamdn  of  the  18&  century. 

The  third,  and  concluding  Exhibition,  was  opened  on  the  13th  ^ 
April  and  closed  on  the  22nd  of  August  1868.  It  included  the  laal 
twenty  years  of  the  reign  of  George  III.,  the  reigns  of  Geoi^e  IV.,  and 
William  IV.,  with  the  first  30  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  MajiBsty. 
Sonieof  the  later  works  of  Reynolds  and  Gainsborough. were  ai^onf^ 
the  earliest  pictures  in  the  collection;  but  Lawrence,  who  was. fast 
rising  in  art,  and  soon  stood  before  sJl  his  contemporariea  tihe  recog- 
nized favourite  of  the  court  and  the  public,  held  the  first  plade  in  .the 
Collection,  and  was  well  represented  by  70  portraits.  Besiae  him.w«cQ 
hrmg  the  works  of  Sir  Henry  Raebum,  Romner,  Jacksoo»  Phillips^  Sir 
Martin  A.  Shee,  Sir  J«  Watson  Gotd<Hi>  and  otners,  many,  of  them  of 
great  merit  and  character;  and  these  were  succeeded  by  the  works  of 
the  chief  of  our  living  painters.  To  the  Collection  of  this  year  wiere 
also  added  as  supplementary  to  the  two  previous  Exhibitions,  abore 
300  fine  portraits,  among  which  were  oonspicuoua  several  l^  Hc^b^, 
tiie  portraits  of  the  Dilettanti.

rbpobtby  18.  Report  of  the  Referee  for  Catalogues,  for  the  yeai*  1868. 

Sir, 

The  report  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  deals  with  the 
present  state  of  the  Catalogues  and  other  Art  publications  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  the  work  done  during  the  year  1868. 

The  following  have  been  prepared  for  issue  during  the  year : — 

1.  Dr.  Rock's  preface  to  the  Catalogue  of  Textile  Fabrics  has  been 
carried  through  the  press. 

It  is  an  elaborate  treatise,  and  nearly  complete,  on  a  subject  full  of 
historical  detail.  It  fives  idso  technical  accounts  of  the  processes  of 
manufikcture  of  the  different  tissues,  and  of  the  various  methods  by 
which  artistic  effect  has  been  reached  by  weavers  and  embroiderers. 
Though  only  bearing  the  title  of  one  of  the  Departmental  Catalogues, 
the  entire  work  will  form  a  substantial  addition  to  the  literature  of  Art. 
The  issue  of  the  work  is  looked  for  with  interest  by  artists  and  manu- 
facturers. 

2.  I  apphed  to  Mrs.  PaUiser  for  a  continuation  of  the  Catalogue 'of 
Specimens  of  Lace  in  the  Museum.  Purchases  were  authorized  to  com- 
plete the  collection,  which  Mrs.  Palliser  reported  on  as  deficient.  These 
new  specimens  have  now  been  catalogued,  and  a  preface  written  in  the 
form  I  ventured  to  suggest,  giving  notice  of  the  various  kinds  of  these 
productions,  their  dates,  and  places  of  manufticture,  &c.  Mrs.  Palliser 
nas  pointed  out  the  specimens  desirable  for  illustration,  and  this  Cata- 
logue is  now  completed  and  ready  for  press. 

3.  The  interesting  Exhibition  of  National  Portraits,  originated  by  the 
Earl  of  Derby,  K.G.,  has  been  completed  by  a  third  exhibition  dmring 
the  year  past. 

A  Catalogue  on  a  plan  similar  to  those  of  the  two  previous  years  has 
been  issued  for  the  pictures  so  exhibited. 

Of  the  three  Catalogues  for  fhe  whole  series  there  are  sufficient  copies, 
viz.,  for  the  year  1866,  221  copies  and,  for  the  subsequent  years,  1,031 
and  483  respectively. 

4.  The  Catalogues  of  the  Miniatures  exhibited  by  the  Department  are 
in  sufficient  number. 

5.  The  letter-press  of  a  valuable  series  of  photographs,  published  by 
the  Arundel  Society  under  the  sanction  of  the  Department,  has  been 
passed  through  the  press  during  the  year.

6.  Two  sets  of  Chromolithographs  of  choice  objects  in  the  Museum,

Owing  to  the  limited  quantity  that  appears  weekly  the  issue  has  been 
very  slow,  though  a  great  mass  of  matter  has  been  prepared,  and  can  be 
printed  whenever  instructions  are  given  to  that  e£Fect. 

A  mass  of  correspondence  irom  all  parts  of  Europe,  containing  actual 
matter  for  insertion  and  useful  critical  information,  the  accumulations, 
in  some  instances,  of  years  of  study,  may  be  taken  in  evidence  of  the 
interest  everywhere  excited  by  the  work. 

Private  letters  and  assurances  from  all  sides  confirm  these  statements. 

The  authorities  of  our  National  Libraries  use  the  sheets  as  a  guide  to 
the  supply  of  the  deficiencies  in  this  class  of  literature  in  their  several 
coUections. 

The  letter  A.,  sewn  up,  on  large  paper,  was  circulated  and  became 
very  popular,  correspondents  being  able  to  note  and  return  them  as  a 
whole ;  and  I  have  heard  eager  inquiries  for  a  further  issue  in  a  similar 
form.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Director-General  of  the  Geologicai. 
Sdrvey,  the  Museum  of  Practical  Geologt,  the  Royal 
School  of  Mines,  and  the  Mining  Record  Office,  for 
the  Year  1868. 

In  the  Report  of  the  preceding  year  it  was  my  duty  to  record  the 
great  addition  made  to  the  staff  of  the  Geological  Survey,  and 
its  reorganization  under  separate  directors  for  the  three  kingdoms  of 
the  British  Islands,  the  creation  of  four  new  offices  under  the  title  of 
District  Surveyor,  to  which  the  hest  qualified  of  the  senior  geologists 
were  appointed,  and  the  augmentation  of  the  whole  hody  hy  33  new 
surveyors,  making  a  total  of  57  persons.  But  this  increase  of  force,  as 
ordered  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  could  not  be  rendered  rapidly 
effective  m  accelerating  the  completion  of  the  Sun^ey ;  for,  the  new 
places  were  only  slowly  filled  up,  owing  to  the  £ulure  of  several  candi- 
dates to  pass  their  examination ;  and  when  at  length  the  whole  number 
of  new  surveyors  was  completed,  much  of  the  time  of  the  trained 
geologists,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  devoted  to  real  progress, 
was  necessarily  occupied  in  teaching  the  recruits. 

It  is  now  only,  therefore,  that  the  public  is  beginning  to  reap  the 
fruits  of  the  increased  amount  of  labour ;  and  I  am  happy  to  state, 
that  whilst  a  considerable  augmentation  of  results  is  apparent,  a  greater 
increase  will,  I  trust,  follow  next  year,  after  the  whole  body  has  been 
brought  into  a  state  of  thorough  efficiency. 

Geological  Survey  of  England  and  Wales, — ^The  Director,  IVofessor 
^^cal  Rwnsay,  reports,  that  m  England  2,152  squares  miles  of  country  have 
Survey  of  been  surveyed,  showing  an  increase  of  990  miles  over  the  area  surveyed 
En^andand  jn  1867.  The  greater  portion  of  this  large  surface  lies  in  the  northern 
and  valuable  mineral  counties  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  West- 
moreland, Yorkshire,  and  Lancashire.  In  addition  to  the  survey  of 
the  tertiary  deposits  of  Essex,  thereby  completing  the  whole  of  the 
1-inch  maps  around  London,  it  became  necessary  to  re-survey  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  Somersetshire,  to  correct  the  errors  of  old  maps,  and 
to  introduce  there  the  delineation  of  the  outline  of  the  so-cadled 
infra-liassic  strata,  termed  Rhoetic  or  Penarth  beds,  which  were  not 
distinguished  in  the  earlier  days  of  geological  investi^tion.  Then» 
again,  nearly  400  miles  of  secondary  and  tertiary  formations  were  sur- 
veyed in  the  counties  of  Northampton,  Bedford,  and  Hertford.  And 
lastly,  a  very  large  area,  as  occupied  by  these  superficial  deposits,  whose 
characters  are  of  such  great  importance  to  the  agriculturist,  has  been 
delineated,  whether  consisting  of  boulder  clay»  sands,  gravds,  river  allu- 
vium, brick  earthy  blown  sands^  &c. 

Anfong  the  new  su^eyors  who  joined  in  1867,  Professor  Ramsay 
particularly  mentions  Mr.  J.  Judd^  Mr.  6.  Lebour,  Mr.  Fox-Strangways, 
Mr.  Russell,  and  Mr.  H.  Woodward,  as  having  distinguie^ed  themselves 
already  by  the  quantity  and  quality  of  their  work ;  and  further  mentions 
that  Mr.  De  Ranee,  who  only  joined  in  1868,  has  surveyed  a  large  tract 
with  the  skill  of  an  old  geologist. 

Horizontal  sections  on  the  6-inch  scale  have  been  levelled  for  126 
milesy  and  numerous  sections  of  coal  measures  have  been  prepared;  of 
these  sections,  7  new  sheets  have  been  published,  together  with  3  new 
editions  of  old  sections.  Besides  these,  two  new  sheets  of  vertical 
sections  of  the  coal  fields  of  the  Tyne  and  South  Yorkshire  districts 
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have  been  published ;  whilst  4  sheets  of  horizontal  and  vertical  sections  Appendix  B, 
are  with  the  engraver,  and  others  are  in  preparation.  Sbport  bt 

Two  whole  sheets  of  maps  on  the  1-inch  scale,  and  8  quarter  sheets  6ni  B.  I. 
of  the  same,  have  been  published,  viz.,  Nos.  2  and  3  in  Essex  and  Kent,  ^^f  * 
and  4  quarters  of  No.  1  in  the  same  counties  and  Middlesex,  thus  finish- 
ing off  all  the  area  in  and  around  London ;  also  quarter  sheets  con- 
taining parts  of  the  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  and  Durham  coal  fields,  and 
a  district  in  North  Lancashire  and  Westmoreland.  Three  quarter  sheets 
are  engraving,  and  one  of  them,  on  the  Durham  and  Northumberland 
coal  field,  is  on  the  verge  of  completion.  Eight  quarter  sheets  have 
been  completely  surveyed,  and  are  in  preparation  for  the  engraver.  {See 
Index  Map  A,) 

Of  the  6 -inch  maps,  7  sheets  have  been  published,  relating  to  the 
coal  fields  of  Durham  and  Northumberland,  whilst  9  sheets  of  the  same 
carboniferous  tracts  are  in  the  hands  of  the  engraver.  Other  7  sheets  of 
the  Lancashire  coal  field  are  being  engraved ;  and  no  less  than  43  6-inch 
maps  are  in  preparation  for  the  engraver  by  the  officers  who  executed  the 
survey.    (See  Index  Map  B.) 

A  valuable  memoir,  by  Mr.  Green,  has  been  issued,  on  the  lower 
carboniferous  rocks  of  Derbyshire ;  and  another,  also  of  great  import- 
ance, by  Mr.  Hull,  on  the  new  red  sandstone  of  the  Central  Counties  of 
England,  is  in  the  press. 

it  has  always  been  my  wish,  that  each  sheet  of  the  1-inch  map  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  small  explanatory  pamphlet,  and  I  trust  that,  in 
consequence  of  renewing  this  instruction,  and  in  acquainting  the  sur- 
veyors with  their  necessary  duties,  this  useful  occupation  of  a  portion  of 
their  time  wiU  in  future  be  steadily  maintained. 

Professor  Ramsay  has  specially  called  m]r  attention  to  the  fact,  that 
all  the  maps,  sections,  and  memoirs  published  in  the  past  year,  are, 
with  one  small  exception,  the  result  of  the  work  of  the  members  of  the 
Survey  who  joined  before  1867>  and  this  he  does  in  order  to  show  that 
the  rate  of  surveying  and  publication  per  annum  is  necessarily  from  the 
nature  of  the  work  a  variable  quantity.  Professor  Ramsay  also  reminds 
me,  that  several  tracts  of  Scotland  which  were  formeriy  sur\'^eyed  under 
his  superintendence,  have  been  illustrated  in  maps,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Geikie.    {See  Table  V,,  page  410,  of  the  return  of  Maps  sold,  ^-c.) 

Geolopical  Survey  of  Scotland. — ^The  Director,  Mr.  Geikie,  reports,  GoolofdcAl 
that  owing  to  the  considerable  augmentation  of  the  staff  of  the  Survey  g^jSia^ 
last  ^ear,  a  great  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  area  surveyed,  and  he 
auticipates,  that  when  the  new  assistants  have  undergone  more  traininct» 
a  furtner  addition  will  be  made  to  the  number  of  square  miles  annually 
examined. 

In  the  Report  of  last  ^ear  it  was  stated  that  the  surveys  carried  on 
from  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  island  had  at  length  been  connected, 
and  that  it  was  proposed  to  work  northwards  and  southwards  from  this 
completed  belt.  During  the  past  year  this  design  has  been  carried  out 
successfully.  On  the  northern  side,  the  survey  of  the  coal  fields  of 
Lanarkshire  and  Renfrewshire  has  been  commenced.  Considerable  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Glasgow,  and  a  number  of 
the  6-inch  maps  of  that  district  are  now  being  prepared  for  the  engraver. 
The  coal  field  of  Douglas  has  been  completely  examined,  and  the  6-inch 
miaps  on  which  it  is  contained  are  also  m  preparation.  The  great  Ayr- 
shire coal  field  has  now  been  whoUy  surveyed ;  portions  of  it  have  been 
published  on  the  6-inch  scale  during  the  past  vear,  and  the  remaining 
maps  are  partly  in  the  engraver's  hands,  and  partlv  in  course  of  pre- 
paration for  en^ving.  It  is  expected  that  the  whole  of  the  maps  of 
this  coal  field  will  be  published  during  the  following  year.

AppoidlxB.  On  the  southern  side  of  the  districts  formerly  sorv^ed  a  large  area 
has  this  year  been  mapped.  The  northern  ed^e  of  the  Silurian  belt  of 
the  south  of  Scotland  has  now  been  examined  from  sea  to  sea,  and  some 
highly  important  relations  of  the  rocks  skirting  it  have  been  ascertained. 
Early  in  spring,  Mr.  Geikie  went,  with  four  of  the  assistant  geologists, 
to  a  central  portion  of  that  Silurian  district,  and  b^n  to  map  the 
ground  with  them.  Gradually,  as  each  surveyor  was  ab&  for  independent 
work,  they  began  to  survey  in  different  directions,  moving  outwards 
from  the  point  of  commencement.  In  this  ww  thejr  have  completed  a 
large  area,  including  the  Permian  basin  of  TliomhuiU,  and  the  broad 
mass  of  high  ground  between  the  sources  of  the  Nith,  Ken,  and  Clyde. 
Next  year  the  mapping  will  continue  in  the  same  manner,  one  party 
advancing  westwards  tnrough  the  wilds  of  Galloway,  the  other  moving 
eastwards  over  the  uplands  drained  by  the  rivers  Mofli&t,  Annan,  Yarrowy 
and  Ettrick. 

The  survey  of  the  great  Cljde  coal  field  will  also  be  carried  on ;  the 
district  surveyor  continuing  his  work  on  the  west  side  frt>m  Glae^ow, 
while  one  of  the  geologists  will  move  northwards  along  the  eastern 
margin  of  the  basin. 

The  area  surveyed  this  year  amounts  in  all  to  628i  square  miles.  The 
manner  in  which  thu  work  has  been  distributed  over  the  country  is 
shown  on  the  annexed  maps  C.  and  D.,  and  in  the  subjoined  table  :—

It  is  of  importance,  that,  during  the  progress  of  the  Survey,  more 
especially  in  the  coal  field  ^tricts,  as  much  information  as  possible  of 
apractiod  kind  should  be  collected  and  preserved,  even  though  not 
necessary  for  ultimate  publication.  With  this  view  all  authenticated 
records  of  borings  in  search  of  minerals  or  water  are  collected  and  copied 
into  books  prepared  for  the  purpose.  These  are  partly  given  in  the 
memoirs  of  the  Survey,  while  the  rest  remains  in  the  office  for  con- 
sultation. During  the  past  year  records  of  51^60  feet  of  such  borings 
have  been  obtained,  and  plaosd  in  the  Registers  of  the  Survey. 

During  the  year  1868, 1,237  specimens  of  fossils  and  553  specimens  of 
rocks  have  been  coUect^. 

The  present  state  of  the  publication  of  the  nu^  is  shown  in  the 
index  maps  G.  and  D.  accompanying  this  Report.  During  this  year  two 
sheets  of  the  14noh  mu>  (14  and  24),  containing  an  area  together  of 
804  square  miles,  have  been  publishedf.  One  of  these  (No.  14)  includes 
the  central  and  southern  parts  of  the  Ayrshire  coal  fields  along  with  the 
surrounding  Old  Red  Sandstone,  Silurian,  and  igneous  rocks.  The 
other  (No.  24)  embraces  the  district  to  the  south  of  Edinburghshire, 
and  includes  the  south  end  of  the  Pentland  Hills,  with  the  county  of 
Peebles,  and  portions  of  Edinbuigh,  Lanark,  and  Selkirk. 

On  the  6-inch  scale,  1 7  sheets  have  been  published.  Of  these,  13  form 
part  of  the  Ayrshire  coal  field,  and  the  remaining  four  illustrate  the  coal 
fields  of  Fife.    (See  Index  Map  D.) 

Two  sheets  on  the  l-inch  s^de  are  being  prepared  for  the  engraver, 
viz.,  Nos.  15  and  22,  The  former  embraces  the  upper  parts  of  Lanark- 
shiire  and  Dumfriesshire,  with  part  of  Ayrshire ;  toe  li^er  contains  the 
northern  part  of  the  Ayrshire  coal  field.

Diuing  tins  year  a  descriptive  catalogue  has  been  prepared  of  all  the 
maps,  sections,  and  memoirs  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Scotland,  bo^ 

Eiblished  and  in  preparation.  This  catalogue  has  been  printed,  and  has 
tely  been  extensively  circulated  through  the  districts  in  which  the 
Survey  has  been  at  work,  with  the  view  of  making^  the  public  better 
acquamted  with  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  publications  of  the  Survey. 

A  considerable  increase  in  the  sale  of  tiiese  publications  is  anticipated. 

Mr.  Geikie  has  with  great  propriety  again  called  my  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  premises  in  which  the  Survey  has  at  present  its  office  in 
Edinburgh  are  wholly  unsuitable,  and  I  beg  again  to  call  attention  to 
this  subject.  The  light  and  ventilation  are  such  as  seriously  to  inter- 
fere with  the  proper  discharge  of  the  indoor  duties  of  the  officers  of  the 
Survey,  while  the  want  of  sufficient  room  is  becoming  daily  more  serious. 
So  lon^  as  the  office  remains  as  it  is,  I  can  myself  declare  from  personal 
inspection  that  it  is  impossible  the  winter  work  of  the  Survey  can  be 
efficiently  performed. 

Geological  Survey  of  Ireland, — ^The  Director,  Mr.  J.  Beete  Jukes,  Geological 
reports  in  reference  to  the  6-inch    maps,  that  the  fresh   geological  SjSItV^^ 
data  which    have  been  noted  during  the   past  year  refer  to  1,033  ^'^^^^ 
square  miles,  the  linear  miles  of  boundaxr  tnced  to  about  1,326,  and 
the  number  of  miles  of  coast  examined  (much  of  it  very  difficult  of

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Two  new  sheets  (Nos.  86  and  87)  of  the  1-inch  map,  bringinf^  up  the 
total  number  of  sheets  published  to  113,  have  been  issued*  Two  others 
have  been  engraved,  but  require  some  alterations. 

The  accompanying  shaded  index  maps  £.  and  F.  show  the  sheets 
published  during  the  year  1868,  and  those  previously  published ;  £.  on 
the  1-inch,  and  F.  on  the  6-inch  scales. 

Two  explanations  of  the  maps  arc  in  the  press. 

Numbers  of  rock  specimens  have  been  sent  up,  and  Mr.  Baily,  acting 
as  Paleontologist,  reports  that  6,520  fossils  have  been  collected  and 
registered  during  the  year.  Of  these  upwards  of  3,000  were  examined 
and  named,  and  500  added  to  the  Museum  and  lecture  series,  while 
2,300  were  selected  for  distribution.  He  also  reports  that  he  has  made 
notes  on  different  fossils  and  sketches  for  publication  in  the  explanations 
of  the  geological  maps  of  different  districts. 

Fossil  localities  have  been  visited  by  Mr.  Baily  and  the  collectors  in 
the  counties  of  Meath,  Westmeath,  Longford,  Mayo,  Galway,  and 
Down. 

There  have  been  supplied  to  the  agents  in  Ireland  143  copies  of  the 
maps  and  2  of  the  sections.  Tweni^-four  copies  of  the  maps,  2  copies 
of  the  sections,  and  19  of  the  explanations  have  been  supplied  to  the 
agents  in  London. 

The  Irish  branch  of  the  Survev  has  unfortunately  been  deprived  of 
the  services  of  the  accomplished  Mr.  Du  Noyer,  who  had  recently  been 
advanced  to  the  new  post  of  District  Surveyor,  and  who,  with  one  of  his 
children,  was  carried  off  by  scarlet  fever  on  the  3rd  of  January  1869. 

The  director,  Mr.  Jukes,  having  recommended  that  Mr.  Kinahan 
should  succeed  to  the  vacant  post,  I  nave  supported  this  recommendation 
by  an  appeal  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  on  Education 
in  fevour  of  this  laborious  and  active  geological  surveyor.

Natural  History  Branch  of  the  Survey  and  Museum, 

The  naturalist.  Professor  Huxley,  reports  that  during  the  past  year 
1,620  specimens  of  invertebrate  fossils  have  been  mounted  and  placed  in 
the  cases  of  this  Museum. 

Of  these  491  belonged  to  the  Lycett  collection;  the  rest  have  been 
collected  on  the  Survey,  purchased  or  presented. 

Among  the  donations  some  are  of  great  value  and  interest  (See 
IV.,  page  410),  particularly  the  collection  of  8ilurian  and  Devonian 
fossils  collected  by  the  late  Lieut.  H.  A.  Wyatt  Edgell,  and  presented 
by  his  father,  the  Rev.  Wyatt  Edgell. 

Mrs.  King,  the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  S.  W.  King,  Fellow  of  the 
Geological  Society,  well  known  as  a  distinguished  geologist,  whose 
premature  death  we  all  lament,  has  presented  the  whole  of  her  late 
husband's  valuable  and,  in  some  respects,  unique  collection  of  fossils 
from  the  Forest  beds  of  Norfolk. 

The  collection  contains  160  specimens  of  mammalian  remains,  besides 
a  large  series  of  birds  and  plants.  Mr.  Boyd  Dawkins,  F.R.S.,  who  has 
long  been  well  acquainted  with  this  collection,  is  preparing  a  catalogue 
of  tne  specimens  contained  in  it,  which  it  is  proposed  to  bave  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  public. 

The  Paleontologist,  Mr.  R.  Etheridge,  reports  that  the  number  of 
species  of  fossils  which  have  passed  tlirougn  his  u^^^hr^W^ff  ^^ 
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year  liave  nearly  readied  7fi00f  the  analysis  of  vhicli  is  given  in  this  Appendix  E.

Added  to  these  6,000  more  specimens  have  heen  unpacked  and  placed 
in  the  working  drawers,  ready  for  examination. 

Mr.  Etheridge  also  states  that  the  Lycett  collection  is  entirely  named, 
and  now  placed  in  the  possession  of  Professor  Huxl^  for  the  Museum. 

The  Day  and  Bowerbank  collections  are  gradually  worked  into  th« 
Museum,  and  both  are  unsurpassed  as  regards  fine  species. 

The  long  Memoir  by  Messrs.  Sawkins  and  Brown  upon  the  Geology 
of  Jamaica  has,  as  r^^ards  the  pupils,  been  entirely  and  critically  revised 
by  Mr.  Etheridge,  who  has  added  a  long  and  exhaustive  appendix  and 
summarv  of  the  i)a]aeontology  of  the  Caribean  area  of  that  island,  thus 
materially  enhancing  the  value  of  the  work. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  noticed  that  such  extra  or  colonial  work  renders 
it  very  difficult  indeed  for  the  Palaeontologist  and  his  assistant,  Mr. 
Sharman,  to  execute  their  official  duties  in  the  Museum,  which,  besides 
the  examination  and  classification  of  the  fossils,  include  descriptions  of 
the  same  for  the  Memoirs,  and  yearly  demonstrations  to  the  students, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  extra  pressure  occasioned  by  a  largely  increased 
sti^  of  geologists,  the  menibers  of  which  are  constantly  seeking  for 
information.

Mining  Record  Office, — In  reporting  upon  the  progress 'made  in  this 
branch  of  our  establishment,  Mr.  Root.  Hunt  states,  that  he  has  been 
employed  in  ascertaining  the  out-put  of  coal  and  the  production  of  iron 
in  Scotland,  and  also  in  the  mining  distriots  of  Duriiam,  Northumber- 
land, and  Cleveland.  The  results  of  these  and  other  visits  to  Nortli 
Gloucestershire  and  Somersetshire  coal  fields,  as  well  as  to  Devonshire 
and  Cornwall,  have  been  embodied  in  the  volume  of  Mineral  Statistics 
of  the  year,  which  was  published  in  September  last. 

The  estimate  of  the  production  of  coal  in  South  Staffordshire  has 
been  con^rmed  by  another  visit. 

Besides  joumies  to  the  coal  fields  of  the  midland  counties,  Shropshire, 
and  North  Staffordshire,  Mr.  Hunt  found  it  necessary,  owing  to  the 
great  cluuiges  which  had  taken  place  in  the  tin  and  copper  mines  of 
Cornwall  and  Devon,  and  also  in  the  lead  and  barvtes  works  of  Derby- 
shire, to  secure  records  of  abandoned  mines,  ana  was  duly  attentive 
to  the  salt  produce  of  Bromsgrove  and  Droitwich,  and  of  the  fire-clay 
works  of  Stourbridge. 

By  these  means  a  large  quantity  of  important  information  was  collected 
for  the  Mining  Record  Office,  much  of  it  being  available  for  the  use  of 
the  Royal  Co^  Commission.    {See  List  IIL,  page  406.) 

The  Mining  Record  Office  now  contains  plans  and  sections  representing 
subterranean  worldngs  of  nearljr  1,000  mines,  and  has  proved  highly 
us^iil  during  the  year,  in  fdrmshing  the  infonnation  sought  by  the 
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Committee  of  Mines  Assessment,  whilst  it  hius^  as  usual,  supplied  to  the  /Lppento  B. 
Board  of  Trade  the  tables  for  the  Miscellaneous  Statistics  of  the  United  i^bpobt  bt 
Kingdom.    This  emporium  of  mining  knowledge  will  doubtless  be  much     8is  K.  I. 
enriched  by  the  data  obtained  ..bv  the,  present  inquiry  of  the  RojbI     ^JJ^' 
Coal  Commission^  so  as  eventually  to  form  a  much  more  permanent 
record  of  the  state  of  the  coal  industiy  of  Britain  than  was  ever  before 
obtained. 


Chemical  Laboratory, 

Dr.  Frankland,  the  Professor  of  Chemist^,  after  mentioning  the  Oh^toal 
satisfactory  attendance  and  progress  of  his  pupUs,  reports,  that,  in  addi-  I^wnfatofiei. 
tion  to  his  usual  morning  lectures  at  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistiy,  he 
has  given  an  evening  course  of  eight  lectures  on  the  first  principles  of 
chemistiy  in  the  theatre  of  Jermyn  Street,  which  was  most  numerously 
attended.  Since  his  relinauishment  of  the  post  of  Professor  in  the  Royal 
Institution,  Dr.  Franklana  has  been  able  to  give  a  more  undiWded  atten- 
tion to  his  duties.  Among  those  of  a  public  character,  he  has  inquired 
into  the  best  means  of  preventing  the  pollution  of  rivers,  has  analysed 
each  month  the  waters  delivered  by  the  various  metropolitan  companies ; 
such  analyses  being  published  regularly  by  the  Registrar  General. 

In  company  with  Dr.  Odling,  he  has  in  the  last  year  extensively  analysed, 
for  the  Royal  Commission  on  Water  Supply,  the  waters  of  the  numerous 
streams  and  springs  in  the  valley  of  the  Thames.  He  has  further,  in 
conjunction  with  Mr.  Armstrong,  brought  his  researches  on  potable 
waters  to  a  conclusion,  and^  has  shown  how,  by  certain  new  processes, 
sewage  pollution,  both  previous  and  present,  can  be  detected,  and  its 
quantity  determined. 

Besides  an  investigation  of  the  phenomena  of  combustion  imder  high 
pressure,  the  results  of  which  have  been  communicated  to  the  Royal 
Society,  Dr.  Frankland  is  now  occupied,  in  coiguction  with  Mr.  Norman 
Lockyer,  in  the  investigation  of  the  luminous  spectra  of  different  gases ; 
and  it  is  eiqpected  that  these  researches  will  throw  light  upon  the  com- 
position of  the  solar  atmosphere,  and  some  of  the  peculiar  appearances 
observed  during  the  late  total  edipse  of  the  sun. 

By  an  analysis  of  the  gas  supplied  to  South  Kensington  Museum  by 
the  Western  Ga^  Company,  Dr.  Frankland  has  determined,  that  this 
gas,  which  was  said  to  be  injurious  to  piotures»  is  veiy  much  better 
purified  than  that  supplied  hj  anv  other  metropoUtan  company.  He 
nas  prepared  a  thorougnly  revised  descriptive  catalogue  of  the  Food  De-- 
partment  of  the  Souw  Kensington  Museum,  and  has  conducted  the 
chemical  examination  of  students  in  the  Royal  School  of  Naval  Architec- 
ture, in  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art,  and  also  of  the  Laboratory  of 
Inland  Revenue  at  Somerset  House. 

Lastly,  Dr.  Frankland  has  transmitted  to  me  a  memorandum  (see  Iziadequate 
page  26)  upon  the  great  additional  space  which  is   wanting  in  the  »o«>™anoda- 
Royal  College  of  Chemistry,  to  enable  him  to  convey  to  the  students  the  oSuegre  of 
necessary  instruction  in  those  branches  of  chemical  science,  which  are  of  Ghe^stry. 
the  highest  importance  to  the  public  weal,  and  the  advancement  of  many 
of  the  staple  branches  of  our  manufi&ctures.    I  have  transmitted  this 
imnortant  document  to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  on  Education ; 
ana  as  their  Lordships  have  already  directed  the  construction  of  chemical 
laboratories  at  South  Kensington,  Dr.  Frankland  expresses  the  hope, 
that  these  buildings,  already  fat  advanced,  may  be  rapidly  completed,  so 
as  to  place  our  country  on  a  level  with  several  foreign  nations,  which  he 
enumerates  as  already  possessing  such  requisite  establishments^  ^^^Tp

Conclusion. 


In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  direct  attention  to  some  of  the  chief  uses  of  the 
Geological  Survey.  As  one  of  the  members  of  the  Royal  Commission  to 
inquire  into  the  amount  of  coal,  whether  in  those  fields  which  are  already 
known »  or  in  those  tracts  where  it  may  be  hereafter  discovered  and 
worked  in  Britain,  I  am  privileged  to  state,  from  the  concurrent  testi- 
mony of  all  my  associates  in  that  Commission,  that  the  maps  and 
sections  of  the  survey  have  been  of  the  greatest  assistance ;  whilst,  as  the 
director,  who  is  proud  of  the  services  of  his  officers,  I  can  affirm,  that 
the  evidence  given  by  Professor  Ramsay,  Mr.  Hull,  and  others,  will, 
when  laid  before  the  public,  demonstrate  the  real  value  of  the  reseaiches 
which  have  enabled  us  to  indicate  clearly  those  subterranean  areas  of 
hidden  coal,  which  will  long  furnish  the  country  with  fud  when,  at  a 
period  still  happily  very  distant,  the  present  coal  fields  shall  have  been 
exhausted. 

As  the  Director  General  of  the  Geological  Survey,  I  may  well  be  gra- 
tified by  the  opinions  which  have  been  expressed  by  foreigners  of 
scientific  distinction,  as  to  the  value  of  our  publications.  In  the  year 
1862, 1  cited  the  opinion  of  the  eminent  Italian  Minister  Quintino  Sella, 
who,  with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  a  Geological  Survey  in  his  own 
country,  did,  after  visiting  various  foreign  countries,  give  the  palm  to 
our  system  of  exploration  and  publication. 

I  have  now  to  record  a  similar  laudation  on  the  part  of  the  Geologists 
of  France.  In  a  recently  published  notice  of  our  maps,  which,  by  the 
permission  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  on  Education  were  (after 
the  Paris  Exhibition),  presented  to  the  Geological  Society  of  France, 
M.  Marcou,  in  an  able  analysis  of  them  printed  in  a  volume  of  the  French 
Society,  writes  thus : — "  This  great  and  magnificient  work,  the  GeologioBl 
''  Survey  of  the  British  Isles,  is  much  the  best  of  aU  those  executeu  in 
"  the  various  countries  of  both  the  old  and  new  world ;"  and  in  regard 
to  the  Museum  of  Practical  Geology,  the  same  eminent  authority 
estimates  it  as,  "  unrivalled  for  its  usclalness  and  dear  classification."*

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Finally,  as  this  document  will  be  laid  before  a  Parliament  in  which  Appendix  E, 
many  new  members  have  taken  their  places,  I  conceive  that  I  cannot  b,spobt  bt 
more  effectively  put  before  them  my  views,  than  by  reprinting  the     siBfi.1. 
concluding  paragraphs  of  my  last  report.  ^^^' 

"  With  every  exertion  to  complete  this  great  national  work,  I  must 
express  my  belief,  that  the  Geological  Survey  will  necessarily  range  over 
many  more  years  than  have  been  estimated,  even  in  England ;  for,  as  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  on  Education,  under  whom  we  serve,  have 
adopted  the  suggestion  I  made,  that  the  superficial  deposits,  which  ex- 
tend over  such  lurge  tracts,  and  so  frequently  conceal  the  subjacent  rock, 
should,  for  the  benefit  of  the  agricultural  community,  be  also  mapped, 
and  their  outlines  and  character  defined,  so  this  labour  alone  will  ocqupy 
many  a  year,  even  with  the  employment  of  our  largely  increased  staff. 
The  re-survey  of  all  the  south-western  extremity  of  England  before  al- 
luded to,  is  indeed  to  be  added,  and,  with  the  production  of  the  6-inch 
maps,  these  and  many  other  large  tracts  which  include  valuable  mines, 
will  demand  a  more  precise  delineation  of  the  course  and  developement 
of  coal  and  other  minerals  than  it  has  been  possible  to  lay  down  on  the 
maps  of  the  1-inch  scale,  or  those  only  which  have  previously  existed. 

**  Then,  again,  in  Scotland,  where  scarcely  one  half  of  the  kingdom  has 
been  as  yet  furnished  with  topographical  maps  of  the  Ordnance  Survey, 
and  where  the  tenth  part  of  t-ne  countiy  only  has  been  geologically  illus- 
trated, the  period  must  be  very  distant  indeed  when  the  useful  labours 
of  the  State  geologists  can  be  expected  to  cease." 

I  am  indeed  impressed  with  the  persuasion,  that,  with  the  spread  of 
enlightened  education  and  extended  knowledge,  the  Geological  Survey 
of  the  Biitish  Islands,  which,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  de- 
siderata, has  yet  to  canj  out  chemical  analyses  of  all  the  native  rocks 
and  minerals  of  the  kmgdom,  will  survive  for  ages,  and  become  as 
necessary  and  fixed  an  establishment  in  these  islands  as  analogous  insti- 
tutions of  foreiffn  countries,  and  will  prove  as  permanent  in  my  country 
as  the  Royal  Observatory  at  Greenwich  and  the  botanical  establishment 
at  Kew,  which  are  willingly  supported  by  parliamentary  grants.

nas  rendered  most  important  service  in  keeping  up  the  regist^,  and 
the  general  labelling  of  the  Industrial  coUeoUons;  and  Mr,  Gibson, 
who  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  Natural  History 
department,  has  shown  great  aptitude  for  his  work;  and  a  praisewo^^y. 
desire  to  make  himself  master  of  its  details.  Tbe.  Natural  History 
assistant,  Mr.  Davies,  has  also  done  a  good  share  of  work  in  ^pf^f^g 
and  labe^ng  the  specimens  in  his  department. 

The  immense  Mineral  colledion,  which  has  So  long  ireqiiived  re- 
arrangement, I  have  myself  undertaken,  and,  having  visited  all  the  chief 
continental  collections,  wiU  bring  the  experience  so  acquired  to  bear 
upon  the  task,  which  1  hope  to  complete  i^itisfactorily  ere  long.

During  the  past  year  a  considerable  sum  has  been  expended  on  the 
Natural  History  Department  of  the  Museum,  and  tiie  additions  which 
have  been  made  to  the  collection,  both  by  purchase  and  donation,  have 
been  numerous  and  important.

Among  the  purchases  must  be  mentioned  in  the  first  place,  the 
additions  which  have  been  made  to  the  collection  of  mammals,  and  to 
these  the  workshops  of  M.  Verreanz  of  Paris  and  of  Mr.  Gmard  of 
London  have  largely  contributed. 

The  Quadrumana  have  been  enriched  by  numerous  desiderata,  includ- 
ing eleven  species  of  Old  World  Monkeys,  and  three  species  of  New 
World  Monkeys;  while  to  the  Lemurs,  a  quadrumanous  group  already 
represented  in  the  museum  by  several  important  species,  there  has  been 
added  a  specimen  of  Tarsius  spectnim. 

But  it  IS  by  the  purchase  nom  Mr.  Gerrard  of  the  stuffed  skin  and 
skeleton  of  ,a  Gorilla  (Troglodytes  Gorilla)  that  the  chief  addition  has 
been  made  to  the  collection  of  Quadrumana.  By  this  important  acoui- 
sition  the  museum  has  been  put  in  possession  of  one  of  ^e  very  few 
examples  hitherto  brought  to  Europe  of  the  great  anthropomorphic  ape 
of  tropical  Africa. 

Besides  the  Quadrumana,  other  mammalian  orders  have  received  de- 
sirable accessions.  To  the  Camivora  has  been  added  a  specimen  of  the 
Striped  Hyaena  {Hyana  striata) ;  to  the  Insectivora,  a  specdmen  of  the 
Russian  Musk  Mole  {Myoyale  Muscotnta) ;  while  the  Rodentia  have  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  no  less  than  thirty-nine  species,  indudhig 
some  of  the  most  important  types  of  form  presented  by  this  numerous, 
interesting,  and  widely  distributed  order. 

To  the  Ruminantia,  besides  several  species  of  African  and  Indian 
Antelopes,  there  has  been  added  a  jo\mg  Wajiiti  (Cervus  Canadensis); 
the  Soliduogula  have  received  an  adoition  in  toe  stuffed  skin  and 
skeleton  of  a  Zebra  {Asinus  Zebra) ;  the  Edentata  in  the  skeleton  of  a 
three-toed  Sloth  (Bradypus  tridactylus) }  the  Cetacea  in  an  excellent 
skeleton  of  the  pilot  whale  {Globicephalus  deduetor)  prepared  £rom  a 
specimen  which,  along  with  several  others,  had  been  recently  stranded  in 
the  Firth  of  Forth. 

The  Marsupialia  have  reeeived  a  laige  and  valuable  addition,  including 
forms  from  the  two  great  areas  of  their  distribution,  Australia  ana 
America.  Besides  the  stuffed  skins  of  sixteen  species,  including  some 
of  the  most  interesting  types  of  the  order,  this  addition  embraces 
two  skeletons,  one  that  of  the  Tasmanian  wolf  {Paracyon  cynoeephalus), 
and  the  other  that  of  the  wombat  {Phascolomys  ursinus). 

The  purchases  for  the  ornithological  collection  have  not  been  nume- 
rous. They  include,  however,  an  ostrich,  a  Rhea  {Rhea  Americana),  two 
verv  fine  examples  of  the  magnificent  Meidcan  bird  (Troyen  resplendens), 
and  a  skeleton  of  a  hornbill  (nuceros  rhinoceros). 

The  fishes  have  received  an  acquisition  in  a  specimen  of  the  Tunny 
(Thynnus  vulgaris).  It  had  strayed  into  the  Firth  of  Forth,  and  was  pur- 
chased from  some  fishermen  who  had  succeeded  in  capturing^t. 
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Besides  the  stuffed  skins  and  skeletons  here  enumerated  a  oollection  AppwOta  F. 
eonsistinff  of  six  ii^ected  preparations  intended  to  iUustrate  the  principal  ^-^^  ^^ 
modifications  of  the  circulatoiy  system  among  the  vertebrata  has  been      pSov. 
added.  Aiuujr. 

To  the  inrertebrate  animals  of  the  museum  a  very  valuable  addition 
will  be  found  in  a  collection  of  insects  made  by  the  amiable  and  acoom- 
plished  naturalist,  the  late  James  Wilson  of  Woodville,  near  Edinbiuvh, 
and  now  purchased  for  the  museum  from  his  representatives.  Tida 
collection  contains  many  rare  and  beautiful  specimens,  consisting  chiefly 
of  Lepidoptera,  Ckileontera,  and  Orthoptera  from  South  America  and 
other  parts  of  tiie  world. 

Some  additions  have  also  been  made  to  the  shells,  and  a  small  collec* 
tion  of  Arachnida,  consisting  of  twelve  skilfully  mounted  preparations 
in  spirits  illustrating  some  of  the  principal  forms  of  the  dass,  nas  been 
purchased  from  Wenzel  Fric,  of  Prague ;  while  the  invertebrate  groups 
nave  been  still  further  enriched  by  tne  purchase  of  an  interesting  and 
illustrative  coUection  of  models  obtainea  from  the  same  dealer,  and  re- 
presenting on  an  enlarged  scale  the  more  important  genera  of  Foramini- 
fera  and  Radiolaria.  Some  beautifully  executed  models  in  glass  of  the 
MeduBse,  and  allied  forms  prn>ared  by  Leopold  Blaschka  of  Dresden, 
have  slso  been  purchased,  and  are  as  scientificaUy  correct  as  it  seema 
possible  for  such  things  to  be,  while  they  certainly  give  a  far  better  idea 
of  the  natural  form  of  these  perishable  organisms  than  can  be  obtained 
from  anv  preparation  of  the  actual  animal.  The  same  artist  has  also 
fumishea  the  museum  with  some  models  of  the  mollusca^  exhibiting 
very  satisfiictorilv  the  soft  bodies  of  some  of  the  typical  representatives 
of  this  sub-kingdom. 

The  minerals  have  also  received  some  additions.  Among  these  may 
be  mentioned  specimens  of  Analcime,  Fahlore,  Boumonite,  Azurite,  and 
of  native  silver  and  copper. 

No  specimens  have  been  purchased  during  the  past  year  for  the 
Palaeoutological  collection. 

The  various  objects  now  mentioned  will  serve  to  convey  a  snfficientlv 
adequate  idea  of  the  general  nature  and  value  of  the  accessions  which 
the  Natural  History  collections  have  ac<}uired  by  purchase  during  the 
year  just  ended.  Others  not  here  specified,  together  with  the  various 
sums  of  money  expended  in  the  purchietse  of  tiie  specimens,  will  be  found 
in  the  detailed  list  appended  to  the  General  Report  of  the  Museum  of 
Science  and  Art  drawn  up  by  the  Director.

In  donations  the  collection  continues  to  receive  gratifying  expressions  Dooatioiit. 
of  the  interest  taken  in  it  by  numerous  well-wishers. 

To  J.  Anderson-Henry,  Eaq.,  it  is  indebted  for  two  specimens  of  the 
fine  Australian  bird  {Calyptorhynckus  Banksii) ;  a  large  collection  of 
Indian  bird  skins  has  been  presented  by  Mrs.  Thomson ;  Walter  Berry, 
Esq.,  has  presented  a  specimen  of  Froteus  anguinus,  the  singular 
Amphibian  of  the  subtemnean  lakes  of  Camiola ;  and  the  Rev.  Dr* 
Duns  has  added  to  the  collection  of  fishes  a  specimen  of  the  curious 
spiny  shark  (Echinorhinus  spinuhsus)  captured  in  the  Firth  of  Forth* 
jr.  Gwyn  Jeffireys,  Esq.,  has  given  some  specimens  of  Leda  ArcHca. 
These  were  dre^ed  in  Wellington  Strait  by  Sir  E.  Belcher,  and  are  of 
special  interest  to  the  student  of  the  newer  geological  formations,  as 
representing  one  of  the  Arctic  forms  of  a  genus,  sev^  of  whose  species, 
though  now  confined  to  the  frozen  seas  within  the  Arctic  circle,  extended 
their  range  at  one  time  as  hr  south  as  the  shores  of  the  British  Isles. 
Dr.  M'Bain,  R.N.,  has  added  some  cuttle-fish  eggs  from  Loch  Striven; 
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^4)peAdixP.  to  ^'  I^ft^id  Ghrisiison  the  collection  is  indebted  for  a  specimen  of

The  Ethnological  collection  has  received  a  most  valnable  addition  in 
two  authentac  Andaman  islanders'  skulls.  These  were  preseBled  by 
Or.  Mouafc,  Inspector-genend  of  jaUs  in  India,  ixdio  has  ftirther  moift 
liberallj  undertaKen  to  obtun  for  the  museum  if  posnble  the  skulls  of 
Indian  hill  Tribes,  and  otiier  eicamples  of  little^known  departments  of 
Indian  £timology.

On  behalf  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  Science  for  ^  sotSct' 
Ireland,  I  beg  leave  to  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  authoritieflr        pob 
of  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  the  following  report  of  the  eduoa-    Ibk»a»i>. 
tional  proceedings  of  the  College  during  the  past  year. 

The  several  courses  of  systematic  instruction  have  been  carried  out  by  Courses  of 
the  profiBSsors  as  arranged  in  the  programme  given  in  last  report,  ana  ^^*^??^ 
were  attended  by  the  students  with  satisftustory  regularity  and  seal.  anoe  of 

Mr.  Jukes,  Professor  of  Geology,  having  suffered  in  health  from  over*  students. 
exertion  in  performance  of  his  duties,  the  Council  accepted  the  proposal 
of  Mr.  Baily  to  assist  Mr.  Jukes  by  the  delivery  of '  Demonstrations  iit 
Palasontology,  and  of  Mr.  Gages  to  give  ^imilartya  series  of  lessons  in 
Mineralogy  to  the  students  of  the  geology  dees.  The  Council  Mt  much 
obliged  to  those  gentlemen  for  this  most  useflil  oo-operation,  through 
which,  Mr.  Jukes^  health  b^ng  materially  restored,  he  was  enabled  to 
bring  his  course  of  lectures  to  a  close  at  the  end  of  the  session. 

Subsequently,  my  Lords  having  deoided  on  carrying  out  the  recom-  Appoint- 
mendation  of  Lord  Reese's  Commission  by  the  t^pointment  of  a  Demon-  m^gtJi£j^ 
strator  in  I^Jasontology,  Mr.  Baily  was  appointed  to  that  offioe.  in  Pabeonto^ 

Prior  to  the  close  of  the  last  session,  1867-68,  the  Council  considered  ^^sy* 
and  arranged  for  conducting  the  several  prise  and  olass-ezaminationsy 
which  were  held  accordingly  at  the  close  of  the  session.    T^e  results  arer 
ghren  in  the  statistics  of  the  secretai^'s  report,  and  Ilmve  the  honour 
now  to  submit  copies  of  the  examination  papers  used. 

My  Lords  are  aware,  by  previous  report,  that  the  Council  had  arranged  Admission 
for  the  admission,  under  certain  regulations,  of  female '  studentii  to  ^q|^® 
attend  the  lectures  of  the  professors.    The  utility  of  ihia  concession  iit^ 
fkvour  of  the  higher  female  education  is  satisnictorilv  shown  by  the 
high  position  taken  at  the  examinations  by  a  young  lady,  who  obtained 
the  first  prize  in  the  class  of  pure  mathematics. 

The  Council  prepared  and  arranged  the  programme  of  the  educaiionar  l^^^^S'*'''"^® 
arrangements  for  the  session  now  current,  1868-69,  which,  having  been  tioMl*^ 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  my  Lords,  was  published  and  circiDated.  arrange- 
A  copy  thereof  is  annexed  to  this  report.  ments. 

The  current  session  was  opened  in  October  in  accordance  ^th  the 
provisions  of  that  programme,  and  the  several  professors  entered  upon 
their  duties,  except  Mr.  Jukes,  whose  health  continuing  infirm  my 
Lords  approved  of  an  arrangement  by  which  the  students  of  the 
geological  class  should  attend  the  lectures  of  Professor  Haughton  in 
Trinity  College  on  that  subject,  that  gentleman  having  kindly  proposed 
to  thus  relieve  Mr.  Jukes  from  the  necessity  of  lec&ring  during  the 
current  session. 

Syllabuses  of  their  respective  courses  were  prepared  by  the  several 
professors  for  the  guidance  of  their  classes.  Of  these  the  principal  have 
been  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  my  Lords. 

The  arrangements  for  the  manaffement  of  the  library  and  museum  by  Aminse- 
Committees  of  the  Council  have  been  carried  on  as  described  in  last  Sanaje?' 
report,  and  the  several  branches  of  the  library  have  been  extended  and  ment  of 
improved  by  purchases  of  hooka  as  far  as  the  limited  funds  available  }|^^Jf * 
allowed.    The  Curator,  Mr.  Grages,  has  recommenced  some  of  his  labours 
in  arranging  portions  of  the  mineral  collections  i  but  it  is  to  be  regret^d 
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that  as  yet  no  steps  have  been  taken,  by  corering  in  the  coort  yard  or 
otherwise,  to  enable  the  technical  and  other  important  divisions  of  the 
museum  to  be  airanged  and  exhibited  for  the  illustration  of  the  lectures 
and  the  information  of  the  public.  The  Council  trusts  that  this  very 
important  object  will  be  provided  for  in  the  arrangements  of  the  Depart* 
ment  for  the  coming  financial  year. 

The  Coundl  refers  for  information  as  to  the  numbers  of  students 
entered  to  the  several  classes  and  of  visitors  to  the  museum,  as  well  as 
for  other  statistical  and  administrative  details,  to  the  report  of  the 
secretary  which  has  been  laid  before  it.  The  Council  thinks  it  rights 
however,  to  mention  that  in  its  opinion  the  comparatively  small  number 
of  students  as  yet  entered  to  follow  the  cuiriculom  for  the  diploma  of 
Associate  of  the  College  should  not  be  taken  as  any  measure  of  the  real 
utility  or  practical  success  of  the  Institution.  The  value  'of  the  education^ 
and  of  the  degree  given  by  the  College,  must  be  proved  bv  the  practical 
success  and  tried  efficiencjr  of  those  young  persons  mo  mav  pass 
Irom  it  into  various  ooouiwtiona  in  life  with  dijdomas  (of  which  none 
can  be  issued  until  after  more  than  two  years  from  this  date)  before  the 
public  at  large  can  be  expected  to  seek  alter  its  certificates,  or  employers 
to  require  them  in  any  considerable  numbers.  For  a  Scientific  Educa- 
tional  Institution,  like  this  College,  to  be  known  and  appreciated,  H 
must  have  been  many  years  in  operation,  and  hence,  any  hasty  or  nre> 
mature  judgment  as  to  its  utility  or  success  could  only  ne  foundea  on 
imperfect  grounds,  and  is  to  be  verr  much  deprecated. 

That  the  public  at  large  reffard  wis  Institution  as  a  valuable  source  of 
sdentific  education  is  fiUly  shown  by  the  remarkable  success  which  has 
so  fur  attended  a  series  of  evening  lectures  on  scientific  subjects  which 
were  voluntarily  commenced  by  the  professors  this  session,  and  for 
which  the  Department  placed  the  lecture  room  and  the  resources  of  the 
College  at  the  disposal  of  the  lecturers.  In  order  to  secure  the  attend* 
ance  of  those  who  wished  really  to  learn,  a  fee  of  6d,  was  required  firom 
each  person  for  each  course  of  six  lectures.  The  courses  as  yet  given 
were,  that  on  the  Chemical  Arts,  by  the  Dean  of  Faculty,  for  which 
224  tickets  were  sold,  and  that  on  Electricity,  by  Professor  Barker,  for 
which  197  tickets  were  sold.  The  audiences,  of  which  a  large  portion 
were  artisans,  in  every  case  manifested  the  strongest  intemt  in  the 
subjects ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  arrangement  now  carried  on  by 
the  voluntary  anxiety  of  the  professors  to  supply  that  general  scientific 
instruction  of  which  the  pubhc  of  Dublin  had  been  for  a  time  deprived, 
may  be  hereafter  placed  on  a  footing  of  more  permanence,  more  suitable 
to  the  position  of  the  Department  and  the  reasonable  expectations  of 
the  public. 

In  the  interval  from  the  1st  January  to  the  dlst  December  I8d8 
the  Coundl  held  14  meetings.

The  object  of  the  Royal  Collef|[e  of  Science  is  to  suppl^f,  as  far  as 
practicable,  a  complete  course  of  mstruction  in  science  applicable  to  the 
industrial  arts,  especially  those  which  may  be  classed  brosidly  under  the 
heads  of  mining,  agriculture,  engineering,  and  manufactures,  and  to  aid 
in  the  instruction  of  teachers  for  the  local  schools  of  science. 

The  practical  applications  of  science  to  industry  or  the  arts  themselves 
will  not  be  undertaken  by  the  Ck>llege  as  part  of  its  teaching.  Its  aim 
will  rather  be  to  impart  a  sound  and  tnorough  knowledge  of  those 
branches  of  science  which  may  be  so  applied,  leavin^^  it  to  the  student 
subsequently  to  specialize  his  knowledge,  and  turn  his  attention  in  the 
direction  he  may  find  most  suitable ;  but  practical  subjects,  when  capable 
of  being  rendered  illustrative  of  scientific  principles,  will,  in  all  cases,  b& 
introduced  in  the  course  of  instruction.

Students  in  this  division  will  attend  the  lectures  of  the  Professor  of 
Applied  Mathematics.  They  will  also  attend  the  lectures  of  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Applied  Chemistry,  and  go  through  a  ^rther  course  of  Practical 
Chemistry. 

The  Demonstrator  in  Paleontology  wiU  give  instruction,  during  the 
second  term  of  the  session,  to  students  of  the  third  year.  These  demon- 
strations are  also  open  to  any  student  who  is  attending,  or  has  during 
ike  preceding  session  attended,  the  lectures  either  of  the  Professor  <» 
Geology,  of  Zoology,  or  of  Botany. 

A  diploma  of  associateship  of  the  College  will  be  given  to  students 
who  pass  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  first  two  years,  and  take  a  first  class 
in  all  the  subjects  in  one  division  of  the  third  year. 

Students  may  also  enter  for  the  separate  courses,  and  receive  c^-* 
tificates  after  examination. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  this  college  is  recognized  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  India  as  qualifying  for  appointments  in  the  Engineering 
Department. 

There  are  four  Royal  Scholarships  of  50/.  yearlj  each,  tenable  for  two 
years ;  two  will  become  vacant  each  year.  They  will  be  given  to  students 
who  shall  have  been  a  year  in  the  College. 

There  are  also  nine  Royal  Exhibitions  attached  to  the  College  of  50/. 
each,  tenable  for  three  years.  For  the  regulations  affecting  them,  see 
page  7  of  this  Programme. 

Scholars  and  exhibitioners  will  be  required  to  attend  all  the  courses 
regularly  each  year,  and  to  pass  the  examinations  required  for  the 
assoeiateship  of  the  College. 

Students  at  the  conclusion  of  their  first  academic  year  will  be  examined 
in  the  subjects  on  which  they  have  attended  lectures.  Prizes  will  be 
awarded  for  superior  answering  in  each  branch.  The  award  of  the 
Royal-  Scholarships  will  be  made  on  the  result  of  this  examination,  to 
those  students,  not  Royal  Exhibitioners,  who  on  the  whole  have  answered 
best,  if  sufficiently  deserving  to  be  recommended  for  them. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  second  year  similar  examinations  will  be  held 
and  prizes  awarded. 

A  medal  will  be  awarded  at  the  oonclttsion  of  the  second  year  to  that 
student  who,  on  the  total  results  of  both  years,  shall  have  most  dis- 
tinguished himself,  if  sufficient  merit  be  shown. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  third  year  similar  examinations  will  be  held, 
and  prises  awarded. 

To  candidates  for  the  associateship  who  enter  without  a  sufficient 
knowledge  of  pure  mathematics,  the  Professor  of  Applied  Mathematics 
gives  such  instruction  as  is  neceesarjr.  These  lectures  mav  also  be 
attended  by  other  students.  Prizes  will  be  awarded  for  pronciency  at 
the  end  of  the  first  and  second  years. 

During  the  session  short  courses  of  evening  lectures  of  a  more  popular 
character  will  be  delivered,  the  particulars  respecting  which  will  oe  duly 
announced. 

The  Chemical  and  Metallurgical  Laboratories,  under  the  direction  of 
IVofessor  Galloway,  are  open  every  week  day  during  the  session  (except 
Saturdajr,  and  the  usual  holidays)  from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.

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During  the  months  of  April  and  May  five  lectures  on  Eogliah  litera- 
ture were  given  in  the  lecture  theatre  hy  permiflsion  of  the  GouncQ,  mth 
the  sanction  of  the  Department.  These  were  under  the  direction  of  a 
special  oonmiittee,  and  were  attended  by  an  average  of  230  persons. 

The  museum,  although  in  an  imperfect  condition,  and  much  dis- 
arranged by  the  works  in  progress,  was  opened  to  the  public  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  number  of  persons  who  visited  it  during  the 
year  was  6,511.

During  the  present  session  short  courses  of  evening  scientific  lectures 
of  a  more  popular  character,  each  course  comprising  six  lectures  at  a  fee 
of  ^d,  for  the  whole  course,  are  being  given  by  the  Dean  of  Faculty  and 
many  of  the  professors.  Tliese  courses  are  quite  voluntary  on  their  part, 
and  unconnected  with  the  regular  systematic  courses. 

The  Dean  of  Faculty  has  already  given  his  course  of  six  lectures  on 
the  chemical  arts,  for  which  224  tickets  were  sold. 

Professor  Barker's  course  on  electricity  is  at  present  in  progress.  Up 
to  this  date  197  tickets  have  been  sold. 

During  the  year  the  vacant  chair  of  mining  and  mineralogy  has  been 
filled  up  Dy  the  appointment  of  Professor  O'Reilly. 

The  post  of  palaeontological  demonstrator  has  also  been  created,  to 
which  Mr.  Baily,  F.G.S.,  has  been  apnointed. 

A  vacancy  in  the  chair  of  botany  also  occurred  during  the  year  owing 
to  the  resignation  of  Professor  Dickson,  who  has  accepted  the  coire- 
sponding  chair  in  the  University  of  Glasgow.  Professor  WyviUe  Thom- 
son, of  Queen's  College,  Belfast,  has  been  appointed  as  his  successor  in 
this  college.

Suitable  l>ook-case8  have  been  provided  and  ample  accom- 
modation for  readers.  The  books  have  been  arranged  and  classified  by 
the  libraiian,  Mr.  Gages,  who  has  also  completed  a  MS.  alphabetical 
catalogue.  The  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  hbraiy  in  3,935.  The 
books  are,  many  of  them,  of  considsable  value,  and  ail  selected  mth 
especial  reference  to  the  various  branches  of  study  pursued  in  the 
college.  Permission  to  [read  in  the  library  is  freely  given  to  persons 
unconnected  with  the  college  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
valuable  collection  of  sdentifio  works.  Peculiar  fMnlities  axe  also  afforded 
to  students  studying  for  their  examinations. 

The  progress  made  during  the  past  year  in  other  respects  in  the  Alterationt 
alterations  of  the  building,  has  been  less  than  I  had  antidpated  at  its  orboUding; 
commencement.  This  has  been  owing  to  two  causes.  1st.  The  almost 
total  cessation  of  the  works  for  several  months,  caused  by  the  unwilling- 
ness of  the  authorities  to  proceed  with  the  alterations  pending  the 
inquiiy  of  the  Treasury  Commission,  in  reference  to  the  various  scien- 
tific institutions  in  Dublin  receiving  aid  from  Government ;  and,  2ndly, 
the  transfer  of  the  building  and  all  works  connected  with  it  to  the 
charge  of  the  Office  of  Pubhc  Works  from  1st  April  last.  A  good  dad 
of  dday  was  unavoidably  caused  in  completing  existiuff  contracts  and 
discharging  outstanding  liabilities  before  the  Board  of  Works  was  in  a 
position  to  undertake  any  new  works. 

As  fiir  as  regards  maintenance  and  repairs,  this  transfer  of  the  building  Miunte- 
to  the  Office  of  Works  has  worked  pretty  well.    It  has  been  less  satis-  ™!^!^^ 
factoiy  as  regards  new  works,  firom  the  great  delay  caused  by  pre-  ^^^"^' 
liminary  correspondence,  reports,  &c.,  before  any  works  can  be  put  in 
hand.    Works  which,  but  for  this,  would  have  been  completed  in  the 
vacation,  have  thus  been  thrown  into  the  middle  of  the  session,  to  the 
great  inconvenience  of  professors  and  students.    It  has  been  found 
necessary,  owing  to  this  cause,  to  defer  some  important  matters  to  next 
summer,  which  willprobablv  leave  a  considerable  portion  of  our  building 
vote  for  this  year  unexpended. 

While  on  this  subject  I  should  refer  again  to  a  matter,  alluded  to  in  Offices  of 
xny  last  report  as  causing  considerable  inconvenience,  I  mean  the  delay  Geological 
in  making  arrangements  m  regard  to  the  offices  of  the  Geological  Survey,  ovxrej. 
Owing  to  this  cause  the  professors  of  Zoology  and  Mining  and  Mine- 
ralogy are  still  unprovided  with  class-rooms.    This  is  peculiarly  incon- 
venient to  the  professor  of  Zoology,  who  commences  his  regular  course 
of  lectures  almost  immediately,  and  is  as  yet  quite  unprovided  with  con- 
veniences for  the  dissection  and  preparation  of  specimens,  as  well  as  for 
his  dass  demonstrations.    To  meet  this  difficulty  he  has  been  sllowed 
to  retain  possession  of  the  room  intended  for  uie  general  use  of  the 
professors,  who  have  been  thus  put  to  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience, 
while  the  accommodation  so  obtained  for  uie  professor  of  Zoology  has 
been  of  the  most  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  chsracter.    One  of  the 
class-rooms  is  stiU  occupied  by  the  housekeeper,  as  the  room  appro- 
priated for  his  use  is  occupied  as  a  store  by  the  Geological  Survey. 

Some  progress  has,  however,  been  made  in  the  works  for  the  aocom-  Altentions 
modation  of  the  students*    Thus  the  drawmg  school  has  been  com-  oompletod. 
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pleted,  and  now  fbtmB  a  handsome  and  welUlighted  apartment,. ih^  old 
windows  having  been  nmoved:  and  xei^aoed  b7  others  loftier  and  moie 
suitable.  Drawing  tables  of  a  peculiar  construction  have  been  provided 
at  the  suggestion  of  Professor  Pigot,  and  a  convenient  range  of  presses 
erected,  in  which  each  student  has  a  separate  cell  for  his  drawing  instni- 
menta,  4io. , 

The  small  lecture  room,  adjoining  the  drawing  sdiool,  has  ako  been 
completed.  It  forms  now  a  very  convenient  lecture  room  for  small 
classes  in  suligects  for  which  diagram  illustration  is  sufficient.  It  is  so 
arranged  that  it  can,  when  neeesasry,  be  thrown  into  one  mtii  the 
•drawing  school,  so  as  to  form  a  laige  examination  hall. 

Glass-rooms  have  been  fitted  up  for  tiie  profbssors  of  AmiJied  Mathe- 
matics, Botany,  and  Agnkmttnse,  also  a  small  room  for  the  use  of  the 
draughtsmen  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  diagrams  for  the  professors. 
This  nas  been  found  to  be  a  very  great  convenience. 

The   arrangements   in   the   ehemieal  laboratories  are  pretfy  w^ 
advanced,  though  a  great  deal  still  remabs  to  be  done. 
V    A  fire  main  and  proper  provision  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire  have 
been  provided. 

Among  the  works  now  in  hand  or  in  immediate  preparation,  I  may 
mention  the  new  preparation  room  and  building  in  connexion  witii  the 
lecture  theatre ;  a  range  of  cases  for  chemical  apparatus  in  the  museum ; 
and  assay  furnaces  and  a  still  in  the  lower  chemical  laboratory.  It 
is  hoped  that  these  may  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the  current 
financial  year. 

The  arrangements  for  darkenhig  the  leotilre  theatre,  for  the  exhi- 
bition of  optical  experiments,  have  been  found  to  be  of  so  serious  and 
difficult  a  character,  owing  to  the  conibtructM>n  of  the  roof  of  the  theatre, 
as  to  require  to  be  deferred  to  next  summer.  It  mJl  be  necessary  to 
erect  a  scaffolding  in  the  theatre  for  this  purnose. 

The  minute  of  the  Department,  of  29th  October  1867,  directing  the 
transfer  of  all  apparatus  to  the  custody  of  the  curator,  Mr.  Gages,  and 
reauiring  him  tn  make  an  inventory  of  same,  remains  from  tne  fore- 
gomg  causes  still  unacted  ujwn.  No  accommodation  having  been  as 
yet  provided  in  the  museum  for  the  reception  and  proper  custody  of 
the  apparatus  and  specimens,  they  still  necessarily  remain  scattered 
througn  the  different  class-rooms  and  preparation  rooms  in  the  charge 
of  the  several  professors.  Nor  has  Mr.  Gages  been  able  to  take  any 
step  towards  making  an  inventory. 

As  regards  the  Sagrams,  however,  very  complete  and  8uitai)lfl  pro- 
vision has  lately  been  made  for  tiieir  reception,  and  theur  transfer  to 
the  custody  of  Mr.  Gages  has  been  partially  effected.  He  is  at  present 
engaged  in  arranging  and  deitaloguing  them. 

As  regards  the  arrangement  and  dassification  of  specimens  in  the 
museum,  I  should  observe  that,  owing  to  the  alterations  in  progress  in 
the  building)  a  great  deal  of  Mr.  Galas'  time  was  occupied  in  removing 
entire  series  from  one  place  to  anc^er.  Nevertheless  he  has,  witibont 
assistance,  described  and  classified  a  hum  collection  of  minends  illus- 
trative of  their  physical  properties,  and  intraded  to  serve  as  an 
introduction  to  the  study  of  mmeralogy. 

The  Technical  €k)llection  of  Minends,  which  has  hitinvto  been  ar- 
ranged so  as  to  show  l^or  industrial  applications,  Mr.  Gages  purposes 
re-4rr«nging  and  dassifyin^  on  a  system  more  adapted  to  the  require- 
ments  of  a  scientific  institution. 

As  alluded  to  in  my  last  report,  the  attendants  have  been  placed  on 
the  hourly  system  of  payments.    It  has  worked  well.

EXAUINATIONS   FOB  CkRTIPXCATBS. 

Certificates  of  Mbbit. 

The  twelfth  annual  examination  for  general  and  commercial  certificates  Bxamina- 
of  meiit  was  held  on  the  evenings  of  the  week  commencing  Monday,  ^rUflMtes 
1st  June  1868. 

Seventy-five  persons  applied  to  be  examined,  of  whom  sixty-six  pre* 
sented  themselves  for  examination. 

Twenty-seven  obtained  general  eertificates>  and  three  commercial 
certificates. 

Two  of  the  candidates,  ^o  would  otherwise  have  been  awarded  certi- 
ficates, were  disqualified  in  consequence  of  their  having  in  one  of  the 
exercises  copied  from  each  other. 

The  examination,  as  before,  was  conducted  gratuitously  by  members 
of  the  Society.

Upon  tiie  invitation  of  the  council  a  lecture  on  Musical  and  Sensitive  Lectures. 
Flames  was  delivered  on  the  3rd  January  1868  in  the  Society's  theatre 
by  W.  F.  Barrett,  Esq.,  of  the  International  CoUege,  London,  before  an 
audience  of  786  persons. 

A  ooinse  of  three  lectures  on  the  Diseases  of  Cattle  was  delivered  on 
the  3rd,  5th,  and  7th  Pebniaiy  by  Professor  Armatage,  of  the  Glasgow 
Veterinary  College,  at  which  me  attendance  numlwred  193,  isiveraging 
64  at  each  lecture.

The  experiments 
with  the  former  were  partially  successful,  a  large  number  of  the  insects 
having  produced  cocoons ;  but  at  one  stage  of  their  existence  the  entire 
of  the  oak-feeders  perished.  The  experiment,  however,  is  to  be  tried 
under  more  favourable  circumstances  m  the  present  year.

The  Council  decided  upon  holding  a  Conversazione  on  one  evening 
of  the  week  of  the  Spring  Cattle  Show ;  all  the  departments  of  the 
Society  to  be  throtm  open  on  the  l>ccasion. 

The  conversazione  took  place  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  21st  April. 

Those  present  &n  the  "occasioii  numbered  2,475  persons,  Amongst 
the  guests  invited  by  the  Council  were  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant, the  Duchess  of  Abercom  and  suite,  their  Royal  Highnesses  the 
Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  and  suite.  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke 
of  Cambridge,  their  Serene  Highnesses  the  Prince  of  Teck  and  the 
Prince  of  I^ininjren,  and  the  ftince  of  Saxe- Weimar,  all  of  whom 
honoured  the  Society  by  their  presence. 

The  museum  of  natural  history,  library,  reading  rooms,  and  other 
apartments  were  all  open  on  the  occasion,  and  in  addition  to  the  objects 
contained  therein  varied  attractions  were  provided.  In  the  lecture 
striking  philosophical  experiinents  were  dumlayed ;  the  prise  drawings 
of  the  students  of  the  school  of  art  were  exhibited  in  the  hbrary,  as  well 
as  objects  of  art  kindly  lent  by  members  of  the  Sociebr.  An  extensive 
rare  and  striking  omection  of  microscopic  objects  Djr  ordinary  and 

Solarized  light  were  shown  in  the  reading  room.    Strmg  and  military 
ands  were  placed  in  the  agricultural  hall,  the  museum,  and  library 
respectively. 

Botanic  Gardbn. 

Conservatories, — ^The  conservatories  have  been  maintained  in  good 
repur  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  by  whom  the  extensive  and 
important  addition  to  the  long  curvilinear  range  is  now  being  carried  out. 
During  the  profpress  of  this  work  the  removal  of  all  the  plants  from  the 
houses,  and  theur  distribution  through  the  other  conservatories,  became 
necessary,  a  work  involving  much  labour  and  risk.  Much  tonpomy 
inconvemence,  too,  has  been  caused  by  the  removal  of  the  of&ces  at  the 
rear  of  this  range,  which  the  alterations  necessarily  occasioned. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  by  purdiases,  exchanges,  and 
presentations  to  the  collection  in  the  oons^vatories,  the  most  valuable 
of  which  are  three  noble  tree-ferns  from  New  Zealand. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  chocolate  tree,  T^eo^oma  cacao,  has 
this  year  produced  fruit ;  the  first  time  this  has  been  recorded  to  have 
occurred  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Hardy  Plants, — In  conseouence  of  the  long  continued  drought  of  the 
summer  a  large  number  or  the  plants  in  this  section  of  the  garden 
perished.  The  river  Tolka,  which  fdmishes  the  sole  supply  of  water  to 
the  garden,  was  so  nearly  dried  up  as  to  necessitate  the  sinking  of  holes 
in  its  bed,  in  order  that  sufficient  water  might  be  obtained^  Jceep  alive 
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^e  plants  in  the  conaeiratories.  Considerable  eflbrts  will  have  to  be  Appendix H. 
made  in  order  to  fill  the  nnmerous  deficiencies  in  this  section  of  the  ji^pobt  ov 
garden,  which  hi  so  much  consulted  by  botanical  students.  Botax. 

Experimental  Ground. — ^The  experiment  suf^f^ested  by  Mr.  Waldron,    Sooibtt. 
and  before  reported  on,  of  growing  kohl-rabi  and  mangold-wurtzel 
together,  was  tried  this  year  with  perfect  success. 

A  series  of  cereals  from  Natal,  consisting  of  wheat,  oats,  barley, 
Guinea  com,  presented  by  Dr.  Mann,  Education  Commissioner  for 
Natal,  through  the  agent  lot  the  colony,  Alexander  McNeale,  Esa.,  was 
sown  during  the  last  week  of  April.  The  wheat,  barley,  ana  oats 
germinated  freely,  and  grew  with  great  rapidity,  ripening  their  grain 
before  that  of  similar  crops  raised  ftom  home  seeds,  which  were  so\iii 
six  weeks  earlier;  thus  confirming  the  truth  of  Knight's  theory  that 
plants  cidtivated  in  a  warm  climate  acquire  habits  of  great  excitability, 
which  they  retain  for  some  time  afterwards  when  grown  in  colder  sous 
by  coming  quickly  to  maturity. 

Exchanges  of  Plants  with  the  principal  botanical  establishments  and 
nurseries  in  Scotland  have  been  numerous  and  important.  Many 
valuable  acquisitions  have  been  secured  by  a  tour  to  the  Western 
Hebrides  made  by  the  Director  during  the  summer.  The  number  of 
plants  received  during  the  year  amounted  to  418  species,  and  976  kinds 
oi  seed.  The  numbers  given  in  exchange  were  639  species  and  115 
kinds  of  seed ;  of  the  former  309  species  were  sent  to  the  garden  of  the 
Queen's  College,  Cork,  and  90  species  to  the  Botanic  Garden  of  the 
Dublin  University.

The  Botanical  Museum,  although  contained  in  an  iron  structure,  un- 
suitable in  every  respect,  continues  to  be  a  source  of  considerable  attrac- 
tion to  the  public.    It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  proper  building  for  . 
this  collection,  for  the  erection  of  which  a  sum  of  money  has  been  voted 
for  several  years  past  by  Parliament,  has  not  been  commenced. 

Supplies  of  plants  and  flowers  have  been  sent  re^larly  to  the  School 
of  Art,  to  the  Koyal  College  of  Science  for  illustration  of  the  lectures  by 
the  Professor  of  Botany  in  that  establishment,  and  to  the  Queen's  Col- 
lege, Galway,  for  a  similar  purpose.

Museum  of  Natural  History. 

During  the  past  year  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Natonl 
arrangement  of  the  collection,  especially  in  the  upper  apartment  j^herein  S^^'7' 
the  litfge  zoological  collection  from  Utrecht  are  now  displayed.  ^OOQI    '**'*™* 
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Donations. 


Several  desk  cases  are  being  constrnoted  fbr  the  lower  hall,  which 
will  to  a  certain  extent  aooommodate  the  fosfli]s>  the  aixangement  of 
which  ^inll  be  immediately  commenced.  The  moet  important  acaukition 
to  be  arranged  in  this  apartment  of  the  museum  is  tiie  well-known 
collection  or  lias  fossils  rormed  at  Barrow«  in  Leicestershire,  by  the 
late  Mr.  Lees,  which  was  purchased  from  his  executors. 

The  Society  had  the  good  fortune  to  acquire  through  the  liberality  of 
Walter  H.  Jones,  Esq.,  a  highly  valuable  collection  of  British  and 
foreign  lichens,  formea  by  his  unde,  the  late  Admiral  Jones,  F.BLS., 
long  a  member  of  the  Society,  identified  and  named  by  himself,  and 
containing  copious  notes  on  each  spedes,  the  result  of  his  observation 
and  investigations.  The  collection  also  contains  a  large  number  of 
microscopic  prq>arations  illustrative  of  the  minute  structure  of  each 
species.  The  Council  also  purchased  by  a  grant  from  the  Society's 
private  funds  a  large  and  valuable  series  of  foreign  lichens,  mosses, 
and  fimgi,  arranged  in  fetsciculi,  and  named  by  Schimper,  Rabenhorst, 
Hepp,  Schoerer,  Massolongo,  Angi,  and  other  eminent  investigators. 

The  entire  collection,  which  may  be  considered  the  most  complete  of 
the  kind  in  Europe,  will  no  doubt  be  regarded  with  much  interest  by 
students  in  this  branch  of  science,  and  will  serve  to  form  the  nucleus  of 
a  general  herbsrium,  long  a  desideratum  in  the  institution. 

In  addition  to  the  above  donations,  Mr.  Jones  at  the  same  time  pre- 
sented a  large  collection  of  fossils  formed  by  Admiral  Jones,  which  will 
be  incorporated  with  the  general  collection  as  soon  as  cases  are  ready 
for  their  reception. 

To  SirF.  Leopold  McClintock,  R.N.,  the  Society  is  again  indebted  for 
numerous  specimens  of  fish^  Crustaceans  and  Echinodeims,  coUeeted  in 
Jamaica. 

William  Corbet,  Eso.,  of  Castleconnel,  has  presented  many  rare  and 
beautify  specimens  of  birds. 

William  Andrews,  Esq.,  chairman  of  the  Natural  History  Committee^ 
has  contributed  an  interesting  series  of  the  stormy  c^trel,  including 
adults  and  nestlings  from  the  Blasquet  Island,  County  Keny. 

Valentine  Ball,  Esq.,  of  the  Calcutta  Museum,  has  presented  a  num- 
ber of  bird-skins  and  other  zoological  specimens  collected  in  India. 

Colonel  Sankey,  9th  regiment,  has  contributed  a  most  interesting 
geological  section  of  the  formation  near  Yokohama,  Japan,  exhibiting 
uie  beds  and  their  induded  fossils  in  their  natural  position. 

Valuable  donations  have  also  been  received  horn  Hon.  Capt.  Darner, 
A.D.C. ;  lieut.  Francis  Barker,  R.A.;  Sir  Henry  Woodward,  of  the 
British  Museum ;  Mr.  R.  P.  Williams,  and  others ;  aU  of  which  have 
been  duly  acknowledged. 

The  expedition  to  the  South  of  Ireland  for  collecting  specimens, 
undertaken  by  Mr.  Andrews,  the  chairman,  and  hj  Mr.  A.  6.  More, 
one  of  the  museum  assistants,  has  yielded  most  satisfoctoiy  results  in 
furnishing  for  the  museum  a  large  number  of  native  specimens  of  fish^ 
sponges,  and  zoophytes  not  previously  in  the  collection. 

In  the  Entomological  department  much  has  been  done  in  re-arran^- 
inff  and  naming  &e  specimens.  A  considerable  number  of  exotic 
coleoptera  and  hemiptera  which  were  previously  partly  arranged  in 
famihes  have,  by  the  aid-  of  valuable  books  on  entomology  purchased 
for  the  libraxT,  been  identified  and  named.  Without  the  assistance  of 
such  materials  but  little  progress- can  be  made  in  naming  specimens  in  a 
museum,  a  fkct  which  ifiustrates  the  importance  for  museum  work  of 
having  a  well-furnished  library  at  hand  for  reference. 

Additions  to  the  Entomological  collection  during  the  year  have  been 
chiefly  made  hj  donations  from  J.  F.  Callaghan,  Esq.,  ex-Governor  of 
Labuan,  Valentine  Ball,  Esq.,  and  Dr.  MacMster. 
Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  t^e.^  M^eraIogie«l  wA^- 
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lection.  Numerous  fine  speeimens  hare  been  diaooYored  amongst  tHe  Ayptnauii; 
older  collections  in  store;  these  are  in  course  of  examination  and 
analysis  previous  to  their  being  placed  in  the  collection,  and  entered  in 
the  catatogue  of  minerals,  a  work  which  has  been  for  some  time  in 
preparation.  During  the  past  year  an  important  addition  has  been 
made  to  the  native  minerals  by  the  purchase  of  a  fine  oolleotion  formed 
by  the  late  Mr.  Wright,  of  Cork. 
■  On  the  occasion  of  the  Conversazione  before  refeired  to,  the  museum, 
as  well  as  all  the  other  departments,  was  open  to  the  visitors.  The 
extensive  arrangements  necessary  on  the  occasion  involved  the  closing 
of  Uie  museum  from  the  10th  April  to  the  1st  Ma]^. 

On  the  6th  May  the  museum  was  for  the  first  time  open  to  the  public 
on  one  evening  each  week,  an  arrangement  of  whicn-  a  considerable 
number  of  persons  avail  themselves. 

On  the  14th  October  the  museum  was  placed  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  in  the  hands  of  painters,  which  has  rendered' it  necessary  to  dose 
it.  The  work  is  still  in  progress,  and  will  not  probably  be  completed 
before  the  end  oT  January.

,  Flax  Cultivation  in  the  South  and  West  of  Ireland. 

Parliament  having  voted  a  sum  of  4,000/.  for  this  service,  the  Royal 
Dublin  Society  and  the  Royal  Agricultural  Society  were,  as  before^ 
charged  with  its  administration. 

It  appears  by  the  returns  of  the  flax  instructors  employed  by  the 
joint  committee  of  the  two  Societies  that  not  only  has  an  mcrease  in  the 
acreage  of  flax  under  cultivation  in  the  districts  under  their  ^iharge 
compared  with  that  of  last  year,  taken  place,  but  idso  to  a  large  extent 
in  tne  number  of  persons  instructed.  It  is  remarkable  that  a  consi- 
derable decrease  in  the  acreage  of  flax  has  taken  place  in  the  other  parts 
of  Ireland. 

Agricultural  analysis. 

In  April  last  an  arrangement  was  entered  into  whereby  the  laboratory 
of  the  Society  was  made  avidlable  for  the  performance  of  agricuIturaL 
as  well  as  mineialogical  anal3rse8  at  special  and  reduced  fees.  Up  to  the 
31st  December  last  Dr.  Reynolds,  Hie  analyst,  reports  that  70  analyses 
have  been  performed,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  as  the  advan- 
tages afforded  by  the  arrangement  referred  to  become  more  generally 
known  the  number  of  analyses  of  metallic  ores,  of  agnqultural  materials, 
and  of  articles  of  food  and  drink  will  also  increase. 

Agricultural  Museum. 

Several  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  effected  in  tiie  building 
during  the  past  year.  The  several  collections  continue  to  be  freely 
consulted,  as  appears  by  the  large  number  of  persons,  18,4r0,  who 
visited  it  duiing  the  year.

At  the  annual  examination  of  the  students  in  geometry,  perspective;, 
free-hand,  and  model  drawing  for  second  grade  prizes,  held  on  1^ 
eveniiigs,  of  the  10th,  Uth,  and  12th  of  Miurch,  164  students  prealeiited 
themsdves,  112  of  whom  succeeded  in  passing  in  164  papers ;  of  tiiese 
112  students  61  were  males  and  51  females.

The  number  of  diEwings^  paintings,  and  models  fortirarded  &om  the 
school  amounted  to  429,  of  which  118  were  works  in  ad\'aaaced»  SI  in. 
elementary  stages,  and  230  supplementary  works  or  ordinary  class 
exercises.  Of  uie  advanced  works,  64  were  selected  for  national  compe- 
tition, being  a  larger  number  than  were  chosen  in  any  former  year.  In 
this  competition  students  in  the  Society's  school  were  awarded  one  off 
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the  two  Princeaa  of  Wales's  scholarsliips,  1  gold,  3  silver,  and  2  bronze  AppendixH, 
medals,  4  Queen's  prizes,  16  third  f<rade  prizes,  and  1  honourable  rbpobtov 


mention. 

The  second  bonus,  out  of  39  offered  bj  the  Department  of  Science 
and  Art  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  successfiii  management,  waa 
adjudged  to  Mr.  Edwin  Lyne,  head  master  of  the  Society'a  achool. 

The  examination  of  the  works  executed  in  competition  for  the  ailver 
and  bronze  medals  offered  bjr  the  Society  waa  held  on  the  19th  Decem- 
ber,  at  which  133  works  were  exhibitea  and  12  silver  and  12  bronze 
medals  were  awarded.  These  numbera  include  9  additional  medals, 
which  in  consequence  of  the  number  and  excellence  of  the  works  were, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judges,  granted. 

His  Excellency  the  Earl  Spencer  presided  at  the  meeting  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  prizes,  on  which  occasion  the  Countess  Spencer,  Lord 
Strathnaim,  and  others,  numbering  630  neraona,  were  present.

The  council  desire  tq  impress  upon  the  members  the  necessity  of

The  committee  of  economy  appointed  shortly  after  the  last  annual 
meeting  have  met  once  a  week  during  the  year,  and  devoted  much  time 
to  the  economical  details  of  the  <  gardens,  in  which  task  they  have  been 
effectually  aided  by  Mr.  Carter,  whose  efforts  in  furtherance  of  tiie 
interests  of  the  society  the  council  have  unanimously  decided  to  reoog^ 
nize  by  the  addition  of  20/.  yearly  to  his  salary. 

The  animal  committee,  appointed  at  the  same  time  as  the  committee 
of  economy,  have  also  materially  aided  the  council  by  their  weekly 
meetings  and  diligent  supervision  of  matters  of  detail  relating  to  the 
management  and  purchase  and  sale  of  animals.

The  carnivore  house  and  aquarium  house,  provided  for  the  society  by  Xew  build- 
the  Department  of  Science  and  Art,  have  been  completed  during  the  ^'^^ 
past  year  at  a  cost  of  1,045/.

During  10  weeks  of  the  past  summer  the  council  tried  the  experi- . 
ment  of  a  weekly  band  and  promenade  on  Thursdays  in  the  gardens, 
with  such  success  as  to  warrant  them  to  promise  a  repetition  of  the 
promenades  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  and  July  of  the  coming 
year. 

A  proposal  has  been  made  bv  the  council  of  the  Royal  Geological 
Society  of  Ireland,  and  acceptea  by  the  council  of  the  Royal  Zoological 
Society^  that  joint  meetings  of  both  societies  should  be  held  several 
times  during  each  jear,  for  the  purpose  of  reading  papers  and  holding 
discussions  on  subjects  of  common  interest  to  the  members  of  both 
societies.  It  has  been  decided  by  the  councils  to  try  the  experiment  of 
joint  meetings  in  the  months  of  March  and  June  next,  ana  due  notice 
of  these  meetings  will  be  given  to  the  members  of  both  societies.
